In  aooordanoe  with  the  request  contained  in  yonr  communication 
of  Aag.  1, 1871,  I  herewith  eubmit  to  you  a  report  of  all  matters  per- 
taining to  the  Insurance  Department  of  my  office. 

hi  presenting  this  report  to  you — ^it  being  the  third  annual  report 
of  this  office,  of  the  affairs  and  business  of  Insurance  Companies  of  all 
danes,  doing  business  in  Illinois — I  will  confine  myself  to  the  presen- 
tidon  of  abstracts  of  the  annual  statements  of  the  Companies,  as  filed 
in  my  office,  for  the  year  ending  December  81,  1870,  embodying 
therein  all  the  facts  and  figures  of  vital  importance  to  a  correct  under- 
standing of  the  condition  of  each  Company ;  and  also  the  compilation 
of  each  tables  as  will  enable  the  public  to  compare  the  figures  pre- 
sented %y  the  Companies  soliciting  business,  and  thereby  determine 
vhich  are  entitled  to  public  favor  and  patronage. 

The  year  1870  was  one  of  ill-omen  to  many  Insurance  Companies. 
Its  fire-king  made  many  heavy-faced  and  grievous-to-be-borne  nu- 
merals upon  the  debit  side  of  insurance  ledgers,  to  be  blotted  out  only 
bj  the  very  life-blood  of  the  Companies.  For  years  before,  continued 
loves  drained  the  coflbrs  of  many  Companies,  almost  to  depletion ; 
Iiopeful  underwriters  believed  and  hoped  that  during  1870  the  tide 
might  turn,  and  that  instead  of  doing  business  at  a  loss,  a  reasonable 
profit  might  be  realized.  Early  in  the  year  prospects  seemed  bright, 
and  the  times  auspicious ;  but  soon  the  volume  of  business,  which  nad 
issnmed  gigantic  proportions,  ceased  to  increase,  and  in  Life  Insu- 
nnoe  greatly  decreased ;  the  reports  of  losses  came  from  far  and  near, 
and  unexpected  disaster  was  imminent  to  many.  Some  Companies 
were  unable  to  successfully  continue,  and,  like  vessels  unable  to  combat 
the  storm,  sank  to  rise  no  more.  Whilst  the  disasters  to  Companies 
were  almost  continuous,  I  am  glad  to  record  the  fact  that  no  loss  has 
beea  entailed  during  the  year,  by  failures  of  Illinois  Companies^  upon 
the  public  as  policy  holders— and  that  in  only  two  instances  has  any 
loss  accrued  to  policy  holders  by  the  failures  of  Companies  from  other 
States  doing  business  in  Illinois.  Many  Companies,  weak  and  wa- 
TeriD^,have  been  forced,  by  the  sad  experiences  of  the  past  few  years, 
to  yield  and  retire  from  business ;  and  thereby  a  bitter  feeling  has 
been  created,  so  far  as  rates  and  competition  are  concerned,  which  I 
bope  may  improve  the  financial  status  of  Companies  continuing  in

Of  the  risks  written  during  1870  and  former  years,  by  Illinois  Fire 
and  Marine  Insurance  Companies,  $230,971,726  61  of  fire  risks  re- 
mained on  December  31, 1870,  as  unexpired  ;  whilst  not  one  dollar  of 
marine  risks  remained  upon  the  books  of  these  Companies,  as  shown, 
by  their  reports  to  this  oiBce. 

By  comparing  business  done  by  ail  Fire  and  Marine  Companies 
doing  business  in  Illinois,  during  the  years  1869  and  1870,  we  find 
that  they  wrote  risks,  received  premiums  and  paid  losses,  in  Illinoia, 
as  follows :

Making^  the  same  estimate — ^based  npon  the  same  percentage  of  ez- 
peo6e8  in  transacting  and  for  obtaining  this  bnsinoBs, — ^we  tind  that 
the  basioeea  of  1869  jprodaced  a  profit  of  $8^5,762  77,  and  1870,  a 
loss  of  513,246  49.  Of  coarse  onr  estimate  of  expenses  cannot  be 
aoearatelj  correct ;  bat  being  based  npon  the  same  assnmptions  for 
both  years,  it  cannot  greatly  exaggerate  the  tratb,  and  mast  be  com- 
puativelj  correct  Viewing  these  figures,  it  requires  no  prophetic 
eye  to  see  and  predict  the  future  of  Insurance  Companies  in  Illinois, 
if  the  present  system  of  inadequate  rates  and  illegitimate  competition 
»  persisted  in,  bj  the  Companies  and  their  agents.  More  than  one 
of  our  Companies  have  already  seen  and  felt  the  effects  of  this  course 
of  business,  and  have  turned  their  efforts  and  capital  in  more  pro- 
ductive channels.

And  now,  an  unofficial  report  reaches  me  that  the  Beaper  Oitj,  of 
Eockford,  has  reinsured  its  risks  and  ceased  business.  All  these  Coda- 
panies  have  reinsured  their  risks  in  responsible  and  reliable  Companies, 
and  no  loss  will,  in  any  wise,  occur  to  any  policy-holder,  by  their 
discontinuance  of  business ;  but  I  cannot  say  the  same  with  regard 
to  stock-holders. 

Serious  charges  of  mismanagement  and  fraud  have  been  made, 
concerning  the  retirement  of  the  Lamar  Insurance  Company,  by  many 
of  its  stock  holders;  but  its  affairs  are  about  to  be  made  the  subject  of 
judicial  investi^tion,  and  I  therefore  desist  from  any  remarks  in  con- 
nection therewith. 

The  capital  of  the  Sangamo  Insurance  Company  was  seriously  im- 

J aired,  on  December  81,  1870.  Upon  request  of  the  Board  of 
)irectors,  and  after  a  personal  examination  of  its  affairs,  and  upon 
payment  by  the  stock-holders  of  $8,480  into  the  treasury  of  the 
Company — this  sum  being  necessary  to  make  an  unimpaired  caeh 
capital  of  $100,000 — I  authorized  a  rodnctiou  of  the  capital  of  the 
Company  to  $100,000,  by  the  following  certificate :

NEW  COMPANIES   INCOBPOBATRD   UNDER  THE  LAWS    OF  ILLINOIS,    DUBINC 

THE  TEAB   1871. 

The  business  of  Insurance  having  proved  so  disastrous  in  Illinoii 
during  the  past  year,  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  that  tew  persons  wen 
willing  to  risk  their  capital  in  so  uncertain  and  unproductive  a  business: 
and  as  a  consequence,  very  few  Companies  have  been  recently  organ- 
ized in  the  State.  Since  the  1st  of  December,  1870,  no  Fire,  Marine 
or  Inland  Navigation  Insurance  Company  has  been  organized  and  pu 
into  successful  operation. 

Efforts  have  been,  and  are  now  being  made,  to  launch  forth,  nnde 
a  new  management,  the  Globe  Insurance  Company,  of  Chicago,  whici 
has  done  no  business  for  several  years  past.  A  sufficient  amount  o 
capital  to  enable  the  Company  to  comply  with  our  laws,  has  not  ye 
been  secured. 

Several  prominent  members  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  havi 
been  actively  engaged,  during  the  past  few  months,  in  the  organizs 
tion  of  a  Company  under  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Trade  Insuranc 
Company,  of  Chicago,  Illinois.  This  is  the  first  Company  organize 
under  the  provisions  of  the  general  insurance  law,  approved  March  11 
1869,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  incorporate  and  govern  fire,  marine  and  ii 
land  navigation  insurance  companies." 

The  declaration  and  charter  were  filed  in  my  office  on  the  12th  c 
April,  1871,  by  Messrs*  Alfred  James  &  Co.,  of  Chicago,  and  the  earn 
being  accompanied  by  evidence  of  a  proper  legal  publication  by  Oe< 
A.  Seavems,  J.  T.  Lester  and  Alfred  James,  of  their  intention  to  oi 
ganize  the  ^^  Board  of  Trade  Insurance  Company,"  with  a  cash  capi 
tal  of  $200,000,  the  papers  were  all  submitted  to  the  Hon.  Washing 
ton  Bushnell,  Attorney  General  of  the  State,  for  his  examination  an 
approval,  as  provided  by  law. 

After  this,  upon  the  same  day,  the  Attorney  General  certified  to  m 
that  he  had  examined  the  declaration,  charter  and  proof  of  pnblici 
tion,  and  that  he  found  all  of  said  papers  to  be  conformable  to  the  ac 
under  which  said  Company  was  organized,  and  not  inconsistent  with  th 
laws  and  constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  I  notified  these  gentli 
men  of  the  Attorney  General's  indorsement,  and  advised  them  thi 
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i»j  were  authorized  to  proceed  with  the  farther  organization  of  their 
Companj.  The  work  of  Becaring  capital  has  been  slowly  progressing, 
bstia  yet  has  not  reached  a  saccessfal  termination.

ianfficient  in  valae,  and  I  required  the  Company  to  furnish  additional 
lecmity,  which  was  done  upon  the  18th  of  July,  1S71.

On  page  119,  Auditor^s  report  for  1870,  reference  is  made  to  the 
eoodition  and  stains  of  the  above  named  Company  at  that  date,  and  I 
deare  to  add  here  that  the  same  legal  condition — so  far  as  policy-hold- 
OB  and  stock-holders  are  concerned — is  maintained.  A  law  looking 
tsthe  release  of  the  securities  of  Life  Insurance  Companies  deposited 
Tith  the  State  Treasurer,  is  now  before  the  Legislature.  Such  release 
tube  made,  in  justice  to  all  the  holders  of  obligations  of  any  kind 
isned  by  the  Companies,  only  after  every  obligation  is  fully  satisfied 
and  canceled.  But  justice  to  the  holders  of  stock  in  such  Companies 
Bakei  it  absolutely  necessary  that  some  way  be  provided  for  release, 
aad  I  hope  the  members  of  our  present  Legislature,  in  their  wisdom, 
will  provide  eome  way  of  release,  and  at  the  same  time  fully  guard 
and  protect,  in  every  sense  of  the  word,  the  policy-holders  and  other 
oeditore  of  such  Companies.  Recently,  tne  stock-holders  of  the 
Great  Western  Life  Insurance  Company,  represented  by  Paul  Cor- 
adl,  of  Chicago,  made  a  request  for  the  release  of  the  $100,000  de- 
posit held  by  the  State  Treasurer,  for  this  Company,  and  at  the  same 
ttme  presented  an  indemnifying  bond,  providing  therein  to  hold  the 
Treasurer  in  every  way  harmless,  if  he  would,  agreeably  to  their  re- 
quest, release  to  said  Company  its  deposit.  The  application  and  bond

Sir:  In  oompliance  with  your  request  I  have  the  honor  of  saying  that  the  enclosed  papers, 
correspondence,  etc.,  have  been  examined  by  me,  and  you  have  my  opinion  in  relation  there- 
to, briefly,  as  follows : 

IsL  The  bond  is  worthless  in  law  because  it  is  to  indemnify  you  against  cost,  trouble  and 
damages  in  doing  an  unlawful  act  as  a  public  officer.  The  law  abhors  and  pronounces  void  all 
such  indemnities. 

2d.  The  act  of  1869  fails  to  provide  the  manner,  or  form,  or  time  when  you  are  to  sur- 
render up  securities  deposited  by  Insurance  Companies  with  you  as  by  the  act  provided. 

8d.  It  then  naturally  follows,  that  you  cannot  legally  surrender  up  securities  deposited  with 
you,  as  the  Treasurer  of  this  State,  by  Insurance  Companies,  until  either,  Ist:  the  (General 
Assembly  amends  the  said  act  so  as  to  allow  you,  in  some  given  way  and  manner,  to  surrender 
up  the  class  of  securities  referred  to  in  the  enclosed  documents;  or,  2d:  until  you  are  ordered 
so  to  surrender  them  up  to  the  claimants  by  the  proper  order  and  decree  of  a  competent  legal 
tribunal.

Of  the  salts  commenced  by  me  in  former  years,  to  enforce  com- 
pliance with  onr  Insurance  Scatutes,  only  one  or  two  remain  undeci- 
ded ;  and,  with  few  exceptions,  all  have  been  decided  in  favor  of  the 
State. 

Daring  the  latter  part  of  Febrnary  of  the  present  year,  I  was  in- 
formed that  the  Globe  Insurance  Company  of  Chicago,  then  in  pro- 
cess of  re-organizatioD,  was  seeking  busmess  and  issuing  policies  with- 
<mt  having  complied  with  law.  I  immediately  requested  proceedings 
to  be  commenced  againet  the  Company  in  the  Cook  County  Court. 
The  proceedings  were  commenced,  and  roBuIted  in  the  Company  ceas- 
iDg  to  do  farther  bueiness,  and  making  an  arrangement  with  onr  at- 
torney that  no  farther  business  should  bo  done,  until  full  compliance 
with  Law  was  made. 

Official  information  was  also  furnished  me  that  several  Insurance 
Agents  of  Chicago  had  been  and  were  placing  large  amounts  of  risks 
in  Companies,  located  without  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  which  had 
never  complied  with  our  laws,  and  in  Companies  which  were,  in 
some  instances,  notoriously  irresponsible  in  the  way  of  furnishing  re- 
liable Indemnity  against  loss. 

I  presented  the  cases  to  the  Attorney  Oeneral,  and  bis  representative 
in  Uiese  matters,  in  Chicago — Hon.  Geo.  W.  Smith — and  suits  were 
brought  against  the  several  agents ;  but  owing  to  the  delay  usual  in 
such  proceedings,  trials  have  not  yet  been  reacned,  but  will  be  during 
the  fail  terms  of  the  courts. 

HOHB   IH81TKAN0B  OOMFAKT  OF  BBW  HATEN,  CONK.,  AND  COMMONWEALTH 

FIRE  mSUBANOS  COMPANY  OF  NEW  YOBK  CrrY. 

As  is  well  known,  the  Home  Insurance  Company  of  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  closed  its  doors,  and  its  affairs  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
Receiver,  during  the  latter  part  of  1870.  Prior  to  1870,  this  Com- 
pany had  done  a  very  large  business  in  Illinois,  and  indeed  through- 
out the  entire  country  :  and  the  announcement  that  the  Company  had 
fiuled,  was  scarcely  credited,  especially  as,  only  a  short  time  previous 
to  the  failure,  public  examinations  of  its  affairs  had  been  made,  and 
tiie  results  thereof  published  as  satisfactory ;  but  reckless  underwriting, 
and  criminally-bad  management,  led  to  an  end  which  might  have  been 
easily  foreseen  by  the  managers.  Thus  tar,  little  that  is  satisfactory 
to  thoee  having  claims,  has  resulted  from  the  assignment.  I  presume 
the  assignee  has  done  all  in  his  power  to  bring  about  desirable  results ;

Are  not  these  figures  ominous  I  Do  they  not  give  warning  in  tones 
sot  to  be  mistaken  2  Besides  these  figures,  I  find  that  on  Dec.  3 1 ,  1870, 
(21)2,340  94  of  losses  bad  been  incurred,  which  remained  unpaid. 

Daring  this  same  period  these  Companies  wrote  risks  amounting  to 
the  large  sum  of  $273,122,970  98,  and  on  December  31, 1870,  there 
reoaiDed,  upon  the  books  of  these  Companies,  unexpired  fire  risks 
imoQDtiDg  to  $230,971,726  61,  but  not  one  dollar  of  marine  risks  re- 
maiDed  unexpired. 

Were  it  my  province  to  discourse,  at  large,  upon  the  subject  reveal- 
ed by  these  statements,  I  could  here  find  much  to  comment  upon. 
Bat  I  believe  a  plain  and  impartial  array  of  these  figures,  will  be  bet* 
tar  adapted  to  present  to  our  Companies  the  necessity  for  an  improve- 
ment, in  the  business  of  the  Companies,  so  far  as  satisfactorv  results 
ire  concerned,  than  any  page  of  reflections  and  advice.  May  I  not 
»k  for  this  statement  a  careful  and  candid  perusal,  and  that  its  figures 
may  teach  lessons  of  profit  to  the  managers  of  these  corporations,  to 
Thorn  we  all  trust  so  much  and  from  whom  woisxpect  reliable  indemni- 
ty in  the  hours  of  trial  and  misfortune  I 

Following  this  table  you  nHU  find  Exhibit  "B,"  which  shows  the 
total  fire  and  marine  risks  in  force  December  81, 1870,  to  have  been 
t3,3T5,163,241  14.  It  also  shows  that  during  the  year  1870,  the  Fire, 
Marine  and  Inland  Navigation  Insurance  Companies,  doing  business 
in  Illinois,  wrote  fire  risks  amounting  to  $3,734,377,444  21,  and  ma- 
rine risks  to  the  amount  of  $551,479,039  9t>,  making  a  total  of  $^,285,- 
850,484  17— nearly  $i  5,000,000  less  than  the  amount  written  in  1869. 
Of  the  $3,37.%! 63,241  14  risks  in  force  on  December  31,  1870,  the 
nimof  $3,324,448,499  78  were  fire  risks  and  $50,714,741  32  marine 
nskg.  The  income  to  the  Companies  from  this  vast  amount  of  busi- 
nets  was  $i6,16i,453  04,  and  the  expenditures,  including  all  losses 

Cid,  and  the  expense  of  conducting  the  business,  was  $42,745,808  93, 
^nng  a  margin  on  the  profit  side  of  the  account  amounting  to  nearly 
13,500,000.    In  the  amount  given  for  expenditures  is  included  all  divi- 
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dends  paid  stockholders;  bat  as  many  Oompanies  declared  no  divi- 
dends, we  cannot  say  that  the  $8,500,000  is  all  profit;  for  had  all  the 
Oompanied  been  able  to  pay  a  respectable  dividend,  very  little  of  this 
amount  in  the  agerre^ate  wonld  remain.  In  comparing  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  1870  with  those  of  1869,  we  find  that  the  receipts 
decreased  over  $1,350,000,  whilst  the  expenditures  increased  $1,700,- 
000.  If  the  business  of  1869,  in  the  agojregate,  was  unremunerative, 
what  shall  we  say,  in  the  light  of  the  above  figures,  concerning  the 
business  of  1870  ? 

Whilst  the  figures  of  1870,  in  making  up  the  volume  of  business 
done,  fall  below  those  of  1869,  in  many  instances,  I  cannot  believe  it 
is  because  the  business  of  underwriting  has  reached  its  height,  or  is  on 
the  decline  ;  but  rather  because  there  has  been  a  wiser  discrimination 
between  risks,  and  a  rejection  of  those  unworthy  to  be  carried.  I  be- 
lieve that  when  the  business  of  1871  is  summed  up,  we  will  find  that 
this  is  the  true  explanation. 

This  exhibit  is  general  in  its  terms,  and  refers  to  the  business  of  onr 
whole  country,  so  far  as  Companies  doing  business  in  our  own  State 
are  concerned  ;  but  that  we  may  know  and  fully  appreciate  the  amount 
of  this  same  business,  within  the  borders  of  Illinois,  during  the  year 
1870,  I  herewith  present  Exhibit  "O,"  which  shows  the  receipts, 
losses,  estimated  expenses  (computation  of  expenses  being  made  at  SO 
per  cent,  of  premiums  received)  and  the  profit  or  loss,  according  to  these 
assumptions,  to  each  Company.  During  the  year  1870,  fire  risks  were 
written  in  Illinois  amounting  to  $420,555,657  63,  being  an  increase  of 
over  $85,000,000  above  the  amount  written  1869;  and  marine  and  in- 
land navigation  risks  amounting  to  $52,950,572  17,  being  a  decrease  of 
$7,000,000  over  the  amount  written  in  1869. 

The  receipts  of  the  several  Companies,  during  the  same  period, 
amounted  to  $4,710,769  20,  and  there  was  paid  for  losses  sums  amount- 
ing to  $3,765,677  63  ;  estimating  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Companies,  in  the  State,  according  to  the  above  assump- 
tions, ^.  e.  30  per  cent,  of  premiums  received  in  the  State,  we  find  the 
aggregate  expense  to  have  been  $1,458,338  06.  Deducting  the  proper 
amounts  from  the  income  of  each  Company,  we  find  that  only  35  Com- 
panies made  money,  whilst  73  Companies  lost ;  and  in  the  aggregate 
$513,000  was  expended  for  losses  and  expenses,  more  than  was  received 
for  premiums  in  Illinois,  during  the  year  1870. 

Following  this  exhibit  I  have  arranged  ExHiBrr  "D,"  which  gives 
the  name,  location  and  condition  of  the  afiairs  of  all  the  Fire  and  Ma- 
rine Insurance  Companies,  of  our  own  State,  now  doing  business. 

The  total  paid  up  capital  of  Illinois  Companies  is  l5,6 12,531  41, 
being  an  increase  over  the  capital  employed  by  Illinois  Companies  in 
1869,  of  $25,586  48.  The  total  assets  of  these  Companies  is  $7,369,- 
73S  77,  being  $170,378  09  less  than  in  1869.  The  total  liabilities,  in- 
cluding the  capital  stock  liability,  and  the  amount  necessary  to  re- 
insure outstanding  risks,  amounts  to  $7,047,518  63,  which  is  $56,574  53 
less  than  the  same  liabilities,  as  reported  for  1869.  These  fiigares 
show  that  the  assets  of  these  Companies  exceed  their  liabilities,  in  the 
aggregate,  by  the  sum  of  $322,220  14,  being  $113,803  56  less  than  the 
excess  reported  in  1869. 
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Of  (he  twenty-eight  Illinois  Companies  now  doing  basiness,  eight 
show  impairment  of  capital,. ranging  from  one-half  of  one  percent, 
tooearlj  fifteen  per  cent,  of  their  capital  stock. 

Following  this  exhibit,  will  be  fonnd  the  abstracts  compiled  from 
the  annnal  retarna  of  these  Oompanies,  for  the  year  ending  December 
3J,1870. 

On  pszes  70  and  .tl  will  be  fonnd  ExniBrr  ^'E,"  which  is  prepar- 
ed from  Uie  annual  retams  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1870,  of 
Fire,  Marine  and  Inland  Itavigation  Insurance  Companies,  of  other 
States  and  conntries,  doing  business  in  Illinois,  and  presenting  the 
came  figures  from  their  returns  as  the  former  exhibit  does  from  the 
returns  of  Illinois  Companies.  It  shows  an  aggregate  paid  up  capital, 
owned  and  controlled  by  corporations  from  sister  States  and  foreign 
eoDOtries^  amonnting  to  $34,068,602  50.  These  corporations  possess 
aisets  amonnting  to  $79,170,91*3  90,  and  have  present  and  contingent 
liabilitiea — ^including  capital  stock  liability  and  re-insurance  reserve — 
amoanting  to  $55,712,081  53,  which  leaves  an  excess  of  assets  amount- 
ing, in  the  aggregate,  to  nearly  $25,000,000. 

Of  these  eighty  live  Companies,  doing  business  in  Illinois,  only 
nine  show  an  impairment  of  their  capital  stock ;  the  impairment,  alto- 
gether, amonntB  to  $139,717  43. 

With  these  statements  and  exhibits,  I  finish  the  consideration  of  the 
fire,  Marine  and  Inland  Navigation  Insurance  Companies,  and  pass 
OQ  to  view,  somewhat  >t  length,  the  business  and.  interests  of  Life 
Insurance  Companies,  doing  business  in  Illinois,  as  shown  by  their 
ntams  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31, 1870,  and  now  on  file  in  this  office. 

ExHiBir  ^^  F  " — (See  pages  158  and  lo9)  shows  the  amount  of  busi- 
ness done,  respectively,  by  each  and  every  Life  Insurance  Company 
eomplying  with  our  statutes,  and  also  the  aggregate  amount  of  this 
buBiness.  In  order  that  we  may  understand  the  business,  as  compared 
vith  that  of  1869, 1  present  the  following  table  df  comparisons :

From  these  figures  we  find  that  the  business  of  Life  Insurance  has 
not  increaaed  in  the  number  and  amount  of  the  policies  written,  but 
that  the  renewals  and  premiums  upon  risks  accepted  daring  1870  have 
neceesiurily  largely  increased. 
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The  payments  for  death  claims  have  also  increased  nearly  $100,000, 
which,  considering  the  increasing  amount  of  the  risks  carried  by  the 
Companies,  is  not  out  of  proportion. 

Exhibit  "  G  "—following  next  in  order — shows  the  total  amount  of 
Life  Insurance  in  force  December  31, 1870,  carried  by  all  the  Com- 
panies doing  business  in  Illinois,  to  be  $2,101,|^8,423  98,  being  an 
excess  over  the  amount  io  force  Dec.  31, 1869,  of  1144,359,721  22. 

When  we  view  the  figures  presented  by  the  foregoing  statements, 
we  cannot  but  be  impressed  with  the  necessity  for  perfect  laws,  with 
which  to  regulate  the  operations  of  Life  Insurance  Companies. 

Such  vast  sums  of  money,  gathered  together  from  every  portion  of 
our  country,  and  for  such  praiseworthy  and  noble  objects,  cannot  be 
guarded  by  too  stringent  statutory  provisions ;  and  whilst  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Companies  should  be  untrammeled  by  contracted  and  op- 
pressive local  and  State  restrictions,  no  opportunity  should  be  lost 
whereby  the  best  interest  of  the  insured  and  their  dependents  can  be 
more  fully  guarded  and  protected.    Recent  failures  of  Companies 
warn  us  of  the  necessity  for  these  restrictions,  and  also  that  illegiti* 
mate  competition  must  cease,  and  that  ruinously  low  premiums,  and 
excessively  large  commissions,  must  not  be  paid  as  they  hare  been 
in  the  past.    1  may  not  be  disappointed  in  indulging  the  hope,  that 
the  lessons  of  the  past  and  present,  many  of  them  learned  by  bitter 
experienceE,  may  profit  all  engaged  in  the  business  of  Life  Insurance. 

Exhibit  '*H" — page  166 — shows  the  financial  condition  of  all  the 
Life  Insurance  Companies  of  Illinois,  in  operation,  and  which  have 
made  compliance  with  our  laws,  for  the  year  1871.  The  total  paid 
up  capital  of  these  Companies  is  $1,406,610;  total  assets  $2,249,- 
666  24 ;  and  total  liabilities,  including  net  value  of  their  policies,  com- 
puted under  our  laws,  $1,089,813  65 — cleaving  an  excess  of  assets  over 
all  liabilities,  except  capital  stock,  of  $1,159,852  59. 

It  is  proper  for  m8  here  to  state,  that  in  reckoning  the  liabilities  of 
Life  Insurance  Companies,  the  capital  stock  is  not — as  with  Fire  and 
Marine  Companies — considered  a  liability;  but  is  considered  as  a 
guarantee  fund  only.  Exhibit  "  I,''  furnishes  the  figures  upon  the  same 
points,  taken  from  the  statements  of  Life  Insurance  Companies  of  other 
States,  as  in  the  preceding  exhibit  were  taken  from  the  statements  of 
Illinois  Companies.  The  paid  up  capital  of  these  Companies  amounts 
to  $9,047,475  11.  Their  assets  reach  the  enormous  sum  of  $269,- 
521,130  61,  being  a  gain  of  nearly  $40,000,000  in  one  year.  These 
same  Companies  have  liabilities,  including  the  net  value  of  their 
policies,  amounting  to  $232,430,254  96,  leaving  an  excess  of  assets 
over  liabilities,  of  about  $37,000,000,  which  is  $28,000,000  more  than 
their  paid  up  capital. 

Following  these  two  exhibits  of  the  Life  Insurance  Companies  doing 
business  in  Illinois,  will  be  found,  in  appropriate  order,  abstracts  from 
the  statements  of  the  several  Companies  competing  for  our  business. 
Those  who  are  interested  in  the  business,  as  well  as  the  business  man 
generally,  will  be  amply  repaid  by  the  information  obtained  by  a  care- 
ful perusal  and  examination  of  these  abstracts. 

The  figures  here  presented,  in  the  aggregate  represent  a  sum  so 
large,  that  we  can  scarcely  appreciate  the  amount ;  and  when  we  con- 
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the  object  for  which  accumulated  and  deposited,  we  feel  the 
womty  for  impreBsinff  npon  the  minds  of  those  controlling  these 
Itfj^  sums  of  money,  the  great  need  for  the  utmost  care,  prndence 
and  fidelity  in  the  management  thereof. 

It  is  common  with  many  Companies  to  spend  large  snms  of  money 
in  the  management  of  the  Company,  and  make  a  great  display  to 
draw  and  attract  bosiness.  It  is  also  common  with  many  Companies 
to  pay  large  dividends  to  stock-holders,  when  none  shonld  be  paid,  and 
iopromiie  and  sometimes  pay  large  dividends  to  policy-holders,  when 
in  troth,  small  dividends,  if  any ^  can  be  poorly  afforded.  Attention  is 
oiled  to  these  matters,  almost  every  day,  by  onr  best  Insurance  Jonr- 
Bik,  and  by  the  reports  of  officials,  but  with  little  heed  bein^  given 
&ereto.  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  here  enter  my  protest  against  all 
expenditures  of  these  kinds,  and  add  that  such  course  in  any  Company 
esBoot  be  too  severely  animadverted  upon,  and,  if  possible,  punished ; 
far,  foods  held  for  such  sacred  purposes  as  those  entrusted  to  Life  In- 
nranoe  Companies,  shonld  not  be  handled  in  any  such  injudicioqs  and 
loiay  say  crimiual  manner. 

Exhibit  '*  K  '^  (page  249)  shows  the  name  and  location  of  all  Life 
Ittorance  Companies,  doing  business  in  Illinois,  which  have  policies 
and  obligations  subject  to  valuation  under  our  statutes.  In  the  same 
table  is  indnded  a  statement  of  the  paid  up  capital  and  total  assets  of 
tlie  Companies,  as  claimed  by  them  and  as  appears  from  their  state- 


These  figures  are  given  so  that  a  comparison  may  be  made  with  the 
adnmn  in  which  appears  the  correct  reinsurance  reserve,  or  net  value 
of  policies,  computed  according  to  our  legal  standards.  The  legal 
^tndards,  for  valuations,  as  prescribed  by  our  statutes,  are  '*fonr  (4)  per 
eent  interest,"  and  "Actuaries'  "  or  "  Combined  Experience  "  rate  of 
natality. 

The  policies  and  obligations  of  all  these  Companies  have  been  sub- 

£^  to  a  careful  valuation,  according  to  these  standards,  and  I  be- 
e  the  figures  in  the  column  devoted  to  "  ileinsurance  reserve,"  in 
thia  exhibit,  to  be  strictly  correct  and  accurate. 

These  compntations  have  been  made  in  the  cases  of  Illinois  Com- 
panies and  all  other  Companies  not  complying  with  the  laws  of  Mas- 
■admsetts,  except  a  single  instance,  by  this  Department.  Bat  in  the 
eaeea  of  all  Companies  complying  with  the  laws  of  Massachusetts,  I 
have  obtained  the  amounts  from  the  Insurance  Commissioner  ot  that 
Commonwealth,  Hon.  Julius  L.  Clark — ^and  for  his  kindness  and 
eonrtesy  in  all  these  matters,  I  am  placed  under  especial  obligations. 

The  reserves  in  this  table,  being  all  based  upon  the  same  rate  of 
intereatand  mortality,  a  careful  and  correct  comparison  of  the  standing 
and  condition  of  the  several  Companies,  can  be  easily  made  by  any 
one  giving  the  subject  proper  attention. 

1^0  Company  is  now  doing  business  in  Illinois,  whose  total  liabilities 
exosed  its  total  assets;  and  were  such  the  case,  it  would  become  my  duty 
to  revoke  all  authority  heretofore  given  any  such  Company  to  do 
business,  until  such  time  as  its  assets  became  equal  to,  or  greater  than 
iu  liabilities.  This  statement  shows  total  assets  amounting  to  $'^^71,- 
^2,493  79,  and  that  a  reinsurance  fund,  according  to  our  legal  stand- 
ards, amounting  to  $227,016,679  94,  must  be  maintained  in  order  that 
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the  Companies  may  be  deemed  solvent,  nnder  the  provisions  of  on 
laws.  Tnis  sam  is  now  held  by  the  Companies,  besides  a  large  boi 
plas,  which  they  also  possess.

Dnriug  the  past  six  months  I  have  caused  to  be  made  personal  ex 
aminations  of  the  affairs  of  all  companies  of  our  own  State,  now  doin^ 
business. 

The  reports  of  these  examinations  were  satisfactory,  except  in  tw( 
or  three  cases ;  and  in  these  cases  the  companies  have,  since  then,  met 
our  legal  requirements,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Lamar  Insurance 
Company,  of  Chicago,  concerning  which  I  have  heretofore,  in  this  re 
port,  made  mention.  These  examinations  have  been  thorough  ii 
every  respect,  and  I  believe  result  in  great  good  in  the  matter  of  th< 
Companies  keeping  their  books  and  afiairs  in  good  shape  and  condition 

These  reports  are  placed  upon  file  in  this  office  and  are  open  to  pub 
lie  inspection  and  examination  at  all  times. 

Since  January  Ist,  1871,  I  have  been  called  upon  only  twice,  in  th< 
case  of  Life  Insurance  Companies,  to  appeal  to  judicial  tribunals,  an< 
that  for  the  purpose  of  restraining  the  operations  of  two  ^'Mutual  Be 
nevolent"  co-operatives,  and  in  each  case  the  operations  of  the  concern 
were  promptly  stopped,  and  the  people  relieved  of  the  irresponsibi 
prowlers. 

I  desire,  in  this  connection,  to  add  a  word  concerning  the  slownes 
of  a  number  of  Life  Insurance  Companies  and  also  of  a  few  Fire  an^ 
Marine  Companies,  in  making  their  annual  returns.  The  returns  o 
all  Fire,  Marine  and  Inland  Navigation  Insurance  Companies  mud 
be  made  up,  under  our  laws,  for  the  year  ending  December  81,  annn 
ally,  and  filed  in  this  office  within  one  month  thereafter. 

The  returns  ef  Life  Insurance  Companies  are  made  up  for  the  sanu 
time,  and  are  required  to  be  filed  on  or  before  March  1st,  annually. 

No  agent  is  authorized  to  do  any  business  for  any  company  afld 
the  expiration  of  their  certificates  of  authority,  which  expiration  is  ^ 
the  date  above  mentioned ;  hence,  there  is  great  necessity  for  prompt 
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ness  and  care  to  have  the  several  statements  filed  within  the  legal  pe- 
nod.  Heretofore,  I  have  been  considerablj  annoyed  and  the  bosiness 
of  mj  office  materially  delayed,  by  the  unwarranted  slowness  of  some 
companies ;  and  I  make  mention  of  it  here,  so  that  in  the  fatnre  it 
Quj  oot  occur. 

Agreeably  to  the  suggestion  of  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Miller,  Superinten- 
dent of  the  Insurance  Department  of  New  York,  seconded  by  many 
prominent  Insurance  officials  and  others  identified  with  the  Insurance 
interest  of  the  oonntry,  a  convention  of  officers,  charged  by  the  differ- 
ent States  with  the  execution  of  their  various  Insurance  Statutes,  as- 
lembled  in  New  York  City,  during  the  latter  part  of  May. 

Many  others,  whose  experiences  and  positions  have  identified  them 
vith  every  prominent  movement  in  Insurance  circles,  were  present  to 
lid  the  State  officials,  and  their  representatives,  with  their  advice  and 
suggestions,  and  added,  to  the  matters  brought  before  the  convention, 
many  valuable  papers  upon  the  subject  presented. 

The  report  of  the  convention,  just  now  being  circulated,  will  give 
detailed  reports  of  the  proceedings.  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  only 
troprominent  reforms,  proposed  by  the  convention. 

Imif  a  uniform  law,  for  all  the  States,  and  Second^  a  uniform  blank, 
kx  each  class  of  Companies,  to  be  adopted  and  accepted,  in  all  its  im- 
portant parts,  by  the  different  States. 

The  conflicting  State  laws,  now  in  force,  render  uniformity  of  laws, 
fcr  a  few  years,  next  to  impossible ;  but  by  consultations  and  conces- 
G«n8  on  all  sides,  a  law  can  be  drawn  which  will  be,  in  its  vital  parts, 
aoeeptable  to  all. 

"^is  cannot  be  done  at  once ;  it  will  take  time,  patience  and  labor, 
rightly  bestowed  ;  but  after  all  the  various  sectional  interests  have  been 
bnrd  and  respected,  and  the  truly  objectionable  features  have  been 
Aminated  from  all,  the  end  can  be  accomplished.  Much  has  already 
ken*  done ;  and  patient  and  faithful  labor,  joined  with  perseverance, 
viU  bring  about  the  desired  end. 

A  form  of  blank  for  annual  statements  of  each  class  of  companies, 
ns  submitted  by  the  appropriate  committee,  and  after  a  careful  correc- 
tioQ  of  the  same,  the  forms  have  been  printed  and  ^ded  to  the  report 
of  the  convention,  and  it  remains  for  adoption  at  the  adjourned  session 
in  October,  and  suggestions  from  any  parties  concerned  in  the  matter 
will  be  considered  by  the  convention. 

It  seems  to  me  now  certain  that  a  set  of  blanks  will  be  agreed  upon 
and  reported  by  the  convention,  and  accepted  by  the  different  States, 
uniform  in  all  their  parts,  and  at  the  same  time  meet  the  especial  re- 
quirements of  nearly  all  the  State  laws,  and  be  used  by  the  several 
State  Departments  for  the  annual  statements  of  the  Companies  to  be 
filed  for  the  year  ending  December  13,  1871. 

If  nothing  else  of  value  to  the  Insurance  world  is  accomplished  during 
the  first  year  of  the  convention,  this  will  sufficiently  repay  all  inter- 
ested, for  the  labor  and  expense  connected  therewith.  An  adjourned 
eesKon  of  the  convention,  to  perfect,  as  far  as  possible,  the  work  now 
before  it  and  unfinished,  will  be  held  in  October  next ;  and  we  hope 
the  representatives  of  the  States  un-represented  at  the  May  session, 
v31  be  present  and  participate  in  the  deliberations.

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INTRODUTCION. 


To  His  Ezcellenoy,  Jobn  M.  Falmbb, 

Oovemor  <f  the  State  of  lUinois: 

Sis — Having  been  called  by  your  appointment  to  fill  the  va- 
etsey  in  the  office  of  State  Entomologist,  caused  by  the  sudden 
md  accidental  death  of  Benjamin  D.  Walsh,  whose  untimely  loss 
fldentific  and  economic  entomology  equally  deplore,  I  herewith 
present  my  first  annual  report,  in  compliance  with  the  require- 
ment of  the  law  by  which  this  office  was  established,  and  in  fur- 
tiierance  of  the  objects  which  my  lamented  predecessor  had  so 
much  at  heart. 

Hy  attention  has  been  so  much  diverted,  for  several  years  past, 
from  the  study  of  insects,  by  the  pressure  of  professional  and 
other  duties,  that  I  have  not  been  able,  in  most  instances,  to  make 
ftofle  continuous  observations  which  are  essential  to  the  complete 
ducidation  of  the  history  of  species.  The  present  publication, 
therefore,  will  be  in  the  main,  what  its  title  implies,  a  report  of 
my  observations  in  practical  entomology  for  the  season  just  past. 

The  history  of  many  of  our  noxious  insects,  and  especially  the 
most  notorious  of  them,  has  been  pretty  thoroughly  traced,  not 
only  by  the  entomologists  expressly  employed  by  several  of  the 
States  for  this  purpose,  but  also  by  many  other  active  gleaners  in 
this  field.  Still,  any  one  who  enters  upon  the  study  of  this  ex- 
tensive subject,  soon  finds  work  enough  upon  his  hands.  It  can- 
not be  said  that  the  history  of  any  insect  is  perfectly  and  abso- 
lutely known,  and  it  is  a  notorious  fact  that  some  of  the  insects 
whidi  have  been  longest  known  and  studied,  such  as  the  Plum 
Cnrcolio  and  the  Apple  Worm,  are  the  very  ones  which  are  cans

ing  the  moBt  damage  to  the  horticulturist  at  the  present  day ;  am 
if  we  take  into  account  the  multitude  of  insects  which  are  preyinj 
upon  our  shade  and  ornamental  trees  and  shruhs,  which,  in  th 
estimation  of  many,  are  scarcely  inferior  in  value  to  the  fruit  beai 
ing  trees,  we  may  safely  conclude  that  the  prospect  is  very  Vemot 
when  the  work  of  the  practical  entomologist  will  cease  or  mati 
rially  diminish.  And  the  force  of  this  view  is  greatly  enhance 
by  the  occurance,  every  year,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  of  nei 
species  of  noxious  insects,  or  rather  of  insects  which,  having  e] 
isted  here  or  elsewhere  in  moderate  numbers,  from  time  immi 
morial,  have  suddenly  sprung  into  destructive  profusion  in  const 
quence  of  an  abundant  supply  of  congenial  food,  or  the  absence  c 
their  natural  enemies,  or  other  conditions  favorable  to  life,  som 
of  which  are  known,  and  some  of  which  are  obscure  or  inacratabh 
The  Colorado  Potato-beetle,  the  Currant  Saw-fly,  the  Asparagui 
beetle,  and  the  JBruchus  ffranarius;  to  which  we  might  add  tb 
Pear-caterpillar  {GaUimorpha  Leoontei)^  and  the  Lesser  Appk 
leaf  folder  {Tortrix  malivorana^  treated  of  in  the  following  r( 
port,  were  all  unknown  here  as  noxious  insects  until  within  tb 
last  few  years.  It  is  true  that  some  noxious  insects,  on  the  othe 
hand,  have  greatly  diminished,  and  some,  which  have  been  th 
sorest  scourges  of  the  orchardist,  such  for  example,  as  the  notor 
ous  Bark-louse  of  the  apple  tree,  seem  to  be  in  the  process  of  ei 
tinction.  But  we  must  not  draw  too  much  encouragement  fron 
this  state  of  things,  since  it  is  also  true  that  noxious  insects  ar 
sometimes  known  to  disappear  from  one  section  of  the  oonnti] 
only  to  break  forth  in  greater  number  and  virulence  in  anothei 
The  Chinch-bug,  which  at  one  time  rendered  the  raising  of  sprin, 
wheat  an  impossibility  in  Northern  Illinois  for  several  years  i 
succession,  has,  for  many  years,  been  wholly  unknown  in  this  sec 
tion.  And  yet  this  very  year  it  has  again  made  its  appearance  \ 
considerable  profusion  in  a  few  localities,  and  I  have  reoenti 
heard  of  its  having  been  found  hjbemating  under  the  sheaths  < 
corn-stalks  in  my  own  county  of  Eome ;  not  in  great  numbers,  i 
is  true,  but  sufficiently  numerous,  I  fear,  to  start  a  colony  for  th 
succeeding  year. 

Whilst  it  is  the  bueiness  of  the  scientific  entomologist,  in  applj 
ing  his  knowledge  to  economic  purposes,  to  test  the  value  of  tb 
various  antidotes  which  have  been  recommended  against  our  ii 
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net  enemies,  and  if  poeeible,  enggeet  new  ones,  it  is  more  espe* 
9tlij  Ms  province  to  thoroughly  stnd j  the  habits  and  trace  the 
development  of  the  noxious  epedes,  so  as  to  determine  at  what 
period  of  their  existence,  and  at  what  time  of  the  year,  and  to 
vhftt  part  of  the  infested  plant,  the  proper  applications  can  be 
nade  with  the  most  effect.  For  there  is  a  period  in  the  lives  of 
most  of  onr  noxious  insects,  and  that  is  usually,  of  course,  the 
time  of  their  tender  infancy,  when  some  one  or  other  of  the  com- 
non  remedies,  such  as  soap,  tobacco,  lime  or  ashes,  is  effective  in 
iestrojiDg  them,  provided  only  that  it  can  be  made  to  reach  them. 

In  illustration  of  the  time  when  such  applications  should  be 
mde,  we  may  take  two  of  the  most  destructive  foes  of  the  apple 
tree,  the  Kound-headed  borer  and  the  Oyster-shell  bark-louse. 
A  ringle  application  of  soap  in  the  one  case,  and  of  soap  diluted 
iHh  water  in  the  other,  about  the  last  week  of  May,  or  the  first 
leek  of  June,  will  be  fatal  to  every  insect  which  it  reaches ; 
liiereas  the  same  applications  are  utterly  useless  if  made  at  any 
ether  time  of  the  year« 

In  illustration  of  the  importance  of  observing,  in  some  cases. 
He  time  of  day  also,  in  which  to  make  remedial  applications,  a 
good  example  is  furnished  by  the  BosO'Slug,  which  hides  under 
the  leaves  in  the  day  time,  and  thus  escapes  our  ordinary  applica- 
tions, bat  comes  upon  the  upper  surface  to  feed  in  the  evening, 
lod  is  therefore  entirely  exposed. 

Ab  r^ards  the  particular  part  of  the  tree  to  which  to  direct  our 
temedies,  a  very  good  example  is  furnished  by  some  observations 
which  I  have  been  making  the  past  summer,  upon  the  Bark%)use, 
or  more  correctly,  the  Coccus  {MytUaspia)  of  the  pine,  which,  in 
ftifl  instance,  stations  itself  upon  the  leaf.  It  is  the  habit  of  this 
loaect,  Uke  most  others  of  its  family,  to  become  stationary  for  life 
tfter  the  first  fewSdays'succeeding  its  hatching ;  and  it  is  the  sin- 
gular instinct  of  this  species  for  the  twoj sexes  to  fix  themselves 
opon  different  parts  of  the  tree,  the  males  remaining  upon  the 
luae  leaves  upon  which  they  hatched,  whilst  the]^egg-laying  fe- 
iBslee,  which  alone  demand  our  attention,  for  the  most  part|[spread 
themselves  upon  the  new  and  terminal  foliage. 

These,  and  many  other  examples  of  the  above  general  proposi- 
^8,  will  be  found  more  fully  elucidated  in  their  proper  places, 
in  the  following  report. 
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In  order  to  be  able  to  avail  oarselves  of  the  knowledge  accomn 
lated  by  others,  concerning  the  habits  of  onr  noxions  insects,  anc 
the  methods  of  coanteracting  their  ravages,  the  first  step  is  U 
identify  with  certainty,  the  species  which  we  may  have  in  hand 
For  this  purpose,  it  is  necessary  to  refer  to  some  living  anthority 
or  to  a  correctly  named  cabinet,  or  to  plates,  or  to  well  writtei 
descriptions. 

Next  to  coDsnlting  some  well  informed  entomologist,  the  snresl 
way  to  identify  an  insect,  is  to  compare  it  with  the  specimens  in 
a  well  preserved  and  correctly  named  cabinet.  With  this  end  ii 
view,  it  would  be  well  for  those  whose  pursuits  render  somi 
knowledge  of  noxious  insects  especially  important,  to  make  pri< 
vate  collections  of  their  own.  Bat  as  this  is  hardly  to  be  expected, 
except  in  a  few  isolated  cases,  it  becomes  the  more  important  thai 
every  horticultural  society  should  have  a  well  arranged  collection 
of  noxious  insects,  both  in  larva  and  perfect  states,  located  al 
some  central  point  where  it  would  be  easily  accessible  to  its  mem« 
bers,  and  others  interested.  Bat  as  such  collections,  also,  will  be 
most  likely  to  be  either  wholly  neglected  or  imperfectly  prepared, 
we  can  understand  the  paramount  necessity  of  having,  at  least, 
one  if  not  more  large  cabinets  in  the  State  which  may  serve  the  par 
poses  of  nltimate  resort.  It  was  a  pervading  consciousness  of  this 
kind,  no  doubt,  which  produced  so  general  a  desire,  on  the  part 
of  intelligent  men  throughout  the  State,  that  the  large  and  val^' 
uable  collection  of  insects  left  by  my  predecessor  in  oflSce,  Mr. 
B.  D.  Walsh,  of  Bock  Island,  shonld  be  secured  as  the  perma- 
nent property  of  the  State.  Soon  after  my  appointment  to  the 
office  of  State  Entomologist  was  publicly  announced,  I  received 
commnnications  from  several  persons  of  induence,  and  amongst 
others,  Mr.  W.  C.  Flagg,  President  of  the  Illinois  Horticoltarsl 
Society,  calling  my  attention  to  this  matter,  and  expre&sing  the 
wish  that  this  cabinet  might  be  secured  to  the  State.  Mr.  Flagg 
stated  that  he  had  already  had  two  interviews  with  Gov.  Palmer, 
in  which  this  matter  formed  a  principal  topic  of  discussion,  and 
that  the  Oovemor  expressed  his  willingness  to  .take  any  steps 
which  might  be  necessary  for  the  attainment  of  this  end.  Ac- 
cordingly, as  soon  as  it  was  determined  that  there  would  be  a  bal- 
ance of  the  contingent  fund  at  his  disposal  sufficient  for  the  par* 
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poee.  Got.  Palmer  authorized  me  to  yiait  Bock  Island  and  effect 
tke  poithase.  Some  of  the  detaUs  of  this  tranaactioii  were  pab« 
liihed  in  the  newspapers  at  the  time,  and  need  not  be  here  re- 
peated. It  may  be  stated  in  a  few  words,  that  this  collection  em- 
bnces  all  the  orders  of  insects,  that  it  is  estimated  to  contain  abont 
fliirtj  thousand  specimens,  well  preserved  and  admirably  mounted, 
and  most  of  the  species  scientifically  named ;  and  that  it  was  the 
iwolt  of  ten  years'  assiduous  labor  by  this  able  and  enthusiastic  en- 
tomologist. The  price  paid  for  it  was  twenty-five  hundred  dollars, 
vbich  sum  also  covered  a  considerable  balance  of  salary  due  to 
Xr.  Walsh  at  the  time  of  his  death.  I  may  here  add  that  I  have 
been  both  surprised  and  gratified  at  the  universal  expression  of 
M&faction  by  men  of  intelligence,  wherever  my  official  travels 
kve  carried  me,  at  the  accomplishment  of  this  purchase,  and  I 
lave  heard  no  intimation  that  the  sum  paid  for  this  cabinet  was 
iqadieiously  expended.  The  cabinet  is  deposited,  for  the  present, 
ia  the  fire-proof  building  of  the  Chicago  Academy  of  Sciences. 

Next  in  value  to  a  collection  of  the  insects  themselves,  are  cor- 
netly  drawn  figures.  With  respect  to  availability,  a  well  illns- 
hated  book  must  even  take  the  precedence  of  a  cabinet,  since  the 
book  can  be  obtained  at  a  comparatively  trifling  cost,  and  may  be 
ilwajs  at  hand.  It  is  in  this  way  that  Mr.  G.  Y.  Riley,  State  En- 
tomologist of  Missouri,  has  done  an  excellent  work  in  the  cause  of 
Western  economic  entomology.  The  figures  with  which  his  val- 
aable  Beports  are  illustrated,  are  remarkable  for  their  accoracy, 
ud  one  can  never  be  at  a  loss,  in  referring  to  them,  to  identify 
iDj  of  the  species  illustrated. 

And  in  this  connection,  I  cannot  help  referring  to  the  extensive 
lad  valuable  series  of  plates  illustrative  of  the  entomology  of  the 
United  States,  and  with  special  reference  to  the  injurious  species, 
in  all  their  stages,  in  the  course  of  preparation  by  Mr.  Townend 
Bioyer,  fintomologist  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  at  Wash- 
ogton. 

The  work  consists  of  a  great  number  of  figures  etched  upon 
Nipper,  many  figures  upon  the  same  plate  so  as  to  economize 
face  and  material,  and  thus  reduce  the  cost  and  price  of  the  pub- 
licatioD.  The  plates  have  already  reached  the  following  num- 
^ :  forty-five  plates  of  Coleoptera,  six  of  Orthoptera,  seven  of 
Reoroptera,  ten  of  Hymenoptera,  one  hundred  and  nineteen  of 
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Lepidoptera,  six  of  Homoptera,  five  of  Heteroptera,  and  eight  o 
Diptera.  Mr.  Glover  contemplates  adding  six  oif  eight  more  plata 
of  Goleoptera,  and  ten  or  twelve  of  Lepidoptera,  to  make  the  woii 
as  complete  as  possible.  These  will  make,  at  least,  two  bandre 
and  twenty-two  plates,  and  as  each  plate  contains  twenty-five  c 
more  figures,  we  shall  have  here  exhibited,  at  the  lowest  estimtti 
six  thoasand,  five  hundred  and  fifty  illustrations  of  our  Nort 
American  insects.  In  addition  to  these,  there  are  already  con 
pleted,  twenty-two  plates  of  the  cotton  plant  and  the  insects  ii 
jurions  to  it  The  drawing  and  etching  have  both  been  performs 
by  Mr.  Glover  himself,  and  the  whole  work,  as  I  understand,  hi 
been  performed  wholly  outside  of  his  regular  office  hoars ;  a  p 
markable  monument,  certainly,  to  the  zeal  and  industry  of  tli 
author.  This  work,  having  been  performed  under  such  disadrai 
tageous  circumstances,  the  figures  necessarily  exhibit  considerabi 
inequality,  in  poiot  of  excellence,  and  many  of  them  will  have  t 
be  retouched  before  they  are  ultimately  submitted  for  publicatioB 
but  the  author  informs  me  that  the  whole  work  could  be  finishc 
in  a  few  months  if  he  could  devote  his  time  exclusively  to  it 

The  clause  in  the  law  by  which  the  office  of  State  Entomologii 
was  established,  which  makes  it  a  part  of  h\s  duty  to  prepare 
cabinet  of  the  insects  of  the  State  for  the  Illinois  Industrial  Un 
versity,  has  never  yet  been  carried  out.  Mr.  Walsh  had  accnmi 
lated  valuable  materials  for  this  purpose,  but  no  suitable  provirio 
has  yet  been  made  at  the  University  to  receive  them.  It  is  n 
intention,  as  soon  as  the  work  of  preparing  this  Beport  is  ooo 
pleted,  to  commence  making  up  a  collection,  systematically  a 
ranged  and  named,  both  from  Mr.  Walsh's  collection  and  my  owi 
to  be  placed  in  temporary  boxes,  ready  to  be  transferred  to  d 
museum  of  the  Industrial  University,  whenever  it  shall  be  desire 
and  when  suitable  provision  shall  be  made  for  their  reception. 

Most  of  the  figures  accompanying  this  report  are  reprints 
figures  prepared  by  Mr.  C.  Y.  Riley,  for  the  illustration  of  h 
own  Reports,  or  the  pages  of  the  American  Entomologist  So  fi 
as  I  could  avail  myself  of  these  figures,  it  answered  my  purpa 
as  well  as  new  engravings  could  have  done,  and  they  were  d 
tained  at  considerably  less  than  the  original  cost 
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I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers  of 
die  great  railroad  lines  throughout  the  State — the  BlinoiB  Central ; 
the  Chicago,  Alton  and  St  Louis ;  the  Chicago  and  Bock  Island ; 
the  Chicago,  Qnincy  and  Barlington ;  and  the  Chicago  and  North- 
western railroads — ^for  the  annual  passes  over  their  respective 
rontes,  which  they  hare  freely  presented  to  me.

THE  WHITE-MAKKED  TUSSOCK-MOTH. 

(  Orji^na  ItueotUffma,  Smith  uid  AbboU. ) 

Order  of  LEPIDOFTERA.    Fomilj  of  AncnniM.

There  is  no  noxionB  insect  which  I  hftve  received  from  eo  numy 
different  localitiee  during  the  past  BDmmer,  as  the  pretty  caterpil- 
Ur,  -which  is  the  larva  of  the  abore-named  moth.  It  ie  easily 
realized  by  it«  coral  red  head  and  neck,  and  two  tubercles  of 
the  same  color,  on  the  ninth  and  tenth  rings.  There  are  four 
abort,  thick,  bmsh-like  tnfta  on  the  fourth  aad  three  following 
rings,  Tsrying  in  color  from  cream  color  to  yellow,  and  three  long 
feod\a  of  black  hairs  projecting  one  on  each  side  of  the  neck,  and 
the  other  from  the  top  of  the  eleventh  ring.  It  is  figured  on  plate 
■even,  of  Harris's  Treatise,  fig.  one;  and  there  is  a  better  fignre 
on  the  145th  page  of  Mr.  Kiley's  first  Misaonri  Report,  a  copy  of 
vhich  is  given  at  the  head  of  this  article,  and  also  a  fignre  of  the 
msle  of  the  moth  which  proceeds  from  it.  This  insect  has  always 
twev  4e^h^  w  an  psclqaiyely  Je^f-^ftticg  qi(erpiUar,  Ijnt  in 
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almost  every  instance  in  which  I  have  received  specimens,  com- 
plaint  has  been  made  of  their  gnawing  the  yonng  apples,  and 
examples  of  the  fmit  thns  corroded  have  generallj  been  sent  in 
the  packages  with  the  caterpillars.  The  efi'ect  is  either  to  destroy 
the  fruit,  or,  where  the  corrosion  is  less  in  extent,  to  indace  a  de- 
formity in  its  future  growth.  This  kind  of  injury  can  only  be 
done  by  the  first  or  spring  brood  of  caterpillars.  The  later  brood 
will  sometimes  strip  the  tree  of  its  foliage  after  the  apples  are 
nearly  grown,  and  I  have  this  year  seen  the  curious  spectacle  of 
an  orchard  loaded  with  apples  with  scarcely  a  leaf  to  be  seen  upon 
any  of  the  trees.  The  only  injurious  effect  in  this  case  seemed  to 
be  the  diminishing  somewhat  the  size  of  the  fruit 

This  is  one  of  our  most  widely  distributed  insects,  having  been 
noticed  in  most  of  the  States  east  of  the  Mississippi  Biver.  The 
female  is  wingless,  and  it  could  have  obtained  this  wide  geographic 
range  only  by  being  transported  upon  nursery  trees  from  one  lo- 
cality to  another.  This  is  sufficiently  explained  by  the  fact  that 
the  female  moth  lays  her  eggs  upon  her  cocoon,  which  is  attached, 
sometimes  to  fences  or  other  objects,  but  usually  to  the  twigs  of 
the  tree  upon  which  she  has  fed.  If  left  to  themselves,  therefore, 
these  insects  would  migrate  very  slowly,  and  in  point  of  &ct,  are 
remarkable  for  committing  their  ravages  within  very  limited 
ranges.  For  this  reason  they  have  never  been  regarded  as  nox- 
ious insects  of  a  very  serious  character. 

The  Tussock-moth  caterpillars  are  solitary  in  their  habits ;  that 
is,  they  do  not  live  together  in  families  like  the  Tent-caterpillar 
and  many  others.  This  would  render  them  very  difficult  to  eradi- 
cate, were  not  their  distribution  limited  by  the  wingless  and  star 
tionary  character  of  the  female  moths.  They  do  not  cover  them- 
selves with  a  web,  but  they  have  the  power  of  letting  themsel 
down  from  the  tree  by  a  thread,  when  disturbed. 

These  insects  are  remarkable  for  the  great  variety  of 
upon  which  they  can  subsist.  Though  they  seem  to  prefer  the 
apple,  yet  they  feed  freely  upon  the- oak,  maple,  elm,  plum,  pear, 
horse-chestnut,  black-walnut,  larch,  and  rose-bush. 

They  pass  the  winter  in  the  egg  state,  attached  for  the  moet 
part  to  the  twigs  and  branches  of  trees,  and  as  the  egg  masses  are 
fastened  to  the  outside  of  the  cocoon  from  which  the  female  has 
emerged,  they  form  very  conspicuous  objects  upon  the  leaflesa 
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limbs,  and  can  therefore  be  easily  seen  and  remoyed.  Erery  or- 
^•rdist  and  nnrseryraan  ehonld  look  oyer  his  trees  in  the  course 
of  the  winter  or  early  spring,  and  remove  all  the  tnfU  of  web  or 
erompled  leaves  which  he  may  find  adhering  to  their  branches. 
In  this  way  he  will  save  himself  from  mach  loss,  and  alsoNi  great 
deal  of  labor  in  the  subsequent  and  more  busy  seasons.  He  will 
thns  remove  at  least  two  kinds  of  insects  which  are  liable  to  be- 
come quite  troublesome  :  the  Tussock-moth  caterpillar,  now  under 
ooDsideration,  and  the  Leafcrumpler,  often  found  disfiguring  our 
apple  and  plum  trees,  and  which  is  the  larva  of  the  Phycita  neb^ 
vfo.  If  this  be  neglected,  the  only  way  to  get  rid  of  them  in  the 
sommer  time,  is  to  shake  them  from  the  trees.  The  foliage  might 
also  be  made  distasteful  to  them,  by  dusting  it  with  lime  when  the 
dew  is  on. 

Dr.  Hull,  of  Alton,  who  has  had  much  experience  in  the  treat- 
ment of  noxious  insects,  informs  me  that  he  has  found  tbe  lime  a 
very  effective  remedy,  especially  for  the  Leafcrumpler.  Indeed, 
the limednsting  process  is  a  sort  of  panacea,  with  the  doctor,  for 
destroying  many  of  the  foliage  insects  by  which  horticulturists  are 
molested. 

Another  reason  why  the  Tussock-moth  larva  has  not  been  so 
destructive  as  many  others,  is  that  it  is  extremely  subject  to  the 
attacks  of  parasites.  Dr.  Fitch  describes  two  kinds  of  Ohalcides 
which  infest  it,  and  Mr.  Riley  says  he  knows  of  seven  others. 
And  I  have  myself  witnessed,  this  season,  the  most  wholesale  de- 
atniction  of  this  insect,  by  parasites,  that  I  have  ever  known  in 
the  case  of  any  species.  On  the  second  of  September  my  atten- 
tion was  called  to  an  orchard  a  few  miles  from  my  residence,  in 
which  all  the  trees  in  one  corner  of  the  inclosure,  to  the  number 
of  fifteen  or  more,  had  been  entirely  stripped  of  their  foliage  by 
these  caterpillars,  whilst  they  were  at  the  same  time  well  loaded 
with  fruit  The  remaining  trees,  at  least  four  times  tbe  number, 
were  scarcely  touched,  illustrating,  in  a  remarkable  manner,  the 
local  restriction  of*  the  species.  They  had  nearly  all  inclosed 
themselves  in  their  cocoons,  and  were  attached  everywhere :  on 
the  twigs^  branches  and  trunks,  lying  in  masses  in  the  crotches,  ' 
and  even  on  the  sides  of  the  trunk  wherever  there  happened  to 
be  a  little  depression.  In  these  cases,  a  number  of  cocoons,  lying 
fide  by  side,  would  sometimes  have  a  sheet  of  web  spread  in  com- 
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mon  over  the  whole.  Upon  opening  the  coobons,  I  fonnd,  with 
very  few  exceptions,  not  pnpse,  but  partly  changed  caterpillars, 
dead  and  dry,  and  in  each  of  these  two  or  three,  and  sometimes 
four  coarctate  pnpse,  of  a  regular  oval  form  and  mahogany  color, 
evidently  belonging  to  some  parasitic  two*winged  fly.  In  some 
were  found  the  larvae  or  maggots,  not  yet  changed  to  pupse. 

They  are  from  ibr«e  to  four-tonthi  of  an  inch  in  length,  and  present  the  ordinaiy 
characters  of  the  larvsB  of  the  Muscidse  or  fly  family.  The  body  is  somewhat  tapering, 
anteriorly,  and  capable  of  considerable  extension.  The  only  parts  of  the  mouth  ylsible 
are  two  minute,  curved,  black  mandibles  or  teeth.  The  body  is  rounded,  posteriorly, 
with  a  shallow  depression,  in  which  are  situated  two  conspicuous  spiracles  or  breathing 
pores.  On  all  the  rings,  but  mostly  on  those  nearest  the  extremities,  are  numerous  mi- 
croscopically minute,  black,  spinous  points.  These  points  extend  all  around  the  body, 
beneath,  as  well  as  above,  and  probably  assist  the  larvsB  in  the  slight  locomotion  which 
it  requires.  The  pupa  is  a  quarter  of  an  inch  long,  with  slight,  but  distinct  segmental 
incisions,  and  even  with  vestiges  of  the  spinous  points  of  the  larva,  proving  that^e 
covering  or  case  of  what  are  known  as  coarctate  pup»  is  really  only  the  skin  of  the 
larva  contracted  and  hardened. 

The  parasitic  flies  began  to  emerge  from  their  pupal  cases  during  the  first  week  of 
September,  and  proved  to  belong  to  the  genus  Tachina,  proper,  as  restricted  by  Mac- 
quart,  and  to  section  AAA,  distinguished  by  having  the  third  Joint  of  the  antennas  a 
little  more  than  twice  the  length  of  the  second.  They  resemble  the  common  house-fly, 
but  are  somewhat  larger  and  have  more  bristly  bodies.  Many  of  the  Taeklnce  bear  a 
close  resemblance  to  each  other,  and  are  therefore  difficult  to  distinguish  from  each 
other  by  merely  verbal  descriptions.  This  species  may  be  appropriately  named  the  Tach- 
ina orgyia.  Length  about  one-third  of  an  inch;  sides  of  front,  pale  golden;  middle 
space,  velvet  black;  face,  silver-ash;  fascial  bristles,  reaching  nearly  to  the  middle  of 
the  face;  eyes,  bare;  third  joint  of  antonnsB,  a  little  more  than  twice  as  long  as  the  sec- 
ond; second  joint  of  the  seta,  well  developed;  third  joint  of  seta,  thickened  for  half  its 
length;  palpi,  brownish;  thorax,  with  alternate  stripes  of  black  and  dusky  cinereous. 
first  longitudinal  vein  of  the  wings,  after  the  auxillaiy,  reaching  the  middle  of  the 
costa.  Third  and  fourth  veins,  almost  meetmg,  some  way  before  the  tip  of  the  wing. 
Fourth  vein,  prolonged  beyond  the  curve,  half  way  lo  the  border.  Discal  cross  vein  re- 
moved its  own  length  from  the  border,  and  more  than  half  ite  length  from  the  flexure 
of  the  fourth  vein.  Abdomen  black  with  cinereous  reflections  at  the  incisions  and  on 
the  basal  half  of  the  segments,  except  the  first  Two  bristles  on  the  hind  margin  of 
the  first  and  second  segments.    Terminal  segments  many  bristled. 

Of  the  myriads  of  cocoons  here  accamnlated,  it  appeared  that 
scarcely  one  ont  of  a  hundred  had  escaped  the  fatal  visitation  of 
thesd  parasites.  So  that  the  race  of  caterpillars,  so  abundant  and 
destructive  this  year,  may  be  considered  as  practically  extermi- 
nated in  this  locality. 

It  might  seem,  at  first  sight,  that  a  knowledge  of  parasitic  in- 
sects is  of  no  practical  importance,  inasmuch  as  they  carry  on  their 
beneficent  work  wholly  irrespective  of  our  cognizance  orooope* 
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n&ojL  £ot  a  moment's  reflection  will  show  the  erroneoosness  of 
this  oonclnsion,  of  which  the  case  now  before  as  famishes  a  suffi- 
cient illastration.  Here  is  an  orchard,  one-fonrth  part  of  which 
has  been  devasted  by  these  destructive  caterpillars.  The  pre- 
sumption is  that  their  progeny,  next  year,  will  sweep  the  field. 
It  bebooves  the  owner,  therefore,  to  set  to  work  in  earnest  to  col- 
lect and  destroy  this  almost  countless  number  of  cocoons,  and 
hm  *fnj  ordinary  degree  of  search  it  may  be  reasonably  feared 
thst  many  will  escape  detection.  Bat  if  he,  or  any  one  whom  he 
may  have  it  in  his  power  to  consult,  knows  enough  of  entomology 
to  understand  that  all  this  work  has  been  done  for  him  by  his 
parasitic  friends,  and  much  more  thoroughly  than  he  could  do  it, 
be  is  at  once  relieved  from  all  labor  and  anxiety. 

It  was  in  the  case  of  the  larva  of  the  Tussock-moth  that  I  made 
the  interesting  observation,  last  summer,  of  the  manner  in  which 
nicb  birds  as  the  American  cuckoo  contrive  to  eat  the  hairy  cater- 
pillars withoat  filling  their  stomachs  with  indigestible  material. 
Whilst  sitting  in  the  porch  of  Mr.  Jesse  £.  Fell's  residence  in 
Noraial,  where  I  was  visiting,  with  the  ad  interim  horticultural 
committee,  my  attention  was  attracted  to  a  cuckoo  regaling  him- 
sdf  upon  theee  caterpillars  which  were  infesting,  in  considerable 
nnmbers,  a  kind  of  imported  larch  which  was  growing  near  the 
house.  My  curiosity  was  excited  by  seeing  a  little  cloud  of  hair 
foating  down  upon  the  air  from  the  place  where  the  bird  was 
standing.  Upon  approaching  a  little  nearer  I  could  see  that  he 
leized  the  worm  by  one  extremity,  and  drawing  it  gradually  into 
his  mouth,  shaved  of^  as  he  did  so,  with  the  sharp  edges  of  his 
bill,  the  hairy  coating  of  the  caterpillar  and  scattered  it  upon  the 
vind.  It  has  been  long  known  that  the  American  cuckoo  is  one 
of  the  very  few  birds  that  will  eat  the  hairy  caterpillars,  but  I  be- 
lieve that  it  has  not  been  before  observed  how  it  is  that  he  per- 
forms this  useful  part,  without  at  the  same  time  disturbing  his 
digestion*

THE  FALL  WEB-WOKM. 

(Hyjihmtria  {SpUowma)  iextoTy  HfuriB.) 
Order  of  LEHDOFTERA.    Family  of  Ashudm, 
Harris'B  Treatise,  page  SOT  ;    Fitch's  Report,  No.  88. 

This  is  the  caterpillar  which  disfigures  with  its  web,  often  sev- 
eral feet  in  extent,  both  garden  and  forest  trees  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  sammer  and  fall.  Like  other  caterpillars  of  the  &mil  j  of 
Arctians,  to  which  both  this  and  the  preceding  species  belong^ 
they  are  very  indiscriminate  feeders.  This  is  the  more  remark 
able  as  the  great  majority  of  insects  are  very  select  in  their  diet, 
generally  confining  themselves  to  a  single  species  of  plant,  or  al 
most  to  plaDts  of  the  same  natural  family.  The  Web-worm  flour- 
ishes equally  well  upon  the  apple,  pear,  cherry,  both  wild  and 
cultivated,  shagbark  and  pignut  hickory,  black  walnut,  butternut, 
elm,  ash,  and  willow,  and  they  bear  to  be  transferred  from  one 
kind  of  tree  to  another  with  impunity.  I  have,  this  summer, 
changed  them  from  the  apple  tree  to  the  black  walnut,  and  via 
versay  without  their  seeming  to  suffer  any  inconvenience.  Theii 
range  of  diet  however  has  its  limits.  I  have  tried  the  experimeni 
of  tying  nests  of  these  caterpillars  upon  the  common  Tociist,  maple 
currant  and  rose  bushes,  and  grape  vine.  In  all  these  cases  the 
caterpillars  extended  their  web  a  short  distance,  but  ate  but  little 
and  in  no  case  came  to  maturity. 

When  young  they  eat  only  the  upper  surface  of  the  leaves,  bul 
when  more  mature  they  devour  the  whole  leaf  except  the  largei 
ribs.  They  are  active  caterpillars,  and  when  disturbed,  have  % 
habit,  especially  when  young,  of  showing  their  dissatisfaction  bj 
snapping  their  heads  from  one  side  to  another.  They  do  not  craw 
upon  the  branches  like  the  Tentcaterpillar,  but  travel  along  th< 
threads  of  which  their  webs  are  composed.  They  inclose  withii 
their  nests  the  leaves  upon  which  they  feed,  extending  their  wel 
from  branch  to  branch  as  their  necessities  require.  Late  in  th< 
season  these  nests  attain  a  great  size,  and  where  there  happens  U 
be  a  number  of  them  on  one  tree,  they  will  sometimes  almost  covei 
a  tree  of  moderate  dimensions.  A  nest  of  these  insects  upon  ai 
apple  tree  in  my  garden,  the  present  season,  which  I  left  unmo 
'  leeted  for  the  purpose  of  observing  their  habits,  attained  an  exten 
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of  seTen  feet  by  actual  measurement    If  a  nest  be  torn  open,  the 
inmates  in  a  abort  time  repair  the  breach. 

I  hftTe  examined  the  nests  upon  different  kinds  of  trees  to  see  whether  the  differ- 
enoe  of  food  prodnced  any  Tariation  in  the  color  of  the  caterpillars,  but  could  dis- 
eover  none.  This  is  the  more  remarkable  as  they  are  not  a  particularly  uniform  spe- 
des,  the  insects  in  the  same  nest  vaiying  from  a  pale  buff  or  brownish  yellow  to 
a  doll  green,  but  having  in  both  cases  somewhat  of  a  grayish  tint,  produced  by  a  dense 
qrakling  over  the  whole  body  of  minute  black  points  and  lines.  This  intermixture 
of  black  is  the  densest  on  the  upper  side,  so  as  to  constitute  a  broad  blackish  dorsal 
ttipe;  but  many  individuals  are  scarcely  darker  on  the  back  than  on  the  sides. 
Dn.  HaiTis  and  Fitch  both  describe  the  larva  of  Hj^f)haniria  textoTj  as  having  a  black 
kad.  I  have  seen  a  few  black-headed  individuals  in  nests  both  on  the  apple  and 
Ae  kickory,  but  nearly  all  of  them  have  heads  of  a  clear  amber-brown  color.  The 
ipper  lip  and  the  basal  joint  of  the  small  antennas  are  pure  white,  constituting  quite 
characteristic  marks,  irrespective  of  all  other  variations.  There  are  five  inconspio- 
QQus  whitish  lines  extending  the  length  of  the  body,  one  on  the  middle  of  the  back 
ind  two  on  each  side.  The  upper  part  of  the  neck  is  black  or  dark  brown,  divided 
imnfjb,  the  middle  by  the  white  dorsal  line.  There  are  twelve  pale  orange  or  amber 
colored  tubercles  on  each  segment,  the  two  middle  dorsal  and  the  lowest  lateral  ones 
being  smaller  than  the  others.  The  two  larger  dorsal  tubercles  are  sometimes  black', 
both  in  the  darker  and  lighter  colored  individuals.  Each  tubercle  emits  a  tuft  of  long 
Urs  which  are  usually  rusty-white,  but  in  some  specimens  bright-ferruginous. 

« 

Many  kinds  of  caterpillars  conceal  themselves,  or  at  least  remain 
BtatioDary  through  the  da^  and  feed  only  in  the  evening  or  night 
In  this  way,  no  doubt,  they  escape  to  some  extent  the  notice  of 
ineectivorouB  birds,  which  are  almost  all  diurnal  in  their  habits. 
The  caterpillars  of  which  we  are  now  treating  are  strictly  noctur- 
sal  feeders.  They  remain  in  the  oldest  and  densest  part  of  their 
nests  through  the  day,  and  notwithstanding  their  long  fast,  they 
do  not  venture  out  till  it  is  quite  dark.  In  order  to  witness  them 
at  their  work  I  have  been  under  the  necessity  of  examining  them 
b;  candle  light 

The  Fall  Web- worms,  as  these  caterpillars  are  usually  called, 
have  not  heretofore  been  regarded  as  holding  more  than  a  third 
rate  rank  in  the  catalogue  of  noxious  insects.  Yet,  judging  from 
my  observations  the  past  season,  I  should  suppose  them  to  be  upon 
the  increase.  I  saw  the  apple  trees  much  disfigured  by  them 
through  the  middle  portions  of  the  State,  and  also  in  my  own 
neighborhood ;  and  a  correspondent  of  the  American  Entomologist, 
vritiog  from  Massachusetts,  remarks  that  they  have  been  unusu- 
illy  abundant  in  that  part  of  the  country.  They  appear  so  late  in 
the  season,  not  making  much  show  till  after  the  first  of  August, 
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that  it  is  not  probable  that  they  will  erer  be  very  eerioody  injoii- 
0U8  to  frait  trees.  The  greatest  objecdon  to  them  is  the  disfigure- 
tnent  which  their  exteneiye  webs  prodace  both  from  fruit  and 
ornamental  trees.  I  do  not  know  that  any  predaceoas  or  parasitic 
insects  prey  upon  them.  Indeed  they  are  so  protected  doring  the 
day,  that  it  is  not  easy  to  comprehend  how  any  insect  enemies 
could  get  access  to  them. 

An  interesting  question  here  presents  itself,  whether  the  para- 
sitic insects  are  active  in  the  night  We  often  see  them  plying 
their  busy  avocation  in  the  day  time,  but  the  minute  size  of  most 
of  them  precludes  the  possibility  of  our  detecting  whether  they 
extend  their  operations  into  ttie  night. 

These  are  gregarious  insects  and  are  therefore  easily  removed 
by  hand,  or,  where  they  are  out  of  reach,  by  thrueting  a  pole  into 
their  nests  and  turning  it  round  and  round  so  as  to  entangle  them 
in  their  web.  Shaking  and  lime-dusting  are  here  of  no  av«L 
One  of  my  neighbors  told  me  that  he  effectually  removed  them 
from  his  garden  trees  by  tearing  open  their  nests  and  sprinkling 
in  some  Paris  Green  with  which  he  had  been  killiofi:  potato-bugs. 
But  such  applications  are  unnecessary.  The  true  remedy  consists 
in  removing  the  nests  by  hand  as  soon  a§  they  make  their  appear- 
ance. 

These  insects  pass  the  winter  in  the  chrysalis  state,  and  make 
their  appearance  in  June  and  July  in  the  form  of  white  moths, 
without  spots,  with  tawny  yellow  fore  thighs  and  blackish  feet, 
and  measuring  a  little  more  than  an  inch  across  the  expanded 
wings.  A  figure  of  the  cocoon,  and  an  imperfect  one  of  the  cat- 
erpillar, may  be  seen  on  plate  vn,  figs.  10  and  12,  of  Dr.  Harris's 
treatise  on  insects  injurious  to  vegetation. 


THE  LESSEE  APPLE  LEAF-FOLDEK. 

(Tortrix  maHvcrana^  N.  sp.) 
Order  of  LEPIDOPTERA.    Family  of  Tobtricidji. 

A  pretty  little  bright-orange,  round-shouldered  moth,  the 
larva  of  which  is  a  small,  greenish,  naked  caterpillar,  with  a  pals 
amber-brown  head  and  whitish  incisions.    In  some  specimens  the 
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whole  cateq>illar  is  of  a  pale  brownish  tint.  XTsnaHy^  one  cater- 
pillar, BometimeB  two  or  three,  eats  off  the  upper  cuticle  of  the 
lea^  cnrling  the  two  sides  upwards  till  the  edges  nearly  or  quite 
meet,  and  tying  them  toc^ether  with  web.  In  this  inclosure  the 
little  caterpillar  goes  through  its  transformations.  It  lines  the 
apposite  sides  of  the  leaf  where  the  pupa  lies  with  fine  white  silk. 

Papa  three-tenths  of  an  inch  long  or  a  little  leu ;  terminating  anteriorly  in  a  little 
faiob  attached  by  a  neck.  There  ig  a  Beriea  of  minute  points  npon  the  edge  of  some  of 
the  segments,  and  the  posterior  extremity  is  furnished  with  two  hooks,  bent  downwards^ 
tj  means  of  which  the  pupa  works  itself  half  way  out  of  the  closed  edges  of  the  leaf 
before  the  moth  emerges. 

Moth  three-tenths  of  an  inch  long,  arerage  expanse  of  wings  half  an  inch.  Anten- 
BB  brown,  annulated  with  whitish  on  each  joint,  most  distinctly  on  the  under  side,  first 
jeint  densely  clothed  with  orange  scales.  Palpi,  orange,  horizontal;  the  scales  project 
UDond  and  beyond  the  end  of  the^ntultimate  joint  so  as  to  form  a  little  cup  in  which 
the  small  ultimate  joint  is  inserted.  Maxillaiy  palpi  nidimental.  Tegulse  well  devel- 
oped, more  than  half  as  long  as  the  thorax.  Head,  thorax  and  fore  wings  bright  orange. 
9be  orange  scales  which  cover  the  wings  are  observed  when  carefully  examined,  or  seen 
ttraogh  a  lens,  to  be  mixed  with  numerous  whitish,  almost  silveiy  scales,  so  arranged  as 
to  fonn  about  ten  indistinct,  transTcrse  sinuous  or  wavy  lines.  Hind  wings,  abdomen 
and  legs  whitish  with  silken  lustre.  There  is  a  little  plume  of  divergent  scales  at  the 
eod  of  the  abdomen. 

ThiB  little  insect  furnishes  a  very  remarkable  example  of  the 
sudden  appearance  and  rapid  multiplication  of  noxious  species. 
The  moth  is  so  rare  that  I  cannot  learn  that  it  has  ever  before 
been  seen  even  bj  entomologists.  •  There  is  not  a  specimen  of  it 
in  the  collections  of  either  Mr.  Walsh  or  Mr.  Bilej ;  and  Mr. 
Glover,  of  Washington,  who  is  himself  an  experienced  lepidopte- 
rist  and  is  familiar  with  most  of  the  eastern  collections,  and  to 
whom  I  bad  an  opportunity  of  showing  my  specimens,  said  he  had 
never  seen  it,  and  remarked  that  the  species  is  so  peculiar  that  he 
knew  he  should  recollect  it  if  he  had  ever  met  with  it.*  And  yet 
this  summer,  in  a  single  nursery  of  young  apple  trees,  specimens 
enough  could  have  been  captured  to  supply  all  the  cabinets  in  the 
world. 

All  I  know  of  this  insect  I  learned  during  a  visit  to  the  fruit 
farm  of  Mr.  D.  B.  Wier,  of  Lacon,  on  the  22d  of  July.    At  some 

distance  from  the  place  my  attention  was  arrested  by  the  blasted

*Nonc — Since  writing  the  above  Ifr.  Glover  informs  me  by  letter  that  he  has  recently 
lad  occasion  to  visit  several  of  the  large  collections  of  insects  in  Philadelphia  and  Bos- 
ton, and  that  he  could  find  no  specimen  of  this  moth. 
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appearance  of  his  apple  nareery,  the  foliage  looking,  at  a  distance, 
as  if  it  had  been  scorched  by  fire.  Upon  entering  the  incloanre, 
the  authors  of  the  mischief  were  readily  detected.  Upon  patting 
apart  the  two  halves  of  the  folded  leaves,  a  little  worm  could  occa> 
sionally  be  seen,  but  at  this  date  most  of  them  had  passed  into 
the  pupa  state,  and  many  of  the  moths  had  already  emerged,  so 
that  a  flock  of  them  could  be  put  to  flight  almost  anywhere  by 
brushing  against  the  plants.  Mr.  Wier  says  that  as  little  known 
as  this  insect  seems  to  be,  this  is  not  the  flrst  year  that  they  have 
injured  his  nursery. 

There  are  at  least  two  broods  of  this  insect  in  a  season.  The 
first  brood  of  moths,  according  to  Mr.  Wier,  make  their  appear- 
ance early  enough  to  deposit  their  eggs  in  the  folds  of  the  young 
leaves  just  as  they  begin  to  open.  Another  brood  was  just  emerge 
ing,  as  I  have  above  stated,  in  the  third  week  of  July.  This  brood, 
as  Mr.  W.  afterwards  informed  me,  by  letter,  began  at  once  to 
deposit  their  eggs  upon  such  leaves  as  had  not  been  injured.  Ac* 
cording  to  my  own  observation,  the  caterpillars  of  the  earlier 
brood  draw  the  opposite  edges  of  the  leaf  upwards,  by  means  of 
their  web,  till  they  meet,  thus  forming  a  roof  over  the  insect, 
which  protects  it  from  the  weather,  and  must  also  serve  to  conceal 
it  in  a  great  measure  from  birds  and  other  enemies.  It  must  also 
form  a. serious  barrier  to  the  effective  use  of  any  destructive  ap- 
plications on  our  own  part.  But  Mr.  Wier  informs  me  that  the 
young  of  the  last  brood,  hatching  as  they  do  on  the  surface  of  the 
mature  and  rigid  leaf,  do  not  draw  its  edges  together,  but  simply 
protect  themselves  by  constructing  a  web  over  the  surface  of  the 
leaf.  From  the  above  account,  it  is  evident  that  this  little  insect 
resembles,  in  most  of  its  habits,  the  larger  and  more  common  Tor- 
trix  of  the  apple  and  the  rose.  In  what  form  they  pass  the  win* 
ter  I  believe  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

If  this  insect  should  spread  so  as  to  infest  other  nurseries,  as  it 
has  tfiat  of  Mr.  Wier,  it  would  prove  itself  a  pest  of  the  most  se- 
rious character ;  and,  as  far  as  we  can  judge,  from  present  appear* 
ances  it  will  be  a  difficult  matter  to  reach  them  with  remedial 
agencies,  both  on  account  of  the  closure  of  the  leaf  in  which  tbej 
dwell,  and  their  webby  covering.  Fortunately,  as  is  the  case  with 
most  other  double-brooded  insects,  the  first  brood  is  comparatively 
limited  in  numbers ;  and  Mr.  Wier  thinks  it  would  have  p^id  him 
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well  to  have  gone  throagh  his  nnrsery  early  in  the  season  and 
picked  off  the  folded  leaves. 

The  importance  of  combatting  evils  in  ftheir  incipient  stages 
can  find  no  more  apt  illustrations  than  in  the  department  of  eco- 
nomic entomology.  Many  noxions  insects  can  be  substantially 
oadicated  in  their  infancy,  which,  if  permitted  to  attain  a  larger 
growth  and  a  wider  spread,  are  wholly  beyond  our  control.  This 
is  emphatically  the  case  with  the  present  species.  It  is  evident 
that  whatever  applications  we  may  make  use  of  here,  must  be 
made  before  the  young  insects  have  time  to  close  the  leaf  above 
them,  in  the  case  of  the  first  brood,  and  before  they  have  covered 
themselves  with  web,  in  the  second.  These  periods  will  probably 
be  found  to  be  about  the  first  week  of  May  and  the  third  week  of 
h\j.  But  the  time  will  vary  some  with  the  character  of  the 
season,  and  must  be  determined  by  actual  inspection.  These  lit- 
tle worms  are  so  lender  and  so  unprotected  by  any  hairy  covering, 
that  I  should  expect  them  to  be  easily  destroyed  by  any  of  the 
ordinary  applications,  such  as  lime,  ashes  or  soap,  provided  we 
ean  find  a  time  when  the  substance  applied  will  really  reach  them* 
Mr.  Wier  informed  me  tbSt  he  discovered  a  bug  with  many 
bright  stripes,  preying  upon  these  caterpillars,  which  from  his  de- 
Bchption,  I  suppose  to  be  the  Harpactor  omottis;  but  this  tribe  of 
predacious  insects  is  not  usually  sufficiently  numerous  to  make 
moch  headway  against  such  a  multitudinous  species  as  the  Tar- 
trix  malworana. 

Note — Aug.  15,  1870. — ^The  delay  in  the  re-publication  of  this 
Beport  enables  me  to  add  that  I  visited  Mr.  Wier's'  nursery  at 
aboat  the  same  time  this  year  ( 1871 )  that  I  did  the  previous  year, 
and  though  I  am  informed  by  Mr.  Wier  that  these  little  leaf- 
worms  were  more  numerous  than  ever,  early  in  the  season,  yet  at 
the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  comparatively  few  to  be  seen,  and 
the  joung  apple-trees  bad  made  a  good  growth  for  the  season. 
It  is  evident  therefore  that  these  insects  are  very  susceptible  to 
climatic  or  other  and  unknown  influences,  and  there  is  reason  to 
hope  that  they  will  not  prDve  to  be  very  permanent  and  serious 
peats.

THE  OYSTER-SHELL  B^K-LOUSE.

The  common  Apple-tre^Bark-loQse,  obacare  and  un- 
iviting  as  it  at  first  eight  appears,  is,  in  rnaoj  repects, 
ne  of  the  most  aoomalons  and  interestiDi;  iDsects  that 
omes  nnder  the  cognizance  of  either  the  scientific  or  the 
ractical  eotomologiet    How  it  is  propagated,  how  it 
btains  ite  ontriment,  and  how  it  migrates  from  one  tree 
)  another ;  whether  it  flourishes  best  on  a  healthy  or  a 
ebilitated    tree,   whether    it   exercises    any    selectioa 
mongst  the  ditferent  varieties  of  apple,  and  whether, 
dth  respect  to  its  prevalence,  it  is  upon  the  increase  or 
le  decrease,  are  questions  which  bare  long  been  in- 
olved  in  much  obscniitj,  and  some  of  which  are  yet 
\T  from  being  satisfactorily  solved.     Yet  it  is  an  insect 
which  has  been  long  known,  haviog  been  originally  imported  in- 
to this  country  from  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  and  has  been 
subjected  to  the  prolonged  scrutiny  of  some  of  the  acntesl  ento- 
mologists that  either  Eorope  or  this  country  has  produced. 

It  is  one  of  the  opprobria  of  entomology  that  the  male  of  the 
Oyster-ebell  Bark-louse  has  never  been  discovered.  Judging  from 
the  analogy  of  other  species  of  the  same  genos,  the  male,  if  evo* 
discovered,  will  be  found  to  be  a  very  small  two-winged  insect, 
yet  having  no  special  affinity  with  the  dipterous  order  of  inaectB. 
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The  parts  of  the  moatli  are  undeveloped;  so  that  it  takes  no  food, 
Iiis  sole  office  being  the  propagation  of  the  species. 

The  female,  on  the  other  hand,  with  which  alone  we  are  ac- 
qoaiDted,  and  which  has  been,  npon  the  whole,  probaUy  the  worst 
enemy  that  the  orchardist,  in  the  Northern  States,  has  had  to 
eoQftend  with,  is  a  wingless,  footless,  eyeless,  grnb-like  creature, 
Tfaich  never  mores  from  the  spot  where  she  first  fixes  herself, 
nd  effectoally  excludes  herself  from  the  light  of  day,  by  inclosing 
lienelf  in  an  impervious  cell,  as  it  were,  in  a  living  sepulchre. 
And  yet,  though  destitute  both  of  the  organs  of  vision  and  loco- 
iBotioD,  these  insects  have  passed  firom  one  continent  to  another, 
spread  over  vast  States  and  Territories,  crippled  or  destroyed 
tloQBands  of  orchards,  and  impoverished  their  owners,  in  spite  of 
ill  the  efforts  and  appliances  which  human  ingenuity  could  de- 
^Be.  And  the  difficulty  is  increased  when  we  consider  that,  with 
ikfl  exception  of  the  first  three  or  four  days  of  their  lives,  they 
ire  immovably  fixed  to  the  bark  of  the  tree.  Can  the  mystery 
^Bolvedl 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  evident  that  this  insect,  if  indeed  it  be  \ 
i<ie&tieal  with  the  European  species,  must  have  been  brought 
icro68  the  ocean,  attached  to  the  bark  of  nursery  trees.  But  it  is 
&r  from  being  so  easy  to  explain  how  it  has  been  carried  from 
ooe  tree,  and  from  one  orchard  to  another,  often  at  great  distances 
iput 

Three  theories  have  been  suggested  npon  this  subject;  first, 
^  the  insects  transport  themselves  during  the  short  active  pe- 
lied  of  their  lives,  by  crawling  from  one  tree  to  another.  It 
Nerns  to  me  that  a  very  little  observation  must  convince  us  that 
Bui  theory  is  wholly  untenable.  If  we  compare  the  roughness  of 
I  piece  of  plowed  ground,  or  the  inequalities  of  sod  land,  with  its 
powing  grass  and  its  complicated  matting  of  last  year's  growth, 
^  the  microscopic  minuteness  of  these  insects,  during  the  short 
^ve  period  of  their  existence,  it  will  be  obvious  that  they  never 
Beold  migrate  more  than  two  or  three  feet,  at  most,  from  the  tree 
to  which  they  grew,  by  any  locomotive  powers  of  their  own. 

Another  theory  is  that  they  are  carried  from  one  place  to  an- 
ther by  adhering  to  the  feet  of  birds,  and  possibly  also  to  the  feet 
M  legs  of  larger  insects.  This  was  Mr.  Walsh's  theory,  and  it 
liems  to  be  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  account  for  their  being 

^ed  to  any  considerable  distance,  such  for  instance  as  a  mile 
Vol.  II-S6 
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or  more ;  and  we  often  fi  ad  them  in  isolated  eitnations  and  under 
circnmstances  which  preclude  the  idea  that  they  conld  have  been 
brought  hither  by  human  a^encj.  For  example,  the  Ojeter-shell 
Sark-louse,  being  an  imported  insect,  is  never  found,  in  a  state  of 
nature,  upon  our  native  crabs,  and  when  they  accidentally  get  a 
foothold  upon  them  they  do  not  multiply  much,  the  crab  tree  be- 
ing evidently  uncongenial  to  their  tastes.  Yet  I  have  seen  them 
in  small  numbers  upon  every  tree  of  a  small  grove  of  crab-apples 
which  I  have  known  for  twenty-five  years,  standing  upon  the 
prairie,  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  any  apple  orchard ;  and  I 
have  found  a  few  scales  on  another  crab-apple  tree  standing  in 
the  edge  of  the  timber,  more  than  half  a  mile  from  any  cultivated 
trees.  The  bird  theory,  however,  is  a  very  inadequate  one  to  ex- 
plain the  general  diffusion  of  the  Bark-louse.  The  most  we  could 
expect  would  be  that  a  few  of  the  insects  might  possibly  be  thus 
transported  during  the  short  time  when  they  are  not  attached  to 
the  tree ;  and  a  series  of  experiments  which  I  made,  the  past  sea- 
son, with  the  view  of  testing  this  theory,  go  to  disprove  the  sup* 
position  that  they  are  ever  disseminated  in  this  way.  I  wished 
to  see  whether  these  minute  insects  would  readily  crawl  on  to  any 
obstruction  like  the  toes  of  a  bird.  I  experimented  for  hours  by 
putting  little  slivers  of  wood  about  as  large  as  a  bird's  claw  in  the 
way  of  the  crawling  Coccids,  but  in  no  instance  would  they  crawl 
on  to  them.  If  the  stick  were  put  down  abruptly  before  them,  at 
a  short  distance,  say  one-tenth  of  an  inch,  they  would  usually  stop 
and  turn  off  in  another  direction,  showing  that  they  have  the 
sense  of  sight.  If  it  were  put  a  little  further  off,  so  that  they 
would  approach  it  gradually,  they  would  sometimes  turn  away 
before  reaching  it,  and  at  other  times  they  would  come  up  to  it, 
run  along  parallel  to  it,  and  if  they  could  not  find  a  placo  to  get 
under  il,  they  would  turn  away.  I  then  beveled  off  the  stick  to 
a  sharp  edge,  so  as  to  present  the  least  obstruction,  and  at  the 
same  time  offer  an  inclined  plane  up  which  they  could  easily  crawl, 
but  they  would  not  go  on  to  it.  It  is  pretty  evident,  therefore,  that 
these  creatures  have  no  instinct  which  leads  them  to  avail  them- 
selves of  such  means  of  transportation. 

The  third  theory  is  that  they  are  blown  from  place  to  place  by 
the  wind.  That  they  are  carried  by  a  moderate  breeze,  daring 
their  hatching  period,  to  a  distance  of  several  rods,  has  been 
abundantly  proved  by  myself  and  by  others.    If  yon  suspend  an 
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mverted  nmbrella  under  an  infested  apple  tree,  at  this  period,  joxl 
will  soon  see  the  little  white  crawling  points  upon  it,  being  the 
more  easily  detected  from  their  contrast  with  the  black  back 
groand.  They  can  also  be  seen  upon  the  grass  or  other  objects 
under  the  tree  by  ezaminiog  with  a  lens.  They  will  uniformly 
be  foond  farther  from  the  tree  on  the  side  towards  which  the  wind 
ifl  blowing  than  on  the  other.  I  have  also  fonnd  them  thickly 
iprinkled  upon  the  upper  surface  of  cob-webs  which  happened  to 
be  spread  over  the  grass  at  the  distance  of  two  or  three  rods  from 
the  tree.  1^  Being  caught  on  the  web,  it  was  evident  they  could  not 
Iiave  crawled  there,  but  that  they  must  have  fallen  there  from 
above. 

An  interesting  query  here  suggested  itself  as  to  the  degree  of 
tenacity  with  which  these  insects  adhere  to  the  tree  at  this  period,, 
and  how  strong  a  wind  it  requires  to  remove  them.  To  deter- 
mine ^this  point  I  experimented  by  blowing  upon  them  with  my 
month,  with  different  degrees  of  intensity.  I  found  that  a  pretty 
itroDg  current  of  wind  did  not  disturb  them,  provided  it  was 
iteady  and  uniform,  but  that  a  short,  sharp  puff  readily  dislodged 
them.  At  one  time,  during  my  examination,  the  wind  arose  and 
blew  a  pretty  stiff  breeze,  and  I  could  feel  it  sweep  over  the  sur- 
&ce  I  was  examining  with  considerable  force ;  yet  in  only  a  very 
few  instances  could  I  perceive  that  any  of  the  Coccids  were  blown 
off;  and  yet  actual  observation  showed  that  the  ground  beneath 
was  thickly  sprinkled  with  them.  The  query  arises  whether  these 
creatures  may  not  have  an  instinct  to  loosen  their  hold  upon  the 
tree,  irrespective  of  the  force  of  the  wind,  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
semination. This  may  seem  improbable,  but  it  is  no  more  won- 
derfnl  than  many  of  the  instincts  of  insects. 

A  still  more  important  question  is,  how  fiar  they  can  be  trans- 
ported by  the  wind.  This  will  depend  very  much,  of  course,  upon 
the  force  with  which  the  wind  may  happen  to  be  blowing,  at  any 
given  locality,  at  the  hatching  period.  At  the  time  I  made  part 
of  my  observations,  last  spring,  there  was  a  pretty  fresh  breeze 
blowing,  but  I  did  not  detect  any  Coccids  upon  the  ground  beyond 
abont  three  rods  from  the  extreme  branches  of  the  trees.  Never- 
theless, some  of  them  may  have  been  carried  farther,  for  it  must 
be  borne  in  mind  tnat  it  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  find  such  minute 
objects  upon  the  ground,  except  where  they  are  numerously  dis- 
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tribnted.  Actnal  observation  ehows  that  these  insects,  small  at 
they  are,  are  decidedly  heavier  than  the  atmosphere,  and  thit 
their  tendency  is  to  Ml  to  the  gronnd,  at  no  great  distance  from 
the  tree.  That  they  are  carried  by  the  wind  to  great  distances^ 
under  any  ordinary  circumstances,  is  extremely  improbable.  To 
produce  this  result  we  must  assume  the  coincidence  of  a  violent 
gale  or  hurricane,  such  as  would  very  rarely  occur  at  any  one  time 
year  after  year.  And  I  repeat,  lest  it  should  be  lost  sight  of  by  those 
who  are  not  familiar  with  the  history  of  this  insect,  that  there  are 
but  three  or  four  days  in  the  year  in  which  it  is  not  immovably 
fixed  to  the  tree.  In  view  of  the  inadequacy  of  all  the  theories 
thus  far  propounded,  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  rapid  and  wide- 
spread dissemination  of  the  Apple-tree  Bark-louse  is  yet  involred 
in  much  mystery,  and  that  such  instances  as  the  occurrence  of  the 
Bark-louse  on  the  isolated  crab  tree  above  mentioned,  remain  to  be 
explained. 

The  instrument  by  which  this  insect  draws  its  nutriment  from 
the  tree,  is  in  the  form  of  a  long  and  extremely  slender  proboscis 
or  sucker,  with  a  glossy  surface  and  a  redish  tint,  exactly  resem* 
bling  a  very  fine  hair.  It  is  so  delicate  and  fragile  that  it  is  usually 
broken  off  in  the  act  of  removing  the  scale  from  the  bark,  and  ai 
it  generally  parts  at  its  juncture  with  the  insect's  body,  it  escaped 
for  a  long  time  the  notice  of  the  most  careful  observers.  Even  bo 
acute  an  entomologist  as  Mr.  Walsh,  so  late  as  the  time  of  the 
publication  of  his  Eeport  in  December,  1867,  although  he  pre- 
sumed firom  analogy  that  such  an  organ  must  exist,  and  though  it 
had  been  discovered  and  described  by  European  authors  in  the  case 
of  allied  species  of  the  same  family,  nevertheless  admits  that  ^^  as 
to  any  organized  beak  he  could  discover  nothing  of  the  kind."  And 
IfiT.  Siley,  in  his  first  Report,  published  a  year  later,  says : 
'*  Though  from  analogy  it  must  have  a  beak  of  some  kind,  it  is  so 
exceedingly  fine  and  fragile,  that  I  have  never  been  able  to  per- 
ceive it."  I  had  myself  also  examined  hundreds  of  bark-Iioe 
without  detecting  the  proboscis,  and  indeed  did  not  see  it  till 
after  I  'had  discovered  it  in  another  and  closely  allied  species,  the 
Cb(xm8  of  the  pine  leaf.  I  had  noticed  that  in  raising  these  scalee, 
they  did  not  always  drop  from  the  leaf,  but  sometimes  hung  flat- 
tering from  its  surface,  as  if  suspended  by  an  invisible  thread.  This 
occurred  so  many  times  that  inj  curiosity  became  excited  to  know 
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by  what  means  it  was  thus  saspended.  Upon  ezaminiBg  one  of 
these  pendant  scales  with  a  strong  lens,  I  saw  a  fine  hair-like  fila- 
ment, attached  by  one  end  to  the  leaf,  and  bj  the  other  to  the  in- 
sect's body,  at  that  part  of  the  breast  from  which  the  beak  of  Ho- 
mopterons  insects  appears  to  proceed.  The  idea  at  once  occnrred 
la  me  that  this  was  nothing  other  than  the  long-songht-for  probos- 
cis of  the  Goooid<Bj  and  a  little  farther  inspection  with  the  micro- 
scope  proved  the  truth  of  the  supposition.  I  immediately  went 
into  my  garden  and  obtained  some  twigs  infested  by  the  Apple- 
tree  Bark-louse,  anxious  to  see  if  I  could  detect  the  corresponding 
organ  in  this  species.  It  is  astonishing  how  easy  it  is  to  find  a 
thing  when  you  know  just  where  to  look  for  it  I  found  that  the 
proboscis  of  the  Apple-tree  loose  exactly  resembles  that  of  the 
pine  leaf  species,  and  is  just  as  easily  detected.  Subsequently, 
upon  looking  over  some  of  the  back  numbers  of  the  Transactions 
of  the  American  Entomological  Society,  which  I  had  not  before 
seen,  I  noticed  the  article  upon  the  Bark-louse,  by  Dr.  Shimer,  of 
Ml  OarroU.  From  this,  it  appears  that  he  detected  this  organ  in 
the  course  of  a  series  of  microscopic  observations  upon  this  insect 
which  he  made  in  the  summer  of  1867 ;  so  that  to  him  must  be 
giFon  the  credit  of  first  discovering  the  proboscis  of  the  Apple- 
tree  Bark-louse,  which  for  so  long  a  time  has  eluded  our  search*. 

Fine  as  this  organ  is,  it  is  found,  when  examined  under  the 
microscope,  and  under  proper  conditions  of  the  organ  itself,  to  be 
not  the  single  hair-like  sucker  which  it  appears,  but  to  be  com- 
posed of  several  still  finer  pieces  or  filaments,  which,  though  usu- 
ally lying  together,  are  capable  of  separation.  The  number  of 
these  pieces  in  the  proboscis  of  the  Coccidm  has  been  a  subject  of 
some  diversity  of  opinion  amongst  European  entomologists.  M. 
Percheron,  a  French  author  who  investigated  these  insects  many 
years  ago,  stated  the  number  to  be  three.  Dr.  Shimer  also  saw 
the  proboscis  of  the  common  species  separate  into  three  pieces, 
for  a  part  of  its  length,  and  I  have  seen  it  several  times  separate 
sometimes  into  apparently  two  and  sometimes  three  parts.  But 
Mr.  Westwood  says,  that  in  some  species  which  he  examined,  he 
detected  four,  and  M.  Signoret,  who  has  very  recently  submitted 
the  whole  family  of  Cocoidm  to  a  most  rigid  scrutiny,  gives  the 
normal  number  of  pieces  in  the  proboscis  to  be  four.  It  is  alto- 
gether probable  therefore  that  the  reason  why  we  have  not  seen 
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this  number  in  our  Bpeeies  is  that  we  have  not  happened  to  see 
them  all  separated.  The  length  of  this  proboscis  is  also  difficult 
to  be  ascertained,  on  account  of  its  fragility,  and  the  consequent 
doubt,  in  any  case,  whether  we  have  extracted  the  whole  of  it 
from  the  bark.  In  my  experience  it  has  usually  broken  off,  either 
close  to  the  body,  or  of  a  length  somewhat  less  than  that  of  the 
body,  though  I  have  seen  it  considerably  longer.  M.  Signoret 
says  that  in  some  species  he  has  seen  it  twice  the  length  of  the  in- 
sect's body,  and  in  rare  instances  even  three  times  as  long.  I 
once  removed  a  young  female  of  the  pine  leaf  species  (Mytilaspis 
pinifolicBy  Fitch)  just  as  it  was  beginning  to  form  the  terminal 
shield,  and  when  it  was  scarcely  one-thirtieth  of  an  inch  long,  ia 
which  the  proboscis  was  two  lines,  or  one-sixth  of  an  inch  in 
length,  by  actual  measurement,  and  therefore  fully  five  times  the 
length  of  the  insect's  body.  In  this  instance  I  noticed  that  the 
proboscis  was  filiform,  or  of  equal  thickness  for  the  greater  part 
of  its  length,  and  that  it  thence  tapered  to  a  very  fine  point,  from 
which  I  concluded  that  I  had  succeeded  in  extracting  the  whole  of 
the  instrument  from  the  leaf. 

It  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  so  delicate  and  fragile  an  organ 
can  be  inserted  into  the  leaf,  and  much  more  into  the  tough  tissue 
of  the  bark.  I  once  succeeded  in  tracing  the  proboscis  of  the 
Pine-louse,  for  about  half  its  length,  running  horizontally,  just  un- 
der the  semi-transparent  cuticle,  and  it  is  not  improbable  that  this 
is  the  situation  in  which  the  instrument  is  usually  introduced. 
Notwithstanding  the  sluggish  and  apparently  almost  lifeless  con- 
dition of  the  female  Coccus^  the  proboscis  seems  to  be  endowed 
with  a  special  vitality.  I  have  often  seen  it  move  with  a  waving 
or  serpentine  motion,  and  M.  Signoret  thinks  it  is  capable  of  a 
considerable  degree  of  extension  and  retraction,  and  it  was  some 
action  of  the  attached  proboscis,  no  doubt,  which  produced  the 
jerking  motion  of  the  insect's  body  noticed  by  Dr.  Shimer. 

Upon  the  interesting  topics  of  the  difference  of  the  sexes  in 
this  tribe  of  insects,  and  the  nature  and  growth  of  the  scale  by 
which  they  are  protected,  we  have  made  a  somewhat  systematic 
series  of  observations  during  the  past  season,  but  we  have  prefer- 
red to  avail  ourselves,  for  this  purpose,  of  the  species  which  dwells 
on  the  pine-leaf,  for  the  reason  that  the  existence  and  characters 
of  the  male  of  this  species  are  known,  and  that  th^  several  parts 
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of  which  the  scale  is  composed  are  so  distinct  and  contrasted  in 
(his  elegant  species,  tliat  the  investigation  of  it  is  much  more  prac- 
ticable and  satisfactory.  We  must  therefore  refer  those  who  are 
carioas  in  these  abstruse  and  controverted  branches  of  the  subject, 
to  the  history  of  that  species,  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

We  pass  to  a  more  practical  qnestion,  whether  the  Oyster-shell 
Bark-lonse  flonrishes  best  upon  a  healthy  or  a  debilitated  tree. 
This  question  also  has  its  difficulties.  For  if  the  Bark-louse  does 
not  find  the  tree  sickly,  it  makes  it  so,  and  as  the  two  things  aL 
waj6  go  together,  it  leaves  an  uncertainty  which  is  the  cause  and 
▼hich  the  effect.  It  is  like  the  old  question  of  the  ague  and  the 
qnioiae:  which  it  is  that  has  damaged  the  constitutions  of  so  many 
Western  people.  The  popular  hue-and-cry  is  against  the  quinine, 
which  is  a  pretty  good  illustration  of  the  danger  of  keeping  bad 
company.  Wc  take  the  quinine  only  when  we  have  the  ague, 
iDd  the  two  things  becoming  confounded  in  our  experience,  we 
perversely  conclude  that  the  disease  is  harmless  and  that  the  heal- 
ing medicine  does  all  the  mischief. 

That  an  insect,  that  lives  by  imbibing  the  sap  of  a  tree,  should 
floariBh  better  upon  a  half  dead  and  dried  up  tree  than  upon  a 
thrifty  and  succulent  one,  is,  on  the  face  of  it,  extremely  improb- 
able. The  conclusion  to  which  I  have  come,  both  from  reason  and 
observation,  is  that  if  bark-lice  get  foot-hold  upon  a  tree  which  is 
congenial  to  them,  they  will  multiply  and  impoverish  it,  however 
healthy  it  may  be  at  the  time  of  attack,  or  however  well  the  tree 
may  be  cultivated. 

And  this  leads  us  to  another  question  of  considerable  practical 
importance,  and  this  is,  whether  the  Oyster-shell  Bark-louse  exhib- 
its any  preference  or  exercises  any  selection  between  the  different 
Tarieties  of  apple  tree.  That  this  is  the  case  is,  I  believe  the  gen- 
eral opinion,  and  I  am  perfectly  satisfied  of  it  from  my  own  ob- 
servations. I  saw  the  truth  of  this  most  satisfactorily  illustrated 
in  the  orchard  of  Mr.  Bobson,  of  Galena.  Here  were  trees  some 
of  which  must  be  presumed  to  have  been  congenial,  and  others 
uncongenial  to^the^insect,  intermixed  with  the  same  inclosure, 
and  the  curious  spectacle  was  exhibited  of  trees  standing  side  by 
lide,  or^altemating  with  each  other,  some  of  which  were  almost 
covered  with  scales,  and  others  nearly  or  quite  dear.  These  trees 
were  so  similarly  situated  with  respect  to  all  outside  agencies  that 
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it  is  difficult  to  conceive  how  they  could  have  become  8o  diversely 
affected,  without  supposing  some  selective  taste  or  instinct  on  the 
part  of  the  insects. 

I  have  made  some  inquiries  with  the  view  of  determining  what 
varieties  of  apple  tree  are  most  infested  by  these  insects,  and 
what  varieties  are  most  free  from  them.  There  are  some  kinds 
about  which  the  testimony  is  pretty  uniform,  whilst,  as  might  be 
expected,  some  occupy  a  middle  or  debatable  ground.  Some  of 
the  varieties  most  largely  infested  are  the  Janette,  the  Yellow 
Bell-flower,  the  large  Red  Bomanite,  the  Bed  Astracan,  the  Bam* 
bo,  the  Early  Harvest,  the  Summer  Bose,  and  several  varieties  of 
sweet  apples.  Some  of  those  most  free  from  the  insect,  are  the 
Northern  Spy,  the  Maiden's  Blnsh,  the  Benona,  the  Soulard  Ap- 
ple, the  Willow  Twig,  the  Lowell  and  the  Limber  Twig,  though 
with  regard  to  the  two  last  the  testimony  is  conflictiDg. 

The  last  of  the  questions  propounded  at  the  commencement  of 
this  article,  was  whether  the  Oyster-shell  Bark-louse  is  at  the  pre- 
sent time  increasing  or  decreasing  in  numbers.  Happily  for  the 
prospects  of  the  apple  cultnrist,  the  uniform  answer  to  this  ques- 
tion from  all  quarters,  at  least  from  all  those  parts  of  the  country 
where  these  destructive  insects  have  most  largely  prevailed,  is 
that  their  numbers  are  rapidly  diminishing.  This  result  has  not 
been  brought  about  by  human  agency,  but  by  a  reaction  on  the 
part  of  nature  itself,  whereby  the  excessive  prevalence  of  this  in- 
sect has  been  followed  by  a  corresponding  increase  of  its  natural 
enemies,  until  these  last  have  come  vastly  to  preponderate,  so 
that  the  notorious  Bark-louse  of  the  apple  ^tree  seems  to  be  in  a 
course  of  rapid  extinction.  The  chief  of  these  destroyers  of  the 
bark-lice  are  the  Aoariy  or  mites,  and  certain  little  roundish,  foot- 
less maggots,  which  are  the  larvsd  of  little  four-winged  flies  be- 
longing to  the  family  of  Chalcididm,  The  amount  of  destruction 
caused  by  the  Chalcides  can  always  be  dotermioed  with  mathe- 
mathical  certainty ;  because  we  can  either  find  the  macrgots  under 
the  scales,  (except  when  they  are  very  young  and  therefore  not 
easily  discoverable,)  or  we  can  see  the  little  round  holes  through 
which  the  flies  have  emerged.  By  counting  these  and  then  com- 
paring them  with  the  whole  number  of  scales  on  a  given  twig,  we 
can  estimate  precisely  the  proportional  number  which  the  Obalci- 
dea  have  destroyed.    But  the  work  of  the  AcaH  cannot  be  so  ao- 
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corately  determiDed.  Upon  raising  many  of  the  ecalee  in  the  fall 
of  the  year,  we  find  them  deetitnte  of  the  eggs  of  the  bark  loose 
which  should  natnrally  fill  them  at  this  season.  lu  their  place  we 
find  a  confiised  and  discolored  mass  which  we  suppose  to  be  the 
remains  of  the  legitimate  occupants,  that  is,  the  egg  shells  and  the 
dried  np  body  of  the  mother  loose. 

Amongst  this  debris  the  minute  Acari  are  sometimes  seen,  and 
to  theih  the  rain  is  generally  attributed.  But  in  most  instances, 
80  far  as  1  have  obseryed,  no  Aoari  are  found,  and  some  scales  are 
dmoet  wholly  empty,  so  that  if  the  Acari  caused  the  destruction 
in  both  cases,  they  must,  in  the  former  instance,  have  done  their 
work  and  left,  and  in  the  latter  they  must  have  deroured  the 
mother  louse,  egg  shells  and  all.  But  it  is  of  no  consequence  to 
08  who  or  what  has  wrought  the  ruin,  so  long  as  the  bark-lice  are 
destroyed.  The  important  question  is,  what  proportion  of  the 
hark-lice  are  destroyed,  by  any  and  all  causes,  and  what  part 
lemain  to  propagate  the  race  for  another  year  I 

Mr.  Walsh,  after  examining  many  hundreds  of  scales  in  the 
sommer  of  1867,  stated  that  the  largest  proportion  which  he  had 
ever  found  with  their  contents  destroyed,  was  two-thirds.  From 
this  form  of  expression  we  infer  that  it  was  only  in  certain  cases, 
or  perhaps  localities,  that  so  large  a  proportion  were  abortive,  and 
this  destruction  he  attributed  solely  to  Acari. 

The  following  observations  will  exhibit  the  matter  in  a  more 
definite  light. 

On  or  about  the  twentieth  of  September,  I  examined  all  the 
scales  on  four  twigs,  taken  from  different  trees,  and  from  two 
gardens  remote  from  each  ether,  with  the  following  result :

From  thia  it  appeara  tiiat  in  tlie  looalitiee  which  I  examined, 
more  than  twice  aa  many  bark-lice  were  destroyed  by  Chalcidea, 
than  by  all  other  agencies  combined.  Bat  the  moat  important  rs- 
bqU  ia,  that,  of  eight  hondred  and  forty>foor  scales  examined,  niily 
fit^y-seTen,  or  abont  one  in  fifteen,  contained  any  eggs  for  another 
year^  crop ;  and  the  case  is  really  much  more  decisive  than  ap- 
pears from  the  statement  as  it  here  stands,  becanse  1  have  indn- 
ded  all  the  aoales  which  had  any  eggs  nnder  them,  though  most 
of  them  were  more  or  less  damaged,  and  in  some  of  tbem  the 
Ohalcia  larvee  had  commenced  their  work  of  deetructioD. 

The  history  of  this  little  Chalcis-fiy  famishes  one  of  the  most 
intereeUng  chapters  in  the  literatnre  of  economic  entomolo^.  It 
had  long  been  known  to  exist,  by  the  smooth,  round  holes  in  the 
Bcalea  through  which  it  had  escaped.  But  it  was  not  till  the  pres- 
ent season  that  I  had  an  opportunity  to  trace  the  inaect  itsell 
through  its  changes  and  witness  the  mode  of  its  beneficent  opera- 
tions. I  have  drawn  up  a  brief  sketdi  of  its  history  for  the  J)e 
eember  somber  of  the  American  Entomologist,  illustrated  by  i 
figure  of  the  fly  aad  ito  larva.

The  canees  which  have  been  instrumental  in  producing  the  de- 
straetion  of  the  Ojster-shell  Bark-louse,  and  which  are  still  opera* 
ting  to  its  completion,  are  matters  of  much  interest.  The  agencies 
to  which  it  has  been  usually  attributed  are  the  four  following :  In- 
sectivorous birds;  predaceous  insects,  especially  the  QKcineUce^ 
or  Lady-bugs,  and  their  larv® ;  the  larv®  of  the  parasitic  Chalcis- 
flies,  and  the  Hites,  or  Aoari. 

It  has  been  generally  supposed  that  the  smaller  insttctivorous 
]Hrd8,8uch  as  the  wrens  and  warUers,  devour  many  of  the  eggs  of 
the  Bark-louse,  but  these  eggs  are  so  minute  and  so  completely 
eooeealed  under  the  bark-like  scales,  that  even  the  sharp  eyes  of 
1  bird  could  scarcely  detect  them,  unless  it  were  endowed  with  a 
epedsl  instinct  for  the  purpose,  and  I  know  of  no  record  of  any 
actoal  obeeryations  which  confirm  this  supposition.  I  am  there- 
fore inclined  to  the  opinion  that  birds  have  done  little  or  nothing 
in  the  way  of  exterminating  the  Bark-louse. 

The  OocdndUB  devour  a  very  small  proportion  of  these  insects, 
whilst  they  are  in  their  incipient  and  active  state ;  but  this  lasts 
OBly  three  or  four  days,  and  therefore  but  very  few  of  them  can  be 
tboB  destroyed.  These  predaceous  insects,  and  especially  their 
larvse,  also  destroy  a  few  of  the  bark-lice,  in  their  subsequent  sta- 
ges, by  gnawing  ragged  holes  through  the  scales,  and  thus  getting 
accefts  to  the  insect  beneath.  Hr.  Walsh  conjectured  that  these 
roogh  holes  were  made  by  Aoariy  but  I  hare  repeatedly  seen  the 
larva  of  the  Two-spotted  Ooccinella  in  the  act  of  gnawing  just  such 
holes  in  the  scales  of  the  Bark-louse  of  the  pine  tree,  and  devour- 
iog  its  contents,  and  it  is  therefore  probable  that  they  are  the  an* 
tbors  of  the  similar  holes  on  the  apple  tree.  But  the  small  num- 
ber of  scales  eaten  into  shows  that  but  few  bark-lice  are  destroyed 
in  this  way. 

The  destructive  w(»k  of  the  Acari  is  supposed  to  be  indicated  by 
the  brownish,  discolored  remnants  of  the  eggs  from  which  the 
eontents  seem  to  have  been  extracted,  easily  distinguished  from 
the  pure  white  shells  from  which  the  insects  have  been  hatched. 
Both  Mr.  Walsh  and  Dr.  Shimer,  who  were  the  first  to  notice 
these  mites,  attribute  much  eflScacy  to  their  depredations,  but  that 
they  are  the  sole  authors  of  this  work  i/s  rendered  somewhat  doubt- 
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fnl  by  the  fact,  that  in  some  localitieB,  at  least,  where  the  scales 
containing  these  discolored  eggs  are  not  nnoommon,  the  Aeari  are 
comparatively  rare.  Of  eighty-one  scales  jast  examined  ( Sept.  26), 
containing  these  shriveled  and  discolored  eggs,  in  only  four  were 
Aoari  seen.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  they  may  have  left  them 
after  having  extracted  their  contents. 

Bat,  besides  the  ragged  holes  above  mentioned  as  the  work  of 
the  CoocmeUcB^  a  mnch  larger  number  of  scales  are  found  throngh 
which  has  been  bored  perfectly  smooth  and  round,  or  slightly  oral, 
holes,  which  we  know  from  analogy  must  have  given  exit  to  some 
parasitic  fly.  These  holes  have  been  particularly  mentioned  by 
several  of  our  entomological  writers,  and  must  have  been  seen  by 
all  who  have  made  a  special  study  of  the  Apple-tree  Bark4oa8e. 

So  long  ago  as  the  year  1855,  Dr.  Fitch, in  his  first  Report  npon 
the  Noxious  Insects  of  New  York,  gave  a  history  of  this  Bark-louse, 
so  far  as  it  was  then  known,  and  mentions  the  frequent  occurrence 
of  these  round  holes  in  the  scales  at  that  time.  He  also  discover- 
ed under  some  of  the  scales  a  little  oval,  footless  maggot, which  he 
conjectured  might  be  the  larva  of  some  hymenopterous  parasite, 
which,  in  its  exit,  made  the  holes  in  question. 

In  1867,  Mr.  Walsh,  in  his  history  of  the  Bark-louse,  in  his  first 
annual  Report  upon  the  Noxious  Insects  of  Illinois,  refers  to  Dr. 
Fitch's  statement,  and  adds  that  he  bad  often  noticed  the  round 
holes  in  the  scales,  which  he  also  attributes  to  the  exit  of  a  para- 
sitic insect  belonging  to  the  Chalcis  or  Proctotrupes  family.  Bat 
he  says  he  had  never  met  with  the  larva  described  by  Dr.  Fitch. 

In  the  course  of  a  series  of  observations  upon  the  Apple-tree 
Bark-louse,  during  the  past  season,  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to 
trace  the  history  of  this  interesting  little  insect,  which,  if  it  has 
ever  been  seen  before,  has  not  been  identified,  and  whose  very  ex- 
istence has  been  only  a  matter  of  inference  from  the  visible  marks 
of  its  beneficent  operations. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  season,  whilst  examining  the  lice  npon 
an  apple  tree,  I  noticed  two  or  three  little  yellow  Chalcides  running 
along  the  infested  twigs,  which  I  conjectured  might  be  the  para- 
sites of  the  Bark-louse,  but  had  no  proof  that  this  was  the  case. 
But  about  the  first  of  August,  upon  raising  one  of  the  scales,  I 
happened  to  uncover  one  of  these  insects  in  the  last  stage  of  its 
transformation.    Its  wings  were  not  yet  unfolded,  but  it  ran  so

npidly  that  I  had  some  diflScnlty  in  keeping  it  within  the  field  ot 
the  lens.  As  eoon  as  it  paused  long  enough  to  be  examined,  it 
was  easily  recognized  as  a  Chalcis  by  its  general  aspect,  and  espe« 
dally  by  the  pecnliar  vibratile  motion  of  its  short,  geniculate 
tntenns. 

Having  once  become  familiar  with  its  appearance,  I  have  had 
BO  difScolty  in  capturing,  in  the  latter  part  of  August  and  Septem- 
ber, all  the  specimens  I  desired  on  the  infested  trees.  I  have 
repeatedly  watched  the  female  Chalcis  in  the  act  of  inserting  her 
ovipositor  through  the  scale  of  the  Bark-louse,  for  the  purpose  of 
depositing  her  egg  in  the  cell  beneath.  She  always  places  herself 
transversely  with  respect  to  the  scale.  Sometimes  she  mounts 
upon  it,  and  then  her  tioy  body  is  seen  to  be  considerably  less  in 
loDgth  than  the  width  of  the  scale.  Usually  she  backs  up  upon  it 
only  so  far  as  to  bring  the  tip  of  her  abdomen  about  opposite  the 
middle  of  the  scale.  Then  bringing;  her  ovipositor  down  perpen- 
dicular to  her  body,  she  forces  it  through  the  scale  by  a  series  of 
boring  or  short  plunging  motions.  Having  accomplisned  this  she 
remains  stationary  for  many  minutes,  whilst  by  some  invisible 
intestine  motion  the  egg  is  carried  down  the  ovipositor  and  deposi- 
ted beneath  the  scales.  So  absorbed  is  she  in  this  delicate  opera- 
tion, upon  the  successful  accomplishment  of  which  not  only  her 
own  hopes,  but  those  of  the  horticulturist,  so  largely  depend,  that 
nothing  can  deter  her  from  it.  In  one  instance,  having  drawn 
down  a  branch  of  an  apple  tree,  I  discovered  a  Chalcis  in  the  act 
of  depositiDg.  WhUst  holding  the  branch  in  one  hand  and  view* 
ing  the  insect  through  a  lens  held  in  the  other,  the  branch  slipped 
throDgh  my  fingers  and  flew  back  with  violence  to  its  place. 
Drawing  it  down  again,  the  twig  I  had  hold  of  broke,  and  it  flew 
back  a  second  time.  I  supposed  that  that  observation  had,  of 
course,  been  brought  to  an  abrupt  termination.  But,  upon  draw- 
ing down  the  limb  the  third  time,  there  stood  my  little  Chalcis  aa 
immovable  as  a  statue,  at  her  post.  She  may  be  touched  with  the 
fiogpr  whilst  thus  engaged,  or  even  crushed,  as  I  have  often  inad- 
vertently done  in  my  attempts  to  capture  her,  but  nothing  short 
of  this  actual  violence  can  move  her  from  her  position.  With  such 
wonderful  perseverance  and  devotion  do  these  living  atoms  of 
creaiion  perform  their  allotted  part  in  the  complicated  economy  of 
nalore^ 
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The  egg  thus  depoflited  batcbeB  into  the  little  footless  larva  pre- 
viously mentioned.  This  larva  is  so  admirably  described  by  Dr. 
Fitchy  in  a  single  sentence,  that  I  cannot  do  better  than  copy  his 
description :  ^^  Under  these  scales  I  have  repeatedly  met  with  a 
small  maggot,  three-handreths  of  an  inch  long,  or  frequently 
moch  smaller,  of  a  broad  oval  form,  ronnded  at  one  end  and  taper- 
ing to  an  acute  point  at  the  other,  soft,  of  a  honey-yellow  color, 
slightly  translucent  and  shining,  with  an  opaque  brownish  cloud 
in  the  middle,  prodaced  by  alimentary  matter  in  the  viscera,  and 
divided  into  segments  by  faintly  impressed  transverse  lines." 

The  only  motion  of  which  this  small  grub  is  capable  is  a  slight 
extension  and  contraction  of  its  body,  particularly  at  the  two 
extremities,  by  which  its  form  is  correspondingly  modified. 

There  is  usually  but  one  larva  under  each  scale,  and  I  have 
never  seen  more  than  two.  In  the  earlier  part  of  the  season  it  is 
seen  adhering  to  the  body  of  the  Bark-louse,  but  later  it  is  found 
in  the  midst  of  the  eggs  or  their  remains.  ^ 

The  Ohalcia-fiy  itself  is  a  beautiful  object  under  the  microeoope. 
Its  length  is  a  little  lees  than  half  a  line,  or  about  one-twenty-fifth 
of  an  inch,  though  I  have  captured  a  few  specimens  considerably 
smaller,  being  but  little  more  than  one-third  of  a  line.  I  at  first 
supposed  that  these  smaller  individuals  were  males,  but  all  4he 
specimens  that  I  have  examined  have  proved  to  be  females.  Their 
color  is  a  uniform  pale  lemon  yellow.  The  only  variation  from 
this  color  is  in  the  minute  mandibles,  which  are  reddish  brown. 
There  are  three  coral  red  occelli  on  the  summit  of  the  head,  and 
the  ovipositor,  which  lies  in  a  groove  on  the  underside  of  the  abdo- 
men, exhibits  a  slight  reddish  tint.  The  wings  are  thickly  beset, 
over  nearly  their  whole  surface,  with  bristly  points,  and  their  mai^ 
gin  is  ornamented  with  a  long  fringe. 

But  a  better  idea  of  the  appearance  of  this  little  insect  will  be 
obtained  from  the  magnified  figures  whieh  aeoompany  this  artide, 
than  from  any  verbal  description. 

By  observations,  made  as  late  as  the  first  week  in  Novembo*! 
the  opinion  is  confirmed  that  the  Ohalcis  of  the  Bark-louse  has 
two  broods  in  a  jear.  By  the  middle  of  September  we  find  many 
of  this  year's  scales  pierced  with  the  round  holes  through  which 
the  first  brood  of  Ohalcides  has  escaped ;  and  late  in  the  faU  we 
find,  under  about  an  eqaal  number  of  scales,  the  fully-grown  larve 
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of  the  leeond  brood,  Bometimes  with  the  efrgs  of  the  Bark-lonee 
upon  which  thej  have  Babeisted  all  coBBamed,  and  BometimeB  with 
B  few  remaining ;  and  in  thiB  etate  they  andonbtedly  pase  the  win- 
ter. This  second  brood  must  appear  in  the  winged  form  early 
enough  next  snmmer  to  deposit  the  eggs  from  which  the  lirst 
brood  of  next  year  will  proceed. 

The  drawing  made  for- the  Atnerican  Entomologist  having  been 
inaccurate,  and  the  engraving  imperfecti  Mr.  Riley  kindly  con^^ 
sented,  at  my  request,  to  have  a  new  engraving  prepared,  and  the 
figure  here  given  is  a  copy  of  the  improved  engraving. 

From  this  general  destruction  of  the  Bark-louse,  it  would  seem 
that  its  virtual  if  not  total  extermination  must  be  near  at  hand. 
Tet  it  would  be  imprudent  to  permit  ourselves  to  come  to  this 
oonviction  with  too  much  haste  or  certainty,  since  it  is  a  truth 
with  which  we  have  become  painfully  familiar,  that  noxious  in- 
sects have  their  periods  both  of  increase  and  decrease,  and  that 
tome  species,  of  which  the  Chinch-bug  is  a  notorious  example, 
have  returned  with  renewed  life  and  profusion  after  years  of  ap-* 
parent  extermination.  One  of  the  ways  in  which  this  ie  brought 
about,  I  conceive  to  be  this:  the  numbers  of  a  certain  species  hav* 
mg  become  greatly  reduced  by  the  operation  of  its  natural  ene^ 
mies,  parasitic  and  others,  these,  in  their  turn,  being  deprived  of 
their  appropriate  nutriment,  also  become  reduced  in  like  propor- 
tion. The  remnant  of  the  former  species,  being,  we  may  pre- 
some,  naturally  prolific,  take  a  new  lease  of  life  and  rapidly  mul- 
tiply again  in  all  their  former  profusion.  Judging  from  known 
bets  and  experiences,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  such  ebb  and 
flow  in  the  prevalence  of  particular  species,  are  ever  ticking  place 
in  the  multitudinous  world  of  insects.  Such  reflections  have  for- 
dUy  occurred  to  my  mind,  as  I  have  watched  the  parasitic  Ohal- 
eiB-fly  of  the  Bark-louse,  coursing  busily  over  the  branchoB,  amidst 
die  dry  and  empty  scales,  in  search  of  some  suitable  pabulum  in 
which  to  deposit  the  germs  of  her  future  progeny.  Another  cir- 
eamstance  which  gives  rise  to  some  apprehension  is,  that  these  in- 
sects, within  the  last  few  years,  have  been  found  farther  south 
Aan  it  has  been  heretofore  supposed  that  they'  could  subsist.  I 
have  received,  this  year,  infested  twigs  from  Mr.  A.  0.  Hammond, 
of  Warsaw,  as  far  south  as  the  northern  border  of  Missouri.  And 
I  was  informed  at  tiie  horticultural  meeting  at  Mr.  Ftagg's,  near 
Alton,  on  the  sixth  of  October,  that  the  Oyslershdl  Bark-louse 
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was  known  to  exist,  and  was  tboiight  by  some  to  be  on  the  in- 
crease  in  that  section  of  the  conntrj.     And,  farthermore,  it  ap- 
pears irom  the  correspondence  of  the  American  Entomologist,  that 
this  insect  has  been  fonnd  even  so  far  south  as  the  State  of  Missis- 
sippi.   The  question  therefore  arises,  with  considerable  pertinency, 
whether  this  destructive  insect  may  not  be  disappearing  from  the 
north,  only  to  enter  upon  a  new  career  in  the  more  southern  lati- 
tudes.   All  I  can  say  in  answer  to  this  question  is,  that  this  has 
always  been  regarded  as  an  essentially  northern  species,  and,  there- 
fore, it  is  supposed  that  it  will  not  multiply  to  any  great  extent  at 
the  South.    A  little  circumstance,  incidentally  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Walsh,  gives  us  additional  encouragement.    He  states,  in  a  note 
to  his  report,  that  he  received  some  branches  infested  with  this  in- 
sect from  Mr.  Huggins,  of  Macoupin  county,  and  that  upon  exam- 
ining them  he  fonnd  that  in  nineteen-twentieths  of  them  the  con- 
tents of  the  scales  had  been  destroyed,  as  he  supposed,  by  Aoari. 
It  is  not  necessary  here  to  go  into  a  detailed  account  of  the  vari- 
ous remedies  that  have  been  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  destroy- 
ing this  insect.    Mr.  Walsh  instituted  a  thorough  series  of  experi- 
ments in  this  matter,  and  has  given  ns  the  results  in  his  treatise 
upon  the  Oyster-shell  Bark-louse,  in  his  first  report    To  that  I 
refer  those  who  are  interested  to  know  the  past  history  of  the 
treatment  of  this  pest    The  essential  and  universally  approved 
remedies  can  be  stated  in  a  few  words.    The  treatment  is  of  two 
kinds :  that  which  is  appropriate  on  or  about  the  first  of  June, 
when  the  lice  are  young  and  tender,  and  that  which  may  be  ap- 
plied at  any  time  in  the  winter  or  early  spring,  with  a  view  of 
destroying  the  eg^  under  their  protecting  scales.    At  the  former 
period,  much  weaker  applications,  of  course,  are  successful  than 
in  the  latter,  and  we  are  necessarily  restricted  to  such  on  account 
of  the  danger  of  injuring  the  young  foliage.    Yarious  kinds  of 
narcotic  and  alkaline  washes  have  been  tried  for  the  purpose  of 
destroying  the  lice  in  their  incipient  stages,  but  the  most  efiPectaal 
of  all  is  common  soap-suds.    This  has  to  be  used  of  different  de- 
grees of  strength,  according  to  the  part  of  the  tree  to  which  it  is 
applied.    Undiluted  soft-soap  can  be  applied  to  the  trunk  of  a 
tree  of  considerable  size,  without  injury ;  on  the  smaller  branches 
it  is  better  to  dilute  it  to  the  extent  of  from  four  to  six  parts  of 
water' to  one  of  soap ;  and  on  the  young  shoots  and  foliage  it  must 
be  very  largely  diluted,  not  exceeding  two  or  three  cups  of  soap 
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to  a  pailfhl  of  water.  Even  of  this  Btren^h  it  discolors  the 
fiJiage,  but  does  not  kill  it  The  one  great  diffioalty  in  the  way 
of  Qzterminating  the  bark-lice,  is  their  habit  of  spreading  on  to 
the  terminal  twigs.  Here  they  do  most  of  their  mischief,  and 
here  it  is  most  difficult  to  reach  them,  and  we  are  debarred  from 
QiiDg  very  efficient  washes  on  account  of  the  tenderness  of  the 
foliage.  The  practical  rule  is  this :  with  a  whitewash  brush  wash 
OTer  the  trunks  and  branches  of  the  trees  as  far  as  yon  can  reach, 
with  the  strong  solution,  one  part  soap  to  four  of  water;  then 
lyringe  the  remainder  with  the  weak  solution,  two  or  three  cups 
rf  aoap  to  a  pailful  of  water.  The  strong  solution  will  kill  every 
loose  it  touches,  and  the  latter,  according  to  Dr.  Mygatt's  experi- 
ence (Trans.  111.  St  Agricult.  Soc,  I,  p.  616),  will  kill  about  half 
of  them.  But  this  is  the  best  we  can  do,  unless  we  take  a  dull 
knife  and  scrape  every  twig,  which  might  be  done  on  one  or  two 
▼ery  small  trees,  but  would  of  course  be  utterly  impracticable  in 
an  orchard.  The  above  course,  to  be  successful,  must  be  put  in 
practice  when  the  young  lice  have  just  hatched,  or  within  a  few 
days  thereafter.  Thi»  time  varies  two  or  three  weeks,  according 
to  the  character  of  the  season.  The  usual  time  is  the  last  week  of 
May  or  the  first  week  of  June.  But  this  year  they  began  to  hatch, 
in  die  latitude  of  Chicago,  on  the  15th  of  May,  the  season  being 
nnuaoally  hot  and  dry.  The  only  way  to  be  sure  is  to  watch,  and 
examine  the  trees  at  this  time  of  the  year  with  a  pocket  lens,  each 
one  for  himself. 

But  the  great  desideratum  is  something  that  will  kill  the  eggs 
through  the  scale,  without  injuring  the  tree,  and  which  can  there- 
fore be  applied  in  the  winter  or  early  spring,  when  farmers  are 
most  at  leisure,  and  when  there  is  no  foliage  to  be  damaged.  No 
sach  application,  at  the  same  time  safe  and  effectual,  has  been  dis- 
eovered.  The  scales  are  sufficiently  thick  and  impervious  to  pro- 
tect the  eggs  beneath  from  any  of  the  ordinary  applications.  Even 
undiluted  soft-soap  does  not  affect  them.  Greasing  over  the  in* 
fested  branches  with  any  kind  of  oily  substance,  is  sure  death  to 
them,  but  it  is  questionable  whether  it  does  not  also  injure  the 
tree.  Mr.  Walsh  collected  much  testimony  upon  the  subject,  but 
it  IB  very  conflicting.  Some  say  that  it  killed  their  trees,  whilst 
oAers  assert  that  it  does  not  injure  them.  £ven  if  the  greasing 
prooses  were  unobjectionable,  there  would  still  remain  the  difficulty

of  dppljing  it  to  the  extreme  branohes.  Mr.  Walsh  attemptB  to 
explain  why  oilj  applications  are  more  effectual  than  washes,  bj 
saying  that  nature  has  made  the  scales  of  the  Bark-lonse  waters 
tight,  but  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  make  them  oil-tight.  It  is 
a  snflScient  explanation,  and  I  think  a  more  probable  one,  that 
greasy  applications  destroy  all  lite  beneath  the  scales,  simply  by 
rendering  them  imperrioos  to  the  air. 

There  is  one  application  from  which  1  had  been  led  to  expect 
the  most  satisfactory  results  from  the  strong  testimony  I  had  heard 
in  its  jbyor,  and  this  is  fish  brine — ^being  the  refose  liquid  in 
which  mackerel  and  other  fish  have  been  pickeled.    This  posseseee 
two  of  the  essentials  of  a  uni^rsal  remedy,  namely  cheapness 
and  a  liquid  consistency,  so  that  it  can  be  thrown  with  a  syringe 
over  all  parts  of  a  tree.    I  visited  the  orchard  of  Mr.  John  Bobson 
of  Galena,  and  saw  the  trees  upon  which  the  experiment  with  diis 
substance  was,  I  believe,  first  made,  some  three  or  four  years  ago, 
and  about  which  a  good  deal  was  said  at  the  time.    It  was  asserted 
that  the  scales  peeled  off  from  the  branches  to  which  it  was  ap- 
plied,  leaving  the  bark  uninjured.    1  found  the  trees  in  a  clean 
and  healthy  condition,  but  some  doubt  was  thrown  over  the  special 
efficacy  of  the  application,  by  the  fact  that  other  trees  standing 
near  Uiem,  and  which  had  been  treated  with  common  alkaline 
washes,  were  about  equally  clean.    I   made  some  experiments 
with  this  remedy  upon  some  infested  trees  in  my  garden,  about 
mid-summer,  after  the  scales  had  become  fully  formed,  but  a  little 
before  the  time  of  depositing  eggs,  by  dipping  the  ends  of  the 
brandies  into  a  solution,  such  as  Mr.  Bobson  made  use  of,  namely, 
one  pint  of  the  brine  to  two  gallons  of  water.    If  the  application 
were  effectual  it  would  of  course  arrest  all  future  development  of 
the  insects  beneath  the  scales,  and  consequentiy  no  eggs  would  be 
found  deposited.    All  such  experiments  have  been  rendered  yery 
unsatisfactory  the  present  season  by  the  almost  universal  destruc- 
tion of  the  bark  lice  and  their  eggs,  as  previously  related,  by  para- 
sites.   But  truth  compels  me  to  state  that  I  certainly  found  scales 
filled  with  sound  eggs  on  the  branches  thus  treated,  very  few, 
indeed,  but  about  as  many  as  the  Ohalcides  and  other  paraaitefl 
bad  left  on  the  other  branches.    I  suspect  that  whatever  virtue 
the  fish  brine  may  be  found  to  possess,  is  due  to  the  oil  with  which 
it  is  largely  impregnated.    And  even  in  this  point  of  vipw  it 
may  prove  to  be  a  valuable  remedy  by  furnishing  a  cheap  and 
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awkble  means  of  applying  oil  in  a  dilated  form.  Bat  as  the 
{iroper  time  to  apply  this  remedy  is  in  the  winter  or  early  spring, 
when  there  is  no  foliage  on  the  trees,  it  ooold  nndoabtedly  be  ased 
much  stronger  than  it  was  in  Mr.  Bobson's  experiments  and  mine« 

I  cannot  dose  this  chapter,  already,  perhaps,  toe  long,  without 
briefly  referring  to  a  sabject  of  the  utmost  interest  and  importance, 
and  one  directly  suggested  by  the  foregoing  history,  and  that  is, 
the  practicability  of  transporting  beneficial  parasites  from  one 
part  of  the  country  to  another,  or  if  necessary,  importing  them 
from  abroad. 

The  incalculable  benefits  resulting  from  the  depredations  of 
parasitic  insects  upon  those  kinds  which  are  injurious  to  mankind, 
are  now  generally  known,  and  they  can  have  no  more  striking 
iUoetrations  than  those  furnished  by  the  history  of  the  Ohalds-fly 
in  a  former  part  of  this  chapter,  and  the  parasitic  Tachina  of  the 
Toaeock-moth^  described  in  the  first  article  of  this  report  It  is 
also  a  notorious  fact  that  many  of  our  most  pernicious  insects  have 
been  imported  from  abroad,  and  one  reason  why  they  haye  proved 
•0  intractable,  is,  that  in  introducing  the  noxious  insect,  we  have 
Med  to  import  with  it  the  natural  enemies  which  held  it  in  check. 
Mr.  Walsh  was  so  impressed  with  the  importance  of  this  sabject 
diat  it  became  almost  a  hobby  with  him,  and  he  went  so  far  as  to 
advocate  the  artificial  breeding  of  parasitic  insects,  if  they  could 
not  be  otherwise  obtained.  However  difScult  this  might  be  in 
ardinary  cases,  since  we  should  also  be  obliged  to  rear  the  noxious 
species  upon  which  the  parasite  subsists,  yet  that  the  transporta- 
tion of  them,  at  least,  is  not  necessarily  impracticable,  is  yery 
elearlj  shown  by  the  case  of  the  Chalcis  of  the  Bark-louse.  One 
brood  of  this  insect  passes  the  winter  in  the  larva  or  pupa  state 
imder  the  scale  of  the  Bark-louse,  at  whose  expense  it  has  sub- 
siited,  ready  to  emerge  on  the  opening  of  the  succeeding  sununer. 

The  twigs  of  apple  trees,  where  the  Ghalcis  is  known  to  abound, 
eoald  be  easily  gathered  any  time  in  the  winter  or  spring,  and 
carried  to  any  other  part  of  the  country,  or  even  to  a  foreign  land, 
and  all  that  would  then  be  nece^ary  would  be  to  tie  these  twigs, 
here  and  there,  upon  the  branches  of  the  trees  which  it  is  desired 
to  protect.  That  this  operation  will  ever  have  to  be  performed 
with  this  particular  spedes,  is  not,  perhaps,  yery  probable,  bet 
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the  case  is  none  the  less  interesting,  as  showing  that  parasitie  in- 
sects,  even  of  the  most  minute  character,  can  be  transported,  in 
some  instances,  with  perfect  ease  and  certainty,  and  should  cau- 
tion ns  against  dismissing  the  whole  sabject  from  oxir  minds,  as 
we  have  been  inclined  to  do,  as  impracticable  and  absord* 

POSTSOBIPT. 

Since  writing  the  above,  my  friend  Capt.  Edward  H.  Beebe,  of 
Galena,  procured  and  transmitted  to  me  (Nov.  8)  a  number  of 
apple  twigs,  obtained  partly  in  that  town  and  partly  from  the 
SoQthern  part  of  Wisconsin,  a  section  which  has  suffered  more 
from  the  depredations  of  the  Bark-louee  than  almost  any  other 
locality.  A  very  brief  inspection  of  these  twigs  was  sufficient  to 
show  that  our  infinitessimal  friend,  the  Ohalcis,  has  not  yet  found 
its  way  to  that  region,  or  at  least  not  to  that  particular  locality. 
Kot  a  trace  of  it  could  be  discovered,  either  by  the  round  holes  in 
the  scales  or  the  presence  of  the  larvsa  beneath  them.  The  dift- 
appointment,  however,  was  somewhat  mitigated  by  finding  that 
more  than  two-thirds  of  the  scales  are,  nevertheless,  from  some 
cause  or  other,  abortive.  Upon  carefully  raising  and  ezamiaiog 
two  hundred  scales  upon  six  different  twigs,  sixty  of  them  were 
found  to  contain  sound  eggs  of  the  Bark-louse,  and  one  hundred 
and  forty  were  abortive.  These  abortive  scales  present  the  same 
appearances  that  such  scales  have  when  obtained  from  other  lo- 
calities ;  that  is,  a  small  proportion  of  them  contain  only  the  thin 
and  dried  remains  of  the  female  Bark-louse,  who  has  perished 
from  some  cause,  without  depositing  or  perhaps  even  forming  her 
eggs.  But  most  of  the  scales  exhibited  the  brownish,  granulated 
mass  which  they  generally  contain,  and  which  we  may  preeume 
to  consist  of  shrunken  and  discolored  eggs.  This  mass  of  debrig 
also  has,  in  most  cases,  a  furry  aspect,  which  is  |»robably  owing 
to  mould. 

The  interesting  question  here  arises,  what,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Ohalcides,  has  caused  the  destruction  of  this  large  proportion 
of  the  bark-lice  and  their  eggs  f  I  searched  carefully  for  Aeari^ 
and  lest,  from  their  minute  size,  I  might  overlook  them  with  a 
common  lens,  I  put  many  of  the  scales  under  the  microscope,  bn% 
did  not  detect  more  than  half  a  dozen  in  all ;  just  enough,  how- 
ever, to  show  that  they  are  not  altogether  absent.    All  the  phe- 
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nomena  in  the  case  would  be  satis&otoril  j  explained  bj  the  theory 
that  the  female  Bark-louse,  in  these  iQStances,  had  failed  to  become 
impregnated.  In  this  case  she  might  perish  without  forming 
eggs,  or  she  might  go  on  to  the  formation  and  deposition  of  her 
07a,  since  we  may  infer  from  analogy,  such  for  example  as  that 
of  the  common  fowl,  that  the  presence  of  the  male  is  not  essential 
to  the  formation  of  ova,  but  only  to  their  fertilization.  This  theory 
is  so  plausible  that  1  can  scarcely  avoid  the  conclusion  that  it  af- 
fords the  true  explanation  of  a  part,  at  least,  of  these  cases ;  but 
how  large  a  proportion,  if  any,  is  of  course  wholly  a  matter  of 
conjecture. 

The  absence  of  the  Chalcis  of  the  Bark-louse  in  this  locality 
will  furnish  an  excellent  opportunity  for  testing  the  practicability 
of  transporting  it  thither  from  those  places  where  it  is  known  to 
exist  If,  after  taking  the  necessary  preUminary  steps,  as  described 
in  a  former  part  of  this  article,  we  should  find,  next  September, 
upon  the  trees  experimented  with,  the  characteristic  holes  in  the 
scales  which  mark  the  exit  of  the  Chalcis,  we  should  know  that 
the  friendly  parasite  had  entered  upon  its  work.  If  such  an  ex- 
periment could  be  condacted  to  a  successful  issue,  it  would  fur- 
nish one  of  the  most  admirable  instances  on  record  of  the  triumph 
of  science,  in  its  application  to  economic  entomology. 

HOTB  UPOH  THB  OLASSIHOATIOH  OF  THIS  SPBOIXa.

We  liftTe  in  the  more  Northern  aeetiona  of  the  United  States,  two  speciet  of  Ban- 
kNue  infesting  the  apple  tree:  one  a  native  American  species,  known  as  Harris's  Bark- 
ioBse,  wfaieh  pieTails  mostly  South  of  the  thirty-ninth  parallel  of  latitude,  though  found 
in  diminishing  numbers  considerably  fiffther  North;  the  other,  supposed  to  be  an  im- 
ported species,  much  more  injurious  than  the  other,  and  occupying  a  more  Northern 
geographical  range,  often  caUed,  by  way  of  emphasis  and  as  indicative  of  its  notorious 
character,  simply  the  Apple-tree  Bark-louse,  or  more  specifically,  the  Oyster-shell  Bark- 
loose,  this  name  being  derived  from  the  shape  of  the  scale.  It  is  the  latter  species  of 
vfaieh  we  have  here  been  treating. 

This  species  has  been  classed  by  all  our  more  recent  entomological  writers,  under  the 
genus  AMpidiotus  of  Bouch6,  following  the  determination  of  Dr.  Fitch,  as  obtained  fh)m 
Mr.  John  Curtis,  a  distinguished  English  entomologist.  In  the  recent  elaborate  re- 
vision of  the  family  of  Goccidse,  by  a  French  author,  M.  Signoret,  the  genus  A^ntMotua 
k  restricted  to  those  species  having  a  rounded  form,  with  the  larva  scales  attached  at  or 
near  the  middle,  and  a  new  genus,  named  Jfyiilatpit,  (meaning  muscle-shaped  shield,) 
is  formed  to  contain  those  species  which  have  a  long  narrow  form,  usually  a  little  curved 
to  one  side,  like  the  shell  of  a  muscle,  and  having  the  larval  scales  attached  U>  the  ante- 
rior and  smaller  ex^mity. 


Though  oppoMd,  S0  a  general  prinoiple,  to  the  dispothlon  eKhibtted  fagr  maaj 
authors,  to  the  exoeasive  sub-division  of  genera  under  distinct  sub-generic  tities,  yet 
the  name  MytUatpU  is  so  happily  expressive  of  the  form  of  these  insects,  that  I  have 
thought  it  best  to  adopt  this  term  for  the  present  species,  and  also  for  that  found  on  the 
leaf  of  the  pine,  treated  of  at  the  close  of  this  report 

The  specific  name,  cotMfvrmu,  was  originally  given  by  Gmelln  to  a  European  spedea, 
the  history  of  which  is  a  good  deal  oonfbsed.  It  appetn  to  have  been  originally  sppUed 
to  a  species  fimnd  on  the  elm;  but  Dr.  Shaw,  is  quoted  by  Br.  Harris,  stales  that  it  is 
abundant  on  the  apple  trees  in  England,  and  Mr.  Kirbyand  Mr.  Rennie  add  that  it  is 
also  found  on  the  currant-bush,  ail  of  which,  as  respects  its  habit,  goes  to  identify  that 
species  with  our  Northern  Apple-tree  Bark-louse.  Moreover  the  description  given  by 
M.  Signoret  of  the  M»  contUdformU^  as  found  upon  the  elm,  corresponds,  in  all  its  nore 
obvious  characters  at  least,  to  our  apple-tree  species;  but  on  the  other  hand  it  is  a  r»- 
maricable  fact,  and  one  which  tends  to  throw  considerable  doubt  upon  the  identity  of  the 
species,  that  the  M.  conehifcrmU  of  Europe  seems  to  be  generally  admitted  as  peculiarly 
the  Bark-louse  of  the  elm,  whereas  our  American  species,  so  far  at  least  as  I  have  been 
able  to  observe,  is  never  found  upon  the  elm  in  this  countiy.  The  force  of  this  fact, 
however,  as  aifording  an  argument  against  the  identity  of  the  two  species,  is  considerably 
weakened  by  the  occurrence  of  our  species  on  the  currant-bush,  and  very  abundantly  on 
the  Persian  Lilach — ^plants  as  far  removed  as  the  elm  in  their  natural  relations  to  the 
apple  tree.  This  question  of  identity  can  be  definitely  settled  only  by  the  actual  com- 
parison of  specimens  obtained  from  these  several  sources. 

But  here  follows  some  interesting  statements  appertaining  to  this  suliject  M.  Signorel, 
writing,  we  may  presume,  more  especially  from  observations  made  in  the  latitode  of 
IVanoe,  speaks  of  the  M.  ttmchiforrnu  as  being  exclusive^  an  inhabitant  of  the  elm,  and 
described  another  species,  under  the  name  of  M,pomorvm  of  Bouch6,  as  being'the  spe- 
cies which  infests  the  apple  tree.  Upon  referring  to  this  description  and  the  figure  illus- 
trating it,  we  find  it  to  be  quite  diiferent  from  the  species  that  infests  the  apple  tree  in 
this  country.  Besides  some  minute  particulars,  it  is  described  as  having  a  bladdsh- 
brown  scale  with  a  white  apical  border,  whereas  our  species  is  of  a  uniform  ashen-brown 
color,  like  the  berk  of  the  tree,  and  still  more  remarkable  as  having  red  eggs,  whilst  the 
eggs  of  the  American  eontihifwmit  are  invariably  white.  Neither  can  it  be  identified 
with  the  Harris's  Bark-louse  of  this  countiy,  which^  though  it  resemUes  the  other  in 
having  red  eggs,  is  of  diflbrent  form  and  belongs  to  a  difibrent  Bnl>-genuA.  From  all 
this  we  draw  the  interesting  conclusion  that  in  Europe,  as  in  this  country,  there  are  tws 
epecies  of  Bark-kniae,  a  more  Northern  and  a  move  Sovthem  spedeSy  which  inhabit  the 
apple-tree.

THE  OALIMORFHA  PEAR  CATERPILLAR. 

(  CaHimorpMa  Ltiemlti,  Bof id.,  Tir.  yUvuMto,  Otamau.) 
Order  of  LKFIDOFrBBA.     f imUr  of  LrraoniDJL 

The  onlj  new  iDaect  injariooa  to  the  pear  tree,  which  baa  come 
to  mj  knowledge  the  past  seaaoo,  by  which  I  mean  the  only  insect 
Uiat  has  not  been  heretofore  known  and  described  as  a  nozione 
iosect,  is  a  blackish  hair;  caterpillar,  an  inch  and  a  qoarter  long, 
irith  fire  narrow  yellow  and  white  stripes  eztending  the  length  of 
the  body,  which  is  the  larra  of  the  abore  named  moth, 

Od  the  sixth  of  Ma;  I  received  a  box  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Ayree,  of 
Tilla  Ridge,  at  the  eoatbem  extremity  of  the  State,  contuning 
Mven  of  these  caterpillars,  with  the  following  acconnt  of  their 
liabits: 

"  I  send  yon  a  few  spedmens  of  the  Solitary  Oaterpillan,  which 
have  been  quite  tronblesome  to  my  pear  trees.  They  appear  to 
be  quite  general  feeders,  as  I  hare  found  them  on  both  cherry  and 
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peach  trees,  but  they  appear  to  be  quite  partial  to  pears.  I  have 
killed  perhaps  a  thousand  of  them  in  my  pear  orchard  this  spring. 
My  pear  orchard  consists  of  two  thousand  trees,  set  two  years  ago." 
In  a  subsequent  letter,  dated  May  10th,  Mr.  Ayres  makes  the 
following  additional  statements :  '^  The  caterpillars  of  the  kind 
first  sent  have  all  disappeared.  I  think  they  must  go  through 
their  transformations  under  ground,  or  else  somewhere  outside  of 
the  orchard ;  nor  do  I  think  that  the  eggs  are  laid  upon  the  pear 
twigs,  for  I  should  certainly  have  found  some  of  them."  He  goes 
on  to  say  that  he  thinks  they  must  pass  the  winter  in  the  caterpil- 
lar state,  from  the  fact  that  he  had  seen  no  very  small  caterpillars, 
but  that  they  make  their  appearance  all  at  once,  from  one  half  to 
fully  grown,  though  be  had  seen  a  very  few  not  more  than  one- 
quarter  grown.  He  adds  that  they  appear  to  be  very  migratory  in 
their  habits,  and  that  he  had  killed  a  caterpillar  nearly  every  day 
for  a  week  on  the  same  small  tree,  one  taking  the  place  of  another. 
Of  the  seven  caterpillars  sent,  one  must  have  been  lost,  as  I  have 
a  record  of  only  six-  One  was  put  in  alcohol  and  preserved  in  the 
larva  state ;  two  were  taken  into  Chicago  to  be  delineated  and  en- 
graved, and  died  from  not  being  properly  supplied  with  food. 
The  other  three  were  put  into  a  glass  covered  box  and  regulvrly 
fed  with  pear  leaves.  The  box  was  partly  filled  with  earth,  that 
they  might  go  into  it  to  transform  if  it  were  their  nature  to  do  so; 
and  some  chips  were  laid  upon  the  earth  to  which  they  might  at> 
tach  their  cocoons.  On  the  ISth  and  14th  of  the  months  that  is 
about  a  week  after  I  received  them,  two  of  them  crept  under  the 
chips  and  inclosed  themselves  in  their  cocoons,  into  which  little 
bits  of  loose  earth  were  woven  so  that  nothing  but  the  earthen  par* 
tides  were  visible.  The  other  continued  to  feed  ten  days  longer, 
till  the  24th  of  May,  when  it  made  its  cocoon  like  the  others,  of 
web  and  particles  of  earth,  attached  to  the  under  Ade  of  a  chip. 
Two  of  them,  owing  probably  to  the  unnatural  conditions  to  which 
they  were  subjected,  failed  to  come  to  maturity.  One  of  them  for- 
tunately completed  its  transformations,  which  was  all  that  was 
necessary  to  determine  the  species. 

The  perfectf  or  winged  form  of  this  insect,  is  a  whitish  moth  with  jellow  markings; 
the  hody  three-quarters  of  an  inch  long,  and  the  wings  expanding  two  inches.  The  gen* 
eral  oolor  of  the  body  and  wings  is  white,  with  a  satiny  lustre,  and  with  a  scarcely  pe^ 
oeptible  yellowish  tint  The  antennse  are  blackish-brown.  Palpi  yellow  tipt  with  brova. 
The  head,  eoUar,  soutellum  and  first  segment  of  the  abdomen  are  yellow;  as  are  also  tbt

of  the  breast)  the  legs,  and  the  costa,  or  anterior  border  of  the  wings.    The  ante* 
and  middle  tarsi  «nd  the  tips  of  the  posterior  tarsi  are  blackish-brown.    In  some 
loals  the  anterior  and  middle  tibi«,  or  shanks,  are  also  bUckish-brown  on  their 
6ce. 

proves  to  be  a  pale,  and  remaiicablj  distinct  rariety  of  a  reiy  raaiable  species  of 
belonging  to  the  genos  CmUtmorpha  of  Latreille.     It  has  been  described  and 
no  leas  than  four  times,  by  different  authors,  as  so  many  distinct  species,  in  the 
g  order  of  priority :

Tbe  last  yariety  appears  to  have  been  founded  upon  a  pair  of  small  specimens  of  the 
jnceding  one.  The  descriptions  of  the  two  Tarieties  are  almost  precisely  identiofd.  The 
■ttUer  uze  and  the  absence  of  the  blackish  tint  on  the  tibi»  and  tarsi  are  insufficient 
chmcteis  to  establish  a  well-marked  variety  upon,  much  less  a  species,  especially  in  so 
miable  an  insect  as  this.  In  Mr.  Walsh's,  Mr.  Riley's,  and  my  own  collections  are  spec- 
BKDs  Ttzying  nearly  as  much  in  sise,  and  in  which  the  black  shade  upon  the  legs  is  of 
nrioos  degrees  of  distinctness,  and  in  several  of  the  specimens  is  wholly  wanting. 

Tlie  other  three  Tarieties,  however,  are  so  strongly  marked,  that  it  is  not  at  all  surpri- 
nn^that  they  haye  been  described  as  different  species.  Indeed  they  never  could  have 
beta  suspected  to  be  the  same,  were  it  not  that  intermediate  grades  have  been  discovered 
vlich  bridge  over  the  space  between  them.  The  white  variety  above  described  is  the 
/Ubieoita.  In  the  mt/itorw  the  fore  wings  are  bordered  nearly  all  around  with  dark 
fanvn,  a  band  of  the  same  across  the  end,  and  also  an  angular  projection  from  a  little 
brfond  the  middle  of  the  costal  border.  In  the  Lteoidti  the  brown  color  predominates, 
lothatBr.  Harris  describes  the  fore  wing  of  this  variety  as  being  brown,  with  five  large 
riiite  spots.    The  hind  wings  are  simply  white  in  all  the  varieties. 

The  caterpillar  was  first  described  by  me  and  figured  in  the  Prairie  Farmer,  where  it 
nfl,  by  mistake,  assigned  to  the  wrong  species.  I  now  place  it  in  its  true  relations. 
TIk  following  description  was  taken  from  the  specimens  sent  by  Mr.  Ayers: 

Length  one  inch  and  a  quarter.  It  may  be  described  in  general  terms  as  a  blackish, 
somevhat  bristly  caterpillar,  with  a  shining  black  head,  and  with  three  narrow  but  con- 
qicttons  orange  stripes  extending  the  length  of  the  body,  one  dorsal  and  one  on  each 
tide;  and  below  the  latter  a  whitish  line  interrupted  by  yellow  spots.  The  orange 
■tripes,  when  closely  examined,  are  found  to  be  made  up  of  little  elongate  pieces  nr- 
nnged  in  a  linear  series.  In  the  middle  portion  of  the  dorsal  stripe,  these  pieces  hare 
tiie  form  of  little  urns  with  their  mouths  directed  forward.  The  lateral  stripes  are  still 
more  irregular  or  jagged.  These  stripes  are  not  wholly  orange,  but  interspersed,  espec- 
ially the  lateral  ones,  with  white  and  lemon-yellow.  There  is  also  a  yellow  spot  on  the 
enter  side  of  each  of  the  prolegs.  The  broad  portion  between  the  dorsal  and  lateral 
stripes  is  velvety  black,  divided  longitudinally  into  two  parts  by  an  indistinct  whitish 
line  with  wide  interruptions.  The  body  is  rather  sparsely  clothed  with  short  stiff  hairs 
or  bristles,  black  and  white  Intermixed,  radiating  from  little  black  warts  or  tubercles, 
with  steel-blue  reflections,  of  which  there  are  twelve  on  each  segment,  arranged  as  fol- 
lows: Three  between  the  dorsal  and  lateral  stripes,  one  between  the  first  and  second 
lateral  stripes,  one  below  the  last  stripe,  and  one  at  the  base  of  the  prolegs.  The  under 
tide  of  the  body  is  sordid  white  sprinkled  with  blackish. 
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This  is  an  interestiilg  insect,  in  a  scientific  point  of  view,  bot  it 
has  not  mnltiplied,  as  jet,  to  a  sufficient  extent  to  make  it  of  much 
practical  importance.  Its  solitary  habits,  that  is  its  mode  of  feed- 
ing separately,  or  not  in  flocks,  would  render  it  a  tronblesome  in- 
sect to  contend  with  should  it  ever  become  very  numerons.  The 
only  method  that  suggests  itself  to  ns-,  at  present,  of  destroying 
them,  is  by  the  common  practice  of  hand-picking,  or  shaking  them 
from  the  trees  and  crushing  them  under  foot. 

The  following  cut,  made  at  the  office  of  the  Prairie  Farmer,  ex- 
hibits another  view  of  these  caterpillars,  both  in  their  natural  size 
and  magnified.  v

Older  of  LSFIDOFTERA.  FunUy  of  Nootuid jb. 

On  the  18th  of  Jane  I  diseoyered  apon  a  plam-tree,  and  at  a 
distance  from  each  other,  two  rather  thick-bodied  ^reen  caterpil- 
lars, with  a  broad  cheetnnt  stripe  along  the  back,  once  inch  long 
when  extended,  bnt  usually  a  little  shorter  owing  to  their  habit  of 
humping  np  the  anterior  half  of  the  body,  whilst  the  head  and 
posterior  part  remained  upon  the  same  level.  When  first  observed, 
m  the  middle  of  the  day,  they  were  not  feeding,  bat  resting  per- 
fectly motionless.  I  put  them  in  a  box  and  fed  them  with  plum 
leaves.  During  my  absence  from  home  one  of  them  escaped. 
The  other  crept  under  a  chip  lying  upon  the  earth  with  which  the 
bottom  of  the  box  was  covered,  on  the  23d  of  June,  and  inclosed 
itself  in  a  thin  cocoon  mixed  and  covered  with  particles  of  earth, 
aad  attached  to  the  under  side  of  the  chip,  in  a  manner  very  simi- 
lar to  that  of  the  Fear  Oaterpillars  described  on  a  preceding  page. 

On  the  first  of  July  I  found  upon  another  plum  tree,  a  much 
smaller,  less  than  half  grown  individual  of  the  same  species,  hav- 
ing a  small  Ichneumonideons  cocoon  attached  crosswise  to  the  un- 
der side  of  its  body,  just  in  front  of  the  anal  prologs.  The  para^ 
dtic  Ichneumon-fly  emerged  from  this  cocoon  on  the  10th  of  July. 

On  the  same  day,  (July  10th,)  the  first  mentioned  caterpillar 
emerged  from  its  cocoon,  in  the  form  of  a  gray  and  white  moth, 
belonging  to  the  genus  Acranycta^  and  very  similar  to,  if  not  iden* 
tioal  with  th«  speoiei  named  at  the  h^Ad  of  thia  artiolo.    It  is  a 
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very  rare  moth  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  has  not  befor 
I  believe,  been  reared  from  the  larva  stdte.  There  is  no  spedou 
of  it  in  the  Walsh  cabinet,  bat  Mr.  Biley  has  a  single  spedme 
presented  to  him  by  Rev.  0.  J.  S.  Bethnne,  of  Canada^  under  tl 
name  given  above,  of  Acronyota  superana^  of  Onene^.  It  won 
seem  to  be  a  more  common  species  farther  north,  as  Mr.  Bethoi 
in  his  notes  on  Canadian  Lepidoptera,  speaks  of  having  captnr 
numerous  specimens  at  Cobourg,  in  June,  1855.  It  can  scarce 
at  present  be  considered  a  noxious  insect  Nevertheless  it  fe€ 
upon  one  of  our  fruit  trees,  and,  from  its  considerable  size  and 
non-gregarious  habitj^  it  might  become  a  serious  pest  if  it  shoi 
ever  become  numerous.' 

In  the  short  account  given  above  of  these  caterpillars,  and  wfai 
contains  all  we  at  present  know  of  them,  five  circumstances  i 
mentioned  which  we  here  repeat,  in  order  to  show  what  importi 
inferences  may  sometimes  be  drawn  from  a  few  well  attested  fac 
First,  they  were  found  upon  a  plum  tree  and  were  afterwards  i 
to  maturity  upon  plum  leaves ;  they  must,  therefore,  in  proporti 
to  their  numbers,  be  injurious  to  this  tree,  and  must  be  admitl 
into  the  catalogue  of  noxious  insects.  Second,  from  their  bd 
found  at  a  distance  from  each  other,  we  conclude  that  the  j  are  ( 
itary  in  their  habits,  and  therefore  would  be  more  difficolt  to  * 
Btroy  if  they  should  ever  multiply  to  any  serious  extent.  Thi 
from  their  being  stationary  by  day,  we  infer  that,  like  many,  a 
perhaps  most  caterpillars,  they  are  night-feeders.  Fourth,  £r 
the  discovery  of  a  much  smaller  individual  later  in  the  season 
is  probable  that  they  have  two  broods  in  a  year ;  and,  fifth,  fir 
the  attached  cocoon  of  the  Ichneumon-fly,  it  is  evident  that 
shall  have  the  aid  of  parasitic  insects  in  keeping  this  spedei 
check.  As  this  is  a  very  rare  moth,  and  as  it  does  noj;  appear 
have  been  reared  from  the  larva  state,  and  moreover  as  the  desG 
tion  of  the  svperansy  by  Guene^,  is  incomplete  in  some  of 
most  characteristic  particulars,  I  herewith  subjoin  a  more  detai 
description  of  the  insect  in  both  the  larva  and  the  winged  state 

liABTi,  OR  Catibfxllar.— Length,  one  inch.  Bodj  thick,  green,  with  a  broad,  d 
nut-brown  Btripe  the  whole  length  of  the  back,  separated  from  the  adjoining  parts 
yellow  line.  Within  the  stripe,  on  the  top  of  each  segment,  are  little  shining  blad 
bercles,  two  on  the  first,  second  and  third  segments,  and  four  on  the  others,  axraag 
a  transverse  curved  line,  each  emitting  one  or  more  black  hairs,  but  wanting  on  the 
ring.    Some  longi  sparse,  whitish  hairs  along  the  lower  part  of  the  sides. 
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ImaOi  o&  Moth. — Lengih  between  seven  and  eight-tenths  of  an  inch.  Expanse  of 
the  wingi,  one  inch  and  six-tenths.  Antennie  setaceoas,  brown.  Labial  palpi,  a  little 
longer  than  the  head,  porrected;  basal  joint  black  above,  with  long  white  scales  be- 
neath; second  joint  white  beneath  at  base,  gray  at  tip,  with  a  broad,  obliqne  black  band 
aerofls  the  middle;  third  joint  verj  small,  gray.  Maxillaiy  palpi  obsolete,  appearing 
only  as  a  minnte  pencil  of  white  hairs:  Proboscis  quarter  of  an  inch  long,  pale  brown- 
ish; lace  dark  gray,  with  a  small  but  distinct  white  spot  in  center;  thorax  pale  gray  or 
cinereous,  collar  and  teguls  distinctly  dotted  with  black;  abdomen  cinereous,  indis- 
Uactly  sprinkled  with  black  points,  most  obvious  near  the  tip;  fore-wings  varied  with 
bisck  or  brownish  black  and  white.  The  blackish  portion  presents,  under  the  lens,  and 
ia  the  fi«sh  specimen  a  tint  of  dark  metallic  green,  which  seems  to  be  nearly  or  quite 
lost  in  the  dried  specimen.  The  coloration  of  the  wing  is  somewhat  equally  divided  be- 
tween the  white  and  the  dark  portions.  Regarding  the  white  as  the  ground  color,  the 
black  portion  may  be  described  as  follows:  a  broad,  diflUsed,  irregular  vitta  or  longitu- 
£nil  band  extends  the  whole  length  of  the  wing,  nearer  the  posterior  than  the  costal 
mugin.  From  the  middle  of  this  stripe,  a  broad,  imperfect  band  extends  across  to  the 
oosta.  There  are  three  series  of  blackish  spots  across  the  end  of  the  wing,  two  of  which 
ire  a|^[}roximate,  and  sub-tranminal;  the  other,  further  inwards,  less  perfect,  but  present- 
ing in  its  middle  a  larger,  somewhat  triangular  blackish  spot;  the  costal  margin  is 
divided  into  alternate  portions  of  black  and  white.  At  the  posterior  basal  angle  of  the 
ving  is  a  pale,  but  distinct  oblong  buff-colored  spot  Posterior  wings  cinereous  brown, 
vithjft  central  lunule,  a  middle,  transverse  line,  and  the  terminal  border  of  a  deeper 
oolor;  their  under  side  whitish,  with  the  same  lunules  and  lines  and  a  series  of  terminal 
brawn  points,  very  distinct;  legs  black,  annulated  with  white. 

The  characters  of  the  posterior  wings  are  here  copied  almost  verbatim  from  GuencA, 
and  serve  more  distinctly  than  any  other  part  of  his  description  to  identi^^  the  species 
with  the  xa^Mrofu. 

If  this  should  prove  to  be  a  distinct  and  undescribed  species,  I  propose  for  it  the 
ntme  of  Acronyeta  prunivora. 


INSECTS  INJURIOUS  TO  THE  GRAPE-YINE. 


THE  AMERICAN  VINE-CHAFER. 

(AnomaHa  huneola^  Fabr.) 
Order  of  COLEOPTERA.    Family  of  MsLOLONTHiDiB. 

One  of  the  insects  iojarions  to  the  grape  vine  in  Earope,  and 
sometimes  to  a  serious  extent,  is  a  small  beetle  belonging  to  the 
family  of  Melolonthidse,  and  resembling,  in  its  geieral  characters, 
the  common  May-beetle  or  Dorr-beetle  which  makes  sach  a  buz- 
zing aboQt  onr  lamps  in  the  early  summer  evening.  This  insect 
is  known  as  the  Anoviala  vitis^  or  Yine-chafer,  and  we  have  in  this 
country  one  species  at  least,  of  the  same  genus,  which  has  the 
same  injurious  habits,  though  never  to  so  great  an  extent  This 
species  is  now  generally  regarded  by  entomologists,  I  believe,  as 
the  Anomala  lucioola  of  Fabricius,  though  it  has  often  been  con- 
founded with  another  species,  the  A.  varians  of  the  same  author. 
Dr.  Harris  mentions  it  in  his  treatise  upon  the  noxious  insects  of 
Massachusetts,  and  speaks  of  its  being  quite  destructive  in  parti- 
cular localities  of  that  State  in  the  year  1825. 

About  the  last  of  June  of  the  present  year  (1870),  I  received  a 
box  of  these  insects  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Ayres,  of  Yilla  Ridge,  to  whom 
I  have  been  indebted  for  many  interesting  insects,  and  to  whom 
I  am  happy  to  have  this  opportunity  of  publicly  expressing  my 
thanks.  Mr.  Ayres  gives  so  graphic  an  account  of  the  habits  of 
this  insect,  as  observed  by  himself,  that  I  cannot  do  better  than 
copy  his  words : 

'^  I  send  you  a  box  of  perhaps  a  dozen  or  more  beetles  which 
are  new  to  me,  and  which  are  just  now  making  sad  havoo  with 
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our  Norton's  Yirginia  grape-vines,  eating  the  leaves  in  a  manner 
similar  to  the  leaf  inclosed.  The  first  I  noticed  them  was  abont 
Ibor  dajB  ago,  when,  about  sun-down,  in  mj  pear  orchard,  they 
were  fljing  close  to  the  ground,  in  a  ziz-zag  style,  as  if  they  were 
iDQtiog  for  something,  and  were  in  such  numbers  as  to  sound  like 
|i  swarm  of  bees.  After  I  had  eaten  my  supper,  and  it  had  be- 
pome  quite  dark,  I  discovered  them  in  great  numbers  on  the  Kor- 
I's  Virginia  vines.  They  would  shake  off  very  easy,  and  *  play 
sum'  for  a^few  minutes,  and  then  fly  up  and  commence  again, 
lenezt  morning  I  went  out  to  sprinkle  the  vines  with  lime,  and 
my  surprise,  found  therjd  was  not  a  beetle  on  the  vines ;  all 
gone ;  but  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  vines  they  had  eaten 
of  the  leaves.  In  searching,  I  found  large  numbers  in  the 
>QDd,  under  the  vines,  but  apparently  not  in  so  great  numbers 
they  were  on  the  vines  the  night  before.  This  was  Friday 
)miDg.  I  was  obliged  to  go  to  Oairo  on  business,  and  did  not 
back  till  Sunday,  and  on  my  return  found  that  the  vines  did 
look  as  if  they  had  been  injured  any  during  my  absence,  or  at 
Inst  but  very  little.  I  took  a  look  today  and  found  them  still  in 
Pie  ground,  about  half  an  inch  deep,  and  generally  in  pairs*  In 
wf  vineyard  of  twenty  varieties,  they  have  (listurbed  none  but 
porton's  Yirginia.  In  a  neighboring  vineyard  containing  say  a 
m  Norton's,  with  several  thousand  Concords  and  Iv^s,  they 
ive  eaten  all  the  Norton's,  and  worked  a  little  upon  some  ad- 
Koing  Concords,  but  they  were  evidently  not  suited  to  their 
Judge  Brown,  who  has  but  three  or  four  Norton  vines,  in 
meyard  of  three  or  four  hundred  vines  of  different  kinds,  finds 
I^ortons  badly  eaten  and  none  of  the  others  touched.  I  shall 
line  the  vines  to-night,  and  if  possible  ascertain  if  they  come 
of  the  ground  and  eat  the  vines.  They  do  not  eat  at  all  in 
day  time.'' 

Dr.  Harris  speaks  of  the  Anomale  as  being  diurnal  in  their  hab- 

and  the  specific  name  of  ludccla  given  to  this  species  by  Fa- 

icius,  if  indeed  it  be  th^  same,  means  loving  or  seeking  the 

it.    But  from  Mr.  Ayres's  observations,  it  appears  that,  like 

ly  of  onr  larger  Melolonthians,  this  is  a  night-feeding  species. 

r.  Ayres's  description  of  its  mode  of  flight  csJls  to  our  mind  the 

r,  mousing  flight  of  another  and  more  common,  allied  species, 
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th6  Oetonia  Inda,  very  mnch  like  that  of  a  faawk,  seonring  over  a 
field  ID  search  of  mice. 

The  leaves  eaten  by  these  iosecta  resemble  a  piece  of  coarse, 
irregalar  net-work,  all  the  larger  reins  and  part  of  the  smaller 
ones  being  left. 

From  the  great  nambers  and  concerted  operations  of  these  in- 
sects, and  the  saddennees  with  which  tbej  make  their  attack,  it  is 
evident  that  eerions  loss  might  be  suffered  from  them  before  their 
depredations  were  discovered.  The  ease  with  whi(^  they  are 
shaken  from  the  vines  aaggests  the  method  of  capturing  them,  by 
ahakiug  them  onto  a  sheet ;  bat  their  nocturnal  habits  wonld  ren- 
der this  inconvenient  if  not  impracticable.  Doating  the  leaves 
with  lime,  as  above  soggeeted,  or  if  this  did  not  succeed,  syringing 
them  with  tobacco  water  or  whale  oil  soap,  might  prevent  their 
depredations. 


THE  GREEN,  CREAM-SPOTTED  GRAPE-WOKM. 

[An^^iyrapifranailoidti,  Qoenefi.) 
Order  of  UBHDOPTERA.    Family  of  NoCTCms. 

1  have  heard  of  the  larva  of  this  insect  from  varions  localitifl 
in  the  southern  half  of  the  State,  but  little  has  yet  been  reoorde 
concemiDg  its  nombers  or  its  habits.  The  Caterpillar  is  a  flesh] 
green,  naked  worm,  about  an  inch  and  a  quarter  long  when  fall] 
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growD,  Bprinkled  with  minnte  creftm-oolored  or  straw-colored 
spoto.  There  is  a  cream-colored  line  along  the  back,  and  a  yellow 
line  along  tiie  sides,  connecting  the  spiracles,  or  breathing  pores, 
which  appear  like  black  points,  each  one  being  sarronnded  by  a 
narrow  white  ring.  The  perfect  insect  is  a  dark  brown  or  black- 
ish  moth,  varied  with  rather  obscnre  whitish  spots  and  zigzag 
lines.  The  hind  wings  are  dark  copperj-red,  with  a  dusky  bor- 
der. The  larra  is  figured  in  the  American  Entomologist,  Yol.  L, 
page  225,  and  the  moth  in  Yol.  II.,  p.  26. 

I  I  received  some  of  these  Oaterpillars  from  Mr.  E.  J.  Ayers,  of 
YiUa  Kidge,  early  in  May,  with  the  following  note :  ^^  The  green 
vorms  with  cream-colored  spots,  I  find  on  my  grape  vines.  They 
are  not  numerous,  but  they  are  ravenous  feeders.  Should  they 
become  numerous  they  would  be  very  destructive."  At  the  time 
of  their  reception  the  leaves  of  my  cultivated  grape  vines  were 
bat  jnst  opening,  and  I*fed  them  on  the  leaves  of  the  wild  grape 
Tine  which  was  running  over  my  garden  fence  and  which  was 
more  advanced.  They  are,  as  Mr.  Ayers  remarks,  gross  feeders, 
uid  are  very  easily  reared.  Some  caterpillars  are  very  restless  in 
eoofinement,  but  these  creatures  strongly  remind  me  of  a  hog, 
being  perfectly  contented  so  long  as  they  had  enough  to  eat. 
Sometimes,  after  eating  their  fill,  they  would  roll  over  upon  their 
tides  and  take  a  rest,  very  much  like  the  gluttonous  animal  jnst 
referred  to. 

They  began  to  transform  on  the  16th  of  May,  folding  a  piece 
of  grape  leaf  pretty  close  around  their  bodies,  and  lining  the 
cavity  very  slightly  with  silk.  Dififerent  individuals  remained  in 
the  chrysalis  state  from  forty-two  to  forty-eight  days.  The  char- 
acter of  the  moth  is  strongly  contrasted  with  that  of  the  larva  with 
respect  to  its  activity.  The  caterpillar,  as  we  have  just  stated, 
IB  gluttonous  and  sluggish  in  its  habits.  The  moth^  on  the  con- 
trary, is  extremely  alert,  and  rapid  in  its  motions,  lying  in  an  ab- 
rupt, zigzag  manner.  I  came  very  near  losing  some  of  my 
ipecimens,  though  they  were  within  the  walls  of  my  ofiice.  One 
Df  them  flew  precipitately  across  the  room,  dove  in  amongst  the 
books  in  one  of  my  cases,  and  concealed  itself  so  artfully  and  per- 
tinaciously, that  though  I  saw  where  it  flew,  I  had  to  take  down 
Dpwards  of  an  hundred  volumes  before  I  could  discover  it. 

This  insect  has  also  been  bred  by  Mr.  Kiley,  of  St.  Louis,  and 
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by  Mfgor  MnhlemaDy  of  Woodborn,  HI.  The  former  etates  that 
he  has  fonnd  the  same  caterpillar  on  the  Bed  Bud  and  the  Pop- 
lar. They  have  not  as  yet  been  known  to  multiply  so  bnt  that 
they  could  be  easily  destroyed  by  picking  or  knocking  them  from 
the  vines. 


INSECTS  INJURIOUS  TO  THE  CURRANT. 


THE  SPINOUS  CURRANT  OATEKPILLA.R. 

(F<NMiM  ((Tropto)  Progm%  Fabr.) 

Ordtr  of  LSFIDOFTBRA.    Familj  of  Ntmfhalida 

Fitoh'B  Third  New  York  Sep.,  No.  142. 

A  light-brownish  or  drab  colored  caterpillar,  about  one  inch  in 
length,  thickly  beeet  with  white,  branching  epines,  slightly  tipped 
irith  black,  and  averaging  in  length  about  half  the  width  of  the 
body.  The  face  also  is  prickly  with  short,  whitish  spines.  The 
*  first  segment  or  collar  is  narrower  than  the  head  and  second  seg- 
ment, forming  a  neck  between  the  head  and  body.  Pupa  sus- 
pended with  the  head  downward,  often  attached  to  a  twig  or  leaf 
stalk ;  pale  brown,  faintly  clouded  upon  the  side  with  olive-green, 
sod  the  abdomen  broadly  striped,  with  the  same  on  the  back  and 
sides.  There  is  a  deep  depression  across  the  middle  of  the  back, 
on  each  side  of  which  are  two  small  silvery  spots. 

In  its  perfect  state  this  insect  is  one  of  our  most  common  and 
widely  disseminated  butterflies,  being  met  with  over  nearly  the 
whole  of  the  North  American  continent.  It  expands  from  one 
and  three-quarters  to  two  inches.  It  has  scalloped  wings,  of  a 
bright  tawny  or  orange-red  color,  with  black  spots.  On  the  under 
side  the  wings  are  entirely  different,  being  of  a  blackish-gray  color, 
paler  at  the  tips,  and  with  a  small  silvery  mark  on  the  hind  wings, 
resembling  the  letter  L. 

The  larva  or  caterpillar  of  this  species  sometimes  feeds  upon  the 
leaves  of  the  currant,  but  from  the  fact  that  the  butterfly  is  com- 
mon, whilst  its  larva  is  not  generally  known  as  a  currant-eating 
caterpillar,  it  is  evident  that  it  must,  ordinarily,  have  some  other 
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kind  of  plant-food.  Dr.  Harris  speaks  of  baring  raised  it  from 
caterpillars  foand  feeding  upon  the  elm,  but  makes  no  mention  of 
its  eating  tbe  currant.  Dr.  Fitcb,  in  his  New  York  Beports, 
speaks  of  them  as  sometimes  eating  the  leaves  of  the  currant,  and 
on  the  15th  of  July  I  received  a  number  of  these  caterpillars  from 
Mr.  6.  N.  McKinstry,  of  Judson,  Kankakee  county,  accompanied 
with  the  statement  that  they  were  doing  considerable  mischief  bj 
stripping  the  leaves  from  his  currant  bushes.  This  is,  I  believe, 
the  first  record  of  its  feeding  upon  the  currant  in  this  State,  and 
it  cannot  be  regarded,  at  present,  as  a  noxious  insect  of  a  serioos 
character. 

I  made  a  few  observations  upon  the  individuals  sent  to  me,  of 
some  scientific  interest,  which  I  will  briefly  state. 

The  chrysalis  state,  which  is  stated  by  Drs.  Harris  and  Fitch  to 
vary  from  eleven  to  sixteen  days,  lasted,  in  my  speimens,  only 
seven  days.  The  weather  was  excessively  hot,  the  thermometer 
indicating,  most  of  the  time,  100  degrees,  which  may,  perhape^ 
account  for  the  rapid  development 

As  these  caterpillars,  after  they  had  suspended  themselves  for 
the  purpose  of  transformation,  hung  directly  in  front  of  my  study 
table,  I  was  led  to  observe  more  closely  than  I  had  hitherto  done, 
the  process  by  which  these  creatures  divest  themselves  of  their 
larval  covering.  It  appears  to  consist  of  two  stages :  the  first  is 
Blow,  gradual  and  almost  imperceptible,  occupying  some  twenty- 
four  hours  of  time,  during  which,  it  may  be  presumed,  there  is 
effected  a  gradual  separation  of  the  larval  from  the  pupal  envelope. 
During  this  period  the  caterpillar  hangs  with  its  body  curved  for- 
wards and  upwards,  and  appears  to  be  almost  motionless ;  bat  upon 
close  observation  it  is  seen  to  undergo  almost  continuous  though 
slight  changes,  consisting  of  a  nodding  motion  of  the  head,  and  an 
occasional  variation  in  the  curvature  of  the  body.  The  seoond 
stage  is  short  and  active,  usually  lasting  but  a  few  minutes,  the 
object  of  which  is  to  throw  off  the  loosened  larval  skin ;  first,  bj 
bending  the  body  it  bursts  open  the  skin  upon  the  back,  and  theo, 
by  a  wriggling  motion,  works  it  up  towards  the  point  of  attach- 
ment, and  lastly  detaches  and  throws  it  entirely  off  by  a  series  ol 
violent  contortions,  apparently  at  the  imminent  risk  of  severing 
the  thread  upon  which  its  safety  literally  depends. 
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Shonld  fhis  iDsect  erer  beeome  nutnerone  in  any  locality,  it 
would  have  to  be  destroyed  in  some  of  the  ways  commonly  re- 
sorted to  for  caterpillars  of  this  kind,  namely :  by  shaking  them 
from  the  bashes  and  cmshing  them  under  foot,  or  dusting  the 
leaves  with  ashes  or  lime. 


THE  FOUR-STRIPED  PLANTBUQ. 

{(k^mm  (FhytoeorU)  qwuhmUatuB,  Sfty.) 
Older  of  HETEROFTERA.    Family  of  Cafodm, 

Upon  going  into  my  garden  on  the  morning  of  the  serenth  of 
Jane,  my  attention  was  arrested  by  the  blighted  appearance  of 
the  leaves  on  some  of  the  carrant  bashes.    Upon  examining  them 
they  were  fonnd  to  be  more  or  less  densely  sprinkled  with  little, 
dried,  somewhat  square  or  angulated  spots,  not  much  larger  than 
pin  heads.     Seme  of  the  leaves  were  completely  withered,  and  a 
number  of  parsnips  which  had  been  left  for  seed,  were  found  still 
more  severely  affected,  some  whole  branches  and  their  leaves  be- 
ing as  dead  and  brown  as  if  they  had  been  severed  from  the  plant ' 
for  a  week.    I  examined  the  plants  carefully,  but  could  find  no 
adequate  cause  for  the  mischief,  and  I  was  inclined  to  think  that 
it  was  either  some  kind  of  blight,  or  that  if  any  insects  had  been 
damaging  them,  they  had  run  their  coarse  and  disappeared.     I 
saw  on  most  of  the  bushes  a  small  number  of  the  pretty,  black 
and  yellow  hemipterous  insect  whose  name  is  placed  at  the  head 
cf  this  article,  but  they  did  not  seem  to  be  in  sufficient  numbers 
to  account  for  the  eyil.    I  observed  them,  however,  puncturing 
the  leaves,  and  upon  referring  to  the  American  Entomologist,  I 
loand  on  page  346  of  the  first  volume,  a  notice  of  these  same  in- 
sects having  been  sent  to  the  editor  by  Mr.  M.  B.  Bateman,  of 
Painesville,  Ohio,  with  the  statement  that  they  were  found  to  be 
quite  injurious  to  the  currant  bashes  and  various  kinds  of  shrubs. 
This  is  an  interesting  insect,  by  adding  another  to  the  compar- 
atively small  list  of  noxious  insects  belonging  to  the  order  of 
Eeteroptera.    This  list  includes  the  Ohinch-bug  ( Micropua  leu- 
eopterus  ),  the  brown  Squash-bog  (  Q/reiu  trutie ),  the  large  grey 
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Plant-bog  {BrochAmeMk  amnulaitiij  and  the  Lined  Plant-bog  {Oe^ 
mis  Unearia).  The  last  epecieB,  also  known  as  the  Tarnished  Plant- 
bug,  is  one  of  oor  most  pernidoos  insects,  and  belongs  not  only 
to  the  same  order,  bnt  also  to  the  same  genus  with  the  spedes  now 
under  consideration.  All  these  insects  do  their  damage  by  punc- 
turing the  leaves  or  stems  of  plants,  and  wilting  them  by  the  ab- 
straction of  their  sap.  The  suddenness  with  which  the  parts  be- 
yond their  punctures,  wither,  and  sometimes  turn  black,  has  led  to 
the  general  belief  that  they  infuse  a  poison  into  the  wounds ;  bat  no 
such  poisonous  secretion  has  been  proved  to  exist 

This  species  has  never  been  fully  described,  and  I  therefore  ap- 
pend the  following  description : 

Length,  three-tenths  of  an  inch.  Beep  honej-yeUow,  inclining  to  orange.  Elytzai 
bright  greenish-yellow,  with  four  black  stripes. 

Head,  deep  honej^yellow;  nasus  and  antenna,  black.  Thorax,  greenish-Tellow;  its 
anterior  border,  hone^-jellow,  and  with  four  black  sferipee;  ibe  two  middle  ones  in  tfad 
form  of  large  sub-triangular  spots,  the  outer  ones  slender  and  near  the  margin.  Sca- 
tellum,  greenish-yellow,  with  the  lateral  angles  black.  Elytra,  greenish-yellow,  each  with 
two  black  stripes,  the  outer  ones  more  slender,  near  the  margin,  and  having  a  black  dot 
beyond  its  tip.  Membrane,  black.  Beneath,  honey-yellow,  the  venter  deepening  into 
orange;  vent  black,  in  the  male  furnished  wiih  two  black  hooks;  in  the  fentale  with  a 
blackish  sword-shaped  ovipositor,  originating  from  the  middle  of  the  sixth  segment,  lying 
upon  the  venter,  when  not  in  use,  and  concealed  between  two  valvular  folds,  forming  a 
carina,  with  its  point  backwards.  When  elevated  from  its  sheath,  it  appears  to  issue 
from  the  middle  of  the  venter.  Legs  pale-greenish,  wkh  two  black  rings  near  die  end 
of  the  thighs;  last  Joint  of  the  feet  black. 

The  females  are  easily  distinguished,  at  this  se  son,  by  their  more  swollen  abdomecs. 
Upon  opening  them  they  are  found  to  contain  about  20  (from  15  to  24)  oblong  subcylin- 
drical  flask-shaped  eggs,  pale,  with  white  tips.  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover  where 
these  eggs  are  deposited. 

These  insects  may  be  called  social  rather  than  gregarions,  be- 
ing sometimes  found  singly,  but  usually  in  small  companies. 

The  insects  of  the  genus  CapdUB  are  very  active,  and  instantly 
take  to  flight  when  alarmed,  especially  in  the  heat  of  the  day. 
The  only  time  when  they  can  be  captured  and  destroyed  is  verj 
early  in  the  morning,  when  they  are  chilled  by  the  coolness  of  the 
night,  and  therefore  disinclined  to  fly.  They  can  be  shaken  or 
brushed  off  into  a  pan  or  paii  partly  filled  with  lye  or  strong  suds. 
Simple  water  answers  just  as  well,  so  far  as  to  prevent  their  flying 
away. 


INSECTS  INJIJKIOBS  TO  THE  POTATO. 


THE  COLORADO  POTATO  BEETLE.

This  insect  does  not  need  to  be  described.  We  all  know  the 
creatnre,  alas  I  too  well.  Thongh  one  of  onr  most  recent  acquioi- 
tioDB  in  tbe  line  of  practical  entomology,  having  been  known  in 
this  State  only  for  a  period  of  six  years,  jet  it  is  so  anceremoniooB 
in  its  Tisitations,  and  bo  free  and  easy  in  its  manners,  after  it  baa 
irriTed,  that  we  have  already  come  to  regard  it  as  so  old  acquaint- 
ance.    As  snch  we  have  everywhere  extended  to  it  a  warm  recep- 
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tioD,  devoting  whole  fields  of  oar  most  valaable  esculent  to  itB 
nses — at  least,  it  has  not  hesitated  to  appropriate  them  thus — ^and 
adorning  it  with  our  most  brilliant  pigments.  But  having,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  old  adage,  "  Welcomed  the  coming,"  we  are 
now  quite  willing  to  ''speed  the  parting  guest."  To  tell  the  plain 
truth,  our  visitors  from  Colorado,  with  their  enormous  familiee, 
have  got  to  be  an  intolerable  bore.  In  no  former  years  have  the 
complaints  of  their  depredations  been  so  loud  and  so  universal ; 
the  hot  and  dry  summer  having  evidently  been  favorable  to  their 
multiplication. 

I  have  heard  of  a  few  localities,  both  in  Iowa  and  Illinois, where 
these  insects  were  numerous  last  year,  but  have  nearly  or  quite 
disappeared  this  year,  giving  us  a  gleam  of  hope  for  the  future. 
But  such  cases,  the  past  season,  I  believe  to  have  b.een  rare  and 
exceptional,  and  we  have  reason  to  be  not  a  little  suspicious  that 
our  visitors  from  the  Rocky  Mountain  country  will  prove  to  be- 
long to  that  class  of  friends  alluded  to  by  the  poet  in  the  following 
stanza : 

**  I  do  not  tremble  when  I  meet 
The  stoutest  of  my  foes; 
But  Heaven  defend  mj  from  the  friend 
Who  comes^but  never  goes." 

In  our  dilemma,  the  question  then  is,  what  can  we  do  to  expe- 
dite their  departure  f 

In  the  first  place  mother  Nature  has  come  to  our  relief,  to  a  cer- 
tain extent,  and  has  sent  a  host  of  assistants  to  aid  us  in  the  task. 
We  can  now  enumerate  at  least  nineteen  difi:*erent  kinds  of  insects 
which  prey  upon  the  Colorado  Potato^beetle.  We  give  their 
names  below,  numbering  for  the  purpose  of  reference:

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Of  these  insecto,  the  first  five  are  ground  beetles,  and  are  pre- 
dsosons  both  in  the  larva  and  perfect  states,  and  thej  devonr  the 
Potato-beetles  and  their  larvse,  mostly  on  the  ground  or  whilst 
nndei^oing  their  transformation  beneath  the  surface. 

Tiie  neit  three  attack  them  on  the  vines. 

The  next  four  belong  to  the  family  of  Lady-bags  and  help  to 
destroy  the  Potato-bugs  by  eating  their  eggs. 

The  four  Hemipterous  insects  are  all  predacious.  They  attack 
the  Potato-bugs  wherever  they  can  find  them  and  kill  them  by 
paoetaring  them  with  their  beaks  and  extracting  their  juices. 

No.  17  is  a  large,  savage  two-winged  fly,  which,  it  would 
Beam,  attacks  almost  any  insect  that  comes  in  its  way.  Its  specific 
name  means  bee-eating,  and  it  is  the  same  insect  which  has  been 
called  the  NelMska  Bee-killer.  It  also  kills  Horse- flies,  and  now 
it  IB  proved  to  add  the  Potato-beetle  to  its  indiscriminate  bill  of 
&re.  I  received  a  pair  of  these  insects  from  Mr.  A.  B.  Whitney, 
of  Franklin  Grove,  who  caught  them  in  the  act  of  seizing  and 
eanying  off  the  mature  beetles.  These  ferocious  insects  resemble 
tbe  hawk  in  their  mode  of  dealing  with  their  prey.  They  seize 
it,  fly  off  with  it  for  a  short  distance  and  then  alight  and  devour 
it  at  their  leisure.  Whilst  so  engaged  they  allow  themselves  to 
be  approached  quite  nearly,  and  are  easily  captured.  Mr.  Whit- 
ney followed  a  number  of  them,  and  got  possession  of  the  beetle6| 
which  he  always  found  dead  by  the  time  he  could  reach  them. 

No.  18  is  a  parasitic  fly,  belonging  to  the  family  of  TachmidcB 
the  larvse  of  which  live  in  the  bodies  of  the  Potato-bugs,  and  thus 
destroy  them.  It  was  actually  bred  by  Mr.  Biley  from  the  infested 
inflects,  and  I  have  several  times  seen  this  fly  or  another  similar 
ipedes  alight  upon  the  vines  in  the  midst  of  tbe  beetles  and  their 
larrffi.  % 

No.  19  is  commonly  known  as  the  Daddy-Long  legs,  and  I  place 

it  m  the  list  of  Colorado  Potato-bug  destroyers  on  the  authority  of 
Hr.  Arthur  Bryant,  as  given  in  the  Transactions  of  the  Illinois 
fiorticultnral  Society,  Yol.  I,  page  102.  To  this  list  may  be  added, 
though  with  some  doubt,  the  Little-lined,  or  Tarnish  Plant-bug 
{Oapaiis  lineari8\.  Early  in  the  season,  I  received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  James  Taylor,  of  Somonauk,  in  which,  amongst  other  matters, 
he  spoke  of  a  small  insect  which  pierced  with  its  beak  and  de- 
stroyed the  eggs  of  the  Colorado  Potato- beetle.  As  I  could  not 
Vol.  11-41 
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from  bis  description,  identify  the  insect  with  any  known  depreda- 
tor upon  the  Potato-bug.  I  wrote  to  him  requesting  him  to  send 
me  specimens,  and  soon  after  received  from  him  a  number  of  the 
above  named  species.  As  the  Capaidm  are  all  vegetaUe  feeders, 
and  as  the  Capaus  linearis  is  often  abundant  on  early  potato  vines, 
which  they  injare  by  puncturing  the  young  shoots,  I  at  first 
thought  that  Mr.  Taylor  had  confounded  this  species  with  the 
Amia  spinosa  or  some  other  species  which  is  well  known  to  de- 
stroy the  eggs  of  the  Potato-beetle  in  the  way  he  describes.  Bal 
as  he  speaks  as  if  he  had  actually  seen  them  performing  this  act, 
and  as  the  Oapnc^  linearis  is  a  very  indiscriminate  feeder  as  re- 
spects its  plant-food,  and  finally  as  the  two  LyttoB^  above  men 
tioned  (Nos.  6  and  7),  are  also  plant-feeders,  and  yet  are  admitted, 
on  what  is  supposed  to  be  sufficient  authority,|k>  be  occasional 
feeders  upon  the  larvsB  of  the  Potato-beetle,  I  am  inclined  to  be« 
lieve  that,  after  all,  Mr.  Taylor's  observations  may  have  been  cor- 
rect. This  point,  however,  will  have  to  be  settled  by  future  obser- 
vation. 

To  these  insect  depredators  upon  the  Potato-bug  I  have  pretty 
good  reason  to  add  a  four-footed  animal,  which  we  are  not  in  the 
habit  of  regarding  in  a  very  friendly  light,  and  that  is  the  Skunk. 
This  animal  is  well  known  to  relieve  the  opprobrium  which  nsa- 
ally  attaches  to  his  name,  by  destroying  the  May- beetle,  and  its 
larva  the  White  grub,  and  some  other  of  the  larger  sized  insects. 
Whilst  on  a  visit  to  Benton  Harbor,  Mich.,  early  last  spring,  Mr. 
L.  Oamfield  stated  to  me  that  a  part  of  his  potato  field  furtheel 
from  the  house  was  comparatively  free  from  Potato-bu^,  and 
that  he  knew  that  skunks  frequented  it  from  the  fact  that  his  do|; 
was  often  heard  barking:  there,  and  bore  unmistakable  evidence, 
on  his  return,  of  the  company  he  had  beeikin.  I  told  }JLt.  Cam* 
field  that  as  every  fact  of  this  kind  was  of  interest,  I  wished  he 
would  watch,  some  moon-light  night,  and  see  if  he  could  verify  hit 
supposition.  Later  in  the  season,  in  answer  to  a  letter  of  inqui- 
ry from  me,  1  received  a  reply  from  Mr.  Oamfield,  under  date  oi 
Aug.  15,  saying  that  he  had  not  seen  a  skunk  about  his  premises, 
they  having  been  probably  frightened  away  by  the  dog.  Bat  he 
adds  that  bis  brother  and  neighbor,  who  have  potato  patches  ii 
the  same  iudosnre,  near  a  thicket  much  freqaented  by  ekunka 
have  been  but  little  troubled  by  Potato-bogs,  though  others  in 
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thai  section  hare  snAred  eeri^os  damage.  That  the  Skook 
should  eat  Fotato-boga  has  no  intrinsic  improbability,  and  I  think 
OTery  one  mast  be  impressed  with  a  feeling  of  the  extreme  ap- 
laopriatenees  of  the  diet 

The  testimony  with  respect  to  these  insects  being  eaten  bj 
domestic  fowls  is  contradictory.  The  tmth  seems  to  be  that  some 
chickens  wOl  eilt  them  and  others  will  not,  or  that  they  will  eat 
ftem  nnder  some  circumstances,  such  as  the  pressure  of  extreme 
hnnger.  My  next  door  neighbor,  Mr.  Warts,  says  he  has  taught 
his  fowls  to  eat  the  bags  by  throwing  them  down  to  them  like  so 
much  com,  when  they  were  hungry ;  and  he  thinks  that  if  all 
diickens  do  not  eat  them  it  is  because  their  education  has  been 
neglected. 

The  question  will  naturally  be  asked,  why,  with  all  these  ene- 
mies, do  the.  Potato-bugs  continue  to  njultiply,  like  the  locusts  of 
Egypt!  The  best  answer  I  can  give  is,  that  no  one  of  these 
many  enemies,  if  we  except,  perhaps,  the  parasitic  Lydella,  is  ex- 
dofiively  appropriated  to  these  insects,  like  the  Tachina  of  the 
Tossock-moth  or  the  Chalets  of  the  Bark-louse,  mentioned  in  the 
earlier  part  of  this  report.  In  other  words  these  various  enemies 
depredate  upon  the  Potato-bugs  when  they  happen  to  come  in 
their  way,  but  do  not  depend  upon  them  for  subsistence,  fie- 
rides,  the  predaceous  insects  above  enumerated  do  not  belong  to 
the  proliiic  class,  and  therefore  are  too  few  in  individuals  to  make 
much  headway  againt  such  a  multitudinous  host  as  the  Colora- 
do Potato  bugs.  I  have  repeatedly  walked  through  potato  fields 
swarming  with  bugs,  with  the  express  intention  of  taking  note  of 
their  destroyers,  without  seeing  any  creature  seriously  deserving 
of  the  name. 

Nature,  if  left  to  4ier  own  resources,  often  exhibits  wonderfal 
onrative  and  recuperative  powers,  which  are  ordinarily  sufficient 
to  preserve  the  balance  between  the  world  of  insects  and  that  of 
pUnts.  If  in  any  case,  like  the  present,  she  seems  to  fail,  it  is 
because  we  have  abruptly  disturbed  the  balance  by  supplying 
these  prolific  insects  with  a  superabundance  of  congenial  food, 
lod  now  that  we  are  oyerrun  by  them  we  stand  aghast  at  the 
oonsequences.  But  nature  often  accommodates  her  economy  to 
human  wants,  and  rectifies  our  errors  and  our  follies.  And  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  Colorado  Potato- beetle,  like  other  nox- 
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itms  insects  that  have  been  equally  pMvalent,  wtll  in  time  disap- 
pear, eepeeially  in  those  localities  where  it  is  now  most  abundant, 
eren  though  we  leav«  the  work  wholly  to  Nature.  Bat  we  must 
give  her  time.  Nature  moves  more  slowly  but  more  surely  than 
man,  and  her  judgments  take  the  course  of  an  inevitable  retribu- 
tion. If  we  can  have  more  patience,  and  get  along  with  fewer 
potatoes  for  a  year  or  two,  I  doubt  not  the  day  of  «>ar  redemptloii 
will  draw  nigh.  But  as  we  do  not  know  exactly  when  that  time 
will  come,  and  as  patience  without  potatoes  may  seem  to  many  a 
tedious  virtue,  I  opine  there  can  be  no  sin  in  our  doing  what  we 
can  to  hasten  the  wished-for  result.  Let  us  see,  then,  what  hope 
we  can  derive  from  any  success  that  has  attended  past  efifotts  in 
this  direction. 

There  are  four  principal  methods  and  agencies  which  have  been 
adopted  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  these  prolific  and  pernicioiia 
insects :  first,  hand  picking  and  mechanical  contrivances ;  second, 
Bun-bnrning;  third,  starvation;  and  fourth,  Paris-green.  Mr. 
S.  S.  Barnes,  of  Olena,  Henderson  county,  says  he  has  preserved 
his  potatoes  for  the  last  five  years,  by  mashing  between  hie  tbamb 
and  finger,  every  bug  that  made  its  appearanoe  on  his  vinee,  and 
picking  off  their  eggs.  &e  says  that  for  early  kinds,  twice  going 
over,  once  when  the  vines  are  three  or  four  inches  high,  and  again 
in  ten  or  twelve  days  atterwards,  is  all  that  is  necessary.  Thia 
may  be  styled  the  experimen^um  cruois  method,  and  is  of  coarse 
a  sure  cure,  where  it  can  be  applied ;  that  is  where  the  field  is 
not  too  large,  nor  the  bugs  too  numerous,  nor  the  operator  too 
sensitive. 

Speaking  of  mashing  these  insects  in  the  band,  suggests  the 
question  of  their  alleged  poisonons  nature.  Mr.  Barnes  says  that 
though  he  has  practiced  this  method  freely  for  five  years,  he  has 
never  experienced  any  poisonous  effects  from  it  There  is  no 
doubt,  however,  that  they  are  poisonous  to  a  certain  extent,  and  tbis 
has  been  most  strikingly  manifested  in  the  effects  of  the  fumes 
arising  from  their  burning  bodies.  Major  W.  N.  Davis,  of  Anx 
Sable  Orove,  recently  told  me  that  his  neighbors,  the  Mesera. 
Cherry,  were  quite  severely  poisoned  by  the  smoke  arising  from 
an  ignited  hollow  stump  into  which  a  quantity  of  Potato-bugs  had 
been  thrown.     It  affected  them  very  much  like  an  attack  of  ery- 
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flipeTas,  their  ftcM  bek'g  so  much  ftwollen  as  almost  to  dose  their 
eyes.  Tliere  are  also  several  oases  on  record  of  serere  inflamma- 
tion  of  the  hand  aad  arm,  after  handling  these  insects,  when 
Ae^e  was  an  abrasion  of  the  ddn. 

But  it  is  not  necessary  to  toach  the  insects  with  the  hand.  The 
eonitnon  practice  is  to  knock  them  off  into  a  pan  or  pail.  *  As 
nmple  and  convenient  a  plan  as  I  have  heard  of  was  adopted  by 
one  of  my  neighbors,  Mr.  H.  0.  Hawkins.  He  took  an  old  meal 
bag,  cat  it  off  in  the  middle  so  that  it  might  not  bo  inconvenient- 
ly long,  and  fitted  into  it  a  small  hoop  so  as  to  keep  the  month 
open,  and  then,  passing  along  the  rows,  knocked  the  bugs  into 
the  bag  with  the  fiat  side  of  a  shingle,  occasionally  shaking  the  in- 
sects down  to  the  bottom  of  the  bag,  from  which  they  conld  not 
easily  escape. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  enumerate  the  hnndred  and  one  me- 
chanical contrivances  that  have  been  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of 
killing  these  insects.  I  only  mention  a  few  that  seem  to  me  most 
worthy  of  imitation.  Mr.  J.  W.  Olark,  of  Twin  Hills,  "Wisconsin, 
makes  use  of  the  following  wholesale  method,  in  field  culture.  A 
person  with  a  common  broom  held  perpendicularly  with  one 
hand  and  grasped  as  low  down  as  convenient  with  the  other, 
passes  along  close  to  or  astride  a  row  of  the  vines,  and  with  a 
quick  lateral  motion  strkes  the  vines  first  on  one  side  and  then  on 
the  other,  scattering  the  bugs  into  the  spaces  between  the  rows. 
Another  hand  follows  immediately  after  with  a  plow  and  crushes 
or  buries  the  greater  prdportion  of  the  insects.  If  the  potatoes 
have  been  already  plowed  and  hilled  np,  he  drags  along  the  fur- 
row a  heavy  bundle  of  brush,  or  a  small  harrow  made  for  the 
purpose.  A  considerable  proportion  of  the  insects  will  of  course 
escape,  but  the  operation  is  so  rapidly  performed  that  it  can  be 
repeated  as  often  as  necessary.  Mr.  0.  closes  by  saying :  ^^  On  the 
whole,  we  confidently  offer  this  system  of  treatment  as  one  that 
will  be  found  cheap,  rapid  and  effective.  The  work  can  be 
performed  in  half  the  time  that  it  requires  to  apply  Paris-green, 
which,  moreover,  is  not  a  fit  thing  for  children  to  handle.  The 
only  cost  is  labor,  and  this  not  diflicalt.  A  smart  boy  or  girl  will 
easily  broom  over  an  acre  in  two  hours." 

The  second  of  the  methods  above  enumerated  is  sun-burning. 
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If  these  insects  are  knocked  off  the  vines  in  the  middle  of  a  very 
hot  and  dry  day,  the  mercury  in  the  thermometer  rangiDg  at  95o 
or  upward,  they  will  die  in  about  one  minute,  as  I  Iiave  tested  hj 
actual  experiment.  The  soft-bodied  larvsB  roll  over  and  over  and 
seem  to  almost  liquify  from  the  ^eat.  The  beetles  spread  their 
wiD£^8  and  attempt  to  escape,  but  cannot  rise  from  the  broiling 
surface.  Two  of  my  fellow  travelers  on  the  ad  mterim  Commit- 
tee, Mr.  Galusha  and  Mr.  Wier,  both  certify,  from  their  own  expe- 
rience, to  the  efficacy  of  this  method  when  the  conditions  are 
favorable.  The  former  adds  that  it  is  most  effective  where  the 
potatoes  have  been  hilled  up,  so  as  to  present  an  inclined  plane  of 
crumbling  earth,  up  which  the  insects  must  climb,  under  the 
fierce  fire  of  the  enemy,  before  they  can  reach  the  protecting 
shelter  of  the  over-spreading  foliage.  The  objection  to  the  prac- 
tice of  this  plan  is  tiiat  the  operator  has  to  expose  himself  to  the 
same  heat  which  is  fatal  to  the  insects,  and  besides,  there  are  uea- 
ally  but  few  days  in  the  year  when  this  remedy  is  available. 

Another  agency  for  lessening  the  numbers  of  the  Potato-beetle 
is  starvation.  This  takes  place  from  the  simple  fact  that  the  in- 
sects, in  some  cases,  eat  all  the  potatoes  and  other  available  food 
within  their  reach,  whilst  many  of  them  are  immature,  and  before 
the  season  is  far  enough  advanced  for  them  to  go  into  winter  quar- 
ters. I  have  been  forcibly  struck  the  present  season  with  the  ef- 
ficacy of  this  condition  of  things  in  my  own  neighborhood,  and 
it  must  have  occurred  in  many  other  localities.  I  have  seen  my. 
riads  of  these  insects,  in  all  their  stages,  leaving  the  potato-fields, 
where  they  had  left  scarcely  a  stump  standing,  and  traveling  over 
fences,  buildings  and  roads,  and  I  may  say  everywhere,  but  where 
there  was  no  congenial  plant  food  within  their  reach.  The  per- 
fect insect,  it  is  true,  can  fiy  to  a  considerable  distance,  but  the 
supply  of  food  sometimes  gives  out  when  the  great  majority  of  the 
insects  are  in  their  larva  state.  I  have  heard  of  their  being  seen 
crawling  half  a  mile  or  more  from  any  place  where  potatoes  grew : 
this,  however,  I  think  must  have  referred  to  the  mature  beetles, 
which  had  availed  themselves  of  their  wings  for  a  part  of  the  dis- 
tance. An  important  question  arises  in  such  cases,  whether  theee 
insects  are  capable  of  subsisting  upon  other  plants  besides  the  po- 
tato, to  a  sufficient  extent  to  preserve  them  from  starvation.     It  is 
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a  carious  fact  that  these  ravenous  insects  seem  to  be  exolnsivel  j 
appropriated  to  the  natural  family  of  Soianaoem  or  the  Night- 
shade family,  upon  all  the  species  of  which  they  will  feed  to  some 
extent 

This  family  inclndes,  in  addition  to  the  Potato,  the  Tomato  the 
Egg-plant,  the  Bitter-sweet,  the  Black  Night-shade,  the  Horse- 
nettle,  the  Groand-cherry,  the  Thorn-apple,  the  Henbane,  the 
Tobacco,  wild  and  coltiyated,  the  Box-thora,  and  the  Oayenne  Pep- 
per. Upon  two  of  these  plants,  the  Egg-plant  and  the  Horee- 
Mttle,  these  insects  feed  as  readily  as  they  do  npon  the  potato, 
but  upon  all  or  most  of  the  others  they  eat  sparingly  and  only 
from  necessity.  We  sometimes  hear  of  them  eating  other  plants, 
and  I  hare  seen  the  Thistle  and  other  plants  slightly  gnawed  by 
them  when  on  their  march  for  more  congenial  food,  but  it  is  only 
M  an  act  of  desperation.  The  Thorn-apple,  or  Apple  of  Pern, 
they  will  eat^more  freely,  bnt  they  do  not  like  it ;  and  the  Cay- 
enne Pepper,  if  eaten  to  any  considerable  extent,  is  fatal  to  them. 
Mr.  Ellsworth,  jr. ,  of  the  Naperrille  nursery,  informed  me  that 
be  had  several  times  found  the  bugs  lying  dead  under  the  pepper 
plants  upon  which  they  had  been  feeding.  Now  it  is  evident  that 
all  the  plants  above  enumerated  are  too  rare  in  locality,  and  too 
small  in  quantity  to  afford  subsistence,  to  any  considerable  extent, 
to  8Qch  a  prolific  and  multitudinous  species  as  the  Colorado  Po- 
tato>beet(e;  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  such  a  season  as 
the  present,  in  many  localities,  millions  of  these  insects  most  have 
perished  for  want  of  food.  A.nd  though  there  will  probably  be 
enough  left  to  continue  the  breed,  yet  they  will  be  so  much  re- 
duced in  numbers  that  their  presence  will  hardly  be  noticed  for 
jeara  to  come.  And,  besides,  in  proportion,  as  their  numbers  are 
reduced,  they  will  become  subject  to  the  depredations  of  preda- 
oeonB  and  parasitic  foes. 

In  such  ways  as  these  does  Nature  come  to  our  relief  from  the 
indefinite  encroachment  of  the  many  noxious  insects  to  whose  de- 
predations we  are  exposed,  and  says  to  the  advancing  tide,  with 
more  authority  than  did  Canute,  of  old :  *^  Thus  far  shalt  thou 
come,  and  no  farther.  " 

I  think  there  is  no  doubt  that  we  could  avail  ourselves  of  the 
starTation  process  to  exterminate  the  Colorado  Potato  beetle,  if 
thie  insect  should  prove  to  be  of  a  sufficiently  persistent  character 
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to  indnee  a  concert  of  action  amongst  agricnltarists.  Thie  could 
bo  accompliBhed  by  planting  only  the  earliest  varietiee  of  pota- 
toes.     If  this  method  were  unirersally  pat  in  practice,  there 

woald  be  no  potatoes  after  mid-summer  for  the  insects  to  feed  npon, 
and  they  would  probably  all  perish  from  starvation.     And  even  if 

a  ,s  Jiall  proportion  of  them  should  subsist  upon  other  plants  till 

&11,  they  would  be  of  too  old  a  brood  to  survive  ^the  winter  and 

perpetuate  the  race  another  year. 

But  it  is  now  generally  admitted,  that  the  meet  effective  reokedy 
for  the  Colorado  Potato-beetle,  so  liar  a$  human  agency  ia  con<- 
cernedf  is  the  application  to  the  vines  of  the  poisonous  aubetanoe 
commonly  known  as  Paris-green,  and  chemically  designated   as 
the  Arsenite  of  Copper*    This  substance  proves  fatal  to  the  insects, 
not  by  coming  in  contact  with  them,  but  by  being  eaten  by  tliem. 
Indeed,  these  creatures  have  a  very  pertinacious  vitality  under 
all  the  ordinary  api^cations  which  prove  destructive  to  insects. 
I  have  thoroughly  sprinkled  the  infested  vines  with  copperas  virater, 
one  ounce  to  the  quart,  which  has  been  highly  recommended ; 
and  with  fish  brine,  one  quKrt  to  two  gallons  of  water,  but  both 
applications  hurt  the  vines  much  more  than  they  did  the  insects. 
I  have  also  immersed  the  beetles  in  diluted  carbolic  add,  and  then 
rolled  them  over  and  over  in  Paris-green,  and  put  them  in  a  box^ 
and  some  of  them  were  alive  on  the  next  day.    But  when  this 
article  is  eaten  by  them  with  the  foliage,  it  proves  speedily  and 
certainly  fataL 

The  first  time  that  I  knew  of  this  substance  being  used  on  a 
large  scale,  was  in  the  summer  of  1869,  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Grosvenor, 
of  Hastings,  Minnesota.  This  gentleman  used  twelve  dollars  worth 
of  Paris-green,  diluted  at  about  the  rate  of  one  quarter  of  a  pound 
to  half  a  peck  of  flour,  and.saved  his  potato  crop.  tJpon  the  older 
vines  it  had  to  be  repeated,  but  upon  vines  three  or  four  inches 
high,  he  thought  it  affected  them  in  some  way  which  rendered 
them  thenceforward  repugnant  to  the  insects.  But  upon  this  point 
it  is  proper  to  remark  that  th^testimony  is  conflicting.  Mr.  Gros- 
venor also  mentioned  the  interesting  incident  that  in  stripping 
the  bark  from  some  old  fence  posts  in  the  winter  time,  near  the 
fields  that  had  been  infested  by  the  bugs,  he  found  thousands  of 
them,  which  had  availed  themselves  of  this  shelter  for  the  winter, 
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though  it  ie  generally  supposed  that  the  majority  of  them  hyber- 
nate  tinder  ground. 

To  show  the  efficacy  of  Paris-green  on  a  large  scale  and  in  en- 
ergetic hands,  I  cannot  do  better  than  to  quote,  in  full,  two  letters 
which  I  have  recently  received,  relating  to  this  subject,  and  from 
two  very  remote  localities :

Jkar  iSir — ^In  the  Prairie  Fanner  of  Hay  38,  joa  requeeted  a  report  firom  those 
who  experimented  with  Paris-green.     Here  is  mine: 

The  Colorado  Potato-bug  attacked  my  potato  field  early  in  Hay,  and  having  a  large 
crop  (twenty-fire  acresX  I  procured  nine  pounds  of  Paris-green  and  mixed  it  with  six 
times  its  bulk  in  flour,  and  applied  it  to  the  vines  in  the  morning,  when  the  dew  was  on. 
The  result  was,  I  killed  millions  of  bugs  and  saved  my  potato  crop. 

I  commenced  digging  my  potatoes  on  the  10th  ult ,  and  have  now  about  eighteen 
hnndred  bushels  in  the  pits,  and  expect  to  have  about  three  thousand  bushels  in  all. 
The  second  brood  of  bugs  have  made  their  i^pearance,  and  the  ground  is  literally  cov- 
ered with  them;  thousands  of  them  crawl  into  the  potato  pits  and  eat  the  potatoes  vor- 
aciously, especially  the  cut  ones.  I  found  as  many  as  twenty-five  bugs  on  one  potato. 
Will  they  live  in  these  pits  all  winter  ?  If  so,  I  fear  that  they  will  damage  the  potatoes 
to  a  great  extents    Is  their  any  remedy  that  will  exterminate  them  now  ?

In  reply  to  this  letter,  I  stated  that  if  Mr.  8.  thought  it  too  early 
in  the  season  to  close  his  pits  with  earth,  I  shonld  advise  him  to 
cover  them  with  a  dose  matting  of  straw,  which  would  be  likely 
to  exclude  most  of  the  insects,  and  yet  give  sufficient  ventilation ; 
and  as  to  their  damage  in  the  pits,  I  thought  it  would  be  of  short 
duration,  as  approaching  winter  would  render  them  torpid,  and  in 
the  spring  their  tendency  would  be  to  leave  the  pits  in  search  of 
light  and  fresh  food,  and  in  obedience  to  the  instinct  of  propaga- 
tion«

iSir— Having  seen,  by  chance,  a  number  of  the  Prairie  Farmer,  of  Sept  10,  containing 
a  fev  remarks  by  you  in  reference  to  the  Colorado  Potato-bug,  I  send  you  my  experience 
and  observations.  The  first  ever  seen  in  this  locality  made  their  appearance  in  June, 
1869.  Pftris-groen,  mixed  with  five  to  ten  parts  of  wood  ashes,  effectually  destroyed 
them,  and  the  crops  of  potatoes  were  unsurpassed.  Last  Spring  they  came  much  earlier 
in  the  season,  very  soon  after  the  potato  tops  were  above  ground,  and  by  millions.  Paris- 
peen,  used  in  the  same  way,  was  entirely  effectual;  but  a  second  brood  appeared,  which 
was  destroyed  in  the  same  way,  and  potatoes  are  good  for  this  season.  Variety,  mostly 
Early  Bose.    Many  of  my  neighbors  used  Paris-green  in  the  same  way  with  similar  x«- 
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suits.  Have  not  known  it  fail  in  a  single  instance ;  and  have  not  beard  of  a  single  case 
of  any  evil  result  from  using  the  poison.  All  were  informed  that  it  was  poisonous,  and 
to  be  used  with  care. 

Why  not  form  a  line  North  and  South  from  Lakes  to  Gulf  of  Mexico,  at  a  point  East 
of  where  they  have  thus  far  been  found,  and  the  farmers  on  that  line  organize  and  poison 
them  out  as  they  come,  and  prevent  their  migration  eastward  f  Eveiy  fiumer  east  of 
the  line  is  interested  and  should  aid.  BespectfuUy,

It  is  refreshing  to  read  soch  letters  as  these,  written  with  a  clear 
head  and  a  strong  hand,  and  which  give  us  faith  to  believe  that 
the  Colorado  Potato- beetle,  like  most  other  ills  that  afflict  humani- 
ty, can  be  mitigated,  if  not  wholly  overcome,  by  energy  and  per- 
severance. 

With  regard  to  Mr.  Olark's  snggestion  of  a  cordon  of  Paris- 
green  across  the  continent,  %  replied  to  him  that  I  thought  it  a 
Tery  excellent  one,  with  one  slight  drawback,  and  that  was  that  it 
would  be  impossible  to  carry  it  out.  Farmers  are  never  gnilty  ol 
such  concerted,  beneficent  action.  If  they  were,  the  worst  pesti 
that  afflict  them,  the  Potato-bug,  the  Oarcalio  and  the  Codling- 
moth  would,  before  this,  have  been  practically  exterminated.  Bat 
farmers  are  like  other  people ;  some  are  ignorant,  some  are  shift- 
less, some  are  timid,  and  some  have  other  and  greater  interests  al 
stake  to  distract  their  attention  ;  and  the  result  will  be  that  gapi 
enough  will  be  left,  through  which  the  advancing  hosts  will  march 
pn  to  their  allotted  destination.  My  friend,  Prof.  Welch,  told  m< 
that  when  he  made  his  visit  to  his  old  homestead  in  Maine,  laal 
summer,  he  took  a  box  of  the  Potato-beetles  with  him,  and  the 
circumstance  becoming  known  on  his  arrival,  the  liveliest  curioeitj 
was  excited  to  see  the  notorious  strangers,  a,nd  that  some  peopk 
traveled  fifteen  miles  to  get  a  sight  of  them. 

Have  patience,  friends,  and  in  due  time,  in  all  probability,  joui 
utmost  curiosity  will  be  gratified.  This  Western  tortoise  in  ininia 
ture  is  plodding  on  his  way  to  you-ward,  at  the  rate  of  fifty  or  sizti 
miles  a  year«  and,  in  good  time,  he  will  meet  you  at  your  thresh 
old  and  will  say  to  you,  '^  Lo  I  I  am  here.  I  have  come  a  lou] 
and  weary  journey,  I  hi^ve  crossed  high  hills,  broad  lakes  ant 
rushing  rivers,  enemies  have  waylaid  me  on  every  side,  and  mani 
fold  perils  have  beset  my  path ;  but  I  have  overcome  all  obsta 
cles,  and  have  arrived  at  last,  and  shall  abide  with  you  for  a 
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son ;  and  to  see  me  yon  will  henceforth  need  to  make  no  distant 
pilgrimage." 
Here  is  a  letter  upon  the  other  eide  of  this  qneetion :

Bl  W.  LiBABcnr: 

Bear  8ir — Some  time  since  you  requested  a  report  from  those  who  e:q)erimented  with 
Paris-green.     Here  is  mine : 

The  Colorado  Potato-bug  attacked  my  potato  patch.  I  dusted  the  Tines  with  Paris- 
green,  mixed  with  twice  its  bulk  of  flour.  The  poison  was  applied  in  the  morning  when 
fke  dew  was  on.  I  Idlled  thousands  of  bugs — In  fact  the  ground  was  real^  covered.  I 
could  scrape  them  up  by  the  handful.  Many  potato  Tines  turned  black  and  died.  For 
ereiy  bug  that  died  a  thousand  seemed  to  come.  They  ate  up  all  my  potatoes  and  Paris- 
green  too.  I  dissent  from  the  position  that  the  bugs  shun  the  presence  of  the  Paris- 
gieen;  if  so  they  would  not  eat  it;  and  I  found  as  many  on  the  Tines  that  I  thoroughly 
dosled  as  any.    They  ate  them  entirely  up,  stalks  and  alL  L.  P. 

Fighting  against  these  voracions,  prolific  and  manj-ta^ooded  in« 
sects  ia  often^  it  mast  be  confessed,  very  discouraging  work,  of 
vhich  the  letter  jast  qnoted  gives  an  example,  and  the  following 
case  ia  another  of  a  somewhat  different  character.  One  of  my 
townsmen,  Mr.  John  Hepworth,  an  iDdustrions  and  carefnl  fiEkrmer^ 
bad  nearly  an  acre  of  choice  potatoes,  which,  by  frequent  band- 
picking  he  had  preserved  from  the  insects  till  about  the  middle  of 
July,  when,  being  driven  with  harvest  work,  he  paid  no  farther 
attention  to  them.  Two  weeks  later  I  saw  these  vines  and  they 
vere  half  eaten  up  by  the  second  brood  of  these  loathsome  ver- 
min, and  covered  by  them  to  such  an  extent  that  the  owner  aban- 
doned them  to  their  fate.  A  week  later,  Aug.  6,  nothing  but  the 
leafless  stalks  remained,  and  the  insects,  mostly  in  the  larva  state, 
were  leaving  them  and  crawling  in  all  directions  in  search  for  food. 
In  this  case  most  of  the  insects  had  come  in  from  a  neighboring 
potato  patch  which  had  been  neglected.  No  doubt  hundreds,  if 
Dot  thousands  of  similar  cases  have  occurred  throughout  the  ooun. 
try  in  the  course  of  the  past  season.  A  timely  use  of  the  Faris- 
green  would  have  jrone  far  to  save  the  crop  in  such  cases.  But 
where  the  potatoes  have  become  worthless,  either  from  necessity 
or  neglect,  there  is  but  one  resort  left  to  procure  any  return  from 
the  land,  and  that  is  to  plow  it  up  in  season  to  raiee  some  one  of 

the  rapidly  maturing  crops,  such  as  buckwheat,  turnips,  or  Hunga- 
rian grass. 

The  great  objection  to  the  use  of  Paris-green  is  its  virulently 

poisonous  nature,  which  renders  it  liable  to  injure  seriously  and 
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even  fatally,  both  the  plants  and  the  operator.  With  regard  to  its 
injary  to  the  plants,  I  believe  it  can  always  be  sufficiently  obvia- 
ted by  largely  dilating  the  poison  with  floor  or  ashes.  The  former 
is  preferred,  becaase  if  applied  when  the  plants  are  wet  with  rain 
or  dew,  it  makes  a  paste  which  prevents  the  poison  from  being 
blown  from  the  vines.  Experiments  would  seem  to  show  that  the 
poison  is  aboat  equally  effective  upon  the  insects,  whether  dilated 
with  five,  ten,  fifteen,  or  even  twenty  times  its  bulk  of  flour.  And 
the  more  it  can  be  diluted  without  destroying  its  efficacy,  the  lees 
injurious,  of  course,  it  will  be  to  the  vines,  and  the  more  widely 
it  can  be  diffused  at  the  same  expense. 

Considering  the  extremely  poisonous  nature  of  this  subetanoe, 
and  the  very  considerable  extent  to  which  it  bas  been  used,  it  is 
remarkable  that,  so  far  as  1  am  aware  at  least,  no  case  of  death 
from  its  nse  as  an  insect-destroyer  is  on  record.  The  only  proba- 
ble exception  to  this  statement  that  has  come  to  my  knowledge 
was  in  the  case  of  a  child  four  years  old,  in  my  own  neighborhood, 
who,  together  with  a  still  younger  brother,  was  taken  suddenly 
sick  with  very  suspicious  symptoms,  after  playing  amongst  some 
potato  vines  near  the  house,  to  which  Paris-green  had  been  applied. 
These  children  were  taken  with  griping,  and  vomiting,  and  purg- 
ing of  green  colored  matter,  and  in  a  week  from  the  time  of  the 
attack,  the  older  one  died.  This  case  was,  to  say  the  least,  of  so 
very  suspicious  a  character,  that  it  made  me  much  more  careftal 
in  using  and  recommending  this  poison,  and  I  immediately  pub- 
lished a  caution  in  some  of  the  papers  against  the  use  of  it  in  any 
place  to  which  children  would  be  likely  to  resort. 

With  regard  to  to  the  method  of  applying  this  substance,  there  is 
no  simpler  and  more  effectual  way  than  to  shake  it  from  a  gause 
bag  tied  to  the  end  of  a  stick,  the  operator  always  taking  the  pre- 
caution to  stand  so  that  the  wind  shall  not  blow  the  powder  to- 
wards him. 

The  remarkable  success  which  has  attended  the  use  of  the  Paris- 
green  for  the  destruction  of  the  Potato- bug,  has  very  naturally 
raised  the  query  whether  this  poison  would  not  be  an  equally  ef- 
fective remedy  against  other  noxious  insects,  and  a  good  many 
interesting  experiments  have  been  performed  to  test  this  question. 
Experience  shows,  what  we  indeed  should  suspect,  that  this  poison 
is  speedily  fatal  to  all  foliage-eating  insects,  but  not  to  those  which 
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lire  by  suction.  As  these  introdace  their  beak  into  the  substance 
of  the  plant,  or  its  fruit,  and  imbibe  the  juices,  they  avoid  the 
poison  which  lies  upon  the  surface.  And  as  respects  the  former 
class,  the  use  of  the  Paris-green  will  have  to  be  limited  to  those 
insects  which  subsist  upon  low  or  herbaceous  plants,  as  its  appli- 
cation to  trees  would  evidently  be  inconvenient,  expensive  and 
dangerous.  There  are  at  least  three  of  our  worst  insect  pests  for 
which  the  Paris-green  has  been  successfully  used.  These  are  the 
Colorado  Potato-bug,  the  several  kinds  of  Blister-beetles  {Lyttoi)^ 
which  are  sometimes  almost  equally  destructive  to  the  potato,  and 
the  small,  striped  Oncumber-beetle  {Diahrotica  viUata\  which,  if 
not  properly  counteracbd,  often  renders  the  cultivation  of  cucum- 
bers and  melons  an  impossibility.  One  of  the  most  satisfactory 
reports  that  I  have  met  with  on  this  branch  of  the  subject,  is  in  a 
paper  read  by  Mr.  Barler  before  the  Alton  Horticultural  Society. 
He  applied  the  Paris-green  mixed  with  four  parts  of  flour,  by 
means  of  a  sifter  tied  to  the  end  of  a  long  pole,  to  fifteen  acres  of 
melon  plants.  ^'Absolutely  every  bug  disappeared  within  twelve 
hours  after  they  were  dusted.'*  I  have  sought  for  opportunities 
to  submit  this  use  of  Paris-green  to  additional  tests,  the  past  sea- 
son, but  have  not  been  able  to  find  enough  of  these  insects  to  serve 
the  purposes  of  experiment ;  and  Mr.  Parker  Earle  informed  me 
that  the  same  scarcity  of  them  has  been  noticed  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  State,  and  Mr.  Galnsha  bore  the  same  testimony  re- 
specting them  in  the  more  central  section  where  he  resides.  This, 
at  first  sight,  would  seem  to  be  the  more  remarkable,  as  the 
past  hot  and  dry  summer  would  have  been  favorable  to  their 
multiplication  ;  but  it  is  not  improbable  that  the  excessive  rains  of 
the  preceding  year  may  have  proved  destructive  to  them  at  the 
propagating  season. 

The  fear  often  expressed  that  the  poisonous  qualities  of  Paris- 
green  will  be  communicated  to  the  potatoes,  may  be  safely  dis- 
missed as  unfounded.  The  article  has  been  in  use  long  enough  to 
have  developed  any  such  danger  if  it  existed. 

Upon  the  whole  the  Paris-green,  if  properly  used,  may  be  con- 
sidered to  be  an  almost  infallible  remedy  against  the  Colorado 
Potato  beetle,  and  many  other  leaf-eating  insects.  Any  harm 
from  its  use,  either  to  the  plants  or  the  operator,  can  be  obviated 
by  observing  the  following  rules  : 
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1.  Always  diltite  the  poison  with  at  least  ten  times  its  balk  of 
flonr. 

3.  Apply  it  to  the  plants  when  wet  with  rain  or  dew. 
8.  Never  entrust  its  use  to  young  or  careless  persons. 

4.  Never  use  it  near  the  bonse  where  yonng  children  resort 

5.  Apply  it  with  a  g&nze  bag  or  some  other  sifter,  attached  to 
the  end  of  a  pole. 

6.  Let  the  operator  always  keep  npon  the  side  from  which  the 
wind  is  blowiDg. 

7.  Do  not  apply  it  to  any  plant  where  it  will  come  in  contact 
with  the  fruit. 

Belore  closing  this  article  I  wish  to  call  tl^e  atteution  of  agricul- 
turists to  the  practicability  of  substitntiug  arsenious  acid,  or  tlie 
white  powdered  arsenic  of  commerce,  for  the  Paris-green,  for  the 
destruction  of  noxious  insects.  The  simple  arsenic  is  a  lighter 
substance  than  Paris  green,  that  is  more  bulky  for  the  same  weight, 
and  would,  therefore,  go  farther,  pound  for  pound  ;  its  white  color 
would  render  the  extent  of  its  application  more  easily  visible  on 
the  green  foliage,  and  its  cost  is  less  than  one^qnarter  of  that  of 
Paris-green,  the  wholesale  price  of  the  latter  being  about  forty 
cents  a  pound,  whilst  the  price  of  arsenic  is  only  about  eight  cents. 
If,  as  is  generally  supposed,  the  efficacy  of  Paris-green  in  destroy- 
ing insect  life  depends  wholly  upon  tlie  arsenic  in  its  compoeition, 
there  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the  simpler  and  cheaper  article 
should  not  be  substituted  for  it  This  matter  was  brought  to  my 
notice  by  an  intelligent  druggist,  but  too  late  in  the  season  to  pot 
it  to  the  test  of  actual  experience,  and  I  would  here  call  attention 
to  it  as  a  matter  well  worthy  of  future  consideration  and  experi- 
ment. 

It  is  proper  to  add  here,  that  with  regard  to  this  whole  matter 
of  using  violent  poisons  to  destroy  insects,  some  judicious  persons 
take  streng  ground  against  it;  arguing  that  if  the  use  of  such  dan- 
gerous substances  becomes  common,  they  will  almost  unavoidably 
fall  into  the  hands  of  some  young  and  careless  persons,  and  that 
some  valuable  lives  will  be  lost  The  argument  is  a  weighty  one, 
and  shows  the  necessity  of  great  caution  in  the  use  of  such  arti- 
cles, if  not  their  total  abandonment.  It  is  my  desire,  in  this  re- 
port, to  state,  as  far  as  possible,  all  the  known  facts  bearing  upon 
the  case,  and  then  leave  it  to  the  judgment  of  each  one  to  deter- 
mine for  himself  whether  to  use  them  or  not 
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THE  ROSE-SLUG.

Few  thiD^  are  more  distressing  to  a  person  of  taste  and  refine- 
ment than  the  blasted  and  mined  aspect  which  the  rose  bushes, 
almost  everywhere,  have,  for  many  years  past,  presented.  In 
traveling  through  various  parts  of  the  State,  in  the  course  of  the 
past  Bumrtier,  I  have  seen  many  gardens  upon  which  much  labor 
and  mooey  had  been  expended,  rendered  unsightly  by  the  lifeless 
skeletons  of  these  queenly  plants,  which  should  have  been  their 
ornament  and  pride.  Those  who  suffer  most  from  this  sad  spec- 
tacle are  the  women,  who  being  naturally  more  refined  than  men, 
are,  in  the  same  proportion,  greater  lover  oi'  flowers.  Now,  if  by 
anything  that  X  can  say,  I  can  put  the  fair  women  of  the  land  in 
the  way  to  restore  their  lost  darlings  to  their  pristine  life  and 
loveliness,  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  wonld  unhesitatingly  con- 
dude  that  the  office  of  State  Entomologist  is  a  great  institution, 
and  I  should  not  be  much  surprised  if  they  should  combine  to  pay 
the  salary  of  the  incumbent,  as  people  sometimes  raise  monuments 
to  the  great  and  the  good^  by  the  universal  payment  of  penny 
eontribntions. 

Well,  I  believe  all  this  can  be  done — 1  mean  the  roses  saved, 
net  the  mounment  built — at  a  very  trifling  expense,  and  withont 
any  great  amount  of  labor,  by  the  general  putting  in  practice  of 
kaowledge  which  has  long  been  had  by  the  few,  and  in  reiterating 
which  I  therefore  lay  no  claim  to  originality.  All  the  merit  I  can 
assume  is  in  explaining  a  little  more  fully  than  our  writers  have 
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nsually  done,  the  philosophy  of  the  thing,  so  that  we  may  work 
underBtandingly  and  therefore  effectually. 

The  blasted  appearance  of  the  foliafce  of  the  rose  boshes  is  the 
work  of  a  little  soft,  green  worm,  scarcely  noticeable  without  close 
inspection,  on  account  of  its  similarity  of  color  to  that  oi  the  leaves 
on  which  it  rests.  This  insect  is  generally  known  as  the  Rose- 
slug.  It  is  the  larva  of  a  small  Hymenopterous  or  wasp-like  in* 
sect,  scientifically  named  the  Selandria  Bobcbt 

In  conversing  with  people  upon  this  subject,  I  have  found  that 
many  are  acquainted  with  the  insect,  but  very  few  know  anything 
of  those  peculiarities  in  its  habits  upon  which  its  successful  treat- 
ment depends.  If  we  only  hastily  examine  a  rose  bush  which  is 
infested  with  these  worms,  we  shall  be  very  likely  to  fail  to  dis- 
cover the  agents  of  the  mischief,  for  the  reason  that,  like  the  ma- 
jority of  caterpillars,  they  are  night-feeders,  and  conceal  them- 
selves during  the  day  from  their  enemies,  and  from  the  heat  of 
the  sun,  by  retiring  to  the  under  side  of  the  leaves.  When  we 
examine  the  damaged  leaves  more  closely,  we  find  that  it  is  only 
the  upper  cuticle  of  the  leaf  that  is  eaten  off;  and  yet,  at  the  time 
when  we  usually  look  for  them,  they  are  upon  the  under  aide  of 
the  leaves — all  of  which  is  easily  explained  in  accordance  with 
their  habits.  They  rest  during  the  day  upon  the  under  aide  of 
the  leaves,  and  reserve  their  appetites  for  their  noctural  foraging 
visits  upon  the  upper  surface. 

It  is  evident  from  this  brief  statement  that  whatever  applica- 
tions are  made  use  of  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  these  insects, 
must  be  made  in  the  evening  after  they  have  exposed  themselves 
upon  the  upper  side  of  the  leaves.  I  regret  that  I  did  not  take 
pains,  at  the  proper  season,  to  determine  more  particularly  at 
what  time  in  the  evening  they  come  upon  the  upper  surface,  and 
also  at  what  time  in  the  morning  they  retire.  This,  however, 
any  one  can  easily  determine  for  himself.  If  it  should  appear 
that  these  worm?,  or  any  part  of  them,  remain  in  concealment 
until  it  is  quite  dark,  as  we  have  seen  to  be  the  case  with  the  Fail 
Web-worm  described  in  the  second  article  of  this  report,  then  we 
should  have  to  make  our  applications  by  moonlight,  or  by  the 
light  of  a  lantern,  in  order  to  be  wholly  successful,  or  sncceasfol 
in  the  shortest  time. 

The  long  known  and  established  application  for  the  destructioB 
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of  the  Boee-Blng  is  a  eoIiitioQ  of  whale-ml-  soap.  The  first  use. of 
this  cheap  and  effective  article,  now  exteDsivdj  lued  to  destroy  a 
variety  of  inaeets,  was  made  many  years  ago  by  Mr.  David  Hag- 
geratoo,  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  as  stated  by  Dr.  Harris,  in  his 
Treatise,  ^wben  speaking  cif  the  laeect  now  under  consideration. 
Mr.  Haggerston  used  it  of  the  strength  of  two  pounds  of  the  soap 
to  fifteen  gallons  of  water.  The  Hon.  Lewis  Ellsworth,  proprie- 
tor of  the  [Naperville  nursery,  and  his  son,  who  make  the  cultiva- 
tion of  Foees  a  specialty,  informed  me  that  they  find  this  article  to 
be  all  aafficieht  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  the  Kose-slug  in 
their  green-bouses  and  elsewhere,  and  that  they  do  not  find  it  ne- 
cessary to  Qse  more  than  one  pound  to  fifteen  gallons  of  water. 
As  it  ia  a  very  coarse  and  disagreeably  smelling  article,  it  is  of 
course  desirable  to  use  as  weak  a  solution  as  can  be  without  im- 
pairing its  effect.  It  is  applied  with  a  waterpot  or  a  garden 
syringe.  The  whale-oil  soap  being  so  effectual,  it  is  not  necessary 
to  resort  to  other  applications* 

I  will  take  this  opportunity  to  state,  however,  that  I  have  ex- 
perimented with  the  carbolic  acid  about  which  so  much  has  been 
said  as  an  insect  destroyer,  by  mixing,  first,  one  ounce  of  the  pure 
acid  to  one  gallon  of  water,  and  afterwards  two  ounces  to  the  gal- 
lon, and  applying  it  to  the  Bose-slug  and  to  the  equally  tender 
slug  of  the  Pear-leaf,  but  with  very  unsatisfactory  results.  It  ap- 
pears from  my  diary,  kept  at  the  time,  that  the  Bose-slugs  were 
only  driven  temporarily  from  the  leaves,  but  not  killed,  even  by 
the  stronger  solution,  and  that  the  Pear-slugs  having  been  dipped 
into  it  with  the  leaves  to  which  they  were  attached,  were  found 
the  next  day  feeding  upon  the  same  leaves,  unharmed.  It  is 
probably  more  effectual  in  the  form  of  carbolic  acid  soap,  but 
whether  this  is  any  better  than  the  cheaper  whale-oil  soap,  I  am 
unable  to  say,  from  any  experience  of  my  own. 

There  are  two  broods  of  these  insects  in  a  season ;  the  first  usu- 
ally making  their  appearance  early  in  June,  and  the  other  in  Au- 
gust. But  if  the  former  be  pretty  thoroughly  exterminated,  there 
will  be  little  to  fear  from  the  late  brood. 

I  hope  that  the  dissemination  of  this  report  may  prove  instru- 
mental in  calling:  attention  to  this  subject,  and  in  saving  from  ut- 
ter destruction  this  favorite  fiower.  If  it  should  be  permitted  me, 
when  another  June  calls  the  roses  to  blossom,  to  revisit  the  beau- 
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tifiil  gToands  which  I  have  ibis  year  seen  robbed  by  the  Bp(»ler  d 
half  their  beauty,  I  should  deem  it  a  most  gratefal  oonsummation 
of  my  labors  to  see  my  fair  ooaatry-women  once  more  smiling 
and  hopeful,  embowered  amidst  their  roeee,  and  no  lonf^er  moan- 
ing over  their  loTcd  and  lost,  like  Bachel,  .comfortless,  or  like 
Niobe,  weeping. 


mSECTS  INJURIOUS  TO  THB  PINE. 


THE  WHITE  PINE  LEAF-LOTISE. 

(  MyiUttxpU  jAnifolUe,  Fhoh; )

The  White  Pine  {IHnus  Slrohus  of  Linnaeue, )  is  the  tallest  and 
mo8t  Talnable  of  oar  timber  trees,  and  also  one  of  the  most  bighlj 
Tdned  for  ornamental  parpo&es.  Unfortunately  its  balsainio  and 
psn^nt  qualities  afford  it  no  immunity  from  the  attacks  of  de- 
ttractive  insects.  Many  distinct  species  and  myriads  of  indiridu- 
iIb  find  sustenance  in  its  majestic  trunk  or  on  its  almost  innumer* 
able  leafets. 

The  species  now  under  consideration  appears  in  the  Ibrm  of 
littls  oblong,  white,  muscle-shaped  scales,  one-tenth  of  an  inch  in 
ItDgth,  attached  to  the  leaves,  and  differing  but  little,  except  in 
eolor,  from  the  well  known  scales  of  the  Oystw-sheli  Bark-louse 
of  the  apple  tree.  The  insect,  indeed,  though  it  lives  u{>oii  the 
ktves  instead  of  the  bai^,  belongs  to  the  same  family  and  the 
ime  genus  as  this  last  mentioned  notorious  species,  I  do  not 
khow  that  they  infest  the  tree  in  its  native  forest,  but  they  are 
Terj  injurious  to  ornamental  trees,  not  only  to  th^  White  Pine 
proper,  but  also  it  would  seem  to  a  still  greater  extenii,  to  the  va- 
liety  known  as  Ae  Qray  or  Scotch  Pine.  They  sometimes  mul- 
^ly  so  as  to  almost  completely  whiten  the  foliage,  like  a  fine 
now  storm.  They  belong  to  the  sucking,  as  distinguished  from 
l&e  gnawing  division  of  insects,  and  impoverish  the  leaves  to  a 
[peater  or  less  extent,  by  imbibing  their  sap.  The  leaves  turn 
iWown  and  unsightly,  and  in  some  cases  the  whole  tree  presents  a 
!&&ly  and  decaying  aspect.  I  have  noticed  that  the  scales  with 
which  the  insect  covers  itself  asaumee  a  diflereftt  form  apoa  the 
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two  varieties  of  pine  above  mentioned.  On  the  narrow  leafet  of 
the  White  Pine,  the  scale — or  I  should  specify,  for  reasons  which 
will  appear  hereafter — \)[i%f€maU  scale^  has  a  slender  and  linear 
form,  exactly  corresponding  to  the  width  of  the  leaf  on  which  it  is 
moulded  ;  but  on  the  broader  leaf  of  the  Scotch  Pine,  where  it  has 
space  to  ezpaud,  it  may  be  supposed  to  assume  its  normal  shape. 
It  here  often  appears  almost  in  the  form  of  w  elongated  triangle 
with  its  terminal  or  shorter  side  rounded.  Its  generic  tendencj 
to  the  muscle  shape  is  perceptible  only  in  one  of  the  long  sides 
being  nearly  straight  and  the  other  a  little  more  arched. 

Upon  a  more  critical  examination,  th^e  scales  are  seen  to  be 
composed  of  three  parts,  one  behind  the  other,  gradually  increas- 
ing in  size,  and  thus  mfirking  the  successive  stages  of  the  insect's 
growth.  Mr.  Walsh  designated  these  parts,  respectively,  as  the 
larval  scale^  the  niedial  scale,  and  the  anal  sack.  The  Frenoii 
authors  call  the  large  terminal  portion  the  buckler  or  shield,  bat 
to  avoid  unnecessary  changes  I  phall,  in  the  present  article,  adopt 
Mr.  Walsh's  names.  Besides,  the  term  anal  sack  expresses  more 
accurately  tiie  composition  of  this  part,  it  being  turned  under  at 
its  edges  so  as  to  indole  the  insect  and  its  eggs.  But  this  inferior 
lamina  is  very  thin,  and  being  adlierent  to  the  surface  of  the  leaf 
it  is  necessarily  ruptured  ia  raising  the  scale. 

The  larval  scale  is  of  a  pale,  transparent  amber  color,  and  a 
flattened,  oval  form,  slightly  elevated  or  carinated  along  the  mid- 
dle^ with  transverse  furrows  on  each  side,  indicating  imperfectly 
that  division  into  rings  or  segments  which  oharacterixea  all  the 
anntilose  animals.  The  larval  scale,  as  its  name  implies,  is  eri* 
dently  the  moull^ed-  skin  or  envelope  of  the  inseist  in  its  primitire 
or  larval  state.  In  retreatini^.from  it,  the  insect  leavea  all  ito 
members  attached  to  it. 

The  small,  and  scarcely  more  than  rudimental  lege,  and  the 
slender  anal  filaments  become  obliterated  and  indiatingaishable 
as  soon  as  the  larva  is  fixed ;  but  the  antennse  remain  and  csa 
generally  be  eeen  attached  to  the  anterior  extremity  of  the  scale 
after  the  lapee  of  a  year,  and  after  the  insect  beneath  has  passed 
through  all  the  phases  of  its  existence. 

In  leaving  its  larval  envelope,  the  insect  retreats  a  little  upon 
the  leaf,  and  at  the  same  time  becomes  clothed  with  a  new  integu- 
mfCDt,  dpsely  resembling  the  former,.  biU  a  tint  darker  oolorod, 
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more  opaqn^  with  the  segmental  diyisions  lees -sharply  defined, 
nd  about  four  times  as  large ;  that  is,  about  twice  as  long  and 
tvioe  as  broad,  indicating  the  oorrespondiog  growth  of  the  insect. 
This  is  the  medial  scale.  It  is,  in  reality,  the  second  larval  skin, 
tud  though  in  the  course  of  a  very  short  time,  not  exceeding  a 
day  or  two,  the  insect  beneath  becomes  detached  from  lt«  as  it  did 
from  tbe  first  envelope,  yet  there  is  a  short  period  when  it  is  evi« 
dently  a  part  of  the  insect  itself,  and  cannot  be  detached  from  it 
without  violence. 

As  soon  as  the  medial  scale  is  formed,  there  begins  to  appear 
from  under  its  posterior  edge,  a  white  membraneous  border, which 
is  the  commencement  of  the  anal  sack.  This  increases  rapidly 
day  by  day«  so  that  in  from  two  to  three. weeks  from  the  time  the 
iiMset  hatched  from  the  egg,  the  growth  of  the  whole  scale  is  com. 
pleted.  The  anal  sack,  when  fully  formed,  is  more  than  four 
timea  as  large  as  both  the  former  scales  combined,  by  which  I 
mean,  as  in  the  former  case,  not  four  times  as  long,  but  more 
tlum  twice  as  long,  and  considerably  more  than  twice  as  broad. 
It  is  of  a  pure  milk*white  color,  beautifully  contrasting  with  the 
amber  colored  larval  and  medial  scales,  and  rendering  this  a  really 
elegant  little  insect,  notwithstanding  its  pernicious  habits  and  its 
opprobrious  name. 

If  we  raise  the  scale  at  any  time  during  the  growth  of  the  anal 
flick,  we  find  the  soft,  wrinkled,  memberless  body  of  the  insect 
itself,  apparently  wholly  detached  from  the  scales  above,  and  at 
o&ce  suggesting  the  question,  in  what  manner  and  from  what 
Boarce  is  the  growth  of  the  anal  sack  accomplished.  Upon  care* 
folly  examining  the  insect,  however,  with  a  strong  magnifier,  a 
number  of  fine  silken  threads  can  be  detected  projecting  from  its 
Bides  and  posterior  extremity,  which  were  ruptured  in  the  act  of 
raising  the  scale,  and  which  formed  the  connecting  tissue  between 
the  insect  and  the  scale  above.  It  must  be  by  means  of  these 
filaments  that  the  anal  sack  is  constructed.  What  strikes  us  as 
remarkable  is,  that  so  comparatively  large  and  rapid  a  growth 
caa  take  place  through  such  sparse  and  attenuated  media.  We 
Bee,  from  this  account,  that  the  anal  sack  is  very  different  in  its 
nature  from  the  two  preceding  envelopes,  and  never,  like  them, 
strictly  constitutes  a  part  of  the  insect  itself. 
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Perhaps  a  correct  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  several  envelopes 

with  which  these  anomaloas  ineecte  are  invested,  may  be  obtMned 
bj  tracing  the  analogy  which  exists  between  them  and  the  snoees- 
sive  integaments  of  the  higher  insects,  more  especially  the  cater- 
pillars  or  larvsB  of  the  nocturnal  Lepidoptera.  The  larval  and 
medial  scales  may  be  considered  as  analagons  to  the  first  and  sec- 
ond skins  of  the  caterpillar  before  and  after  the  first  moult,  the 
most  important  difference  between  the  two  successive  envelopes 
being  the  increase  of  size,  in  order  to  accommodate  the  insects' 
growth.  The  anal  sack  exhibits  a  remarkable  analogy  to  the 
cocoon  in  which  the  caterpillar  sabseqaeutly  incloses  itself.  Nei- 
ther is  strictly  a  part  of  the  insect,  but  is  constructed  by  it  solely 
as  a  means  of  protection.  Both  are  constructed  from  silken  threads 
secireted  by  the  insect,  with  this  difference :  that  the  caterpillar 
constructs  its  cocoon  with  a  single  thread,  secreted  through  a  spin- 
aret  near  the  mouth,  whilst  the  Ooccua  forms  the  anal  sack  from  a 
number  of  threads  produced  from  pores  in  the  posterior  part  of  its 
body.  The  analogy  seems  to  fail  in  that  the  caterpillar  leaves  its 
cocoon  upon  arriving  at  maturity  and  before  depositing  the  germs 
of  its  future  progeny,  whilst  the  Coteiie  lays  her  eggs  beneath,  or 
ntore  strictly  speaking,  within  the  anal  sack.  But  even  here  the 
analogy  is  maintained  by  certain  exceptional  moths,  one  of 
which,  the  Tussock-moth  {Orgyia  eneo9tiffma)j  never  wholly  de- 
serts her  cocoon,  but  lays  h^r  eggs  upon  the  outside  of  it ;  and 
another,  the  Basket- worm  moth  {I'kyridopieryx  ephemenj^ormu^ 
preserves  the  analogy  still  more  completely  by  actually  depositing 
her  eggs  within  her  cocoon. 

Such  is  the  view  which  I  have  been-  led  to  adopti  after  an  al- 
most daily  examination  of  the  development  of  these  insects  do- 
ing the  past  summer,  of  the  natnre  and  formation  of  these  scales 
and  their  component  parts.  The  whole  subject  is,  at  first  sight, 
abstruse  and  diflicult,  and  entomologists  have  held  a  diversity  of 
opinions  concerning  it.  Drs.  Harris  and  Fiteh,  probably  from  not 
having  traced  the  insect  through  all  its  stages,  thought  that  the 
whole  scale  was  the  dried  remains  of  the  mother  insect.  Dr. 
Shimer  supposed  that  all  the  parts  of  the  scale  were  the  results  of 
successive  moultings,  and  adopted  the  gratuitous  notion  that  they 
are  cemented  together  by  the  animal's  excrement;  and  Mr. Walsh,

whilst  he  eorrected  the  errors  of  his  predeeessore,  failed  himself 
to  detect  the  radical  difference  in  the  natare  of  the  anal  sack  as 
compared  with  the  larval  and  medial  scales. 

We  have  thus  far  spoken  only  of  the  female  insects  and  their 
scalesi  bnt  in  addition  to  these  we  find  apon  the  leayes  about  an 
equal  nnmbar  of  a  mach  smaller  scale,  being  only  ooe-balf  as  long 
and  acareel J  half  as  broad ;  straight,  linear,  and  oarinated.  This 
is  the  scale  of  the  male  inseel.  It  is  found,  nppn  examination,  to 
be  composed  of  only  two  of  the  corresponding  parts  of  the  female 
scale,  namely,  the  larval  scale  an^  the  anal  sack,  the  medial  scale, 
and  that  stage  of  growth  indicated  by  it,  being  absents  Aocord- 
ingly  it  attains  its  growth  in  a  shorter  period  than  that  of  the  £s- 
male,  requiring  only  about  ten  days  for  its  completion.  The 
male  of  this  species  is  deserying  of  spedal  interest,  from  the  faot 
tibat  this  sex,  in  the  more  widely  known  Bark-louse  of  the  apple 
tree,  has  never  been  discovered.  From  the  similarity  of  the  two 
species  in  all  their  important  characters,  so  far  as  they  are  known, 
it^is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  male  of  the  Aapidiohu  (or  as  it 
is  uowl  called,  MytUaspis)  canohiformu^  if  it  ever  be  discovered, 
will  be  found  to  resemble,  in  all  essential  characters,  the  male  of 
tiie  Mytilaspis  of  the  Pine.   ,      . 

The  first  sight  that  I  obtained  of  this  interesting  inse<^  was  on 
the  19th  of  August,  when,  upon  raising  a  number  of  the  small 
linear  scales,  I  detected  nnder  one  of  them  a  male  individual,  in  a 
eondition  analogous  to  the  pupa  state,  with  its  radiinental  limbs 
lying  flatly  upon  its  sides,  and  with  a  short,  obtuse,  and  but  half 
developed  style  projecting  from  its  anal  extremity.  On  the  23d 
of  the  same  month,  I  saw  a  fully  developed  specimen  after  it  had 
emerged  firom  its  coeoon-like  scale,  and  for  two  weeks  following 
this,  any  number  of  them  bonld  be  obtained  by  inclosing  the  infes- 
ted leaves  in  a  closed  bottle. 

It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  minute  larvee  of  this  very 
anomalous  tribe  of  insects,  enjoy  but  a  vary  brief  pmod  of  active 
life;  that  they  move  about  over  the  adjaoent  leaves  and  twigs 
for  a  time,  rarely  exceeding  two  or  three  days  from  the  time  they 
leave  the  egg,  and  then  fix  themselves  immovably.  At  this  inci- 
pient stage  of  their  existence  the  two  sexes  cannot  be  distinguished 
from  each  other.    Bat  as  soon  as  they  become  fixed  and  begin  to 
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develop  the  scales  which  cover  them,  they  can  be  dietinguished  at 
a  glance  by  the  characteristic  differences  in  their  respective  scales 
which  we  have  described  above.  The  female  never  afterwardB 
leaves  the  scale,  but  attaches  herself  to  the  surface,  on  which  she 
rests  by  means  of  a  slender,  hair-like  proboscis  or  sucker,  which 
we  have  particalarly  described  in  a  former  article  when  speaking 
of  the  Apple-tree  speoies.  She  increases  in  size  in  proportion  as 
she  enlarges  her  protecting  shield,  .and  presents  the  appearance  of 
a  soft,  wrinkled,  footless,  and  apparently  almost  Ut'eless  grub. 
She,  however,  falftlls,  infallibly,  if  she  be  not  interrnpted,  tbefev 
but  paramount  laws  of  her  being,  attains  her  normal  development, 
in  dne  time  becomes  impregnated,  and  shortly  after  deposits  her 
eggs  and  perishee.  With  snch  unerring  certainty  does  nature  con- 
duct her  operations,  in  her  lower  walks,  where  she  reigns  supreme. 
Fixed  immovable  to  the  surface  on  which  she  reposeSf  and  hid- 
den from  view  beneath  the  shadow  of  her  vaulted  carapace,  bat 
dimly  conscious,  we  may.  presume,  of  sonie  unfilled  requirement 
of  her  being,  the  helpless  female  Coooui  awaits  the  addresses  of 
her  unknown  and  invisible  paramour.  Kor  does  she  wait  in  vain. 
Of  all  the  countless  myriads  of  these  lowly  creatures  which  congre- 
gate upon  the  bark  of  the  apple  tree,  or  whiteu  with  their  spoUees 
phylacteries  the  foliage  of  the  pine,  not  one,  so  far  as  we  know, 
fails  to  be  called  to  enact  the  offices  of  maternity.  Nature,  in  the 
universality  of  her  providence,  takes  them  in  her  charge  and  min- 
isters to  their  necessities,  and  np  unloved  or  unfruitful  virgin  is 
permitted  to  languish  in  the  halls  of  the  OoocidcB. 

At  the  same  time  that  I  was  making  my  observations  upon  this 
insect,  my  friend,  Mr.  C.  Y.  Kiley  of  St.  Louis,  succeeded  also  in 
obtaining  the  perfected  and  hitherto  unknown  male  of  this  epeciei. 
The  engraving  at  the  head  of  this  article,  is  the  one  prepared  by 
Mr.  Biley  from  his  specimens,  with  a  copy  of  which  he  bad  the 
kindness  to  furnish  me. 

The  ibllowing  is  a  description  of  the  male  of  this  species. 

Length}  one  quarter  of  a  line,  or  about  one  fiftieth  of  an'  inch.  Color,  pale  red. 
Antenna  as  long  as  the  bod(^,  ten  jointed,  counting  as  two  the  stout,  basal,  indiatinctlT 
bi-articulated  joint;  the  other  joints  elongate,  somevhat  equal,  except  the  last  which  is 
a  little  more  than  half  as  long  as  the  preceding,  each  joint  with  a  number  of  bristles 
more  than  half  its  own  length.  Eyes  prominent,  black,  with  comparatively  few  iacetB. 
The  three  segments  of  the  thorax  well  developed.    Meso-thorax  somewhat  elevated  above. 
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te  pro-thonx.  Scatellum  large,  Bnlniuadrate.  Last  segment  of  the  abdomen  abropt- 
If  aarrowed  and  terminating  in  a  straight  awl-shaped  style,  as  long  as  the  abdomen. 
Wings  two,  large,  lying  flat  upon  the  abdomen,  and  one  over-lapping  the  other  in  repose, 
otending  more  than  half  their  length  beyond  the  tip  of  the  abdomen;  two  yeins,  a  sub. 
costal  vein,  parallel  with  the  costa,  and  extending  upwards  of  two-thirds  the  length  of 
the  wing,  and  emitting  a  branch  near  the  base  which  runs  somewhat  parallel  with  the 
posterior  margin,  and  extends  more  than  half  the  length  of  the  wing.  Behind  the  wings 
are  two  poisers,  somewhat  like  those  of  Dipterous  insects,  but  furnished  at  their  extrem- 
ity with  a  slender  hook-like  appendage. 

Middle  and  posterior  legs  approximate,  situated  far  back  and  remote  from  the  ante- 
rior  pair.  Tibis  and  tarsi  bristly.  Tarsi  one-jointed  but  with  two  slight  contractions 
which  indicate  three  normal  joints  consolidated  into  one.  The  tarsi  terminate  in  a 
bristle-like  claw ;  and  in  addition  to  this  are  four  flexible  finger-like  processes  or  digituli> 
slightly  enlarged  at  their  tips. 

We  have  tbas  far  said  nothing  of  the  times  of  hatching  of  these 
insects,  nor  of  their  pecaliar  distribution  npon  the  foliage,  npon 
the  understanding  of  which  their  practical  treatment  wili  depend. 

Unlike  the  Bark  lonse  of  the  apple  tree,  this  species  produces 
two  broods  in  a  year,  and  the  periods  of  their  hatching  are  not 
sharply  defined,  both  of  which  circumstances  will  enhance  the 
difficalty  of  reachiug  them  eifectively  with  destructive  applications. 

One  brood,  like  the  single  brood  of  the  Apple-species,  passes 
the  winter  in  the  egg  state,  safely  protected  under  the  maternal 
scale.  These  eggs,  unlike  the  white  eggs,  of  the  M.  oonchifornm^ 
but  similar  to  those  of  the  Harris's  Bark  louse  of  the  apple-tree, 
and  some  other  species,  are  of  a  blood-red  color.  Their  number 
ayeragee  considerably  less  than  those  of  the  M.  conchiformU. 
These  latter,  when  in  good  condition,  range  all  the  way  from 
forty  to  sixty  and  sometimes  more,  whilst  those  of  the  Pine  spe- 
cies, so  far  as  I  have  observed,  do  not  exceed  half  the  number. 
Of  a  considerable  number  of  scales  which  I  have  this  day  exam- 
ined (  Nov.  15th  ),  the  number  of  eggs  under  each  varied  from 
twenty  to  thirty,  a  good  average  being  twenty  five. 

I  did  not  commence  my  observations  early  enough  to  deter- 
mine the  precise  time  in  the  Spriujr  when  this  winter  clutch  of 
egs(s  hatch,  but  it  must  be  quite  early,  since  by  the  fourth  of  July 
they  have  completed  their  development  and  have  begun  to  lay 
their  eggs  for  the  second  brood,  and  by  the  middle  of  July  the 
work  of  deposition  is  completed.  It  is  proper  to  remark  here 
that  the  past  Summer  has  been  excessively  hot  and  dry,  and  pro- 
bably the  dates  here  given  may  range  somewhat  earlier  than  in 
ordinary  years.    We  know  that  the  eggs  of  the  Apple-tree  Bark- 
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louse  hatched  this  year  at  least  ten  days  earlier  than  usual.  Bat 
all  years  are  sufficiently  hot  in  mid-summer,  and  all  the  stages 
of  these  insects  are  accomplished  with  great  rapidity.  By  the 
30th  of  July  many  of  the  eggs  of  this  second  brood  had  hatched, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  first  week  of  August  about  half  of  the  eggs 
nuder  each  scale  had  hatched,  and  the  young  had  fixed  them- 
selves  upon  the  nearest  leaflets,  many  of  them  settling  upon  the 
same  leaflet  on  which  they  were  hatched. 

And  now  began  to  be  apparent  one  of  the  most  remarkable  pe> 
ouliaritiee  in  the  history  of  these  singular  insects.  Up  to  this 
period — about  the  seventh  of  August — nearly  or  quite  all  the 
eggs  that  had  hatched,  and  which  appeared  to  have  been  that 
portion  of  them  which  had  been  flrst  deposited,  and  which  conse- 
queotly  lay  farthest  from  the  insect's  body  and  nearest  the  end  of 
the  scale,  had  produced  only  male  insects,  clearly  indicated  by 
the  development  of  the  small  linear  scales.  After  this  period,  as 
the  remaining  eggs  gradually  hatched,  a  sprinkling  of  the  broad- 
er female  scales  began  to  appear ;  a  few  mingling  with  the  male 
scales  upon  the  same  leaflet  on  which  they  had  hatched,  or  the 
leaflets  next  adjacent,  but  the  most  of  them  migrating  outwards 
upon  the  young  or  terminal  whorl  of  leaves,  on  which  no  male  in- 
sect was  to  be  seen.  And  here  remark  the  wonderful  instinct 
displayed  by  these  creatures,  which  are  usually  considered  as  oc- 
cupying almost  the  lowest  rank  in  the  insect  scale.  The  malee, 
which  will  remain  attached  to  the  leaf  but  a  short  time,  and 
which  will  soon  acquire  wings  with  which  to  transport  themselves 
whithersoever  they  desire,  attach  themselves  indifferently  upon 
the  first  vacant  space  they  can  find,  whilst  the  females,  whose 
power  of  locomotion  is  limited  to  the  first  two  or  three  days  of 
their  existence,  improve  this  transient  period  to  spread  out  ujyon 
the  terminal  foliage  where  they  will  find  a  fresh  supply  of  nutri- 
ment, and  in  this  way  each  succeeding  generation  comes  into  ex- 
istence where  it  will  find  the  easiest  access  to  the  youngest  and 
freshest  foliage.  Amongst  the  many  wonderfhl  provisional  in- 
stincts of  insects,  this  is  by  no  means  the  least  remarkable.  Bot 
wonderful  and  beautiful  as  all  this  is,  so  far  as  the  insects  are  con- 
cerned, it  is  precisely  that  course  of  procedure  which  is  most 
fatal  to  the  tree.  The  eggs  which  produce  females,  and  which,  as 
we  have  seen,  do  not  begin  to  hatch  till  about  two  weeks  later 
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than  tlie  males,  coTitinue  to  batch  in  a  very  gradaal  manner,  some 
nnhatched  eggs  being  found  under  the  scales  all  through  the 
month  of  Augast,  and  as  late  as  the  middle  of  September,  at 
which  time  I  fonnd  a  considerable  number  of  scales,  with  from 
two  to  six  nnhatched  eggs.  But  before  the  close  of  this  month, 
the  females  from  the  eggs  first  batched  have  completed  their  de- 
Telopment,  and  have  begun  to  deposit  their  eggs  for  the  next 
Spring's  brood.  So  that  there  is  an  almost  continuous  brood  of 
these  ioBecta  throughout  these  two  months.  I  cannot  perceive 
what  ia  gained  in  the  etotomj  of  this  insect  by  this  protracted 
hatduDg  of  the  Summer  brood — since  the  product  of  this  brood 
all  hybeniate  in  the  egg  state — ^unless  it  be  to  baffle  the  opposi- 
tion of  mankind.  For  if  they  had  this  end  expressly  in  view, 
they  could  not  pursue  a  more  effectual  course,  since  it  follows  that 
at  whatever  time  we  make  our  applications  for  the  purpose  of  des- 
troying them,  some  of  them  will  elude  our  assaults.  If  we  make 
onr  applications  early,  the  nnhatched  eggs  will  be  safe  beneath 
Ae  maternal  scale.  If  we  make  them  later,  those  first  hatched 
will  have  found  protection  nnder  the  scales  of  their  own  forma- 
tion. The  unsatisfactory  results  of  my  own  experiments  go  to 
oonfirm  this  view. 

On  the  6th  of  August,  that  is  at  about  the  dose  of  the  hatching 
of  the  male-producing  eggs,  I  applied  to  two  branches  of  a  badly 
infested  tree,  a  wash,  composed  of  common  fish  brine,  diluted  at 
the  rate  of  one  pint  to  two  gallons  of  water,  and  to  two  other 
branches,  the  same  wash,  but  of  double  the  strength.  Again,  on 
the  23d  of  August,  after  the  greater  proportion  of  tbmale  prodnc* 
ing  egga  had  hatched,  I  applied  to  other  branches,  soap-suds  of 
the  strength  of  one  gill  of  soft  soap  to  a  gallon  of  water.  I  also 
wet  a  branch  with  water  and  dusted  it  thoroughly  with  unleached 
ashee. 

Upon  examining  the  leaves  upon  these  several  branches,  late  in 
the  Fall,  I  could  not  perceive  much  difference  in  the  result  of  the 
different  experiments.  Upon  all  of  them  could  be  seen,  still  adhe- 
rent, the  dead  and  discolored  remains  of  a  considerable  number  of 
small  individuals  whose  development  had  been  arrested  whilst  in 
the  incipient  larval  state,  and  also  a  larger  number  which  had  at- 
tained their  normal  growth,  the  washes  having  failed  to  reach 
them  for  the  reasons  above  stated.    It  did  not  appear  tliat  any  of 
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these  applicatione  had  injured  the  foliage  mach,  if  at  all ;  there 
being  some  uncertainty  npon  the  subject,  from  the  fact  that  the 
leaves  upon  most  of  these  branches  had  been  more  or  less  discoi* 
ored  by  the  depredations  of  the  insects.  At  any  rate  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  resinous  leaves  of  the  Pine  will  bear  stronger  appli- 
cations with  impunity,  than  the  foliage  of  the  Apple  and  other 
common  fruit  trees. 

The  practical  conclusion  is,  that  owing  to  the  double-brooded 
character  of  this  species,  and  the  protracted  manner  in  which  the 
eggs  are  hatched,  no  single  application  of  any  remedial  substance 
will  suffice,  as  it  does  in  the  case  of  the  common  Bark-louse  of  the 
Apple-tree.  These  applications  will  have  to  be  made  at  two  dif- 
ferent seasons  of  the  year  in  order  to  reach  both  broods.  I  have 
not  learned  at  what  precise  time  the  Spring  brood  hatches,  bat 
any  one  can  determine  this  for  himself  by  examining  thena  from 
time  to  time  with  a  simple  pocket  lens ;  probably  sometime  in  the 
month  of  May.  The  second  brood  will  require  attention,  to  aim. 
plify  the  matter  as  much  as  possible,  once  a  week  through  the 
month  of  August. 

If  soap-suds  be  used,  I  would  suggest  making  it,  if  practicable, 
of  the  coarse  whale-oil  soap,  which  is  known  to  be  more  destrac- 
tive  to  some  species  of  insects  than  the  common  kind.  Perhaps 
throwing  air-slacked  lime  into  the  trees  when  the  dew  is  on,  would 
prove  equally  or  more  effectual.  The  way  to  apply  washes  to  a 
tree  is  by  means  of  a  garden  syringe,  which  is  merely  a  large  syr- 
inge made  expressly  for  such  purposes,  by  having  the  end  perfo- 
rated with  many  small  holes,  so  as  to  throw  the  liquid  in  the  form 
of  a  fine  shower. 

The  difficulties  which  I  have  just  pointed  out  as  lying  in  the 
way  of  any  effective  counteraction  of  the  depredations  of  these  in- 
sects, on  oar  own  part,  renders  it  doubly  interesting  and  impcn^ 
tant  to  determine  what  prospect  there  may  be  of  their  being  ex- 
terminated, or  effectually  held  in  check  by  the  operation  of  natu- 
ral agencies.  My  own  observations  upon  this  branch  of  the  sab- 
ject  have  been  very  limited  in  extent,  but  highly  interesting  so 
far  as  they  have  gone. 

First,  with  regard  to  the  parasitic  ChalcididcB^  I  have  seen  in  a 
few  of  the  scales  the  round  clean-cut  holes  made  by  these  inaects, 
and  under  others  I  have  found  the  oval,  pellucid  larra,  exactly 
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nsembling  that  fonnd  under  the  scales  npon  the  apple  tree.  It  is 
eyident,  therefore,  that  the  Pine  coccus  is  sabject  to  the  attacks  of 
flome  species  of  Ohalds  flj,  though  apparently  not  as  yet  to  any 
great  extent 

Of  the  shrunken  and  abortive  eggs,  so  cominon  nnder  the  scales 
on  the  apple  tree,  and  which  are  supposed  to  be  the  work  of  Aoari^ 
I  have  met  with  no  well  marked  examples  in  the  present  species. 

The  most  effective  agent  in  the  destruction  of  the  Pine  ooccuSy 
BO  far  as  my  observations  have  extended,  is  the  one  which  ap- 
peared to  be  the  least  so  in  the  case  of  Oyster  shell  species,  namely, 
the  CoccineUidm  and  their  larrsB.  I  have  seen  whole  branches 
covered  with  the  scales  of  the  Coceus^  where  scarcely  one  could  be 
fonnd  that  had  not  been  gnawed  into  and  its  occupant  destroyed 
by  these  predaceous  insects.  Most  of  this  destruction  is  effected 
by  them  in  their  larva  state,  and  as  these,  being  wingless,  do  not 
move  very  rapidly  from  one  part  of  a  tree  to  another,  it  is  often 
observable  that  one  branch  will  be  nearly  cleaned  by  them  whilst 
an  adjoining  one  will  be  scarcely  touched.  The  species  of  Cocoin' 
eUa  which  I  have  usually  seen  on  the  pine  tree  is  the  Chilooarua 
Umdnents^  the  small  black  species  with  two  red  dots. 

The  Coccus  of  the  Pine-tree  has  long  been  known  to  be  injurious 
to  trees  cultivated  for  ornamental  purposes,  a  brief  account  of  it 
having  been  published  by  Dr.  Fitch,  as  long  ago  as  the  year  1856, 
from  specimens  sent  to  him  from  trees  growing  in  the  yard  of  S. 
Francis,  Esq., in  the  city  of  Springfield,  in  this  State;  and  I  saw, 
last  summer,  many  valuable  ornamental  trees  in  that  city  almost 
mined  by  what  we  may  presume  to  be  the  lineal  descendants  of 
those  identical  Pine-tree  parasites,  and  as  little  or  nothing  has  been 
done  to  counteract  their  ravages,  the  only  reason  we  know  why 
they  have  not  spread  more  extensively,  and  efiected  still  greater 
mischief,  is  that  they  have  been  held  in  partial  check  by  such  nat- 
ural enemies  as  those  which  we  have  just  enumerated. 

The  present  article  has  grown  under  my  pen  beyond  the  limits 
I  contemplated,  but  I  have  not  seemed  to  be  able  to  state  in  any 
briefer  manner  the  history  of  my  observations  respecting  the  in- 
teresting insect  which  is  the  subject  of  it.  Besides  I  consider  the 
history  of  one  species,  thoroughly  elucidated,  of  greater  value  than 
many  brief  and  imperfect  sketches ;  for  this  reason  especially,  that 
every  insect  may  be  taken  to  a  certain  extent  as  a  type  of  its  ge- 
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ens  and  family^  and  to  this  extent,  the  history  of  one  is  the  histoiy 
of  all. 

In  treating  of  the  two  species  of  Ooocidm  included  in  this  report, 
the  MytUaspis  conchiformia^  and  the  M,pinifoli(B^  I  have  intended 
to  dwell  naore  fully  upon  those  points  in  their  common  stractnre 
and  history  in  the  one  article,  which  I  have  touched  upon  the  more 
lightly  in  the  other,  eo  that  the  two  articles  combined,  and  both 
taken  in  connection  with  the  results  of  the  labors  of  my  predeees- 
Bors  in  the  same  field  of  investigation,  might  present  a  comprehen- 
sive view  of  the  subject,  not  perfect  indeed,  bot  somewhat  approx- 
imating to  completeness. 

I  have  mentioned,  a  few  pages  back,  the  wonderful  instincts  of 
the  (Joocus  of  the  Pine,  which  prompts  the  female  insects  to  im* 
prove  the  short  period  of  their  active  existence,  to  migrate  ont* 
wards  upon  the  terminal  foliage,  where  they  and  the  generation 
Bucceediog  them  will  find  themselves  in  the  midst  of  the  greenest 
and  freshest  forage,  whilst  the  males  which  are  to  acquire  winga, 
and  the  consequent  power  of  locomotion,  fix  themselves  indiffer- 
ently upon  the  first  vacant  space  that  offers ;  thus  indicating  % 
kind  of  prophetic  vision  utterly  beyond  any  reach  of  intelligeace 
which  we  can  reasonably  attribute  to  beings  so  low  in  the  scale  of 
creation.  The  student  of  entomology  is  continually  meeting  with 
instances  of  this  kind,  which  arrest  his  attention  and  excite  his 
wonder,  and  which  baffle  bis  utmost  ingenuity  to  explain. 

Permit  me,  by  w^y  of  conclusion,  to  refer  briefiy  to  a  few  of 
these  instances,  not  merely  as  marvellous  stories,  intended  to  ex- 
cite the  curiosity  of  children,  but  as  remarkable  facts  in  nature, 
fraught,  it  may  be,  with  a  profound  significance. 

It  is  the  common  instinct  of  insects  which  are  wood-borers  in 
their  larva  state,  but  which  have  no  such  power  in  their  subse- 
quent stages,  to  gnaw  their  way  to  the  surface  of  the  tree  before 
they  stop  feeding,  so  that  they  can  emerge  without  obstrnction 
after  they  shall  have  completed  their  transformations. 

The  Plnm-gouger  {Anihronomus  prunioida)^  whose  history 
was  so  carefully  traced  by  my  predecessor,  Mr.  Walsh,  and  which 
in  its  larval  period  occupies  not  the  flesh  but  the  kernel  of  the 
plum,  when  it  has  completed  its  growth  and  is  ready  to  trans- 
form in  the  kernel,  takes  the  precaution  to  gnaw  a  round  hole  in 
the  shell,  through  which  it  may  subsequently  emerge.    If  it  did 
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not  do  so  it  would  be  fatally  impriaoned/in  its  fatare  beetle  state, 
vithin  the  ncatare  and  hardened  shell,  an  event  which  the  Goager 
esrefullj  gnarde  against,  though  the  hortiooltnrist  might  regard  it 
as  a  coDeocnixiation  devoutly  to  be  wished* 

The  Diasipoa-butterfly  ( NymphaUf  dmpptu^  Qdt. )  an  interest- 
ing aocoant  of  which  is  given  by  Mr.  Riley,  in  the  first  volume  of 
the  American  Entomologist,  Uvea  in  its  caterpillar  state,  on  differ- 
ent  kinda  of  willow.  In  this  state  it  passes  the  winter,  inclosed 
in  a  willow  lea^  rolled  into  a  cylindrical  case.  But  as  the  leaf 
woold  fall  like  the  rest,  when  touched  by  frost,  or  be  blown  away 
by  the  wind,  the  insect  fastens  its  footstalk  with  silken  threads  to 
the  braach  on  which  it  grows,  and  thus  securely  rides  through  the 
fioats  and  atorins  of  winter. 

The  larv8&  of  a  beautiful  East  Indian  butterfly,  the  Theola  Is(h 
crates^  live  in  companies  of  half-a-doxen  or  more^  in  the  fruit  of  the 
poooegranate,  and  there  also  pass  the  pu^a  state.  But  before 
dianging  to  chrysalids,  each  larva  cuts  a  round  hole  in  the  rind, 
through  which  the  future  butterfly,  which  itself  has  no  teeth,  but 
only  a  slender  flexible  proboscis,  may  be  able  to  escape,  and  as  the 
-worai'eaten  fruit  would  be  likely  to  fall  prematurely  to  the  ground 
the  larvse  crawl  out  and  make  the  stem  fiast  to  the  tree  with  their 
*web  and  then  return  and  go  through  their  transformations.. 

Those  moths  whose  larvsB  or  caterpillars  are  leaf  eaters,  always 
lay  their  eggs  upon  that  kind  of  plant  or  tree  upon  which  it  is  the 
nature  of  their  future  progeny  to  subsist,  though  they  have  no 
other  relation  to  the  tree,  and  though  the  eggs  do  not  usually  hatch 
till  after  the  death  of  the  parent,  and  sometimes  not  till  the  follow- 
ing year, 

JCany  kinds  of  wasps  exhibit  a  wonderful  provisional  instinct. 
The  female  wasp  burrows  into  the  ground  or  sometimes  into  rotten 
ipFOod,  constructs  a  cell  at  the  bottom  of  the  cavity  and  there  de- 
posits  her  eggs.  She  then  carries  in  insects  which  may  serve  as 
^>od  for  her  future  progeny.    Some  species  take  the  additional  pre- 

^ution  to  disable  but  not  kill  the  insects  thus  provided,  so  that 
young  may  flnd  themselves  provided  with  fresh  provisions, 
ving  completed  her  task  she  closes  the  hole,  and  never  again 
it,  but  shortly  after  perighes. 

T^'ow  are  we  to  understand  that  these  insects  are  really  endowed 
a  prophetic  vision !    Do  they  know  what  will  be  their  own

condition  the  next  month  or  the  next  year,  or  what  will  be  the 
fntore  necessitiee  of  their  offspring  which  perhaps  are  yet  unborn  t 
We  are  hardly  prepared  to  attribute  to  them  each  saperhnman  in- 
telligence. If  they  do  not  know,  then  what  is  it  that  prompts 
them  to  take  snch  wise  and  far-reaching  precautions  t  Who  will 
answer  I  I  ask  the  question,  but  I  shall  hear  no  response,  for 
there  is  no  earthly  intelligence  which  can  solve  the  mystery. 

I  can  conceive  of  the  formation  of  a  planet,  by  the  condensation 
of  nebulous  matter,  in  obedience  to  the  law  of  gravitation.  I  can 
form  some  idea,  however  unsatisfactory,  of  the  development  of  or- 
ganic bodies  by  the  operation  of  physical  laws,  responsive  to  the 
impressions  of  surrounding  ^circumstances.  But  that  an  insect 
which  was  born  yesterday,  and  which  will  die  to-morrow,  can, 
without  the  invocation  of  a  wisdom  superiors  to  her  own,  adopt  a 
systematic  course  of  conduct  having  for  its  object  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  her  future  progeny,  which  will  not  spring  into  active 
existence  till  long  after  she  herself  shall  have  perished, — thiS|  it 
passes  the  bounds  of  my  imagination  to  conceive. 

It  is  said  that  Galen  was  converted  from  Atheism  by  the  con- 
templation of  the  human  skeleton ;  but  I  confess  that  nothing  has 
so  strongly  impressed  upon  my  own  mind  the  presence  of  an  all- 
pervading  intelligence  in  nature,  as  the  wonderful  prophetic  in- 
stincts of  insects. 
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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 


State  of  Illinois,  EzscunyB  Dspabthxht, 
Spbingfikld,  October  16, 1871. 

OittUemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives : 

On  the  Sth  day  of  the  preseDt  month  a  fire  broke  oat  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  which,  in  a  few  hours,  destroyed  a  large  portion 

ofthatdty. 

It  is  aeelesB  to  attempt  to  describe  the  awful  and  saddening 
spectacle  of  the  destruction  of  the  most  wealthy  and  populous 
psrtB  of  our  great  city.  The  destroyer  came  suddenly,  and  under 
circomstanoes  well  calculated  to  impress  us  with  a  sense  of  onr 


Chicago  is  situated  on  the  shore  of  a  great  lake ;  it  is  inter- 
leeted  by  rivers ;  it  was  provided  with  all  the  means  for  protec- 
tioQ  against  fire  that  are  the  product  of  the  united  efforts  of  the 
advanced  sdenoe  and  skill  of  modern  civilization ;  yet,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  destructive  element,  men  were  powerless,  and  it  pnr- 
sned  its  course  until  nothing  was  left  for  it  to  destroy* 

In  the  course  of  this  remarkable  conflagration,  which  has  al- 
ready taken  its  place  in  history  with  the  greatest  calamities  that 
We  afflicted  mankind,  the  flames,  with  unexampled  fnry,  swept 
oTer  the  eastern  half  of  the  devoteH  city,  destroyed  many  lives, 
consumed  churches,  hospitals,  schools,  dwellings,  warehouses, 
stores,  bridges,  and  structures  oi  every  kind.  Everything  per- 
ished at  their  touch,  and  whole  wards  of  the  city  were  left  without 
a  house  or  an  inhabitant.  Ko  reliable  estimate  of  the  number  of 
lives  lost  can  as  yet  be  made,  but  the  amount  of  property  destroyed 
isestunatttd  at  three  hundred  millions  of  dollars. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances,  I  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  convene 
a  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and,  accordingly,  on  the  10th 
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day  of  October,  ISTl,  issned  the  proclamation  which  I  have  had 
the  honor  to  lay  before  yon. 

A.t  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Gheneral  Assembly,  all  wero 
still  so  far  nnder  the  control  of  the  feelings  excited  by  this  extra- 
ordinary calamity,  that  no  scheme  had  been  formed  for  the  em- 
ployment of  the  powers  and  resources  of  the  State  to  meet  the 
duties  that  are  imposed  upon  it  by  this  unexpected  conditioii  of 
affairs. 

But  before  proceeding  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  details  of 
the  business  of  the  session,  I  must  be  permitted,  in  the  name  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  to  express  their  grateful  thankfulness  for 
the  exhibition  of  outpouring  sympathy  and  benevolence  that  ti^ia 
great  and  sudden  calamity  has  excited  in  all  civilized  lands.  Kot 
only  have  our  own  people  and  the  people  of  our  sister  States  dis- 
tioguished  themselves  by  an  active  liberality  that  is  without  a 
parallel,  but  in  foreign  countries  the  hearts  of  men  and  women 
have  throbbed  with  pity  for  Ohicago,  and  their  hands,  filled  with 
contributions,  have  opened  to  supply  the  wants  of  its  suffering 
.  people.  Where  all  have  aided  and  all  have  done  so  much,  it 
is  impossible  to  give  even  the  names  of  our  benefactors.  Their 
example,  so  honorable  to  them  and  to  human  nature,  is  worthy 
of  perpetual  remembrance,  and  I  trust  that  the  General  As- 
sembly will  provide  for  the  preparation  and  publication  of  a 
memorial  volnme,  in  which  their  names  shall  be  preserved.  The 
people  of  the  State  should  be  permitted  to  know  the  names  of 
those  who,  when  their  brethren  were  hungry,  fed  them :  and  when 
they  were  naked,  clothed  them. 

The  first  question  to  be  decided  by  the  General  Assembly,  after 
a  careful  review  of  the  situation,  is,  what  can  be  done  for  the 
relief  of  the  people,  and  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  State! 
In  finding  an  answer  to  this  question,  there  are  some  difficolties 
and  causes  of  embarrassment  that  are  yet  to  be  stated,  and 
these  are  that  the  court-house,  jail,  and  public  offices  and  records 
of  Cook  county  are  destroyed.  The  tax  books  are  consumed^  so 
that  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes  cannot,  without  great  difficolty, 
.  be  enforced.  The  courts  are  powerless.  The  utmost  confusion,  as 
to  the  titles  of  lands,  must  soon  prevail.  All  the  offices  and  most 
of  the  records  of  the  city  of  Chicago  are  lost  Still,  the  ques- 
tion, what  can  be  done  by  the  State?  presses  for  an  answer  ; 
and  all  the  wisdom,  experience  and  patience  of  the  General  As- 
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lembly  is  inyoked  to  famish  a  faU,  complete  and  satisfactory 
raqx>iiBe. 

The  general  political  proposition,  that  that  govemment  is  to  be 
regarded  as  the  best  that  interferes  with  the  people  the  least,  wUl 
remain  forever  true ;  and  experience  has  conclusively  shown  that 
intelligent  men  and  women  are,  under  all  ordinary  circumstances, 
more  capable  of  providing  for  their  own  wants,  managing  their 
own  affiurs  and  regulating  their  own  conduct,  than  any  govemment 
can  be,  however  organized  or  administered.  It  seems  to  me,  then, 
that  the  people  of  Ohicago  and  Cook  county,  who  have  suffered 
losses,  require  nothing  from  the  State  but  to  be  left  free  to  em- 
ploy their  unexampled  and  unbroken  energies  in  the  great  work 
of  rebuilding  their  homes. 

They  need  no  loans  or  gifts  from  the  United  States  or  the  State 
of  Illinois ;  and,  unless  I  greatly  mistake  them,  they  will  ask  no 
more  than  that  the  State  shall  assume  the  discharge  of  its  own 
proper  duties,  and  relieve  them  from  burdens — ^that,  from  their 
peculiar  situation,  were  always  heavy,  but  have  been  cheerfully 
borne — so  that  they  may  be  left  to  apply  all  their  resources  to 
their  own  great  task.  It  is  primarily  the  duty  of  the  State  to 
provide  for  the  poor,  the  blind,  the  insane,  and  all  other  helpless 
classes,  and  for  the  enforcement  of  its  laws  every  where  within 
its  limits.  It  is  also  its  duty  to  provide  for  the  construction  of 
highways,  building  bridges  and  the  support  of  schools.  The  State 
of  Illinois  has  always  recognized  the  obligation  of  these  duties, 
and  for  the  more  convenient  performance  of  many  of  them,  coun- 
ties, townships,  cities,  towns  and  other  organizations  have  been 
established  by  law.  They  are  but  parts  of  the  machinery  employed 
in  carrying  on  the  affairs  of  the  State,  and  the  authority  and  the  du- 
ties of  each  are  confined  to  certain  well  defined  territorial  as  weU  as 
legal  boundaries,  that  may  bo  modified  or  destroyed,  as  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  public  may  demand.  And  whenever,  from  any  cause, 
any  of  these  agencies  become  unequal  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
assigned  them,  or  the  public  duties  imposed  upon  them,  become 
too  burdensome  or  oppressive  to  the  people  embraced  within  their 
limits,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  other  means  for  their 
performance.  It  is  a  fact  that  requires  no  proof,  that  the  county 
of  Oook  and  the  city  of  Chicago,  two  of  the  most  important  of 
the  classes  of  public  agencies  to  which  they  respectively  belong, 
are.  from  pauses  that  are  well  und^rstood^  unable  to  continue  the 
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fall  disdiarge  of  all  the  daties  that  were  imposed  upon  them. 
From  an  inevitable  accident,  their  resources  are  diminished  and 
their  local  burdens  vastly  increased,  so  that  they  are  no  longer 
available  to  the  Stote  as  governmental  agencies  for  all  the  par- 
poses  for  which  they  were  created,  and  it  follows  from  that  fact 
that  to  the  extent  that  the  requirements  of  such  duties  are  in 
excess  of  the  legal  resources  of  the  county  and  city — such  duties 
must  be  resumed  by  the  State,  and  the  General  'Assembly  mnat 
devise  other  methods  for  their  performance. 

It  is  a  remarkable  illustration  of  the  difficulty  of  providing  for 
every  possible  contingency  by  constitutional  regulations,  that  cer- 
tain provisions  of  the  constitution  of  1870,  that  were  intended  to 
restrict  the  powers  of  municipal  corporations,  and  were  resisted 
upon  that  ground,  will  be  found  to  operate  to  relieve  the  county 
of  Cook  and  city  of  Chicago  of  what  would  otherwise  be  intolera- 
ble burdens.  Every  part  of  the  constitution  abounds  with  proof 
that  its  framers  regarded  the  municipal  organizations  of  the  State 
as  mere  administrative  agencies,  and  that  they  intended  to  de- 
prive them  of  all  emergent  or  discretionery  authority,  except  with- 
in very  narrow  limits. 

'By  the  12th  section  of  the  9th  article  of  the  constitution,  it  is 
provided  that  "No  county,  city,  township,  school  district,  or  other 
municipal  corporation,  shall  be  allowed  to  become  indebted,  in 
any  manrver  or  for  any  purpose^  to  an  amount,  including  existing 
indebtedness,  in  the  aggregate  exceeding  five  per  centum  of  the 
value  of  the  taxable  property  therein — to  be  ascertained  by  the 
last  assessment  for  State  and  county  taxes."  »  *  *  And  by 
the  8th  section  of  the  same  article,  county  authorities  are  pro- 
hibited from  assessing  taxes,  the  aggregate  of  which  shall  exceed 
seventy-five  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  valuation.  Then,  what- 
ever power  to  raise  money  for  necessary  public  purposes  the  State 
has  denied  its  local  or  municipal  organizations,  it  has  reserved  to 
itself,  to  be  exercised  by  the  General  Assembly.  The  financial 
resources  of  municipal  and  local  organizations  are  necessarily  lim- 
ited to  their  powers  to  contract  debts  and  to  impose  taxes.  When 
these  powers  have  been  exerted  to  the  utmost'  legal  or  possible 
limit,  and  are  inadequate  to  the  complete  performance  of  their 
duties  to  the  State,  they  must  be  relieved  of  such  duties  altogether; 
for  the  accepted  construction  of  the  constitution  forbids  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  pay,  assume  to  pay,  or  to  become  responsible  for 
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the  debts  (ht  liabilities  of,  or  in  wy  manner  give,  loan  or 
credit  to  or  in  aid  of  any  public  or  other  corporation  or  indi- 
yidaal— (Sea  20,  Article  10,  Qtate  constitation).  This  provision 
of  the  constitation  was  adopted  for  reasons  well  nnderstbodi  and 
hat  few  will  doabt  its  policy  or  wisdom,  and  no  one  will,  I  appre- 
hend, be  willing  to  relax  its  stringency  or  narrow  its  interpreta- 
tion by  constnictions  however  ingenaons  or  plausible. 

It  has  been  proposed  to  give  immediate  aid  to  the  city  ot 
Chicago,  by  discharging  the  lien  of  the  city  upon  the  IlUnois  and 
Michigan  Canid,  authorized  to  be  created  by  the  act  approved 
Febmary  16, 1886 ;  and  it  is  claimed  that  if  the  State  should  now 
lefnnd  to  the  city  the  amount  of  money  secured  upon  the  reve- 
nnes  of  the  cimal,  with  the  interest  thereon,  (which  would  be,  iu 
round  numbers,  about  three  millions  of  dollars),  the  city  would  be 
enabled  to  rebuild  its  bridges  and  public  structures,  remove  the 
obstmctioDs  from  and  repair  its  streets,  pay  the  expenses  ef  its 
goyemment,  and  other  expenses  pertaining  to  its  own  organizar 
tion,  and  discharge  its  general  duties  to  the  State. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  express  an  opinion  upon  the  question, 
whether  even  that  sum  of  money  would  be  sufficient  to  supply  all 
the  essential  wants  of  the  city ;  but  my  impressions  incline  me  to 
admit  that  it  would ;  and  I  am  prepared  to  say  that  while,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  influenced  alone  by  my  views  of  tihe  pro- 
per policy  to  be  pursued  by  the  State,  I  would  not  advise  the 
aeoeptance  of  the  option  secured  to  the  State,  in  the  6th  section 
of  the  act  of  1866,  to  refund  to  the  city  the  sum  qf  two  millions 
and  a  half  of  dollars,  with  interest  thereon— under  present  circum- 
stanoee,  if  the  money  can  be  raised  by  any  satisfactory  means  foe 
tile  purpose,  it  seems  to  me  proper  that  it  should  be  done.  The 
eounty  of  Cook,  alone,  has  heretofore  contained  nearly  one-sixth 
of  the  taxable  property  of  the  State,  and  a  proportion  of  this 
which  falls  very  little  short  of  the  whole,  was  situated  in  the  city 
of  Chicago.  Now,  nearly  one-half  of  the  productive  property  of 
the  city  is  destroyed  and  its  present  resources  are  crippled ;  but 
the  day  is  not  distant  when  its  walls  will  be  rebuilt,  its  wealth 
and  population  not  only  restored  but  increased,  and  instead  of  re- 
pairing aid  from  the  treasury  of  the  State,  it  will  be  again  its  chief 
resource,  and  money  now  appropriated  to  meet  its  necessities  will 
be  bread  cast  upon  the  waters,  to  be  gathered  again  after  not  many 
days.    But  while  policy,  as  well  as  duty,  concur  in  support  of  the 
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propriety  of  an  appropriation  from  the  State  treaBnry,  either  to  dis- 
ohaige  the  duties  heretofore  impoeed  npon  the  dtj,  and  which 
unaided  it  can  no  longer  perform,  and  for  that  reason  they  now 
deyolye  direcUj  upon  the  State— or  to  refand  to  the  dty  the  sum 
of  money  used  by  it  in  deepening  the  canal,  and  for  which  it  has 
a  lien  upon  the  property  of  the  State — ^it  remains  to  be  conaider- 
ed  how  the  money  is  to  be  raised  to  meet  such  appropriation. 

Two  methods  have  been  snggested  for  the  accomplishment  of 
this  object.  I  am  informed  that  the  amount  of  the  taxable  pro- 
perty, as  reported  to  the  Auditor  for  1871,  is  about  fire  hundred 
millions  of  dollars,  which  is  probably  less  than  one-tenth  of  the 
actual  cash  yalue  of  all  the  property  in  the  State.  From  that  aum 
there  will  probably  be  deducted  fifty  millions,  on  account  of  the 
destruction  of  property  in  the  county  of  Oook.  Calculating,  then, 
npon  the  basis  of  an  actual  assessment  of  four  hundred  and  fif^ 
n^ons,  the  rate  of  taxation  required  to  raise  three  millions  of 
dollars  is  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  cents  upon  the  hundred  dollars ; 
and  when  to  this  is  added  the  probable  rate  of  fifty-five  cents, 
that  may  be  required  for  reyenue  and  school  purposes,  the  rate 
of  taxation  for  the  year  1871  will  be  one  dollar  and  twenty-one 
and  two-thirds  cents  upon  the  hundred  dollars.  And  I  confess  to  a 
preference  for  this  mode  of  raising  all  money  required  for  public 
purposes.  It  is  simple,  direct,  and,  of  all  modes  of  raising  money, 
it  is  the  cheapest.  It  proposes  that  each  generation  shall  dis- 
charge its  own  duties,  and  it  cbnforms  to  the  golden  rale  of  busi- 
ness morality :  *^Pay  as  you  go." 

But  the  demands  of  the  city  of  Ohicago  for  whatever  sum  may 
be  appropriated  for  its  use,  are  urgent  and  immediate,  and  months 
may  elapse  before  the  proceeds  of  taxation  can  be  realized,  and  it 
may  be  the  judgment  of  the  representatives  of  the  people  that 
the  rate  of  taxation  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  impose  is,  under 
present  circumstances,  too  heavy  to  be  conveniently  borne ;  and 
for  some  or  all  of  these  reasons,  some  other  method  of  raising  the 
requisite  sum  may  be  preferred. 

The  only  other  mode  of  raising  money,  that  has  occurred  to  me, 
is  that  of  borrowing  the  amount  required.  But  it  has  been  asked, 
with  some  degree  of  anxiety,  under  what  clause  of  the  present 
constitution  is  the  exercise  of  the  power  to  contract  a  greater  debt 
by  the  State  than  $250,000,  to  be  justified?  and  to  find  a  satis- 
fiMstory  answer  to  the  question,  is  thought  by  some  to  be  a 
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II  waft  Bot  th«  purpcM  df  the  fttSMfS'^f 'MM«utittUh)i^  to  de- 
prive the  State  of  the  power  to  discharge*  ita?  rital  and  edaentml 
hncCiokii,  as  the  narrow  interpretation  of  Ae  boMtitntRm  I  am 
diipatiog  undoubtedly  dees ;  and  tUe  eitcnmstanoea  eif  the  ease  of 
Ae  cRj  of  Ohicago,  nowander  eotisidemtiot),  serves  all  the  pur- 
poeesof  the  most  complete  and  satisfSeustorf  iUastration.  In  that 
eity,  within  a  few  hours,  tnim;f  mtUioniiof  ptdperty  wss  soddenly 
destroyed ;  nearly  or  quite  one  hundred  thousand  of  its  iohaW- 
tants  deprived  of  food  and  shelter ;  tiie  ordinary  agencies  created 
by  the  State  were,  by  the  stime  overwhelming  calamity,  deprived 
of  fhdr  power  and  resources,  and  were  helpless  to  fbed  or  shelter 
fhem.  The  Legislature  of  the  State  wai  convened  by  the  Gover- 
nor; they  find  the  moneys  in  the  treasury  inadequate  to  meet  the 
demands  upon  the  State,  but  its  credit  is  practically  limitleBS,  and 
&e  means  to  feed  and  give  protection  to  the  hungry  multitude 
abound  on  every  hand. 

The  General  Assembly  cannot,  as  is  claimed,  draw  upon  the 
lesoaroes  of  the  State,  or  anticipate  its  revenue  beyond  an  amount 
limited — ^not  by  the  urgency  of  its  duties,  but  by  certain  technical 
words  oontidned  in  the  constitution.  If  this  is  the  proper  conclu- 
fuoD,  and  the  people  were  not  otherwise  relieved,  one  of  the  condi- 
tioDs  upon  which  the  power  to  contract  debts  is  said  to  depend, 
would  be  soon  supplied,  for  the  cravings  of  hunger  will  madden 
any  population  on  earth  to  the  point  of  insnrrection. 

It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  State  of  Illinois  is  so  far  inde- 
pendent of  all  other  governments  that  it  must  at  all  times  be  equal 
to  the  perfe(?t  .discharge  of  its  pwa  obligations.  It  cannot  rely 
npon  the  voluntary  charities  of  the  beneypleAt  to  fe^d  or  give 
flhelttt't<>itd  ^estitnte  population,  without  at  the  same  time  ceas- 
ing to  exist. 

It  cannot  and  has  not  abdicated  the  most  essential  function  of 
its  existence,  of  raising  all  moneys  required  for  the  discharge  of 
its  most  important  duties,  by  regular  modes,  for  the  safety  of  all 
the  interests  of  the  people  forbid  it.  To  claim  that  the  people  of 
the  State  have  locked  up  their  property  so  it  cannot  be  reached 
by  oonstitutLonal  methods,  to  be  used  for  the  most  urgent  purposes 
of  government  and  discharge  the  highest  social  obligations,  is  not 
only  to  do  injustice  to  their  character  for  humanity,  bat  to  their 
intelligence  and  discernment;  for  the  power  to  raise  money  to 
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meet  great  and  radden  emergewiM  in  the  eflbire  of  StetaB,  is 
sential  to  their  ezistence, 

Enterteining  these  views  of  tfaie  proper  oonitritotioii  of  the  l^a- 
goage  of  the  proviso  of  the  18th  aectioa  of  th#  4th  artide  of  the 
consdtiitioD,  I  feel  no  besitatioa  in  reeommrading  that  if  tlwt 
coarse  is  deemed  by  th^  Qeneral  AssemUy  most  jadioions,  that 
the  amount  necesswy  to  meet  the  n^gwt  demands  npon  the  re- 
sources of  the  State  be  borrowed  and  at  the  same  time  proviaion 
be  made  for  its  early  imd  prompt  re-payment 

It  is  proper  that  I  should  also  invite  the  attention  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  the  necessity  of  providing  by  law  for  the  re-as- 
sessment of  property  in  Cook  county  for  State  and  county  pnr- 
poeesi  and  it  is  probably  true  that  some  legislation  will  be  neces- 
sary to  enable  the  authorities  of  the  city  of  CbicagOi  and  of  the 
school  and  other  minor  districts  of  the  county,  to  enforce  the  col- 
lection of  taxes. 

I  am  not  prepared  to  express  an  opinion  as  to  what  legislation 
is  necessary,  but  feel  that  my  duty  is  discharged,  though  imper* 
fectly,  by  commending  the  matter  to  your  attention. 

There  is  too  much  reason  to  apprehend  that  the  destruction  of 
the  public  buildings  and  records  that  pertain  to  the  county  of  Oook 
and  the  city  of  Chicago,  have  rcbulted  in  producing  much  mis- 
chief. How  far  such  anticipated  mischief,  losses  and  inconve- 
niences can  be  remedied  by  legislation,  must  remain  a  matter  of 
uncertainty  and  doubt. 

Invoking  your  sympathies  for  that  portion  of  our  people  who 
have  suffered  such  unexampled  losses,  I  can  only  express  my  moat 
earnest  desire  to  cooperate  with  you  in  any  proper  plan  that  may 
be  devised  for  their  relief.

I  have  the  honor  to  invite  yonr  attention  to  the  reported  cir- 
cametances  of  the  nnlawfal  killing  of  General  Thomas  W.  Groave- 
Dor,  a  well  known  citizen  of  Chicago,  that  occurred  abont  the  20th 
October,  1871. 

The  leading  facts  of  this  deplorable  affair  are,  as  I  am  inform- 
ed, that  General  Grosvenor,  on  the  night  of  the  day  before  men- 
tioned,  when  peaceably  passing  along  one  of  the  public  streets  of 
the  city,  in  the  direction  of  his  home,  which  was  near  by,  was  chal- 
lenged  by  an  armed  man,  ordered  to  halt,  and  upon  his  refusal  to 
obey  the  order,  was  fired  upon  and  mortally  wounded.  He  was 
conyeyed  to  his  home,  and,  after  lingering  a  few  hours,  died. 

It  appears  also,  from  reports  made  to  me,  that  there  are  reasons 
for  believing  that  General  Grosvenor  was  mortally  wounded  by  a 
joaog  man  named  Theodore  K.  Treat,  who  is  a  resident  of  the 
State  of  Wisconsin,  but  at  the  time  the  wounds  were  inflicted  upon 
GsDeral  Grosvenor,  was  in  this  State,  a  student  attending  the  Chi- 
cago University. 

But  the  facts  that  give  the  most  extraordinary  and  startling 
character  to  this  unhappy  afEair  are,  that  upon  the  investigation 
instituted  by  the  Coroner  of  Cook  county,  to  ascertain  the  cause 
and  manner  of  the  death  of  General  ^Grosvenor,  it  was  disclosed 
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that  at  the  time  of  the  infliction  of  the*mortal  wounds  upon  the 
person  of  deceased,  Treat  was  a  member  of  a  reputed  military 
organization  known  as  "  Oompanj  L,  First  Eegiment  of  Ohicago 
Volunteers,"  and  that  he  had  been  posted  where  he  was  encoun- 
tered by  General  Grosvenor,  by  some  person  who  claimed  to  bo 
his  proper  military  superior,  with  certain  general  orders  and  in- 
struptions  for  his  guidano9»  au(^  that  the  shooting  of  Grosvenor  wu 
probably  wifhin  the  fair  and  reasonable  scope  oif  his  orders. 

When  the  facts  thus  disclosed  before  the  inquest,  came  to  my 
knowledge,  being  entirely  uninformed  of  the  existence  of  such  a 
military  organization  as  that  of  the  ^'  First  Kegiment  of  Ohicago 
Volunteers)"  I  directed  the  Ai^utant  Geneoal  to  ii^atitate  proper 
inquiries,  and  I  find,  from  his  report,  that  on  or  about  the  11th 
day  of  October,  1871,  Lieutenant-General  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  of 
the  United  States  Army,  in  command  of  the  Military  Division  of 
the  Missonii,  and  whose  official  head  quarters  are  in  Ohicago, 
issfted  from  the  head  quBrtecs  of  tha  Military  Division  before  men- 
tioned, an  order  or  orders  that  either  purported  to  authorize  Frank 
T.  Sherman,  a  private  citizen  of  this  State,  to  raise  troops,  organ- 
ize them  into  a  regiment,  and  after  organization  assume  the  com- 
mand, or  that  (iirected  a  regiment  to  be  otherwise  raisedy  and  con- 
ferred the  command  upon  Mr.  Sherman.  I  have  not  been  able  to 
procure  a  copy  of  the  supposed  order,  and  cannot  furnish  a  more 
precise  or  definite  statement  of  its  contents. 

It  seems  to  be  certain,  however,  that  immediately  after  the  order 
or  orders  already  mentioned  were  issued,  Mr.  Sherman  assumed 
the  military  rank  of  Oolonel  of  the  ^irst  Kegiment  of  Chicago 
Volunteers,  issued  his  own  orders  to  several  officers  of  the  organ- 
ized militia  of  the  State,,  calling  them  and  the  members  of  their 
respective  commands  into  service  for  the  term  of  twenty  days ;  and 
he  also  demanded,  or  accepted  when  tendered,  the  services  of  the 
students  attending  the  Ohicago  University,  who  were  in  posses- 
sion of  arms  furnished  by  this  Stftte,  He  organized  the  troopa 
thus  raised,  with  others  enlisted  specially,  required  them  to  take 
an  oath  of  enlistment,  of  which  you  will  be  furnished  a  copy,  and 
gave  to  the  organization,  that  included  the  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity,  the  designation  of  "Company  L,  First  Eegiment  of  Chicago 
Volunteers;"  and  thus  Theodore  N,  Treat  became  a  member  oi 
said  company  and  regiment,  and  subject,  as  he  supposed,  to  the 
orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  and  of  Frank  T.  Sherman, 
and  others  by  them  appointed  to  command  him. 
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I  IttTe  no  reftMMi  to  doobt  that  the  anhstantial  troth  of  the  ikcts 
thus  stated  for  your  information,  can  be  established  by  the  mo^ 
complete  prooft,  and  it  will  probably  be  made  to  appear,  in  addi- 
tion, that  on  the  11th  day  of  October,  1871,  E.  B.  Hason,  Esq., 
Mayor  of  Ohicago,  by  his  proclamation  of  that  date,  attempted  to 
entrust  to  Lientenant-General  Sheridan  the  duty  of  preserving 
good  order  and  peaoe  in  said  city,  and  that  the  orders  from  the 
head  quarters  of  the  Military  Division  of  the  Missonri,  that  pur- 
port to  aathorize  the  raising  of  the  troops  that  afterwards  com- 
posed the  First  Regiment  of  Ohicago  Yolanteers,  were  issued  by 
Lieiitenant*6eneral  Sheridan,  with  the  full  consent  and  approba- 
tion of  the  Mayor  of  Ohicago. 

It  does  not,  in  my  judgment,  admit  of  question,  that  if  the' 
orders  of  lieutenant- General  Sheridan,  authorising  troops  to  be 
raised,  organized  and  employed  in  the  city  of  Ohicago,  under  the 
command  of  officers  appointed  by  himself,  can  be  supported  upon 
any  grounds  afforded  by  the  Constitution  or  the  laws^  and  that 
Theodore  N.  Treat  was  a  private  soldier  in  such  lawful  military 
organization,  and  that  when  he  inflicted  the  wounds  that  occasion- 
ed the  death  of  Thomas  W.  Orosvenor,  he  was  acting  in  pursuance 
of  the  legal  orders  of  his  proper  military  superior,  be,  as  well  as 

his  superiors,  are  guiltless  of  any  legal  offense. 

If  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  had  the  right  to  raise,  organ- 
ize and  employ  troops  in  Chicago,  while  that  right  continued  in 
him,  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  the 
extent  that  they  conflicted  with  that  right,  were  suspended,  and 
while  so  suspended  had  no  operation  to  provide  punishments  for 
acts  done  under  the  sanction  of  his  paramount  authority. 

Kor  can  it  be  material,  in  this  aspect  of  the  case,  whether  his 
power  to  raise,  organize  and  employ  troops  under  the  circumstan- 
ces is  one  that  pertains  to  his  office  of  Lieutenant-General,  or  that 
it  resulted  from  the  proclamation  of  the  mayor ;  for  if  his  power 
is  established  by  any  mode,  all  the  legal  consequences  before  ad- 
verted to  follow,  and  the  killing  of  a  citizen  by  armed  men,  acting 
nnder  his  authority,  must  be  regarded  as  the  necessary  price  of 
pablic  safety.  But  if  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan 
are  without  con8ti|ntional  or  legal  warrant,  they  are  utterly  void, 
and  afford  no  protection  to  any  person  for  acts  done  in  obedience 
to  them. 
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And  does  tbe  queBtioa  thus  stated  admit  of  besUatieii  or  diBeoB- 
Bion  ? 

No  one  will  pretend  that  tbe  power  to  raise,  orgmizp  and  em- 
ploy troopB,  or  to  call  thd  organized  militia  of  the  States  into  ser* 
vice,  pertains  t^  the  ofiSoe  of  Lientenant-Oeneral  in  tbe  army  trf 
the  United  States.  Nor  will  it  be  easy  to  find  defenders  for  the 
opinion,  if  it  sbonld  be  expreesed,  that  tbe  mayor  of  a  eity  can 
either  exercise  or  impart  such  power  to  another. 

And  1  will  not,  with  yon,  diecues  the  dangerone  and  deceptive 
tbeory  of  necessity  or  emergency,  that  has  been  so  often  insisted 
upon  to  jastify  acts  of  lawless  usurpation.  It  is  answer  enongk 
that  the  Oonstitution  of  the  State  has  not  entmsted  to  tbe  mayors 
of  its  cities,  or  to  military  officers,  the  delicate  duty  of  determining 
when  its  forces  may  be  called  into  service  or  its  laws  be  suspended. 

If  these  conclusions  are  correct,  I  think  you  will  perceive  that 
it  is  now  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  the  Attorney-General,  and 
of  all  other  officers  of  the  State,  to  exert  themselves  to  see  that 
the  laws  are  enforced  against  all  the  parties  concerned  in  these  il- 
legal and  dangerous  acts. 

It  is  not  necessary,  in  determining  upon  the  line  of  duty  to  be 
adopted,  to  inquire  whether  the  mayor  of  ChicagO|^  Lieutenant- 
General  Sheridan,  Frank  T.  Sherman  and  his  associates  and  sup- 
posed subordinates,  who  were  the  agents  by  which  the  death  of 
Thomas  W.  Grosvenor  was  produced,  in  assuming  powers  they 
did  not  possess,  and  that  while  free  government  endures  cannot 
be  conferred  upon  them,  were  influenced  by  proper  or  improper 
motiveis  or  purposes. 

They  assumed  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State,  and  substitute  in  their  stead  the  law  of  military 
force,  to  be  defined  and  applied  by  themselves.  They,  by  their 
lawless  acts,  attacked  and  insulted  the  dignity  and  authority  of 
the  State,  and  have,  by  their  dangerous  example,  weakened  pub- 
lic confidence  in  the  Constitution  and  the  laws,  and  in  their  at- 
tempt to  enforce  usurped  and  lawless  authority  they  have  sacri- 
ficed the  life  of  a  peaceable  citizen. 

Animated  by  the  convictions  I  have  thus  expressed,  and  confi- 
dent in  the  beliei  that  the  State  of  Illinois,  acting  through  tbe 
proper  departments  of  its  government,  is  capable  of  protecting  ita 
own  people,  and  of  enforcing  the  dignity  and  authority  of  its  own 
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liW8, 1  have  to  reqaest  that  you,  in  conjuDction  with  the  State's 
Attonej  of  the  Seventh  Jadicial  Circuit,  will  brin^  all  the  facta 
before  the  Grand  Jury  of  Cook  county,  in  order  that  all  persons 
concerned  in  the  unlawful  killing  of  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor  may 
be  bronght  to  a  speedy  trial.

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MESSAGE  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR, 


EXBOUTIYB  DSPABTHEKT, 

Springfield,  III.,  Bovember  15, 1871. 

OeniUmen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rejpreeentatives: 

It  affords  groands  for  sincere  coDgratuIation  that  the  Twentj- 
seveoth  General  Assemblj,  on  meeting  the  fourth  time  for  the 
transaction  of  legislative  business,  finds  the  conutry  quiet,  and  that 
no  question  will  be  likely  to  distract  the  attention  of  the  represen* 
tatives  of  the  people  from  the  great  duty  of  revising  and  improving 
the  laws. 

Ordinarily  I  would  not  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  transmit  to  that 
department  a  formal  message,  upon  the  mere  resumption  of  busi- 
ness, after  an  adjournment  by  its  own  action  for  its  own  conveni- 
ence; but  there  are  certain  special  matters  that  it  is  my  duty  to 
present  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  others  that  have  arisen 
since  tbe  special  session  of  the  13th  of  October,  1871. 

I  have  to  lay  before  the  General  Assembly  the  report  of  the 
Trustees  appointed  to  complete  the  Southern  Illinois  DTormal  Uni- 
versity building,  at  Carbondale,  and  the  Insane  Hospital  strnc- 
tare,  at  Anna.  These  reports  have  been  examined  carefully  by 
the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  and  also  the  estimates  of  the  Trus- 
tees carefully  revised  by  that  intelligent  and  indefatigable  Board. 

It  is  my  duty  to  inform  the  General  Assembly  that  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  Trustees  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  the 
bonds  of  the  city  of  Oarbondale,  surrendered  by  the  administra- 
tors of  James  M.  Campbdl,  deceased,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  April  15,  1871.  Thtjse  bonds  are  deposited  with  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  are  the  legal  property  of  the  State.  I  have  to  sug- 
gest that  some  legislation  ^ill  be  necessary  to  authorize  their  can- 
cellation, or  surrender  to  the  city  authorities.  I  have  not  supposed 
it  to  be  probable  that  the  General  Assembly  would  require  the 
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city  of  Oarbondale  to  pay  the  whole  or  any  part  of  these  bonds. 
They  were  giren  in  accordance  with  the  mischievous  policy  of 
offering  the  location  of  the  State  Inetitntions  to  the  highest  bidder, 
whereby  cities  and  towns,  excited  by  rivalries  and  pleased  with 
anticipated  and  fanciful  advantages,  are  tempted  to  burden  them- 
selves enormously,  to  discharge  duties  that  properly  devolve  upon 
the  whole  State.  Oarbondale  is  a  small  city  of,  perhaps,  twentj- 
five  huttdred  inhabitants,  and  is  indebted  largely  otherwise,  on  ac* 
count  of  the  effort  to  secure  the  location  of  the  University,  and 
cannot,  without  great  embarrassment,  pay  the  whole  or  any  part 
of  the  amount  of  these  bonds.  It  is  due  to  the  people  of  the  city 
to  say  that  the  majority  of  them  are  earnestly  exerting  themselves 
to  meet  their  engagements,  but  at  the  same  time  eagerly  desire 
relief. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities  is  also  submitted 
herewith,  and  I  feel  no  hesitation  in  commending  it  to  the  General 
Assembly. 

I  submit  to  the  General  Assembly  certain  papers  forwarded  to 
me  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  in  relation  to  the  ces- 
sion of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  over  certain  cemeteries  that 
contain  the  remains  of  soldiers  of  the  late  war.  These  patriotic 
men  were,  at  the  time  of  their  death,  engaged  in  the  service  of 
the  Republic,  and  it  is  eminently  proper  that  their  honored  remains 
should  be  committed  to  the  nation's  care.  A  brief  act  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  transfer  the  care  of  the  soil  in  which  they  repose  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  government  of  the  United  States. 

I  also  submit  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, reiquesting  the  passage  of  a  law  by  which  the  United  States, 
by  proceedings  in  the  State  courts,  can  condemn  and  appropriate 
lands  required  for  public  buildings.  Such  a  law  would,  in  my 
judgment,  be  free  from  objections,  and  the  necessity  for  new  and 
ample  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  in  Chicago,  sug- 
gests the  passage  of  such  a  law  without  delay. 

Immediately  after  the  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  rail- 
road and  warehouse  commissioners  took  effect,  I  selected  and  ap- 
pointed Hon.  Gustavus  Koerner,  of  St.  Clair  county,  Richard  P. 
Morgan,  Jr.,  Esq.,  of  McLean  county,  and  David  S.  Hammond, 
Esq.,  of  Cook  county.  In  my  selection  of  these  gentlemen  I  was 
influenced  by  a  desire  to  combine  in  the  board  the  requisite  expe- 
rience drawn  from  different  pursuits  and  from  different  parts  of 
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the  State.  As  soon  as  notified  of  their  respective  appointment?, 
thej  assembled  and  organized  as  required  hj  law,  and  will,  no 
doubt,  by  the  first  of  December  next — the  time  fixed  in  the  law — 
snbaiit  a  report  that  will  afibrd  mach  valaable  iriformation  npon 
the  interesting  subjects  confided  to  their  care.  It  is  my  duty  to 
inform  the  General  Assembly  that  the  board  are  hardly  provided 
with  snfScient  means  to  enforce  this  law.  The  State's  Attorneys, 
who  are  the  principal  legal  agents  upon  whom  the  board  must 
rely,  will  cease  to  exist  alter  the  terms  of  those  now  in  office  ex- 
pire, and  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  will  be  confided  to  county 
attorneys.  The  law,  in  this  respect  and  also  in  others,  will  no 
doubt  require  amendments  to  make  it  realize  public  expectations. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  General  Assembly,  and 
through  that  department  to  the  people  of  the  State,  a  series  of 
papers  that  present  the  leading  facts  of  transactions  that  are  with- 
OQt  an  example  iu  the  history  of  this  or  any  other  of  the  States. 

On  the  11th  day  of  October,  1871,  Lieutenant  General  Philip 
H.  Sheridan,  of  the  United  States  Army,  whose  Head  Quarters,  as 
Commander  of  the  Military  Division  of  the  Missouri,  were  in  Chi- 
cago, under  authority  that  he  claims  was  conferred  upon  him  by 
the  proclamation  of  the  mayor  of  that  city,  ordered  several  compa- 
nies of  the  regular  army  of  the  Duited  States  into  Chicago,  and, 
as  Lieutenant-General,  issued  to  Frank  T.  Sherman,  a  private 
eitizen  of  this  State,  the  following  order :

each  company  to  consist  of  one  (1)  Captain,  one  (1)  First  and  one  (I)  Second  Lieuten- 
ant, and  sixty  (60)  enlisted  men,  to  serve  as  guards  for  the  protection  of  the  remaining 
portion  of  the  city  of  Chicago  for  the  period  of  twenty  (20)  days.

The  regiment  was  partly  composed  of  companies  of  the  State 
militia  ordered  by  Lientenant-General  Sheridan  or  some  of  his 
subordinates  to  report  to  him  or  them,  and  of  recruits  enlisted 
under  their  authority.  An  extract  from  the  order  of  Lieutenant- 
General  Sheridan,  mustering  these  troops  out  of  service,  will  show 
its  organization :

The  First  Regiment  Chicago  Volunteers,  raised  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor, 
and  in  pursuance  of  orders  dated  October  11,  1871,  from  these  Headquarters,  is  hereby 
honorably  mustered  out  of  service  and  discharged.

The  form  of  the  oath  that  has  been  famished  to  me  as  that 
taken  by  some  of  the  volnnteers,  is  as  follows : 

**We,  the  undersigned,  do  severally  swear  that  we  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance 
to  the  United  States  of  America,  and  that  we  will  honestly  and  &ithfully  obey  the  orders 
of  the  officers  appointed  over  us ;  and  that  we  will  use  our  best  efforts  for  the  protection 
of  property,  and  the  preservation  of  order  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  for  the  period  of  twen^ 
days." 

Supported  by  this  force,  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  proceeded 
to  efitablish  military  rule  throughout  the  city.  His  guards  were 
established  and  his  sentinels  posted  on  the  public  streets,  with 
orders  from  him  or  from  some  of  his  subordinates  to  arrest  citizens 
who  might,  in  the  judgment  of  such  guards  and  sentinels,  be  sus- 
picious persons,  and  to  fire  upon  and  wound  any  person  who 
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should  reitiee  to  obey  their  commands;  and  one  citizen  of  the  city 
who  was  qnietly  passing  along  one  o^  the  streets,  was  ordered  by 
a  sentinel  to  halt,  and  npon  his  refnsal  to  obey,  was  shot  and  mor- 
tally wonnded. 

It  was  not  thonght  by  Mayor  Mason  or  LientenantOeneral 
Sheridan  to  be  necessary  or  proper  to  consnit  with  or  eren  inform 
me  of  their  purpose  to  transfer  the  daty  of  protecting  the  lives 
and  property  of  the  people  of  Obicago,  or  the  substantial  govem- 
msnt  of  the  city,  to  the  military  forces  of  the  United  States, 
although  I  was  in  telegraphic  communication  with  the  Mayor,  as 
will  appear  by  several  dispatches  that  will  be  ktereafter  mentioned, 
nor  did  either  of  them,  when  we  met,  on  the  ISth  day  of  Octo- 
ber, and  discussed  the  affairs  of  the  city  at  some  length,  inform 
me  that  they  had  determined  that  the  government  of  the  State 
was  no  longer  equal  to  its  duties,  or  that  the  Mayor  had  deter- 
mined, as  he  has  elsewhere  said,  to  avail  himself  of  the  strong 
arm  of  the  military  power  of  the  United  States.  Whether  they 
fiuppoeed  that  to  be  a  matter  in  which  neither  I  nor  the  Legisla- 
ture of  the  State,  which  was  convened  to  meet  on  the  next  day 
to  legislate  for  Chicago,  had  the  least  concern,  or  that  the  assent 
of  the  Legislature  and  the  Governor  might  be  safely  presumed,  I 
am  not  prepared  to  say,  but  they  left  me  to  make  the  discovery 
as  others  did,  so  that  I  received  no  information  of  the  existence  of 
the  proclamation  of  the  Mayor,  or  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheri- 
dan's construction  of  his  powers  under  it,  until  the  1 7th  of  Octo- 
ber, and  only  heard  of  the  regiment  raised  under  the  orders  of 
Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  at  a  later  day,  and  from  an  applica- 
tion, by  a  person  who  claimed  to  command  one  of  its  companies, 
to  be  supplied  with  arms. 

It  may  easily  be  imagined  that  the  information  of  these  extra- 
ordinary acts  of  the  Mayor  and  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan, 
filled  me  with  surprise,  for  I  was  conscious  that  I  had  put  forth 
every  effort  and  employed  all  my  official  powers  to  aid  the  people 
of  Chicago,  and  to  preserve  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  the  city. 
On  Monday,  the  9th  day  of  October,  at  noon,  when  I  understood 
the  fire  to  be  still  raging,  (and  anticipating  the  probable  necessity 
of  official  action,  that  could  best  be  done  at  the  capital,)  I  had 
despatched  Gen.  E.  B.  Harlan,  my  Secretary,  (in  whose  energy 
and  prudence  I  have  the  highest  confidence)  to  Chicago,  with 
instructions  to  report  to  the  Mayor,  and  inform  him  that  all  the 
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resources  of  the  State,  that  were  subject  to  my  legal  control,  were 
at  his  service  for  the  aid  and  protection  of  the  people. 

Gen.  Harlan  has  informed  me  that  he  reached  Chicago  on  the 
eveniDg  of  the  same  day,  at  about  ten  o'clock,  and  without  delay 
visited  the  office  of  the  Mayor,  who  was  reported  to  him  to  have 
retired  to  his  home ;  that  early  on  Tuesday,  the  10th,  he  delivered 
his  message,  and,  acting  in  the  spirit  of  his  instructions,  at  once 
drew  upon  me  for  $8,000,  to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  suf- 
ferers, and  that  he  remained  in  the  city  during  the  day  to  watch 
the  course  of  erents,  and  apprise  me  of  any  occurrence  that  might 
require  my  official  or  personal  action. 

I  had,  myself,  immediately  after  the  departure  of  Oen.  Harlan, 
fcr  Chicago,  forwarded  the  following  dispatch  to  the  Mayor:

Shall  I  send  food  for  your  people?    Answer.    Tell  me  what  I  can  do.

I  then,  at  once,  caused  2,000  hand-bills  to  be  circulated  through- 
out  this  city,  calling  for  contributions  for  Chicago;  and  from  pur- 
chases made  by  me,  and  the  contributions  of  the  people,  I  was 
enabled,  at  eight  o'clock,  to  telegraph  the  Mayor :

On  the  morning  of  the  10th  of  October,  finding  that  telegraphic 
commnnication  with  Chicago  was  suspended,  and  having  no  re* 
port  from  the  Secretary,  I  drew  the  sum  of  %%fiW  from  the  Treas- 
ury of  the  State,  and  forwarded  itto  Maypr  Mason,  by  Rev.  Fred 
H.  "Wines,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities. 

At  twenty  minutes  past  one  o'clock,  of  the  same  day,  I  received 
the  following  dispatch  from  Gen.  A.  Stager : 

Ghioago,  Odober  10, 1871. 
To  GoTXRNOK  Palmer: 

The  fire  spent  its  fury  in  all  directions  yesterday  afternoon,  after  completely  destroy- 
ing all  the  business  part  of  the  city  on  the  south  side,  north  of  Harrison  street  Eveiy- 
thing  gone  on  the  north  side  from  the  river  and  lake  to  Lincoln  Park.    Oas  and 
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Water  Works  stopped.  Great  consternation  and  anxiety  exists  on  account  of  the 
presence  of  roughs  and  thieyes,  who  are  plundering  in  all  directions.  Two  incendiaries 
shot  last  night  while  in  the  act  of  firing  buildings  in  south  part  of  city.  Strong  south- 
erly wind  has  prevailed  since  Saturday  night — at  times  blowing  a  gale.  A  little  rain 
611  last  night  The  Major  is  now  organizing  a  patroL  The  poor  and  houseless  are 
toffering..  A.  STAGER. 

And,  understanding  that  he  was  oflScially  connected  with  the 
telegraph  lines,  and  would  certainly  receive  my  dispatch,  I  immedi- 
ately answered  him :

On  the   receipt  of  the  last  dispatch  from  Qeneral  Stager,  I 

directed  the  Adjntant-General  (Col.  H.  Dilger)  to  issue  the  tele- 
graphic orders  to  officers  of  organized  militia  that  are  appended  to 
his  report,  marked  1,  2,  8,  4.  I  at  once  prepared  and  issued  the 
call  for  a  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  on  the 
13th  of  October,  and  telegraphed  the  call  to. the  members  of  both 
Honses,  and  also  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Mayor  of  Chicago,  in 
the  following  words :

The  Adjntant-General  left  Springfield  at  9  o'clock  P.  M.,  and 
reached  Ohicago,  as  he  reports,  at  4  o'clock  on  the  morning  of 
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Wednesday,  the  11th  of  October,  with  about  200  well  armed 
men  and  250  muskets,  and  had  one  thousand  additional  mus- 
kets, with  ammunition  boxed,  to  be  sent  after  him  immediately ; 
and  as  early  as  6  o'clock  he  called  upon  the  Mayor,  and,  at  hit 
request,  within  a  few  minutes  afterwards,  reported  to  Lieut  GeiL 
Sheridan  ;  and  as  other  troops  had,  in  the  meantime,  arrired,  at 
8  o'clock  he  had  three  hundred  and  fifteen  men  on  duty,  and  bj 
4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  he  had  five  hundred  and  sixteen  men^ 
well  organized,  under  Ihe  command  of  skillful  and  prudent  o& 
cers,  and  one  battery  of  four  guns,  ready  to  enforce  the  laws,  oi 
to  suppress  disorder  ;  and  he  could,  within  a  few  hours,  have 
easily  increased  his  force  to  two  thousand,  if  necessary. 

I  commend  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  to  the  attention 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  take  occasion  to  express  my  thankc 
to  the  ofiicers  and  men  who  so  promptly  reported  at  Chicago. 

Daring  the  10th  I  also  continued  to  exert  myself  to  procnrQ 
supplies  for  the  destitute,  and  was  enabled  to  address  to  the 
Mayor  the  following  additional  dispatch :

Before  receiving  Lieut.  Gen.  Sheridan's  answer  I  had  del 
mined  to  go  in  person  to  Chicago,  and  accordingly  took  the 
train,  and  reached  there  at  about  11  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of 
12th,  and  called  upon  the  Major. 

At  my  interview  with  him  he  assured  me  that  the  city  was  quii 
and  being  anxious  about  the  position  as  well  as  the  comfort  of 
troops  then  in  the  city,  under  my  orders,  I  waited  upon  Lieutei 
General  Sheridan,  and  in  his  presence  received  the  reports  of 
Adjutant  General,  and  of  Major  Boardsley,  of  Rock  Island, 
whose  judgment  I  had  great  confidence,  and  he  concurred 
their  statement  that  quiet  and  order  prevailed  thronghout  the  di 
and  I  left  him  with  the  expectation  that  the  militia  would  at  oi 
return  to  their  homes,  and  that  the  regular  troops  then  in  the  ci( 
would  be  withdrawn  when  convenient.

Under  these  impressions  I  left;  Chicago  at  9  o'clock  P.  M.  of  U|

It  is  not  to  be  denied,  that  if  I  had  been  jealons  of  my  aathi 
ity,  or  eager  to  find  an  occasion  for  controversy,  there  was  eooi 
in  the  dispatches  of  Col.  Dilger  and  Lieut.

Sir:  The  General  Assembly  has  now,  by  ample  appropriations,  provided  for  the  ss| 
port  of  a  police  force  in  Chicago  that  will  be  adequate  to  the  protection  of  persons  sni 
property  in  the  city,  and  I  trust  no  time  will  be  lost  in  making  all  needful  preparation 
for  relieving  the  military  force  now  on  duty  under  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-Genen 
Sheridan. 

It  excited  the  greatest  surprise  and  has  occasioned  me  the  profoundest  mortificatioi 
that  you  failed  to  inform  me,  as  you  could  easily  have  done  by  telegraph,  or  through  n; 
confidential  secretary,  who  reached  Chicago  on  the  9th  of  October,  of  the  necessi^,  ii 
your  judgment,  for  the  employment  of  military  force  for  the  protection  of  the  citf:  aa( 
it  has  pained  me  quite  as  deeply  that  you  should  have  thought  it  proper,  without  oos 
sultation  with  me  by  telegraph  or  otherwise,  to  have  practically  abdicated  your  faat 
tions  as  Mayor.  Happily,  there  is  no  necessity,  either  real  or  imaginary,  for  the  loDgs 
continuance  of  this  anomalous  state  of  things. 

The  United  States  troops  are  uow  in  Chicago  in  violation  of  law.  Every  act  of  th 
officers  and  soldiers  of  the  United  States  Army  that  operates  to  restrain  or  control  th 
people,  is  illegal,  and  their  presence  in  the  city— except  for  the  purposes  of  the  Unita 
States — ought  to  be  no  longer  continued. 

It  is  due  to  you  that  I  should  confess  that  under  the  trying  circumstances  that  ssr 
rounded  you  on  the  occasion  of  the  late  disaster,  it  was  natural  that  yoa  should  ioclitt 
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to  accept  aid  from  mny  quarter,  to  enable  you  to  afford  protection  to  persons  and  property 
m  jour  city;  but  I  regret  that  it  did  not  occur  to  you  that  your  own  powers,  under  the 
kin,  were  adequate  to  meet  the  emergencies,  and  that  you  were  entitled,  upon  notice  to 
I  Be,  to  the  support  of  the  whole  power  of  the  State. 

\  fh>m  informalioii,  that  I  hare  not  been  afforded  an  opportunity  to  acquire  officially, 
^I  bave  kamed  that  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  has  rendered  valuable  services,  for 
which  he  deserves  the  thanks  of  the  people  of  Illinois ;  but  it  would  have  been  more 
ntisiactory  to  them  if  he,  as  a  citizen,  had  given  to  you  the  assistance  of  his  eminent 
ibilities  to  organize  the  people  to  act,  in  conjunction  with  the  civil  officers,  for  their 
am  protection.  That  course  would  have  been  far  preferable  to  that  of  concentrating  a 
putof  Uie  army  of  the  United  States  in  Chicago,  and  the  assumption  by  him  of  the 
iiBbetantial  military  control  of  the  city. 

k    I  hope  you  will  at  once  inform  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  of  your  readiness  to  re- 
mne  the  complete  government  of  the  city. '

Your  letter,  of  date  18th  inst,  has  been  received.  Had  your  excellency,  when  in 
Chicago  on  the  11th  and  12th  of  this  month,  informed  me  or  Lieutenant-General  Sheri- 
dtn  of  your  disapprobation  of  the  course  that  I  had  thought  proper  to  pursue,  in  having, 
on  the  10th  inst.,  solicited  his  aid  in  preserving  the  peace  and  order  of  the  city,  and  pro- 
tecting the  lives  and  property  of  its  inhabitants,  satisfactory  reasons  could  have  been 
giren  your  excellency  for  so  doing,  many  of  which  it  would,  even  now,  be  unwise  to 
make  public. 

In  the  performance  of  my  official  duties,  I  believed  that  the  emergency  required  me 
to  take  the  step  that  I  did.  I  do  not  believe,  when  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people— 
the  peace  and  good  order  of  a  large  city — are  in  danger,  that  it  is  the  time  to  stop  and 
MiEkier  any  questions  of  policy;  but  that  if  the  United  States,  by  the  strong  arm  of  its 
Bulitary,  can  give  the  instantly  required  protection  to  life,  property  and  order,  it  is  the 
^  of  those  in  power  to  avail  themselves  of  such  assistance. 

Before  the  receipt  of  your  communication  I  had  already,  upon  consultation  with  other 

eitj  officers,  decided  to  dispense  with  military  aid  in  a  day  or  two;   and  I  am  happy  to 

inform  jour  excellency  that  on  Monday,  the  2Sd  inst.,  your  excellency  will  be  relieved 

of  all  anxiety  on  account  of  the  assistance  of  the  military  in  protecting  the  lives  and 

propeitj  of  this  people.

Un  the  22d  day  of  October  I  first  learned  of  the  death  of  Gen- 
eral Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  from  woonds  inflicted  by  one  of  the 
volunteers  enlisted  nnder  the  orders  of  Lientenant-General  Sheri- 
dan, and  on  Monday,  the  28d  of  October,  in  company  with  the 
Adjatant  General,  I  visited  Chicago  to  investigate  the  facts. 
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0 1  the  28th  day  of  October,  from  a  conviction  that  it  was  my 
doty  to  see  that  the  laws  are  enforced,  I  addressed  the  official 
letter  to  the  Attorney  General,  herewith  submitted,  and  on  the 
80th  the  following  letter  to  Charles  H.  Reed,  Esq.,  Staters  Attor- 
ney of  the  Seventh  Jadicial  Circuit,  on  the  same  subject :

SPBiNonBLD,  October  80,  1871. 
Chablks  H.  Rked  : 

DxAB  Sib: — ^I  forward  you  herewith  a  copy  of  an  official  letter  addressed  by  me  to 
Hon.  W.  Bushnell,  Attorney  Greneral,  in  relation  to  the  circumstances  of  the  death  of 
General  Thomas  W.  GrosTenor. 

The  matter  has  occasioned  me  a  great  amount  of  anxiety,  and  after  the  most  mature 
reflection,  I  am  forced  to  the  oonviction  that  the  indictment  against  Treat,  the  person 
who  inflicted  the  wounds  upon  hlhi,  should  also  include  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  Frank  T. 
Sherman  and  the  persons  who  claimed  to  be  officers  of  the  reputed  *'  Company  L,  First 
Regiment  of  Chicago  Volunteers.'* 

Some  of  the  reasons  that  have  forced  me  to  this  conclusion  are  contained  in  my 
letter  to  the  Attorney  General,  and  others  will  occur  to  you,  familiar  as  you  are  with  the 
criminal  laws  and  the  course  of  criminal  justice. 

It  would  be  simply  dishonorable  to  you,  and  to  the  State,  to  prosecute  young  Treat 
alone,  to  conviction,  when  you,  and  every  one  besides  that  are  supposed  to  know  what 
the  law  is,  are  bound  to  confess  that,  if  he  is  guilty  of  a  legal  offense,  so  are  those  who 
placed  him  in  a  position  to  do  mischief;  and  neither  you  nor  the  State  authorities  can 
find  a  legal  excuse  for  discharging  Treat  without  trial.  No  course  is  open  to  us  but  to 
ooldly  and  squarely  stand  up  to  the  line  of  duty. 

I  have  written  this  to  you  because  I  can  well  understand  that  you  may  feel  a  degree 
of  hesitation  in  advising  the  grand  jury  to  find  an  indictment  against  such  persons  as 
R.  B.  Mason,  P.  H.  Sheridan,  Frank  T.  Sherman ;  and  as  this  case  concerns  the  State, 
in  its  political  capacity  as  much  as  in  other  respects,  I  think  it  proper  that  the  Gover- 
nor should  take  the  responsibility  of  what  is  done.  And  while  I  have  the  utmost  con- 
fidence in  you,  I  do  advise  the  indictment  and  trial  of  all  concerned.

I  have  thus  presented,  with  a  degree  of  minuteness  that  may  be 
thoQght  unnecessary  and  tedious,  an  acconnt  of  the  efforts  made 
by  the  State  authorities  to  discharge  their  whole  duty,  and  protect 
every  interest  of  the  citizens  of  the  State ;  and  then,  to  make  the 
history  complete,  I  will  add  what  is  well  known :  that  on  the  19th 
day  of  October,  1871,  both  houses  of  the  G-ene:  al  Assembly  passed 
a  bill  appropriating  two  million  nine  hundred  and  fifty-five  tboa- 
sand  three  hundred  and  forty  dollars,  with  interest  thereon  until 
paid,  from  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  for  the  relief  of  Chicago 
and  for  the  snpport  of  its  police  and  fire  departments— which  bill 
was  at  once  approved  by  the  Governor. 

it  will  be  easily  perceived  that  this  statement  does  not  present 
a  complete  history  of  the  acts  of  the  Mayor  and  Lieut.  Gen.  Sher- 
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idan,  and  the  persons  who  acted  under  the  command  of  latter.  I 
have  been  informed  that  he  issued  other  orders  in  respect  to  the  or- 
ganization and  government  of  the  regiment,  and  that  either  he  or  his 
sabordinates  assnmed  the  right  to  command  the  organized  militia 
of  the  State,  and  that  he  also  gave  directions  to  the  city  police  as 
to  their  duties.  Enough,  however,  can  be  discovered  in  the  facts 
developed,  to  justify  the  statement  that  the  conduct  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  military  forces — as  well  the  regular  troops  as  the  volun- 
teers raised  by  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan — was  in  all  respects 
violative  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of 
this  State,  and  at  the  same  time,  by  their  direct  eifect  and  exam- 
ple, subversive  of  the  principles  of  free  government. 

It  seems  to  me  to  be  so  clear  that  the  conduct  complained  of  is 
contrary  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  that  it  is  impossible,  by 
any  process  of  reasoning,  to  make  it  more  so.  The  Mayor,  the 
mere  executive  officer  of  a  city  created  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  without  control  over  the  police,  and  with  only  the 
general  powers  of  a  conservator  of  the  pea'^e,  abdicated  some 
of  the  most  important  functions  and  duties  of  his  office, 
and,  in  connection  with  this  refusal  to  discharge  his  own  duties, 
attempted  to  place  the  laws  of  the  State  under  the  feet  of  a  citi- 
zen, who,  forgetful  of  his  own  duty  to  respect-,  obey  and  enforce 
the  laws,  in  the  capacity  of  an  officer  of  the  United  States  army, 
availing  himself  of  the  color  of  authority  conferred  upon  him 
hy  the  Mayor,  subjected  his  fellow-citizens  to  military  rule.  No 
officer  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  has  the 
constitutional  or  legal  authority  to  exercise  such  transcendent 
powers;  for  Lieutenant  General  Sheridan  employed  the  troops  of 
the  (Jnited  States  in  a  manner  not  authorized  by  Federal  laws. 
He  raised  troops  without  the  consent  of  Oongress,  and  imposed 
upon  them  an  unlawful  oath.  He  disregarded  the  provision  of 
the  constitution  of  the  State  which  provides  that  ^*  the  military 
shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power,"  and  by  posting 
his  guards  and  sentinels  upon  the  streets  of  a  populous  city,  with 
instructions  to  arrest  persons  passing  upon  them,  and  to  fire  upon 
them  in  case  of  a  refusal  ta  obey  their  authority,  the  life  of  a  citi- 
zen, whe  was  under  the  protection  of  the  laws,  was  destroyed. 

And  the  ground  upon  which  this  dangerous  assumption  of  au- 
thority is  defended  is  that  of  emergency  or  necessity.    I  do  not 

admit  that  any  necessity  or  emergency  that  could  possibly  arise 
Vol.  11—48 
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would  jastify  or  ezcase  the  acts  of  the  Major  and  Lieatenant- 
General  Sheridan ;  but  as  this  defense  for  their  conduct  has  been 
vehemently  urged,  and  has,  no  doubt,  made  some  impression  upon 
the  public  mind,  it  may  be  proper  to  consider  it  in  the  light  of  the 
facts. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  arrival  of  the  State  troops,  on  the 
morning  of  the  11th  day  of  October,  according  to  all  the  evidence 
presented  by  the  papers  submitted,  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan 
had  not  officially  interfered  in  the  slightest  degree  with  the 
affairs  of  the  city,  nor  was  there  a  single  soldier  of  the  army  of 
the  United  States  in  Chicago.  If  there  were  any  doubts  upon 
that  point  they  are  put  at  rest  by  his  own  statements,  in  what  is 
published  as  his  official  report.  He  there  says :  ^'  The  disorgan- 
ized condition  of  affairs  in  this  city,  produced  by  and  immediately 
following  the  late  fire,  induced  the  city  authorities  to  ask  for  the 
assistance  of  the  military  forces,  as  shown  by  the  Mayor's  procla- 
mation of  October  11, 1871.  ******  To  protect  the 
public  interests  entrusted  to  me  hy  the  Mayor*8  prodamatian^  I 
called  to  this  city  Companies  A  and  £,"  etc.  He  obviously  in- 
tends to  inform  the  Adjutant-General  that  he  ordered  the  troops 
into  Chicago  after  the  issuance,  and  in  consequence  of  the  Mayor's 
proclamation.  If  he  had  in  fact  ordered  regular  troops  into  Chi- 
cago prior  to  that  time,  I  leave  him  to  reconcile  that  fact  with  his 
report  to  his  official  superior.  The  fire  broke  out  on  the  night  of 
the  8th  of  October,  and  ceased  during  the  afternoon  of  the  9th,  and 
during  the  day  and  night  of  the  9th  and  the  day  and  night  of  the 
10th  of  October,  the  civil  officers  and  police  force — aided  by  a 
single  battalion  of  State  militia  under  Major  Alstrnp,  who  had 
tendered  its  services  to  the  Chief  of  Police  on  the  9th — and  the 
people  of  the  city,  large  numbers  of  whom  had  been  sworn 
in  as  special  police,  had  without  difficulty  preserved  order.  At 
four  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  11th  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral of  Illinois  arrived,  with  two  hundred  men,  to  increase  the 
force,  and  at  8  o'clock  A.  M.  of  the  same  day,  before  the  Mayor's 
proclamation  was  issued,  there  were  on  duty  in  Chicago :  the  reg- 
ular police  force,  numbering  upwards  of  four  hundred  men ;  Ma- 
jor Alstrup's  battalion,  200  men  [see  his  report],  the  militia  of 
the  State,  315  men  [see  Adjutant  General's  report],  others  rapidly 
approaching,  and  several  companies  of  organized  militia  within 
easy  reach  [see  Adjutant  General's  report],  and  the  whole  male 
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popriation  of  Chicago  and  Cook  county  Bubjeot  to  the  call  of  the 
local  authorities,  and  that  of  the  Scatd  under  the  orders  of  the 
Governor. 

The  officers  In  command  of  the  troops  sent  by  me  to  Chicago 
were  among  the  most  distinguished  of  the  late  volunteer  service. 
Id  proof  of  this,  no  soldier  of  the  late  war  need  be  more  than 
reminded  of  Col.  Hubert  Dilger,  of  the  Artillery  of  the  Army  of 
the  Cumberland ;  Major  James  M.  Beardsley,  of  the  13th  Illinois 
YoluDteers ;  Major  £.  S.  Johnson,  of  the  7th  Illinois  Yolunteers  ; 
Captain  Joseph  W.  S.  Stambaugh,  of  the  U.  S.  Engineer  Corps ; 
Captain  T.  Culver,  whose  honorable  crutches  attest  his  bravery ; 
Captain  E.  Snyder,  a  trained  soldier  from  the  European  armies, 
who  ei^rned  his  American  citizenship  by  valuable  services  in  the 
South  and  West,  and  now  fills  the  honqrable  position  of  Professor 
of  Languages  and  Military  Tactics,  in  the  Illinois  Industrial  Uni- 
versity; Captain  H.  Kuhlmann,  of  equally  tried  services;  or 
Captain  Donegan  and  his  colored  men,  each  of  whom  participated 
in  the  horrors  of  the  mine  before  Petersburg,  and  bears  an  hon- 
orable discharge  fro^i  the  army.  Nearly  all  the  enlisted  men — 
it  may  be  added — were  honorable  soldiers  of  the  late  war. 

Then  what  was  the  emergency  that  occurred  on  the  11th  to  jus- 
tify the  acts  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Lieutenant-General  ?  I  have 
DO  information  upon  that  point,  except  what  I  gather  from  Lieu- 
tenant-General Sheridan's  official  report.  He  says,  in  describing 
die  employment  of  his  forces :  ^'These  troops,  both  regulars  and 
volunteers,  were  actively  engaged,  during  their  service  here,  in 
protecting  the  treasure  in  the  burnt  district,  guarding  the  unbumt 
district  from  disorders  and  danger  by  further  fireSy  and  in  protect- 
ing the  store-houseSy  depots^  and  sub-depots  of  supplies,  established 
for  the  relief  of  sufferers  from  the  fire.  These  duties  were  ter« 
minated  on  the  23d  iost.,  *  »  *  *  and  on  the  24th 
inst  the  regulars  started  to  their  respective  stations,  and  the  vol- 
unteers were  discharged.'^  He  does  not,  it  is  true,  in  this  report, 
made  on  the  25th  day  of  October,  after  enumerating  these  mere 
police  duties,  allude  to  the  services  of  Company  L,  of  the  regi- 
ment of  volunteers,  that,  as  late  as  the  night  of  the  30th  of  Octo- 
ber, at  a  distance  of  three  miles  from  the  burnt  district,  while 
enforcing  military  rule  by  guards  and  sentinels,  with  orders  to 
arrest  suspected  persons  and  shoot  such  as  refused  to  6bey  their 
orders,  killed  Thomas  W.  Grosvener,  but  the  omission  must  be 
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accounted  for  by  snppoBing  that  he  regarded  these  operatims  as 
merely  incidental  to  the  emergent  duty  of  protecting  the  treasures 
in  the  burnt  district,  guarding  the  unburnt  district  from  disorders 
and  dangers  by  further  fires,  and  protecting  the  store  houses  of 
supplies. 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  discussing  the  conduct  of  the  Mayor  and 
Lieutenant-General  Sheridan,  I  have  preferred  to  follow  the  ac- 
counts given  by  themselves,  rather  than  those  which  have  been 
invented  and  exaggerated  to  create  a  public  sentiment  unfavorable 
to  a  fair  judicial  investigation.  I  presume  no  instance  can  be 
found  in  the  history  of  free  States  where  public  officers,  for  rea- 
sons so  flimsy,  have  undertaken  to  suspend  the  laws. 

Influenced  alone  by  a  sense  of  duty,  and  by  the  belief  that  the 
acts  of  the  parties  named  were  contrary  to  the  laws  and  reproach- 
ful to  the  character  of  the  people  of  the  State,  and  of  most  danger- 
ous example,  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  lay  all  the  facts  before 
the  General  Assembly  and  the  people  of  the  State.    In  preparing 
and  addressing  the  letters  of  the  28th  day  of  October  to  the  Attor- 
ney General  and  State's  Attorney  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Circuit, 
and,  indeed,  in  all  that  I  have  written  or  done  in  regard  to  these 
affairs,  I  was  aware  that  I  could  scarcely  avoid  giving  offense  to 
powerful  interests  that  have,  fur  the  present,  the  support  of  the 
opinions  and  sympathies  of  many,  perhaps  a  majority,  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Chicago ;  and  I  knew,  aUo,  that  the  people  of  the  State  are 
still  so  far  under  the  influence  of  feelings  of  hostility  to  secession 
and  its  kindred  heresies,  that  they  are  inclined  to  view  with  dis- 
trust the  assertion  of  the  authority  of  a  State  and  its  constitution 
and  laws,  whenever  the  authority  claimed  is  opposed  to  any  pre- 
tension of  the  Federal  government,  or  any  person  who  professet 
to  act  in  its  name.     Nor  can  I  profess  to  be  entirely  free  from 
such  feelings,  though  I  cannot  bring  myself  to  believe  that  the 
Federal  and  State  governments  are  hostile  or  rival  organizationsu 
each  eager  to  grasp  and  absorb  the  proper  powers  of  the  other, 
but  I  regard  them  as  in  fact  but  different  agents  and  trastees  (A 
the  people,  instituted  by  them  with  different  powers  and  deeigned 
for  different  purposes,  and  that  the  people  can  and  will  modilV 
and  diminish  or  enlarge  the  powers  of  each,  as  they  may  deter- 
mine will  best  secure  their  own  liberties  and  promote  their  own 
happiness. 
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Eat  while  I  continue  to  occnpj  the  place  to  which  I  have  beea 

igned  bv  my  fellow-citizene,  it  is  my  daty  to  exert  all  the  pow- 
ers they  have  conferred  npon  me  to  maintain  the  adjustments  of 
political  power,  precisely  as  the  people  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  State  of  Illinois  have,  by  their  own  solemn  constitationSy 
determined.  I  am  not  at  liberty,  even  by  my  silence  or  indiffer- 
ence, to  consent  to  acts  that  will,  by  their  direct  consequences  or 
by  their  influence  and  example,  insidiously  change  the  spirit  and 
substance  of  our  institutions,  while  the  forms  of  the  government 
apparently  remain  unaltered. 

One  of  the  vital  principles  that  underlies  our  whole  system  of 
government,  is  that  of  the  complete  separation  and  the  absolute 
independence  of  the  Federal  and  State  governments.  Chief  Jus- 
tice Marshall,  one  of  the  most  eminent  jurists  and  statesmen  whose 
names  adorn  our  history,  said  :  <"In  America  the  powers  of  sove- 
reignty ^re  divided  between  the  government  of  the  Union  and 
those  of  the  States.  They  are  each  sovereign,  with  respect  to  the 
objects  committed  to  it ;  and  neither  sovereign,  with  respect  to 
the  objects  committed  to  the  other."  And  I  have  supposed  that 
snch  is  not  only  the  proper  view  of  the  relative  powers  of  the  two 
systems  in  the  light  of  the  constitution  and  of  judicial  decisions, 
bat  that  it  has  its  foundation  in  necessity  and  reason.  It  is  im- 
possible to  suppose  the  case  of  two  governmental  agencies  that 
possess  the  same  powers,  that  are  subject  to  the  same  duties — with 
respect  to  the  same  objects — at  the  same  moment.  If  such  a  view 
was  possible,  under  any  incomprehensible  system  of  politics,  what 
would  be  the  effect  of  an  attempt  to  give  it  practical  application  t 
It  would  be,  that  on  occasions  of  disorder  or  difiBculty  each  would 
depend  upon  the  other,  until  the  rights  and  safety  of  the  people 
Would  be  imperiled ;  or,  if  both  should  eagerly  hasten  to  the  dis- 
charge of  the  common  duty,  their  powers  would  be  brought  into 
eoUision — for  if  their  powers  and  duties  were  equal,  who  shall  de* 
dde  between  them  f  On  the  late  occasion  in  Chicago,  it  was  only 
ber^iuse  the  representatives  of  the  legal  and  rightful  authority 
yielded — though  unconsciously — to  that  which  was  usurped  and 
illegal,  that  we  escaped  an  unseemly  controversy. 

And  it  is  quite  as  difiScult  to  imagine  a  case  in  which  the  in- 
habitants, or  any  ofScer  of  a  city  or  district,  have  the  right,  when 
they  require  assistance,  to  elect  the  government  from  which  they 
will  demand  it.    Chicago  is  a  part  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and, 
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upon  principles  that  we  can  understand,  the  rights  and  dnties  of 
the  State  and  the  city  are  reciprocal.  The  obligation  of  the  is* 
habitants  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  of  all  its  officers,  to  obey  the 
laws  of  the  State,  and  to  submit  to  and  enforce  its  authority^  la 
continual,  and  admits  of  no  interruption ;  and  the  daty  of  the 
State  to  protect  its  people  by  the  authority  of  its  laws,  and  the 
agency  of  its  officers,  can  neither  cease  nur  be  suspended.  Bat  if 
the  people  of  Chicago,  or  its  Mayor,  have  the  right,  upon  occa- 
sions of  urgency,  to  call  in  the  support  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States,  and,  thereby  exclude  the  authority  of  the  State,  how  are  the 
officers  of  the  State  to  govern  their  conduct  ? 

On  the  11th  day  of  October,  after  the  militia  of  the  State  had 
reached  the  city  under  the  call  of  the  Mayor,  he  decided  to  call  on 
the  military  forces  of  the  United  States,  and  to  authorize  Lieut.- 
Oen.  Sheridan  to  reject  the  aid  of.  the  State.  In  bis  brief  note  to 
Lieut.-6en.  Sheridan,  of  the  morning  of  that  day,  he  said  :  "  If, 
in  your  opinion,  the  men  are  not  wanted,  please  order  their 
return."  If  this  right  of  election  and  ezclusion  by  the  Mayor 
exists,  what  are  the  future  duties  of  the  authorities  of  the  State  ( 
If  the  condition  of  Chicago  should  again  be  such  that  its  civil 
force  is  inadequate,  and  a  call  be  made  upon  the  Governor  for 
support,  what  would  be  his  duty  ?  for  the  right  of  election  cannot 
be  alone  in  the  city,  or  the  Mayor,  and  even  the  commander  of 
the  United  States  forces  might  conclude  that  he  would  not  interfere. 

It  seems  to  me,  then,  to  be  clear,  that  our  free  institutions  rest 
upon  the  principle  that  the  power  and  duty  of  the  State  to  pre- 
serve order  and  maintain  the  laws  within  its  own  boundaries  are 
complete  and  perfect,  and  are  not  subject  to  the  control  or  inter- 
ference of  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  in  any  case  what- 
ever, nor  can  the  authorities  of  any  city  or  county  relieve  th^ 
State  from  such  duties.  I  am  not  forgetful  of  the  fact  that  by  the 
provisions  of  the  4th  section  of  the  4th  article  of  the  constitution 
of  the  Un*ted  States,  that  government  is  bound,  under  certain 
circumstances,  to  protect  the  States  from  domestic  violence;  bat' 
this  constitntional  provision,  and  the  laws  enacted  in  pursuance 
thereof,  are  not  in  opposition,  but  accord  with  the  perfect  inde- 
pendence of  the  States.  Thelanguageof  the  constitution  is:  '^The 
United  States  *  *  *  *  shall  protect  each  of  them  [the  Statesl  on 
application  of  the  Legislature,  or  of  the  Executive  (when  the  Leg- 
islature cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic  violence."    Under

tbe  eoDBtitntion  it  is  left  to  the  State  anthorities  to  determine  the 
neceBsity  for  Federal  aid,  and  no  officer  of  the  army,  nnder  any 
drcomstances,  is  at  liberty,  without  their  consent,  to  interfere  in 
their  internal  affairs. 

The  objections  urged  by  me  to  the  conduct  of  the  parties  pre- 
sent no  question  of  conflicting  anthority  between  the  government 
of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  Illinois,  nor  do  my  views 
impugn  the  right  of  the  United  Stteas  to  enforce  its  laws  in  the 
States  without  the  assent  of  the  State  authorities,  or  by  agencies 
created  by  itself,  under  its  own  constitution  ;  for  the  acts  set  forth 
are  opposed  to  the  laws  enacted  by  both  governments,  and  are 
derogatory  to  free  government  everywhere.  Already  it  appears, 
upon  the  authority  of  a  dispatch  from  Washington,  published  in  a 
New  York  paper,  that  the  paralyzing  influence  of  this  dangerous 
example  of  military  rule  is  felt  in  Chicago.  It  is  stated  in  the 
dispatch  I  quote,  that  ^Hhongh  the  people  of  Chicago  are  un  wil- 
ling to  admit  publicly  that  they  need  regular  troops,  they  have 
petitioned  the  President,  privately,  for  them,"  and  it  is  said  that 
/our  companies  of  regulars  have  been  sent  to  Chicago  to  give  to 
the  people  of  a  city  of  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  the 
protection  made  necessary  by  their  own  fears. 

It  is  the  language  of  the  constitution  that  ^Hhe  supreme  execu- 
tive power  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governor,  who  shall  take  care 
that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed ;"  and  I  have  in  this  instance 
—as  in  all  others — faithfully  and  fearlessly  attempted  to  discharge 
that  duty  upon  which  the  vigor  of  the  laws  and  the  preservation 
of  all  that  is  precious  to  the  people  depends.

LETTER  TO  THE  ATTORNEY-GENERAL, 


EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 
Spkingfikld,  III.,  October  28,  1871. 

Hon.  Washington  Bushnbll,  Attorney  General: 

I  have  the  honor  to  invite  yonr  attention  to  the  reported  cir- 
camstances  of  the  nnlawfal  killing  of  General  Thomas  W.  Grosve- 
nor,  a  well  known  citizen  of  Ohicago,  that  occurred  about  the  20tk 
October,  1871. 

The  leading  facts  of  this  deplorable  affair  are,  as  I  am  inform- 
ed, that  General  Grosvenor,  on  the  night  of  the  day  before  men- 
tioned, when  peaceably  passing  along  one  of  the  public  streets  of 
the  city,  in  the  direction  of  his  home,  which  was  near  by,  was  chal- 
lenged by  an  armed  man,  ordered  to  halt,  and  upon  his  refusal  to 
obey  the  order,  was  fired  upon  and  mortally  wounded.  He  was 
conveyed  to  his  home,  and,  after  lingering  a  few  hours,  died. 

It  appears  also,  from  reports  made  to  me,  that  there  are  reasons 
for  believing  that  General  Grosvenor  was  mortally  wounded  by  a 
young  man  named  Theodore  N.  Treat,  who  is  a  resident  of  the 
State  of  Wisconsin,  but  at  the  time  the  wonnds  were  inflicted  upon 
General  Grosvenor,  was  in  this  State,  a  student  attending  the  Chi- 
cago University. 

But  the  facts  that  give  the  most  extraordinary  and  startling 
character  to  this  unhappy  affair  are,  that  upon  the  investigation 
instituted  by  the  Ooroner  of  Cook  county,  to  ascertain  the  cansa 
and  manner  of  the  death  of  General  Grosvenor,  it  was  disclosed 
that  at  the  time  of  the  infliction  of  the  mortal  wounds  upon  the 
person  of  deceased.  Treat  was  a  member  of  a  reputed  military 
organization  known  as  "  Company  L,  First  Begiment  of  Chicago 
Yolunteers,"  and  that  he  had  been  posted  where  he  was  enconn- 
tered  by  General  Grosvenor,  by  some  person  who  claimed  to  be 
his  proper  military  superior,  with  certain  general  orders  and  in- 
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BtractioQS  for  his  gnidance,  and  that  the  shooting  of  GroBvenor  was 
probablj  within  the  fair  and  reasonable  scope  of  his  orders. 

When  the  facts  thas  disclosed  before  the  inquest,  came  to  mj 
knowledge,  being  entirely  nninformed  of  the  existence  of  such  a 
military  organization  as  that  of  the  *'  First  Regiment  of  Chicago 
Yolanteers,"  I  directed  the  Adjutant  General  to  institute  proper 
inquiries,  and  I  find,  from  his  report,  that  on  or  about  the  11th 
day  of  October,  1871,  Lieutenant-General  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  of 
the  United  States  Army,  in  command  of  the  Military  Division  of 
the  Missouri,  and  whose  o£Scial  head  quarters  are  in  Chicago, 
iflsaed  from  the  head  quarters  of  the  Military  Division  before  men- 
tioned, an  order  or  orders  that  either  purported  to  authorize  Frank 
T.  Sherman,  a  private  citizen  of  this  State,  to  raise  troops,  organ- 
ise them  into  a  regiment,  and  after  organization  assume  the  com- 
mand,  or  that  directed  a  regiment  to  be  otherwise  raised,  and  con- 
ferred the  command  upon  Mr.  Sherman.  I  have  not  been  able  to 
procure  a  copy  of  the  supposed  order,  and  cannot  furnish  a  more 
precise  or  definite  statement  of  its  contents. 

It  seems  to  be  certain,  however,  that  immediately  after  the  order 
or  orders  already  mentioned  were  issued,  Mr.  Sherman  assumed 
&e  military  rank  of  Colonel  of  the  First  Begiment  of  Chicago 
Yolnnteera,  issued  his  own  orders  to  several  officers  of  the  organ- 
ized militia  of  the  State,  calling  them  and  the  members  of  their 
respective  commands  into  service  for  the  term  of  twenty  days ;  and 
he  also  demanded,  or  accepted  when  tendered,  the  services  of  the 
stndents  attending  the  Chicago  University,  who  were  in  posses- 
sion of  arms  furnished  by  this  State.  Re  organized  the  troops 
thus  raised,  with  others  enlisted  specially,  required  them  to  take 
an  oath  of  enlistment,  of  which  you  will  be  furnished  a  copy,  and 
gave  to  the  organization,  that  included  the  students  of  the  Univer- 
sity, the  designation  of  "Company  L,  First  Regiment  of  Chicago 
Yolanteers;''  and  thus  Theodore  N.  Treat  became  a  member  of 
said  company  and  regiment,  and  subject,  as  he  supposed,  to  the 
orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  and  of  Frank  T.  Sherman, 
and  others  by  them  appointed  to  command  him. 

I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  substantial  truth  of  the  facts 
thus  stated  for  your  information,  can  be  established  by  the  most 
eomplete  proofs,  and  it  will  probably  be  made  to  appear,  in  addi- 
tion, that  on  the  11th  day  of  October,  1871,  B.  B.  Ma3on,  Esq., 
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Mayor  of  Ohicago,  by  his  prodamatioa  of  that  date,  attempted  to 
entrust  to  Lieuteoant-General  Sheridan  the  daty  of  preserTing 
good  order  and  peace  in  said  city,  and  that  the  orders  from  the 
head  quarters  of  the  Military  Division  of  the  Missouri,  that  pQ^ 
port  to  authorize  the  raising  of  the  troops  that  afterwards  com. 
posed  the  First  Regiment  of  Chicago  Yolunteers,  were  issued  by 
Lieutenant-General  Sheridan,  with  the  full  consent  and  approba- 
tion of  the  Mayor  of  Chicago. 

It  does  not,  in  my  judgment,  admit  of  question,  that  if  the 
orders  of  Lieutenant- General  Sheridan,  authorizing  troops  to  be 
raised,  organized  and  employed  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  under  the 
command  of  officers  appointed  by  himself,  can  be  supported  upon 
any  grounds  afforded  by  the  Constitution  or  the  laws,  and  that 
Theodore  N.  Treat  was  a  private  soldier  in  such  lawful  military 
organization,  and  that  when  he  inflicted  the  wounds  that  occasion- 
ed the  death  of  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  he  was  acting  in  pursuance 
of  the  legal  orders  of  his  proper  military  superior,  he,  as  well  as 
his  superiors,  are  guiltless  of  any  legal  offense. 

If  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  had  the  right  to  raise,  organ- 
ize and  employ  troops  in  Chicago,  while  that  right  continued  in 
him,  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  to  the 
extent  that  they  conflicted  with  that  right,  were  suspended,  and 
while  so  suspended  had  no  operation  to  provide  punishments  for 
acts  done  under  the  sanction  of  his  paramount  authority. 

Nor  can  it  be  material,  in  this  aspect  of  the  case,  whether  his 
power  to  raise,  organize  and  employ  troops  under  the  circumstan- 
ces is  one  that  pertains  to  his  office  of  Lieutenant-General,  or  that 
it  resulted  from  the  proclamation  of  the  mayor ;  for  if  his  power 
is  established  by  any  mode,  all  the  legal  consequences  before  ad- 
verted to  follow,  and  the  killing  of  a  citizen  by  armed  men,  acting 
under  his  authority,  must  be  regarded  as  the  necessary  price  of 
public  safety.  But  if  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan 
are  without  constitutional  or  legal  warrant,  they  are  utterly  void, 
and  afford  no  protection  to  any  person  for  acts  done  in  obedience 
to  them. 

And  does  the  question  thus  stated  admit  of  hesitatien  or  discoa- 
eion! 

No  one  will  pretend  that  the  power  to  raise,  organize  and  em- 
dloy  troops,  or  to  call  the  organized  militia  of  the  States  into  ser- 
vice, pertains  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant-General  in  the  army  of 
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the  United  States.  Nor  will  it  be  easy  to  find  defenders  for  the 
opinron,  if  it  shonld  be  expressed,  that  the  mayor  of  a  city  can 
either  exercise  or  impart  sach  power  to  another. 

And  I  will  not,  with  yon,  discass  the  dangerous  and  deceptive 
theory  of  necessity  or  emergency,  that  has  been  so  often  insisted 
upon  to  justify  acts  of  lawless  usurpation.  It  is  answer  enough 
that  the  Constitution  of  the  State  has  not  entrusted  to  the  mayors 
of  its  cities,  or  to  military  officers,  the  delicate  duty  of  determining 
when  its  forces  may  be  called  into  service  or  its  laws  be  suspended. 

If  these  conclusions  are  correct,  I  think  you  will  perceive  that 
it  is  now  the  duty  of  the  Governor  and  the  Attorney-General,  and 
of  all  other  officers  of  the  State^  to  exert  themselves  to  see  that 

the  laws  are  enforced  against  all  the  parties  concerned  in  these  il« 
legal  and  dangerous  acts. 

It  is  not  necessary,  in  determining  upon  the  line  of  duty  to  be 
adopted,  to  inquire  whether  the  mayor  of  Chicago,  Lieutenant- 
General  Sheridan,  Frank  T.  Sherman  and  his  associates  and  sup- 
posed  subordinates,  who  were  the  agents  by  which  the  death  of 
Thomas  W.  Grosvenor  was  produced,  in  assuming  powers  they 
did  not  possess,  and  that  while  free  government  endures  cannot 
be  conferred  upon  them,  were  influenced  by  proper  or  improper 
motives  or  purposes. 

They  assumed  to  suspend  the  operation  of  the  Constitution  and 
aws  of  the  State,  and  substitute  in  their,  stead  the  law  of  military 
force,  to  be  defined  and  applied  by  themselves.  They,  by  their 
lawless  acts,  attacked  and  insulted  the  dignity  and  authority  of 
the  State,  and  have,  by  their  dangerous  example,  weakened  pub- 
lie  confidence  in  the  Constitution  and  the  laws,  and  in  their  at- 
tempt to  enforce  usurped  and  lawless  authority  they  have  sacri- 
ficed the  life  of  a  peaceable  citizen. 

Animated  by  the  convictions  I  have  thus  expressed,  and  confi- 
dent in  the  belief  that  the  State  of  Illinois,  acting  through  the 
proper  departments  of  its  government,  is  capable  of  protecting  its 
own  people,  and  of  enforcing  the  dignity  and  authority  of  its  own 
laws,  I  have  to  request  that  you,  in  conjunction  with  the  State's 
Attorney  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  Circuit,  will  bring  all  the  facts 
before  the  Grand  Jury  of  Cook  county,  in  order  that  all  persons 
concerned  in  the  unlawful  killing  of  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor  may 
be  brought  to  a  speedy  trial.

ADJUTANT-GENERAL'S  REPORT. 


State  of  Illinois,  Adjutant-General's  Officb, 

Spbingfield,  October  15,  1871. 

To  His  Exoellenot  John  M.  Falmbe, 

Oovemor  of  Illinois : 

Sib  : — ^The  State  troops  called  by  yoar  Excellency  to  assist  the 
city  authorities  of  Chicago  in  preserving  peace  and  order  after  the 
conflagration,  have  retarned  to  their  respective  homes. 

At  6  P.  M.  of  the  10th  inst.,  the  telegraphic  order  to  rendez- 
vous at  Chicago  left  the  Executive  office.  At  8  A.  M.  of  the  11th 
(815)  three  hundred  aad  fifteen — and  at  4  P.  M.  of  the  same  day, 
five  hundred  and  sixteen  (516) — men,  of  well  organized  compa- 
nies, efficiently  armed  and  provided  with  ammunition,  under  the 
command  of  distinguished  officers  of  the  late  volunteer  army «  had 
reported  to  me  and  were  on  active  duty  at  different  posts  within 
the  city  of  Chicago. 

1.  The  Springfield  volunteers — Springfield  Zouaves,  O'Mara 
Guards,  and  Capt.  Cyrus  Douegan's  colored  company — under 
command  of  Lieut.  Col.  E.  S.  Johnson. 

2.  The  Bloomington  G-erman  If  ational  Guards,  Capt«  H.  D. 
Kuhlmann. 

8.    The  Champaign  Cadets,  Prof.  E.  Snyder,  commanding^ 

4.    The  Sterling  City  Guards,  Capt.  Jos.  W.  K.  Stambaugh. 

6.    The  Rock  Fall  Zouaves,  Capt.  T.  Culver. 

6.    The  Rock  Island  Light  Artillery,  Maj.  James  M.  Beardeley. 

Total — 516  men,  with  four  (4)  pieces  of  artillery. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty  (260)  muskets  and  an  ample  supply  oi 
infantry  ammunition  were  at  once  shipped  on  the  special  train 
that  carried  the  Springfield  and  Bloomington  volunteers,  to  be 
distributed  in  case  of  emergency,  and  one  thousand  (1,000)  more, 
in  charge  of  another  colored  company  of  militia,  were  held  in 
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readinees  at  the  depot  in  Springfield,  to  be  hnrried  to  Chicago  at 
a  moment's  warning. 

By  calling  on  the  well  organized  militia  companies  of  Freeport 
and  Elgin,  and  by  forming  detachments  of  veteran  soldiers,  resi- 
dents of  Chicago,  who  ofiered  their  services  by  hundreds,  I  coald 
have  easily  mustered,  within  twelve  hours,  from  fifteen  hundred  to 
twenty-fivo  hundred  men — a  State  force  strong  and  reliable  enough 
to  maintain  the  law. 

Immediately  upon  my  arrival  at  Chicago — 4:50  A.  M.  of  the 
11th — I  repaired  to  the  Mayor's  Head  Quarters,  865  Michigan 
Avenue,  as  indicated  in  General  A.  Stager's  telegram  of  the  10th; 
meetiug,  on  my  way  through  the  ruins  of  Madison  street,  an  ofli- 
cer  of  Major  Alstrup's  battalion,  Norwegian  Guards,  S.  M.,  on 
duty,  who  informed  me  that  their  battalion,  mostly  composed  of 
dtizens  of  the  West-side,  who  had  not  directly  suffered  by  fire, 
had  volaoteered  their  services  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  were 
assisting  the  same  in  preservation  of  order  since  the  9th — a 
promptness  which  I  take  great  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your  notice. 
I  presented  my  credentials  to  the  Mayor  shortly  before  6  o^clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  11th.    Mr.  Mason  informed  me  that  he 
had  intrusted  the  maintenance  of  order  to  Lieut.  Gen.  Sheridan, 
who  expected,  hourly.  United  States  troops  for  that  purpose- 
that  the  call  for  State  troops  had  not  been  authorized  by  him, 
and  that  he  had  countermanded  the  orders  of  Major  Beardsley, 
by  a  telegram  to  the  sheriff  of  Rock  Island  county,  an  order  to 
which  Beardsley,  however  (a  true  soldier),  paid  no  attention,  and 
reported  promptly  for  duty  with  his  battery. 

The  Mayor  also  expressed  to  me  his  opinion  th^t  the  city  was 
naturally  in  great  excitement  over  the  fearful  calamity,  but  that 
not  the  slightest  indication  of  a  lawless,  riotous  disposition  had 
ever  been  manifested,  and  that  all  the  rumors  of  incendiarism, 
murder  and  lynching  existed  only  in  the  imagination  of  the 
frightened  population — a  statement  which,  after  three  days  of  duty 
in  all  parts  of  the  city,  at  all  hours  of  day  and  night,  from  per- 
sonal observation  as  well  as  from  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  my 
command,  I  found  perfectly  substantial,  and  which  has  also  been 
corroborated  by  General  Sheridan. 

For  further  instructions  the  Mayor  referred  me  to  the  General, 
a  request  to  which,  under  the  existing  circumstances,  I  felt  bound 
to  yield,  and  at  once  complied  with. 
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In  conformity  with  General  Sheridan's  arrangements,  the  State 
troops  were  pnt  in  position  as  fast  as  they  arri\red,  officers  and 
men  performing  their  hard  and  fatigaing  duties  of  guards  and 
patrols,  day  and  night,  until  relieved  by  regalar  troops,  (of  whose 
real  strength,  in  the  city,  at  the  time  of  my  dispatch  of  the  11th 
I  was  misinformed,)  with  untiring  zeal  and  a  public  Spirit  which 
cannot  be  praised  too  highly,  assisted  by  members  of  the  regalar 
police  foree  of  the  quarters  where  they  were  stationed,  as  their 
guides.  Their  presence  evidently  contributed  t6  restore  the  con- 
fldence  of  the  alarmed  citizens,  and  rough  as  some  them  (laboren, 
white  and  black,  who  had  shouldered  the  musket  in  their  working 
garb,)  may  have  looked,  their  soldier-like,  dignified  conduct  mast 
have  impressed  the  citizens  of  Chicago,  wherever  they  were  sta- 
tioned, that  there  was  reliable  help  enough  for  them  from  their 
fellow-citizens  of  Illinois. 

Not  the  slightest  complaint  has  reached  me,  and  I  feel  onlj 
grieved  to  report  that  one  of  the  Springfield  volunteers,  Fred. 
Wagner,  while  on  night  patrol,  was  severely  wounded  by  theao> 
cidental  discharge  of  a  comrade's  gun.  The  wounded  man  was 
carefully  attended  by  Dr.  M.  P.  Phinney,  who  volunteered  u 
Burgeon  of  the  force,  and  hopes  are  entertained  that  he  will  recover. 

Some  of  the  men  who  volunteered  on  the  expedition  are  poor 
laborers,  depending  on  their  daily  wages,  and  I  would  respectfollj 
suggest  that  they  may  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  for  their 
loss  of  time,  as  soon  as  exact  rolls  can  be  prepared. 

In  addition  to  this  report,  1  herewith  transmit  Major  Alstrnp^B 
report,  copies  of  the  marching  orders  issued  from  your  ofiice,  and 
of  the  complimentary  orders  issued  to  the  troops  by  Lieut.  Gen. 
Sheridan,  before  their  departure  to  their  homes.

Sis:  In  addition  to  my  reply  of  the  Ist  instant  allow  me  to  state,  that  on  Monday 
morning,  October  9th,  I  offered  the  services  of  my  Battalion  to  the  General  Saperinten- 
dent  of  Police,  who  accepted  them ;  and  my  Battalion  has  performed  special  police  duty 
jointly  with  the  police,  and  under  the  instructions  of  the  police  officials.  About  a  week 
afterwards.  Gen.  F.  T.  Sherman  sent  for  me,  and  instructed  me  that  I  should  have  to 
report  to  him  on/y,  and,  after  much  pursuasion,  he  allowed  the  services  of  my  Battalion 
to  stay  with  the  police,  but  still  ordered  me  to  report  to  him  daily,  which  I  did  until  the 
General  Superintendent  of  Police  disbanded  the  Battalion — thanking  them  on  the  part 
of  the  Board  of  Police  for  their  services.

EEPOKT  OP  THE  COMMISSIONEKS 

To  Contract  the  Southern  Illinois  Insane  Asylum  and  the  Southern 

Illinois  Normal  Uniyersity. 


To  HIS  EXOXLLSKOT,  JoHN  H.  PaLMBB, 

Oovemor  of  lUinois: 

Pursnant  to  an  act  of  the  twenty-sevepth  General  Assembly, 
approved  April  — j  1871,  the  Board  of  Oommissioners  appointed 
to  eoDBtract  the  Soathem  IllinoiB  Insane  Asylam,  located  at 
Anna,  and  the  Sonthem  Illinois  Normal  Universitj,  located  at 
Uirbondale,  met  in  the  latter  city  on  the  27th  of  April,  1871,  and 
organized  by  the  election  of  R.  EL  Stnrgess,  permanent  Ohair- 
man,  and  E.  J.  Palmer,  Secretary. 

John  Wood  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the  Insane  Asy* 
lam,  and  S.  fl«  Stnrgess,  Superintendent  oi  the  Normal  Univer- 
lity. 

The  fbrmerOommissioners  of  the  Insane  Asylnm  were  immedi- 
ately notified  of  such  organization,  and  that  the  new  board  wonld 
meet  at  Anna,  on  Tuesday,  May  3d,  to  receive  the  books,  papers, 
money,  etc.,  belonging  to  the  Asylnm.  The  trustees  of  the  Nor- 
mal University  were  also  notified  that  we  would  meet  them  at 
Oarbondale,  on  Wednesday,  May  8d,  to  receive  books,  etc,  then 
in  their  possession. 

The  Board  met  at  Anna,  at  the  time  mentioned,  and  met,  of  the 
retiring  Board,  Geo.  L.  Owen,  Treasurer,  and  Benj.  F.  Wiley, 
Secretary,  who  surrendered  books,  papers,  office  fixtures,  farm, 
stock,  etc.;  the  new  Board  taking  formal  possession  of  every- 
*  thing  pertaining  to  the  Institution. 

On  May  3d,  we  met  at  Oarbondale,  to  receive  property  belong- 

inip  to  the  Normal  University,  only  one  member  of  the  retirinar 
VoL  n-49 
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Board  being  present,  the  others  reporting  their  inability  to  attend. 
After  taking  poBeeesion  of  such  books  and  property  as  oonld  be 
found,  we  proceeded  to  the  transaction  of  business. 

NOBM^LL  UNIYBBSriT. 

In  complying  with  the  reqairements  of  Section  6,  of  the  Act 
creating  the  present  Board,  we  were  unavoidably  delayed  by  the 
unfortunate  death  of  the  contractor,  J.  M.  Oampbell,  who  lost  hit 
life  while  employed  at  the  building.  We  could  do  nothing  until 
administrators  were  appointed  by  the  court.  As  soon  as  this 
was  done,  we  notified  the  administrators  of  our  readiness  to  hear 
any  proposals  they  had  to  make,  or  to  receive  the  assets  in  their 
hands,  and  to  proceed  to  a  final  settlement 

In  compliance  with  our  notice,  the  administrators  turned  over 
to  ns  the  following  described  assets,  towit :  bonds  of  the  city  of 
Oarbondale  to  the  amount  of  $100,000,  less  the  first  year's  cou- 
pons taken  from  said  bonds ;  the  unexpended  portion  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  freight  donation,  to  amount  of  $19,685 
63 ;  lands  situated  in  city  of  Carbondale,  Jackson  and  William- 
son counties ;  and  signified  their  readiness  to  have  the  price  of 
l^ork  done  and  material  furnished  afiixed  by  appraiser,  as  pro- 
vided  by  sMd  Sjsction  6. 

The  appraisers  selected  were,  David  Johnson,  on  the  part  of 
tbe  appriii^ers,  and  Edward  Juogunfeld,  architect,  of  St  Louis,  on 
the  part  of  the  Board.  The  two  appraisers  selected  as  umpire^ 
Arthur  Boyle,  of  Cairo. 

.  The  {appraisers  made  a  careful  estimate  by  actual  measurement 
of  the  work  done  and  materials  furnished,  suitable  for  the  build- 
ing, and  allowed  the  estate  the  sum  of  |119,816  19*  As  part  of 
iQiaterial  accepted  by  the  appraisers  was  not  on  the  premises,  and 
ether  not  suitable,  by  direction  of  your  Exoelleney  a  deduction  of 
$4,^65  76,  was  made,  making  the  sum  actually  paid  for  all  work 
done  and  material  furnished,  $11.^,459  93,  which  we  think  a  fair 
i^nd  full  value  for  all  material  furnished  and  labor  performed  in 
and  around  the  building.  On  final  settlement  with  the  adminis* 
trators  we  found  that  there  was  due  the  estate  $20,495  46,  and 
vouchers  fo^  that  amount  were  paid  by  the  Treasurer. 

After  getting  possession  of  building  and  material,  in  oompli- 
ance  with  requirements  of  section  6  of  Act  creating  Board,  we 
had  such  modifications  of  the  plans  n^ade  as  were  possible  with- 
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Mt  impairing  nsefolness  and  beauty  of  the  bnildiog— the  principal 
ehaoges  being  made  in  cnrtailiog  the  hight  of  roof,  and  the  Bob* 
BtitQtion  of  galvanized  iron  for  stone  cornice  on  three  sides,  the 
Btooe  for  front  cornice  being  then  nearly  all  prepared.  The 
changes  made  lessens  the  cost  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars,withont 
in  the  least  detracting  from  the  appearance  of  the  building. 

After  the  plans  had  been  perfected,  we  sent  advertisements  on 
the  28th  of  June  to  the  Chicago  Journal^  Springfield  Jcvmal^  St 
l^ifm  Democrai^  and  Egyptian  Sufij  Cairo,  inviting  bids  until  July 
18tb,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  for  the  completion  of  the  It'ormal  Uni* 
▼enity  building.  Five  bids  were  reoeived,  from  Ihe  following 
peraons:

The  bid  of  Wickwire  &  Boyle  being  the  lowest  bid,  the  con- 
tract was  let  to  themy  we  reserving  the  right  in  the  contract  to 
SQipeod  work  at  any  time  without  incurring  any  additional  ex- 
pense on  account  of  such  suspension  ;  and  further  agreeing  to  pay 
them  only  $25^000  until  a  further  appropriation  was  made  or  the 
tteets  on  hand  disposed  of,  at  the  same  time  binding  them  to  have 
die  building  inclosed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  187d. 
We  deemed  it  absolutely  necessary  to  get  the  building  under 
roof  as  soon  as  possible  to  prevent  injury  during  the  winter  sea- 
Boo,  and  to  that  end,  although  we  have  only  half  enough  funds  to 
pay  for  that  amount  of  work,  made  it  a  condition  of  the  contract^ 
a  copy  of  which,  with  bond  attached,  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State.  / 

We  found  upon  taking  possession  of  the  building  premises  that 
we  bad  on  hand  a  building  intended  to  be  ma£:nificent — ^in  size 
209  feet  by  108  feet— only  built  to  the  top  of  the  first  story,  with 
a  debt  (after  settling  with  Campbell's  administrators)  of  $20,49S 
46,  and  with  but  $50,000  with  which  to  liquidate  the  debt  and  go 
on  with  the  work.  But  believing  that  the  interests  of  the  State 
required  the  early  completion  of  the  building,  and  knowing 
farther,  from  esperience,  that  the  building  in  the  condition  in 
which  we  found  it  would  be  injured  to  the  amount  of  thousands 
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of  dollars  by  standing  exposed  dnring  the  winter,  we  determined^ 

after  advising  with  your  ExcelleDcy,  to  at  least  inclose  it,  trnstiog 
to  the  known  magnanimity  of  our  General  Assembly  to  provide  the 
means  for  paying  the  contractors  for  the  expenditures  incarred. 

The  contractors  are  pnshing  tbe  work  as  rapidly  as  possible, 
having  the  bnilding  nearly  ready  for  the  roof,  and  by  the  time 
specified  in  the  contract  will  have  it  socurei.  It  is  onr  earnest 
wish  to  posh  the  building  to  an  early  completion,  and  if  the  means 
are  famished,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  have  it  completed  in  time 
for  the  fall  term  in  1872. 

The  annexed  statement  will  show  the  financial  condition  of  the 
institution  to  date,  Nov.  2,  1871,  and  the  amount  necessary  to 
complete  and  furnish  the  building :

INSANB  ABYLTTM. 

Oo  taking  possession  of  the  Insane  Asylum  and  premises,  we 
found  the  basement  story  not  yet  finished,  and  only  $33,C0O  of 
the  $125,000  appropriated  remaining  unexpended.  The  contract 
haying  been  made  by  the  former  Board,  we  could  do  no  more 
than  urge  a  more  rapid  prosecution  of  the  work.  The  delay  since 
V6  have  had  control  of  the  work,  has  been  caused  mainly  from  the 
want  of  funds  on  the  part  of  the  contractor,  and  his  inability  to 
procure  readily  the  material  called  for  in  the  contract,  a  part  of 
the  brick  (the  yellow)  having  to  be  brought  from  Milwaukie,  Wis- 
consin, and  the  white  sand  from  St.  Louis. 

On  July  25,  seeing  no  prospect  of  an  early  completion  of  the 
baildlDg,  or  a  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  we  noti- 
fied, through  our  Superintendent,  the  contractors'  securities  to 
meet  us  at  Anna,  on  August  the  first,  and  either  famish  means  for  a 
more  rapid  prosecution  of  the  work,  or  a  surrender  of  the  con. 
tract.  The  securities  met  us  as  requested,  and  agreed  to  furnish 
the  contractor  means,  and  also  to  appoint  an  agent  to  disburse  the 
funds  so  as  to  satisfy  the  laborers  on  the  building. 
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We,  on  our  part,  adopted  the  followiDg  redolution : 

*'  Hesolvedy  That  the  Board  will'  extend',  during  its  own  pleaaure,  the  time  ibr  the  oom- 
pletion  of  the  asylum  building,  provided  positive  assurance  be  given  that  the  buildiog 
shall  be  inclosed  by  the  first  day  of  December,  1871,  and  that  all  the  material  used  and 
work  done  be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  specifications.'' 

The  securities  accepted  the  propoeition  and  signed  the  agree- 
ment, which  is  in  our  possession. 

By  the  terms  of  the  contract,  unless  the  building  was*  three- 
fourths  done  by  the  first  day  of  August,  1871,  and  completed  by 
the  24th  day  of  December,  18T1,  the  contractor  forfeited  all  rights, 
and  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  through  their  Superintendent, 
could  take  possession  and  finish  the  building  at  the  expense  of  the 
contractor.  But  as  he  contended  that  the  job  was  delayed  through 
no  fault  of  his  own,  we  concluded,  after  deliberation  and  consal- 
tation  with  your  Excellency,  that  it  would  be  better  to  extend  the 
time  for  completion  than  to  involve  the  State  in  litigation,  besides 
incurring  a  further  delay  in  the  completion  of  the  building.  The 
work  is  progressing  rapidly  at  the  present  time,  and  the  building 
will  be  inclosed  by  the  time  specified  in  the  agreement,  made  in 
August,  and  will  be  ready  for  plastering  as  early  in  the  spring  as 
the  weather  will  admit  We  deem  it  only  justice  to  the  contrae- 
tor  to  state  that  all  the  material  used  is  of  the  b^st  quality,  and 
the  workmanship  will  compare  favorably  with  any  in  the  State. 
Under  all  the  circumstances,  we  think  some  allowance  should  be 
made  on  account  of  the  material  used  having  to  be  brought  from 
such  distances. 

The  building  being  erected  will  be  practically  useless,  until 
the  center  and  rear  buildings  are  erected.  The  beating,  ventila- 
ting, cooking,  washing  and  drying  apparatus  all  being  located 
(and  properly  so)  in  the  rear  building,  and  the  officers'  and  atten- 
dants' apartments  all  being  in  center  main  building,  even  tem- 
porary connections  cannot  be  made  between  rear  building  and 
the  wing  now  in  course  of  construction  without  the  basement 
story  of  the  center  building  being  first  erected.  As  a  matter  of 
economy,  we  earnestly  recommend  that  provision  be  made  for  the 
erection  of  the  building  named,  daring  the  coming  year. 

We  can  and  will  complete  the  buildings  named  during  ensuing 
year  if  the  means  are  furnished  us  in  time  to  make  the  contracts 
at  the  commencement  of  the  season,  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
which  accompanies  this  report 
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We  would  state  that  we  have  visited  the  following  inBane  hos- 
pitals within  the  past  few  months,  to  ascertain,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  best  mode  of  heating  and  ventilating  hospitals  for  the  insane, 
viz:  Longview,  near  Cincinnati,  O.;  Illinois  State  Hospital, 
Jacksonville;  St.  Louie  Hospital,  St.  Lonis;  and  Oineinnati  Ho6« 
pital,  Cincinnati,  and  find  that  the  plan  for  heating  and  ventila- 
ting the  SoQthem  Illinois  Insane  Asylum,  with  some  modifica- 
tions and  alterations,  as  noar  perfect  as  any  we  visited. 

The  Asylum  Farm,  under  the  arrangements  of  the  former 
Board,  we  consider  a  failure ;  the  expenditures  being  much  greater 
than  the  receipts ;  and,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  contract  of  the 
farm  steward,  we  leased  the  premises  for  oue  year,  reoeivtng  a 
portion  of  the  crops  in  payment. 

The  annexed  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  the 
amount  necessary  to  put  the  Institution  in  running  order,  has 
been  carefully  made ;  and  should  the  amount  asked  for  he  appro- 
priated, we  shall  use  our  best  endeavors  to  discharge  our  duties 
faithfully  and  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Institution  and  the  State.

After  a  carefal  examination  of  the  situation  and  necessitiee  <A 
the  insane  of  Illinois,  the  Board*  of  Public  Oharitiea  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  interests  of  this  unfortunate  dasa  reqoire  that 
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the  State  slionld  proeecnte  the  work  of  bnildiog  the  necessary 
asjloms  with  the  atmost  vigor.  The  insane  are  properly  the  wards 
of  the  State;  and  the  provision  for  their  care  in  Illinois  is  ter- 
ribly inadequate  to  the  existing  demand.  There  are  between 
tventj-five  hundred  and  three  thousand  insane  persons  within 
oar  bounds,  for  whom  the  State  has  at  present  only  one  asylum, 
at  Jacksonville,  in  which  not  more  than  four  hundred  and  fifty 
can  be  successfully  treated.  The  Elgin  institution,  which  will  be 
opened  early  in  1872,  will  be  able  to  receive  one  hundred  and 
twentj-five.  The  institution  at  Anna  cannot  receive  a  single  pa- 
tient for  at  least  a  year  to  come.  Two  hundred  and  forty  are 
crowded  into  the  Cook  county  asylum,  which  was  designed  for  one 
hundred  and  fifty.  Three  hundred  more  are  scattered  through 
the  county  almshouses,  outside  of  Cook  county.  If  both  the 
Northern  and  Sonthem  Asjlnms  are  completed  by  the  fall  of 
1873,  not  one-half  of  the  insane  of  Illinois  will  even  then  be  cared 
for.  With  these  facts  staring  us  in  the  face,  we  are  compelled  to 
recommend  the  greatest  liberality  to  both  these  institutions,  con- 
fiifitent  with  the  finances  of  the  State. 

The  amount  expended  on  the  Southern  Kormal  University,  to 
date,  is  $148,543  53.  To  complete  and  furnish  the  building,  and 
grade  and  fence  the  grounds,  will  absord  the  present  balance  on 
hand,  ($10,883  15)  and  require  $109,752  50  in  addition.  Good 
policy  would  seem  to  dictate  that  the  present  investment  of  nearly 
$150,000  should  not  be  allowed  to  go  to  waste,  for  want  of  suffi« 
dent  additional  appropriations  to  make  the  investment  available, 
especially  in  view  of  the  effect  which  this  institution  will  have  up- 
on the  educational  interests  of  Southern  Illinois. 

One  other  subject  seems  to  demand  notice  at  the  hands  of  this 
board.  We  refer  to  the  situation  of  Cook  county  and  the  county 
inatitntions,  since  the  deplorable  catastrophe  at  Chicago.  The  in- 
debtedness of  Cook  county,  before  the  fire,  was  $3,800,000,  while 
the  county  valuation,  at  the  last  asseesment,  was  $100,000,000 — 
which  would  authorize  an  indebtedness,  under  the  constitution,  of 
15,000,000.  The  annual  county  expenses  are  over  $1,200,000, 
and  will  not  be  reduced — but  rather  increased — since  the  fire.  It 
is  thought  that  the  new  assessment  to  be  made,  cannot  exceed 
$70,000,000 ;  and  withont  exceeding  the  constitutional  limit  of 
taxation  this  valuation  will  not  produce  sufficient  revenue  for  or- 
dinary expenses,  by  $100,000  or  $150,000.    The  Court  House,  of 
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which  the  county  owned  one*ha1f,  is  in  rains,  and  the  county  has 
no  available  means  with  which  to  rebuild  it«  while  the  $3,000,000 
appropriated  bj  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  late  session,  for  the 
relief  of  Chici^o,  goes  exclnsively  into  the  city  treasury.  With 
the  reduction  in  value  of  taxable  property  in  Cook  county,  it  is 
not  yet  clear  whether  the  county  can  provide  for  its  immediate 
necessities  by  loan.  The  county  will  probably  apply  for  State 
aid,  in  some  form.  The  sobject  is  beset  by  difficalties,  and  it  is 
not  easy  to  determine  what  is  best  to  be  done ;  but  this  board  will 
gladly  co-operate  in  any  feasible  scheme  for  the  relief  of  the 
county.  And  onr  legal  relation  to  the  insane*  especially,  leads  us 
to  call  the  attention  of  yonr  Excellency  and  of  the  General  As- 
sembly to  the  imperative  necessity  of  seeing  that  the  sufferings  of 
this  class,  so  utterly  unable  to  help  themselves,  are  not  increased 
by  this- calamity,  through  inaction  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

One  State  institution,  the  Illinois  Eje  and  Ear  Infirmary,  was 
wholly  consumed  by  the  flames.  There  were  twelve  inmates,  to- 
tally blind,  in  the  house  at  the  time.  A  trifling  appropriation  of 
$4,000 — $2,500  for  the  rent  of  temporary  bandings  until  the  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Assembly  in  1873,  and  $1,500  for  indispensa- 
ble furniture — will  enable  the  infirmary  to  continue  its  career  of 
usefulness,  until  arrangements  can  be  matured  for  building  a  new 
edifice,  upon  suitable  grounds.  This  is  all  that  the  institutioa 
asks,  and,  in  our  judgment,  the  request  should  be  granted  with- 
out hesitation.

MESSAGE  OF  GOYERNOR  PALMER, 


SETURNIKG  HOUSE  BILL  Ko.  6,  WITH  HIS  OBJECTIONS  THERETO. 


ExBOUnYB  DEPABTMSlVTy 

SpBiNOFiBLDy  April  24tih^  1871. 
Hov.  William  M.  Smith, 

Speaker  of  the  JBhuee  of  Bepreeentatvoee  : 

I  hare  the  honor  to  return  to  the  House  of  Bepresentatiyee, 
with  my  reasons  for  disapproving  the  same,  a  bill  entitled  *^An 
set  to  repeal  the  registry  law,  and  to  establish  registration  in 
cities,  towns  and  villages  of  five  thoneand  inhabitants  or  over,  and 
in  counties  having  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  and  upwards." 

It  is  not  necessary  that  I  should  enter  into  any  lengthy  state- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  the  bill,  for  irrespective  of  all  conside- 
nitions  that  relate  to  its  policy  or  expediency,  there  are  constitu- 
tional difficulties  of  a  formal  character,  that  are  apparent  at  a 
glance,  which  render  its  approval  impossible. 

By  the  18th  section  of  the  4th  article  of  the  constitution  it  is 
provided  that  ^'no  act  hereafter  passed  shall  embrace  more  than 
one  subject,  and  that  ehaU  be  expressed  in  the  title.  But  if  any 
subject  shall  be  embraced  in  an  act  which  shall  not  be  expressed 
in  the  title,  such  act  shall  be  void  only  as  to  so  much  thereof  as 
shall  not  be  so  expressed." 

It  was  to  be  expected  that  in  attempting  to  give  the  proper  and 
ressonable  effect  to  the  requirement  of  the  constitution  above 
quoted,  the  General  Assembly  would  experience  no  inconsiderable 
diflSculty.  It  is  an  important,  though  a  comparatively  recent  re- 
striction upon  the  practice  and  procedure  of  legislative  assemblies, 
and  was  intended  to  remedy  great  abuses  of  a  very  ancient  date, 
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and  it  is  remarkable  that,  though  it  has,  in  substance,  found  a 
place  in  the  constitutions  of  several  of  the  States,  the  widest  dif* 
ferences  of  opinion  are  found  to  exist  as  to  its  objects  and  the  ex- 
tent of  its  application.  In  some  of  the  States  the  constitational 
enactment  has  been  held  by  the  courts  to  be  merely  directory  to 
the  legislature ;  .in  others,  the  tribunals  have  decided  that  as  part 
of  the  constitution  it  is  mandatory,  yet  it  is  to  receive  a  liberal  in- 
terpretation ;  while  in  two  others,  whose  legislative  and  judicial 
proceedings  I  have  consulted,  it  has  been  determined  that,  like 
.  every  other  constitutional  requirement,  it  is  to  be  understood  as 
it  is  expressed  in  the  constitution,  and  obeyed  by  every  depart- 
ment of  the  government. 

Then,  to  quote  from  a  very  satisfactory  opinion  delivered  by 
an  eminent  judge  of  one  of  the  neighboring  States,  ^^  this  is  a 
fundamental  provision,  and  under  it  it  is  plain  that  every  statute 
must  have  a  title,  that  the  title  must  designate  a  single  subject  for 
the  statute  following  it,  and  that  the  subject  must  be  stated  with 
reasonable  particularity,"  to  which  may  be  added,  upon  the  aothor- 
ity  of  other  cases,  that  the  title  may  be  more  particular  and  pre- 
cise than  is  necessary,  and  so  exclude  matters  that  might  be  em- 
braced in  a  bill  if  not  excluded  by  needless  particularity  of  state- 
ment, in  the  title.  And  that  presents  the  constitutional  difficulty 
with  respect  to  this  bill.  The  title  is,  ^^An  act  to  repeal  the 
registry  law  and  to  establish  registration  in  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
lages of  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  over,  and  in  counties  having 
one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  and  upwards.^'  The  first  sec- 
tion of  the  bill  repeals  the  act  entitled  ^^An  act  for  the  registry  of 
electors  and  to  prevent  fraudulent  voting,"  approved  February  15, 
1865  ;  and  the  second  section  provides  that  ^'the  persons  in  incor- 
porated cities,  towns  and  villages  of  five  thousand  inhabitants,  an<i^ 
township  and  election  precincts  in  which  there  are  any  svch  ciiieSj 
toionSy  or  villages^  and  in  all  precincts  in  counties  having  a  popa- 
lation  of  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  who  may  be  authori- 
zed," &c. 

The  General  Assembly,  then,  as  will  be  observed  by  reference 
to  the  body  of  the  act,  expressly  declared  its  purpose  to  enfoioe 
registration — 

First—in  cities,  towns  and  villages  of  five  thousand  inhabitants 
or  over. 
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Seeond—ln  the  townships  and  election  precincts  in  which  there 
are  any  each  cities,  towns  or  Tillages.    And, 

Tkird — In  all  precincts  in  counties  having  a  population  of  one 
hundred  thousand  inhabitants  and  upwards. 

But  by  the  omission,  in  the  title  of  the  bill,  of  the  township  and 
election  precincts  in  which  there  are  cities,  towns  and  villages  of 
the  specified  population,  and  the  precise  reference  to  the  cities, 
towns  and  villages  and  the  counties  having  one  hundred  thousand 
inhabitants,  such  townships  and  election  precincts  are  excluded^ 
and  the  body  of  the  bill  is,  as  to  them,  made  void. 

If^  as  I  have  thus  supposed,  a  material  provision  found  in  the 
body  would  be  void  because  not  expressed  in  the  title,  it  seems  to 
be  proper  that  it  should  be  returned  to  the  House  in  which  it 
originated,  that  a  bill  may  be  passed  which  will  exactly  express 
the  legislation  intended. 

In  continuation  of  the  discussion  of  the  probable  intention  oi 
ihe  fralners  of  the  constitution  in  the  adoption  of  the  18th  section 
of  the  4th  article  above  quoted,  I  have  to  invite  attention  to  the 
9th,  14tb,  and  other  sections  of  this  bill.  These  sections  and 
parts  of  sections  define  crimes  and  impose  penalties  for  various 
acts,  and  in  that  way  still  further  confase  the  criminal  code  of  the 
State.  I  think  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  one  of  the  objects 
of  the  proYision  of  the  constitution  which  I  have  quoted  was  to 
promote  codification ;  that  is,  the  arrangement  of  all  the  laws 
under  appropriate  heads  and  titles,  so  that  a  knowledge  of  them 
might  be  more  easily  obtained.  It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  the 
criminal  and  penal  laws  of  the  State  cannot  now  be  fully  under- 
stood without  an  examination  of  more  than  one  hundred  statutes 
—public  and  private — scattered  through  many  volumes  and  thou- 
sands  of  pages  and  in  the  most  incongruous  connection  and  asso- 
ciations. 

Uncertainty  in  the  laws  that  regulate  the  rights  and  duties  of 
the  people  is  a  great  evil,  but  doubt  and  confusion  as  to  the  actual 
state  of  the  laws  that  define  and  punish  crimes  are  an  intolerable 
burden. 

That  this  bill  may  be  reconsidered,  and  that  the  difficulties  I 
have  pointed  out  may  be  removed — if  they  are  found  to  exist — I 
respectfully  return  it  to  the  House  of  Bepresentatives.

Speaker  of  the  Htruee  of  M^preeentatfi/ves: 
Bib  :    I  beg  leave  to  hand  yon,  and  through  you,  the  honorable 
body  over  which  yon  preside,  the  accompanying  draft  tor  an  Inen- 
rance  Law,  and  would  invoke  for  it  the  careful  consideration  of  the 
House. 

It  has  long  been  felt  by  those  who  in  different  States  have  b^en  in- 
trusted with  the  supervisioD  of  the  business  of  insurance,  that  the 
legislation  of  the  different  States  on  this  important  subject  should  be 
uniform.  Oomparatively  few  insurance  companies — ^fire,  life,  or  msr 
rine — have  confibed  their  operations  within  the  limits  of  a  single 
State.  Of  course,  when  the  laws  are  as  various  as  the  States  in  which 
a  company  seeks  to  do  business,  the  greatest  embarrassment  must  ne- 
cessarily ensue  to  the  company.  On  the  other  hand,  the  first  object  of 
sU  laws  governing  insurance,  viz :  the  protection  of  those  who  insure, 
is  more  difficult  of  attainment,  if  not  entirely  defeated  by  this  various 
and  sometimes  conflicting  legislation. 

About  one  year  ago  I  received  a  letter  on  this  subject  from  Mr. 
HUler,  Superintendent  of  Insurance  for  the  State  of  New  York,  sug- 
gesting  a  conference  of  those  in  charge  of  the  Insurance  Department^ 
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of  the  yarions  States.  I  replied,  highly  approring  the  snggestion, 
and  promising  that  Illinois  should  be  represented  at  sach  a  oonferenoe. 
A  convention  was  accordingly  called,  and  met  in  the  city  of  New 
York  in  Jane  last,  remaining  in  session  some  two  weeks.  Not  only 
was  that  Oonvention  attended  by  many  of  the  State  SaperintendentB 
of  Insurance  or  their  deputies,  but  also  many  holding  no  official  posi* 
tions,  but  especially  interested  in  the  subject,  and  deeply  versed  in  the 
philosophy,  so  to  speak,  of  imsurance.  After  a  full  and  frank  discus- 
sion of  all  branches  of  the  subject,  committees  were  appointed  and 
the  Convention  adjourned  until  October  last  to  hear  their  report 

At  the  October  meefing  the  Oonvention  adopted  the  draft  for  an  in- 
surance law,  which  is  herewith  laid  before  the  House,  and  the  mem- 
bers agreed  to  submit  it  to  the  consideration  of  the  Legislatures  of 
their  respective  States.  But  for  the  fact  that  it  was  only  yesterday 
that  I  could  obtain  any  considerable  number  of  copies  of  this  pro- 
posed law,  it  would  have  been  submitted  to  your  honorable  body  at  an 
earlier  day. 

I  shall  enter  upon  no  argument  in  its  behalf.  What  has  been  said 
of  the  character  of  the  body  by  whom  it  is  presented  for  consideration 
should,  it  seems  to  me,  secure  for  it  a  careful  and  thoughtful  consider- 
ation. 

It  is,  however,  due  to  myself  to  say  that  I  cannot  approve  that  fea. 
ture  of  the  proposed  law,  which  would  exclude  companies  doing  a  Itfs 
hmnsss  from  taking  fire  risks  in  this  State.  I  do  not  believe  the 
Oonvention  would  have  authorized  any  such  clause,  had  their  atten- 
tion been  called  to  it.  This  would  drive  away  every  British  company 
from  this  State  with  which  I  am  acquainted.  In  England  the  same 
companies  do  both  life  and  fire  business,  and  yet  some  of  these  com* 
panics  are  eminently  sound  and  safe.  I  submit  to  the  House  whether 
it  would  be  right,  after  the  recent  great  disaster,  and  the  present  urg- 
ent demand  for  safe  insurance,  to  prohibit  our  people'from  insuring  in 
sound  companies  for  such  a  reason. 

I  wish  also  to  say  that  to  my  mind  the  policy  of  requiring  firom 
these  foreign  companies  deposits  in  every  State  in  which  they  do  busi- 
ness, is  very  questionable. 

The  present  insurance  law  of  this  State,  though  quite  susceptible  of 
improvement,  is  far  from  being  a  bad  one*  Indeed,  in  the  judgment 
of  capable  men  outside  of  the  State,  it  ranks  among  the  best  laws 
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which  have  been  adopted  on  this  sabject  A  few  changes  would  per- 
haps make  it  all  that  would  be  needed  if  only  the  Sta^e  of  Illinois 
was  interested  in  an  insurance  law.  Bnt  the  great  need  of  the  times 
in  this  matter  is  uniforrrvUyy  and  I  respectfully  submit  the  proposed 
law  of  the  New  York  Contention,  hoping  that  Illinois  will,  through 
its  General  Assembly,  be  the  first  State  to  adopt  this  important  prin- 
ciple of  uniformity  in  insurance  law — the  insurance  business  being  a 
national  and  not  a  local  interest.

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REPORT 


To  His  Exgellehot  John  M.  Falmbb, 

Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  compliance  with  the  act  establishing  a  Board  of  Bailroad  and 
Warehouse  Commissioners,  approved  April  13,  1871,  in  force  July 
1, 1871,  which  makes  it  the  dntj  of  the  Commissioners  to  report  to 
the  Governor  their  doings  for  the  preceding  year,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December,  in  each  year,  the  undersigned  Commissioners  beg 
leave  to  present  to  yon  the  following  report : 

ORGANIZATION  AND  ACTION  OP  THE  BOARD. 

The  law  having  gone  into  operation  on  the  first  of  July  last,*  the 
Commissioners  received  their  commissions,  and  were  qualified  by  the 
fifth  of  July  last,  when  they  met,  at  Springfield,  and  organized  by  the 
election  of  Gustavus  Eoemer,  C&airman,  and  J.  H.  Baymond,  Secre- 
tary, and  by  adopting  rules  and  regnlations  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness ;  appointed  regular  monthly  meetings  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  also  provided  an  office,  stationery  and  furniture.  A  circu- 
lar letter  was  addressed  to  all  the  railroad  corporations  doing  business 
in  this  State,  informing  them  of  the  organization  of  the  Board,  direct- 
ing their  attention  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  as  far  as  they  have 
a  bearing  upon  such  corporations,  and  requesting  them  to  report  fully 
by  the  first  of  September,  1871,  as  provided  by  the  sixth  section  of  the 
act  creating  this  Board. 

For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a  proper  classification  of  the  said  rail- 
roads, as  contemplated  by  the  act  establishing  a  reasonable  maximum 
of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  in  force  July  first,  1871, 
the  companies  were  requested  to  make  a  special  return  to  the  Board, 
on  or  before  the  first  of  August,  1871,  showing  the  gross  amount  of 
their  last  annual  earnings,  viz  :  from  the  first  day  of  Jnly,  1870,  to  the 
first  day  of  July,  1871,  and  also  the  total  length  of  road  operated  by 
them  on  which  said  earnings  were  made. 
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The  Oommisfiioners  beg  leave  to  refer  to  Baid  drcalar,  which  is  made 
part  of  this  report  (see  appendix  ^^A"),  and  which  was  issued  on  <  the 
13th  of  last  Jnly.  By  the  first  of  Angost,  1871,  this  special  report  as 
to  the  number  of  miles  within  the  State,  and  gross  earnings  per  mile, 
had  been  received  bnt  from  one  railroad  company. 

The  principal  railroad  companies  in  the^tate,  however,  bj  their  rep- 
resentatives, appeared  before  the  Board,  af  its  session  in  August,  and 
gave  their  reasons  why  they  had  not  completed  their  preliminary  re- 
ports within  the  time  mentioned  in  the  circular.  The  correspondence 
in  regard  to  that  matter,  and  also,  as  to  certain  suggestions  made  by 
the  representatives  of  the  railroads,  having  reference  to  the  contestbg 
of  some  parts  of  the  various  laws  lately  passed  relating  to  the  ope- 
ration and  business  of  railroads,  will  be  found  in  the  appendix, 
marked  "  B." 

At  the  September  session  of  the  Board,  many  reports  had  been  re- 
ceived, but  several  of  them  were  imperfect,  and  were  returned,  for 
amendments ;  and  it  was  not  until  its  session  in  October,  that  nearly 
all  the  railroad  corporations  had  made  their  returns,  and  that  a  classifi- 
cation could  be  ascertained  such  as  the  law  requires.  A  list  ot  the 
reports,  with  date  of  reception,  filing,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  this  report 
(See  appendix  "  0.*') 

These  reports  must  prove  interesting  in  the  highest  degree  to  our  peo- 
ple, as  the  railroad  interest  is  by  far  the  greatest  now  in  the  State,  involv- 
ing nearly  every  other  one.  If  this  Board  should  succeed  in  nothing  else 
than  in  furnishing  the  public  with  accurate  aud  reliable  information  as 
to  the  operation  of  the  large  moneyed  power  embodied  in  the  railroad 
interest,  so  as  to  indicate  reasonable  means  of  protection  against  its  en- 
croachments, it  will  have  performed  a  very  important  and  useful  fon& 
tion  of  a  considerate  government. 

It  will  be  perceived,  upon  examination  of  these  various  reports,  that 
with  few  exceptions,  they  are  still,  more  or  less,  imperfect.  The  form 
of  the  returns,  as  given  by  the  act  creating  this  Board,  is  plain  enongb ; 
but  when  it  is  considered  that  almost  every  corporation  has  a  form  and 
method  peculiar  to  itself  in  making  entries  and  keeping  accounts, 
aggregating  items  which  are  separated  in  one  iuetance,  while,  ia 
another,  separating  other  items  which  are  aggregated  in  the  legislative 
form ;  that  many  of  the  present  corporations  are  the  result  of  nume- 
rous trausmutations  by  legislative,  judicial  and  voluntary  action  (con- 
solidation), so  as  to  make  it  almost  impossible  for  them  to  give  info^ ; 
mation  as  to  who  were  the  original  subscribers  of  stock,  by  whom  its 
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capital  was  paid  in,  how  much  was  paid  in  cash,  etc.,  etc. ;  that  many 
of  the  roads  were  completed  only  a  short  time  before  the  law  went 
into  force,  and  that  several  of  them  are  only  partly  constmeted,  while 
others  are  controlled  by  lessees  merely — the  defects  in  the  returns  can 
be  readily  accounted  for.  One  of  the  principal  difiicolties  arises  from 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  roads  in  this  State  are  only  links  of  what 
may  be  called  national  lines,  which  lines,  while  forming  but  one  cor- 
poration, are  diartered  in  different  States,  and  are  managed  and  their 
aocomnts  kept  without  reference  to  State  boundaries.  Under  our  pres* 
ent  laws,  it  becomes  a  yery  important  question,  with  a  view  to  classi- 
fication, to  know  the  amount  of  gross  earnings  of  the  roads  within  the 
State;  and,  inasmuch  as  many  of  the  roads  do  not  keop  separate  ac- 
counts in  each  State,  only  an  approximate  estimate  of  such  earnings 
could  be  obtained  in  some  instances.  It  appears,  from  the  reports  of 
similar  Boards  in  other  States,  that  the  difficulty  in  getting  complete 
reports  was  experienced,  even  in  a  greater  degree  and  for  a  greater 
length  of  time  than  by  this  Board ;  and  it  may  be  said  that  this  Board 
has  succeeded,  by  continued  suggestions  and  instructions,  in  obtaining 
more  perfect  retams  than  could  have  been  expected  within  bo  brief  a 
period  after  the  adoption  of  the  system. 

The  classification  (see  appendix  D)  arrived  at  from  the  returns  of 
the  gross  earnings  and  the  length  of  railroads  in  this  State  was  notified 
to  each  company,  and  publicity  through  the  newspapers  was  given  of 
6Qch  classification.  From  present  information,  the  Board  believes 
the  fare  has  not  been  regulated  according  to  the  classification  obtained 
by  those  roads  which  were  thrown  into  the  first  two  classes,  necessita- ' 
tmg  a  reduction  of  passenger  fare  if  the  law  is  obeyed.  The  act  in 
question  gives  to  the  party  aggrieved  a  penal  action  for  the  recovery  of 
fire  hundred  dollars.  Some  actions  have  been  instituted  by  private 
persons  against  some  of  the  corporations,  for  over-charging,  but  the 
Board  is  not  advised  of  the  result. 

Under  the  law,  as  it  now  stands,  the  action  to  enforce  penalties  for 
its  violation  is  given  to  the  party  aggrieved,  exclu&ivehj^  and  this  Board 
does  not  seem  to  possess  any  authority  to  institute  actions  to  recover 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  that  law,  nor  has  it  any  control  over  actions 
instituted  by  private  individuals.  In  this  respect  the  law  would  seem 
to  be  defective,  since  it  throws  upon  individuals  the  burden  of  enforcing 
the  general  policy  of  the  State  with  reference  to  railroad  charges. 

The  act  further  provides,  in  order  to  enforce  the  law,  that  if  a  final 
jadgment  shall  be  recovered  9k  fifth  time  against  any  defaulting  corpora- 
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tion  nnder  the  proTision  of  the  act,  it  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  ito 
franchises,  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  respective  drcait  attomeys 
to  proceed  for  sach  forfeiture  by  information  in  the  nature  of  a  quo  wair- 
ranto.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  no  occasion  has  thus  far  arisen  to  give 
room  for  any  such  proceedings  under  the  ^^  passenger  fare  act."  It  is 
very  true  that  the  act  appointing  this  commission  contains  a  general 
provision  that  they  shall  prosecute,  or  cause  to  be  prosecuted,  all  cor- 
porations or  persons  guilty  of  violating  any  laws  of  this  State  now  in 
force,  or  which  shall  be  hereafter  in  force,  concerning  railroads  and  ware- 
houses, but  as  the  mode  and  manner  of  prosecution,  except  in  some 
specified  cases — as  for  instance,  when  those  corporations  refuse  to  make 
returns — is  not  indicated,  the  Board  have  not  found  it  practicable  to  com- 
mence any  official  proceedings  for  a  violation  of  the  '^  passenger  fare 
act."  They  have  corresponded  with  the  Attorney-General  of  the  State, 
at  an  early  period,  in  regard  to  their  power  to  prosecute,  and  on  other 
points,  and  they  beg  leave  to  refer  to  this  correspondence,  which  is  ap- 
pended.   (See  appendix  '^  E.") 

It  appears,  from  the  very  reports  of  most  of  the  railroad  corporatioDs, 
that  the  act  to  prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  extortion  in  the  rates 
for  the  transportation  of  freight,  is  systematically  violated,  inasmuch 
as  higher  rates  are  charged  from  local,  than  from  competing  or  terminal 
points.  Many  complaints  have  been  received  on  that  head.  In  every 
instance  have  we  turned  the  person  complaining,  to  the  provision  of 
that  law  which  gives  an  action  for  a  penalty  of  $1000  to  the  party  ag- 
grieved^ but  they  have  steadily  declined  to  prosecute,  giving,  as  a  reason, 
that  they  did  not  want  to  give  offense  to  the  companies  who  had  it  in 
their  power  to  deny  them  accommodations  when  most  wanted,  and 
could  injure  them  in  their  business  much  more  than  the  recovery  of 
many  penalties  would  benefit  them.  When  required  to  give  us  an 
authentic  statement  of  the  cause  of  complaint,  verified  by  affidavit,  so 
that  we  might  proceed  under  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  which  enacts 
that  proceedings  for  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter  may  be  instituted  upon 
any  violation  of  its  provisions,  they  failed  to  do  so  with  one  exception, 
hereafter  to  be  mentioned. 

Information  having  reached  the  Commissioners  that  the  provisions 
of  the  section  quoted  had  been  violated  by  the  Chicago  and  Alton 
Railroad  Company,  and  satisfactory  evidence  of  such  violation  having 
been  placed  in  their  hands,  they  have  instituted  proceedings  under  the 
provisions  of  said  section  five.  They  have  instructed  J.  H.  Rowell, 
State's  Attorney  for  McLean  county,  in  which  such  violations  were 
committed,  to  apply  to  the  circuit  court  of  that  county  for  leave  to  file 
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an  infonnation  in  the  nature  of  a  guo  warrantOj  to  declare  the  charter 
of  that  company  forfeited.  These  proceedings  have  been  but  recently 
institated,  but  the  prosecution  will  be  pressed  with  vigor  at  the  earliest 
day  practicable. 

The  Soard,  or  its  members,  since  their  appointment,  have  pretty  ex- 
tensively traveled  over  the  State,  and  have  noted  manifest  violations  of 
some  of  the  few  police  laws  heretofore  existing  in  regard  to  the  rail- 
roads in  this  State,  either  found  in  the  general  statutes  or  in  some  of 
the  charters  themselves.  They  have  in  every  instance  notified  the 
respective  corporations  of  cases  of  neglect,  and  they  have  received 
promises  at  l^ast  of  a  stricter  compliance  with  such  police  regulations. 
Finding,  particularly,  that  many  highway  crossings  were  unsafe,  they 
have  especially  directed  the  attention  of  the  railroad  companies  to  this 
sabject,  and  in  order  to  procure  a  general  and  strict  enforcement  of  the 
law  of  1869,  for  the  protection  of  the  lives  and  property  of  persons  at 
railroad  crossings,  they  have  issued  a  circular  to  all  the  county  surveyors, 
which,  judging  by  the  many  replies  that  have  been  received,  seems  to 
have  enlisted  their  attention.  The  law  itself  is  too  complicated  and 
partly  impracticable,  and  would  seem  to  need  amendment.  It  is  to  be 
rttnarked  that  this  State  has  more  miles  of  railroad  actually  constructed 
than  any  other  State  in  the  Union,  and  that  a  personal  and  critical  in- 
spection on  the  part  of  this  Board  of  all  the  roads,  with  a  view  to  their 
condition  in  detail,  as  regards  their  construction,  connected  with  the 
safety  of  the  lives  and  property  of  the  community,  is  a  physical  impos- 
ailnlity,  even  if  every  member  of  the  Board  were  supposed  to  have  the 
requisite  technical  knowledge,  and  it  may  be  necessary,  if  the  law  con- 
templates such  critical  examination,  to  authorize  the  Board  to  employ 
competent  experts  to  make  special  inspection  of  the  condition  of  any 
railroad  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  the  safety  of  the  public 
requires  it. 

Information  has  been  received,  however,  from  various  parts  of  the 
State,  that  the  very  existence  of  a  supervising  board,  such  as  this  is,  has 
had  beneficial  effects,  and  that  more  care  and  vigilance  are  being  em- 
ployed in  the  management  of  this  all  important  interest 

The  Oonamissioners  call  attention  to  the  communication  from  their 
secretary,  James  H.  Baymond,  as  to  the  expenditures,  etc.,  etc.,  of  the 
office,  and  to  the  recommendations  therein  contained.  A  slight  increase 
of  the  appropriations  for  incidental  expenses,  as,  recommended  by  him, 
would  enable  the  Board  to  provide  better  for  the  safety  of  the  records 
aad  papers  in  the  office,  and  place  it  upon  something  of  the  same  foot- 
ing as  the  other  offices  of  the  State  Government  The  zeal  and  un- 
remitting attention  of  Mr.  Raymond,  at  the  office  of  this  Board  in 
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Springfield,  have  produced  reenlta  yaloable  to  the  State  and  creditable 
to  himself 

The  Board  was  gratified  to  see,  in  the  last  message  of  your  Exoel- 
lencj  to  the  present  session  of  the  LegislatorCi  an  allnsion  to  the  subject 
of  compensation  for  professional  services  in  enforcing  the  laws  rega- 
lating  railroads  and  warehouses  in  this  State,  and  cannot  bnt  add  their 
testimony  as  to  the  expediency  of  sach  a  provision. 

The  experience  of  the  Board  has  already  shown  the  importance  of 
authority  being  vested  in  some  suitable  department  of  the  government 
to  employ  professional  aid,  which  possesses  the  special  and  peculiar 
knowledge  requisite  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  cases  growing  ont 
of  those  laws.  They  would,  therefore,  suggest  that  authority  should 
be  conferred  upon  this  Board  to  employ,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Governor,  such  counsel  as  they  may  think  necessary  to  aid  the  circuit 
attorneys  in  such  prosecutions. 

CONDITION  OF  THE  OLDER  RAILROADS  IN  OPERATION. 

The  general  character  and  condition  of  the  roads  in  this  State,  which 
have  been  for  some  time  in  operation,  will  compare  favorably  with  that 
of  roads  in  any  of  the  Western  States.  The  past  season  has  been  un- 
usually suited  to  the  keeping  of  railroads  in  repair,  and  the  roads  in 
this  State  may  be  said  to  be,  on  the  whole,  in  good  order,  according  to 
the  standard  in  that  respect  in  the  United  States.  But  few  of  the 
roads  are,  as  yet,  thoroughly  ballasted ;  this  is  occasioned  by  the 
scarcity  of  suitable  material  for  the  purpose  along  the  lines  of  road. 
The  work  of  ballasting  is,  for  that  reason,  more  expensive,  and  neces- 
sarily requires  longer  time  than  it  would  if  the  material  was  j(pund  at 
frequent  intervals,  so  as  to  require  but  a  short  haul  for  its  distribution. 

The  capacity  of  these  reads  for  the  transaction  of  business  is  being 
increased  so  as  to  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the  people,  and  their  me- 
chanical structures,  such  as  bridges,  station  buildings  and  the  like,  are 
being  improved.  The  early  structures,  which  were  temporary  in 
character,  are  rapidly  giving  place  to  permanent  and  substantial  ones. 
Generally,  their  character  and  capacity  are  being  greatly  improved. 

The  equipment  of  these  roads  as  to  engines,  passenger  and  freight 
cars  may  be  regarded  as  excellent ;  particularly  the  accommodation 
for  passengers  furnished  in  this  State  is  quite  as  geod,  if  not  superior^ 
to  that  furnished  by  any  of  the  leading  roads  in  the  country. 

The  recent  adoption  of  dining  cars  for  the  accommodation  of  passen- 
gers, instead  of  stopping  trains  at  eating  stations,  which  has  come  into  nae 
on  several  of  the  important  roads,  involves  the  necessity  of  passengers 
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jMMsing  from  car  to  car  through  the  trains  while  they  are  running  at 
foil  speed.  The  practice  of  passing  through  trains  in  that  manner  has 
Hwijs  been  regarcfed,  and  proven  by  serious  loss  of  life,  to  be  very 
dangerous;  especially  is  this  so  where  the  old  style  coupling,  draw- 
bead  and  platform,  are  used. 

The  danger  to  life  in  this  regard  is  considered  by  this  Board  to  be 
quite  enough  to  require  legislative  action,  which  shall  oblige,  at  an 
early  day,  the  nse  of  platforms  and  couplings  of  some  of  the  various 
forms  now  well  known,  by  means  of  which  these  dangers  may  be 
materially  diminished. 

As  the  platformb  of  passenger  cars  are  structures  usually  made  inde- 
pendent of  and  attached  to  the  body  of  the  cars,  the  necessary  changes 
can  be  readily  accomplished  at  moderate  expense,  and  the  Board  there- 
fore recommend  that  after  one  year  the  use  of  any  platform  and  coup- 
ling on  passenger  trains,  except  snch  as  when  coupled  together  are, 
and  remain  in  near  contact,  should  be  prohibited  by  suitable  penalties. 

BAILROADS  RECENTLY  BUILT  AND  IN  PROCESS  OP  CONSTRUCTION, 

The  construction  of  railroads  in  this  State  during  the  past  year, 
especially  in  the  central  and  southern  portion  of  it,  has  been  pushed 
with  unusual  energy  and  activity. 

This  has  been  stimulated,  and  chiefly  occasioned,  by  the  anxiety  of  the 
people  living  in  the  various  localities  interested  to  secure  the  construe-^ 
tion  of  the  roads  before  the  local  subscriptions  voted  in  their  aid  by 
counties,  cities  and  towns  should  be  lost  by  lapse  of  time  or  otherwise, 
snd  also  by  an  equal  anxiety  on  the  part  of  the  older  and  more  pow- 
erful corporations  to  protect  themselves  against  probable  competitions 
or  encroachments  upon  what  they  call  their  "  legitimate  territory,"  by 
reason  of  the  construction  of  these  new  lines.  Thus,  in  most  instan- 
ces, npon  the  surrender  of  the  control  of  the  new  roads  (this  being 
^condition  precedent),  the  competition  existing  between  the  old  corpo- 
nttioDs,  having  the  necessary  credit,  and  their  common  desire  to  obtain 
control  of  new  territory,  and  of  securing  an  increased  basis  for  the 
issoing  of  stock,  either  in  their  own  companies  or  in  the  new  ones  of 
^hicli  they  obtain  control,  have  induced  those  older  companies  to  fur- 
nish the  iron  and  equipment  necessary  for  a  partial  completion  of  these 
roads ;  only  sufiicient,  however,  to  enable  trains  to  be  moved  over 
them,  and  leaving  the  roads  in  a  condition  still  requiring  large  ezpen* 
ditares  for  their  suitable  and  satisfactory  completion. 

A.8  a  rule,  the  money  employed  in  the  construction  of  these  new 
Vol.  n— 68 
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roads  was  obtained  by  the  sale  of  local  aid  bonds,  amonntin^  to  from 
five  to  eight  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  and  also  the  sale  of  from  fifteen 
to  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per  mila  of  the  first  mortgage  bonds 
of  the  road,  secured  upon  the  franchise,  right  of  way,  and  depot 
grounds  (which  were  mainly  donated),  and  also  upon  the  grading  and 
bridging,  which  the  new  companies  had  been  able  to  accomplidh  by  a 
careful  expenditure  of  th^  proceeds  of  the  local  aid  bonds. 

In  this  manner,  by  a  sale  of  both  classes  of  bonds,  even  at  as  low  a 
rate  as  (80  cents)  eighty  cents,  the  average  aggregate  product  in  money, 
after  paying  all  negotiating  expenses,  can  be  reasonably  estimated  at 
twenty-one  thousand  and  two  huudred  dollars  per  mile  ($21,200), 
quite  enough,  it  is  believed,  to  construct  and  equip  the  roads  as  well 
as  it  has  been  done.  The  Commissioners  are,  therefore,  forced  to 
accept  the  conclusion  that,  as  a  rule,  all  certificates  of  railroad  sto^k 
issued  upon  the  new  roads  in  this  fc^tate,  excepting  that  issued  in  pay- 
ment for  county,  city  and  town  bonds,  is  fictitious.  'The  usual  method 
adopted  for  the  completion  of  the  new  roads  is,  that  the  parties  owning 
or  controlling  the  old  roads,  who  are  to  take  control  of  and  complete 
the  new  ones,  enter  into  a  contract  for  such  completion. 

The  corporation  owning  the  new  road,  on  their  part,  agree  to  pay 
such  contractors  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  local  aid  bonds,  if  any, 
the  first  mortgage  bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  company  upon  the  new 
road,  and  also  a  certain  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company, 
in  nearly  all  cases  greatly  more  than  all  the  other  capital  stock  which 
has  been  subscribed  for  or  issued. 

It  will  be  seen  that  by  this  method  the  new  road  is  actually  con- 
structed and  paid  for  by  means  which  it  itself  produces,  and  that  the 
capital  stock  issued  under  the  contract  is  really  parted  with  without  con- 
sideration, and  passes  to  the  holders  forever  the  control  of  the  road. 
This  process  is  carried  out  with  various  modifications  of  form,  all, 
however,  in  the  end,  reaching  the  same  result. 

It  is  proper  to  state  here  that  doubtless  most  of  this  ^*  full  paid 
stock''  80  issued,  and  paid  by  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  is  the  result  of 
the  astuteness  of  the  managers  of  the  great  through  lines,  who,  having 
thus  possessed  themselves  personally  of  these  large  amounts  of  stock, 
immediately  commence  what  l.as  come  to  be  an  intelligent  and  syste- 
matic grinding  process  upon  the  people,  under  the  plea  of  chartered 
rights,  to  extort  by  unjust  charges  earnings  equal  not  only  to  paying 
the  interest  on  the  actual  cost  and  bonded  debt,  current  expenses  and 
"improvementa"  (by  which  is  meant  the  construction  proper,  omitted  to 
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have  been  done),  but  also  on  the  excessiye  stock  thus  issned  without 
any  real  consideration. 

AH  the  int^enuity  and  knowledge  of  such  matters,  which  these  men 
80  largely  posEees,  are  at  once  mobilized  for  the  work  not  only  of 
enforcing  earnings  for  the  roads  equal  to  paying  all  legitimate  demands, 
but  aUo  that  they  may  receive  dividends  upon  and  create  a  market 
valae  for  their  illegitimate  stock. 

As  time  rolls  by,  and  the  capacity  of  the  roads  is  gradually  increased 
by 'Mmprovements"  made  out  of  the  earnings,  in  addition  to  paying 
interest  on  bonded  debt  and  stock  dividends,  and  the  capability  of  the 
commnnities  living  adjacent  to  the  lines  to  produce,  and  the  population 
increases,  another  stock  issue  takes  place,  limited  only  by  the  capacity 
of  the  road  thus  improved  to  bear  the  burden.  And  in  the  same  man- 
ner other  stock  issues  will,  from  time  to  time,  be  made  to  satisfy  the 
ever  increasing  cupidity  of  these  men;  and  so  on  and  on,  notil  the 
nttermost  capabilities  of  the  conntry  to  respond  shall  be  reached. 

These  additional  issnes  of  stock,  or  stock  dividends,  as  they  are 
called,  are  made  upon  the  pretext  usually  that  they  represent  earnings 
of  the  roads  which  have  been  capitalized  in  improving  its  condition 
and  enlarging  its  capacity  for  business.  In  some  instances  this  maj 
be  partially  true,  but  it  is  also  true  that  the  necessity  for  such  enlarge- 
meots  and  improvements  mainly  arises  from  the  imperfect  condition 
of  the  roads  at  the  time  they  were  called  completed;  therefore, until 
Each  imperfections  shall  have  been  made  good  by  the  expenditure  of 
a  Bum  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  roads  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
stock  fictitionsly  issued  in  the  first  instance,  and  all  dividends  paid 
thereon,  together  with  interest,  not  even  a  plausible  ground  can  exist 
for  making  stock  dividends  to  represent  what  is  claimed  to  be  capital- 
ized earnings.  The  truth  is,  that  in  the  cases  alluded  to,  the  earnings 
liave  been  capitalized  years  before  they  were  made. 

Thus  *it  will  be  seen  that  the  fictituma  capital^  and  not  the  real 
moDcy  employed  in  the  construction  of  the  roads,  is  mainly  benefited 
by  a  practice  of  the  theory  of  capitalizing  earnings. 

The  Commissioners  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  a  remedy  for 
these  alarming  evils,  but  have  been  impelled  to  the  foregoing  earnest 
suggestions  as  to  the  actual  workings  of  railroad  construction  and 
transportation,  in  their  bearings  upon  the  business  and  prosperity  of 
the  people  of  this  State,  by  the  vital  importance  of  early  and  effective 
action  by  the  Legislature. 
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CONSTRUCTION  OF  BAILBOADS  IN  THE  FUTURE. 

It  is  anneceeeary,  at  this  period  of  the  world's  history,  for  the  Com- 
miesioners  to  enlarge  upon  the  value  and  importance  of  railroads  as 
promoting  the  public  welfare. 

To  the  people  of  this  State,  who  are  largely  destitute  of  natoral 
means  of  internal  transit,  atid  where  the  topography  of  the  oountrj 
eeems  to  invite  their  construction,  railroads  are  indispensable ;  there- 
fore every  effort  possible  of  the  public  authorities  should  be  made  to 
encourage  their  judicious  and  economical  construction,  and  secure  their 
just  and  economical  management. 

To  this  end  it  seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  no  means  can  be  bo 
well  adapted  as  the  enactment  of  a  well  considered  general  law,  author- 
izing the  construction  of  roads  wherever,  in  the  judgment  of  capital, 
they  will  be  found  to  be  most  remunerative.  It  is  believed  that  the 
selection  of  the  lines  over  which  railroads  ^re  hereafter  to  be  con- 
structed in  this  State  may  be  safely  left  to  the  determination  of  the 
persons  who  furnish  the  money  to  build  them.  ^ 

The  fact,  also,  that  the  business  of  any  given  section  of  the  State  is 
subject  to  be  competed  for  by  a  new  road,  possibly  built  and  operated 
upon  a  more  economical' plan,  will  doubtless  have  a  strong  tendency  to 
induce  existing  roads  to  make  their  charges  for  the  transaction  of  that 
business  so  moderate  as  not,  by  ezorbitant  profits,  the  fruit  of  uiguat 
rates,  to  tempt  the  construction  of  competing  lines. 

Such  a  law,  with  suitable  safe-guards,  such  as  experience  has  aho^m 
to  be  wise  and  necessary,  should  protect,  in  a  considerable  degree,  the 
public  and  individuals  sgainst  corporate  extortions. 

It  would  also  probably  be  wise  to  retain  to  the  State  the  power  h( 
supervision  and  control  over  all  corporations  to  be  created  under  it, 
which  it  is  claimed  has  been  parted  with  by  many  of  the  special  char- 
ters heretofore  granted,  the  validity  of  which  claims  promise  to  furuiah 
a  fruitful  source  of  litigation. 

After  providing  the  safeguards  to  the  public,  just  mentioned,  the 
provisions  of  the  general  law  authorizing  the  construction  of  railroads^ 
should  be  exceedingly  liberal,  and  such  as  in  the  highest  degree  to 
invite  and  protect  the  investment  of  capital  in  such  enterprises,  thaa 
to  secure  so  far  as  possible  a  healthful  and  real  competition. 

Such  a  law,  too,  would  probably  furnish  the  means  of  satisfactorily 
testing  some  of  the  recent  opinions  of  civil  engineers  of  the  value  of 
railroads  constructed  upon  plans  much  less  expensive  and  operated 
much  more  economically  than  existing  roads. 
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If  it  be  true  that  the  ^'  narrow  gnage  "  railroads,  or  the  adoption  of 
light  equipment  for  the  present  roads,  have  the  adyantac^e  of  economy 
which  they  are  claimed  to  possess,  it  is  very  desiiable  to  the  interests 
of  the  people  of  this  State  that  their  constrnction  should  be  fostered 
iDd  enconraged. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  railroad  sytem  of  the  world  is  of 
very  recent  origin,  that  it  has  come  into  existence  within  the  memory 
of  many  men  now  living ;  and  it  is  therefore  not  unreasonable  to  ex- 
pect that  enlarged  experience  may  point  out  many  grave  and  even  fun- 
daiuental  errors  in  their  construction  and  working. 

Such  a  law  as  is  suggested  might  facilitate  improvements  which 
would  prove  of  the  highest  value  to  the  public,  and  which  existing 
companies  would  be  slow  to  adopt  by  reason  of  the  great  first  cost 
apparently  involved  in  the  requisite  changes. 

THE  PRESENT  LAWS,  AND  SUGGESTIONS  OF  AMENDMENTa 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  constitutional  provisions  regarding  rail- 
roads and  warehooses,  five  distinct  laws  were  passed  at  the  first  part 
of  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature,  under  the  new  constitution.  It 
is  very  evident  that  those  laws  were  conceived  and  framed  by  different 
minds ;  and  whatever  merit  each  one  may  have  by  itself,  yet,  being 
passed  independent  of  one  anpther,  they  do  not,  on  closer  examination, 
furnish  such  a  harmonious  whole  as  might  be  desired.  The  Commis- 
sioners,  as  well  as  the  Attorney  General,  whose  advice  they  have  sought 
10  some  instances,  have  found  it  somewhat  difiicult,  if  not  altogether 
impossible,  to  reconcile  many  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  laws.  While 
the  late  warehouse  act  repeals,  in  terms,  all  other  acts  on  the  subject 
inconsistent  with  it,  including,  as  we  deem  it,  the  power  of  inspection 
and  registry,  granted  in  the  law  establishing  a  Board  of  Trade  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  such  repealing  clause  is  not  to  be  found  in  the  law 
establishing  this  Board,  nor  in  the  one  preventing  unjust  discrimination 
in  the  rate  of  charges  for  transporting  freight,  nor  the  one  establishing  a 
maiimum  of  passenger  fare.  Whether,  and  how  far,  the  law  entitled 
so  act  concerning  railroad  rates  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and 
freight,  approved  March  10th,  1869,  is  repealed,  and  whether,  if  not 
repealed,  the  Commissioners  are  to  act  nnder  it,  if  the  necessity  of  such 
action  should  arise,  are  also  questions  involved  in  doubt.  But  even 
where  there  is  no  real  or  apparent  conflict  in  the  various  provisions  of 
these  different  acts,  there  are  some  obscurities  of  language,  or  what  at 
least  seems  to  them  so.    A  careful  revision  of  the  acts,  or  a  systematic 
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and  well  digested  compilation  of  them  into  one  general  law,  is  herebj* 
earnestly  recommended. 

Another  'scarce  of  great  embarrassment  arises  from  the  varioas 
modes  provided  in  those  different  laws  for  punishing  a  violation  of  them. 
In  most  cases,  remedies  are  given  to  the  persons  actnally  aggrieved  by 
sach  violations.     For  some  violations  of  the  same  character  qoite  diF- 
ferent  penalties  are  imposed.    To  give  an  instance :    It  is  provided,  in 
the  act  to  prevent  nnjast  discrimination  and  extortion  in  the  rates  of 
freight,  that  any  willful  violation  of  any  of  its  provisions,  on  the  part  of 
any  railroad  corporation,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter,  while, 
in  the  act  relating  to  passenger  fare,  it  requires-  five  ditferent  convic- 
tions for  a  violation  of  the  act  before  a  forfeiture  is  incurred.     In  the 
act  establishing  this  i3oard,  the  Commissioners  are  authorized  to  insti- 
tute and  prosecute  suits  for  all  violations  of  the  said  act,  or  of  an j  law 
of  this  State  concerning  railroad  companies  or  warehouses,  and  it  is 
provided  that  the  Attorney  General  and   the  Circuit  Attorneys  are  to 
prosecute  under  their  directions  :  yet  the  kind  of  actions,  and  whether 
they  should  be  criminal  or  civil,  and  in  many  cases  the  penalties  for 
violating  the  law  are  not  indicated  at  all — ^sothat,  practically,  the  action 
of  the  Commissioners  is  beset  with  difiiculties.     It  is  the  opinion  of 
the  Commissioners  that  while  the  remedy  to  private  citizens  to  sae  in  a 
penal  action  may  be  retained,  there  ought  to  be  a  general  provision  by 
which  any  such  violation  of  law,  or  of  charters,  should  be  made  an 
indictable  offense,  or  subject  the  offender  to  a  penalty  to  be  sued  for 
by  the   State,  so  that  the  public  may  at  once  have  a  simple  and 
speedy  mode  of  redress.      Proceedings  for  forfeiture  might  be  dis- 
pensed with,  except  as  a  last  resort,  as,  in  case  such  forfeiture  should 
be  judicially  declared,  while  the  State  Las  no  power  under  the  Consti- 
tion  to  confer  the  franchise  on  any  body  else  by  special,  incorporation, 
or  to  resume  the  management  of  the  franchise  itself,  the  public  inter- 
ests would  be  so  injuriously  affected  in  the  absence  of  any  provision 
for  continuously  operating  the  road,  that  it  might  be  doubtful  whether 
the  severer  punishment  would  not  be  inflicted  upon  the  people. 

All  the  existing  police  regulations  now  scattered  through  many 
statutes,  and  such  as  may  be  suggested  concerning  railroads,  should  be 
compiled  into  one  law.  The  Commissioners  have  prepared  such  a  bill, 
and  will  respectfully  submit  it  to  the  Legislature.  The  Chairman  has 
also  prepared  bills,  to  remedy  what  are  considered  as  defects  in  the  laws 
heretofore  more  particularly  referred  to,  also  to  be  submitted.  They 
are  aware  that  they  have  assumed  a  task,  the  delicacy  and  difficulty 
of  which  only  those  who  have  ever  undertaken  the  framing  of  laws  on 
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important  and  complicated  subjects  can  ^adequately  appreciate.  Bat 
carefully  considered  and  revised  as  those  bills  will  be  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  passed  into  ono  law  or  more,  if  need  be,  it  is  hoped  to  eecnre 
a  more  certain  guide  to  the  officer,  who  are  cLarged  with  their  execa- 
tioD,  and  a  more  intelligible  rule  of  action  to  those  who  are  specially 
to  obey  them. 

WAREHOUSES— ORGANIZATION    OF   THE    INSPECTION  AND   REGIS- 
TRATION   OFFICES. 

On  the  9th  of  Jaly,  last,  the  Board  6f  GommisBioners  had  a  special 
meeting  at  the  city  of  Chicago,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  in- 
spection and  registration  depitttments,  provided  for  in  the  act  approved 
April  25th,  1871,  and  in  force  Jaly  Ist,  1871,  regulating  public  ware- 
honees  and  the  inspection  of  grain,  and  to  give  effect  to  article  XIll  of 
the  constitution  of  this  State. 

Mr.  W*.  F.  Tompkins,  the  chief  inspector  of  grain  for  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago— said  city  being  the  only  one  containing  warehouses  of  class  "A" 
—appointed  by  yon  according  to  the  law  just  referred  to,  and  whose 
dnty  it  is  to  nominate  a  numerous  corps  of  assistant  inspectors,  clerks, 
etc.,  not  having  had  time  to  select  the  same,  and  it  being  besides  ne- 
cessary to  provide  an  office,  furniture,  etc.,  and  to  have  the  proper 
books  and  blanks  prepared  and  printed,  the  Board  could  not  finally 
or^nize  the  inspection  and  registration  departments  before  their  regular 
meeting  in  August,  1871,  at  Springfield,  Mr.  Stephen  Clary  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  chief  registrar.  The  nominations  of  Mr.  Tomp- 
kins were  examined  and  approved  by  the  Board.  The  number  of  offii- 
cer8,  their  salaries  and  duties,  in  both  departments,  were  fixed  by  the 
Buard  as  tho  law  requires.  They  also  adopted  rules  and  regulations 
for  the  inspection  of  grain,  fixed  the  rates  of  charges  for  inspection,  and 
the  manner  of  colleciinfi:  the  same — a  duty  which  the  law  likewise  has 
devolved  cpon  the  Commissioners. 

The  inspection  of  grain  and  registration  of  warehouse  receipts  having 
l)een  previously  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  the  city  of  Chicago, 
uid  having  been  carried  on  under  the  control  of  said  Board,  the  Com- 
missioners have,  in  the  main,  adopted  the  rules  which  experience  had 
taaght  that  board  to  be  practical  and  advisable. 

With  some  modifications,  the  same  number  of  officers  as  existed  un- 
der the  Board  of  Trade,  in  both  departments,  were  appointed,  and  also 
their  salaries  fixed  upon  the  old  standard,  with  few  exceptions.  The 
season  of  the  grain  business  being  then  at  its  bight,  and  the  receipts  of 
gr&in  nnnsually  large,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  inspector  a 
greater  number,  particularly  of  subordinate  asaifitants,  were  employed 
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than  will  be  necessary  throughont  the  year ;   bnt,  under  the  terms  of 
appointment,  the  number  may  be  decreased  monthly. 

The  Oommiesioners  have  simply  embodied  in  their  rules  the  law 
which  fixes  the  grades  of  grain.  The  inspection  fees  have  thus  far  re^' 
mained  the  same  as  they  were  under  the  administration  of  the  Board  of 
Trade.  The  report  of  the  inspector,  of  grain,  up  to  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober, shows  an  unprecedented  receipt  of  grain  in  the  city  of  Chicago; 
and  this  Board  was  compelled  to  slightly  increase  the  force  in  the  in- 
spector's office,  to  meet  the  pressure  of  business.  The  terrible  calamity 
which  overcame  our  commercial  metropolis,  on  the  8th  and  9th  of  Oc- 
tober, swept  away  the  building  wherein  the  oflSces  of  inspection  and 
registration  under  this  Board  was  kept,  and  destroyed  the  farniture, 
but  fortunately  the  records  and  valuable  papers  of  the  inspector,  as 
well  as  the  registrar,  were  saved  by  the  judicious  and  timely  efforts  of 
the  registrar  and  one  of  the  inspection  officers.  Those  records  and  pa- 
pers, so  preserved,  have  been  of  the  most  important  service  to  the  per- 
sons engaged  in  the  grain  business,  as  they  furnished  the  evidence  of 
grain  receipts,  most  of  which  had  been  destroyed  by  the  fire.  For  full 
information  the  Commissioners  refer  to  the  general  and  special  monthly 
reports  of  the  said  inspector  and  registrar,  and  the  tables  accompanying 
said  reports,  showing  the  amount  and  grades  of  grain  received  and 
shipped  in  each  elevator,  to  November  1st,  1871.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  these  reports,  referring  as  they  do 'to  so  importan  ta  branch  of  busi* 
ness  in  our  State,  will  prove  highly  useful  and  interesting. 

The  Board  wishes,  in  this  connection,  to  call  special  attention  to  the 
supplemental  report  of  Mr.  Tompkins,  the  chief  inspector  of  grain  in 
ChicajiTO,  and  the  tables  accompanying  it,  from  which  it  appears  that, 
notwithstanding  the  general  destruction  of  business  consequent  upon 
the  fire  in  that  city,  the  grain  trade  has  proceeded  without  interruption, 
and  assumed  almost  colossal  proportions.  While,  from  ^ugust  7  to 
November  1,  1870,  there  were  inspected  41,990  cars-loads  oh  the  track, 
there  were  inspected,  within  the  corresponding  time  in  1871,  60,257 
cars-loads.  While  during  the  like  period  in  1870  there  were  inspected  a 
little  more  than  27,000,000  of  bushels  of  grain,  the  number  within  the 
same  time  in  1871  amounted  to  over  52,500,000.  The  cost  of  inspection 
during  this  period,  in  1870,  amounted  to  $15,909,  while  for  the  same 
time,  in  1871,  on  nearly  double  the  quantity,  they  were  only  $14,256. 

The  inspector  also  recommends  some  change  in  the  grading  of  corn, 
as  also  that  the  grading  should  be  liable  to  be  modified  by  the  Board, 
as  circumstances  might  require.  The  Commissioners  invite  special  at- 
tention to  those  suggestions  of  the  chief  inspector. 
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It  will  also  appear  from  these  reports  that  the  officers,  with  the  moat 

I  commendable  eoergj,  have,  within  the  shortest  possible  time  eioce  the 

'  fire,  occupied  a  temporary  office,  improvising  the  farnitare,  and  have 

p  vigoronsl;  gone  to  work,^so  that  there  has  been  hardly  any  interrap- 

tioQ  in  business.    That  this  was  performing  a  most  important  service 

to  the  commerce  of  Chicago  and  this  State,  can  admit  of  no  question. 

The  Commissioners  take  pleasure  in  saying,  that  from  all  they  have 

I  been  able  to  see  themselves,  and  from  what  they  have  learned  from 

others,  the  inspection  and  registration,  as  now  conducted  by  the  State 

authority,  have  given  very  general  satisfaction  to  the  commercial  com- 

manity  and  to  the  producers,  and  is  considered  as  having  been  jadi« 

cionsly  and  effectually  managed. 

At  an  early  period  official  information  was  received  by  the  Board 
ihat  none  of  the  warehouses  of  class  ^^A,"  which  are  required  by  the 
act  regulating  public  warehouses  to  take  out  licenses,  had  complied 
with  the  law  in  that  respect.  As  no  possible  excuse  could  exist  for 
sQch  an  open  violation  of  a  plain  law,  the  Board  at  once  instructed  the 
State's  Attorney  of  Cook  county,  wherein  all  warehouses  falling  under 
dftss  "A"  are  situated,  to  institute  proceedings  against  said  delinquent 
owner  or  manager  of  warehouses.  The  letter  to  that  effect  will  be  found 
in  the  appendix  ^^F."  It  is  understood  that  such  proceedings  were 
commenced,  but  owing  to  the  suspension  of  all  legal  transactions,  in 
consequence  of  the  fire,  no  further  information  has  been  received,  and 
whatever  steps  may  have  been  taken  by  the  State's  Attorney  will  have 
to  be  retaken  when  the  courts  shall  again  resume  their  functions.  It  is 
also  understood  that  the  said  warehouses  do  not  conform  to  the  maxi- 
mam  of  charges  for  storage,  as  they  are  fixed  in  the  said  law.  It  being 
however  a  doubtful  question,  from  the  reading  of  the  law,  whether  said 
nuaimum  should  become  operative  in  the  current  year  or  from  the  first 
of  January,  1872  (see  correspondence  with  the  Attorney  General),  the 
Commissioners  have  refrained,  thus  far,  from  ordering  legal  proceed* 
iogg  against  the  said  warehouses,  being  of  cpinion  that  no  issue  should 
be  tendered  by  the  State^  except  on  grounds  which  are  supported  by 
ti^e  plain  and  unequivocal  language  of  the  statute. 

The  several  enactments  affecting  warehouses,  and  found  in  not  less 
than  four  different  laws  under  different  titles,  present  much  embarrass- 
iDent  as  to  their  proper  construction.  They  manifestly  require  revi- 
noo,  consolidation  and  systematic  digestion.  Warehouses  in  those  acts 
;  ^  defined  in  strict  accordance  with  the  constitution,  and  thus  classi- 
hi ;  yet  it  will  be  seen  that  nearly  ail  the  provisions  to  be  found  in 
the  several  laws  refer  only  to  warehouses  of  class  ^^A,"  while  the  other 
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two  classes  are  onlj,  to  it  were,  incideDtally  mentioBed.  While  the 
▼arioQs  laws  provide  for  taking  out  a  license  by  warehouses  of  class 
^'A/'  for  filing  a  bond  by  their  owners,  for  a  system  of  inspection  and 
registration,  fix  a  maximani  of  charges  and  place  them  ander  the  con- 
trol of  the  Board,  no  sort  of  relation  is  established  between  warehonses 
of  class  ^^B"  and  ^^C"  and  this  Board,  Some  general  provisions  of  the 
law,  as  to  receipts,  handling  of  grain,  and  the  mixing  thereof,  are  made 
applicable  to  sach  warehonses ;  bat  as  there  are  no  subordinate  officers 
charged  with  supervision,  they  practically  escape  all  control. 

Applications  having  been  made  from  important  commercial  points 
on  the  Mississippi  Hiver,  principally  with  a  view  to  prevent  a  diversion 
of  the  grain  shipments  from  Chicago  to  points  outside  the  State,  to 
have  inspectors  appointed,  could  not  be  entertained  by  the  Board,  us 
they  have  no  authority  over  inspection  except  as  to  warehonses  of 
class  "A." 

The  Board  recommends  the  paseage  of  a  general  law  which  will  pro- 
vide for  the  regulation  and  control  of  all  public  warehouses,  of  what- 
ever class,  upon  a  system  securing  uniformity  as  to  the  methods  of  in* 
spection,  and  also  as  to  the  registration,  of  grain  throughout  the  State. 
The  Commissioners  are  fully  satisfied  that  a  zealous  and  careful  man- 
agement of  the  inspection  and  registration  of  grain  by  State  authority, 
will  secure  at  an  early  day  the  high  degree  of  public  confidence  so  de- 
sirable in  connection  with  the  minute,  varied  and  extensive  values  and 
interests,  touched  by  the  action  of  those  departments. 

GENERAL  REMAREa 

By  the  tenth  section  of  the  law  creating  this  Board,  the  Oommis- 
sionere  are  directed  to  make  such  sugiresions  as  to  them  may  seem  ap- 
propriate, and  particularly — First,  whether  in  their  judgment  the  rail, 
roads  can  be  classified  in  regard  to  the  rate  of  fare  and  freight  to  be 
charged  upon  them,  and  if  so,  in  what  manner.  Second,  whether  a 
classification  of  freight  can  also  be  made,  and  if  so,  in  what  manner. 

From  the  short  time  the  Commissioners  have  been  in  office,  and  the 
necessity  of  first  organizing  the  Board  and  setting  its  various  depart- 
ments in  something  like  working  order,  it  has  inevitably  resulted  that 
they  have  not  had  leisure  enough  to  study  questions  of  much  magnitude 
and  intricacy  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  their  views  and  opinions 
more  than  merely  suggestions. 

Laying  aside  for  the  present  the  question  of  power  in  the  Legislature 
to  regulate  freight  and  fares,  the  manner  and  mode  of  such  regulations 
in  States  and  countries  where  such  power  is  unquestioned,  has  exer-^ 
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cised  the  beet  minds  of  the  proper  departmentB,  and  the  most  yariooa 
views  have  been  presented  and  adopted. 

While  in  the  beginning,  in  Great  Britain  and  on  the  Continent  of 
Europe,  as  well  as  in  oar  own  coantry,  the  greatest  reliance  was  placed 
on  tlie  principle  cf  competition  as  a  regalator  and  a  protector  of  the  in- 
terests of  the  commanitj  at  large,  and  non-intervention  on  the  part  of 
the  [government  was  the  accepted  doctrine,  experience  has  shown 
every  where  that  snch  competition  as  has  been  hitherto  obtained,  and 
non-intervention,  have  in  a  great  measure  failed  to  prevent  unjust  dis- 
criminations and  absolute  extortion.  In  the  first  place  competition  was 
met  by  consolidations,  or  rather  combination ;  and  in  the  next  place, 
where  competition  was  not  so  met,  the  tendency  of  it  was  to  unreason- 
ably lower  the  charges  from  competing  or  terminal  points  and  to  un- 
reasonably increase  them  for  transportation  between  intermediate 
points.  In  brief,  though  fare  and  freight  were  comparatively  low,  and 
local  fare  and  freight  were  comparatively  high,  but  even  where  the 
local  fare  and  freight  are  reasonable  in  themselves,  yet  where  they  are 
liigher  than  through  fare  and  freight,  it  inflicts  the  most  ruinous  conse- 
quences upon  the  local  public. 

In  the  many  complaints  the  Commissioners  have  heard  about  unjust 
management  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  companies,  in  regard  to  freight 
more  particularly,  the  grievance  was  not  so  much  that  the  charges  were 
iiitriDsically  too  high,  although  even  that  is  often  the  case,  bnt  that  they 
were  higher  than  from  competing  and  terminal  points. 

If  the  miller  who  ships  flour  from  some  point  in  the  center  of  the 
State  must  pay  from  flt'teen  to  twenty-two  cents  more  per  barrel  for  its 
transportation  to^STew  York  or  Boston  than  the  miller  at  East  St  Louis, 
(and  such  is  actaally  the  case)  how  can  ho  compete  successfully  with 
the  latter  !  lie  may  pay  only  a  reasonable  freight  and  yet  be  compelled 
to  break  up  his  business  afad  move  to  some  terminal  or  competing 
point.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  legal  provisions  which  insist 
merely  upon  reasonable  charges,  may  not  accomplish  the  beneficial 
purpose  they  were  intended  to  reach.  If  what  is  reasonable  is  left  to 
be  decided  by  the  courts  and  justices  of  the  peace,  in  the  various  coun- 
tieB  and  precincts  of  the  State,  in  each  single  case  no  sort  of  uniform- 
ity could  be  ever  attained,  it  being  differently  decided,  perhaps,  in  ad- 
joining precincts. 

Competition  then,  by  itself,  so  far  at  least  as  local  trade  is  concerned, 
^hich  isiuQch  the  largest  portion  of  the  business  of  all  railroads,  being 
in  this  State  rarely  if  ever  less  than  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earn- 
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ingd,  has  wholly  failed  to  accomplish  the  result  desired  and  has  fire- 

qoeiitly  been  extinguished  bj  combination. 

Onr  coDStitation  and  also  onr  laws,  and  the  constitutions  and  laws  of 
some  of  onr  sister  States,  have  foroidden  consolidation  of  competiag  or 
parallel  lines* 

Bat  while  technical  consolidation  nnder  the  forms  of  law  may  there- 
by be  prevented,  the  most  ingenions  legislation  cannot  stop  the  making 
of  general  basiness  contracts  of  private  and  legitimate  nnderstandings, 
by  which  precisely  the  same  object  can  be  attained  as  by  consolidation 
— snch  as  leases,  operating  contracts  and  the  like,  which  are  in  effect 
equivalent  to  a  regular  consolidation.  And  in  regard  to  freights,  the 
railroad  corporations,  as  such,  have  in  many  instances  almost  entirely 
divested  themselves,  as  corporations,  of  the  basiness  of  freight  trans* 
portation ;  especially,  as  to  through  freights,  they  merely  act  as  common 
carriers  to  other  companies — such  as  the  express  and  fast  freight  lines 
companies,  the  latter  of  which  and  not  the  railroad  corporations  deal 
with  the  public. 

It  is  plain  that  any  regulations  of  railroad  freights  in  such  cases,  do 
not  affect  those  wealthy  transportation  corporations  who  send  their  cars 
to  all  parts  of  the  United  States,  unless  some  special  provision  is  made 
therefor. 

Competition  can  therefore  be  said  to  have  shown  itself  so  imperfect 
hitherto,  as  to  have  been  incapable  of  the  general  good  result  of  uni- 
formly preventing  unreasonable  charges  or  preventing  injury  to  basi- 
ness at  points  along  the  lines  of  the  roads,  even  if  the  charges  for  freight 
were  reasonable. 

In  Great  Britain  as  well  as  in  the  United  States,  legislative  wisdom 
and  ingenuity  has  been  directed  towards  ridlroad  rates  and  tariffs  by 
acts  of  Parliament  or  the  Legislatures. 

These  tariffs  were  either  inserted  in  the  respective  charters  or  in  gen* 
eral  laws.  As  far  as  freight  tariffs  are  concerned,  it  is  laid  down  by 
competent  authorities  that  to  iix  general  tariffs  inflexible  for  a  period 
of  years,  which  must  be  the  case  if  they  are  created  by  the  Legislature 
with  no  provision  for  modification  except  by  Legislative  action,  seems 
to  l>e  wholly  impracticable.  Where  it  has  been  attempted  it  has  always 
failed,  never  being  properly  complied  with.  What  is  reasonable  for 
one  road  is  not  for  another  and  would  destroy  the  latter.  What  would 
be  reasonable  in  one  season  might  be  very  burdensome  at  another — 
peace  or  war,  famine  or  plenty,  the  state  of  the  domestic  or  foreign 
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markets  would  exercise  vast  inflaeDce  upon  the  proper  adjustment  of 
Bnch  tariffs. 

Oq  the  OontineDt  of  Europe  this  matter  is  looked  upon  not  as  a  judi- 
cial or  legislative,  but  an  administrative  function.  The  finance  or  com- 
merdal  ministerial  department  of  the  State  is  entrusted  with  it.  It  is 
exercised  by  trained  government  officials  of  the  highest  class,  in  con- 
ference with  deputations  from  the  Boards  of  Trade  and  from  the  railroad 
eompaniee.    It  is  liable  to  be  modified  as  circumstances  demand. 

Satisfactory  as  their  mode  may  be,  and  it  is  represented  as  working 
well,  it  would  be  difficult  to  introduce  it  here  for  reasons  which  will 
readily  suggest  themselves  without  being  specially  pointed  out.  Never- 
theless the  facts  stated  show  the  probable  impracticability  of  establish- 
ing an  inflexible  rate  for  freight  transportation,  and  point  to  the  neces- 
sitj  of  providing  for  modifications  from  time  to  time,  as  the  circumstan- 
ces of  the  country  and  of  the  railroads  may  demand.  This  discretion 
may  be  vested  in  such  persons  as  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature  shall 
Bee  fit  to  confide  in,  and  it  may  be  controlled,  if  deemed  expedient, 
vitldn  limits,  and  exercised  in  methods  to  be  established  by  law. 

The  basis  of  a  tariff  adopted  in  the  third  section  of  the  law  entitled 
'^  Ad  act  to  prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  extortion,"  d:c.,  that  is 
to  say,  that  the  rate  of  toll  on  any  day  hereafter,  for  transportation  from 
aoj  point  on  the  line  of  road  to  any  other  point  on  the  line,  shall  not 
be  p;reater  than  that  charged  on  the  same  day  and  month  in  the  year 
1870,  for  similar  quantities  of  the  safne  class  of  property,  does  not 
recommend  itself  to  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners.  While  the 
adoption  of  this  basis  avoids  forbidden  special  legislation,  and  yet  by  a 
general  law  deals  singly  with  every  road  according  to  its  previously 
fixed  rates,  and  thereby  intends  to  mete  out  equity,  it  is,  in  the  first 
place,  in  the  highest  degree  inconvenient,  both  for  the  shipper  and  the 
railroad  company,  almost  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  impracticable.  In 
the  second  place,  it  leaves  to  chance  whether  the  shipper,  who  is 
often  bound  to  ship  at  a  particular  time,  will  lose  or  gain  by  the  rates 
be  may  happen  upon.  In  the  third  place,  it  is  impossible  to  tell  how 
reasonable  or  unreasonable  the  rates  were  on  the  various  roads  during 
that  test  year.  In  addition,  the  year  1870,  like  1860,  presented  the 
most  astonishing  fiuctuations  in  the  charges  for  freight.  The  Hon. 
Charles  Francis  Adams,  Jr.,  one  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  for 
the  State  of  Massachusetts,  in  one  of  the  very  able  essays  he  has 
written  on  the  subject  of  railroads  and  their  management  (see  Essays 
Boston,  1871,  p.  367)  remarks:  *^  So  far  as  railroads  are  concerned 
competition  puts  both  certainty  and  responsibility  out  of  question  ;  it 
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renders  the  first  impossible,  and  by  division  destroys  the  last.  Hoit 
conclasiv^e  illastrationa  of  all  these  propositi<JU3,  as  well  as  the  utter 
insnfficiency  of  the  State  Legislature  to  deal  with  the  subject,  may  be 
found  in  the  experience  of  the  year  1870.  Daring  that  year  competi- 
tion was  bitter  in  the  extreme ;  the  rates  made  East  and  West  were 
simply  ruinous.  On  certain  descriptions  of  freight  they  were  literallj 
reduced  to  nothing*  Of  course  this  could  not  last.  Early  in  Septem- 
ber, 1870,  representatives  of  the  competing  lines  met  in  New  York 
and  proceeded  to  put  a  stop  to  competition  in  the  only  way  possible 
amongst  monopolists,  by  combination.  The  parties  in  interest  were 
the  New  York  Central,  the  Erie,  and  Pennsylvania  Central.  The 
competition  was  mainly  from  Illinois  to  New  York.  In  both  Illinois 
and  Now  York  laws  forbidding  the  consolidation  ot  competing  lines 
were  in  force,  and  all  these  roads  were  carrying  on  operations  in  one 
or  both  of  these  States.  At  the  meeting  in  question  it  was  decided 
to  ^  pool'  the  earnings  of  the  lines  to  all  competing  points.  In  other 
words,  all  receipts  from  that  business  which  was  supposed  to  receive  a 
peculiar  benefit  from  competition  were  be  paid  into  a  common  fund. 
Competition  was  to  immediately  cease,  fixed  rates  to  be  charged,  sod 
thus,  at  least,  all  the  great  trunk  lines  were  to  be  practically  consoli- 
dated in  so  far  as  the  business  commoniry  was  concerned."  The  fluc- 
tuations in  freight  charges  daring  1869  and  1870  between  New  York 
and  Chicago  were  from  $5  to  (37  per  ton,  and  between  the  same  point 
and  St.  Louis  from  $7  to  $16  per  ton.  The  Erie  Railroad  in  1869 
carried  goods  to  Chicago  at  as  low  a  rate  as  $2  per  ton,  and  from 
this  bounded  back  to  $37  per  ton.  Those  conditions  and  rates  having 
been  generally  participated  in  by  the  railroads  of  this  State,  the  Com- 
missioners, therefore,  recommend  to  abandon  the  rates  of  1870  as  a 
basis,  as  in  every  view  it  has  presented  itself  it  does  not  seem  to  furni^sh 
any  just  and  uniform  standard.  There  is,  however,  in  the  same  act,  a 
very  valuable  feature,  tending  to  prevent  unjust  discrimination  in  the 
tariffs  at  terminal  and  competing  points,  and  at  those  stations  which  are 
not  such.  It  is  to  be  found  in  the  first  section,  where  it  is  provided : 
^^  No  railroad  corporation,  &c.,  shall  charge  and  collect,  for  the  trans- 
portation of  goods,  merchandise  or  property  on  its  road  for  any  dis- 
tance, the  same  nor  any  larger  or  greater  amount  as  toll  than  is  at  the 
same  time  charged  or  collected  for  the  transportation  of  similar  quan- 
tities of  the  same  class  of  goods,  merchandise  or  property  over  a  greater 
distance  upon  the  same  road.  Nor  shall  such  corporation  charge  dif- 
ferent rates  for  receiving,  handling  or  delivering  freight  at  ditfereot 
pjints  on  its  road,  or  roads  coanectei  therewith  it  has  a  right  to  use. 
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Nor  shall  any  such  railroad  corporation  charj^*  or  collect,  for  the 
traneportation  of  goods  over  any  portion  of  its  road,  a  greater  amount 
as  toll  than  shall  be  charged  by  it  for  the  transportation  of  similar 
qaantities  of  the  same  class  of  goods,  merchandise  or  property  over 
any  other  portion  of  its  road  of  eqaal  distance." 

A  similar  law  in  Ohio  was  passed  as  eArly  as  in  1852,  bnt  it  only 
provides  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  railroad  company  to  charge 
or  receive  any  higher  rate,  for  transporting  similar  merchandise  over  a 
shorter  distance  of  the  road,  than  is  charged  according  to  its  fixed  tariff 
for  transportation  to  and  from  places  of  intersection  (terminal  or  com- 
peting points)  aforesaid. 

It  is  understood  that  a  similar  law  to  the  one  in  Ohio  has  been 
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enacted  in  the  State  of  Michigan. 

As  late  as  May  20th,  1871}  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachnsetts 
provided  that  no  railroad  corporation  shall  charge  or  receive,  for  the 
transportation  of  freight  to  any  section  on  its  road  a  greater  sum  than 
is  at  the  same  time  charged  or  received  for  the  transportation  of  the 
like  class  and  quantity  of  freight  from  the  same  original  point  of 
departure  to  a  station  at  a  greater  distance  on  its  road  in  the  same 
direction. 

The  difference  is  obvious:  while  the  laws  of  those  States  merely  pro- 
hibit a  greater  charge  being  made  from  intermediate  points  than  from 
terminal  ones,  the  law  of  Illinois  establishes  a  charge  in  every  case  the 
same  for  equal  distances.  This  part  of  the  law  has  the  advantage  that 
its  constitutionality  cannot  be  questioned  in  any  court.  Charges  must 
be  reasonable ;  that  is  admitted  by  all  the  corporations  themselves,  is 
expressly  stipulated  in  some  of  their  charters,  and  necessarily  implied 
in  all,  and  nothing  could  be  more  unreasonable  tlian  to  charge  a 
greater  price  for  a  less  distance.  This  section  does  not  fix  a  tariff  for 
the  roads,  bnt  merely  prohibits  them  from  fixing  a  discriminating  one, 
and  prevents  tnem  from  adopting  sn  extortionate  one.  It  coincides 
with  the  railroads  themselves,  because,  considering  that,  with  most 
railroads  in  our  State,  the  local  business  is  by  far  the  largest,  it  must 
be  to  their  interest  to  build  up  local  trade  and  not  to  drive  it  to  ter- 
minal or  competing  points,  just  as  it  is  their  true  interest  to  charge 
moderately  for  the  internal  transportation  of  iron,  coal,  lumber  and 
provisions,  so  as  to  stimulate  local  enterprise  and  stud  their  lines  with 
thriving  villages  and  towns.  Upon  this  principle  of  the  law  just 
referred  to  our  State  should  plant  itself  firmly.  It  is  so  just  in  itself, 
so  beneficial  ultimately  to  the  roads,  so  free  from  legal  objections,  and

withal  affording  bo  great  a  relief  to  oar  people,  that  its  execution 
should  be  rigidly  enforced  by  the  government 

In  regard  to  the  passenger  fare,  the  complaints  have  neither  been 
very  nnmerons,  nor  have  they  been  urged  by  the  community  with  the 
same  vigor  and  intensity  as  those  relating  to  discrimination  and  extor- 
tion in  the  matter  of  freight    The  reason  of  this  may  be  fonnd  in  the 
fact  that  the  different  companies,  by  providing  their  more  regular  cus- 
tomers along  the  line  with  commutation  and  season  tickets,  have  really, 
in  some  cases,  reduced  the  fares  to  a  figure  within  the  sum  limited  by 
law,  and  in  many  instances,  to  very  much  less  than  the  railroad  com- 
panies are  entitled  to  charge  under  the  classification  adopted  by  the 
present  Legislature  at  its  first  session.     The  number  of  persons,  how- 
ever, to  whom  season  and  commutation  tickets  are  issued,  is  but  a  very 
small  part  of  the  whole  number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  railroads, 
and  the  relief  thus  afforded  is  only  partial  and  slight.     The  great  mass 
of  passengers  are  still  unprotected  by  the  law  in  regard  to  classifica- 
tion, and  will  continue  to  be  so,  so  long  as  that  law  shall  be  disregarded 
and  defied  by  the  railroad  companies.    The  classification  itself  has 
evidently  been  made  with  a  view  to  deal  quietly  and  equitably  with 
the  railroad  companies,  and  to  avoid  collision  with  the  constitutional 
prohibition  of  special  legislation. 

The  gross  earnings  upon  which  this  classification  rests  may  not 
always  be  an  exact  test  of  the  financial  prosperity  of  a  railroad,  yet 

■ 

perhaps  a  better  one  could  not  be  devised — all  such  tests  being  more 
or  less  unsatisfactory. 

It  may  also  be  said,  that  in  spite  of  the  legislative  intention  to  treat 
the  different  corporations  equitably  in  allowing  them  to  charge  accord- 
ing to  their  pecuniary  ability,  such  object  is  frequently  defeated. 

Should  a  road  belonging  to  class  *'  A,"  and  consequently  permitted 
by  law  to  charge  only  a  low  rate,  have  a  competitor  in  a  road  belong- 
*  ing  to  a  lower  class,  the  latter  road  would,  in  order  to  compete  success- 
fully, be  compelled  to  reduce  its  rates  to  coincide  with  those  of  the  road 
in  class  /^  A."  The  Chicago  and  Alton  Bailroad,  for  instance,  is  vig- 
orously competed  with  by  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  for  the  St. 
Louis  passenger  traffic,  the  latter  having  control  of  the  Yandalia  and 
St.  Louis  Koad.  The  one  is  in  class  ^'  A,''  and  the  other  in  class 
**  B."  But  should  the  Chicago  and  Alton  Company  charge  the,  now 
legal,  rate  of  two  and  one-half  cents  per  mile  for  passenger  fare,  it 
would  not  be  long  before  the  Illinois  Central  Company  would  be  com- 
pelled to  come  down  to  the  same  rate,  or  surrender  all  claim  to  that 
business. 
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The  regnlation  of  the  railroad  system  bj  legisktive  enactments,  is  a 
great  problem,  waiting  its  sucoessfnl  solution  in  the  fatnre.  Whether 
it  will  ever  be  SQCcessfally  solved  by  the  action  of  the  several  States, 
lA  doubted  by  many.  Our  most  important  railroad  lines  having  be- 
come national — ^in  fact,  it  might  be  said,  international — some  of  the 
"best  minds  in  the  country,  which  have  attentively  studied  the  subject, 
have  intimated  that,  as  Congress  has  the  undoubted  constitutional 
power  to  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  sev- 
eral States,  the  whole  control  of  the  railroad  management  as  relates  to 
the  interests  of  the  people  at  large,  should  be  committed  to  the  nation- 
al legislature."  In  a  late  address,  by  the  present  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  the  same  idea  is  advanced. 

Whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  expediency  or  constitutionality  of 
BQch  proposed  regulation,  by  Congress,  of  the  business  passing  through 
different  States  by  railroads,  it  would  seem  that  no  authority  is  given 
by  the  constitution,  in  the  article  just  quoted,  for  the  regulation,  by 
Congress,  of  the  prices  for  transpertation  of  persons  or  property  be- 
tween different  points  wholly  within  the  same  State. 

The  great  subject  of  complaint,  so  far  as  the  same  has  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  Commissioners,  relates  to  alleged  injustice  commit- 
ted by  the  different  railroad  companies  in  regard  to  local  transporta- 
tion, and  this  can  be  controlled,  if  at  all,  only  by  State  authority. 

There  is  one — and  if  the  reports  and  information  the  Commissioners 
have  be  correct — a  very  effective  and  beneficial  mode,  adopted  by  some 
if  not  most  of  the  Continental  States  of  Europe,  and  also,  very  lately, 
in  the  course  of  adoption  in  Great  Britain,  of  dealing  with  the  railroad 
interest  of  the  people.  The  government  there  have  retained,  as  own- 
ers, some  two  or  more  quite  important  lines,  the  tariffs  of  which  they 
regulate  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  taking  care  at  the  same  time  that 
neither  the  financial  interests  of  the  State,  nor  of  the  private  railroads, 
safer..  This  governmental  action  is  said  to  satisfactorily  affect  the 
management  of  the  railroads  not  under  the  State  control.  It  may  be 
Bald  to  act  morally,  and  protect  all  the  interests  without  the  slighest  ac- 
toal  interference  with  the  corporations.  In  many  of  the  States,  our 
own  included,  constitutional  obstructions  would  have  to  be  removed'be- 
fore  the  State  could  buy  or  obtain,  by  condemnation,  existing  roads  or 
build  new  ones.  In  addition,  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  people  to 
^possess  themselves  with  the  confidence  they  once  had  in  State  man- 
agement ef  such  enterprises.  The  people  almost  everywhere  have, 
in  former  times,  suffered  eerip^ely  by  8fl(4l  Stl^te  aiftuageflfieiit,  but  thejr 
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oaght  to  consider  that  those  failures  oocnrred  at  a  time  when  no  one  else 
understood  better  how  to  deal  with  those  improvements,  and  ought  tp 
reflect  that  almost  every  private  railroad  corporation  in  the  oonntry 
has  equally  failed,  and  that  the  magnificent  structures  now  covering 
our  favored  land,  are  built  upon  the  ruins  of  thousands  of  private  for* 
tunes.  The  country  may  not  be  ripe  yet  for  the  solution  just  indicated, 
but  it  is  perhaps  the  one  most  likely  to  be  ultimately  adopted,  as  it  is 
almost  the  only  one  that  has  thus  far  succeeded. 

The  reports  of  tnany  of  the  railroad  companies  show,  and  the  views, 
expressed  to  the  Commissioners  by  many  prominent  representatives  of 
those  corporations  in  this  State,  leave  no  doubt  that  those  corporations 
are  strongly  impressed  with  the  idea,  that  outside,  perhaps,  of  a  few  po- 
lice regulations,  the  Legislature  has  no  power,  under  the  federal  consti- 
tution, to  modify  or  regulate  in  any  manner  their  actings  and  doings,  and 
that  their  charters  furnish  the  only  measure  of  their  rights  and  duties. 
They  seem  to  rely  on  decisions  of  courts  made  generations  ago,  in 
cases  where  chartered  rights  of  strictly  eleemosynary  corporations,  such 
as  country  colleges,  or  small  charitable  institutions,  were  under  consid- 
eration—decisions  made  at  a  time  when  such  colossal  corporate  enter* 
prises  wielding  the  resources  of  kingdoms,  spaning  continents^  and 
carrying  the  commerce  of  an  eippire,  were  never  anticipated.  They 
seem  to  overlook  the  fact  that  railroads  at  this  day  have,  to  a  very 
great  degree,  superseded  all  other  modes  of  transportation  by  land,  and 
that  they  have  become  a  controlling  element  in  a  nation's  life  in  all  its 
ramifications. 

They  do  not  consider,  apparently,  that  when  a  part  of  the  sovereignty 
of  the  State,  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  was  freely  delegated  them, 
and  when,  in  order  to  assist  them,  cities,  counties  and  towns  were  al- 
lowed to  exercise  the  taxing  power,  all  of  which  could  only  be  justified 
under  the  plea  that  it  was  for  the  public  good,  that  they  therefore  ceased 
to  be  strictly  private^  and  became  at  least  quasi  public  corporations. 
Tbey  do  not  seem  to  reflect  that  such  powers  as  were  granted  to  them 
must  always  be  understood  to  have  been  granted  with  the  reservation 
that  they  should  be  exercised  for  the  public  good  also,  and  must,  from 
tha  necessity  of  the  case,  become  controllable  by  the  sovereignty 
of  the  people,  so  as  to  have  the  objects  of  such  grants  justly  accom- 
plished. 

The  public  mind  has  slowly  and  gradually  undergone  a  change  in  re* 
gard  to  what  were  called  chartered  rights,  or  rather  has  adapted  its 
judgment  to  the  new  emergency;  it  has  come  to  consider  what  were 
once  called  precedents,  not  as  incorrect  in  themselves,  but  as  wholly 
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inapplicable  to  the  present  times.  ^*  Times  change  and  men's 
minds  "with  them.''  The  courts  of  the  country  being,  in  the  main, 
filled  with  men  whose  powers  of  observation,  whose  experience 
in  the  affairs  of  life,  whose  grasp  of  mind  and  comprehensive- 
ness of  view,  are  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  that  of  the  most  en- 
lightened citizens,  will  not  be  slow  to  judge  of  the  relations  of 
railroad  corporations  to  the  State,  their  rights  and  duties ;  not  by  an- 
cient precedents,  but  by  sound  and  statesmanlike  views  of  what  those 
corporations  really  are  in  their  state  of  full  development — and  what 
*  most  have  been  the  real  object  of  their  creation.  They  have  to  be 
viewed  as  manifestations  of  useful  power  and  magnitude,  unparalleled 
in  former  history,  and  to  be  judged  by  the  living  present,  and  not  by 

the  dead  past.

You  will 
doubtless  recognize  the  meagrenees  of  these  reports  when  compared 
with  the  results  that  may  be  attained  in  the  future  by  a  more  timely 
notice  to  the  railroad  companies  of  the  character  of  the  reports  to  be 
required,  that  their  manner  of  keeping  accounts  may  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  law ;  and  by  an  issuance,  which  I  would  heartily 
recommend,  from  tliis  office,  of  uniform  blanks  to  be  filled  by  the  com- 
panies in  their  reports.  And  yet  I  congratulate  you  for  the  fact  that, 
within  the  brief  period  of  five  months  of  the  existence  of  both  of  the 
law  and  of  this  Commission,  results  have  been  attained  in  the  statis- 
tical department  of  this  office  that  will  compare  favorably  with  the 
attainments  of  three  and  four  times  this  period  of  arduous  labor  on 
the  part  of  similar  Boards  of  other  States. 

By  paper  ^^J"  it  will  be  seen  at  once  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
incidental  expenses  of  this  office  is  inadequate,  though  expended 
strictly  for  reasonable  and  suitable  conveniences  and  purposes.  It  will 
be  seen  by  the  exhibit  that  no  furniture  has  been  purchased  except 
that  which  the  Secretary  needs  for  the  performance  of  his  daily  duties. 
The  expenses  thus  far  incurred  indicate  aboat  the  amount  necessary 
for  the  incidental  expenses  of  this  office  after  it  is  permanently  located 
and  furnished.  The  aggregate  for  the  four  months  ($484  59)  is  at  the 
rate  of  $1,453  77  per  annum,  and  I  would  recommend  the  sum  of 
$1,200  per  annum  as  the  proper  amount  for  the  regular  appropriation 
on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  for  the  incidental  expenses  of  this  office. 

Additional  expenses  will  have  to  be  incurred  for  additional  station- 
ery for  the  printed  blanks,  if  furnished  to  the  railroad  companies  for 
their  reports^  as  in  other  States,  and  for  such  other  printing  as  will, 
from  time  to  time,  be  required.  Desks  have  been  taken  from  the 
Senate  Chamber  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  members  of  this  Board 
temporarily,  b^it  they  bftv^  pow  be«A  T^^^O^^^^  W^  p«rfflf^nent  deslw 
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sboold  be  provided  for  their  aee.  A  permanent  bookcase  will  soon 
ha?e  to  be  procured,  as  also  other  furniture  to  displace  the  worn  ont^ 
iarDitore  kindlj  furnished  by  the  Secretary  of  State  from  the  stock  of 
^' old  committee  room  furniture."  It  is  thought  by  the  Commission, 
as  well  as  by  the  Secretary,  that  a  proper  precaution  against  fire 
reqoireg  the  purchase  of  a  safe  for  the  office  to  protect  the  valuable 
books  and  papers  kept  here,  among  which  are  official  bonds  to  the 
amoQQt  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars.  These  and 
other  considerations — ^such  as  the  incompeteucy  of  the  fees  allowed 
under  the  present  appropriation  to  secure  proper  care  of  the  offices 
by  a  janitor  \^8ee  exhibit) — have  induced  me  to  suggest  and  recommend 
that  an  additional  appropriation  of  $1,000  be  made  by  the  Legislature 
for  the  furnishing  and  the  extra  incidental  expenses  of  this  office  dnr- 
iog  the  current  year. 

I  also  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  first  annual  reports  of 
the  Chief  Inspector  of  Grain  at  Ciiicago,  Mr.  W.  F.  Tompkkins,  and 
of  the  Warehouse  Registrar,  Mr.  Stephen  Clary,  from  the  files  of  this 
oiee.

Dear  Sir — In  making  this  report  of  the  working  of  the  Grain  In- 
Bpection  department,  I  am  much  embarrassed  bj  the  contusion  inci- 
dent to  the  late  fire  that  destroyed  so  much  of  Chicago,  and  I  may  pos- 
sibly have  omitted  much  that  should  iiave  been  embodied  in  it. 

Ii  is  now  nearly  three  months ^since  the  inspection  of  grain,  at  this 
point,  was  taken  in  charge  by  the  ofScers  appointed  under  the  ware- 
house law.  During  that  time  the  grades  of  grain,  as  delivered  from 
warehouses,  have  been  more  uniform  than  for  many  years.  « 

At  no  time  has  there  been  so  little  complaint  of  errors  in  inspection, 
by  country  dealers,  receivers  or  shippers  of  grain,  as  during  the  past 
three  months.  This  satisfactory  working  of  che  inspection  is  largely  at- 
tributable to  the  personal  interest  manifested  by  all  the  employees,  in 
its  success.  There  has  been  more  work  done  during  the  past  three 
months,  by  the  inspection  force,  than  ever  before  in  the  same  length  of 
time.  This  covers  the  time  lost,  or  nearly  lost  in  the  grain  trade,  by 
the  unsettled  state  of  business,  resulting  from  the  fire  of  the  8th  and 
9ih  ultimo. 

Under  the  warehouse  law,  inspection  of  all  grain  delivered  from 
elevators  is  obligatory ;  and  as  there  are  large  quantities  delivered  to 
teams  and  cars,  in  lots  ranging  in  amount  from  50  bushels  to  »00  bush* 
els,  and  as  each  lot  requires  the  personal  supervision  of  an  inspector, 
the  labor  of  such  inspection  is  very  largely  increased.  Previous  to 
Aognst  7th  grain  delivered  to  teams,  and  a  portion  of  that  delivered  to 
<:ar8  and  vessels,  was  not  inspected. 
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The  accompflnying:  paper  "D"  gives,  in  tabular  form,  the  amoonts  of 
grain  delivered  by  elevators  to  veesele,  cars,  and  teams;  also  the  num- 
ber of  cars,  canal  boats,  and  vessels  inspected  into  sto'e,  with  estimated 
amount  of  bnsliels  from  August  7th  to  November  1st. 

Being  unable  to  procure  the  necessary  statistics,  I  cannot,  at  this 
time,  make  a  statement  of  grain  inspected  as  compared  with  former 
years.     Keceipts  of  grain  are  increasing  as  confidence  is  restored,  aad 
we  expect  they  will  eoon  be  greater  than  the  average  of  former  seasons. 
After  the  close  of  lake  navigation  there  will  be,  undoubtedly,  a  grearer 
amoiint  of  grain  shipped  from  this  market,  by  rail,  than  ever  before,  as 
the  destruction  of  live  of  our  elevators  has  greatly  diminished  onr  stor- 
age capacity — rendering  an  active  movement  of  grain,  from  the  ware- 
houses now  in  working  order,  necessary,  to  make  room  for  the  daily 
receipts.    The  books  and  records  of  this  oilice  were  nearly   all  saved, 
through  the  prudence  and  care  of  Mr.  S.  Clary,  warehouse  registrar, 
and  O.  W.  Deane,  clerk  in  the  inspection  department,  who  were  at 
the  office  at  2  A.  M.,  the  9th  ultimo,  and  placed  in  the  vaults  all  that 
was  saved.     We  had  the  usual  amount  of  stationery  and  blank  books 
on  hand  at  the  time  of  the  tire,  which,  with  the  office  furniture  and  fix- 
tures, and  some  of  the  inspection  tools,  were  destroyed.     I  secured  an 
office  the  morning  of  the  10th  ultimo,  at  Nos.  3:^  and  36  Canal  street, 
corner  of  Washington,  which  is  centrally  located,  and  very  convenient 
to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  have  fitted  it  up  very  plainly.     I  bought 
pine  lumber,  and  Mr.  Akin,  cashier  of  my  office,  and  Mr.  Allen,  clerk 
in  the  registrar's  office,  made  desks  and  shelving,  so  that  we  are  very 
comfortable,  and  have  an  office  in  keeping  with  the  times.     There  are 
many  of  the  September  bills  for  inspection  outstanding,  which  probably 
will  be  paid  as  soon  as  business  men  get  settled.     Some  of  the  parties 
are  bankrupt,  and  collection  from  them  is  impossible.      I  addressed  a 
communication  to  the  Secretary  of  your  Board,  October  19th,  asking 
for  specific  instructions  ns  to  whether  I  should  present  to  the  elevators 
unpaid  inspection  bills  made  previous  to  notifying  them  of  their  liabil- 
ity under  the  law,  or  only  those  made  subeequent  to  such  notification. 

1  have  learned,  by  the  experience  of  the  past  three  months,  that  eomo 
slight  changes  in  the  specifications  for  grading  grain,  and  some  changes 
of  grades  as  established  by  law,  are  highly  essential.  After  careful 
consideration  I  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  grades  and  spe- 
cifications, as  set  forth  in  accompanying  paper  "A,"  will  more  nearly 
meet  the  want  s  of  the  grain  trade  than  the  rules  under  which  we  are  now 
working,  a  copy  of  which  (paper  "F")  is  inclosed.     I  respectfully  ask 
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jon  to  inTestigate  the  proposed  changes  advocated  by  me,  and  if,  npon 
examinatioD,  you  see  the  necessity  of  them,  that  you  recommend  to  the 
Legislatnre  an  amendment  of  the  law  in  this  respect. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  principal  reaaons  why  I  recommend 
these  changes : 

The  present  rales  for  grading  Nos.  1  and  2  white  winter  wheat,  and 
Nos.  1  and  2  amber  winter  wheat,  call  for  pare  wheat  of  the  colors 
specified  in  the  gi'ades.  A  strict  rendering  of  these  rales  woald  place 
a  car  load  of  white  winter  wheat,  having  a  very  small  quantity  of  red 
winter  wheat  mixed  with  it,  into  the  grade  of  No.  1  red,  thereby  doing 
B  manifest  injustice  to  the  farmer  or  conntry  shipper.  Under  the  spe- 
cificatioD  "Merchantable  white  winter  wbeat,"  in  the  proposed  rules, 
it  would  be  graded  No.  1  white  winter  wheat — what  it  actually  should 
be. 

The  specification  that  No.  2  spring  wheat  shall  not  weigh  less  than 
fifty -BIX  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel,  is  creating  a  great  deal  of  dis- 
satisfaction among  country  shippers,  and  is  likely  to  mislead  them  in 
the  future,  as  but  little  wheat,  weighing  as  low  as  fifty-seven  pounds  to 
the  measured  bushel,  is  sound  and  clean  enough  for  Ko.  2. 

The  specification,  in  the  present  rules,  '^  Black-seed  and  fiinty-fife 
wheat  in  no  case  shall  be  inspected  No.  2,"  is  cumbersome  and  unne- 
eessary,  as  but  very  little,  if  any,  of  these  varieties  is  now  received  in 
this  market 

The  changes  called  for  more  than  any  others,  are  those  in  the  gra- 
diog  of  corn.  The  trade  has  ignored,  for  some  time,  the  grades  of 
Nos.  1  and  2  corn,  when  applied  to  nearly  white  or  nearly  yellow  corn, 
as  all  of  the  loading  elevators  have  furnished  to  receivers  special  bins 
for  com  of  these  kinds-^bereby  adding  to  the  grades,  as  established 
by  the  Board  of  Trade  and  adopted  by  the  Legislature,  the  supple* 
mentary  grades  of  "  One  corn  white,"  *'  Two  corn  white,"  "  One 
corn  yellow,"  "  Two  corn  yellow." 

The  present  sf)ecification8  governing  the  grading  of  corn,  do  not  ad- 
mit of  the  admixture  of  even  a  very  small  quantity  of  unsound  grain 
in  the  grade  of  No.  1,  nor  of  a  very  small  quantity  of  unsound,  or 
other  colored  com,  in  the  grades  of  white  or  yellow ;  wheireas,  under 
the  rules  as  proposed,  corn  will  be  graded  npon  the  color  as  well  as 
upon  condition  and  quality,  and  will  pass  as  white  or  yellow  a  large 
portion  of  tho  corn  that  has  for  a  long  time  been  handled,  in  special 
bins,  as  nearly  white  or  nearly  yellow  Nos.  1  and  2 — giving  to  yellow 
com  that  has  a  slight  mixture  of  white  or  red  (of  which  there  is  a  large 
qnantity)  the  grade  of  ^*  High  mixed,"  aud  giving  to  all  that  corn  of 
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mixed  colore,  that  has  been  heretofore  graded  No.  2,  the  grade  of  '^  Low 
mixed." 

The  grade  of  No.  1  oats,  as  eetiiblished  by  law,  is  almost  unattaina* 
ble.  The  proposed  grade  of  white  oats  takes  its  place,  and  the  pro- 
posed grade  of  mixed  oats  relieves  the  balk  of  the  oats  marketed  of 
the  odium  of  being  desigaated  No.  2,  a  name  that  suggests  inferioritj. 

Therale,  '^  All  graio  that  is  warm  or  ia  a  heating  condition  shall  not 
be  graded,"  does  not  fully  meet  the  requirements  of  trade.  Much 
grain  that  has  been  heated  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  it  nearly  value- 
less, but  at  the  time  of  inspection  is  dry  nand  cool,  and  other  grain  that 
is,  from  a  large  mixture  of  dirt,  or  other  grain,  rendered  unfit  for  ware- 
housing, must,  under  the  present  rules,  be  graded  as  ^*  Rejected,"  there- 
by doing  an  injury  to  the  bulk  of  rejected  grain.  Under  the  prop'^sed 
rules'  such  grain  can  be  noted  '^  Unfit  for  store,"  thereby  doing  injus* 
tice  to  no  person,  as  the  owner  can  sell  it  upon  its  merits. 

Herewith  you  will  find  a  statement  (paper  ^'  O,")  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements from  August  7th  to  November  1st;  also,  memoraodumof 
unpaid  bills  (paper  ^'  H,")  for  August  and  September.  A  large  pro- 
portion of  these  we  hope  to  collect.  Paper  ^^  E  "  is  a  statement  of  in* 
spection  fees  from  August  7th  to  November  1st. 

But  for  the  great  calamity  which  has  latdy  visited  ns,  destroying  so 
many  sources  of  statistical  information,  I  should  have  given  more  folly 
statistics  of  the  grain  inspection  for  this  and  former  years. 

Hoping  that  the  above  report,  with  accompanying  tables,  will  give 
you  all  the  information  yon  desire,  and  that  the  soggesttons  therein 
contained  will  meet  your  approval,

Dear  Sib  :  Agreeably  to  the  instructions  cf  your  Board,  I  herewit 
submit  the  following,  as  supplemental  to  my  report  to  November  Ist 

I  have  obtained  a  few  additional  statistics,  which  will,  I  hope,  prov 
of  service  to  you.    There  are,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  no  sUtistics  of  th 
inspection  office  for  any  period  less  than  one  year ;  and  in  making  up 
the  comparative  tables  for  the  three  months,'  I  have  been  obliged  to

proportioQ  the  amonntB  inspected  and  expense  attending  same,  which 
fignree  are  approximately  correct. 

Paper  *^  E,''  herewith,  is  a  table  showing  receipts  and  shipments  of 
grain  at  Chicago,  number  of  bushels  inspected  into  and  from  store, 
and  cost  of  inspection  for  the  years  1869, 1868,  1869  and  1S70.  The 
amonnts  inspected  into  store  are  estimated.  Yon  will  observe  that  a 
large  percentage  of  the  grain  for  those  years  was  not  inspected. 

Table  "L"  shows  receipts  and  shipments  of  grain  at  Chicago; 
amounts  inspected  and  cost  of  inspection  from  August  7th  to  Novem- 
ber Ist,  for  the  years  1868, 1869, 1870  and  1871.  The  amounts  inspec- 
ted from  August  7th.to  November  Ist,  1871,  together  with  expense  at- 
tending same,  are  actual  amounts  taken  from  our  books. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  jwhile  the  receipts  and  ship- 
ments of  1871  (all  of  which  were  inspected)  were  very  much  larger 
than  any  of  the  preceding  years,  the  expense  attending  the  same,  in- 
dading  furnishing  an  office  and  cost  of  implements  used  in  inspecting, 
is  very  much  less. 

Regarding  the  modifications  proposed  by  me  in  the  inspection  rates, 
the  most  important  reasons  why  the  change  in  the  grading  of  corn 
should  be  made,  are  these : 

The  Eastern  States,  being  large  consumers  of  white  and  yellow  corn, 
are  very  particular  to  have  it  of  one  uniform  color.  Under  our  pres- 
ent rules  of  grading,  the  corn  that  comes  to  this  market  is  inspected  as 
to  quality  and  condition,  almost  regardless  of  color — thereby  throwing 
into  one  grade  nearly  all  of  that  which  comes  up  to  the  standard  of 
merehantably  sound  corn.  This  works  very  much  against  us;  and 
Toledo,  considering  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from  securing  that 
trade,  has  so  graded  their  corn  as  to  keep  the  nearly  yellow  separate 
from  other  colors.  This  attracts  many  of  the  Eastern  buyers  to  that 
market,  and  consequently,  to  meet  the  demand,  drawsa  large  amon  nt 
of  the  best  quality  of  corn  there,  which  would  otherwise  come  to  Clii- 
cago. 

In  order  to  meet  this  competition,  receivers  of  grain  here  have,  for 
fiome  time  past,  been  handling  a  large  proportion  of  the  nearly  white 
and  nearly  yellow  corn,  graded  by  ns  Nos.  1  and  3,  in  special  bins. 
This  not  only  incurs  extra  expense,  but  actually  deteriorates  our  grades 
of  Kos.  1  and  2  by  selecting  the  most  desirable  corn.  But  as  there  is 
ninch  uncertainty  attending  the  delivering  of  special  bin  grain,  it  is 
handled  with  less  satisfaction  by  shippers  than  our  regular  grades. 

In  many  instances  buyers  from  the  East  who  would  purchase  corn 
in  Chicago,  but  are  deterred  from  so  doing  by  the  uncertainty  of  getting

it  of  the  deeired  color,  are  compelled  to  make  their  purchases  ia  the 
country,  sending  it  forward  by  through  line  cars.  As  many  attend 
personally  to  this^  it  adds  quite  materially  to  the  cost,  as  there  is  gen- 
erally more  or  less  delay  in  buying  and  getting  cars  at  these  points. 

Experience  has  proven  that  the  rules  for  grading  grain  should  not 
be  inflexible ;  that  there  should  be  some  power  accessible  at  all  tiroes 
to  make  new  grades,  or  modify  the  old  ones,  to  meet  any  sudden  de- 
mand of  the  trade;  and  I  deem  it  of  much  importance  that  authority 
be  rested  in  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners  to 
change  any  of  the  existing  grades,  and  to  create  new  ones,  in  cases  of 
emergency. 

I  am  aware  that  the  best  interests  of  the  grain  trade  demand  that  the 
grades  should  be,  as  nearly  as  possible,  uniformly  the  same  year  after 
year,  but  changes  are  necessary  at  times.  It  is  highly  desirable,  some 
years,  immediately  after  harvest,  that  the  new  crop  should  be  kept  sep- 
arate from  that  of  preceding  years — the  condition  of  the  new  not  being 
as  good  as  the  old,  and  to  reject  it,  on  account  of  the  slight  moisture  it 
contains,  is  doing  an  injustice,  as  it  is  then  stored  with  the  rejected  of 
the  old  crop,  which  has  been  placed  in  that  grade  because  of  beinjc 
musty  or  badly  damaged.  The  Board  of  Trade  have  for  a  number  of 
years  kept  the  receipts  of  the  new  crop  of  corn  separate  from  the  old, 
under  the  grade  of  "New  corn."  This  is  not  necessary  the  present 
year,  as  the  extreme  dryness  of  the  crop  of  1871  is  such  that  we  grade 
much  of  it,  under  our  present  rules,  as  Kos«  1  and  2. 

Occasionally  the  crop  of  new  wheat  is  in  demand  by  shippers,  and 
at  the  same  time  millers  prefer  wheat  of  the  old  crop.  As  wheat  of 
both  crops  is  arriving  at  the  same  time,  it  must,  under  the  present  rnles, 
be  stored  together,  and  buyers  are  unable  to  get  what  they  desire. 

For  these  reasons  I  respectfully  ask  your  Board  to  recommend  the 
Legislature  to  delegate  to  you  the  necessary  power  to  meet  these 
cases. 

In  submitting  this  supplemental  report,  I  have  to  beg  yourindnl- 
gence,  as  it  is  not  as  complete  as  I  could  wish,  owing  to  the  lack  of  ne- 
cessary statistics ;  but  I  trust  it  will,  in  a  measure,  give  you  some  of  the 
information  you  desire.

Yellow  Corn  shall  be  merchantably  sound  yellow  corn,  dry,  plump,  and  well  cleaned, 
lligh  Mixed  Corn  shall  be  yellow  or  nearly  yellow  corn,  reasonably  sound  and  plump,  well 
cleaned,  and  dry. 

Low  Mixed  Corn  shall  be  white,  yellow  or  red  com,  unfit  in  color  for  the  grades  of  *'  White^'* 
**  Yellow,"  or  '*  High  Mixed,"  and  equal  in  other  respects  to  the  grade  of  high  mixed. 

K.  D.  nigh  Mixed  Corn  shall  be  kiln-dried  corn,  and  in  all  other  respects,  high  mixed 
corn.

White  Oats  shall  be  white  oats  merchantable  sound  and  reasonablv  clean. 

Mixed  Oats  shall  he  white,  black  or  mixed  oats  merchantably  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

Rejected  Oats. — All  Oats,  damp,  duly  or  mnsty,  or  from  any  cause  unfit  for  mixed  oats,  shall 
be  graded  "  Rejected." 

RYE. 

No.  I  Rye  shall  be  sound,  plump  and  well  cleaned. 

Xo.  2  Rye  shall  be  sound,  rcadonably  clean  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

Rejected  Rye. — All  Rye  damp,  musty,  dirty,  or  from  any  cause  unfit  for  Xo.  2,  shall    he 
graded  **  Rejected." 

BARLEY. 

No.  1  Barley  shall  be  merchantable,  plump,  bright,  sound,  clean  and  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  2  Barley  shall  be  reasonably  clean  and  sound,  but  not  bright  or  plump  enoagh  for  Xo.  1 
and  reasonable  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  8.  Barley  shall  include  dirty,  shrunken  or  otherwise  slightly  damaged  barley,  not  good 
enough  for  No.  2,  and  weighing  not  less  than  forty-two  pounds  to  the  measureil  bushcL 

Rejected  Barley. — All  Barley  damp,  musty,  or  from  any  cause  badly  damaged,  or    largely 
mixed  with  other  grain,  shall  be  graded  **  Rejected."

All  wheat  and  barley  shall  be  weighed,  and  the  weight  be  entered  on  the  inspection  books 

All  inspectors  shall  make  their  reasons  for  grading  grain,  when  necessary,  fully  knovrn  by 
notations  on  their  books.

Hon.  Gustavub  Kcebnee, 

(^udrman  Boatd  of  RaUroad  and  Warefunue  Commitaumen: 

Dear  Sib — I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
favor  of  the  4th  ultimo,  requesting  a  report  from  this  office,  of  its  oper- 
ations  since  its  organization. 

On  the  7th  of  August  last,  a  complete  transfer  was  made  of  the  busi- 
ness of  the  ^'Board  of  Trade  Registration  Office,"  to  the  ^^Warehouse 
Begistrar,"  an  officer  appointed  bj  the  Commissioners  in  pursuance  of 
the  act  in  force  July  1st,  1871. 

I  had  previously  notified  the  several  elevator  firms  in  Chicago,  that 
I  should  require  them  to  report  to  me,  according  to  law,  the  amount  of 
the  daily  receipts  and  shipments  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain  re> 
ceived  and  shipped  by  them,  severally ;  also  a  full  statement,  daily,  of 
each  warehouse  receipt,  on  which  grain  had  been  delivered,  and  which 
had  been  canceled,  and  on  Tuesday  of  each  week,  a  statement,  under 
oath,  of  the  amount  of  each  kind  and  grade  of  grain  in  store  in  the 
warehouses  of  each  elevator  firm,  at  the  close  of  business  on  Saturday 
preceding*  I  had  also  furnished  the  different  firms  with  blanks  for 
this  purpose.  I  have  to  report  that  these  requirements  were  in  the 
main  complied  with  ;  some  of  the  firms  declined  to  furnish  a  full  de- 
scription of  each  receipt  canceled  by  them,  but  famished  the  numbers 
of  the  receipts  only.  We  have,  however,  been  enabled  from  that  source 
to  cancel  such  receipts  upon  our  books.  Since  the  great  fire  these  state* 
ments  have  been  suspended — ^the  elevator  fi^rms  alleging  that  it  has 
been  impossible,  from  the  confusion,  to  comply.  I  am  assured,  however, 
they  will  soon  be  resumed. 

The  expenses  of  this  office  for  the  past  three  months  have  been 
$2,965  89,  which  includes  salaries,  books  and  stationery,  rent,  etc,  etc, 
which  has  been  paid  on  my  order,  by  the  chief  inspector  of  grain  for 
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CbioBgo,  from  the  ftinds  ooUeoted  by  him,  for  the  inspection  and  regis- 
tration of  grain — the  sum  of  thirty  cents  on  each  car  and  fifty  cents 
per^thotisand  bnshels  by  canal  boats,  being  collected  for  this  purpose. 
Bj  the  accompanying  report,  prepared  with  great  care  by  my  aseeistant, 
Mr.  Franklin  Price,  it  will  be  seen  there  has  been  returned  to  this  office 
bj  the  Inspection  Department,  60,257  cars  of  the  different  kinds  of 
grain,  and  2,715,820  bushels  received  by  canal.  Of  the  number  of  cars, 
3,809  were  not  registered,  and  of  tie  amount  received  by  canal,  1,157,- 
852  bushels  were  also  unregistered. 

Large  amounts  of  the  grain  received  by  canal  are  purchased  by 
ebippers  and  transferred  to  vessels,  and  for  which  no  receipts  are  issued. 

I  have  also  to  report,  that  from  the  organization  of  this  office,  we 
ba?e  occupied,  conjointly  with  the  Chief  Inspector  of  grain,  a  spacious 
office,  at  a  rent  of  $1,800  per  annum,  at  the  corner  of  Washington 
street  and  Fifth  avenue.  In  the  great  conflagration  which  came  upon 
oar  city  on  the  9th  of  October  last,  that  office  was  totally  destroyed. 
I  take  pleasare  in  stating,  however,  that  by  a  timely  visit  of  an  em- 
ployee and  myself  to  the  office,  while  the  fire  was  raging  all  around, 
we  saved  all  the  valuable  books  of  record,  and  the  papers  connected 
with  both  offices,  by  placing  them  in  the  vaults.  There  was  then  no 
other  means  of  saving  them,  and  I  can  bear  testimony  to  the  safety  of 
a  well  constructed  vanlt. 

On  Tuesday  after  the  fire,  Mr.  Tompkins,  the  Chief  Inspector, 
promptly  rented  an  office  at  No.  34  Canal  street,  at  a  rent  of  $2,000 
per  annum,  which  we  occupy  together,  and  which  is  temporarily  fur- 
nished and  as  central  as  could  be  obtained. 

The  necessity  of  a  system  of  registration  of  warehouse  receipts  has 
been  fully  apparent  since  the  fire,  for  amid  the  general  destruction  of 
safes  and  papers,  and  warehouse  receipts,  we  have  been  enabled  to 
give  a  full  description  of  receipts  destroyed,  and  by  this  means  owners 
have  recovered  the  property  that  would  otherwise  have  inevitably  been 
lost.

The  undersigned  desire  to  inform  jou  that  tliev  Iiave  been  appointed 
by  the  Goyemor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  Kailroad  and  Warehouse  Com. 
miseioners,  nnder  the  act  entitled  ^'An  act  to  establish  a  Board  of  Bail- 
road  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  and  prescribe  their  powers  and 
duties,"  approred  April  13th,  1871,  in  force  July  1st,  1871. 

They  have  organized  under  said  law  by  appointing  Gustavns  Kcerner, 
Chairman  of  the  Board,  and  James  H.  Raymond,  Secretary  thereof,  and 
have  established  an  office  in  Springfield,  as  the  law  provides. 

The  object  and  intention  of  the  law  which  creates  this  Board,  and 
which  law,  as  also  several  kindred  ones,  have  been  passed  in  comformity 
with  the  express  provisions  of  our  new  constitution,  are  very  plain  and 
easily  understood. 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  Constitutional  Convention,  as  well  as  the  Leg- 
ifllatnre,  complying  with  the  demands  of  the  constitution,  were  alike 
actuated  by  a  desire  to  harmonize  the  interests  of  our  railroad  system 

with  those  of  individual  citizens  and  the  public  at  largo,  throughout  the 

State. 

The  importance  of  the  railroad  interests,  both  to  those  whose  capital 
has  constructed  them,  and  to  the  people  whose  persons  and  property  are 
60  largely  conveyed  by  them,  is  so  great,  that  it  is  in  the  highest  degree 
desirable  that  the  rights  and  duties  of  both  the  railroads  and  the  people 
should  bo  harmonized.  We  do  not  believe  that  there  is  any  necessary 
oouflict  between  the  real  interests  of  the  railroad  companies  and  those 
of  the  people  of  the  State  at  large.  So  far  from  this,  we  are  fully  con- 
Tinced  that  both  interests  will  be  best  promoted  by  a  wise  and  just  re- 
gard of  each  to  the  rights  of  the  other.  The  railroads  and  the  people 
ve  alike  interested  in  the  prosperity  of  the  State,  and  whatever  tends 
to  iacrease  its  general  wealth  and  advance  its  business  interests  benefits 
the  railroads  sooner  and  more  directly  than  any  other  class  of  property 
in  the  State. 
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We  do  not  desire  in  any  way  to  impair  or  deatroy  by  nnreaaonabk 
or  unfriendly  action  the  vast  interests  invested  in  railroads,  nor  to  sab- 
ject  them  to  any  oppressive  rules  or  regulations.  On  the  other  hand 
we  do  intend  firmly  to  protect  to  the  utmost  of  our  power  the  State 
itself  and  its  citizens  from  all  violations  of  law  on  the  part  of  any  rail 
road  company  or  its  officers. 

The  Board  of  Commissioners,  as  it  is  their  duty,  will  endeavor  to 
carry  out  the  various  legal  provisions  which  have  been  enacted  in  re- 
gard  to  railroads  in  Illinois.  We  earnestly  request  a  cordial  co-opers- 
tion  to  this  end,  on  the  part  of  the  road  which  you  represent  As  some 
of  those  provisions  are  new,  and  others,  though  old,  seem  to  have  fallen 
into  oblivion,  we  desire  to  direct  your  attention  to  several  of  them  : 
First — ^to  the  eleventh  article  of  the  present  constitution,  sections  9, 10, 
11, 12, 13  and  14,  and  especially  to  section  15.  The  latter  section  pro- 
vides that  the  General  Assembly  shall  pass  laws  to  correct  abuses,  and 
prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  extortion  in  the  rates  of  freight  and 
passenger  tariffs  on  the  different  railroads  in  this  State,  and  enforce  such 
laws  by  adequate  penalties. 

We  also  invite  your  attention  to  the  thirteenth  article  of  the  consti- 
tution, entitled  ^^Warehonses,"  the  4th  and  5th  sections  of  which  con- 
tain provisions  applicable  to  railroad  companies. 

The  law  establishing  this  Board,  referred  to  above,  is  of  importance 
to  you,  and  is  recommended  to  your  earnest  consideration.  The  sixth 
section  of  this  law  requires  your  company  to  report  to  this  Board  on  or 
before  the  first  diety  of  September  of  each  year,  and  to  make  a  full  and 
true  statement,  under  oath,  of  the  affairs  of  your  company  as  the  same 
existed  on  the  first  day  of  the  preceding  July.  The  section  specifies 
distinctly  the  subjects  of  this  report,  and  by  following  the  order  in  which 
they  are  there  stated,  we  expect  to  obtain  the  proper  uniformity  in  the 
reports  made  to  us. 

The  Board  will  thus  be  enabled  to  lay  before  the  Legislature,  in  their 
own  annual  report,  a  full  tabular  statement  of  the  condition  of  all  the 
railroads  in  the  State. 

The  seventh  section  of  the  act  authorizes  the  Board  to  put  additional 
questions  to  railroad  companies,  to  be  answered  in  the  same  manner  al 
those  specified  in  section  sixth.  For  the  present  we  require  your  com- 
pany, in  addition  to  the  information  to  be  given  under  said  sixth  se^ 
tion,  to  report  also  all  accidents  occurring  on  your  road  and  its  branchei; 
for  the  year  ending  July  Ist,  1871,  by  which  persons  have  been  killed 
or  injured.  You  will  give  first  a  list  of  passengers  killed  within  tbf 
year,  and  also  of  those  wounded,  stating  the  time  and  place  of  each  in* 
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jiirj,  snd  aUo  stating  those  who  were  iDJnred  by  their  own  miscondncl 
Of  carelessness ;  next,  the  nnmher  of  employees  killed  or  wonnded,  and 
dso  stating  the  cause  of  the  injary  and  the  time  and  place ;  next,  the 
Barnes  of  other  persons  killed  or  wonnded,  who  were  neither  passen- 
gers nor  employees,  together  with  a  statement  of  the  canse  of  each  ac- 
cident in  detain.  You  will  also  inform  the  Board  whether  any  snch 
;  accident  has  arisen  from  the  negligence  or  carelessness  of  any  person 
in  the  employ  of  yonr  company,  and  whether  such  person  was  retained 
in  the  service  of  the  company  after  such  accident. 

Inasmnch  as  the  act  entitled  '^  An  act  to  establish  a  reasonable  max- 
imum rate  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passoogers  on  railroads 
in  this  State,"  in  force  July  Ist,  1871,  requires  that  all  railroads  in  this 
State  shall  be  classified  according  to  the  gross  amount  of  their  respec- 
tive annual  earniugs  per  mile,  in  four  (4)  different  classes,  you  will  at 
sncc  proceed  to  classify  your  company  and  return  to  this  Board,  on  or 
before  August  1  at,  1871,  the  gross  amount  of  your  last  annual  earnings, 
that  is  to  say,  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1870,  to  the  first  day  of  July, 
1871 ;  and  also  the  total  length  of  road  operated  by  you  on  which  said 
earnings  were  made. 

Tour  particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fourth  section  of  the  last 
mentioned  act,  which  requires  you  to  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  every  depot,  a  printed  copy  of  that  act,  with  a  table  of  distan- 
ces between  each  and  every  station,  and  a  statement  showing  the  class 
to  which  your  road  belongs. 

Another  act  was  passed  on  the  25th  of  April,  1871,  entitled  "An  act 
regulating  the  receiving,  transportation  and  delivery  of  grain  by  rail- 
road corporations,  and  defining  the  duties  of  such  corporations  with  re- 
spect thereto."  This  law  re-enacts  provisions  already  embodied  in  lawa 
psssed  in  1867  and  1869,  but  contains  some  additional  features  which 
require  your  earnest  attention. 

There  are  scattered  through  our  statutes  various  laws  regarding  rail- 
roads, generally  of  the  character  of  police  regulations.  Many  of  them 
sre  also  embodied  in  the  charters  of  the  respective  companies.  It  is  a 
matter  of  nptoriety  that  such  regulations  have  been  often  disregarded  or 
Qot  properly  observed.  You  will  therefore  not  fail  to  call  the  attention 
of  your  employees  to  a  strict  observance  of  any  such  police  or  other 
lsw8,  either  in  your  charter  or  the  general  statutes  of  the  State. 

Id  this  connection  we  call  your  attention  to  several  sections  of  the 

general  Statute  Laws. of   the  State:     Gross'  Statutes,   1869,  p.  541, 

kDowQ  as  the  General  Railroad  Law,  sections  8(,  35,  36,  37,  38,  39,  40 

and  45;  also  to  the  law  of  1851,  Gross'  Statutes,  p.  537,  concerning 

Vol.  11—59 
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coDBolidation  of  lines ;  the  law  of  1855,  Gross'  Statates,  p.  589,  con- 
cerning fencing ;  the  law  of  1868,  Gross'  Statates,  538^  regarding  the 
consent  of  stockholders  to  consolidation  and  leasing  of  roads  ;  the  law 
of  1869,  Gross'  Statutes,  p.  549,  in  regard  to  precaution  in  crossing; 
and  the  act  entitled  ^'An  act  concerning  railroads,"  passed  March  10th, 
1869,  Gross'  Statutes,  p.  550. 

We  have  thus,  as  briefly  as  possible,  directed  your  attention  to  vari- 
ous provisions  made  by  law  for  the  management  and  operation  of  rail- 
roads in  this  State.  There  may  be  others  which  have  escaped  our  ex- 
amination, which  of  course  have  to  be  as  fully  observed  as  those  which 
we  have  cited. 

The  times  admonish  us,  by  lessons  of  fearful  import,  that  capital  can 
only  be  fully  protected  by  its  willingness  to  enter  into  jast  relations 
with  the  necessities  of  the  public,  and  in  reconciling  its  own  interests 
with  those  of  the  community  at  large.  In  a  spirit  of  liberality,  but 
with  a  strict  regard  to  our  duty,  we  shall  insist  on  a  faithful  ezecation 
of  those  rules  found  in  our  fundamental  law  and  in  our  statutes,  rely- 
ing however,  confidently,  that  your  company  will  recognize  its  trae  in- 
terests as  identical  with  those  of  the  people,  for  whose  mutual  protec- 
tion those  laws  have  been  devised  and  passed.

Dear  Sib:  In  regard  to  the  information  requested  by  your  honor- 
able body,  ill  respect  to  the  gross  earnings,  etc.,  of  the  different  rail- 
road companies  represented  by  ns,  we  beg  leave  to  state  that  while 
these  companies  do  not  recognize  the  validity  of  the  law  under  which 
your  honorable  Board  was  appointed,  so  far,  as  it  attempts  to  impose 
open  the  companies  additional  duties  and  obligations ;  yet,  we  are  wil- 
ling to  furnish  such  information  as  the  mode  of  doing  oqr  bpsinc^s 
ina](es  reasonable  and  practicable. 
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Ovring  to  the  difficnlties  in  bringiog  up  the  accounts  of  railroad  com 
panies  to  so  recent  a  date  as  July  Ist,  1871,  we  cannot  give  the  gross 
earnings  for  the  year  ending  on  that  day,  but  shall  cheerfally  furnish 
you  with  the  full  annnal  reports  of  the  companies  represented  by  ns, 
to  the  end  of  their  respective  fiscal  years.  The  difficulties  referred  to, 
we  have  explained  to  your  honorable  Board  this  day. 

We  conclude,  from  our  interview,  that  it  is  mutually  desirable  to 
speedily  test  the  questions  arising  under  the  recent  laws  of  Illinois,  in 
regard  to  the  right  of  the  Legislature  to  regulate  freight  or  passenger 
tariff  j.  To  that  end,  we  would  suggest  that  such  stops  be  taken  as 
will,  as  soon  as  may  be,  cause  a  determination  of  these  important  qaes- 
tions  in  a  court  of  last  resort,  defining  the  relative  rights  and  duties  of 
the  State  and  the  railroad  companies.

Gentlemen:  In  reply  to  your  cominxinicatioii  of  August  1st,  1S71, 
we  desire  to  state :  the  law  in  regard  to  the  transportation  of  passeogerSi 
approved  April,  1871,  went  into  force  July  1,  1871.  The  second  eec- 
tion  requires  a  classification  of  all  railroads  in  this  State,  accordinti^  t« 
the  gross  amount  of  their  respective  annual  earnings  per  mile.  Th« 
law,  not  having  fixed  any  particular  time  for  such  classification,  the  rali 
18,  that  it  has  to  be  made  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  law  takei 
etlect.  In  our  circular  of  the  13th  of  July  la^t,  we  requested  yon  to 
give,  by  way  of  a< preliminary  report,  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  th$ 
gross  earnings,  and  of  the  length  of  your  respective  roads  and  braDdMS, 
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by  the  let  of  Angast,  said  gross  earnings  to  be  retamed  for  the  year 
oommencing  the  Ist  of  Jolj,  1870,  and  ending  the  1st  of  July,  1871. 

The  companies  you  represent  not  baying  famished  the  said  state- 
ment, yon  have  assigned  as  a  reason,  the  diffiealties  in  bringing  up  the 
acooants  of  railroad  companies  to  so  recent  a  date  as  July  1st,  1871. 
While  we  duly  appreciate  the  ^'  difficulty,"  it  is  well  understood  that 
from  the  customary  retnrns  of  gross  earnings  made  to^railroad  compa- 
nies by  their  officers  and  employees,  an  approximation,  amounting 
nearly  to  accnracy,  may  be  obtained.  You  will  find  no  difficulty  in 
complying  with  onr  request,  and  furnishing  the  most  accurate  return 
possible  within  a  very  short  time,  so  that  you  may  be  able  to  classify 
your  roads,  in  conformity  with  the  4th  section  of  the  before  mentioned 
act. 

Some  companies  have  already  reported,  showing  that  there  is  no  in- 
superable difficulties  in  preparing  such  statements,  and  should  we  not, 
before  the  Ist  of  September  next,  receive  them  from  all  the  companies, 
we  must  resort  to  the  very  ample  means  given  us  in  the  law  to  obtain 
the  desired  information,  and  proceed  to  make  the  necessary  classifica- 
tion ourselves. 

The  desire  expressed  in  your  communication,  to  speedily  test  the 
questions  arising  under  the  recent  laws  of  Illinois,  in  regard  to  the 
right  of  the  Legislature  to  regulate  freight  and  passenger  tariffs,  is  duly 
appreciated.  If,  by  a  non  compliance  with  the  laws  as  regards  the 
charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  or  freight,  any  individual 
citizen  feels  himself  aggrieved  and  should  resort  for  his  redress  to  the 
actions  specially  given  him  by  the  law,  we  should  use  every  proper 
means  to  assist  in  bringing  such  a  controversy  to  a  speedy  conclusion ; 
or  should  we  receive,  in  our  official  capacity,  reliable  evidence  that  the 
laws  applicable  to  railroad  companies  are  willfully  violated,  we  shall  re- 
gard it  as  our  duty  to  bring  such  alleged  violation  at  once  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  proper  legal  officer,  in  order  to  proceed  against  companies 
BO  disregarding  the  laws. 

Ip  case  of  any  non  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law  re 
lating  to  the  transportation  of  freight,  we  shall  instruct  such  officers  to 
proceed  under  the  5th  section  of  said  law,  which  provides  for  a  forfeiture 
of  the  franchises  in  case  of  any  willful  violation  of  the  provisions  of  said 
law.  Our  official  action  in  the  last  mentioned  cases,  shall  be  performed 
with  a  special  view  to  securing  a  prompt  decision  in  our  appellate  tri- 
bunals, the  interests  of  the  people  demanding  a  speedy  solution  of  the 
qnestions  which  you  seem  desirous  to  submit  to  the  final  disposition  of 
the  courts. 
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We  take  this  opportanity  of  expreseing  the  great  eati&faction  we 
hare  derived  from  a  personal  interview  with  gentlemen  representiog, 
as  yon  do,  vast  and  important  business  interests,  and  possessing  sneh  a 
perfect  knowledge  of  the  subject  under  consideration.

Dka«  Sis:  The  Board  of  liailroad  and  Warehouse  Oommiasionere 
desire  yoar  opinion  npon  the  following  points : 

1.  In  the  act  entitled  ^^  An  act  to  establish  a  Board  of  Railroad  and 
Warehouse  Oommissioners  ,and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties,"  in 
foice  Jnlj  1, 1871,  it  is  provided  in  the  eleventh  section :  *^Said  Commis- 
Bioners  shall  examine  *  *  ^  *  *^  and  whether  such  railroad  compa- 
nies and  warehouses,  their  officers,  directors,  managerd,  lessees  and 
agents,  comply  with  the  laws  in  this  State,  now  in  force  or  which  shall 
hereafter  be  in  force,  concerning  them."  It  is  further  provi  led,  in  the 
twelfth  section,  ^^And  whenever  it  shall  come  to  their  knowledge, 
either  npon  complaint  or  otherwise,  that  any  such  law  or  laws  have 
been  or  are  being  violated,  they  sbail  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  prose* 
CQted  all  corporations  or  persons  guilty  of  such  violations."  The  six- 
teenth section  provides,  in  substance,  that  if  auy  corporation,  and  every 
officer,  etc.,  shall  willfully  nrglect  to  make  and  furnieh  any  report 
required  in  this  act  at  the  time  herein  required,  or  who  shall  willtully 
hinder,  or  delay,  or  obstruct  said  Commissioners  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  |100  nor  more 
than  $500  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the 
name  and  for  the  use  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  The  sev- 
enteenth section  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney 
General  and  State's  Attorney,  in  each  and  every  district,  at  the  re- 
quest of  said  Commissioners,  to  institute  and  prosecute  any  and  all 
suits  and  proceedings  which  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  directed  by 
laid  Commissioners  to  institute  and  prosecute  for  a  violation  of  this 
act,  or  any  law  of  this  State  concerning  railroad  companies,  or  ware- 
koases,  or  the  officers,  etc,  thereof;  and  the  eighteenth  section  pro- 
vides that  such  prosecution  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  People  of  the 
Vol.  11—60 
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State  of  Illinois.  It  will  be  perceived  that  while  a  specific  action  is 
pointed  out  in  cases  where  railroads  and  warehouses  neglect  to  make 
reports,  as  required  by  law,  or  delay  or  obstruct  the  Commissioners  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties,  as  to  all  other  violations  of  the  law, 
except  in  cases  when  remedies  are  provided  to  persons  aggrieved,  the 
language  is  quite  indefinite.  The  Commissioners  are  directed  to  pros- 
ecute, or  cause  to  be  prosecuted,  and  the  Attorney  General  and  Dis- 
trict Attorneys  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  Commissioners,  institute 
and  prosecute  for  a  violation,  etc.,  but  the  form  of  the  remedy  is  not 
given.  Now  we  would  like  to  know,  in  order  to  give  the  proper 
instructions,  what  remedies  shall  be  pursued!  whether  indictments 
would  lie,  or  penal  actions,  or  in^  what  other  manner  the  power  to 
prosecute  should  be  exercised  f 

2.  In  the  act  to  regulate  public  warehouses  it  is  provided  in  the  fifth 
section,  that  any  person  who  shall  transact  the  business  of  public  ware- 
houses of  class  ^^A"  without  first  procuring  a  license,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, etc.,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $100 
nor  more  than  $500  for  each  and  every  day,  etc.  What  kind  of  a  pro- 
ceeding  is  here  contemplated,  indictment  or  penal  action  ? 

3.  The  same  act  divides  public  warehouses  into  three  classes.  Bat 
it  will  be  perceived  that  nearly  all  the  clauses  in  said  law  refer  to  ware- 
houses of  class  ^'A,"  of  which  there  are  only  those  in  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago, no  inspectors  or  registrars  being  provided  for  any  of  the  other 
warehouses  in  this  State  by  the  law.  Have  the  Commissioners  any 
power  over  warehouses  "B"  and  "  C,"  and  if  so,  how  can  it  be  exer- 
cised ? 

4.  The  fifteenth  section  of  the  last  mentioned  act  requires  every 
warehouseman  of  a  public  warehouse  of  class  *^A,"  during  the  first  week 
in  January  of  each  year,  to  publish  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers, 
etc.,  a  table  and  schedule  of  rates  for  the  storage  of  grain  in  his  ware- 
house, during  the  ensuing  year,  which  rate  shall  not  be  increased  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  maximum  charge  of  storage  and  the  handling  of 
grain,  including  costs  of  recovering  and  delivering,  shall  be,  etc,  etc 
Now,  what  is  to  be  done  about  publishing  such  schedule  or  table  of  rates 
during  the  current  year  t  Can  the  Commissioners  compel  the  ware- 
housemen to  make  such  a  publication  before  the  first  week  of  January, 
1872  ;  and  does  the  maximum  apply  to  other  warehouses  than  those  of 
class  ^*A,''  and,  if  so,  how  can  the  Commissioners  enforce  the  rule  f 

5.  The  second  section  of  the  act  to  establish  a  reasonable  maximum 
rate  of  charges  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  provides  **tliat  all 
railroad  companies  in  this  State  shall  be  classified  according  to  the 
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gro6R  amoDnt  of  their  respective  annua!  earningt»  per  mile;''  and  the 
foorth  section  of  the  same  act — *^  shall  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  its  depots  a  printed  copy  of  this  act,  with  a  table  of  distances 
between  eacli  and  every  station  of  its  road,  and  a  statement  showing 
the  class  to  which  its  road  belongs." 

Who  IB  to  make  this  clasification  ;  the  corporation  or  the  Oommis* 
sioners  t  And  if  the  corporations  fail  to  make  it  upon  the  request  of 
the  Commissioners,  can  the  Commissioners  make  it  apon  the  best  in- 
formation  they  can  get;,  or  must  they  resort  to  the  compulsory  means 
provided  by  the  thirteenth,  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  sections  of  the 
law  first  referred  to,  establishing  this  Board,  to  get  accurate  informa- 
tioof 

By  giving  us  your  opinion  as  early  as  convenient  you  will  very  much 
oblige  the  Board,  who  are  anxious  to  enforce  the  law,  and  yet  equally 
anxious  to  proceed  rightly,  and  not  to  exceed  their  powers.

To  Ike  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouw  Commisnontrs; 

GfiNTLEMRN :  I  havo  had  the  honor  of  receiving  from  your  honorable 
body  a  written  communication  (herewith  returned)  requesting  my 
opinion  in  answer  to  certain  questions  therein  contained,  and  in  reply 
thereto  have  to  say  that  there  is  no  real  difficulty  in  determining  the 
nature  of  the  action  or  the  venue,  in  all  cases  named  in  the  sixteenth 
section  of  the  act  of  April,  18U. 

The  action  should  be  brought  in  the  county  where  the  act  of  neg- 
lect, etc.,  takes  place,  and  should  be  an  action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of 
the  People,  etc.  This  section,  however,  only  applies  to  and  points  out 
Ae  kind  of  remedy  to  be  adopted,  in  case  of  ne^ect,  etc.,  or  shall 
willfully  hinder,  etc.  And,  in  this  connection,  there  arises  several 
grave  legal  questions.  All  proceedings  instituted  in  courts,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  to  which  my  attention  has  been  called,  must  be 
instituted  really  for  the  purpose  of  recovering  certain  penalties,  and, 
BQch  being  the  case,  the  act  will  be  strictly,  or,  at  least,  liberally  con- 
fttroed  in  &vor  of  defendants,  and  the  kind  of  remedy  to  be  sought,  or 
the  nature  of  the  action,  or  the  amount  of,  eta,  will  not  be  presumed 
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by  the  courts.  In  this  regard  the  said  act  is  so  imperfect  in  many  of 
its  features  and  provisions  that  I  fear  it  mast  be  amended  before  actions 
for  its  violation  (except  under  section  sixteen)  can  be  instituted  and 
snccessfully  prosecuted.^ 

The  rights  of  individuals,  of  course,  stand  unaffected  by  this  view 
of  the  case.  The  offenses  named  in  the  said  act  were  not  misdemean- 
ors at  common  law,  therefore  they  are  not  indictable  and  punishable 
unless  it  be  in  the  precise  way  and  manner  indicated  or  pointed  out  by 
the  act  creating  the  offenses,  and  the  act,  in  my  judgment,  fails  to  give 
any  indication  (except  in  section  sixteen)  of  the  kind  of  action  to  be 
brought,  and  is,  in  this  respect,  very  crude  and  imperfect 

The  constitutionality  of  the  law  can  as  well  be  tested  by  bringing  u 
action  of  debt  under  the  sixteenth  section,  in  Sangamon  county,  as 
in  any  other  manner,  and,  in  the  meantime,  the  law  can  be  amended 
in  regard  to  th«  above  defects,  if  your  honorable  body  should  so  think 
Dest* 

In  relation  to  the  question  of  proceedinecs  under  the  act  in  relation 
to  public  warehouses,  I  have  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  there  is  little 
difficulty  in  proceeding  under  it  in  pursuance  of  the  latter  clause  of 
the  twenty-third  section,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"In  all  criminal  prosecutions  against  warehousemen  for  the  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  duty  of  the  prosecuting 
attorney  of  the  county  in  which  such  prosecution  is  brought  to  prose- 
cute the  same  to  issue,  in  the  name  of  and  in  behalf  of  the  People  of 
the  State  of  Illinois." 

See  also  the  last  three  lines  of  section  twenty-live,  same  act.  The 
provisions  of  this  act  are  not  so  plain  as  I  could  wish,  but  yet  I  tbiok 
they  are  sufficient  to  warrant  the  prosecution  of  an  indictment  for  the 
violation  thereof.  In  my  opinion  it  would  be  better  in  every  respect  to 
begin  and  test  the  questions  in  all  cases  arising  under  the  warehonse 
law,  by  causing  indictments  to  be  presented  in  counties  where  its  offenses 
originate.  I  think  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  clothe 
the  Oommissioners  with  the  power  to  control  all  classes  of  warehouse- 
men, and  that  the  remedies  against  classes  "  B^'  and  ^'  O"  should  be 
identical  with  those  against  class  "A." 

In  answer  to  the  fourth  interrogatory,  I  have  to  say  (yet  with  some 
hesitancy)  that  the  warehousemen  of  class  "A"  cannot  be  compelled 
to  publish  schedule,  etc.,  until  the  first  week  of  January  next  (1878). 

In  relation  to  the  classification  referred  to  in  interrogatory  No.  6,  I 
have  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  corporation  to 
make  the  same;  and  so  the  Legislature  must  have  intended,  for  the  corpora-

Dear  Sir:  The  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners 
having  been  ofBcially  informed  that  the  warehouses  of  class  ^^A,"  in 
the  city  of  Chicago,  have  not  taken  oat  licenses  as  they  are  required 
to  do  by  the  third  section  of  the  act  entitled  '^An  act  to  regulate  pub- 
lic warehouses,''  etc.,  approved  April  25, 1871,  and  in  force  Ist  July, 
1871,  we  deem  it  our  duty  to  instruct  you  to  commence,  forthwith, 
proper  proceedings  against  the  delinquent  proprietors,  lessees  or  mana- 
gers of  such  warehouses. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General,  in  view  (as  he  eays)  of 
the  latter  clause  of  the  twenty-third  section  of  this  act,  in  connection 
with  Che  last  sentence  in  section  twemty-five,  that  indictments  may  be 
preferred. 

We  also  invite  your  attention  to  section  five  of  the  same  act«  which 
also  seems  to  contemplate  a  criminal  prosecution. 

The  Attorney  General  may  be  consulted  by  you  at  any  time,  as  be 
has  expressed  to  us  his  readiness  to  assist  in  every  way  in  a  proper 
enforcement  of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  our  State. 

We  enclose  the  report  of  the  Registrar,  showing  the  names  of  the 
warehouses  and  of  their  owners  or  managers,  for  your  information,  and 
he  will  be  able  to  give  you  additional  facts,  if  required.

The  Chicago,  Bock  iBland  and  Pacific  Railroad  Compan  j,  in  response 
to  the  varionb  oommunications  of  the  Board  uf  which  jon  are  Chair- 
man, have  the  honor  to  replj,  that  this  company  has  been  advised  by 
coansel,  and  believes,  that  the  various  laws  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  Iliiuois,  having  for  their  object  the  regulation  of  the  rates  of  fare 
and  tariffs  of  freight  imposed  by  this  company,  and  the  law  by  which 
your  honorable  Board  was  organized,  are  uuoonstitational  and  void ; 
and,  as  such,  can  have  no  binding  force  upon  this  company. 

We,  therefore,  protest  against  the  right  of  your  honorable  Board  to 
demand  from  us  the  report  which  is  called  for  from  us  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  September  next. 

We  are  willing^  however,  to  give  to  your  honorable  Board,  as  well 
as  the  public,  all  the  information  in  our  power  in  reply  to  the  various 
questions  set  forth  in  section  6,  of  the  Bailroad  Commissioners'  act, 
and  also  on  the  subjects  mentioned  in  your  circular  of  July  13, 1871. 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company  was  organ- 
ized in  the  month  of  August,  A.  D.  1866,  by  a  consolic^ation  of  the 
Chicago  and  Rock  Island  Railroad  Company,  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
and  the  Chicago,  Rook  Island  and  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  of  the 
State  of  Iowa.  The  company  owns  and  operates  651  miles  of  road  ; 
'  U%  miles  in  Illinois,  and  869  miles  in  Iowa.  It  has  also  a  perpetual 
lease  of  the  Peori*  and  Bureau  Yalley  Railroad,  in  the  State  of  Illi- 
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nois  (forty-six  (46)  miles  in  length),  and  also  of  the  Sock  Island  bridge 
anil  connections,  partly  in  Illinois  and  partly  in  Iowa,  one  and  three- 
fourths  luilea  in  length.  The  company  has  common  stock,  assets  and 
lia'jilities.  We  therefore  have  answered  the  various  questions  to  the 
bjst  of  our  ability,  based,  however,  upon  books  and  accounts  kept  for 
whole  line,  as  above  stated.

Gentlemen:  In  response  to  your  drcnlar  of  date  July  13,  1871, 
iddreesed  to  the  President  and  Directors  of  this  company,  and  requir- 
ing a  report  from  this  company,  we  have  the  honor  of  transmittinci;  to 
J<m  the  accompanying  statemeui. 

Iq  this  connection,  we  beg  leave  to  say  that  we  have  no  wish  to  with- 
hold any  information  required  by  the  laws  under  which  yon  are  acting, 
whenever  or  in  whatever  mode  it  may  be  practicable  to  furnish  it.  But 
we  find  a  great  difficulty  in  answering  the  interrogatories  presented 
by  the  law  in  many  instances,  and,  as  you  will  perceive,  have,  from 
from  necessity,  been  obliged  to  omit  several  of  them,  and  only  par- 
tially answering  some  others.  This  arises  from  various  causes ;  in  some 
instances,  from  the  impracticability  of  portions  of  the  law ;  in  others, 
from  the  want  of  data  which  are  noc  supplied  by  our  system  of  accounts  ; 
uid  again,  the  period  of  time  for  which  the  information  is  sought  is 
different  from  that  covered  by  our  fiscal  year.  Dividing  the  latter  in  two, 
aa  it  does,  it  makes  an  immense  amount  of  work  to  arrive  at  results 
without  any  assurance  of  accuracy.  ' 

To  fully  comply  with  the  law  and  furnish  all  the  statistics  demanded, 
would  require  distinct  sets  of  accounts,  of  every  description,  to  have 
been  kept  the  preceding  year,  totally  different  and  separate  from  those 
kept  under  the  accounting  system  of  the  company,  in  order  to  keep  the 
data  for  the  Illinois  report  separate  from  the  whole  data  of  the  road. 
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and  88  this  is  a  consolidated  company,  with  its  road  now  ranniiii 
through  three  States,  and  very  soon  a  fonrth  one,  it  is  wholly  impracti 
cable  to  do  so. 

To  the  qaestions  touching  the  original  capital  stock,  paymenti 
thereon,  and  owners  thereof,  we  can  only  say  that  it  is  not  possible  foi 
US  to  give  the  answers  sought,  owing  to  the  various  original  organ* 
zations  now  merged  into  this  line.  Some  of  these  original  organic 
zations  came  into  existence  very  early  in  the  history  of  railroads,  soma 
by  charters,  and  others  under  the  internal  improvement  system  of  the 
States,  and  we  find,  ourselves,  in  many  instances,  when  we  have  occa- 
sion to  inquire,  an  entire  deficiency  in  the  books,  records  and  papers  of 
these  old  companies.

BLOOMINGTON  AND  OHIO  RIVER  RAILROAD. 

The  grading  of  this  road  is  abont  completed  from  Monticello,  th« 
county  seat  of  Piatt  county,  nearly  due  south  to  Effingham,  seventy 
miles,  Tvhere  it  forms  a  junction  with  the  St.  Louis,  Yandalia  and 
Terre  Haute  Railroad,  and  the  Chicago  Branch  of  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad.  It  crosses  the  Toledo,  Wabash  and  Western  Railroad,  at 
Bement,  and  the  St.  Louis,  Alton  and  Terre  Haute  Railroad,  at  Wind- 
sor. From  Bement  to  Windsor  the  track  is  to  be  completed  in  So- 
yember.

The  undersigned,  the  Board  of  Railroad  and  Warehouse  Commissioners,  are  entrusted  by 
law  with  a  general  supervision  of  the  condition  and  management  of  railroads  in  this  Stete, 
and  of  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  relation  of  such  roads  to  the  public  and  to  the  ac- 
commodation and  security  of  persons,  etc.,  etc. ;  and  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  tfas  law 
in  question  has  been  frequently  overlooked  ot  neglected  to  be  executed.  As  the  CoaaHtj 
veyors  have  to  take  the  initiative  In  canying  out  the  provisions  of  the  law,  we  call  your 
attention  to  it,  and  expect  a  prompt  and  vigorous  action  on  your  part

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SEFOKT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


The  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  sabjects  of  the  mee* 
•age  of  the  Goyeroor,  commnnicated  to  this  Hoase  Norember  15th, 
and  his  farther  commanicatioo  of  December  9th,  have  had  the  same 
under  eonsideration,  and  do  reapectfally  report : 
*  That  the  several  subjects  contained  in  said  commnnieations,  having, 
with  one  exception,  already  received  die  attention  of  the  Hoase,  the) 
committee  have  confined  their  investigation  and  recommendations  tw 
the  remaining  snbject,  being  that  of  the  military  occapation,  so  called, 
of  the  city  of  Chicago,  by  United  States  troops. 

The  communications  of  the  Governor  contain  a  detailed  statement  of 
facts  in  connection  with  propositions  and  conclusions  of  law,  involving 
questions  of  grave  importance.  Some  of  the  essential  facts  being  a 
matter  of  dispote  to  some  extent,  the  committee  have  thoaght  proper 
to  gather  what  proc^  on  the  subject  they  conveniently  ooald,  from  evi- 
dence  of  respectable  persons  having  the  best  means  of  knowledge  in 
the  premises,  which  evidence  is  herewith  sabmitted. 

In  addition  to  the  evidence  sabmitted,  the  committee  hare  gathered 
farther  information  from  varioos  reliable  soarces.  Before  proceeding, 
a  brief  recurrence  to  the  tacts  of  the  *case  wiU  be  proper :  Aboat  the 
ftth  of  October  of  the  past  year  a  great  fire  occurred  in  the  city  of  Ohi* 
eago,  consuming  a  large  part  of  the  city,  including  the  business  portion 
thereof,  leaving  a  population  of  nearly  one  handred  thousand  without 
shelter  or  places  of  basiness.  As  would  be  expected,  general  alarm 
and  consternation  ensued  among  the  people,  who  were  ready  to  antici- 
pate greater  calamities.  As  is  usnal  in  such  cases  of  great  excitement, 
mmors  of  impending  danger  of  various  sorts  were  afloat — whether  with 
or  without  foundation,  or  whether  even  probable,  was  a  matter  which 
the  excited  mind  of  the  people  was  in  no  condition  to  consider.  They 
naturally  looked  to  the  Mayor  or  chief  executive  of  the  city  govern- 
ment to  adopt  all  means  in  his  power  for  protection  from  calamities 
wbicli  they  deemed  inevitable  without  such  action.    Lieut.  Gen.  P.  H. 
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Sheridan,  of  the  United  States  arm j,  whose  military  headqaarters 
at  the  time  in  Chicago,  and  whoso  great  military  fame  and  snocesi 
were  to  an  excited  mind  suggestive  of  protection  from  physical  dangen 
and  calamities  of  whatever  natare,  was  marked  as  a  proper  somes 
from  which  protection  mjght  be  invoked. 

It  ¥ras,  therefore,  snggested  to  the  Mayor  that  he  shonld  surrender 
the  police  authority  of  the  city  to  Gen.  Sheridan,  which  was  ace(»tl- 
ingly  done.  Meanwhile,  on  reqnest  of  the  Mayor,  or  some  one  as- 
suming to  act  in  his  behalf,  the  Governor  ordered  a  small  force  of  the 
State  militia  to  proceed,  under  command  of  the  Adjutant  General  of 
die  State,  to  Ohioago,  and  report  to  the  Mayor.  On  arriving  in  Chi- 
eago,  the  Commandant  was  referred  by  the  Mayor  to  Gen.  Sheridan. 
After  the  militia  bad  remained  in  Chicago  for  a  day  or  two,  it  bdsg 
deemed  that  their  presence  was  no  longer  required,  they  Were  with* 
drawn  in  pursnance  of  orders.  About  the  time  of  the  withdrawal  of 
the  militia,  it  appeaVs  that  a  regiment  or  body  of  men  was  directed  bj 
Gen.  Sheridan  to  be  raised,  organized  and  armed  in  the  city,  in  porso- 
aooe  of  military  rules,  to  serve  for  twenty  davs,  consisting  of  some  It 
companies,  of  60  men  each,  called  "  The  First  Regiment  of  Chicsgo 
Yohunteers.''  This  is  said  to  have  been  done  with  the  approbation  of 
the  Mayor,  but  without  the  concurrence  or  knowledge  of  the  Governor. 
This  organization  continued  to  exist  and  perform  military,  or  what  they 
called  patrol  duty,  until  about  the  23d  of  October,  when  they  disbanded. 

The  existence  of  snch  an  organization,  or  armed  combination,  esine 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Governor  about  the  17th  of  October,  when  fa« 
immediately  took  steps  to  endeavor  to  have  it  disbanded  as  an  unlaw- 
fhl  organization.  Its  existence,  however,  does  not  seem  to  have  ooroe 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  public,  or  to  have  attracted  general  attentioo, 
until  aboat  the  20th  of  October,  when  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  a  drixen 
of  Chicago,  while  going  along  the  street  to  his  house  in  the  city,  wis 
fired  upon  by  one  of  the  members  of  this  armed  force,  and^mortsllf 
wounded. 

The  person  committing  the  deed  was  taken  into  custody  to  await  tbe 
action  of  the  grand  jury.  The  Governor  immediately  directed  the 
State's  Attorney  of  the  proper  circuit,  in  connection  with  instmctiooi 
to  the  Attorney  General,  to  advise  the  grand  jury  of  the  law  and  their 
duty  in  the  premises. 

Following  this,  and  about  the  29lh  of  October,  General  Sheridan 
addressed  a  oommunication  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  United 
Sutes  Army,  at  Washington,  stating  that  ^'the  turbulent  spirit'^  which 
manifested  itself  immediately  following  the  uccuirrence  of  the  fire,  had 
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eommenced  aorain  to  manifeet  itself,  and  seemed  to  be  increasing ;  and, 
tberetbre,  npon  solicitation  of  prominent  citizens  of  the  cit j,  he  asked 
to  bring  four  companies  of-  the  infantry  of  the  United  States  Army  to 
the  dtj  to  remain  for  the  winter.  This  request  was  promptly  complied 
with  by  the  General  of  the  Army  responding  in  the  following  language: 
'^Foor  companies  of  the  Eighth  Infantry  are  ordered  to  Chicago  to  act 
as  police,  under  your  letter  of  the  29th."  This  act  coming  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Governor  about  the  time  of  its  occurrence,  he  addressed  a 
eommunication  to  the  President  of  the  United  States,  protesting  against 
such  interference  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  th#  government 
of  Illinois,  as  being  not  only  in  violation  of  the  constitution,  but  that 
as  a  matter  of  fact  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  had  appropriated 
a  large  sum  of  money  and  provided  abundant  means  for  the  enforce  • 
ment  of  police  regulations,  and  protection  of  every  interest  in  the  city 
in  question,  and  requesting  that  the  President  would  so  modify  the 
order  of  the  General  of  the  army  as  not  to  assume  to  give  to  such  mil- 
itary force  any  eommand  to  interfere  in  the  police  regulations  existing 
by  the  laws  of  the  State ;  concluding  with  the  declaration  that  the  State 
of  Illinois  could  not  accept  the  proffered  aid,  or  permit  the  contempla- 
ted Interference  in  its  affairs,  without  a  sacrifice  of  the  confidence  of  its 
citizens,  nor  without  giving  countenance  to  a  dangerous  example.  To 
which  the  President  replied,  that  he  had  referred  the  letter  of  the  Gov- 
ernor "  to  the  Secretary  of  War  with  directions  to  inform  General  Sber* 
idan  that  if  the  troops  under  his  (Gen.  Sheridan's)  command  have  re- 
ceived any  orders  which,  in  any  way,  c  )nflict  with  the  provisions  of  the 
constitution  or  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  he  (Gen.  Sheridan)  is 
instructed  to  rescind  them." 

The  purpose  of  the  first  communication  of  the  Governor  concerning 
the  subject  in  question,  was  to  lay  before  the  General  Assembly  all  in- 
formation in  his  possession  in  relation  to  the  great  calamity  at  Chicago, 
concernfng  which  the  General  Assembly  had  been  previously  convened 
in  special  session,  with  his  own  acts  relating  thereto.  The  communi- 
cation was  made  further  importaut  from  the  fact  of  the  assassination  of 
Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  as  before  referred  to,  and  from  criticisms  in 
various  circles  calling  in  question  the  Governor's  official  conduct  in 
attempting  to  cause  a  judicial  investigation  into  the  circumstances  of 
the  homicide. 

The  purpose  of  the  second  communication  was  to  inform  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  presence  of  United  States  troops  in  the  city  of  Chi- 
cago under  orders  to  perform  police  duty  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
Slate,  and  that  an  attempt,  on  the  part  of  the  Governor,  to  procure  from 
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the  President  a  modificatioD  of  sach  orders,  had  proved  niiavaitiiiKi 
thereby  sabmitting  the  whole  matter  to  the  General  Aesemblj,  to  ai- 
Bume  the  reBponsibility  of  action,  if  any  is  deemed  neoeseary. 

it  therefore  becomes  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  whom  the  sabjeet 
has  been  referred,  to  make  such  a  report  in  the  premises  as  may  shed 
all  the  light  possible  in  the  case,  in  order  to  arrive  at  jast  ooncloaioos, 
that  the  proper  remedies  may  be  applied. 

First  as  to  the  questions  of  fact  involved.  These  will  be  reviewed 
from  the  evidence  submitted,  in  connection  with  such  evidence  as  the 
committee  w|re  able  to  obtain  from  various  reliable  sources. 

The  conduct  and  motives  of  Gten.  Sheridan,  in  the  premises,  having 
been  seriously  drawn  in  question,  it  is  proper  to  remark,  iu  the  oataet, 
that  Gen.  Sheridan  was  peculiarly  situated.  Before  the  fire  fasd  sab- 
sided,  and  while  the  city  was  in  the  midst  of  its  greatest  ezcitemeiit, 
bankers,  who  had  rescued  their  money  and  treasure  from  the  flamee, 
sought  his  headquarters,  and  asked  that  he,  with  the  aid  of  his  staf^ 
would  protect  the  same  until  a  place  of  safety  could  be  provided ;  this 
be  did  cheerfully,  with  a  true  spirit  becoming  a  soldier  and  citiien. 
This  act  becoming  known,  his  headquarters  were  besieged  with  appli- 
cations, from  various  sources,  for  protection  from  imaginary  dangers ; 
and  it  is  easy  to  perceive  how  a  man  of  generous  impulses,  unac- 
quainted with  the  people  who  surrounded  him,  and  whose  whole  Ufa  ' 
and  education  must  naturally  incline  his  miod  and  instincts  in  a  direc- 
tion opposed  to  the  rules  of  civil  authority,  might,  in  the  excitement  of 
the  moment,  be  lead  to  commit  errors  in  a  desire  to  administer  to  the 
requirements  of  a  terror  stricken  people.  And  there  is  no  intention, 
on  the  part  of  the  committee,  to  call  in  question  the  conduct  of  this 
distinguished  general,  or  that  of  any  other  person,  in  regard  to  acts 
done  or  advice  given  in  the  midst  of  that  wild  excitement,  prevailing 
during  and  immediately  following  the  tire  ;  but  after  order  had  beea 
restored,  and  the  business  affairs  of  the  city  had  commenced  tcfesume, 
as  is  shown  to  have  been  the  case  very  shortly  after  the  occurrence  of 
the  calamity,  people  had  a  right  to  expect  an  observance  of  the  laws  of 
the  State  from  all  citizens,  especially  those  acting  in  authority — ^and  it 
is  difficult  to  reconcile  the  conduct  of  those  persons  who,  after  the  ex- 
citemeut  had  subsided,  were  still  clamorous  for  military  rule,  and  vio- 
lent in  their  denunciations  of  the  governor  for  his  attempt  to  enforce 
civil  authority  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property. 

The  evidence  of  Thomas  B.  Brown,  President  of  the  Board  of  Police   • 
Commissioners  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  herewith  submitted,  ia  wortbj 
of  examination  and  consideration.     Mr.  Brown  is  an  intelligent  and 
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bighly  reppeetabld  citixeiii  a  man  ^  great  experienee  in  pnbUo  affairsi 
whoee  statement  and  opinion  of  facts  are  reliable.    He  shows,  by  hit 
evidence,  that  on  the  11th  day  of  October,  being  the  day  on  which 
Gen.  Sheridan  issaed  the  pretended  order  for  raising  and  organizing  a 
re^ment  of  armed  men,  for  the  alle&^ed  pnrpose  of  protecting  the  peo- 
ple of  Chicago,  that  the  police  force  of  the  city  were  intact  and  on  dnty, 
with  a  well-drilled  force  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  (1250)  men  in  re- 
serve, in  case  of  emergency,  and  fully  able  to  afford  needfol  protection  ; 
that  on  that  day  there  was  a  complete,  formal  surrender,  by  the  mayor 
to  Gen.  Sheridan,  of  the  police  power  and  regulations  of  the  city ; 
that  it  was  accepted  by  Gen.  Sheridan  under  what  he  called  his  pro- 
posed plan  of  operations,  then  produced  ;  that  all  this  was  against  the 
earnest  protest  of  the  police  authorities  of  the  city,  as  being  unneces-* 
sary,  unlawful  and  hnmiliating.    The  'evidence  further  shows,  that 
from  fii%t  to  last  remarkable  good  order  prevailed  thronghoot  the  city; 
that  the  people,  without  distinction,  seemed  to  appreciate  the  situation, 
and  voluntarily  everywhere  seemed  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  pre- 
serve the  peace ;    that  the  reports,  so  widely  circulated,  of  citizens 
*^aking  the  law  into  their  own  hands^'  and  administering  summary 
punishment  upon  alleged  offenders,  by  hanging  them  to  lamp-posts, 
were  untrne ;  that  such  acts  not  only  did  not  occur,  but  there  was  no 
occasion  for  them. 

This  evidence  reminds  us  of  the  duties  of  the  police  force  of  a  city 
under  civil  authority.  Policemen  are  selected  with  reference  to  their 
iDtelligence ;  they  carry  with  them  discretion  in  the  execution  of  every 
order ;  and  above  all,  they  are  instructed  to  become  acquainted  with 
all  persons  in  the  neighborhood  where  they  are  acting,  so  that  they 
may  distinguish  orderly  citizens  from  wrongdoers,  and  to  exercise  that 
duty  so  well  known  to  the  early  rules  of  the  criminal  law — of  warning 
Bnspicious  persons  of  the  consequences  of  violations  of  the  law. 

A  soldier,  on  the  contrary,  carries  with  him  no  discretion — only 
orders;  these  he  must  execute  regardless  of  human  life  or  conse- 
quences. Hence  it  is  clear  to  the  intelligent  mind  that  a  soldier  was, 
at  the  time  in  question,  of  the  least  possible  utility  in  the  city,  except 
as  a  finished  instrument  of  destruction.  And  it  is  shown  by  the  evi- 
dence, that  all  the  violent  acts  and  riotous  conduct,  with  a  single  excep- 
tion, occurring  in  the  city  from  the  time  of  the  fire  to  the  11th  of  De- 
cember, had  been  committed  by  the  soldiers  of  Gen.  Sheridan's  com- 
mand.  The  evidence  positively  avers  that  the  soldiers  were  more 
detriment  than  service ;  that  as  might  be  expected  of  soldiers  of  the 
regular  army,  long  confined  in  barracks,  under  rigid  discipline  as  mere 
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machinee,  and  now  tnmed  loose  to  act  for  themselves,  in  the  midst  of 
temptations  they  became  drank  from  excessive  driDking,  and  unfit  for 
duty. 

It  is  stated  that  ^' they  interfered  with  the  police  and  prevented  them 
from  performing  their  duties;  they  stopped  citizens  from  passing  along 
the  streets,  and  many  complaints  were  made  of  their  wrongful  interfe- 
rence with  the  rights  of  citizens,  and  of  insults  received  from  the  boI- 
diers.  The  mayor  issued  a  proclamation  ordering  saloons  to  be  closed 
up  at  eight  o^cldck  in  the  evening.  The  police  would  close  them  up, 
and  in  some  instances  the  soldiers  would  come  along  and  open  them  by 
force,  and  make  the  proprietors  furnish  them  liquor  under  threats  of 
/'cleaning  out  the  keeper"  (as  they  expressed  it).  In  several  instances 
the  police  found  regular  soldiers  patroling  the  streets  in  a  drunken  coa- 
dition  and  pointing  their  guns  at  every  passer  by. 

^'The  water  supply  had  been  cut  oSj  and  the  people  were  very  fearfU 
of  fire  breaking  out,  and  the  residents  on  nearly  every  block  organised 
themselves  into  local  patrols,  and  took  turns  in  patroling  about  their 
own  premises  and  those  of  their  immediate  neighbors,  in  order  to  pre- 
vent fires  from  getting  headway  should  they  occur.  The  soldiers  were 
acquainted  with  none  of  these  citizens,  and  drove  them  into  their 
houses  or  arrested  them."  This  it  is  stated  would  have  been  otherwise 
in  case  of  policemen,  as  they  would  have  had  discretion  and  been  le- 
quainted  with  the  citizens.  Under  these  circumstances  occurred  the 
death  of  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  a  citizen  of  Chicago  and  a  city  officer. 

It  seems  that  of  the  body  of  armed  men  called  the  First  Regiment 
of  Chicago  Yolunteers,  to  which  reference  has  been  made,  oneoompsny 
was  composed  of  young  men,  or  rather  boys  attending  an  institntion  of 
learning  at  Cottage  Grove,  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  a  large  portion  of 
whom  were  not  residents  nor  citizens  of  the  State.  It  seems  that  the 
order  to  this  company,  which  was  probably  the  same  to  all  of  said  so* 
called  regiment,  was  to  order  all  persons  considered  suspicious,  paestng 
the  person  patroling,  after  a  certain  hour  in  the  night  to  halt,  and  give 
a  certain  countersign  or  pass- word,  adopted  and  changed  from  day  to 
day.  On  neglect  or  refusal  to  do  so,  the  challenging  party  was  in- 
strncted  to 'fire  upon  the  citizen  and  wound  him.  Mr.  Grosvenor  was 
proceeding  about  midnight  from  the  house  of  a  friend  to  his  home  is 
the  vicinity  of  Cottage  Grove,  and  when  arriving  within  a  short  ivr 
tance  of  his  house  he  was  ordered  by  one  of  these  students  before  meo- 
tioned,  to  halt  and  give  the  required  countersign  or  pase^word,  at  the 
same  time  pointing  his  gun  at  him  in  the  position  of  firing.    It  ii 
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alleged  that  Mr.  Groeyenor  was  without  the  required  pass-word  or 
ocmntermgn,  and  remarked  to  the  armed  eladent  that  he  lived  in  the 
neighborhood  and  was  proceeding  to  his  home,  and  thereupon  turned 
to  proceed,  when  the  student,  taking  deliberate  aim,  fired  npon  Mr. 
Orosvenor,  ^ho  fell  mortally  wonnded,  and  expired  in  a  few  hours 
thereafter.  A  report  has  been  drcnUited  that  Mr.  Grosrencv  was  at 
the  time  intoxicated,  in  consequence  of  which  he  did  not  give  the  re- 
quired pass  word  or  oonntersign.  To  this  there  are  several  answers^ 
wUch  it  is  proper  here  to  note. 

f  irat,  from  the  best  evidence  the  committee  can  obtain,  the  charge  of 
intoxication  is  untrue. 

Secondly,  admitting  it  to  be  true,  the  family  of  Mr.  Orosvenor,  how- 
ever humble,  were  entitled  to  be  considered  and  protected  by  the  laws,  as 
much  as  any  other  family  in  the  city,  the  evidence  being  that  they  were 
dependent  entirely  upon  his  labor  and  military  pension  for  their  support, 
both  ci  which  passed  away  with  his  life. 

Thirdly,  this  body  of  armed  men  was  organiEed  in  violation  of  the 
law,  and  their  regulations  to  interrupt  the  passage  of  orderly  citizens 
to  and  from  their  homes  and  places  of  business,  can  be  characterized  by 
no  milder  term  than  an  outr^^  upon  the  civil  rights  of  the  people, 
from  which  no  good  whatever  could  result,  and  from  which  destruction 
only  oonld  be  expected,  the  same  as  occurred,  as  disastrous  oonse- 
qaencea  will,  sooner  or  later,  attend  all  violations  of  the  law. 

It  mnat  be  remembered,  in  this  connection,  that  the  State  troops 
under  Adjutant  General  Dilger,  were  in  Chicago  before  the  organiza- 
tioQ  of  tlM so-called  ^^  First  Begiment  Chicago  Volunteers;"  that  there 
wwre  then  in  Oook  county,  at  least  15,000  surviving  veterans  of  the 
lata  war,  and  in  the  Btate  186,000,  all  of  whom  could  be  relied  on  in  an 
emei^pency,  if  military  force  was  necessary,  to  say  nothing  of  the  addi* 
tional  850,000  citizens  of  the  State  capable  of  bearing  arms  and  subject 
to  the  call  of  the.  Governor. 

It  fcrther  appears,  by  the  evidence  submitted,  that  the  people  of  Chi- 
cago are  not^  in  their  general  character,  a  riotous  or  disorderly  people; 
but,  on  the  contrary,  they  have  been  marked  for  their  orderly  charac- 
ter; hence  there  was  no  foundation  for  apprehensions  of  violence  from 
dticeiie. 

It  further  appears  that  the  rumors  that  gained  circnlation  that  han- 
dreda  of  disorderly  persons  were  arriving  from  other  cities,  were  not 
tma.  The  police  invariably  acted  npon  these  reporta,  and  prepared  for 
emergencies,  but  they  invariably  found  the  reports  to  be  untrue.

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It  eeema  to  be  claimed  bj  the  adhereBita  of  thie  policy  of  railitArj  rale, 
that  the  death  of  Mr.  GroBvenor  was  not  only  no  ofieiue  against  ths 
law,  bat  that  his  death  is  in  some  way  compeiwated  by  saYiog  fiomds^ 
Btr action  a  vast  amount  of  property  at  the  hands  of  lawleea  penoosi 
who  were  held  in  ciieck  by  this  violent  act.  In  short,  that  his  Hfe  w« 
a  sort  of  necessary  sacrifice  for  the  protection  of  properly*  As  heart* 
less  as  id  this  attempted  justifieatioa,  and  while,  indeed,  the  casese^ae 
to  admit  of  none  other  more  plansible,  no  one  haa  as  yet,  been  able  to 
point  to  a  single  factia  support  of  this  morderous  theory.  If  there  bad 
been  aoy  beneficial  resolta,  it  does  seem  as  if  some  indicatioiM  thereof 
might  have  been  discovered.  It  seems  as  if  those  persons  whose  pro- 
perty is  claimed  to  have  been  thus  piotected,  would  hav«  suitably  so- 
knowledged  the  benefit  received,  by  contributing  somelhii^g  tor  tks 
relief  of  the  distreesed  family  of  Mr*  Grosvonor^  who,  by  thisaoti  have 
been  left  penniless  and  homeless.  But  up  to  the  present  limethefskas 
been  no  sach  acknowledgments  on  the  part  of  a  single  individasL 
None,  save  a  tew  family  friends^  have^  as  yet,  offered  tho  least  pittanee 
for  the  relief  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  in  their  peeaniary  and  mm^ 
tal  distress. 

Mr.  Grosvenor,  in  his  life-time,  h|^  performed  the  higlieet  duty  of  a 
citizen  to  his  coantry,  that  of  mijitary  service  in  time  of  publio  dangsr. 
He  enlisted  in  the  Union  army  as  a  private  soldier  in  tho  voluotesr 
forces  of  Illinois,  in  the  early  part  of  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  fo 
his  bravery  and  meritorious  condiKSt  was  regularly  promoted  to  thersak 
of  Brigadier  General.  He  had  periled  his  life  in  many  a  bard  foogbt 
battle  in  defence  of  his  country,  and  for  the  protection  of  the  hooess 
and  lire^des  of  the  citizens  of  his  State ;  and  now,  in  time  of  peess, 
retiring  maimed  for  life,  he  had  a  right  to  expect  protection  for  himsslf 
and  family,  under  that  law  which  his  saerifioes  had  aided  in  sustaiiitag 
and  preserving. 

Among  other  criticisms  there  has  been  much  commeat  eonoeroiag 
the  communication  of  the  Governor  to  General  Sheridan,  thanking  him 
for  his  promptness  in  what  he  was  reported  to  have  done  for  the  rehef 
of  the  Chicago  sufferers.  A  review  of  the  foots  a^  presentedi  sboes 
that  the  Governor  supposed  that  General  Sheridan  was  at  this  tine  set* 
ing  as  a  citizen,  under  sanction  or  by  direction  of  the  civil  autheritieSi 
It  is  further  shown  that  on  the  12th  of  October,  about  the  time  the  pte- 
tendod  order  was  given  for  raising  this  body  of  arnaed  meo,  or  so  called 
Kegiment,  it  was  understood,  at  an  Interview  betweea  the  Governor  aad 
General  Sheridan,  that  the  presence  of  milhary  forces  in  the  city  was 
no  longer  necessary — in  pursuance  of  which  the  Governor  withdrew  the

State  troops.  That  vHien  the  Q-orernor  sabseqaently  learned,  for  the 
firat  rime,  of  tke  nnlawfdl  interfereaee  of  the  IJaited  States  aathorities, 
he  interposed  his  protest  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  a  sovereiga  State 
against  this  unlawliil  assunoiption  of  power.  And  it  is  to  be  regretted 
thftt  the  President  has  not  jet  seen  fit  to  comply  with  there  qaest  of 
the  (->overnor,  Ions:  since  madd)  and  revoke  the  order  to  the  U.  S.  troops 
lately  sent  to  Chicago  to  perform  police  dotj  in  that  city  in  violation  of 
the  Oonstitntion  and  laws  of  the  State. 

The  Committee  feel  that  they  should  not  leave  this  branch  of  the 
subject  wtthont  interposing  their  opinion  that  the  basing  of  an  applica- 
tion for  United  States  soldiers  to  come  into  this  State  for  police  dnty, 
on  the  ground  of  fears  that  a  portion  of  the  population  of  Chicago 
woatd  make  an  attack  upon  the  depots  of  the  Relief  and  Aid  Society, 
as^ecms  to  have  been  one  of  the  causes  assigned,  is  a  very  nnjust  re- 
fiection  upon  citizens  of  the  State,  whose  affliction  was  already  ex- 
treme. 

The  supplies  in  these  depots  were  the  contributions  of  universal  hu- 
manity, and  were  intended  for  the  very  persons  who  have  been  thus 
afflicted  and  from  whom  it  appears  this  danger  was  apprehended.  If 
these  supplies  were  being  so  far  withheld  from  these  persons  that  dan- 
geruns  consequences  were  feared,  it  would  no  doubt  have  been  more 
satisfactory  to  the  donors,  that  some  more  rapid  means,  or  equal  rule  of 
distribution  had  been  adopted,  instead  of  calling  f<jr  trained  troops  to 
aid  still  further  in  closing  the  doors  to  other  people^s  charities. 

Secondly,  as  to  the  qnestion  of  law  involved.  The  subject  under 
consideration  has  been  referred  to  this  committee  for  the  purpose  of 
inquiry  concerning  the  facts,  with  a  view  to  determine  as  to  whether 
any  action  is  necessary  by  the  legislative  power  to  prevent  a  recur- 
rence of  the  outrages  complained  of.  This  involves  an  examination 
concerning  existing  laws.  This  inquiry  involves  three  propositions : 
let.  Were  the  acts  of  Gen.  Sheridan  and  others,  acting  in  concert  in 
procuring  United  States  troops,  or  organizing  armed  bodie^  of  men, 
lawful!  2d.  Were  the  acts  of  the  Governor  within  the  law  in  attempt- 
ing to  direct  the  Mayor  of  Chicago  in  regard  to  preserving  the  peace  t 
3d.  Did  the  Governor  act  within  the  law  in  advising  indictments 
against  the  supposed  murderers  of  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor  f 

On  the  first  proposition,  it  is  shown  very  clearly  that  there  never 
existed  in  Chicago  any  necessity  for  these  troops ;  even  if  armed  forces 
were  necessary,  the  resources  and  patriotism  of  Illinois,  under  direc- 
tion of  municipal  law,  were  ample  and  sufficient  for  all  purposes. 
That  the  bringing  of  these  United  States  troops  to  the  city  of  Chicago, 
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and  the  organization  of  these  bands  of  armed  meDy  for  the  purposes  for 
which  it  was  done«  was  a  violation  of  the  law,  and  a  daogeroos  exam- 
pie,  as  expressed  bj  the  Governor,  there  can  be  no  dispute. 

As  to  the  second  and  third  propositions,  they  maj  be  disposed  of 
together.  The  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  article  5,  section 
6,  declares  that  ^'  the  supreme  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Governor,  who  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed.'' 
The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  are  divided  into  three  de- 
partments, the  legislative,  the  executive,  and  judiciaL  The  theory  of 
the  government  is  that  eyerj  public  oflScer  is  acting  within  some  one 
of  these  departments  in  the  discharging  of  his  duties.  The  Mayor  of  a 
city  properly  comes  within  the  executive  power  of  the  governmeot. 
Hence  it  was  within  the  power  and  duty  of  the  Governor  to  gife 
directions  to  the  Mayor  of  Chicago,  on  the  occasion  of  the  calamity  in 
that  city,  concerning  his  actions ;  and  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Major  to 
have  acted  upon  his  suggestions,  rather  in  the  light  of  a  superior  officer, 
in  the  time  of  extraordinary  circumstances.  It  was  a  disregard  of  the 
law  for  the  Mayor  to  surrender  the  civil  authority  he  possessed  to  a 
military  officer  commanding  in  the  United  States  army.  It  is  even 
worse  than  folly  to  attempt  to  justify  the  act  on  the  ground  of  oecee- 
sity,  for  there  existed  none.  There  were  citizen  soldiers  and  veteraos 
of  the  late  war  that  could  have  been  called  in  and  organized  at  a  mo- 
ment's warning — almost — to  aid  the  police  force,  snfiiGient  to  have  de- 
voured, so  to  speak,  every  evil-disposed  person  in  the  State* 

The  fact  of  the  killing  of  Mr.  Grosvenor  coming  to  the  knowledge 
of  the  Governor  by  the  published  proceedings  of  the  coroner's  jury,  bj 
whom  the  act  was  determined  to  be  murder,  and  it  further  appearing 
to  have  been  by  the  hand  of  one  of  this  armed  body  of  men  before 
spoken  of,  the  Governor  felt  called  upon,  it  seems,  to  treat  the  matter 
as  one  of  more  than  ordinary  importance.  The  act  was  looked  upon 
by  him  as  resulting  from  the  conduct  of  an  ofiicer  of  the  United  States 
army,  in  causing  a  force  of  men  to  be  organized,  armed  and  placed  un- 
der military  rules  in  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State.  It  at  once  be- 
came the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  convince  the  people  of  the  State 
that  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  agencies  of  the  law,  were  adeqaate 
to  their  protection  under  all  circumstances. 

The  force  engaged  in  this  violation  of  the  law  may  be  said  to  have 
been  a  superior  one,  thereby  requiring  more  than  ordinary  attention. 
It  being  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  un.der  his  oath  of  office,  to  see  that 
the  laws  of  the  State  are  enforced,  he  was  called  upon  to  exert  all  the 
powers  at  his  command  to  bring  the  offenders  to  justice,  and  prevent 
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fertber  violatioiis  of  the  law.  He  pnrpeeely  called  the  attention  of 
the  Attorney^Oeneral  of  the  State  to  the  matter,  and  requeeted  the 
State'g  Attorney  of  the  Cook  Coanty  Oircnft  Court  to  bring  the  matter 
of  killiog  of  Thomae  W.  Groerenor  to  the  attention  of  the  Grand 
Jury,  and  adviee  them,  ae  a  matter  of  law,  that  the  principal  parties 
eogaged  in  organising  and  directing  the  action  of  this  armed  body  of 
men  were  eqtially  gnilty  with  the  person  who  directly  inflicted  the 
blow.  In  this  regard  the  Oommittee  are  of  opinion  that  the  Gk>vernor 
performed  a  duty  enjoined  on  him  by  the  existing  laws.  He  did  not 
assume  to  advise  the  Staters  Attorney  to  direct  the  Grand  Jary  con- 
cerning their  dnty.  The  plain  spirit  of  his  commnnication  to  the  Staters 
Attorney  is,  that  shoald  the  jury  find  the  facts  as  assumed,  then  the 
Staters  Attorney  should  advise  them  as  a  matter  of  law  that  their  in- 
dictment should  include  as  well  the  principal  parties  eogaged,  as  be- 
fore stated. 

If  the  position  assumed  by  the  Governor  is  not  the  law,  then  our 
whole  system  of  government  is.  a  failure,  and  protection  to  life  and 
property  rests  upon  a  very  slender  foundation^  But  the  condusion  of 
the  Committee  being,  that  the  Governor  possesses  all  the  power  or 
authority  he  has  exercised  in  the  premises  by  virtue  of  existing  laws, 
and  that  the  law  is  with  him  in  all  respects,  nothing  is  wanted  further 
than  the  obedience  of  inferior  officers  and  the  moral  efforts  of  the  peo- 
ple To  that  end,  the  Committee  deem  some  expression  of  this  House 
— composed  of  the  peopIe^s  representatives — as  eminently  proper. 

In  0(»ncla8ion,  the  Oommittee  feel  it  their  duty  to  declare  that  the 
Coastittttion  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  the  agencies  created 
thereby  were  adequate,  and  have  been  at  all  times  fully  equfd  to  the 
protectiou  of  all  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  people  of  the  Btate — 
the  Governor  having,  as  will  be  observed  by  his  first  communica- 
tion, promptly  tendered  to  the  citisens  of  Chicago  all  the  aid  at  his 
command  for  their  relief;  having  also  convened  the  General  Assembly 
in  special  session,  for  the  purpose  of  more  ample  provision,  which  was 
daly  made  by  the  appropriation  of  a  large  sum  of  money. 

And  the  Committee,  while  they  concede  the  claims  made  for  the 
Mayor  of  Chicago,  of  good  intentions  in  surrendering  the  control  of 
the  government  of  Chicago  to  Lieut. -Gen.  Sheridan,  feel  bound  to 
reiterate  the  legal  principle,  well  established,  that  noere  good  inten- 
tions afford  no  excuse  to  a  public  officer  for  a  violation  of  his  duty, 
nor  are  they  prepared  to  admit  that  the  eminent  services  and  well 
merited  repotation  of  Lient.-Gen.  Sheridan,  furnish  an  excuse  or  apol- 
<^  for  acts  that  were  clearlj  and  palpably  illegal.    The  Oommittee 
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are  of  opiDion  that  the  doctrioe  of  **  eqoidity  before  the  Uw,^  applioB 
with  foil  force  to  thoee  who  yiolate  as  well  as  to  thoee  who  d^fflssd 
protectioB  under  the  law^and  that  the  acts  of  men  are  to  be  deterouoed 
bj  their  own  iDtrinsie  qualities^  and  xK>t  bj  tha  charaeler  of  the  penon 
whose  conduct  is  in  qoestioo.  No  man  can  be  above  the  law^  nor  can 
any  degree  of  pnblic  service  afford  a  JQStifioatioa  for  ita  violation. 

And  being  of  opioion,  as  expressed  by  the  Governor  in  bis  second 
communieafcion^  that  the  employment  of  United  States  troops  in  s 
popnlons  citjy  to  perform  police  dnty  in  a  time  of  peaoe,  when  the  lavs 
of  the  State  were  in  full  force,  as  in  tbe  pi^sent  oase^  in  addition  to 
being  a  violation  of  the  law,  was  also  a  iangeroos  exaaiple,  the  Com- 
mittee wonld  recommead  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  herewith 
submitted*

Thokas  6.  Bbowit.  Preeident  of  the  Board  of  Polioe  of  Ibe  ctr  of 
Chicago,  in  answer  to  interrogatoriee,  deposes  and  sajs : 

1«^.  Question*  Do  jou  know  of  any  disturbances  of  the  peace  in  the 
city  of  Chicago,  or  threatened  distarbanceSi  or  the  commiseion  of  offea* 
ses  of  any  kind  having  occurred  any  more  or  to  any  greater  eiUtfit 
than  nsnal.from  the  9th  of  October,  being  the  time  of  the  oecorreneec^ 
the  great  fire  in  said  city,  to  the  present  time)  If  so,  state  the  same^ 
and  state,  as  nearly  as  yon  are  able,  the  general  condition  of  afiUrs  id 
the  city  during  the  time  aforesaid,  and  your  means  of  information. 

Answer.  I  know  of  no  unusual  disturbance  of  the  peace  or  threat- 
ened disturbance  of  the  peace,  or  the  commission  of  offenses  of  any 
kind  having  occurred  within  the  city  of  Chicago,  from  the  commeaee- 
ment  of  the  great  fire  on  Sunday  night,  October  8th,  until  the  present 
time,  except,  that  cases  of  larceny,  during  the  time  of  the  fire  and  for 
a  few  days  immediately  after  it,  were  more  than  ordinarily  frequent 
During  the  fire,  and  the  two  weeks  succeeding  it,  there  were  remark- 
ably few  cases  of  crime  against  the  person  reported  by  the  polios, 
although  for  the  first  day  or  two  there  were  many  rumors  circulated  ef 
individuals  being  hung  to  lamp  posts,  or  shot,  yet  on  full  inrestigatiM 
we  became  entirely  satisfied  that  no  cases  of  banging  or  shooting  had 
occnrred.  The  rnmored  hanging  and  shooting  was  said  to  have  been 
done  upon  incendiaries  who  were  attemping  to  burn  the  remainder  of 
the  city.  In  our  investigations  we  were  unable  to  find  a  single  case  of 
probable  ioccndiarism  during  the  whole  time.  Soon  after  the  fire,  pe^ 
haps  as  early  as  Tuesday  of  that  week,  an  Italian  saloon-keeper  bad 
stabbed  three  men,  two  of  whom  died ;  and  about  a  fortnight  after  the 
fire,  Colonel  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor  was  shot  and  mortally  wonnded, 
in  the  street,  at  night,  while  going  home  to  his  family.  These  are  all 
the  cases  of  homicide  that  I  remember  as  having  occurred  from  Octo> 
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Imt  8tby  up  to  tbo  present  time.    At  the  time  the  fire  wae  burning  on 
Jfondny,  after  the  w«ter  works  tmraed,  and  the  WBier  snpply  was  cot 
^  the  people  wore  yerj  much  excited)  and  for  a  time  seemed  to  have 
lost  their  neoal  eelf  possession ;  in  manj  cases  they  abandoned  their 
iiores  and  hoasehold  goods,  long  before  the  fire  bad  reached  them. 
More  Tentnresome  people,  with  the  idea  of  saying  the  property  for  the 
owner,  and  thioves,  whom  we  always  have  to  contend  with  at  great 
fires,  roehed  in  and  saved  some  portion  of  these  abandoned  goodi, 
and  carried  them  away  to  places  of  safety.    The  thieves  got  away  with 
moch  that  they  saved  or  stole.    The  confusion  and  terror  of  the  peo- 
ple who  were  fledng  from  their  homing  houses  being  great,  it  gave  the 
thieves  great  opportunity,  and  eonaeqoently  there  was  an  unusual 
amount  of  larcenies  committed  at  this  time,  and  because  an  uncom* 
son  opportunity  for  it  existed*    From  anj  other  species  of  crime  or 
misdemeanor,  the  city  was  then,  and  eontinued  to  remain,  remarkably 
exempt    The  court  boose  took  fire  about  one  o'clock  on  M<mday 
noming  and  burned  very  rapidly,  barely  giving  time  for  the  jailor 
to  release  the  prisoners  from  the  jail  in  the  court  house  basement,  and 
tsm  loose  all  but  the  worst  criminals  confined  there.    Those  not  set  at 
Uberty  were  taken  to  the  Huron-street  police  stiUion,  in  the  North 
Division,  which,  a  short  time  afterwards,  also  burned,  and  these  were 
again  being  moved  to  the  Madison-street  police  station,  when,  in  the 
harry  and  confusion,  most  of  them  escaped.    But  this  fact  transpiring, 
Ae  police  rectsived  special  instractions  to  immediately  recapture  them, 
sod  also  to  arrest  every  criminal  and  BQfl|>icions  chanacter  and  lock 
them  up  in  the  police  stations  which  remained  unburned  in  the  West 
Division.    One  sub-station  in  the  North,  and  three  iu  the  South  Divis- 
ions, also  were  unburned*    This  order  was  promptly  executed,  and  the 
railroad  depots,  triains  and  streets,  were  scoured  bj  the  police  for  thes^ 
persons,  and  by  Tuesday  night  there  were  leas  professional  thieves  and 
sriminals  at  large  than  usual.    When  the  cells  at  the  stations  became 
foil,  the  prisoners  were  taken  to  the  new  Bridewell  and  kept  there  ui»r 
til  they  could  be  examined  by  the  courts.    There  was  no  great  influx 
of  criminals  from  abroad*    My  meaim  of  information  in  respect  to  all 
these  matters  upon  which  I  am  being  interrogated,  are  these:   I  have 
been  a  member  of  the  Board  of  f  oUce  nearly  eight  years,  and  have 
bsen  a  citizen  of  Chicago  more  than  sixteen  years.    Am  a  Police  Com*- 
missioner,  it  was  my  duty  to  be  on  hand  as  early  as  possible  after  the 
fire  commenced  on  Sunday  night,  and  assist  the  .fire  and  polioe  deparlr- 
msnts  all  I  could  while  the  fire  was  raging,  and  afterwards  to  get  each 
department  into  the  best  working  condition  posaible,  without  any  un* 
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neoecBary  deky.  I  was  wilh  tbe  fire  depftrkaenl  Mid  the  poliaa^ 
tbroQghoQt  the  fire,  end  Ibe  two  weeks  eeeoeediag  it»  Hoi  ofiten  tevi^ 
opportunity  to  remain  very  long  in  one  place.  I  had  the  foUeit  i^ 
portanity  to  obaerTe  the  people  and.  to  know  their  diepoeitieD.  I 
was  also  in  freqoent  oonenltation  with  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  wm 
leeeiving  reports  from  police  oflioere  nearly  e?ery  hoar  of  the  day«

Afuw^.    l%rengh  Monday  and  Tuesday,  Od.  Mh  and  10th,  tbsi* 
were  not  as  many  pdioemen  on  dnty  as  nsnal,  for  the  reason  thsd  thi 
fire  had  destroyed  the  houses,  dotbin^;,  goods  and  food,  of  abont  lit 
ef  the  members  of  ttie  force,  and  they  and  their  wives  and  diildivt 
were  entirely  destitute ;  but  by  Tuesday  night  nearly  all  of  them  liaf 
temporarily  provided  shelter  and  food  for  their  fomilies,  and  had  f^ 
ported  back  for  duty.    Meanwhile,  Major  Atstrop  tendered  to  the  8a> 
perintendent  of  Police  three  companies  of  Scandinavian  citiaen  soMierf^ 
for  snch  dnty  as  the  Superintendent  might  direct.   Their  services  welt 
accepted  by  Supt.  Kennedy,  and  he  assigned  them  to  dnty  on  Monds^ 
night,  and  they  continned  on  dnty,  acting  under  his  directions,  nnti 
October  38d,  patrolling  streets,  guarding  railroad  depots,  relief  cooh 
mittee  storehouses  and  distributing  headquarters.    They  lodged  ti 
police  stations,  and  each  squad  of  three  or  four  was  placed  in  charge  of  s 
regular  policeman,  who  traveled  with  then,  and  directed  them  io  dii 
performance  of  their  duties.    Thefr  services  were  of  great  value,  sal 
greatly  aided  the  police  force.    Afbsr  Tuesday,  Oct.  lOch,  the  poKee 
force  was  much  stronger  and  more  efficieiit  than  it  was  before  the  fif^ 
because  it  had  the  assistance  of  Major  Alstrop's  three  companies  doing 
police  duty  with  it.    For  several  days  we  could  not  gel  any  Germai 
ailver  of  which  to  make  speciai  or  regular  poliee  badges,  and  we  hai 
lost  all  our  extra  badges  In  the  firt.    On  Monday  aftertioon,  at  the  i^ 
^jVest  of  citizens,  we  commenced  to  appoint  and  swear  in  *some  spsdil 
pdioemen.    Not  betog  able  te  get  proper  badges  ftnr  them,  we  caussd 
aoras  to  be  printed  on  cloth,  and  also  had  tin  stars  made,  but  tbsM 
temporary  i^rs  wers  so  easily  aounterfoited  that  on  Tuesday  night 
many  thieves  and  l*ougltt  were  artesled  with  similaf  badges  upon  thsoi. 
Therefore,  on  Wednesday,  the  Board  of  Poliee  was  compelled  to  nh^ 
*voke  all  special  police  powers  which  had  been  granted  subsequent 
the  preceding  Sunday  night    We  did  this  the  more  willingly  frufll| 
the  fact  that  we  had  regular  polioe  enough,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
three  companies  ef  sddiers  previously  mentioned,  to  protect  the  city, 
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m  wliat  remata^d  of  it.  Th«  North  Divitfon  was  almost  wholly  burned, 
tad  rix  poKcemea  coald  safely  guard  what  was  Isft  of  ft.  The  north 
iad  <rf  the  Sosth  Dinson,  as  fsr  soafh  as  Harrison  street,  in  which 
kad  been  stored  the  wedlh  of  a  great  dij,  was  also  burned,  and  all 
HMt  there  renataed  to  guard  was  the  safes  and  ranlts,  among  the  de- 
trie  atfN  bmning.  Tbete  was  no  possibility  of  burglars  or  thieres  be- 
fog able  to  hartal  them  la  any  great  extent  for  sereral  days.  They 
iWtre  generally  toe  hot  for  them  te  operate  npoft.  Whenerer  more 
'police  were  needed  Aan  those  then  employed,  we  had  a  large  reserre 
that  we  oonld  eall  npon  in  any  emergency.  There  were  at  least  200 
■|)ecia]  polieeueB  who  held  appointments  under  as,  who  were  in  the 
^svploy  of  other  depa?tments  aA  the  eity  government.  There  were  as 
iuay  as  dOO  night  and  day  watchmen  employed  by  railroad  companies, 
^tele,  mannfaetories,  and  oihw  hrge  business  eoncernsi  all  of  whom 
llsid  apeeial  polioa  app(»ntments  from  ns.  There  were  ^merchant 
fslacemen"-«Hiien  empleyed  by  private  parties  to  watch  their  premises 
at  nights  Many  ef  tiiese  held  appointments  as  special  police  from  the 
iieard  of  Police.  In  all,  there  were  at  least  a  thoasand  special  police- 
men, with  more  or  less  experienee  in  poliee  duties,  besides  the  980 
hNmbers  of  lite  ire  department,  who  were  also  special  policemen  ;  and 
the  whole  of  this  twelve  hundred  officers  of  the  eity  were  obliged,  by 
Ike  laws  of  the  State,  te  respond  to  our  eall  Ibr  aasistance  whenever 
aay  emergency  ahoold  happen  reqatring  it  We  did  not  call  for  any 
sf  these  reserves,  for  the  reason  that  we  did  not  need  their  services 
saoegh  to  warravt  the  calling  them  away  from  their  usual  busisesd. 

S{f  Question.  Tf as  there,  within  your  knowledge,  a  surrender  or 
pretended  surrender  of  police  authority  of  the  city  of  Chicago  to  the 
fliilibtrj  authorities  of  the  United  States,  at  or  about  the  time  of  said 
tre,  or  since  that  time ;  and  has  there  been  a  military  force  stationed 
hi  said  city  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  government,  in  the  per- 
formance of  police  duty  t  If  so,  state  all  the  facts  within  your  knowlege 
In  regard  to  the  same. 

Answer.  There  was  a  pretended  surrender  of  the  police  authority 
at  the  city  of  Chicago  to  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States, 
sad  Hon.  R  B.  Mason,  Mayor  of  the  city,  made  that  surrender  or  pre- 
tSkided  surrender  to  Lieutenaut-Oeneral  Philip  H.  Sheridan,  of  the 
United  States  Army.  This  occurred  on  Wednesday,  October  11th,  at 
shout  11  o'clock  A.  M.,  at  the  temporary  headquarters  of  Oen.  Sheri- 
dm,  on  Wabash  Avenue.  The  Mayor  sent  for  me  oti  Tuesday  after- 
toon,  to  come  to  the  church  at  the  corner  of  Ann  and  Washington 
itreets.    I  called  that  afternoon,  but  the  Mayor  had  left    I  called  again 
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at  the  chnreh  on  Wedneflday  moming,  abont  9  o'doek,  and  met 
Major.    He  informed  me  that  he  wished  me  and  the  SoperinteD 
of  Police  to  go  with  him  to  Gen.  Sheridan's  headquarters,  and  eo 
with  Gen.  Sheridan.    I  took  the  Saperinteadent  of  Pblioe  in  my 
Ky  aesociate,  Commissioner  Mark  Sheridan,  also  w^t  in  his  own 
gjj  and  the  Miiyor  and  Comptroller  Taykur — and  I  think  the  Oor| 
tion  Counsel,  Mr.  Taley— all  went  in  their  carriage  to  Gen.  8 
headquarters*     We  arrired  tbere^  and  found  Gen.  Sheridan. 
Mayor  in  trod  need  us,  and  Gen.  Sheridan  soon  after  prodneed  a 
of  paper,  containing  what  I  think  he  called  his  plan  of  operations, 
either  read  it  or  heard  it  read,  and  saw  that  it  was  a  plan  by  whi^ 
was  to  be  giren  the  exclusive  control  of  the  dty^  in  his  militi 
ity,  and  the  civil  power  was  to  be  subordinated  to  military  rule.    I 
jected  to  the  proceeding,  and  told  the  Mayor  that  I  thought  it 
be,  in  effect,  declaring  martial  law,  and  wholly  unnecessary  and 
The  Major  said  he  tboogbt  it  was  the  best  that  could  be  done  u 
the  circumstances;  and  he  then  exhibited  a  prodamatioo,  which, 
cording  to  my  best  recollection,  contained  at  that  time  the  heading, 
paragraphs  numbered  1,  2,  and  8,  in  the  margin,  and  his  official  si 
ture,  as  shown  in  the  printed  copy  hereto  attached,  marked  ^'A,*^ 
made  a  part  of  this  deposition.    He  seemed  to  have  his  mind  made  ifC 
I  then  told  the  Mayor  and  Gen.  Sheridan  that,  as  a  police  commisuoair 
of  the  city  of  Chicsgo,  I  protested  against  subjecting  the  city  of  Chicsgil 
to  military  rule,  in  a  time  of  peace ;  that  our  people  were  law-aUding^ ' 
although  temporarily  excited  through  fear  of  fire ;  that  the  police  fefe% 
consisting  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  officers  and  men,  was  nearly  iatse^ 
and  able  to  take  care  of  the  city ;  that  I  knew  the  people  of  Chicago  j 
and  their  temper  better  than  Gen.  Sheridan  did,  and  they  would  be  tr» 
ritated  and  feel  insulted  by  the  presence  of  United  States  soldiers  ia 
their  streets,  ordering  them  about  at  the  point  of  the  bajonet     SopeiW' 
intendent  Kennedy  said  to  me,  Its  of  no  use,  the  Mayor  is  determined 
to  give  the  control  of  the  police  and  the  city  to  Gen.  Sheridan.     I  tbea^ 
asked  that  the  proclamation  should  be  changed,  so  that  Gen.  Sheridan' 
should  only  co-operate  with  the  police  force  in  prcperving  order,  aod 
keep  his  men  only  in  the  burnt  district.

Answer.    In  my  judgment  there  has  been  no  tima,  from  the  com- 
ment of  the  fire  until  the  present  time,  when  there  was  any  need 
occasion  for  military  interference  in  enforcing  civil  authority  within 
city  of  Ohicago. 
5M  Question.    In  protecting  property  from  incendiarism  or  other^ 
and  in  preserving  the  peace  and  order  of  the  city  in  the  condition 
was  at  and  during  the  time  referred  to,  which  would  be  the  most 
ilable  or  eflSdent,  a  military  force  like  that  to  which  you  refer^  or  a 
ice  force  such  as  is  or  could  have  been  organized  in  the  city  by  the 

authorities  t    State  fully. 
Answer.    In  protecting  property  from  incendiaries  and  thieves,  and 
preserving  the  peace  and  order  of  the  dty  as  it  was  and  has  been  all 
the  time  from  October  8th  to  the  present,  one  policeman  is  more 
ent  and  will  subserve  the  requirements  of  the  public  more  than 
number  of  soldiers.    The  better  the  soldier  is,  as  a  soldier,  the 
strictly  he  observes  military  rules,  the  more  unsatisfactorily  will 
rle  perform  police  duty.    Military  rules  are  rigid  and  inflexible ;  by 
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them  very  little  ie  left  to  the  jadgmeat  of  the  siddier.  The  best  8pMb 
men  of  a  soldier  10,  to  ray  miod,  as  much  like  a  fieoB.  of  machineiy  m 
it  is  possible  to  make  a  mao — very  good  to  storm  a  iMrt  wilb,  or  to 
sentry  daty,  and  keep  everybody  who  hasn't  be^n  to  headquarters 
got  tlie  eoimtereign,  from  paariag  across  the  lioe.  The  pelioe 
powers  and  datiea  are  very  diSereiit  He  is  a  civil  officer  dotfaed 
the  law  with  large  discretionary  powers,  It  is  hie  duty  to  arrest  w 
doers ;  but,  also,  one  of  his  most  importaat  dutiee  is  to  pi^veot  b 
of  the  peace  and  the  commission  of  crime.  Qe  ahoiiid  be  iot 
and  ia  expected  to  make  himself  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  pe 
ordinances  of  the  city,  and  the  criminal  lawa  of  the  State,  and  ta 
people  aboQt  to  violate  either,  if  possible^  so  that  the  effeoaa  may  not 
committed,  and  the  aeeessity  of  aa  arrest  be  avoided.  Hia  d 
involve  the  constant  employment  of  the  ripest  jndgmeut,  and  a 
ongb  knowledge  of  hnman  character.  He  mual  make  himself 
oaghly  acqaaioted  with  the  character  of  the  people  who  reside  a 
his  beat,  or  who  do  ba^ioess  or  travel  apon  i^  and  lo  ascertain  tb 
facts  in  sach  a  manner  aa  not  to  give  unneeessary  offisn^e ;  to  intei 
with  nobody,  day  or  nighty  whom  he  has  sot  renson  to  believe  is  a1 
for  unlawful  purposes.  He  mast  auike  himself  a  terror  to  evil  doei% 
and  the  protector  of  all  well-disposed  people.

'Ansioer.  .There  never  at  any  time  existed  any  well-founded  reason 
lor  apprehending  or  fearing  any  extraordinary  or  serious  outbreak  or 
mreach  of  the  peace  or  disturbance  among  tho  people  of  the  city.  I 
ffcel  confident,  from  my  experience  as  Police  Commissioner,  and  my 
I  knowledge  of  the  character  of  our  people,  that  it  is  a  very  difficult 
'dung  to  get  up  a  mob  or  riot  in  our  city.  The  people  are  earnest,  and, 
^tt  times,  excitable,  yet  life  and  property  have  always  been  remarkably 
^isfe  from  riot  or  mob.  Since  the  war,  we  had  our  ^^  eight-honr  dis- 
turbance," in  which  several  thousand  laborers  and  mechanics,  learning 
fhatin  the  absence  of  any  express  agreement  to  the  contrary,  eight 
'kauTBy  by  the  newly  enacted  statute,  constituted  a  legal  day's  work, 

Slrack  work  and  paraded  the  streets,  and  swarmed  into  shops  and  man- 
factories,  and  tried  to  prevent  anybody  from  laboring  more  than  eight 
Isars  in  the  day.  They  were,  however,  generally  very  good  natured, 
iid  very  little  violence,  and  destroyed  neither  life  nor  property.  They 
%ere  soon  subdued  by  the  police  force.  We  had  a  company  of  artillery 
&  readlDess,  if  we  had  needed  their  assistance,  but  they  were  never 
^d.  Capitalists  don't  generally  fight  except  in  defense  of  their  prep- 
ay ;  and  men  who  own  the  houses  and  lots  where  their  families  live, 
tte  not  very  likely  to  engage  in  bloody  riots  or  in  destroying  the  prop- 
^7  of  other  people.    The  larger  part  (^our  laboring  population  own 


their  homee,  and  are  direetilj  interested  in  saetaining  law  and  order. 
The  population  ia  made  up  from  many  nationalidea,  and  a  portion  of 
the  people  are  perhapa  not  as  earefal  as  the j  might  or  onght  to  ba^  ia 
their  observance  of  the  minor  prinoipal  regnktions ;  but  in  matlen  of 
real  moment,  inrolving  the  righta  of  person  or  property,  they  srs  a 
law«abiding  and  conseientioos  people,  and  any  man  who  is  afndd  of 
them  mnst  eithw  be  very  timid  or  rerj  wicked. 

In  answer  to  question  third,  I  hare  given  a  statement  of  aconver- 
aation  had  by  myself,  Commisioner  Mark  Sheridan  and  Saperinteodeat 
Kennedy  with  Mayor  Mason  and  Oen.  Poilip  H.  Sheridan,  at  the  head- 
quarters of  the  last  named.  I  may  not  have  remembered  the  precise 
words  Qsed  by  Gen.  Sheridan  or  Mayor  Mason  in  eyery  inataooe,  bot  I 
have  given  it  as  I  remember  it,  and  I  know  have   given  the  iab> 

stance  of  the  laogaage  used  by  them.

Dbae  Sea:  La  My^  to  your  note  of  yesterday,  respecting  the  disposttion  of  the  military 
force,  regular  and  volunteer,  now  in  the  dty,  I  am  instructed  by  the  Board  of  Police  to  say, 
that'tfaey  have  eerer  authorised  or  accepted  the  €ery:ce-^  of  any  soldiers  in  patroling  the  streets 
of  Che  nnburated  district  of  <^e  city  at  any  time  since  the  great  fire  commenced.  One  apparent 
czceptaoA  to  this  was,  that  the  General  Superintendent  of  Folioe  acoep  od  the  serrioea  gener- 
ously ▼olttoteered  by  two  Scandinamn  companies  in  the  West  Division  to  perform  guard  duty 
at  rvlkf  depots,  churches,  etc,  which  duties  they  performed  well,  under  the  direction  of  the 
p(>U(«  force.  As  to  the  service  of  any  other  soldiers  not  acting  under  the  direction  of  the 
police  authorities,  they  havo  nover  recognized  thetr  tight  to  patrol  the  (Greets  of  the  city,  ex- 
cept in  the  case  of  Lieut -G«n.  i^herid^n,  whom  after  your  honor  h.id  entrusted  with  the  chai^ 
of  keeping  the  order,  and  protectiug  the  property  of  the  city,  th^y  felt  impelled,  by  a  sense  of 
coortesy  to  so  distinguished  a  soldier,  to  co-opeiate  with  him,  in  the  burnt  district  only.  As 
your  ho;.or  was  pleased  to  call  for  the  aid  of  the  military,  and  to  give  them  the  direction  of 
affairs  without  the  request  of  this  Board,  they  leave  the  time  of  the  military  sertioe  to  be 
decided  by  }«iir  honor;  suggesting,  howev<6r,  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  the  presence 
in  the  inhabited  poition  of  the  city,  of  milita'y  bodies  under  arms,  and  patroling  the  streets, 
drinking  in  saloons,  and  dia^usting  citiaens,  is  a  measure  fraught  with' evil  consequences,  and 
they  think  all  Iwt  regular  troops  should  be  relieved  of  fuithcr  duty  within  the  citv,  and  that 
the  troops  of  tlM  regular  army  would  exert  just  as  good  a  moral  influence  if  they  petroled 
only  in  the  burnt  district,  leaving  to  Che  police  the  duty  of  guar  Jing  the  liv«8  and  property  of 
t&e  citizt  as  elsewhere,  assisted  as  they  are  by  the  responsible  nnd  judicious  residents  on  each 
sepirate  block,  between  whom  and  the  police  tbere  is  no  controversy  or  iUfeeilng.

Answer.  I  am  engaged  at  present,  and  have  been  daring  tlie  past 
two  years,  as  civil  engineer  and  surveyor,  and  general  real  estate  agent 
I  was  in  the  Union  army  as  a  volunteer  from  April,  1861,  until  April, 
1864;  from  1864  until  1868,  I  was  in  the  manufacturing  business  in 
this  city,  and  part  of  the  time  in  Kentucky  ;  the  balance  of  the  time  I 
have  been  in  my  present  business. 

id  Questi<m.  Was  you  acquainted  with  OoL  Thomas  W.  Orosvenor, 
late  of  the  city  of  Chicago  f  If  so,  how  long  was  you  acquainted  with 
him  t  State  what  you  know  of  him  and  of  his  general  character  during 
the  period  of  your  acquaintance — the  means  of  your  knowledge,  and 
the  manner  of  his  death,  and  condition  in  which  his  family  has  been 
lefu 

Ansioer.  Yes,  I  was  intimately  acquainted  with  Ool.  Thos.  W.  Oros- 
venor ;  I  formed  his  acquaintance  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  in  the 
year  18<>2 — he  was  then  Captain  in  the  12th  Illinois  Cavalry — ^and  con- 
tinned  the  acquaintance,  at  intervals,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.  I 
was  present,  commanding  a  section  of  my  battery,  at  Darksville,  Ya., 
when  the  Colonel  received  a  severe  wound  in  the  arm  when  engaged 
with  the  enemy,  the  use  of  which  he  never  recovered.  He  charged  a 
superior  force  of  Confederates  in  a  strong  poaitioned  line  of  battle, 
with  but  two  companies  of  his  regiment  (12th  liL  Cav.)  His  conduct 
^  on  that  occasion  was  that  of  a  faithful  servant  of  his  country — ^a  cool, 
brave  and  determined  oflScer — and  gained  for  him  the  confidence  and 
esteem  of  his  brother  officers  and  men,  as  well  as  the  respect  of  a  fear- 
less enemy.  The  balance  of  the  Colonel's  military  career,  I  understand, 
was  creditable  to  him  as  an  officer  and  a  gentleman.  I  was  associated 
with  the  Colonel  in  business  after  the  war  as  a  partner.  Hence  I  knew 
him  as  a  military  comrade,  as  a  business  partner,  and  as  a  social  friend  ; 
and  I  must  say,  I  found  him  to  be  a  man  of  generous  impulses,  pure 

integrity  and  a  kind  heart. 

He  leaves  a  widow  and  one  child,  the  latter  only  seven  years  old, 

totally  unprovided  for.    His  salary  as  prosecuting  attorney  and  pension 

of  $240  per  year,  was  their  entire  income,  both  of  which  was  cut  of  at 

his  death.    In  regard  to  the  manner  of  the  Colonel's  death,  I  learned 
i    from  Mrs.  Grosvenor  that  her  husband  stated  to  her,  after  having  been 
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carried  home  shot,  that,  when  challenged,  he  halted  and  told  the  patrol 
that  he  (the  Oolonol)  waa  on  hie  way  home,  and  tamed  in  that  direo- 
tion,  took  bat  one  step  before  be  was  shot  down.  I  called  on  Jndge 
Banjon,  with  whom  he  spent  the  erening  prior  to  hie  death,  and  he 
states  that  he  (tlie  Colonel)  was  not  nnder  the  iuflaence  of  liqoor ;  his 
wife  aesored  me  of  the  same.  '  He  was  shot  aboat  1  o'clock  A.  IL,  and 
died  aboat  6  .A.  M.,  sam#  date.

uation, and  took  immediate  steps  to  meet  the  trying  emergency.*^ 

In  my  haste  in  making  up  my  report,  I  said  Tuesday  morning;  I 
shoald  have  said  Monday  nighty  for  he  reported  on  Mondaj  evening 
at  the  most  erUioal  period. 

For  the  promptness  displayed  by  Gov.  Palmer,  at  that  trying  thne, 
to  relieve  our  distressed  people,  and  for  the  protection  offered  at  the 
same  time  by  the  *^  tender  of  troops,  money  and  arms,^'  no  wordi  of 
mine  can  express  the  deep  gratitude  that  I  feel  for  the  timely  aid  ren* 
dered  on  that  most  trying  occasion  bj  the  chief  executive  of  oar 
noble  State.

SPECIAL  COMMrrXEE  ON  THE  GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGES. 


To  the  Bbnarable  Speaker  afui  Members 

(f  the  H0Hee  of  JSepreBentatitee: 

We,  the  Qodersigned  memberB  of  the  special  Committee,  to  which 
was  referred  for  consideration  aod  report  thereon^  the  messages  of  ins 
Excellency  the  Governor,  dated  November  15,  and  Djcember  9,  re- 
spectively, with  aoeompanjing  docnmeuts,  finding  themselves,  after 
having  given  the  sabjeets  of  eaid  messages  and  documents  their  con- 
siderate attention,  unable  to  coincide  with  the  views  submitted  by  a 
majority  of  said  Committee  in  many  particulars,  beg  leave  to  lay  befui^e 
the  Boose  their  own  conclusiona. 

In  reference  to  the  reoommendations  of  his  Excellency,  with  respect 
to  the  bonds  of  the  city  of  Carbondale,  which  have  been  placed  in  his 
hands,  we  respectfully  submit  to  the  consideration  of  the  House*  the 
JMTOvisiina  of  soctioos  20  and  .23  of  article  4  of  the  constitutioo  of  this 
State: 

&DCTKni  so.  The  State  shall  never  pay  er  beeoihe  responsible  for  the  debt  or  liability  of, 
« inany  way  give,  loan  or  extend  its  credit  te  or  in  aid  of,  any  public  or  other  corporation, 
<issc8stien  mt  indiiidaaL 

flnMMi  21.  The  Genecal  JLssembly  shall  haro  no  power  to  releitse  or  extinguish,  in  whole 
•r  b  pari,  the  indebtedness,  liability  or  obKgalkMU  of  any  corporation  or  individaal,  to  this 
Blik^  or  to  any  monicipal  oorporation  therala. 

In  view  of  these  constitutional  provisions,  and  the  circumstancea 
attending  the  issuance  of  these  bonds,  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether 
it  is  within  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  authorize  their  caiusellation, 
or  the  release  of  the  city  of  Carbondale  from  an  obligation  incurred  by 
[the  choice  of  her  people. 

We  heartily  concar  with  his  Excellency  in  recommending  the  cession 
of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  over  certain  cemetaries  that  contain  the 
remains  of  soldiers  of  the  late  way,  mentioned  in  the  papers  referred 
to  by  his  Excellency,  to  the  United  States. 
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Touching  the  coDdemnation  and  appropriation  of  lands  required  for 
public  bnildingg  by  the  United  States,  the  recommendations  of  his 
Excellency  have  already  been  complied  with,  by  the  paeeage  of  a  gen- 
eral act  at  the  present  session  of  the  Oeneral  Assembly. 

In  the  appointing  of  Bailroad  and  Warehoose  Commisaioneni  a 
sufficient  guarantee  of  the  wisdom  in  the  choice  made,  is  fonnd  in  ths 
mention  of  the  name  of  Hon.  Gastavas  Eoerner,  Chairman  of  the  Board. 
And  that  this  Board  may  be  enabled  with  greater  efBciency  to  enforee 
the  laws  enacted  for  the  government  of  the  important  interests  en- 
trusted to  their  supervision,  we  respectfully  recommend  that  that  po^ 
tion  of  the  message  of  November  15,  which  refers  to  the  additiootl 
legislation  necessary  to  be  enacted,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Kailroads. 

On  the  night  of  the  8th  and  daring  the  entire  d^y  of  the  9th  of  Oc- 
tober last,  a  destructive  conflagration^  swept  over  and  destroyed  the 
most  populous  and  wealthy  portion  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  which  if 
most  aptly  described,  in  its  progress  and  consequences,  by  his  exoelleii* 
cy,  the  Governor,  in  his  Message  of  the  16th  October  last,  to  the  Qen* 
eral  Assembly  in  special  session,  as  follows  : 

*'In  the  coarse  of  this  remarkable  con^agraUon,  which  has  already  takeo  ite  plaoe  in  fali- 
ioTj  with  the  greatest  calamities  that  have  afflicted  mankind,  the  flames,  with  aneiampied 
farj,  swept  over  the  eastern  half  of  the  devoted  citj,  destroyed  many  liyes,  consmned  chttrebsa^ 
hospitals,  schools,  dwellings,  warehouses,  stores,  brklges  and  stmetures  of  trerj  ktttd.    IBveqr 
thing  perished  at  their  toudi,  and  whole  wards  of  the  citj  were  left  without  a  house  er  aa  iji> 
habitant    No  reliable  estimate  of  the  number  of  liyea  lost  ean  as  yet  be  made,  but  the  aaieeBl  I 
of  property  destroyed  is  estimated  at  three  hundred  millions  of  dollars.    *    *    In  that  tStj^  ; 
within  a  few  hours,  many  millions  of  property  was  suddenly  destroyed ;  nearly  or  quite  one  | 
hundred  thousand  of  Its  inhabitants  deprhed  of  food  and  shelter;  the  ordinary  a^odsa 
created  by  the  State  were,  by  the  same  OTcrwhelmlng  calamity,  deprived  of  their  poiier  and 
resources,  and  were  helpless  to  feed  or  shelter  them. 

«*At  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  (October  IS,  1S71)  aU  were  etiU  •• 
far  under  the  control  of  the  feelings  excited  by  this  extraordinary  ealamity,  tfast  no  echsBt 
had  been  formed  for  the  employment  of  the  powera  and  resources  ef  the  State  to  meel  ike  da- 
ties  that  are  imposed  upon  it  t»y  this  unexpected  condition  of  affiurs.*' 

As  an  evidence  of  the  fearful  confusion  which  pervaded  the  entire 
population  of  that  stricken  city,  immediately  succeeding  the  extingnish- 
ment  of  the  flames,  we  refer  to  the  following  telegram  sent  by  General 
Anson  Stager,  a  prominent  citizen  of  Ohicago,  at  the  request  of  Mayor 
R.  B.  Mason,  to  his  Excellency,  the  Oovernor,  which  was  by  the  latter 
accepted  and  promptly  acted  upon  :

The  fire  spent  its  fury  in  all  directions  yesterday  afternoon,  after  completely  deetrojing  aU

The  poor -and  houseless  an  sofieriag.

We  cannot  too  bighlj  eoramend  the  promptness  with  which  his  Ex- 
cellency, after  satisf jing  himsctf  that  the  necessity  for  troops  in  Ohi- 
eago  was  nrgent,  dispatched  Adjutant  Oeneral  Dilger,  and  the  troops^ 
at  bis  command)  to  the  scene  of  confusion.  Under  these  circnmstances, 
demanding  so  prompt  and  immediate  action,  can  it  be  a  matter  of  sur- 
prise that  acting  npon  the  snggestion  of  bis  Excellency  as  to  the  emer- 
geney  of  the  boor,  and  in  his  laudable  leal  to  provide  protection  to  life 
•.and  property,  that  tbe  Mayor  of  tbe  city  sought  aid  also  from  the 
stroDg  arm  of  the  Federal  government  t  So  great  was  the  care  and 
solicitude  of  bis  Excellency  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  those  unfor- 
itanate  people  in  tbe  midst  of  tbeir  calamities,  tbat,  after  having  re* 
ceived  tbe  following  dispatch  from  Adjutant*General  Dilger :

And  that  his  Excellencj,  on  hie  arrival  at  Chicago  on  the  foUowiDg 
day,  found  Gen.  Sheridan  and  AdjutaotGeneral  Dilger,  with  thmr  re> 
spective  commandB,  acting  in  perfect  harmony  with  the  civil  aothori- 
ties  of  the  dty,  and  that,  by  their  joint  efforts,  order  had  been  restored 
and  the  peace  of  the  city  was  being  maintained.  And  up  to  this  hour 
— October  12th — ^it  does  not  appear  that  there  was  any  conflict  of  at* 
thority  or  misunderstanding  between  his  Excellency,  the  Govanior, 
and  Lieuienant-General  Sheridan,  as  to  the  rdations  they  sustained  to 
each  other.  And  it  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise,  that  in  the  midst  of 
the  excitement  and  alarm  then  pervading  the  entire  community,  snd 
the  imminent  danger  of  financial  panics,  Uiat  those  high  in  authority, 
upon  whom  devolved  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  hour,  shoaU 
have  been  controlled  by  the  natural  promptings  of  men,  rather  than  to 
have  sought  counsel  in  the  deliberate  reflections  of  the  jurist. 

Already  had  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  accepted  the  discharge  ef 
the  responsible  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Mayor,  as  indicated  in 
the  message  of  the  latter,  before  given ;  and  anxious  to  provide,  ss  fir 
as  was  within  his  power,  for  the  protection  of  the  remaining  property, 
and  to  restore  to  confidence  the  terror-stricken  city,  he  issued  the  fol- 
lowing order:

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We  do  hot,  however,  deem  it  onr  duty  inr  this  connection  either  to 
approve  or  condemn  the  calling  into  seryice,  npon  this  occasion,  the 
^^Univereity  Cadets"  and  "Ohampaign  Cadets,"  but  on'y  suggest  that 
if,  in  BO  doing,  an  error  was  committed,  the  extraordinary  attending 
circnniBtances  should  be  accepted  as  ample  jastification  ;  and  it  may 
be  that,  had  it  not  been  for  the  unfortunate  occurrence  which  resulted* 
so  &tally  to  the  lamented  Thomas  W.  Grosvenor,  on  the  20th  day  of 
October  laet,  his  Excellency  would  not  have  deemed  it  necessary  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  the  impropriety  of  the 
enlistment  of  '^cadets,''  for  military  service,  in  preference  to  ^'old  sol- 
diers." 

Atler  a  careful  examination,  we  fail  to  find  any  where  in  the  messa- 
ges and  accompanying  documents  which  have  been  referred  to  the 
Special  Committee  of  which  we  are  members,  any  intimation  from  his 
Excellency  of  his  disapprobation  of  the  military  occupation  of  the  oity 
by  the  United  States  troops  under  command  of  Lientenant-Generai 
Sheridan,  until  on  the  20th  day  of  October,  when  he  wrote  the  follow- 
ing letter  to  Mayor  B.  B.  Mason :

Sib:  The  General  Agsembly  has  now,  bj  ample  appropriations,  provided  for  the  support  of 
a  police  force  in  Chicago  that  will  be  adequate  to  the  protection  of  persons  and  property  in 
the  citj,  and  I  trust  no  time  will  be  lost  in  making  all  needful  preparations  for  relieving  the 
military  force  now  on  duty  under  the  orders  of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan. 

It  excited  the  greatest  surprise  and  has  occasioned  me  the  profoundest  mortification,  that 
you  fiiiled  to  inform  me,  as  you  could  easily  have  done  by  telegraph,  or  through  my  confi- 
dential secretary,  who  reached  Chicago  on  the  9th  of  October,  of  the  nicessity,  in  your  judg- 
ment, for  the  employment  or  military  force  for  the  protection  of  the  city;  and  it  has  pained 
me  quite  as  deeply  that  you  should  have  thought  it  proper,  without  consultation  with  me  by 
telegraph  or  otherwise,  to  have  practically  abdicated  your  flinctlons  as  Mayor.  Happily,  there 
is  no  necessity,  either  real  or  imaginaiy,  for  the  longer  continuance  of  this  anomolous  state  of 
things. 

The  United  States  troops  are  now  in  Chicago  in  violation  of  law.  Every  act  of  the  offleers 
and  soldiers  of  the  United  States  Army  that  operates  to  restrain  or  control  the  people,  is  II le- 
pl,  and  their  presence  in  the  city^-ezcept  for  the  purposes  of  the  United  States—ought  to  be 
no  longer  continued. 

It  is  due  to  you  that  I  should  confess  that  under  the  trying  ciroamstances  that  somNiiided 
you  on  the  occasion  of  the  late  disaster,  it  was  natural  that  you  should  incline  to  accept  aid 
from  any  quarter,  to  enable  you  to  afford  protection  to  persons  and  property  in  your  city;  but 
I  regret  that  it  did  not  occur  to  you  that  your  own  powers,  under  the  laws,  were  adequate  to 
meet  the  emergencies,  and  that  you  were  entitled,,  upon  notioe  to  me,  to  the  support  of  the 
whole  power  of  the  State. 

From  information,  that  I  have  not  been  afforded  sa  opportunity  to  acquire  officially,  I  have 
learned  that  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  has  rendered  valuable  services,  for  which  he  deservee 
the  thanks  of  the  people  of  Illinois;  but  it  would  have  been  more  satisfactory  to  them  if  he, 
as  a  citizen,  had  given  to  jou  the  assistanee  of  his  eminent  abilities  to  <»^^ize  the  people  to 
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act,  in  conjunction  with  the  civil  officers,  for  their  own  protection.  That  ooarse  woqU  bsie 
been  far  preferable  to  that  of  concentrating  a  part  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  m  Chi- 
cago, and  the  assumption  by  him  of  the  substantial  military  control  of  the  city. 

I  hope  you  will  at  once  inform  Lientenant-General  Sheridan  of  your  resdlnen  to  reeoaM 
the  iximplcte  government  of  the  oity.

Your  letter,  of  18th  inst,  has  been  received  Had  your  Excellency,  when  in  Chictgoon 
the  11th  and  12th  of  this  month,  informed  me  or  Lieutenant-Greneral  Sheridan  of  your  ^sap- 
probation  of  the  course  that  I  had  thought  proper  to  pursue,  In  having,  on  the  lOth  inst,  so 
lidled  his  aid  in  preserving  the  peace  and  order  of  the  city,  and  protecting  the  lives  and  pi«- 
perty  of  its  inhabitants,  satisfactory  reasons  could  have  been  given  your  excellency  for  m 
doing,  many  of  which  it  would,  even  now,  be  unwise  to  make  public. 

In  the  perfo  mance  of  my  official  duties,  I  believed  that  the  emergency  required  me  to  take 
the  step  that  I  did.  I  do  not  believe,  when  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people — ^the  peace 
and  good  Older  of  a  large  oity— ore  in  danger,  that  it  is  the  time  to  stop  and  consider  any 
questions  of  policy;  but  that  if  the  United  States,  by  the  strong  arm  of  its  military,  csq  give 
the  instantly  required  protection  to  life,  property  and  order,  it  is  the  duty  of  those  in  pomr  to 
avail  themselves  of  such  assistance. 

Before  the  receipt  of  your  communication  I  had  already,  upon  consultation  with  other  eltf 
officers,  decided  to  dispense  with  military  ud  in  a  day  or  two;  and  I  am  happy  to  inform  jovr 
excellency  that  on  Monday,  the  28d  inst,  your  excellency  will  be  relieved  of  all  anxietj  oa 
account  of  the  assistance  of  the  military  in  protecting  the  lives  and  property  of  this  people.

I  win  therefore  fix  the  hour  of  6  P.  H.^of  this  daj,  as  the  hour  at  which  the  aid  requested 
of  jon  shall  cease. 

Allow  me  again  to  tender  jou  the  assurance  of  mj  high  appreciation  of  the  great  and  effi- 
cient service  which  jou  have  lendered  in  the  presenration  of  ocder,  and  ihe  protection  of  pro- 
pertj  in  this  cilj,  and  to  again  thank  jou,  in  the  naae  of  the  eitj  of  Chicago  and  its  oitiaens, 

therefor.

And  as  soon  thereafter  as  possiblei  the  military  aid  that  had  been 
deemed  necessarj  by  the  Major  and  others  in  authority,  for  the  pro- 
tection of  life  and  property  in  the  city,  was  withdrawn  in  obedience 
to  the  first  intimation  fvom  his  Sxcelleucy  the  Governor,  that  such  aid 
was  offeneive  to  him,  and  that  there  bad  been  a  disregard  of  the  laws. 
And  it  appeard  from  the  letter  of  Mayor  Mason  to  his  Excellencyi 
above  given,  that  bis  Honor,  the  Mayor,  was  nnoonscions  of  having 
done  anything  in  the  premises  contrary  to  his  Excellency's  wishes,  but 
receiving  no  word  of  remonstrance,  it  may  well  be  inferred  that  he 
supposed  his  course  was  fully  in  accordance  with  his  Excellency's  views. 

In  view  of  the  facts  laid  before  us  in  the  preceding  correspondence, 
it  is  manifest  that  the  military  authorities  held  themselves  in  entire 
iud  complete  subordination  to  the  civil,  and  co-operating  with  them  ia 
the  maintenance  of  order,  the  preservation  of  peace,  the  protecting  of 
property,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  law  during  the  pleasure  of  his 
Excellency,  cheerfully  and  promptly  withdrew  their  aid,  when  informed 
that  the  same  was  do  longer  required. 
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In  the  message  of  December  9th,  it  is  objected  by  his  Excellency, 
that  on  the  81st  day  of  October,  1871,  General  W.'T.  Sbermao,  apoa 
the  application  of  Lient.-Gen.  Sher\^an,  ordered  troops  to  Ohicago  '^tx> 
act  as  police."  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  his  Excellency  did  not  lay 
before  the  General  Assembly,  in  connection  with  the  mass  of  ccnres- 
pondence  to  which  attention  has  been  invited,  a  copy,  of  the  ord^  to 
which  he  refers. 

We  find  on  page  ten  of  the  latter  message,  the  following  telegrame 
and  special  order :

It  will  be  seen  from  an  attentiyo  perasal  of  the  above  telegram  of 
General  W.  T.  Sherman  to  Lieut.-Gen.  Sberidany  that  the  same  is  bat 
a  letter  of  advice  or  information  from  the  former  to  the  laUer,  and  is 
not  an  order  assigning  troops  to  dnty. 

•  The  second  telegram  aboYO,  is  an  order  reqairing  General  Meade  to  «| 
order  four  companies  of  the  8th  Infantry,  with  field-officer,  to  report  to  \ 
General  Sheridan  in  pertson,  at  Ohicago,  not  designating  the  cbaracler| 
of  dnty  to  be  performed.  And  the  last  special  order,  No.  63,  is  aimplj 
an  order  confirming  the  previous  order;  nor  does  it  designate  the  chai^ 
acter  of  datj  to  be  performed.  Bat  it  may  be  insisted  by  some,  that 
these  telegrams  and  the  special  order,  are  to  be  construed  in  oonnee^j 
Hon  with  the  communication  of  Lieut-Gen.  Sheridan,  of  Oclober  S8, 
1871;  to  Brig.  Gen.  E.  D.  Townsend,  which  is  as  follows :

■ooa  as  the  excitement  subsided,  the  old  city  govemment  detired  lo  agikin  take  charge,  aad 
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eoanel  sent  the  troops  home,  althoagh  it  had  been  mj  intention  to  keep  four  eompanies  here 
during  the  winter. 

The  reeolt  has  been  that  the  tnvpa  were  no  sooner  oone,  than  the  turbuknt  spirit  oomr 
neneed  to  manifest  itself,  and  seems  to  be  increasing.  I  liare,  therefore,  been  Solicited,  bj 
Kr.  Joseph  Medill,  the  in<ooming  new  major,  and  the  prominent  citixens,  to  again  bring  to  thie 
eltjr,  for  the  winter,  font  (4)  Mnpanies  of  infantry.  I  am  satisfied  of  the  necessity  of  their 
pmeoee  here,  and  ask  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  bring  them.  They  can  bo 
spared  from  General  Pope's  oommand.    Please  answer  by  telegraph.

Tbe  only  clanse  in  that  letter  which  contains  any  intimation  as  to 
the  purpose  for  whidi  the  presence  of  the  troops  was  required  at 
Chicago,  is  the  expression  of  the  writer,  ^^  I  am  satisfied  of  the  neces- 
sity of  their  presence  here." 

Section  4,  of  article  4,  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  is  as  follows : 

"  The  United  States  shall  gnarantee  to  every  State  in  this  Union  a  republican  form  of  gor- 
mment,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion,  and  on  application  of  the  Tiegisla- 
Ine  or  of  the  £xeontiv|j[when  the  Legislatnre  cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic  violenoe.** 

It  cannot  be  presumed  thot  a  violation  of  law  was  intended  by  Gton. 
W.  T.  Sherman,  in  ordering  these  troops  to  Chicago,  nor  on  the  part  of 
Ueatenant-General  Sheridan  in  requesting  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
order  them  there.  Under  the  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  above  quoted,  |it  was  bat  the  discharge  of  a  plain  duty  by  the 
[Taited  States  authorities,  being  informed  of  the  turbulent  spirit  preva- 
llDt  in  that  unfortunate  city,  to  anticipate  the  threatened  danger  and 
^vide  to  respond  promptly  to  any  requisition  that  might  be  made  by 
Ab  proper  authorities  of  the  State  government,  for  the  aid  guaranteed 
ly  the  constitution,  should  the  necessity  arise. 

We  cannot  refrain  from  complimenting  his  Excellency,  the  Governor, 
hr  the  clearness  and  vigor  with  wliich  he  discusses  the  relative  pow- 
m^^  and  duties  of  the  Federal  and  State  Governments  respectively, 
imd  in  this  connection  heartily  indoree  the  views  so  Incidly  and  forcibly 
iezpreased,  both  in  his  able  message  of  the  16th  November,  and  in  that 
M  the  9th  December,  which  we  have  had  under  consideration.  We 
1^  to  be  permitted  also  to  refer,  with  approval,  to  the  letter  of  his 
SxeelJency,  the  Preeident,  of  date  November  9,  1871,  (see  message 
I>6cember  9,  page  4,)  written  in  reply  to  a  letter  of  his  Excellency,  the 
Sovemor,  of  date  November  3,  1871,  (see  message  December  9,  page 
I,)  in  which  is  found  this  most  emphatic  language : 

'The  only  thing  tbou^  of  was  how  to  beneSta  people  stricken  by  a  calamity  greater  than 

ever  befallen  a  community  of  the  same  number  before  in  this  country.    The  aid  was  of  a 

nature  with  that  given  in  any  emergency  requiring  immediate  action.    No  reflections 

contemplated  or  thought  of^  aflfecting  the  integ^ty  or  ability    of  any  State  officer  or  city 

within  the  limits  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  perform  his  whole  duty." 

I    And,  again,  keeping  in  view  the  rights  and  immunities  of  the  States 
meognized  by  the  Federal  Con0titution,  his  Excellency,  the  President, 
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in  reply  to  a  letter  of  his  Excellency,  tlie  Oovernor,  of  date  Nuyem* 
ber20,  1871,  (see  meeeage  December  9,  pages  10,  11  and  12,)  addressed 
the  following  coounanication :

Sir:  I  have  received  jour  letter  of  t^e  SOtfi  instant;  and  have  referred  it  to  tbe  Seoettrf 
of  War,  with  directiona  to  inform  Geaeral  Sheridan  tli«t  if  the  troops  under  his  eoounal 
have  rt'ceired  any  orders  vrhich,  in  any  way,  conflict  with  tbe  provisions  of  the  Constitotim 
or  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  he  U  instructed  to  rescind  them.

After  a  carefal  consideration  of  this  letter  we  are  of  the  opinion  that 
it  admits  of  but  one  construction:  that  the  duty  of  revoking  or  resdiid- 
ing  any  order  that  might  have  been  issued  for  the  government  and 
direction  of  the  troops  under  the  immediate  command  of  Lienteoaat* 
General  Sheridan  was  most  properly  imposed  npoa  that  officer  is  0 
proposition  too  plain  to  admit  of  question.     We.  have  no  evidenee  of 
any  order  having  been  issued  by  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  to  tht 
companies  of  United  States  troops  refeired  to  in  the  message  of  fttk 
December.     If  any  order  had  been  isaaed  by  Lientenant-Genenl- 
Sheridan  to  the  troops  of  his  comtnanJ  which  in  any  manner  cooflid^ 
with  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  we  heartily  ooDCorl 
with  his  Excellency  tbe  Governor,  that  the  same  ahould  be  immediaidy! 
revoked,  if  not  already  done,  in  accordanee  with  the  inatructiors  dt 
his  Excellency  the  President  ot  tbe  United  States.     All  orders  defiaiof 
the  duty  of  the  four  companies  of  United  States  troopa,  which  am 
made  exhibits  in  these  messages,  were  fulfilled  when  the  companies  widi 
field  officers  had  reported  in  person  to  Lieut.  Gen-1  Sheridan  at  Cbicagft. 

In  conclusion  we  deeire  to  say  that  we  most  heartily  approve  and 

commend  the  humane  feelings  and  manly  regard  for  the  protection  of 

human  life  and  property  which  prompted  the  active  energies  of  hta 

Excellency  the  President  of  the  United  States,  his  Excellency  tbe  Gov* 

ernor,  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan,  Mayor  Mason  and  others  in  aa* 

thority,  who  lent  their  timely  and  efficient  aid  during  and  immediatdy 

succeeding  this  appalling  catastrophe.    And  while  we  concur  in  tbe 

general  proposition  that  all  violation  of  law  should  be  condemned^  aoA 

recogniaing  the  fact  that  much  that  was  done  for  the  relief  of  the  peo-i 

pie  of  Chicago  and  the  alleviatien  of  their  snffering  at  the  time  refened 

to  was  in  violation  of  law,  yet  justice,  weighing  the  pure  motives  tha^ 

prompted  the  commission  of  these  unlawful  acts;  withholds  her  ses^ 

tence  of  condemnation.

Sir:   Your  letter  of  Dec.  80,  1871,  reached  me  by  due  course  of  mail,  and  I  oireytM  i 
«pology  for  my  delay  in  answering  you. 

I  have  examined  my  message  of  Dea  9, 1871,  to  whici^  you  refer  in  your  letter,  wldi 
greatest  attention;  and  afler  doing  so,  am  compelled  to  confess  myself  unable  to  find 
statement  or  declaration,  therein  that  appears  to  me  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  iacts  detailed 
by  you. 

By  reference  to  my  letter  of  Nov.  20,  1871.  which  was  referred  to  you  by  the  I^eeUent,  yoa 
irlU  observe  that  I  do  not  allege  that  General  Sheridan  has  nscd  the  troops  ordered  toGhsott^ 
on  the  81st  day  of  October,  to  act  as  police  for  any  purpoee  deemed  by  me  unlawful,  nor  did  I 
express  therein  any  apprehensions  that  he  intended  to  do  bo.  The  object  of  ray  letter  of  Xor. 
M,  1871,  to  the  President,  was  to  secure  his  attention  to  acts  of  two  of  his  military  subordi* 
nates,  that  were  not  only  illegal,  but  of  the  most  serious  and  dangerous  political  consequeaceL 

General  Sheridan  assumed  to  ^sregard  all  the  officers  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  the 
stitution  and  laws  by  which  such  officers  are  created,  and  their  duties  defined;  and  also, 
ihr  transcended  the  proper  duties  of  a  military  officer  under  the  laws  of  the  United  Sta'Oi, 
to  ask  from  the  War  Departmenl  four  companies  of  infantry,  to  be  sent  to  Chicago  to 
come  a  portion  of  its  population  that  he  characterized  as  **turbulent;*'  and  General  Sbennaa, 
in  response  to  the  application  of  General  Sheridan,  on  the  Slsttlay  of  October,  1671, 
four  oompanies  of  infantry  to  Chicago  to  act  as  police. 

Referring  again  to  my  letter  of  the  20th  of  November,  1871,  it  will  be  seen  that  I  ex] 
the  belief  that  the  orders  of  General  Sherman  to  United  States  troops  to  acv  as  police,  or 
wise  interfere  in  the  aflhirs  or  duties  of  the  State,  or  any  of  its  officers,  were  made  witfaent 
flection,  and  that  the  troops  would  be  at  once  withdrawn  from  the  State,  or  thai  the  oidsis 
their  government  be  so  modified  as  to  prohibit  their  employment  as  police,  or  In  man 
way  to  interfere  with  any  of  ihe  duties  or  functions  of  any  of  the  officers  erealad 
laws  of  this  State. 

These  points  were  distinctly  presented  to  the  IVesident,  and  his  order  referring  ny  latter 
yon,  reqnires  yon  to  Inlbrm  Geseral  Sheridan  that  if  the  tr.'Ops  under  bis  eommaad  Aaw 
ceived  any  orders  which  in  any  way  confliei  with  the  coBStittttioiv^«lB^  he  is  iaetracled  ta 
>  seihd  BQch  orders. 

It  is  but  a  Just  compliment  to  the  candor  of  the  President  to  presume  that  he  refentd 
his  indorsement  on  my  letter,^  only  to  the  orders  tliat  he  had  furnished  to  me  in 
my  applicatio!!  for  information,  and  to  which  I  specially  called  his  attention  as  being,  in 
Judgment,  illegal    To  imagine  that  he  intended,  in  response  to  my  olijoctions  to 
€nl«i«|  to  direct  General  Sheridan  to  consider  other  and  dilferent  orders,  to  which  aeithsr 
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President  nm*  mjwlt  had  made  anj  allnaion  in  the  whole  course  of  the  eoiretpondenoe,  la  to 

do  the  President  a  wrong,  to  which  1  am  not  prepared  to  assent    He  d!d  moet  certainly,  lii 

his  indorsement  on  mj  letter,  intend  to  refer  to  the  consideration  and  jodgment  of  Cten.  8lMrl« 

dan  the  orders  to  which  that  letter  referred. 

Adhering  to  this  interpretation  of  the  indorwmentof  the  President,  I  have  nothing  left  to 

do  but  to  thank  70a  for  the  courtesy  that  suggested  jour  letter  to  me  of  December  80,  1871, 

*Dd  to  express  my  profound  regret  that  the  President  does  not  feel  at  liberty  to  disavow  the  act# 

of  Lieutenant-General  Sheridan  and  Genersl  Sherman  that  hsTC  been  called  to  his  attention,  or 

to  disclaim  the  authority  that  is  asserted  by  the  General  commanding  the  army,  to  introdnce 

troops  into  this  State  at  his  discretion,  to  act  as  police,  or  otherwise  Interfere  In  Hs  intenial 

affairs.

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I  reported,  m  per  above  oider,  with  a  four-gua  batterj,  aerentj-seven  men  and  sixty  bRack- 
loading  niuskeia,  with  ammunition  for  all,  Oct  11th,  1871,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.;  andoathi 
telegnun  reoeired  by  me  the  Uayor  of  Chicago  indorsed:

I  then  reported  to  Gen.  Sberidao,  and  receiyed  from  him  the  following  official  order:

My  oommand  was  employed  on  patrol  duty,  and  guarding  the  various  depots  of  nppliei, 
until  the  afternoon  of  Oct  12th,  1871,  when,  in  company  with  Adjutant-General  Dilger,  I 
called  at  Geo.  Sheridan's  headquarters,  where  I  met  you,  and  then  and  there  made  a  Tnbtl 
leportto  your  Bicelleney  and  Gen.  Sheridan,  stating  that  during  our  stay  in  Chicago  we  bad 
been  unable  to  find  anything  to  warrant  the  reports  that  *'  men  had  been  buqg  to  lamp  poMs" 
or  **  shot  down  "  for  incendiary  acts,  or  for  riolenoe  to  persons  or  prepeit^;  thai  the  citiI  oft- 
oers  were  fully  competent  to  maintain  order;  that  the  citizens  were  already  resuming  besi- 
ness;  and  I  gave  it  as  my  opinion  that  the  regular  and  extra  police  weuld  be  more  eficicot, 
and  the  ciitlzens  quiet  down  sooiwr  without  than  wiih  tho  mUiiary, 

This  statement  was  indorsed  by  both  Gen.  Sheridan  and  Adjutant-General  Dilger.

VETO  MESSAGE  FROM  GOVERNOR  PALMER, 


STATE  OF  ILLINOIS.

HoH.  John  Dougherty,  President  of  the  Senate. 

I  have  the  honor  to  return  to  the  Seoate  a  bill  for  "  An  act  to  regu* 
late  the  manner  of  applying  for  reprieves,  commatations  and  pardonsi" 
without  my  approval. 

It  is  natural  that  the  people  of  the  State  should  feel  a  great  degree 
of  anxiety  aad  solicitude  to  subject  the  absolute  discretionary  power 
conferred  upon  the  Governor  by  the  Constitution,  in  respect  to  reprieves^ 
commutations  and  pardons,  to  such  wise  and  proper  regulations  as  will 
prevent  abuse. 

I  fully  share  in  the  anxiety  of  the  people  on  this  interesting  subject, 
and  will,  at  any  time,  gladly  concur  with  the  Oeneral  Assembly  in  any 
meaanre  that  will,  in  my  judgment,  tend  to  a  result  that  is  by  all  re- 
garded  as  so  desirable. 

It  may  be  considered  by  many  that  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  framers 

of  the  Constitution  did  not  think  proper  to  select  some  other  depository 

for  this  important  power,  or  to  associate  with  the  Governor  the  officers 

of  some  other  department  of  the  government,  and  in  that  way  divide 

;  the  responsibility  that  always  attends  the  remission  or  modification  of 

the  pennltieB  adjudged  by  the  tribunals,  against  persons  guilty  of  crimes; 

but  that  course  did  not  commend  itself  to  their  choice,  and  by  the  Con. 

Istitution,  the  Governor  is  made  the  only  and  exclusive  judge  of  the 

[propriety  of  granting  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons  in  any  par* 

[tieular  instance,  subject  only  to  his  proper  official  responsibilities. 

The  only  power  conferred  upon  the  General  Assembly,  is  that  ot 

I  regulating  the  manner  of  applying  for  reprieves,  commutations  and 

[pardons ;  and  the  duty  of  preparing  laws  intended  to  give  effect  to  the 

power  mentioned,  is  almost  as  delicate  as  the  proper  exercise  of  the 

pardoning  power. 
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It  will  no  donbt  be  admitted  ttiat  it  would  be  a  fatal  objection  to  anj 
meftsure  intended  to  regulate  the  manner  of  applying  for  reprieves, 
commutations  and  pardons,  that  its  operation  would  be  to  restrict  the 
power  of  the  Governor,  in  the  determination  of  questions  confided  to 
his  discretion  by  the  C^mstitntion,  or  that  its  effect  would  be  to  deprive 
persons  of  the  power  to  make  applications  to  the  Governor.  An  act  of 
the  General  Assembly,  that  prohibited  all  applications  to  the  Cover, 
nor  by  persons  convicted  of  crimes  for  a  reprieve,  commutation  or  par- 
don, would  be  palpably  unconstitutional^  and  laws  that  imposed  impoe- 
Bible  conditions  upon  applicants  would  be  equally  objectionable,  and 
such  it  seems  to  me  would  be  the  effect  of  this  bill  if  it  becomes  a  law. 

The  first  section  of  the  bill  requires  that  every  application  to  the  Qov- 
ernor  of  the  State  for  a  reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon,  shall  be  by  a 
petiticn  in  writing;  and  the  second  section  directs  that  notice  of  such 
application  shall  be  given  to  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  city  or  oouaty 
where  the  offense  was  committed,  at  least  three  weeks  before  such  ap- 
plication is  presented  to  the  Governor,  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
State's  Attorney  to  give  such  notice  to  the  parties  interested  in  proeeea- 
ting  said  party  committed. 

In  considering  the  provisions  of  the  bi^l  thus  referred  to,  it  may  be 
admitted  that  as  a  general  rule,  applications  to  the  Governor  for  re- 
prieves, commutations  and  pardons  shonld  be  by  petition  in  writing, 
but  experience  has  proven  that  there  are  many  exceptions  that  should 
be  properly  allowed  to  the  rule. 

The  penitentiary  and  jails  are  but  miniature  representations  of  the  en- 
tire world,  as  they  contain  persons  ot  advanced  age,  and  almost  childish 
youth,  and  every  grade  of  character,  shading  away  from  tlie  most  in- 
telligent, as  well  as  the  most  hardened  and  atrocious,  to  mental  feeble- 
ness, that  is  scarcely  capable  of  forming  a  criminal  intention  ;  and  the 
inmates  of  the  penal  institutions  of  the  State  are  drawn  from  every 
station  in  life,  and  the  conditions  that  surrounded  them  before  convic- 
tion attend  them  there,  and  greatly  influence  the  possibilities  of 
pardon. 

It  is  a  fact,  that  will  be  abundantly  shown  by  an  examination  of  the 
files  of  the  executive  oflice,  that  to  applications  made  to  the  Governor, 
for  the  commutations  of  the  sentence  or  the  pardon  of  the  most  notori- 
ous criminals  that  have  ever  been  convicted  of  crimes,  will  be  found 
the  names  of  judges,  senators,  representatives,  and  other  eminent  pe^ 
sons  residing  in  this  and  other  states.  And  applications  of  this  class 
are  pressed  upon  the  Governor,  notwithstanding  the  person  whose  par- 
don is  almost  demanded  by  an  array  of  powerful  names,  was  defended 
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on  die  trial  that  rerahed  in  his  ooDTiction,  by  the  ablMt  eonnsel,  and 
every  meana  neoeesary  to  the  proper  rindieation  of  hi«  alleged  inno 
eeDce  was  within  easy  reach.  Persons  of  this  class  will  be  able,  with 
oat  diffieulty,  to  comply  with  any  mere  formal  method  for  applying  for 
pardon  that  may  be  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly.  Bat  many 
ef  the  inmates  of  the  penitentiary  are  ohscnre  and  poor,  and  ignorant 
and  helpless,  and  their  crimes  bare  sprang  from  impnlM,  proTocation^ 
temptation,  poverty,  ignorance  or  inexperience;  and  in  others,  the 
feeble  and  irresotate  have  been  deliberately  seduced  to  crime  by  artftal 
and  hardened  offenders,  who,  when  they  themselves  have  been  parsaed, 
have  sarroanded  their  tools  and  victims  as  a  means  of  proriding  for 
their  own  escape. 

It  is  often  the  interest  of  the  parties  who  have  for  their  own  pur- 
pose secnred  the  conviction  of  persons  of  the  character  described,  to 
embrace  every  means  the  Governor  may  employ  to  ascertain  the 
facts  of  the  case ,  and  in  many  other  cases  anything  that  tends  to  ob- 
struct the  way  to  the  attention  of  the  Governor  is  a  real,  and  often, 
insormoantable  difficolty.  It  must  be  remembered  that  the  offenses  of 
many  persons  confined  in  the  penitentiary  are  intimately  related  to  poT« 
erty,  destitution  and  ignorance,  and  it  mast  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
provision  made  by  oar  laws  for  securing  a  fair  and  intelligent  trial  for 
the  helpless  feeble  poor,  does  no  great  credit  to  oor  judicial  methods. 

Many  of  the  class  of  convicts  nnder  consideration  are  without  pro- 
perty or  friends  in  the  State,  and  others — ^foreigners — almost  totally 
ignorant  of  the  languago  iu  which  the  trial  was  conducted.  To  require 
of  such  persons  the  observance  of  the  form  prescribed  by  the  act,  be- 
fore the  Governor  is  allowed  to  consider  the  question  of  pardon,  would 
be  but  to  cut  them  off  from  all  hope. 

But  if  it  could  be  supposed  that  every  convict  in  the  penitentiary 
and  the  jails  c  >uld  find  means  to  prepare  a  petition  and  file  it  in  the 
rfiice  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  could  thus  succeed  in  giving  the 
notice  required  by  the  bill,  to  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  proper  city 
or  county,  there  is  still  another  act  to  be  done  before  the  Governor 
could  investigate  the  case,  and  that  is  one  that  neither  the  convict  nor 
his  friends  can  do,  nor  can  the  Governor  compel  the  last  act  to  be  done, 
nor  provide  any  other  mode  for  doing  it.  The  final  though  essential 
act  is  that  the  State's  Attorney  of  the  city  or  county  where  the  oflense 
is  committed,  shall  find  the  persons  interested  to  oppose  the  applica- 
tion for  pardon,  and  give  them  the  notice  prescribed  by  the  bill.  The 
theory  of  the  bill  is  that  in  every  case  of  conviction  and  sentence  for 
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crime,  there  may  be  fonnd  some  persons  interested  in  the  proseeatioD 
of  the  offenders ;  bat  the  fact  is  that  many  convictions  are  had  for  of- 
fenses that  affect  no  particular  person,  or  so  affect  whole  commoDities, 
that  it  would  be  impossible  for  a  Staters  Attorney  to  elect  the  penoai 
who,  more  than  others,  conld  be  said  to  be  interested  in  the  proseca- 
tion.  In  other  cases,  the  offenses  are  against  the  property  of  corpora- 
tions, SQch  as  railroad  companies,  banking  and  insarance  companies; 
and  the  bill  fails  to  Indicate  who,  under  such  circumstances,  the  Staters 
Attorney  shall  notify  as  '*  persons  interested  in  the  prosecatioti  of  said 
parties  convicted." 

The  practical  difficulties  that  would  result  from  an  attempt  to  give 
effect  to  this  provision  of  the  bill  could  be  illustrated  by  other  eiam- 
pies,  but  enough  will  readily  occur  when  attention  is  directed  to  tbe 
subject 

In  my  judgment  it  is  essential  to  any  bill  that  will  properly  rego- 
late  the  manner  of  applying  for  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons, 
that  all  tiie  means  prescribed  as  preliminary  to  the  hearing  of  the 
application,  should  be  within  the  power  and  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Governor. 

If  notice  is  prescribed,  the  applicant  should  be  authorized  to  give 
such  notice,  and  the  Governor  should,  under  some  circumstances,  be 
permitted  to  dispense  with  notice,  or  to  substitute  notice  by  publica- 
tion when  the  nature  of  the  offense  of  the  convict  makes  that  cooree 
more  proper,  or  where  the  party  injured  by  the  crime  of  the  applicaat 
for  pardon  cannot  be  found  ;  but  under  the  provisions  of  this  bill,  the 
Staters  Attorney  must  select  the  person  to  be  notified  and  he  alone  is 
authorized  to  give  the  notice,  and  no  authority  is  given  to  the  Gover- 
nor to  revise  his  conclusions,  nor  are  there  any  means  by  which  the 
State's  Attorney  can  be  compelled  to  perform  this  duty  of  giving  notice, 
and  the  notice  Is  essentially  preliminary  to  the  right  of  the  Governor  to 
hear  the  application. 

If  a  case  could  be  supposed  where  the  State's  Attorney  should  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  give  the  notice,  the  Governor  would  be  powerless,  tbd 
the  application,  however  meritorious,  could  never  be  heard. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  are  cases  where  public  justice  deroarids 
that  the  Governor,  upon  his  own  motion,  shall  investigate  and  pardon 
offenders ;  and  perhaps,  after  all  that  has  been  said  upon  the  snbject, 
the  only  security  that  can  bo  found  against  abusea  of  the  pardoning 
power  is  publicity,  and  the  watchful  criticisms  of  the  press  and  people.

7b  the  Tieenty-ieoenth  Chneral  AnmMy  at  ite  Adjourned  Beteion: 

Yonr  committee,  appointed  under  the  act  above  named,  beg  leave  to 
Bubmit  this,  their  report : 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  said  act,  your  committee 
met  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  at  Springfield,  on  the  first  day  of  July, 
1871,  and  organized  by  electing  Andrew  Orawford,  Chairman,  and 
Geo.  W.  Hardacre,  Secretary,  (who  is  also  a  reporter).  At  that  meetin 
the  Governor  was  informed  of  the  organization  of  the  committee,  and 
was  requested  to  communicate  any  information  in  his  possession,  and 
all  documents  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  the  investigation  and  labors 
of  the  committee,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Chairman,  at  their  meet- 
bg  at  the  Penitentiary.  In  compliance  with  which  request,  he  fur- 
nished your  committee  copies  of  certain  correspondence,  addressed  by 
him  at  different  times  to  the  Penitentiary  Commissioners,  which  docu- 
ments are  herewith  submitted  as  part  of  the  exhibits  of  our  report. 

The  members  of  the  committee  having,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting 
referred  to,  pressing  engagements  of  a  private  nature,  the  meeting 
was  adjourned  to  September  12,  to  be  at  the  Penitentiary.  The  com- 
mittee met  in  pursuance  of  said  adjournment,  and  marked  out  for 
themselves,  as  required  by  the  law  under  which  they  were  appointed, 
the  following  points  of  investigation : 

Jptrst — The  government,  management  and  discipline  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary. 

Second — Its  financial  condition. 

Third — What  machinery,  stock  and  assets  were  necessary  for  the 
proper  employment  of  the  convicts  and  the  management  of  the  prison, 
directing  that  such  be  disposed  of  by  the  Warden,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion ten  (10)  of  said  act. 

F&wrth — ^To  audit  the  claims  against  the  Penitentiary  so  as  to  be  able 
to  report  each  daim,  with  the  evidence  thereof,  to  the  General  Assembly. 
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The  committee  proceeded  with  their  labors  and  applied  themadfei 
diligentlj,  with  the  hope  that  they  woald  be  able  to  complete 
report  in  time  to  be  presented  upon  the  first  day  of  the  adjonmed 
sion,  but  the  extra  session,  and  other  circnmstances  connected  with  the 
late  disastroas  fire  in  Ohicago,  so  interfered  with  their  plans  and  labon 
that  they  were  nnable  to  do  so. 

Proceeding  according  to  this  arrangement  of  the  subjects,  we  fint 
present  oar  opinions  and  comments  upon  the 

0OyBBHMENr  OF  THE  PBNITENTIABT 

The  employment  of  convicts  at  "  hard  labor^^  is  provided  for  tinder 
onr  criminal  statutes,  and  has  been  the  policy  adopted  by  this  State 
ever  since  it  had  a  Penitentiary.  This  is  entirely  proper,  as  a  portion 
at  least  of  the  expense  attending  the  conviction  and  caring  of  crimi* 
nals  should  be  paid  back  by  the  convict  in  fulfilling  his  sentence.  The 
acts  of  1867  and  1871,  providing  for  the  management  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary,  evidently  contemplated  a  system  both  punitive  and  reformatory  in 
its  character.  Labor  is  necessary  as  a  reformatory  measure,a  s  it  is  gener- 
ally  conceded  that  a  reasonable  amount  is  essential  to  reformation,  and  it 
a  necessary  condition  of  the  right  application  of  punishment  It  should 
not  be  the  paramount  object  to  make  it  a  source  of  income,  but  rather 
that  it  should  serve  partly  to  preserve  and  promote  as  well  the  bodily 
as  the  mental  and  spiritual  condition  of  the  convict,  and  also,  in  part, 
educate  and  prepare  him  to  earn  an  honest  living  when  he  shall  ha?e 
obtained  his  liberty.  It  was  a  maxim  with  Howard,  '^  make  men  dili- 
gent, and  they  will  be  honest."  These  should  be  the  considerationt 
which  should  govern  prison  officers  in  making  choice  of  occupation  or 
trades  for  convicts,  keeping  in  view  the  pecuniary  consideration  in 
making  such  selections,  so  that  the  public  interest  may  be  protected,  and, 
as  contemplated  by  the  present  law,  make  the  Penitentiary  self-sastain- 
ing. 

Before  we  consider  how  far  these  principles  are  practically  carried 
out  in  our  own  Penitentiary,  it  may  be  proper  that  we  should  refer  to 
the  different  systems  adopted  in  employing  convict  labor,  and  some- 
what to  the  history  of  our  own  Penitentiary. 

Prior  to  July  1,  1867,  what  is  known  as  the  ^'Lease  system,"  had 
been  adopted  by  this  State,  and  as  practiced,  consisted  in  leasing  the 
Penitentiary  and  the  convicts  confined  therein,  for  a  stipulated  annual 
sum,  to  parties  who  would  take  entire  charge  of  all  the  convicts  aad 
furnish  everything  necessary  to  •  its  successful  operation,  the  State  fauv 
nishing  the  buildings  and  keeping  them  in  repair,  medieal  attendanee 
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tor  the  siek,  citizen  snits  for  discharged  oonvicts,  transportation  for  dis- 
charged conricts,  bnrial  expenses  of  deceased  convicts,  Oommiseioners' 
and  Chaplain's  salaries,  and  paper  and  postage  for  convicts.  This  sys- 
tem has  long  been  abandoned  in  other  States,  with  the  exception,  per- 
haps, of  Eentncky,  and  a  change  had  been  agitated  in  this  State  for 
many  years. 

In  1857  a  joint  committee  of  both  honses  of  the  General  Assembly 
was  required  to  investigate  the  management  of  the  prison,  then  at 
Alton,  and  in  their  investigation  they  fonnd  the  convicts  fed,  at  times, 
on  tainted  meat,  and  corn  bread  ^frequently  mixed  with  considerable 
bran.  They  also  say  that  in  conversing  with  a  man  who  had  been  an 
officer  of  the  prison  for  nearly  ten  years,  when  asked  what  he  consid- 
ered the  *^tme  object  of  punishment  was,''  he  replied  that  he  ' 'always 
got  hie  understanding  from  the  verdict  rendered  in  the  case ;  if  tfuU 
said  'confioement  for  ten  years  in  the  Penitentiary  at  hard  labor,'  why 
he  was  for  giving  it  to  them  to  the  letter  of  the  law ; "  and  on  being 
further  asked  if  the  punishment  was  the  only  object  to  be  gained,  he 
said  he  knew  of  no  other. 

That  committee  recommended  an  entire  change  of  policy,  and  said, 
"under  the  present  policy  and  system  the  food  for  the  prisoners,  as 
well  as  the  clothing,  bedding  and  medical  attention,  all  the  necessary 
conveniences  and  comforts  connected  with  a  humane  hospital,  as  well 
as  the  administration  of  punishment  in  all  cases,  is  under  the  sole  care 
and  control  of  a  Warden,  and  the  expenses  incurred  in  keeping  up  and 
properly  administering  the  affairs  connected  with  each  of  the  above 
mentioned  departments  is  borne  by  him.  As  he  is  the  person  leasing 
the  labor  of  the  prisoners  for  a  stated  annual  salary,  with  the  under- 
Btandiog  that  he  is  to  defray  all  the  expenses  of  conducting  the  institu- 
tion, it  is  reasonable  and  natural  to  suppose  that  he  will  manage  them 
as  economically,  if  not  parsimoniously  as  possible :  and  with  such 
pecuniary  temptations  presented  before  him,  a  man  Chat  was  honesty 
itself  could  hardly  resist  them.  Under  such  an  unwise  system,  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  determine  the  extent  to  which  any  one  might  be 
led  in  viewing  his  own  personal  interest  as  paramount  to  the  higher 
daims  of  an  enlightened  humanity,  even  when  applied  to  the  unfortu- 
nate inmates  of  a  prison.  It  is  too  tempting  and  responsible  a  position 
in  which  to  place  any  individual,  and  we  would  therefore  suggest  that 
jou  do  not  lead  your  wardens  ^  into  temptation,'  but  deliver  them  from 
%e  very  appearance  of  evil,'  by  adopting  the  only  wise  course  of 
making  the  State  feed  and  clothe  the  convicts,  and  provide  for  all  their 
necessary  wants  in  health  and  disease.    In  this  way  yon  at  once  re- 
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more  the  grounds  of  thoee  oomplaints  whieh  yon  do  not  hear  from 
within  the  prison  walls  alone,  hitt  from  ahnoit  every  quarter  outtiieP 

At  that  session  of  the  General  Asaemblj  a  law  was  passed  proTiding 
for  the  erection  of  a  new  Penitentiary,  and  the  removal  of  the  oonvicts 
from  Alton,  which  resulted  Id  the  bnilding  of  the  prison  now  at  JoUeti 
bnt  for  some  reason  no  change  was  made  in  the  policy  as  recommended 
by  the  committee,  for  at  the  same  session  the  labor  of  the  convicts  wu 
leased  to  Oasey  &  Hendricks  for  five  years,  the  lessee  continning  to  be 
the  Warden  as  formerly,  and  the  conditions  aboat  the  same  as  before 
stated,  the  lessees  agreeing  to  pay  the  State  $5,100  per  annnm.  The 
fact  that  a  new  Penitentiary  was  aboat  to  be  bnilt,  whereby  the  ooDfiet 
labor  might  be  used  very  profitably  in  the  construction  of  the  new  ia- 
stitution,  may  have  had  something  to  do  in  preventing  a  change  in  the 
system  of  government,  as  the  lessees  of  the  prison  could  and  did 
become  the  contractors  for  building  the  Penitentiary.  As -the  estinuh 
ted  cost  for  bnilding  the  new  Penitentiary  was  about  $550,600.  and  the 
.building  has  cost  the  State  more  than  double  that  amount,  the  prioei 
paid  the  lessees  and  contractors  must  have  been  quite  remunerative. 

Your  committee  did  not  consider  it  a  part  of  their  duty  to  investigite 
as  to  the  management  before  the  State  took  control  of  the  Penitentiary, 
but  think  it  may  not  be  improper  to  here  submit  as  a  part  of  this  re- 
port the  following  statement :

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It  should  be  stated  in  this  oonnectioD,  that  oat  of  the  appropriatiooi 
for  erecting  the  Penitentiary,  there  was  expended,  for  repairs,  rebuild- 
ing shops,  etc.,  destroyed  by  fire,  machinery  and  fixtures,  daring  tiie 
time  of  the  erection  of  the  institntion,  aboot  $75,000.

Ohio,  with  a  population  of  2,389,602  in  1860,  had,  in  1861,  in  her  Peni- 
tentiary 921  convicts.  In  18T1  her  population  was  2,900,000,  and  she 
then  had  in  her  Penitentiary  1,000  convicts.  The  increase  in  popula- 
tion is  about  25  per  cent,  and  the  increase  in  convicts  is  only  aboot  8 
per  cent.  Illinois,  at  the  same  time,  had  a  population  of  1,711,951  and 
had  658  convicts  in  her  Penitentiary.  In  1871  she  had  a  pDpulalion  of 
2,500,000  and  had  1,809  convicts  in  her  Penitentiary.  The  increase  of 
population  is  50  per  cent  and  the  increase  of  convicts  is  about  LOO  per 
cent. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  table  that  in  1861,  just  before  the 
war,  there  were  672  convicts  in  the  Penitentiary.  Two  years  from  that 
time  the  number  had  decreased  to  539,  a  falling  off  of  20  per  cent  The 
next  two  years  there  was  a  slight  increase  of  2  per  cent  The  war 
closed  in  the  spring  of  1865,  when  we  find  immediately  a  large  increaiei 
beiog  83  per  cent  in  two  years. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  criminal  class  en- 
tered the  military  and  naval  service,  and  in  some  cases  where  offenses  bad 
been  committed,  they  were  not  followed  to  conviction  on  condition  that 
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thej  would  enlist  Oonsidering  that  fact  in  connection  with  the  dis. 
torbed  condition  of  society  resulting  from  it,  that  haying  iouftif  in  due 
time  we  most  reap.  ^ 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  nnmber  of  convicts  from  1867  to  1869 
of  14  per  cent,  and  from  1869  to  1870,  9  per  cent,  which  was  consider- 
ably less  than  would  be  expected  from  the  increase  of  popnlation,  show- 
ing that  crime  is  now  actaally  on  the  decrease.  Daring  last  year  there 
has  been  a  decrease  of  3  per  cent 

Another  fact  growing  ont  of  the  war  shoold  be  here  stated,  that 
many  of  the  convicts  sent  after  the  war,  were  in  a  crippled  condition. 
In  Jane,  1867,  a  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Penitentiary, 
reports  that  there  were  then  S80  of  the  convicts  wemnded,  bnt  not  to 
inch  an  extent  as  to  injure  them  very  much,  and  81  who  were  totally 
or  partially  disabled. 

Seturning  to  the  history  of  the  lease  system,  we  would  state  that  at 
the  expiration  of  Casey  &  Hendricks'  lease  in  1868  a  new  lease  was 
made  to  James  M.  Pitman,  who  immediately  assigned  different  shares 
of  it  to  several  other  parties.  These  shares  or  interests  passed  from 
time  to  time  to  several  other  parties,  until  in  May,  1867,  the  then  hold- 
ers of  the  lease,  under  the  name  of  the  ^^  Illinois  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany," notified  the  Governor  that  they  could  no  longer  carry  out  the 
terms  of  their  lease,  and  gave  notice  that  the  State  must,  within  30 
days,  relieve  them  of  the  charge  of  the  Penitentiary. 

In  June,  1867,  the  General  Assembly  was  called  together  by  procla- 
mation of  the  Governor,  to  provide  for  taking  charge  of  the  Peniten- 
tisry,  as  the  lessees  refused  to  longer  do  so.  A  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  condition  of  the  institution.  They  did  so  and 
their  report  will  be  found  among  the  reports  of  that  session  of  the  Gen- 
Assembly. 

It  would  appear  from  that  report  that,  after  the  erection  of  the 
boildings  was  completed,  the  lessees  had  been  losing  large  sums  of 
money ;  that  the  convicts  were  poorly  clothed ;  and  that  the  discipline 
was  not  in  the  most  satisfactory  condition.  (This  fact  is  also  supported 
by  testimony  taken  by  us.) 

They  recommended  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1867,  which  provided 
for  the  appointment  of  three,  Commissioners  whose  duty  it  was  to  take 
possession  of  the  Penitentiary  and  the  convicts  therein,  and  keep  and 
hold  the  same  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  State. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  law  itself  that  it  contemplated 
two  systems,  or  a  combination  of  the  two : 
Vol  11—76 
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'  The  Oontraot  8y$Um^  which  oonBiste  in  letting  certain  numben  of 
convicts  to  individuals,  known  as  contractors,  who  give  so  much  per 
day  for  the  labor  of  the  convicts ;  and  the  other,  working  the  convieti 
on  account  of  the  State,  all  raw  material  and  capital  being  famiahed  by 
the  State. 

It  is  not  to  be  wondered  that  some  change  of  policy  was  made,  as  ths 
people  had  long  demanded  it.  Other  States  had  long  abandoned  tbe 
lease  system,  and  why  should  Illinois  be  behind,  who  had  always  be» 
in  the  front  of  civilization  and  progress  t  Her  public  institutions  and  I 
their  management,  and  the  liberal  appropriations  that  have  been  made ! 
from  time  to  time,  are  such  as  to  reflect  the  trae  character  of  our  pec* 
pie.  How  could  she  be  behind  in  a  matter  of  so  much  importance  te 
society ! 

The  contract  system  and  State  contract  system,  as  provided  by  the: 
act  of  1867,  may  be  combined  ;  and  is,  in  some  prisons.     And  the  lat-' 
ter  is  necessary  to  be  provided  for,  even  where  the  contract  system  ii  | 
contemplated,  so  that  in  case  the  labor  cannot  be  let,  or  where  combina* 
tions  may  be  formed  to  obtain  it  at  less  than  its  valae,  then  the  labor  ^ 
may  be  temporarily  worked  on  State  account.     The  contract  system 
is  adopted  in  all  the  New  England  States,  except  Maine  ;  in  two  of  the 
New  York  State  prisons,  in  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,   Maryland, 
Ohio,  Michigan,  Indiana,   Iowa,  Minnesota,  Missouri  and  California. 
In  Maine,  Wisconsin,  and  Clinton  prison.  New  York,  the  State  con- 
trol  system  prevails. 

It  is  true  that  many  of  the  best  minds  in  this  conntry,  who  have 
studied  this  matter  of  prison  labor  and  reform,  have,  for  many  years, 
taken  strong  ground  against  the  contract  system^  and  in  favor  of  StaU 
control^  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  different  reports  of  the  Prison 
Association  of  New  York,  and  also  the  following  resolution  of  the  Na- 
tional Congress  on  Penitentiary  and  Heformatory  Discipline :  "  While 
industrial  labor  in  prisons  is  of  the  highest  importance  and  utility  to  the 
convict,  and  by  no  means  injurious  to  the  laborer  outside,  we  regard 
the  contract  system  of  prison  labor,  as  now  commonly  practiced  in  our 
country,  as  prejudicial  alike  to  discipline,  finance,  and  the  reformation 
of  the  prisoner,  and  sometimes  injurious  to  the  interests  of  the  free 
labor." 

It  is  very  significant  that  so  few  of  the  States  have  abolished  it  We 
find  in'  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Njitional  Congress  before 
stated,  and  held  at  Cincinnati  in  1870,  a  communication  submitted  hf 
G.  F.  Briiin,  "  Inspector  General  of  prisons  in  Denmark,"  from  which 
we  gather  that  their  experience  was  very  much  like  that  of  our  State. 
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rhe  lease  eystetn  was  long  practiced,  then  changed  to  the  "  State  con- 
rol,"  which  resulted  very  unsatisfactorily,  with  financial  loss.  He 
lays,  "  as  regards  the  choice  between  letting  the  prisoner  work  on 
icconnt  of  the  State  or  for  private  parties,  he  favors  the  latter,  which 
B  the  "  contract  system." 

He  then  gives  the  most  important  items  of  the  contracts  made  in 
Denmark  with  contractors,  which  are  as  follows : 

1.  The  duty  is  imposed  on  the  prison  to  place  a  certain  portion  of 
lie  whole  number  of  prisoners  at  the  disposal  of  the  contractor,  yet  the 
atter  must  submit  to  s  temporary  diminution  of  that  number  when  a 
prisoner  is  sick,  or  undergoing  punishment,  or  becomes  disabled  from 
)ther  reasons  not  to  be  foreseen. 

2.  With  respect  to  the  length  and  possible  interruptions  of  the  work- 
ing time,  the  contractor  is  obliged  to  submit  implicitly,  not  only  to  the 
r^nlations  for  the  daily  order  and  discipline  of  the  establishment,  such 
M  those  now  existing,  or  may  hereafter  be  introduced,  but  also  to  the 
particular  dispositions  made  in  this  behalf  by  the  director. 

3.  No  new  kind  of  work  must  be  commenced,  and  no  new  imple- 
ment must  be  used  without  the  permission  of  the  director. 

4.  The  contractor  has  the  exclusive  right  to  have  done  in  the  prison 
the  kind  or  kinds  of  labor  introduced  by  him,  so  that  in  the  same 
prison,  the  same  kind  of  work  is  not  performed  for  more  than  one  con- 
tractor. 

5.  The  contractor  supplies,  for  himself,  all  the  machinery,  tools  and 
implements  necessary  for  the  work  to  be  done. 

6.  The  selection  of  prisoners  does  not  at  all  belong  to  the  con- 
tractor. 

7.  The  promise  is  given  to  the  contractor  to  retain,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, the  prisoners  once  allowed  to  him  ;  but  the  director  is  always  at 
liberty,  without  giving  any  reason  or  indemnity  therefor,  to  take  pris- 
oners away  from  the  work  of  the  contractor ;  the  original  number, 
however,  is  to  be  filled  out  again  by  other  prisoners. 

8.  The  prison  is  not  at  all  answerable  for  the  manner  in  which  the 
prisoners  perform  the  work  required,  or  treat  the  materials  or  tools  de- 
Hvered  to  them,  although,  as  a  matter  of  course,  the  prisoner,  for  badly 
^rforming  his  work,  or  for  improper  treatment  of  what  has  been  in- 
Nsted  to  him,  is  to  be  punished  according  to  the  nature  of  his  trans- 
gression. 

9.  The  contractor  is  obliged  himself  to  pay  salaries  to  the  master 
or  the  masters  who  may  be  necessary,  in  his  view,  for  managing 
hig  business ;  but  such  master  cannot  begin  his  task  until  he  is  accep- 
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ted  by  the  director,  who  must  inqnire  into  his  former  life.  These 
ters  have,  with  respect  to  the  daily  order  and  discipline,  to  submit  to 
the  director  just  as  if  they  were  appointed  in  the  service  of  the  eetsb- 
lishment.  For  breach  of  the  daily  order,  the  director  can  dismiss  a 
master,  and  instantly  exclade  him  from  the  establishment.  Kobody, 
besides  the  contractor  himself  and  his  masters,  is  permitted  to  enter 
the  prison. 

10.  For  each  prisoner^whose  working  abilities  have  been  let  to  ths 
contractor,  the  latter  pays  a^  fixed  sam  in  advance  every  month,  to  ths 
cashier  of  the  establishment,  the  first  of  every  month,  for  the  whole 
number  of  prisoners  who  on  that  day  are  working  for  the  contractor; 
after  which,  at  the  end  of  the  month,  a  final  settlement  for  the  mouth 
is  made. 

11.  In  case  a  prisoner  is  taken  away  from  work  on  account  of  ill- 
ness,  after  one  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  contractor  pays  for  a  whole  day,  but 
nothing  if  the  removal  takes  place  before  that  time.  If  the  direelor 
takes  a  prisoner  away  from  work,  it  ought  ordinarily  be  done  at  the 
end  of  a  working  day. 

12.  For  each  prisoner  who  is  fully  occupied,  the  contractor  pajs 
eighteen  cents  a  day.  To  prove  the  fact  of  full  occupation,  a  dedarsr 
tion,  put  down  in  writing  by  the  book-keeper  and  the  first  oreraear, 
is  valid  and  obligatory  on  the  contractor. 

13.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  contractor  to  give  every  year,  if  demis- 
ded,  a  report  to  the  director  in  reference  to  the  manufacturing  opeia- 
tions  of  the  prisoners  employed  by  him. 

14.  Each  master  must,  every  week,  on  a  day  fixed  for  that  purpose^ 
give  a  report  to  the  book-keeper  of  what  each  of  the  prisoners  at  his 
disposal  has  performed. 

15.  The  amount  of  work  required  is  fixed  by  the  director,  who  like- 
wise has  to  determine  the  earnings  allowed  to  the  prisoner  for  extra 
work,  which  are  paid  out  of  the  cash  of  the  establishment. 

We  have  copied  these  conditions  believing  that  if  adopted  in  ooiDr 
tracting  labor  at  the  penitentiary,  and  properly  modified  to  adapt  them 
to  our  laws  and  condition,  they  would  relieve  the  contract  system  <tf 
many  objections  which  have  been  used  s gainst  it  by  different  prisou « 
authorities. 

In  the  annual  report  of  the  Directors  and  Warden  of  the  Ohio  Twr 
tentiary,  which  refers  to  the  charge  that  *'  the  contract  system  as  com- 
monly practiced  is  prejudicial  alike  to  discipline, finance,  and  the  refo^ 
mation  of  the  prisoner,"  they  say  ^^  that  so  far  as  we  can  judge  with  oar 
experience,  our  contract  system  does  not  interfere  with,  nor  is  it  prq'odi. 
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dal  in  any  degree  to  the  discipline  of  onr  Penitentiary."  In  answer  to 
diarge,  '^  prejudicial  to  finance,"  tliey  say  that  with  an  average  of  one 
thonsand  prisoners,  and  making  generous  expeuditurea  for  all  purpo- 
ses, they  have  a  surplus  that  year  of  $30,000,  and  that  under  the  con- 
tract system. 

What  haa  been  the  experience  of  our  own  State  under  the  law  of 
1 867  and  under  the  State  control  system,  is  already  too  well  known, 
tnd  will  appear  under  the  different  heads  of  *^  Management,"  ^^  Disci- 
pline" and  "  Financial  Oondition." 

Whatever  system  is  adopted  for  the  government  of  a  prison,  should, 
in  order  to  be  successful,  provide  for  a  concentrated  responsibility, 
and  protect  against  frequent  changes  in  the  administrative  offices. 

THX  XAKAGEMBHT  OF  THB  PSNITEVTIABV. 

Two  distinct  plans  for  the  management  and  administration  of  the 
iffaira  of  the  Illinois  State  Penitentiary  have  been  proposed,  and  to 
some  extent  adopted  in  practice  in  the  history  of  the  institution. 

We  mention,  first,  that  which  is  known  and  has  already  been  spoken 
of  as  the  lease  system.  Under  this  plan  the  prison  and  its  appurte- 
nances, machinery,  fixtures,  etc,  together  with  the  convicts  themselves, 
▼ere  let  or  hired  to  lessees  or  contractors,  for  longer  or  shorter 
periods  of  time,  upon  a  pecuniary  consideration,  agreed  to  be  paid  by 
the  lessee  to  the  State.  This  policy,  more  or  less  modified,  was  pur- 
sued for  more  than  thirty  years  in  the  earlier  history  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary, but  was  finally  abandoned  in  1867.  It  was  objectionable  on 
many  accounts  ;  among  others  it  may  be  properly  asserted  that  it  wt^ 
and  must  always  be  considered  as  incompatible  with  the  dignity  and 
moral  obligations  of  the  State.  There  is  a  striking  inconsistency  in 
the  idea  that  the  government  should  prescribe  a  penal  code,  institute 
and  maintain  courts  of  criminal  jurisdiction  for  the  administration  of 
criminal  laws,  provide  for  the  indictment  of  ofienders  by  a  grand  jury, 
and  for  their  trial  by  a  traverse  jury,  and  all  the  other  appliances  for 
the  trial  and  conviction  of  such  offenders,  and  that  after  such  trial  and 
conviction,  had  in  the  most  solemn  manner,  with  the  most  careful  re- 
cognition of  the  right  of  the  accused  to  a  fair  and  impartial  trial,  then 
the  government  should  virtually  relieve  itself  of  responsibility  as  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  sentence  of  the  law  and  as  to  the  remaining  rights 
of  the  convict,  and  turn  him  over  to  the  custody  of  a  party  sustaining 
no  official  relation  to  the  State,  and  having  no  other  interest  in  the 
aSair  than  the  money  he  might  be  able  to  realize  upon  the  labor  of  the 
ponvicty  subject  only  to  such  counter  influence  in  favor  of  the  rights  of 
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the  latter  as  mifi^ht  be  exerted  bj  a  board  of  prison  inspectors  visiting 
the  prison  at  interyals. 

If  the  State  assnmes  the  responsibility  of  depriving  the  individual  of 
liberty  as  the  penalty  of  the  violation  of  law,  it  ought  to  take,  also,  all 
the  responsibility  of  enforcing  that  punishment,  and  the  duty  ot  pre- 
serving and  guaranteeing  all  the  rights  of  the  convict  not  forfeited  bj 
the  crime. 

Another  grave  and  insuperable  objection  to  this  system,  which 
was  forcibly  illustrated  in  June,  1867,  is,  that  under  it,  the  State 
cannot,  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  be  assured  by  any  practicable 
means,  of  the  performance  or  faithful  execution  of  the  contract  on  the 
part  ef  the  lessee ;  and  must  be  constantly  liable  to  have  the  care  of  its 
criminals  suddenly  thrust  upon  it  by  the  abandonment  of  the  lessee,  or. 
the  accident  of  his  death  or  inability  to  perform  his  contract,  at  a  time 
when  it  is  without  adequate  means  of  assuming  and  executing  so  im- 
portant and  burthensome  a  trust. 

The  other  plan  of  management  is  popularly  known,  and  as  referred 
to  under  the  head  of  "  government,**  as  that  of  "  State  control."  It 
was  fully  adopted  by  the  act  of  the  28th  of  June,  1867,  and  has  been 
the  plan  upon  which  the  institution  has  sinoe  been  managed,  nntil  very 
recently.  It  contemplated  and  inaugurated  in  this  State  the  exclasire 
management  of  the  prison  and  its  affairs,  including  the  direction,  con- 
trol and  application  of  the  labor  of  the  convicts  by  officers  of  the  State 
to  be  appointed  and  elected  for  that  purpose.  These  officers  were 
superiors,  designated  as  ^^  Penitentiary  Oommissioners,'*  who  are 
elected  by  the  people ;  and  subordinates  named  as  "warden,"  "depatj 
warden,"  "clerk,"  "steward,"  "matron,"  "assistant  keepers,"  etc,  etc., 
who  are  appointed  by  the  Warden,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Com- 
missioners. 

Considerations  of  humanity  and  of  proper  economy  alike  dictate  that 
the  convicts  in  the  State  prison  should  be  employed  in  reasoaable 
manual  labor,  as  being  conducive  to  the  better  health  and  greater  con- 
tentment of  the  prisoners,  and  at  the  same  time,  so  far  as  the  prodaets 
of  that  labor  might  be  rendered  available^  in  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  themselves  as  promotive  of  a  wise  economy.  In  the  nature  of 
things,  the  range  of  that  labor,  both  as  to  the  space  iu  which  it  was  to 
be  performed,  and  the  objects  upon  which  it  was  to  be  bestowed,  were 
necessarily  more  or  less  restricted.  It  ought  in  strictness  to  be  pe^ 
formed  within  the  prison  walls,  and  from  necessity  must  be  bestowed 
npon  the  manufiEicture  of  such  articles  and  implements  as  were  of  popular 
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demand  in  the  oomm^ree  of  the  ooanCry,  and  flaoh,  too,  a»  Bbould  DOt 
demand  the  exercise  of  a  high  degree  of  meohanieal  tkilL 

This  policy  of  the  employment  of  convict  labor,  and  especially  in 
manufactures,  has  at  all  times  met  with  opposition,  bnt  not,  it  is  be* 
lieved,  upon  jast  ground,  or  supported  by  sufficient  reasoo.     It  is 
mainly  urged  in  objection,  that  it  brings  the  labor  of  the  honest,  law- 
abiding  artificer  and  manufacturer  into  an  unequal  and  unfair  competi- 
tion with  that  of  the  convicted  criminal  as  the  laborer,  wd  the  State  as 
a  competitor  in  basiness.     Against  this  objection  reason  promptly  sng- 
geete  considerations  that  must  be  considered  as  paramount.    In  the 
first  place:  if  all  the  convicts  had  been  honest  laboring  men  (as  num- 
bers in  fact  were),  that  circumstance  would  have  afforded  the  competi- 
tion, and  it  will  scarcely  be  urged  that  the  perpetration  of  crime  shonld 
be  allowed  to  work  exemption  from  that  decree,  ''  in  the  sweat  of  thy 
face  shalt  thou  eat  bread,"  the  violation  of  which  very  decree,  iti  a 
deplorable  number  of  instances,  being  the  crime  against  which  the 
punishment  is  awarded.    Again :   it  would,   it  is  surmised,  be  an 
exceedingly  fastidions  abhorrence  of  degrading  infloence,  which  would 
prefer  that  the  hands  of  criminals  should  soften  in  indolence,  while 
these  of  honest  men  were  being  hardened  and  worn  in  the  toil  requi- 
site to  produce  the  means  of  animal  support  for  alL     Wise  policy  and  a 
just  theory  certainly  suggest  that  to  the  extent  that  the  criminal's  own 
labor  may  be  rendered  available  to  the  supply  of  his  own  necessity,  it 
should  be  exacted,  in  order  that  to  that  extent  the  burden  of  taxation 
should  be  taken  from  the  shoulders  of  the  unoffending.    Bat  it  is 
deemed  wholly  unnecessary  to  multiply  suggestion  on  this  point.    The 
question  has  been  affirmatively  settled  in  modem  times,  by  such  uni- 
versal practice  as  to  demonstrate  that  it  is  the  fixed  condasion  of  the 
oommon  sense  of  civilised  States. 

Two  plans  for  the  employment  of  this  labor  were  indicated  in  the 
act  of^the  28th  of  June,  1867.  The  one  contemplated  the  letting  or 
the  hiring  of  the  labor  of  the  convict  to  a  contractor  who  might  wish 
to  employ  it,  while  the  custody  of  the  person  of  the  convict,  his  disd- 
pUne  and  support,  should  remain  with  and  be  under  the  exdnsive  con- 
trol of  the  State,  to  be  exercised  by  its  offidal  agents. 

The  other  method  proposed  was  that  of  dispemsing  with  the  interven- 
tion of  the  contractor,  and  employing  the  labor  on  State  account ;  that  is 
to  say,  the  State,  to  the  extent  that  it  had  labor  to  control,  shonld  engage 
in  manufacturing.  The  former  of  these  plans  was  simple,  only  involv- 
ing that  degree  of  skill  on  the  part  of  the  agents  of  the  State,  which 
would  bring  about  the  opportunity  to  let  or  hire  the  labor,  and  then 
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make  the  most  adTantageone  contract  to  that  end ;  while  the  latter  in- 
Yolred  the  exercise  of  that  high  degree  of  skill,  on  the  part  of  the  agents 
of  the  State,  which  is  reqnisite  to  the  sacoessfol  conduct  of  a  laigs 
mannfactnring  business,  affording  employment  to  a  number  of  men, 
ranging  up  to,  and  probably  greatly  beyond  one  thousand.  And  not 
only  this,  but  also  involving  the  constant  use  of  a  large  cash  capital, 
and  all  the  risks  incident  thereto,  with  the  most  skillful  managemeDt, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  large  temptation  to  pecalation  and  iraud  on  tbs 
part  of  the  agents  to  whom  the  management  of  affairs  might  be  en- 
trusted— ^men  whose  sense  of  honor  was  the  highest  goarantj 
the  State  could  have  for  the  protection  of  its  interests— «  goai^ 
anty,  however,  which  could  not  cover  a  want  of  skill  in  the 
exercise  of  a  necessary  discretion  in  the  management  of  sndi  a 
business;  agents  operating  with  capital  and  labor  on  a  large  scale, 
without  the  incentive  of  personal  interest  in  that  capital,  to  whet  tiie 
vigilance  and  judgment  of  the  agent  to  the  degree  of  sharpness  indis- 
pensable to  success. 

The  disparity  of  these  methods,  as  it  regards  the  safety  of  the  pecu- 
niary interests  of  the  State,  is  apparent  upon  first  impression,  and  it 
would  be  safe  to  assume,  as  a  matter  of  reason,  that  the  plan  of  letting 
the  labor  would  be  adopted  of  choice  in  the  exercise  of  the  sounder 
discretion  ;  while  that  of  employing  it  on  State  account  in  mannfiw- 
turing,  would  only  be  resorted  to  as  a  matter  of  insuperable  neeeseitj. 
But  it  will  be  observed,  that  while  the  act  of  the  38th  of  June,  1M7, 
diBtioctly  intimated  the  former  as  the  preferable  method,  it  provided 
for  the  exercise  of  full  discretion  as  to  the  adoption  ef  the  latter,  and 
made  such  adoption  imperative  in  a  certain  event.  It  is  declared  in 
the  22d  section  of  the  act  before  referred  to :  ^*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Oommissioners  forthwith,  after  taking  possession  of  said  Peoiteo* 
tiary,  to  advsrtise  for  sealed  bids  or  proposals  for  the  hire  of  the  labor 
of  Uie  convicts  in  said  Penitentiary,  in  such  numbere  and  for  sudi  pe- 
riod as  they  may  think  advisable,  not  exceeding  two  years — such  ad- 
vertisement  to  be  published  at  least  thirty  days,  *  *  *  ;  and  at 
the  expiration  of  said  term  of  thirty  days,  said  Oommissioners  may 
open  said  bids,  and  enter  into  contracts  for  working  the  convicts,  *  *" 

In  section  S3  of  the  said  act  it  is  provided :  *^  If  the  bids  made  should 
be  less  than  a  fair  and  reasonable  compensation  for  the  labor  thus  bid 
for,  the  Oommissioners  may,  at  their  discretion,  oedine  to  contract  at 
the  rates  offered,  and  shall  immediately  thereafter  proceed  again  to 
advertise  a  new  letting,  as  before ;  and  shall  so  continue  to  advertise 
the  letting  of  contracts  until  the  same  shall  be  successful.    And  in  the 
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meantime  all  convicts  not  contracted  for  according  to  the  proTisions  of 
this  section,  shall  be  hired  or  otherwise  employed.  *  *  *  ♦  Sach 
employment  shall  be  regarded  as  temporary,  to  terminate  at  any  pablio 
letting. 

The  24th  section  of  the  act  provides  that  the  labor  of  any  of  the  con- 
viefcs,  '*  which  for  the  time  being  shall  not  be  hired  oat,"  may  be  em- 
ployed in  completing  the  Penitentiary,  or  apon  any  other  public  work 
or  building  which  the  State  might  thereafter  be  in  process  of  erecting. 

The  language  and  location  of  these  provisions  in  the  act  are  a  dis- 
tinct intimation  that,  in  the  consideration  of  the  Qeneral  Assembly,  the 
plan  of  letting  the  labor  was  the  preferable  plan.  Bat,  to  meet  a  oon- 
tit»gency,  as  a  dernier  resort,  it  was  prescribed  in  the  32d  section  of  the 
let,  that,  **  In  case  the  said  Oommissioners  are  nnable  to  lease  the  labor 
^f  said  convicts,  or  of  any  portion  of  said  convicts,  at  reasonable  rates, 
ifcer  having  advertised  for  proposals  for  bids  for  sach  labor  at  least  for 
two  periods  of  thirty  days,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  if  the  same 
cannot  be  advantageously  employed  in  completing  the  Penitentiary 
baildings  and  grounds,  or  upon  other  public  works  or  buildings  iu 
process  of  erection  by  the  State,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Oom- 
missioners,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  provide  for  the  employ- 
ment of  the  labor  of  such  convicts  in  said  Penitentiary  in  such  manu- 
facturing or  mechanical  business,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  as,  in  their 
judgment,  will  be  most  remunerative  to  the  State."   *    *    * 

Oar  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  unfortunate  for  the  Stale  that 
the  contingency  of  a  failui;e  to  let  the  labor  of  the  convicts  was  antici- 
pated and  provided  for  as  above  seen.  From  some  cause  the  plan  of 
letting  the  labor  was  not  thoroughly  executed,  and  that  of  employing 
on  State  account  was  adopted  with  reasonable  promptness,  and  now, 
after  the  lapse  of  a  period  ot  lees  than  five  years  since  the  approval  of 
the  act  of  28th  of  June,  1867,  we  find  that  the  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  the  prison  has  been  at  an  actual  loss  to  the  State  of  |544,- 
689  22,  (as  will  appear  by  reference  to  this  report,)  and  at  an  average 
aoDualcost  of  $123,328  08,  a  large  amount  of  which— $655,000— has 
been  in  the  form  of  direct  appropriation  by  drafts  upon  the  treasury^ 
and  it  will  require  at  least  $170,000  of  additional  appropriation  to  pay 
present  indebtedness.  The  difference  between  the  amount  of  these 
last  two  sums  and  the  actual  lose,  is  in  subsistence  and  property  on 
hand  after  paying  all  indebtedness.  We  have  submitted  a  statement 
b  this  report  showing  what  has  been  expended  during  the  time  the 
State  has  had  control  for  expenses,  etc.,  paid  by  the  State  under  the 
leaae  system,  amounting  formerly  to  $232,871  81,  which  if  deducted 
Vol.  11—77 
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from  aetaal  loss  as  above  stated,  would  leare  a  balance  of  $311,837  41 
loss  greater  in  that  time  than  it  would  have  been  under  the  former  1 
sjstem. 

These  sums  are  startling  in  their  magnitude,  and  demonstrate  that 
a  plan  of  management  leading  to  such  results  is  not  a  safe  or  practica- 
ble one,  and  warn  us  that  its  abandonment  at  the  earliest  praeticable 
moment  wUl  be  an  act  of  commendable  prudence. 

It  has  been  urged,  as  an  apology  for  adopting  the  State  aooount  t^ 
tern  of  employing  the  labor,  that  the  limitation  of  two  years  was  ao  ob- 
stacle to  letting  the  labor  to  contractors — that  the  time  was  too  shoit*- 
that  contractors  were  unwilling  to  incur  the  expense  of  the  necesBaij 
preparation  in  the  outlay  for  machinery  and  stock  for  the  employmenll 
of  the  labor  tor  so  short  a  period.  If  this  was  an  obstacle,  it  ought  lA 
once  to  be  removed  by  fixing  a  longer  period  as  the  limit  Bat  it  ii 
believed  that  there  is  a  more  practicable  method  than  that  of  proserin 
bing  a  period  by  law.  Let  the  period  be  fixed  by  the  bids  for  the  r^ 
spective  nntnbers  and  descriptions  or  grades  of  the  convicts  whose  Ia» 
bor  is  to  be  let  Let  the  proposals  be  for  the  shortest  periods  for  whick 
contractors  will  bid  for  the  labor. 

This  flexibility  will  allow  of  theadjastment  of  the  periods  of  letting 
upon  the  only  practical  basis — that  of  the  judgment  of  contractors  as 
a  class  as  to  the  length  of  time  for  which  it  will  be  safe  on  their  paiC 
to  take  the  labor,  each  remembering  that  his  obtaining  it  must  be  be- 
canse  he  Las  offered  to  accept  it  at  the  highest  price  for  the  shortefil 
term. 

Your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  feeding,  clothing  and  guard* 
ing  of  the  convicts,  without  any  return  from  their  labor,  can  be 
secured  at  far  less  cost  to  the  State  than  has  resulted  from  the  manu* 
facturing  experiment;  and  that  it  would  be  a  measare  of  economy  for 
he  State  to  feed,  clothe  and  guard  the  convicts  by  direct  appropria- 
tion, and  leave  the  labor  wholly  unemployed,  as  compared  with  Ao 
results  of  our  late  experiment  in  engaging  in  manufactures. 

The  investigations  of  the  committee  have  induced  it  to  believe  it 
to^be  its  duty  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  General  Assembly  to  an* 
other  feature  of  the  management  of  the  Penitentiary,  in  the  plaa 
proposed  by  the  act  of  June,  1867. 

That  feature  is,  the  number,  duties  and  powers  of  the  agents  for  the 
management,  named  in  the  act  Three  Commissioners,  it  has  been 
seen,  are  the  superior  agents.  They  are  clothed  with  a  sort  of  super- 
visory, yet  absolute  controlling  authority,  which  they   are  required 
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to  exercise  at  intervals  not  greater  than  a  month  and  oftener  if  they 
see  proper.  The  Warden  is  the  next  officer  in  rank  and  authority ; 
while  all  the  other  agents  are  his  subordinates.  He  is,  from  the  nature 
of  his  official  duties  and  his  relations  to  the  institution,  more  intim- 
ately connected  with  its  business  and  interests  than  any  other  ageot 
named  in  the  law,  and  has  in  the  very  nature  of  things  the  most  weighty 
and  important  responsibilities  cast  upon  him ;  and  yet,  in  the  theory  of 
fte  act,  his  is  not  the  position  of  first  responsibility.  That,  it  would 
be  reasonable  to  assume,  should  be  found  with  the  lodgment  of  the 
greater  powers — ^in  other  words,  with  the  Commissioners ;  but  such  is 
lot  practically  the  fact.  In  a  correct  theory,  predicated  upon  principle, 
fhe  duties  of  the  management  of  a  State  institution  for  the  punishment 
Ind  reformation  of  criminals,  ought  to  be  purely  administrative  and 
teecutive  in  their  character.  The  duty  should  be  prescribed  by  public 
kw;  and  as  little  discretion  as  possible  vested  in  the  officer  charged 
with  the  performance  of  the  duty.  All  experience  has  demonstrated 
that  executive  ministerial  duties  are  best  performed,  under  circum- 
stances of  proper  acountability,  by  a  single  administrator.  Multitude 
may  add  wisdom  to  council,  but  its  presence  is  not  likely  to  facilitate 
tzecution.  The  volitions  of  a  single  will  give  promptness  of  action. 
Maltitude  tends  to  divide  and  weaken  the  sense  of  personal  responsi- 
bility. Under  our  present  system,  our  Commissioners  have  power 
CDongh  greatly  to  embarrass  the  most  expert  and  faithful  Warden  ;  and 
yet  can  universally  point  to  his  intimate  connection  with  the  affisiirs  of 
the  prison  as  the  apology  for  mal-administration  or  failure.  They  are 
only  required  to  be  present  at  the  prison  once  a  month.  Their  salary 
does  not  warrant  a  more  constant  attention  by  persons  capable  of  effi* 
dent  service.  A  careftil  review  of  the  history  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Commissioners  has  failed  to  produce,  in  the  mind  of  the  committee, 
toy  impression  that  the  office  is  of  practical  utility  or  advantage  in  the 
management  of  its  afiairs  :  but,  on  the  contrary,  we  have  seen  much 
that  leads  us  to  believe  that  the  office  is  not  only  unnecessary,  but 
^Mutely  incompatible  with  the  most  efficient  management.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  it  serves  rather  to  embarrass  than  to  aid  the  Warden  in  the 
^charge  of  his  arduous  and  important  duties;  and  that  upon  the  plan 
rf  contracting  or  letting  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  or  in  fact  upon  any 
|lan  of  using  the  labor,  there  is  a  better  prospect  of  an  efficient  ad- 
ministration at  the  hands  of  a  Warden  of  proper  qualifications,  made 
solely  responsible  and  required  to  give  bonds  in  such  amount  as  to  fully 
•ficure  the  State,  than  can  be  expected  under  the  present  system.  The 
Committee  therefore  recommends  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Peniten- 
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tiary  Commissionerfl,  and  the  prescribing  of  proper  mles  and  regu  y 
tions  for  exclusive  management  by  a  Warden. 

Your  committee  is  led  to  this  conclusion  from  their  investigation  of 
the  working  of  the  present  system  since  1667.  An  examination  of  the 
evidence  herewith  presented,  will  show  that  the  Commissioners  first 
appointed  under  the  law  were  Robert  E.  Logan,  John  Beid  and  An- 
drew Shuman,  neither  of  whom  had  ever  had  any  experience  in  or 
about  prisons  or  in  manufactoring.  They  appointed  Oen.  B.  DomUa- 
ser  as  Warden,  who  had  been  engaged  to  a  limited  extent  in  mannfae* 
turisg,  but  was  without  any  experience  as  a  prison  officer.  It  appears 
that  the  Warden  entered  upon  his  duties,  appointed  his  Bubordinatee, 
among  whom  was  Gilbert  Bimonds,  former  deputy  under  the  lessees, 
as  his  Deputy  Warden,  and  who  it  appears  had  considerable  experience 
in  the  handling  of  convicts,  but  misunderstandiog  and  disaatisbction 
soon  became  apparent,  and  he  resigned  and  was  succeeded  by  Oaptaia 
Arnold,  who  had  had  no  experience  in  prison  work.  Beid  resided  at 
or  near  the  prison,  and  seems  to  have  had  full  control  of  matters  fdr 
some  time — the  Commissioners  meeting  once  a  month  and  spending  a 
day  or  so  at  the  institution.  This  continued  for  about  a  year,  the  disci- 
pline during  which  time,  from  the  testimony  taken,  was  very  bad.  Aboat 
this  time  there  appears  to  have  sprung  up  a  misunderstanding  between 
the  Warden  and  Reid,  Commisssioner,  which  soon  became  pretty  gen- 
eral, different  employees  taking  sides,  and  the  Penitentiary  was  oertaioly 
like  a  '^  house  divided  against  itself."  This  contention  continued  until 
about  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in  186d,  when  they 
seem  to  have  for  some  reason  managed  to  become  somewhat  reconciled, 
but  as  soon  as  they  got  their  appropriation,  and  the  General  Assembly 
had  adjourned,  the  old  fned  was  renewed  with  increased  force,  the 
result  of  which  was  the  resignation  of  DoruUaser.  At  this  time  two 
of  the  Commissioners,  Logan  and  Shuman,  seem  to  have  formed  ao 
alliance,  offensive  and  defensive,  against  Reid,  who  had  been  the  active 
man  in  the  management.  .  A  new  Warden  had  to  be  elected.  Logan 
and  Shuman  decided  to  appoint  Perkins,  who,  it  appears,  was  highly 
recommended  to  them.  Reid  protested.  Perkins  took  charge  of  the 
Penitentiary,  but  soon  found  that  the  ^^  house  was  still  divided."  All^ 
kinds  of  embarrassments  arose,  Perkins  apparently  trying  to  do  the 
he  could,  but  with,  as  the  sequel  shows,  very  unsatisfactory  resolt 
In  the  fall  of  1870  he  resigned,  to  take  effect  December  1st  Shun) 
had  resigned,  and  Elmer  Washburn  had  been  appointed  by  the  Got 
nor  in  his  stead.  Caspar  Bntz  had  been  elected  in  the  place  of  Loga' 
whose  term  had  expired.    Washburn,  after  Perkins'  resignation,  act 
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fi8  Warden  until  January  10,  1871,  when  be  resigned  as  Oomniissioner 
and  was  appointed  Warden.  The  vacancy  caused  by  Wasbburn's  res. 
ignation  as  Commissioner  was  not  filled  nntil  Jnly  9tb,  1871,  when 
Kichard  Bowett  was  appointed  to  fill  it.  The  management  seems  to 
have  been  harmonious  most  of  the  time  during  the  last  year,  but  your 
committee  feel  it  their  duty  to  say  that  they  have  seen  and  heard 
enough  to  satisfy  them  that  there  is  trouble  brewing  ahead,  which  we 
fear,  if  not  ^^  nipped  in  the  bud,^^  there  will  be  a  repetition  of  the  past 
which  will  very  much  prejudice  the  interests  of  the  State.  We  have 
said  this  much  without  entering  into  details,  for  which  we  would  invite 
your  attention  to  the  evidence  itself. 

As  properly  coming  under  this  head,  we  would  beg  to  state  that  your 
committee  found  from  a  personal  examination  and  inspection  the  fol- 
lowing to  be  the  manner  in  which  convicts  are  received  at  the  Peniten- 
tiary : 

They  are  received  from  the  sheriflEs  by  the  receiving  oflBcer  of  the 
prison,  and  are  each  interrogated  as  to  whether  they  have  any  money, 
jewelry  or  other  articles  of  value ;  if  they  have,  such  articles  are  taken 
by  the  ofiicer  and  by  him  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the  prison,  who 
records  them,  and  they  are  kept  until  the  discharge  of  the  prisoner  to 
whom  they  belong.  All  papers  and  pocket  books,  etc.,  are  labeled  tnd 
registered,  and  placed  in  a  room  immediately  off  the  clothing  room. 
They  are  then  taken  to  the  bath  room  and  stripped  of  all  their  cloth- 
ing, compelled  to  bathe  and  wash  themselves,  when  they  are  clothed 
with  the  convict  suit ;  then  taken- to  the  clothing  room  and  their  face 
shaved  clean  (and  is  kept  so  nntil  within  two  months  of  the  expiration 
of  his  sentence)  and  their  hair  trimmed  neatly;  all  convicts  have  their 
hair  cot  once  in  two  months,  and  are  shaved  once  a  week ;  they  are 
then  again  stripped,  their  bight  taken,  complexion,  description  of  all 
marks  or  scars,  color  of  hair  and  eyes,  their  nativity,  whether  married 
or  single,  if  their  parents  are  living,  their  residences  taken  and  that  of 
their  wives,  the  number  of  children,  if  any,  what  church  they  belong 
to,  whether  temperate  or  intemperate,  whether  they  can  read  or  write, 
are  guilty  or  not  guilty.  The  Deputy  Warden  then  examines  them, 
and  assigns  them  to  duty ;  the  receiving  ofiicer  then  reads  and  explains 
the  rules  to  them,  and  as  soon  after  as  convenient,  the  chaplajn  further 
explains  the  rules  and  gives  them  a  short  lecture  in  the  chapel.  The 
following  is  a  dopy  of  the  published  rules  for  their  guidance  : 
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KULXS  FOB  THE  GOVERNICXNT  OF  OOVTICTS. 

The  first  duty  of  the  Convict  is  obedience,  and  it  will  be  for  his  interest  to  obey  all  roles. 

1.  All  conyersatiou  between  Convicts,  and  familiarity  between  Convicts  and  Guards^  sie 
etrvetly  prohibited,  and  all  unnecessary  noise  must  be  avoided. 

2.  The  Convicts  must  not  speak  to  any  visitors,  or  receive  from,  or  give  to  them  anythisf 
whatever,  without  the  permission  of  the  Warden  or  Deputy  Warden. 

3.  The  Convict  must  not  leave  his  place  of  employment  for  uijpwpote  takatemr^  withmft 
the  permission  of  the  officer  in  whose  charge  he  may  be. 

4.  If  sick  or  unable  to  work  he  must  make  it  known  to  his  officer,  and  act  as  he  may  dine^ 
but  he  will  not  be  permitted  to  lounge  about  the  shops  or  yard. 

5.  The  Convict  must  always  approach  an  officer  in  a  respectful  manner,  always  touching 
£is  cap  or  forehead,  and  must  not  gaze,  motion  or  langh  at  any  person  whatever. 

6.  He  must  not  have  (without  special  permission)  pen,  ink,  pencil,  pi4>er,  or  knife,  nor  ciny 
to  the  shops  or  yard  any  food  nor  make  any  alteration  in  his  clothing. 

7.  He  must  be  prompt  in  taking  his  place  in  the  line,  march  lock  step,  with  the  right  band 
npon  the  shoulder  of  the  man  in  advance.  Incline  his  face  towards  the  officer,  attend  to,  aad 
promptly  obey  his  orders,  and  not  leave  the  line  without  permission.  IVisanere  patting  throng 
the  yard  mutt  wdk  injUe  ;  never  ahreatL 

8.  On  entering  the  cell,  he  must  close  the  door,  and  stand  with  right  hand  on  it  until  the 
count  is  made.  He  must  not  spit  upon  the  floor  or  wall  of  the  cell,  or  upon  the  gallery,  dot 
mark,  scratch  or  in  any  manner  deface  his  cell,  or  any  article  therein.  He  must  keep  in 
good  order  and  clean  the  furniture  of  his  cell,  neither  carrying  anything  out  or  in  wttboat 
permission,  nor  rap  upon  the  door  or  cell,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  absolute  necessity. 

9.  At  the  ringing  of  the  morning  bell,  he  must  turn  out,  dress,  make  up  the  bed  nestly,  sad 
be  ready  for  marching  out  At  the  signal  he  must  open  the  door«  step  out  and  stand  em( 
until  ordered  to  march. 

10.  In  Chapel,  strict  and  silent  attention  must  be  given  to  the  services. 

11.  Foremen  in  shops  in  which  overwork  is  allowed,  will  allow  every  Convict  who  perforan 
a  fair  and  reasonable  task  (to  be  fixed  by  the  Foreman  and  approved  by  the  Warden),  a  rea- 
sonable rate  of  payment  for  over-work,  but  no  Convict  shall  be  credited  with  over-work  osletf 
he  has  performed  his  task  fVilly  in  a  satisfactory  and  workman-like  manner. 

12.  If  any  Convict  making  over-work,  shall  by  carelessness  or  intention  destroy  or  damage 
his  tools  or  the  materials  he  is  working  on,  the  value  of  such  tools  or  materials  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  the  amount  that  may  be  duo  him  for  over-work. 

18.  In  arranging  tasks  for  convicts  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Foremen  to  take  into  acooant  die 
quality  as  well  as  the  quantity  of  work  performed,  before  an  allowance  for  over-work  will  be 
made. 

1 4.  When  a  convict  is  guilty  of  any  violation  of  good  order  or  any  of  the  rules  of  the  Peni- 
tentiary, he  shall  not  only  loose  all  the  '*  good  time"  he  has  made  for  the  redaction  of  his  sen- 
tence, but  also  forfeit  all  money  that  may  be  due  him  for  over-work. 

Over-work  must  be  meriied  by  general  good  behavior,  as  well  as  industry,  and  no  Coovict 
can  be  entitled  to  over-work  unless  he  shall  have  proved  himself  worthy  of  it  by  his  good 
conduct 

15.  Any  Convict  who,  under  any  pretext,  or  for  any  purpose,  leaves  his  plaoe  of  work  with- 
out permission  of  the  Guard,  the  Warden  or  Deputy  Warden,  or  who  is  found  loafing  io  anv 
part  of  the  Penitentiary  premises,  when  able  to  work,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  serious  mis- 
conduct, and  will  be  reported  accr)rdingly.  The  Guards  and  Foremen  must  keep  the  Convict* 
at  work  during  the  full  working  hours  each  day,  unless  any  of  them  shall  have  been  excused 
from  working  by  the  Warden,  the  Deputy  Warden  or  the  Physician. 


16.  Convict!  found  svoklng,  playing  at  games,  talking  in  the  dining-^fooma,  ebapel  or 
workshopfl,  without  permission,  or  calling  and  talking  to  each  other  in  the  liell  bouse,  shaJl  be 
0e?erely  punished,  and  suffer  all  the  penalities  imposed  by  Rule  14.

That  part  of  rale  14  which  provides  for  the  forfeitnre,  on  aoeonnt 
of  infraction  of  the  rnles,  of  money  that  may  be  dne  cooTicts,  has  not 
been  enforced.  There  are  other  rales  existing  that  the  convicts  ander« 
Btand,  bat  which  are  not  published,  and  which  tbej  are  reqaired  to 
comply  with  or  soffer  panishment. 

This  shoald  be  remedied  by  having  aU  rales  pablished  and  a  copy  of 
fiuch  placed  in  each  cell  of  the  prison. 

It  is  usaally  a  part  of  their  sentence  that  they  sbonld  have  so  mach 
"  solitary  confinement ;"  and  when  this  is  the  case  they  are  placed  in 
what  is  known  as  the  solitary  cell — (not  dark,  bat  only  what  the  term 
'*  solitary ''  implies.)  If  the  sentence  does  not  reqnire  solitary  confine- 
ment, they  are  immediately  set  at  work.  It  is  not  objectionable  to  sen* 
tence  a  criminal  to  one  day  ^^  solitary,  "  as  it  gives  him  time  to  reflect 
on  his  past  coarse  of  life,  bat  the  practice  of  giving  longer  time  than 
that,  we  believe,  is  injurions.  It  is  far  better  that  the  convict  shoald  be 
pat  to  work,  if  panishment  and  at  the  same  time  the  reformation  of 
the  criminal,  are  the  objects  to  be  gained  by  his  imprisonment.  Even 
two  days  solitary  confinement  is  not  objectionable,  bat  some  coarts  are 
Id  the  habit  of  ordering  as  mach  as  thirty  days  solitary,  and  in  one 
case  we  notice  that  a  yonng  man  (Tate,  from  Wayne  coanty)  in  connec- 
tion with  a  sentence  of  imprisonment  for  l^e^  was  given  six  months 
solitary  confinement.  It  is  not  anfrequently  the  case  that  a  commit- 
ment warrant  requires  that  a  prisoner  shall  be  placed  in  solitary  con- 
finement on  the  first  day  of  every  year,  or  six  months  of  his  sentence. 
It  would  be  much  better  if  the  solitary  confinement  was  all  ordered  at 
one  time.  Convicts  are,  as  a  general  thing,  very  dirty  and  ragged 
when  received — many  of  them  intoxicated ;  and  the  receiving  ofiicer 
testified  that  he  believed  four  out  of  every  ten  were  in  this  condition, 
and  citod  a  case,  in  December,  ISU^  where  seven  were  brought  from 
St  Clair  county,  five  of  whom  were  drank,  and  a  bottle  of  whisky  was 
found  in  the  possession  of  one  after  he  came  in.  Your  committee  saw, 
while  at  the  prison,  several  cases  themselves. 

As  a  remedy  for  this,  and  one  of  great  saving  to  the  State,  your  com* 
mittee  would  recommend  a  change  in  the  present  law  as  to  conveying 
convicts  to  the  prison,  so  that  the  Penitentiary  shoald  be  reqaired  to 
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eend  to  the  respective  ooanties  for  all  persons  sentenced  to  that  instttn- 
tion.  It  is  necessary  to  keep  a  few  extra  guards  at  the  Penitentiary  to 
supply  vacancies  occasioned  by  sickness  and  other  causes,  so  that  it 
woald  require  very  little,  if  any,  additional  expense  in  that  respect 
This  is  the  practice  in  Massachusetts,  and  is  strongly  recommended  by 
the  prison  association  of  New  York.  « 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  expense  incurred  daring  the  last 
ten  years  in  conveying  convicts  to  the  Penitentiary,  under  the  present 
law:

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  statistics  accompanying  our  report, 
that  the  cost  of  the  transportation  of  five  hundred  and  fifty  conviciB 
from  the  Penitentiary  to  the  respective  places  of  their  conviction,  dar- 
ing the  last  year,  was  $3,738  40,  and  that  the  average  paid  each  con- 
vict was  $6  80.  The  average  cost  the  preceding  year  was  $5  65, 
making  an  average  of  $6  22  for  these  two  years,  which  i6  a  fair  one. 
The  ^beriffd  usually  bring  more  than  one  convict,  in  many  cases  quite 
a  number ;  say  the  average  was  three,  and  say  it  required  two  men  to 
go  for  them,  which  would  be  above  the  average.  It  would  cost,  then, 
for  transporting  each  convict,  $6  22.  Transportation  for  guards  for 
each  convict,  on  the  basis  of  two  guards  for  an  average  of  three  con- 
victs, $8  22,  and  say,  $1  50  for  iucidental  expenses,  this  would  make 
an  average  of  $15  94  for  each  convict.  This  is  a  very  full  estimate. 
It  has,  heretofore,  cost  the  State  an  average  of  $40  each  convict 
This  expense  should  be  reduced,  and  we  are  informed  that  it  has  been, 
during  the  last  year,  by  the  new  constitution  repealing  some  special 
laws  providing  for  fees  for  this  service.  Yet,  we  submit  whether  it 
would  not  be  better  to  have  tho  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary  take  charge 
of  the  matter  and  have  the  convicts  conveyed  by  his  officers  to  the  Pen- 
itentiary, as  his  officers  would  be  responsible  to  him  for  the  proper 
execution  of  their  duties,  aud  the  service  can  be  done  much  cheaper  in 
the  manner  suggested,  and  result  in  the  saving  to  the  State  of  ^t  least 
$10,000  a  year. 
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THB  OI8UIPLINB  OV  THB  PXNlTJBNTIABr. 

The  rules  and  regnlations  relating  to  the  deportment  of  the  oonTlcts 
re  Bubstantiallj  the  same  as  those  adopted  by  most  of  the  prisons,  on 
lie  congregate  plan,  in  this  coantrj.  A  copy  of  these  published  rules 
rill  be  found  in  this  report,  where  we  speak  of  the  manner  convicts  are 
Bceived  and  disposed  of  at  the  Penitentiary.  The  rules  and  regula- 
ions  adopted  should  be  so  full  and  explicit  that  they  would  clearly  in- 
[icate  to  the  convict  how  he  must  govern  himself,  leaving  no  necessity 
br  requiring  any  officer  or  subordinate  to  explain  or  put  in  force  any  oth- 
rs  than  are  published.  We  would,  therefore,  suggest  a  revision  of  the 
iresent  published  rules,  and  that  they  be  read  to  the  convicts  as  often 
IB  the  law  now  requires,  with  the  ^^  good  time''  law.  This  becomes  im- 
portant so  that  every  one  may  know  the  law  and  obey  it,  so  that  they  may 
pt  the  benefit  of  the  '^  good  time"  law.  We  would  recommend  that 
initable  rules  be  adopted  and  incorporated  in  the  law  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Penitentiary,  and  let  the  Warden  be  required  to  keep  a  full 
record  of  all  infractions  and  punishments.  We  would  also  recommend 
I  change  in  the  present  ^^good  time''  law,  in  the  nature  of  additional 
bdacements  for  good  conduct  on  the  part  of  convicts,  and  incorporate 
(mr  yiewB  on  that  subject  in  a  bill  which  we  will  present  at  an  early 
day  for  your  consideration.  \ 

G-ood  discipline  is  very  essential  to  the  successful  management  of  a 
prison ;  without  it  the  labor  is  depreciated,  property  is  destroyed,  and 
hope  for  reformation  of  the  convict  impossible.  We  found,  from  the 
testimony  of  all  those  examined  on  the  subject,  that  heretofore  bad 
iiBcipline  has  very  much  interfered  with  the  success,  financially,  of  the 
institution,  but  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  discipline  at  the 
^sent  time  is  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  contrast  between  the 
iiscipline  as  it  now  is,  and  as  it  existed  under  former  administrationp, 
Was  compared  by  witness  Alex.  Gross,  Superintendent  8:one  Depart- 
toent,  for  many  years,  as  '*  night  and  day." 
It  is  not  surprising'that  so  many  complaints  have  been  heard  from 
e  to  time  of  the  loose  and  lax  discipline  during  the  last  few  years, 
the  evidence  fully  sustains  it.  We  had  intended  to  have  made  more 
nded  remarks  under  this  head,  referring  somewhat  to  the  evidence, 
it  the  necessity  for  making  immediate  report  is  urgent ;  we  must  there- 
leave  the  matter  to  be  followed  up  by  the  appropriate  committee. 
As  connected  with  the  subject  of  discipline,  we  ask  leave  to  submit 
e  following :  The  convict  should  be  made  to  feel  that  his  all  de- 
>Qds  upon  his  own  actions,  not  upon  the  aid  of  friends  or  outside 
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influence.  They  should  all  be  treated  alike,  as  nothing  tends  more  to 
worse  results  than  to  give  the  criminal  an  opportunity  to  magnify  bia 
own  situation  by  comparing  his  condition  with  that  of  others  similarly 

situated. 

Formerly,  it  was  the  practice  to  allow  the  friends  of  convicts  to  fur- 
nish them  luxuries  and  other  articles  they  thought  they  required-  The 
result  was,  the  convict  who  had  no  friends  was  made  to  feel  that  some- 
how there  was  respect  of  persons. 

The  same  objection  applies  to  pardons.  The  use  of  the  pardoning 
power  improperly,  has  a  very  bad  eflfect  upon  discipline.  It  renden 
the  convict  discontented.  The  facilities  for  obtaining  pardons  and  the 
practice,  in  some  years  at  least,  in  this  State  (see  table  in  this  report 
showing  number  of  pardons,  etc.)  has  been  such  that  it  has  become  the 
great  central  thought  in  the  mind  of  the  convict  from  the  time  of  his 
conviction ;  this  is  the  subject  of  the  majority  of  their  letters ;  they  use 
what  money  they  have  and  can  control  to  obtain  the  desired  end,  and 
we  find  that  a  large  portion  of  the  money  allowed  the  convicts  by  the 
State  for  over-work,  went  to  lawyers  and  others  on  their  promise  to  use 
their  influence  in  their  behalf.  It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the 
table  we  have  just  referred  to,  that  the  number  of  pardons  is  being 
gradually  reduced  as  compared  with  preceding  years. 

The  National  Congress  on  Prison  Eefbrm,  held  at  Cincinnati,  Id 
1870,  adopted  the  following  resolution  on  this  subject: 

**The  exercise  of  Executiye  demencj  in  the  pardon  of  criminals  is  a  practical  qnestkn  of 
grave  importance,  and  of  great  delicacy  and  difficulty.  It  is  believed  that  the  annual  avenge 
of  Executive  pordoDS  from  the  prisons  of  the  whole  country,  reaches  ten  per  cent  of  their 
population .  The  effect  of  too  free  use  of  the  pardoning  power  is  to  detract  from  the  etruamfji of 
punishment  for  crimes,  and  to  divert  the  minds  of  prisoners  from  the  means  supplied  for  their 
improvement  Pardons  should  issue  for  one  or  more  of  the  following  reasons,  viz:  To  release 
the  innocent,  to  correct  mistakes  made  in  imposing  the  sentence,  to  relieve  such  suffering 
from  iU  health  as  require  release  from  imprisonment,  and  to  facilitate  or  reward  the  real 
reformation  of  the  prisoner.  The  exercise  of  this  power  should  be  by  the  Executive,  and 
should  be  guarded  by  careful  examination  as  to  the  character  of  the  prisoner  and  his  conduct 
in  prison.  Furthermore,  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Congress  that  Governors  of  States  should 
give  to  their  respective  legislatures  the  reason  in  each  case  for  the  exercise  of  the  paidoniag 
power." 

It  is  advocated  by  some  that  the  regulation  of  the  pardoning  power 
should  be  by  some  law  requiring  certain  quad  judicial  proceedings 
before  the  Executive  should  exercise  his  prerogative.  Our  Constitu- 
tion provides  "the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves, 
commutations  and  pardons  after  conviction,  for  all  offenses,  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law  relative  to  the  manner  <^ 
applying  therefor." 
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la  some  States  notice  is  required  bj  law  to  be  given  of  the  applica- 
tion for  pardon ;  in  other  States,  as  in  Massachasetts,  there  is  a  com- 
mittee of  the  council,  or  board  of  pardons,  who  examine  all  applications 
referred  to  them  bj  the  Governor. 

Tonr  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  the  pardoning  power  is 
Tested  in  the  Governor,  he  should  exercise  it,  and  be  heldjesponsible 
for  his  acts  by  being  required  to  report  to  each  General  Assembly  each 
case,  statiug  the  crime,  date  of  sentence,  its  length,  the  date  of  pardon, 
with  the  names  of  the  petitioners,  with  the  Governor's  reason  for  such 
pardon.  The  Executive  can  prescribe  such  regulations  as  to  him  seem 
proper.  These  should  be  framed  so  that  the  cause  should  not  be  such 
as  would  interfere  with  the  *' Distribution  of  Powers"  under  the  Con^ 
Btitution,'  which  provides,  ^^  and  no  person  or  collection  of  persons, 
being  one  of  these  departments,  shall  exercise  any  power  properly  be- 
longing to  either  of  the  others." 

The  Executive  should  always  be  ready  to  correct  injustice  where 
inflicted  by  law,  but  should  be  careful  not  to  invade  the  province  of  the 
judiciary. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  "  Table  of  Statistics  "  accompaaying 
this  report,  that  of  the  640  commitments  to  the  Penitentiary  during 
last  year,  233  were  for  one  year  and  under,  and  that  81  were  from  one 
to  two  years.  These  undoubtedly  did  not  belong  to  the  ^^  hardened 
dasa^'*  of  criminals,  many  of  them  being  young  men,  and  nearly  all  of 
them  oonvicted  for  their  first  offense.  Under  the  present  system  all 
dasses  of  convicts,  regardless  of  their  former  characters  or  the  degree 
of  crime  for  which  they  are  committed,  are  thrown  together  (except  a 
department  of  the  capacity  of  about  100  convicts,  where  the  incorrigible 
and  the  worst  cases  are  confined).  But  as  it  is,  the  young  and  inexpe- 
rienced criminal  who  is  guilty  of  his  first  offense,  comes  in  contact  day 
after  day  with  the  old  offender,  who  is  always  ready  and  anxious  to 
educate  him  as  he  only  knows  how.  Thus  he  becomes  familiar  with 
crime,  and  too  often,  after  a  short  sentence,  leaves  the  prison  a  worse 
and  more  dangerous  man  than  when  he  entered  the  institution. 

This  indiscriminate  congregating  of  convicts  is  a  great  curse,  and 
prevents  the  real  object  tor  which  he  was  sentenced  being  attained — 
reformation.  There  should  be  an  intermediate  prison,  where  this  class 
and  others,  for  good  conduct,  might  be  sent.  And  when  the  State  does 
find  it  necessary  to  enlarge  its  presAit  prison  capacities,  it  should  be  of 
this  kind.  The  present  Penitentiary  will  be  sufficient  for  many  years 
if  some  provision  is  made  for  this  class.  Your  committee  would  recom- 
mend as  a  remedy  for  the  present,  and  by  way  of  experiment,  a  plan 
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that  has  been  adopted  in  Boston,  which  is  where  one  of  this  elasB  is 
indicted  for  th^  first  offense  and  pleads  gnilty,  the  conrt  in  its  discre- 
tion may  discharge  him  on  a  bond  being  given,  the  conditions  of 
which  we  are  not  informed,  bat  we  would  suggest  the  following :  Ab- 
stain from  any  violation  of  the  law ;  not  to  associate  with  bad  charac- 
ters ;  shall  lead  an  honest,  sober  and  indostrions  life.  If  the  conditions 
of  the  bond  are  not  complied  with,  he  may  be  at  once  delivered  up  or 
arrested,  and  his  sentence  carried  oat. 

It  is  quite  expensive  to  send  them  to  the  Penitentiary,  clothe  them 
and  pay  their  transportation,  and  if  they  are  not  benefited  in  any 
way,  it  cannot  be  worse  to  give  them  another  chance  in  society,  which 
influence  must  certainly  be  more  favorable  to  reformation  than  that  of 
confinement  with  the  criminal  class  usually  found  in  penitentiaries,  at 
least  until  there  can  be  provided  by  the  State  a  suitable  *^  House  of 
Correction."  We  would  refer  to  Commissioner  Butz^s  testimony  on 
this  Bubject  of  Intermediate  Prison  or  State  House  of  Correction. 

This  plan  might  also  be  adopted  in  granting  pardons  by  the  Execu- 
tive, where  be  has  any  doubt  of  reformation,  to  be  known  as  "  Condi- 
tional Pardons." 

The  convicts  in  the  Penitentiary  are  now  well  fed,  clothed  and  cared 
for.  They  take  their  meals  in  their  cells,  in  place  of  the  former  plan 
of  congregating  them  in  a  dining-halh  This  plan  has  been  found  more 
economical  and  more  favorable  to  discipline.  The  convict  bill  of  fare 
and  cost  of  subsistence  will  be  found  in  the  table  of  statistics  herewith. 
In  said  table  will  also  be  found  kind  of  clothing  used  for  convicts,  and 
cost,  together  with  much  other  interesting  information  in  connection 
with  the  Penitentiary. 

The  punishment  adopted  is  forfeiture  of  "  good  time  "  gained  up  to 
date  of  such  punishment,  and  confinement  in  the  ^*  dark  cell,"  in  some 
instances  in  irrns.  For  information  as  to  the  causes,  extent  and  the 
character  of  punishments,  we  would  refer  to  our  *^  Table  of  Statistics." 
It  will  be  seen  that  during  the  year  there  were  1,054  punishments, 
which  IS  an  average  of  2  8-9  punishments  per  day.  The  largest  num- 
ber of  punishments  are  recorded  in  May,  June  and  July,  in  the  last 
named  month  there  being  136.  This  was  (occasioned  by  the  enforce- 
ment of  an  order  against  indiscriminate  talking  in  cell  houses,  which 
had  before  then  been  overlooked.  The  smallest  average  number  of 
punishments  per  day  was  in  November  last,  being  1  13-15  punish- 
ments per  day.  It  should  be  stated^n  this  connection  that  the  punish- 
ments are  confined,  as  a  rule,  to  the  certain  class  of  incorrigible  convicts 
who  are  punished  over  and  over  again,  and  it  will  be  safe  to  assert  that 
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of  the  1,309  convicts  confined  in  the  Penitentiary  December  1, 1871, 
three-fonrths  had  never  been  pnnished.  We  regard  the  office  and 
labors  of  the  Chaplain  as  of  great  importance  in  preserving  and  pro- 
moting ^^good  discipline." 

His  great  experieace,  and  being  possessed  of  a  generons  heart,  pecu- 
liarly adapts  him  for  bis  position.  He  has  a  class  or  society  of  some 
two  hundred  and  fifty  convicts  organized  for  matnai  sympathy  and  re- 
ligious improvement,  which  has  been  the  means  of  mnch  good,  and 
gieat  credit  is  due  the  Obaplain  for  its  success.  Their  creed  is  broad 
enough  for  all :  ^^All  those  who  desire. to  serve  God,and  obey  the  rules 
of  the  Prison."  We  would  refer  to  the  evidence  of  the  Chaplain  for 
many  interesting  facts  connected  with  his  duties,  and  also  in  the  way  of 
suggestions  for  improving  the  condition  of  the  convict  class,  one  of 
which  is  additional  books  for  the  library  and  some  school  books.  There 
has  been  lately  added  to  the  library  some  one  thousand  volumes  of  new 
and  excellent  works,  purchased  with  funds  arising  from,  visitors^  fees. 
We  regard  it  as  very  essential  to  good  discipline  and  reformation,  that 
there  be  kept  up  a  good  supply  of  interesting  books,  and  opportunities 
given  for  giving  them  out  at  stated  intervals.  Many  reasons  might  be 
given  for  this,  and  will  be  found  in  the  evidence  taken  ;  we  will  allude 
to  one.  Dr.  Bacon,  in  his  testimony,  says  that  the  principal  cause  of 
the  cases  of  insanity  in  the  prison  ^^  has  resulted  from  masturbation." 
He  says  there  has  been  great  decrease  in  this  practice,  and  assigns  as 
the  reason,  "  steady  employment  and  labor."  He  recommends  as  a 
remedy  for  this  practice,  '^  an  increase  of  reading  matter."  The  Chap- 
lain also  suggests  that  some  provision  be  made  in  the  nature  of  a 
^'  State  agency  to  take  care  of  and  give  general  direction  to  discharged 
convicts." 

Commissioner  Butz,  in  his  evidence,  also  strongly  recommends  this. 
It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  many  of  the  recommitments  arise  from  the 
want  of  some  provision  of  this  kind.  In  many  States  there  is  a  pro- 
vision made  of  this  character.  If  the  money  now  paid  for  transporta- 
tion to  convicts,  with  a  email  additional  appropriation,  was  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  a  State  agent,  to  be  disbursed  to  the  convicts  when  dis* 
charged,  in  euch  amounts  as  he  thought  proper,  much  good  might  be 
done.  The  Chaplain  might  be  made  this  agent.  In  that  case  heshould 
have  an  assistant,  and  should  be  required  to  look  out  for  employment 
for  such  convicts  as  desired  it,  and  to  otherwise  assist  them.  The  pres- 
ent law  provides  that  "  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chaplain,  when  re- 
quired by  the  Commissioners,  to  give  instructions  in  the  useful  branches 
pf  an  English  education,"  etc.    The  Chaplain  stated  to  the  committee, 
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in  his  evidence,  that  he  did  give  instruction  for  the  first  two  years  to 
some  extent)  from  cell  to  dell,  but  his  other  duties  are  such  that  it  it 
impossible  for  him  to  accomplish  much.  He  says  there  is  considerable 
desire  among  many  of  the  convicts  to  have  an  opportunity  to  impro?e 
themselves.  They  need  school  books.  Now,  if  this  assistant  was  ap* 
pointed,  as  suggested,  he  could  assist  the  Chaplain  iu  helping  to  teach 
these  unfortunate  persons  who,  it  seems,  desire  to  be  edncated.  The 
Chaplain,  in  his  testimony,  page  1,172,  says,  with  assistance,  ^'moch 
can  be  done,  even  though  they  could  not  get  over  it  so  as  to  teaoh  each  one 
properly,  yet  some  would  learn.''  He  refers  to  teaching  them  in  their 
cells.  The  different  cell  houses  are  so  situated  with  reference  to  the 
chapel,  that  it  does  not  seem  practicable  to  allow  any  number  to  con- 
gregate ht  night  for  instruction,  and  it  is  feared  it  might  interfere  with 
good  discipline. 

The 'old  maxim,  ^^an  ounce  of  preventive  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure," 
holds  good  in  application  to  crime.  Much  remains  to  be  done  to  fully 
understand  all  the  causes  and  remedies  for  so  much  crime  in  this  day 
of  books  and  free  schools.  We  need  more  statistics  and  informatioQ 
on  this  important  subject. 

Your  committee  has  much  that  they  desire  to  say  under  this  head, 
but  must  leave  it  for  others  to  take  up  and  solve  the  problem. 

FIHANOIAL  OOHnrriON  OF  THB  PBNrrENTIABT. 

Your  committee  commenced  this  branch  of  its  investigation  from 
July  1, 1867,  the  time  at  which  the  State  took  control  of  the  institu- 
tion. They  found  for  the  first  eighteen  months  the  books  in  a  very 
bad  condition,  poorly  kept  and  without  system,  so  that  it  was  impoed- 
ble  to  balance  them,  or  arrive  at  any  intelligible  conclusion  from  an 
examination  of  them.  We  therefore  took  the  cash  book  and  examJDed 
the  receipts,  item  by  item,  and  attempted  to  make  an  allegation  of  the 
different  accounts  so  as  to  ascertain  what  departments  had  been  the 
most  unprofitable,  and  in  that  way  account  for  the  loss,  but,  after  spend- 
ing a  good  deal^of  time,  found  that  impracticable.  We  therefore  went 
through  with  the  examination  as  a  whole.  In  the  same  manner  we 
examined  the  expenditures,  and  the  result  of  our  labors  will  be  found 
in  schedule  marked  L,  herewith  presented. 

The  cash  book  for  August,  1867,  fails  to  show  an  expenditure  of 
$1,886  14,  paid  by  John  Ileid,  Commissioner,  to  A.  B.  Sharp,  for  sub- 
sistence ;  it  appears  in  Warden's  report,  and  appears  to  have  been  after- 
ward included  in  some  entry,  as  the  amount  appearing  in  cash  book, 
aa  received  from  Mr.  Beid,  and  that  appearing  by  his  voucbera  to  have 
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been  paid  to  Warden,  agree.  There  are  also  several  other  discrepan- 
eies  of  small  aoioant,  appearing  doring  several  months  in  1867  and 
1868,  and  mostly  afterwards  corrected  on  books.  During  the  month 
of  July,  the  books  do  not  show  the  business  done.  For  instance,  Adams 
A  Sharp  furnished  beef  to  quite  a  large  amount  ($2,000),  which  does 
not  appear  credited  to  them;  neither  does  the  $1,386  14  appear  to 
have  been  charged  them,  but  from  the  best  information  we  could  get, 
it  was  adjusted  properly,  without  loss  to  the  State,  but  in  a  very 
irregular  manner.  We  found  it  quite  difficult  in  getting  at  the  cash 
receipts  and  expenditures,  from  the  fact  that  they  keep  money  in 
banks  and  in  the  hands  of  their  commission  merchants,  drawing  drafts 
thereon,  which  we  regard  as  a  very  bad  practice,  as  it  complicates  the 
accounts. 

For  this  reason,  we  found  it  impracticable  to  balance  cash  accounts 
at  stated  periods  by  taking  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  to  do  so, 
had  to  carry  it  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  This  grew  out  of  the  fact 
that  the  report  made  to  the  Auditor  was  not  a  copy  of  the  transactions 
appearing  in  cash  book,  but  the  actual  receipts  and  expenditures.  This 
will  account  for  some  apparent  differences  between  the  Auditor's  re- 
ports and  the  books. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  $177,275  69  of  expenditures  for 
which  we  found  no  vouchers  in  the  files  of  the  office  of  the  Commis- 
sioner or  Warden.  And  $10,388  16,  where  the  vouchers  were  in  the 
nature  of  memorandums,  merely  signed  by  the  clerk  or  some  em- 
ployee, that  the  amount  was  paid  to  the  person  entitled  to  the  same. 
This  occurred,  it  will  be  seen,  almost  entirely  during  the  first  eighteen 
months,  when  the  whole  business  seems  to  have  been  conducted  in  a 
very  loose  and  careless  manner.  The  then  acting  Commissioners 
testify  that  they  were  in  the  habit  of  examining  each  monthly  state- 
ment and  comparing  it  with  vouchers,  and  that  they,  with  some  few 
exceptions,  found  the  proper  vouchers.  The  vouchers  were  very  care- 
lessly kept  during  the  first  two  years,  and  no  doubt  many  of  them  have 
been  either  lost  or  destroyed,  as  we  understand  at  one  time  a  large 
quantity  of  papers  were  found  in  a  dry  goods  box,  that  had  the 
appearance  of  being  used  as  waste  paper.  The  vouchers  that  are  in 
the  nature  of  memorandums  and  signed  by  clerks  are  mostly  for 
money  purporting  to  have  been  paid  convicts,  and  the  reason  assigned 
for  this,  by  the  officers,  is  that  they  did  not  consider  the  convict's  re- 
ceipt good  for  anything.  If  the  law  of  1867,  section  34  of  which  is  as 
follows :  "  Said  Commissioners  shall  make  to  the  Auditor,  on  the  first 
day  of  each  month,  a  detailed  statement  of  all  moneys  received  and 
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expended  daring  the  preceding  month,  and  aooompany  sttoh  nport 
unth  proper  voucher$  of  all  such  expenditures,  duplicates  of  snch  Tou- 
chers to  be  retained  by  said  Commissioners  at  the  Penitentiary,"  had 
been  complied  with,  this  diflSculty  as  to  vouchers  would  not  have 
arisen.  We  find,  however,  that  duplicate  vouchers  were  not  filed  with 
the  Auditor  until  some  time  in  1870,  so  that  there  is  no  evidence  left 
but  the  books  and  the  testimony  of  the  Commissioners,  that  the 
amounts  were  paid.  The  committee  would  express  the  opinion  that 
from  their  examination  of  the  entries  in  the  books  and  other  testimony, 
that  the  amounts  were  undoubtedly  paid,  but  they  cannot  do  less  than 
censure  in  the  moat  severe  termSy  the  manner  the  books  and  papers  were 
kept,  and  the  neglect  in  not  filing  duplicate  vouchers  in  the  Auditor's 
office,  as  required  by  law. 

The  Commissioners'  report  of  December  1st,  1868,  shows  an  excess 
of  assets  over  liabilities  of  $2,508  16 ;  this  was  not  the  true  financial 
condition  of  the  institution  at  that  time,  as  we  find  that  there  were 
debts  due  the  Penitentiary,  not  included  in  statement,  and  which  were 
afterwards  paid,  of  $65,7<')6  23,  and  a  difierence  of  assets  as  reported 
and  as  realized,  amounting  to  $21,627  23,  as  will  appear  by  schedule 
marked  "  O."  The  inventory  was  appraised  at  more  than  its  value, 
and  all  of  the  improvements  and  repairs  made  from  July  1, 1867,  were 
included  in  the  inventory  at  very  full  prices,  amounting  to  (less  losses 
by  fire,  which  appears  as  a  credit  in  inventory)  $68,331  66.  (See 
schedule  marked  — .)  Most  of  these  improvements  are  not  properly 
chargeable  to  the  management,  as  they  were  for  finishing  the  Warden's 
House,  etc.,  as  contemplated  in  the  original  plan.

As  the  agricultural  implements  then  on  hand  were  subsequeDtljr 
disposed  of,  and  the  arrangement  as  to  cultivators  with  Barber  & 
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Lomax  that  was  afterwards  consammated,  the  actual  loss  connected  with 
the  business  of  that  year  must  have  been  at  least  $25,000  00  more, 
which  should  be  added  to  the  loss,  making  it  all  $177,386  22.  In 
connection  with  the  settlement  made  between  the  Penitentiarj  and 
Messrs.  Barber  &  Lomax,  the  testimony  of  W.  H.  Lewis  throws  some 
suspicion  of  some  of  the  officers  being  interested  in  its  profits.  From 
the  whole  investigation,  however,  we  were  unable  to  fix  such  charge 
upon  any  one.  It  was  ceitainly  a  very  unprofitable  contract  from  begin- 
ing  to  end,  and  the  final  settlement,  to  say  the  least,  exhibited  rery 
poor  judgment  somewhere,  but  just  upon  whom  to  fix  the  responsi- 
bility seems  to  be  difficult.

Commissioner  Beid,  in  his  minority  report  of  December  1st,  18'69,' 
says: 

*^Tbe  institution  was  then  running  farther  in  debt  at  about  the  rate  of  |20,0G0  per  month,*' 
sad  he  further  says,  '*  under  the  milder  though  no  less  eifeethre  rules  adopted  by  the  Stkte 
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offloera  on  taking  possetsion,  and  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  enbetltote  for  the  ]Mt(diik 
cell),  the  mstitution  was  running  suocessfuUy,  both  as  to  the  safety  of  the  inmates  and  pre- 
cuniary  interests  of  the  State;  and  had  the  discipline  been  continued  during  the  preieot 
year,  I  haye  no  doubt  we  would  to  day  present  your  Excellency  with  a  report  showing  not  only 
a  self-sustaining  instititution,  but  proven  satisfactorily  that  the  whipping  post  and  like  tortuns 
are  not  indispeiisable  to  good  discipline."

The  lo68|  as  appears  in  statements  aforesaid,  is  $547,083  80.  The 
amount  of  statement  of  items  that  was  paid  by  the  State  under  the 
lease  system  is  $255,396  81,  from  which  shoald  be  dedncted  the  rent 
paid  by  the  lessees  in  order  to  show  the  trne  comparison,  which  for  four 
years  and  five  mouths,  at  $5,100  per  annum,  the  amount  Casey  &  Hen* 
dricks  paid,  would  leave  $232,871  81;  deducted  from  the  loss,  would 
leave  a  balance  of  lose  in  four  years  and  five  months  of  $314,211  99. 
We  take  these  items  from  the  books,  except  in  a  few  instances 
where  it  is  only  estimated.  The  repairs,  we  think,  are  charged 
too  high,  and  it  may  be  a  question  whether  the  overwork  should 
appear  here,  but  the  committee  are  satisfied  it  was  a  donation  to 
the  convicts,  inasmuch  as  they  never  did  more  than  a  reasonable  day's 
work,  and  on  an  average  not  that,  and  in  no  case  more  than  was  re- 
quired by  the  lessees ;  and  as  one  of  the  prison  employees  remarked, 
'^  the  convicts,  even  with  overwork,  never  began  to  do  as  good  a  day's 
work  as  they  are  now  all  doing." 

In  order  to  show  the  total  loss  of  the  institution  to  Korember  30th, 
1871,  in  another  way,  we  make  the  following  statement  of  the  condi- 
tion of  its  liabilities  and  resources  for  the  four  years  and  five  months 
ending  on  that  day :

This  statement,  it  will  be  seen,  makes  the  loss  $544,699  22,  while  the 
statement  of  the  loss  in  the  different  years,  as  appears  in  the  recapita- 
lation  preceding  the  statement,  is  $547,083  80,  making  a  difference  by 
these  two  tests  of  only  $2,884  58,  proving  that  we  have  arrived  at 
very  nearly  the  correct  figures  in  both  cases. 

The  inquiry  will  at  once  be  made :  How  do  yon  account  for  this 
great  loss  %   We  answer : 

I^irit — On  account  of  inexperienced  and  incompetent  management 

Second — ^The  want  of  harmony  in  the  management. 

Third — In  the  depreciation  of  property  and  manufactured  articles, 
which  has  been  the  experience  of  all  persons  engaged  in  manufactur- 
iDg  during  the  same  time. 

Fourth — ^Tbe  want  of  stability  in  the  plans  of  management,  and  the 
many  changes  in  officers  and  subordinates. 

Itfth — ^Loose  and  careless  manner  during  the  first  two  years  or  more 
of  purchasing  and  receiving  goods* 

Sixth — Payments  of  large  amounts  of  interest — $53,001  87 — see 
schedule  marked  B.

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This  is  a  large  amonnt  of  loss  accraing  daring  that  length  of  time 
from  the  amonnt  of  business  done,  and  sustains  our  first  reason  giTen 
for  the  loss. 

We  would  submit  also,  in  support  of  our  first  reason,  the  following 
from  the  Commissioners'  report  to  Auditor,  of  1867.  Thej  asked  for 
$146,000  of  the  appropriation  of  1867,  to  take  advantage  of  ^  cheap 
priceff^  of  raw  material  for  manufacturing.  They  say :  ^The  current 
earnings  will  cover  the  current  expenses  for  subsistence,  clothing,  etc., 
and  by  the  time  we  have  made  up  all  the  stock  to  be  now  purchaeed, 
into  manufactured  goods,  we  confidently  anticipate  our  ability  to  make 
the  institution  self-sustaining.  '  We  will  probably  not  find  it  neceessrj 
to  make  another  draft  on  the  Treasury  of  the  State.  This  draft  for 
$140,000  will  probably,  almost  certainly,  be  the  last,  and  this  will  onlj 
exhaust  $200,000  of  the  $300,000  appropriated.  The  probability  it 
that  before  the  ead  of  next  year  we  will  be  able  to  return  to  the  Treas- 
ury a  good  share  of  the  $200,000  drawn  out,  and  perhaps  all  of  it 
We  have  figured  closely  on  it,  and  our  Warden,  a  man  of  eminently 
practical  business  qualifications,  feels  positive  that  we  are  now  making 
our  last  draft  on  you." 

The  sequel  shows  that  whatever  their  detire  may  have  been,  they 
did  not  understand  or  were  not  familiar  with  the  subject.  Taking 
their  reports,  except  that  of  Commissioner  Keid's  minority  report  for 
December  1, 1869,  we  would  be  led  to  believe  that  everything  was 
harmonious  and  the  institution  almost  self-sustaining.  We  cannot  too 
severely  condemn  the  practice  which  seems  to  have  been  adopted  by 
the  Commissioners  of  ^^  doctoring"  their  reports  so  as  to  cover  up  the 
true  condition  of  the  institution.  If  this  had  not  been  done,  the  atten- 
tion of  the  public  and  the  General  Assembly  would  have  been  called 
to  the  necessity  of  some  change,  which  might  have  resulted  in  a  saving 
of  much  of  the  loss  since  accruing.  We  would  ask  a  comparison  of 
our  report  with  that  of  the  Commissioners  as  to  their  financial  condition 
at  the  time  of  their  report.  In  support  of  the  other  reasons,  we  would 
refer  to  the  evidence  herewith  submitted.  One  singular  fact  in  conneo> 
tion  with  the  report  of  the  Commissioners,  occurs  in  that  of  Deeembec 
1, 1870.  The  evidence  will  show  that  Commissioner  Reid  was  very 
much  dissatisfied  with  Perkins'  appointment  as  Warden,  and  his  man* 
agement — see  his  minority  report  of  1869,  as  well  as  his  own  testi* 
mony«  in  which  he  is  in  part  supported  by  other  testimony.  But  in  the 
face  of  all  this,  the  Commissioners'  report  of  1870,  referred  to,  in  doe* 
iug,  says  • 
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^  In  oondadiDg  this  report,  we  have  to  notioe  the  resignatioD  of  the 
Wardenehip  by  George  W.  Perkins.  This  occurred  several  weeks 
since,  to  take  effect  at  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  year,  andto*dayhe 
is  relieved  from  doty,  af^er  having  filled  the  position  one  year  and  seven 
months.  And  we  respectfally  submit  that  the  result  of  Mr.  Perkins^ 
labors  will  appear  to  every  fair-minded  man  as  highly  sncceesfnl,  and 
we  woald  take  this  occasion  to  commend  that  officer  for  his  earnest 
and  devoted  zeal  in  the  performance  of  his  arduous  and  complicated 
duties ;"  and  is  signed  by  all  the  Commissioners.  The  periodical  har- 
mony then  prevailed. 

It  affords  us  mnch  pleasure  in  being  able  to  show  that  dnring  the 
last  year,  the  loss  has  been  comparatively  small,  and  that  during  the 
last  three  months  the  institution  has  been  undoubtedly  self-sustaining. 
The  principal  loss  during  last  year  has  arisen  from  the  shoe  shop, 
where  there  has  evidently  been  mismanagement,  and  perhaps  some 
peculation.  The  Oommissioners  have  been  endeavoring  to  ferret 
it  out,  but  report  that  they  had  failed  to  arrive  at  any  definite  conclu- 
sion. We  also  took  some  evidence,  the  result  of  which  only  showed 
that  the  institution,  being  without  cofA,  had  to  purchase  leather  at 
eredU  prices,  and  in  teaching  and  breaking  in  so  many  inexperienced 
convicts  in  the  business,  expended  time  and  money.  It  was  also  nec- 
essary to  make  first-class  work  in  order  to  get  a  reputation  in  the  mar- 
ket, and  which  goods  had  to  be  sold  at  first  for  very  low  prices  The 
plan  adopted,  however,  has  proven  a  good  investment,  as  it  enabled  the 
Penitentiary  to  lease  the  labor  of  the  shoemakers  on  favorable  terms. 

There  is  now  no  reason  why  the  Penitentiary  should  not  be  self-sus- 
taining. They  have  contracted  250  convicts  for  five  years  to  M.  Selz 
&  Co.,  at  shoemaking,  for  65  cents  per  day  ;  165  coopers  for  five  and 
half  years,  to  J.  H.  Winterbotbam,  at  70^^  cents  per  day ;  SP  harness 
makers,  to  Hardy  &  Short,  for  five  years,  at  75  cents  per  day  ;  85  n^en 
for  eight  years,  to  the  Ohio  Butt  Company,  at  65  cents  per  day,  and  225 
cigar  makers  to  the  Fuller  Cigar  Company,  at  (3  25  per  thousand 
cigars  made,  averaging  about  50  cents  per  day.  This  latter  contract 
includes  a  number  of  one-armed  men,  crippled  and  otherwise  disabled 
convicts,  who  are  employed  in  '^  stripping"  tobacco,  etc. 

For  the  particulars  of  the  contracts  mentioned,  we  would  refer  to  the 
synopsis  of  the  Commissioners'  journal,  which  is  herewith  submitted 
with  our  exhibits*  There  are  about  SOO  men  now  employed  in  the 
stone  department  of  the  prison,  who  are  earning  in  the  neighborhood  of 
one  dollar  per  day.  This  department  and  the  blacksmith  and  machine^ 
shops,  are  the  only  unes  uow  carried  QU  hj  tb^  6tate^  and  which,  in  th^ 
Vol,  n-80 
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ppinion  of  your  committee,  should  ako  be  contracted  out  at  the  eatliert 
opportanity. 

It  is  contended  by  eome,  that  nntil  the  State  Honse  is  finished,  the 
prison  better  control  the  stone  department,  and  this  makes  it 
to  continue  the  blacksmith  shop,  to  keep  the  stone  cutter's  tools  in 
pair.  Bat  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  next  season  will  be 
a  good  one  to  make  a  favorable  contract  for  this  convict  labor,  on  ae 
count  of  the  great  demand  for  cut  stone  in  Chicago. 

When  the  labor  is  all  contracted,  the  pay-roll  and  other  expenses 
can  be  very  much  reduced.  We  would  mention  the  fact  in  this  con- 
nection, that  the  pay-roll  has  been  gradually  reduced  during  the  last 
year,  and  may  yet  stand  a  little  more  of  the  same  treatment  and  not  in- 
terfere with  efficiency. 

There  is  no  reason  why  the  institution  should  not  only  be  self-eus- 
taining  next  year  and  for  all  time  to  come,  but  pay  something  into  the 
State  treasury,  or  for  permanent  improvements,  unless  there  is  mis^ 
management  and  repetition  of  the  past,  by  wrangling  and  quarreling 
as  to  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  credit,  if  any  is  due,  or  who  shall 
bear  the  blame  for  any  loss  or  mismanagement. 

There  has  been  a  decided  change  for  the  better  in  the  management 
of  our  prison,  during  the  past  year,  the  credit  for  which  is  not  all  due 
to  any  one  person.  It  has  been  in  part  from  a  combination  of  drcnm- 
stances.  We  refrain  from  making  any  .invidious  distinctions,  prefer- 
ring to  leave  the  credit  due,  to  be  shared  jointly  by  those  entitled  to 
the  same,  believing  that  an  appreciative  and  deserving  public  will  find 
no  difficulty  in  ascertaining  to  whom  credit  is  due. 

UNVBOSSSABY  FOB  MANAGBlCBfirr. 

We  ar^  authorized  to  direct  the  Warden  to  dispose  of  all  machinery, 
stock  and  assets  of  the  Penitentiary  unnecessary  for  the  proper  em- 
ployment of  the  convicts  and  the  management  of  the  prison. 

In  order  to  ascertain  what  there  was  of  this  class  of  property  and  the 
amount,  we  directed  the  Warden  to  separate  and  designate  such  when 
we  were  listing  the  property,  so  as  to  make  a  proper  appraisement 
This  required  considerable  labor  and  time  in  making  such  selecti<m,  as 
well  as  listing  the  other  property  and  appraisiug  the  same,  and  is  the 
reason  why  we  have  not  been  able  to  report  at  an  earlier  day  in  the 
session.  We  desired  to  be  thorough  and  to  have  a  fair  and  honest  in. 
ventory  of  all  property  on  hand.  We  called  upon  George  H.  Steward, 
of  Piano,  who  has  bad  considerable  experience  in  mannfactming,  and 
a  knowledge  of  values;  also,  Hon.  Horace  Singer,  qnarryman  of  L^ 
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mont ;  James  Backer,  of  Mokena ;  James  Miller,  chief  eogineer  of 
the  priaoQ,  and  Alexander  Gross,  Saperintendent  stone  department  of 
the  prison,  as  appraisers,  with  instrnctions  to  .valae  the  property  "  nn- 
necessary  for  managements,"  at  what  it  conld  be  converted  into  cash 
within  the  next  twelve  months,  and  the  balance  of  the  property  at  what 
it  was  worth  to  the  prison  in  its  present  condition.  The  result  of  this 
labor  will  be  foand  in  the  inventory  herewith  submitted  with  oar  other 
exhibits.  We  also  submitted  it  to  the  Warden  and  Oommissioners, 
who  expresed  themselves,  as  a  whole,  satisfied. 

There  will  be  found  under  the  head  of  ^^  unnecessary  for  manage- 
ment," $62,495  30,  and  in  addition  there  is  $4,846  81  (see  statement 
aooompanying  our  report,  marked  U,)  in  the  hands  of  the  Warden,  as 
the  proceeds  of  property  already  sold  under  our  direction. 

We  have  given  no  special  direction  as  to  the  disposition  of  this  prop- 
erty undisposed  of,  preferring  to  wait  the  final  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  its  application. 

There  will  undoubtedly  be  other  property,  when  the  balance  of  the 
labor  is  contracted,  that  will  probably  come  under  this  head,  as  to 
which,  as  well  as  to  all  the  rest  of  the  assets  and  property  not  neces- 
eary  to  pay  debts,  should  be,  by  some  provision  of  law,  ordered,  as  it  is 
converted  into  cash,  paid  into  State  treasury,  so  that  the  future  man- 
sgenaent  should  be  held  to  strict  account  and  to  live  on  their  re- 
forces. 

▲XTDITINa  CLAIMS. 

Before  proceeding  to  audit  the  claims  sgainst  the  Penitentiary,  it 
was  decided  to  issue  a  circular  letter  addressed  to  all  of  the  creditors 
of  the  institution,  so  far  as  they  could  be  ascertained,  notifying  them  to 
make  itemized  accounts,  verified  by  affidavit  thereto  attached,  stating 
that  the  accounts  were  just,  true  and  unpaid,  and  that  all  fair  credits 
werc^  indorsed  thereoni*,  and  where  acceptances,  notes  or  drafts  were 
held,  that  a  detailed  statement  of  the  considerations  for  which  they  were 
riveD,  should  be  made  and  forwarded,  and  that  all  allowances  er  claims 
br  interest  should  be  given  as  separate  items,  showing  the  time  and 
Rtte  per  cent  charged. 

On  receiving  claims  in  itemized  form,  accompanied  with  affidavits  as 
required  by  circular  letter,  your  committee,  after  examining  each  claim 
carefully  and  comparing  it  with  the  books  of  the  prison,  if  found  cor- 
lect  and  the  prices  charged  reasonable,  entered  the  claim  upon  a  tabu- 
kr  statement.  If  found  incorrect  or  requiring  explanation  or  farther 
ftoot,  tho  claim  was  immediately  returned  for  correction,  and  the  party 
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notified  what  farther  statements  or  proofi  were  neoessary,  and,  in  tome 
cases,  to  appear  in  person  with  witnesses.  In  many  cases  it  was  fonad 
that  the  evidence  of  the  indebtedness  was  in  the  shape  of  aceeptaneei 
of  Oeo.  W.  Perkins,  Warden,  and  Elmer  Washburn,  Warden.  lo 
snch  cases  the  parties  were  required  to  file  their  acceptances,  together 
with  itemized  accounts  showing  the  original  consideration,  which  in 
every  instance  was  complied  with,  except  in  claim  !N'o.  97,  in  which  cms 
the  acceptance  was  presented  bat  not  filed,  and  in  claim  No.  79,  whsie 
the  testimony  shows  that  the  acceptance  was  destroyed.  (See  affidsTit 
attached  to  claim.) 

Herewith  is  presented  schedule  ^'A''  of  claims  passed  upon  by  tlis 
committee,  and  which  are  believed  to  have  been  fnlly  proven  jost,  rea- 
sonable and  unpaid.  This  schedule  shows  the  amount  of  book  acoocnt, 
interest  on  same;  acceptances  and  interest  on  same;  and  amount  of  in- 
terest included  in  principal  of  acceptance,  with  other  remarks  and  infor- 
matlon,  for  the  particulars  of  which  your  attention  is  respectfully  invi- 
ted to  the  schedule  itself.  By  said  schedule  it  will  appear  that  the  total 
amount  of  the  principal  of  book  account  is  $12,20  L  10 ;  that  the  total 
amount  of  principal  of  acceptances,  exclusive  of  interest  in  principal  of 
acceptances,  is  $193,227  13.  The  interest  on  book  account,  as  appetra 
in  said  schedule,  is  $3,268  24;  of  interest  on  acceptances,  $3,716  €T, 
less  interest  included  in  acceptances  after  April  1,  1871,  as  appears 
under  that  head  in  schedule,  $-)79  12,  leaving  a  balance  of  $3,137  U 
of  interest  on  acceptances,  April  1,  1871.  Under  the  head  of  interert 
included  in  principal  of  acceptances,  in  said  schedule  ^^A,"  there  ap- 
pears the  sum  of  $13,839  48.

On  the  question  of  allowing  interest  on  these  claims,  and  as  a  reason 
for  our  computing  interest  thereon,  we  would  submit  the  following 
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news.  We  are  aware  that  gOTemmentSy  as  a  general  thing,  do  not 
pay  iDterest  on  deferred  settlements  or  npon  claims  against  them,  ex- 
cept by  an  express  provision  of  law,  and  we  find  no  law  anthorizing  the 
payment  of  interest  by  the  State  on  these  claims,  or  anthorizing  the 
Crotnmissioners  or  Warden  to  bind  the  State  to  any  agreement  they 
might  make  for  payment  of  interest.  But  this  should  not  shield  the 
State  in  withholding  money  dne  withoat  incnrring  the  liability  of  the 
principle  so  nnirersally  recognized  as  jastly  demanding  interest  for  the 
nse  of  money — its  allowance  with  the  principal  snm  is  made  very 
clearly  and  strons^ly,  as  falling  within  the  large  and  liberal  principle  of 
moral  eqnirj  and  jnstice,  for  there  should  be  no  distiaction  between  the 
moral  obligation  of  a  State  and  an  indiridnal.  There  can  be  no  legal 
objection  nrged  against  allowing  interest,,  at  least  until  the  adoption  of 
the  new  constitution.  Since  that  time  the  General  Assembly  may  be 
prohibited  by  section  19,  article  4,  of  the  constitution.  We  refer  to 
this,  offering  no  opinion  either  way.  We  have,  therefore,  in  all  cases, 
presented  the  interest  and  principal  separately,  leaving  to  the  General 
Assembly  to  do  in  the  premises  what  to  them  appears  equitable  and 
just. 

The  interest  computed,  in  all  cases  where  there  is  no  agreement  ap- 
pearing, written  or  oral,  is  at  six  per  cent.  Where  the  acceptance  bears 
ten  per  cent,  or  an  agreement  was  made  to  appear  for  the  payment  of 
a  stipulated  rate,  interest  was  computed  at  that  rate,  and  in  all  cases 
computed  to  April  1,  1871.  The  time  from  which  interest  was  ascer- 
tained on  book  account,  was  determined  from  commercial  custom  or 
general  unerstanding. 

Your  committee  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  while  only  six  per 
cent  interest  has  been  computed  on  accounts  and  acceptances  not  bear- 
ing interest,  in  most,  if  not  all  of  these  cases,  the  parties  are  as  much 
entitled  to  ten  per  cent,  as  those  who  have  been  more  diligent  in  fol- 
lowing up  their  claims  and  obtaining  acceptances  including  ten  percent 
on  book  account,  and  bearing  ten  per  cent  upon  their  face,  and  that 
equity  would  require  that  all  claimants  be  allowed  the  same  rate. 

Schedule  ^'  B  "  contains  claims  and  parts  of  claims,  and  explanations 
with  reference  thereto,  amounting  to  $11,816  61,  which  the  proof  fur- 
nished your  committee  fails  to  sustain,  and  which,  therefor,  we  do  not 
approve  and  include  in  schedale  ^^A." 

Schedule  ^^O  "  contains  a  list  of  claims  appearing  to  be  due  by  the 
books  of  the  Penitentiary,  but  the  claimants  failea  to  present  them  to 
the  oommittee,  although  notified  to  do  so. 
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Since  said  ficbednle  was  made  up  J.  LaF.  Eiog  baa  filed  proof  of  lus 
claim  with  the  committee,  amounting  to  $447  95.  A.  Merriman,  wbo 
has  a  claimof  $800,  has  since  written  to  the  committee  that  he  was^pre- 
vented  from  appearing  before  them  on  accoant  of  the  Chicago  fire  and 
the  sickness  of  a  brother.  J.  H.  Felton,  who  has  a  claim  of  $102  47, 
has  since  written  to  the  committee  that  he  had  forwarded  some  state- 
ment relative  to  his  account,  but  which*was  never  received.  The  com- 
mittee have  no  donbt  that  the  claims  included  in  this  schedule  are  all 
justly  due  and  unpaid,  and  that  provision  shonld  be  made  for  tfaor 
payment. 

Schedule  '^  D  "  is  a  list  of  claims  appearing  to  be  dae  by  the  boob 
of  the  Penitentiary,  but  are  believed  to  have  been  paid  or  in  error. 
Schedule  "  £  "  is  a  list  of  claims  where  the  claimants  are  indebted  to 
the  institution  more  than  enough  to  balance  their  accounts. 

Schedale  '^F^'  is  a  list  of  claims  which  were  by  agreement  to  be  paid 
in  trade,  and  are  now  either  paid  or  being  paid  in  that  way. 

In  addition  to  the  claims  appearing  in  the  schedule  referred  to, 
there  was  due  the  convicts  for  money  deposited  and  for  ^^overwork," 
$7,939  84,  which  is  properly  a  liability  April  1, 1871.  Part  of  this 
amount  has  already  been  paid  and  is  now  being  paid  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  convicts  who  have  money  to  their  credit  are  discharged  from  the 
prison.  The  committee  would  refer  especially  to  the  following  cUim 
incladed  in  schedule  ^^A" : 

"  No.  81.    Hall,  Kimbark  &  Co." 

This  is  one  of  the  largest  claims,  and  extends  back  to  1867.  The 
committee  had  George  H.  Steward,  who  is  familiar  with  the  prices  ^ 
the  class  of  goods  furnished,  and  who  was  one  of  our  appraisers,  ex- 
amine their  bills  of  items,  and  he  reports  that  as  a  whole,  the  prices 
are  fair  and  reasonable.  It  will  be  seen 'by  reference  to  schedule  ^^A,** 
that  we  have  deducted  $500  discount  on  Auditor's  warrant,  charged  for 
that  amount  paid  to  have  an  Auditor's  warrant  cashed,  which  was  paid 
to  them  by  the  Warden  under  the  direction  of  the  Oommissioners,  as 
appears  by  their  journal,  evidently  to  be  applied  at  par.  The  warrant 
was  cashed  by  the  State  Treasurer,  as  we  find  from  statement  made  by 
the  Auditor,  and  during  the  same  month.  They  also  charge  $190  for 
culls  on  a  lot  of  wagon  stock  sold  by  the  Penitentiary  to  them.  The 
evidence  shows  that  they  sent  their  foreman  to  the  Penitentiary  to  ex- 
amine  and  select  the  stock,  and  that  when  doing  so  he  offered  $50  to 
employee  Leland,  who  had  charge  of  shipping,  if  he  would  cull  it  in 
their  intei  est.  The  stock  was  shipped  and,  as  they  daim,  their  fore* 
man,  who  selected  before  shipment  was  made,  found  culls  to  above 
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imoant.  They  did  not  notify  the  Penitentiary  for  a  long  time,  and 
when  they  did  the  cnlls  had  been  sold  for  firewood,  bo  that  it  was  be- 
yond the  power  of  the  prison  anthoritiea  to  satisfy  themselves  in  the 
matter. 

We  cannot|  therefore,  recommend  the  allowance  of  these  two  items. 
We  also  dedncted  $151  87,  a  charge  for  mistake  made  in  former  bills. 
Since  the  schedule  has  been  made,  there  has  been  presented  to  the  com- 
mittee the  railroad  receipt  from  the  Penitentiary  of  fifty  sets  thimble 
skeins,  in  place  of  five  sets,  as  allowed.  We  wonld  therefore  recom- 
mend the  allowance  of  that  amount,  in  addition  to  that  stated  in  sched- 
ule "A." 

The  committee  has  been  in  some  donbt  as  to  whether  they  were  au- 
thorized or  expected  to  make  any  recommendation  as  to  the  payo^ent 
of  these  claims,  or  as  to  the  propriety  of  offering  an  opinion  as  to 
whether  they  were  contracted  under  authority  of  law.  It  was  made 
our  duty  to  audit  the  claims,  and  to  do  that  it  would  seem  necessary 
that  they  should  either  approve  or  reject ;  and  to  do  that  they  must 
necessarily  consider  whether  they  Were  legally  contracted  or  not  under 
authority  of  law,  that  being  the  basis  upon  which  their  validity  rests. 
They  would  therefore  respectfully  present  their  views  and  conclusions 
in  that  respect. 

By  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  in  relation  to  the  Penitentiary,  ap- 
proved June  20,  1867,  under  which  these  debts  were  contracted,  the 
Commissioners  were  directed  to  take  possession  of  the  Penitentiary, 
and  to  *^make  all  necessary  provision  for  feeding,  clothing,  guarding, 
and  safe  keeping  of  the  convicts."  By  the  twenty-fifth  section  of  that 
act  it  is  provided,  ^'said  Oommissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tract for  provisions,  clothing,  medicines,  forage,  fuel  and  other  snpplies 
for  the  Penitentiary,  for  any  period  of  time  not  exceeding  one  year ; 
and  such  contracts  shall  be  given  to  the  lowest  bidder,  at  a  public  let- 
ting thereof,  if  the  price  is  a  fair,  reasonable  one,  or  no  greater  than 
the  reasonable  market  value  or  price."  Then  follows  the  provision  that 
each  bid  shall  be  accompanied  with  a  bond,  etc. ;  notice  of  the  letting 
to  be  given  in  two  daily  newspapers,  etc.  It  further  provides  that  if 
the  bids  at  sach  lettings  are. deemed  unreasonably  high,  the  Commis- 
sioners may,  in  their  discretion,  decline  to  contract,  etc. ;  and  in  the 
meantime  the  Commissioners  may  contract  with  any  one  whose  offer 
may  be  regarded  as  just  and  proper — but  no  contract  shall  be  for  more 
than  sixty  days.  By  the  thirty-second  section,  in  case  the  Commis- 
sioners are  unable  to  lease  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  they  are  authorized 
to  provide  for  the  employment  of  the  convict  labor  in  such  mannfactur- 
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iog  or  mechanical  bneiness  as  will  be  most  remunerative  to  the  Stats ; 
and  for  that  purpose  are  authorized  to  procure,  in  behalf  of  the  State, 
all  necessary  tools,  machinery  and  fixtures  ^^for  the  carrying  on  sock 
mechanical  or  manufacturiDg  business  in  the  Penitentiary,  and  to  pur- 
chase all  necessary  manufacturing  material  so  as  to  keep  the  convietB 
employed."  By  the  16th  section  the  Warden  is  made  the  financial 
agent  of  the  Institution,  and  ^^  shall  act  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
Commissioners  in  making  contracts,  and  for  furnishing  the  neceiaarj 
supplies  for  their  support,  and  in  purchasing  such  raw  material  as  may 
be  required  to  be  manufactured  by  convict  labor."  The  aatbority  to 
contract  for  furnishing  supplies,  etc.,  is  evidently  conferred  upon 
the  Oommissioners.  The  Warden  is  made  the  financial  agent,  with 
power  to  make  purchases  under  the  direction  of  the  OommissioneiBi 
which  really  makes  him  their  agent. 

As  will  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  items  of  account  acoom- 
panying  each  claim,  these  debts  were  created  for  supplies,  raw  material 
for  manufacturing  by  convict  labor,  tools,  machinery  and  fixtures.  The 
committee  find  from  the  evidence  that  the  contracts  were  made  by  the 
Oommissioners  or  by  the  Warden,  either  under  the  direction  of  the 
Oommissioners,  or  his  acts  were  evidently  by  them  subsequently  rati- 
fied, either  expressly  or  implied.  The  question  then  is,  were  they  re- 
stricted or  limited  in  their  power.  It  is  true  nothing  is  said  in  the  act 
whether  they  should  purchase  for  cash  or  credit,  and  if  cash  was  not 
furnished  they  would  clearly  have  the  right  to  buy  on  credit,  unless 
they  are  restricted  by  some  other  provision  of  law.  It  will  be  seen  by 
reference  to  section  25,  of  the  act  of  1867,  referred  to  above,  which 
provides  the  manner  in  which  contracts  are  authorized  to  be  made  bj 
the  Oommissioners  for  provisions,  etc.,  by  public  lettings,  that  the  Com* 
missioners  are  given  discretionary  power.  If  there  was  no  discretion 
given  the  Oommissioners,  then  the  statute  would  have  to  be  striedj 
pursued,  and  a  contract  made  without  the  statutory  notice  and  let- 
ting would  be  void.  But  under  the  section  referred  to,  a  discretionary 
power  having  been  given  to  the  Oommissioners,  parties  dealing  with 
them  had  the  right  to  presume  that  as  the  contingency  provided  for  had 
arisen  and  the  discretion  had  been  exercised,  they  could  legally  coo' 
tract  as  they  did. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  said  section  25,  that  it  required  that 
bids  should  be  advertised  and  contracts  made  at  public  letting  only  for 
"provisions,"  "clothing,"  "medicines,"  "forage,"  "fuel"  and  other 
"supplies,"  this  limitation  of  power  can  only  apply  to  those  claims  made 
for  such  supplies,    £y  section  32,  also  before  quoted,  the  Oommiseion- 
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ere  are  authorized,  without  limitation  apparently,  "  to, provide  for  the 
purchase  of  alt  necessary  unmanufactured  materials  so  as  to  keep  the 
convicts  employed  ;"  alsoj  by  the  same  section  they  are  authorised  to 
procure,  ^^on  behalf  of  the  State^^^  all  necessary  ^^tools.  machinery  and 
fixtures  for  carrying  on^'  the  business  contemplated  by  said  section.  The 
largest  amount  of  the  claims  is  for  articles  provided  for  under  sectioa 
82,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Schedule  ^'  A,"  and  the  claims  them- 
selves herewith  submitted. 

The  practice^  for  a  short  time,  was  to  advertise  for  all  supplies  as  con* 
templated,  but  from  the  *^  journal  of  proceedings,"  kept  by  the  Oommis* 
siooers  (a  synopsis  of  which,  so  tiar  as  it  relates  to  this  subject,  letting 
of  labor  and  contracts  generally,  we  herewith  annex,  marked  Exhibit 
^T,*')  we  fitid  the  system  was  soon  almost  entirely  disregarded.  Ttio 
reason  given  for  this  by  the  Commissioners  and  others  examined,  was 
that  they  could  purchase  to  better  advantage  in  the  open  market,  from 
time  to  time,  as  they  required  the  supplies.  Bo  far,  then,  it  would  seem 
as  if  these  claims  were  legally  contracted . 

Let  us  see  if^there  are  any  limitations  as  to  the  extent :  The  constitu- 
tion o£lS48,  Article  S,  Section  87,  provides  that  ^^each  General  Assembly 
shall  provide  for  the  appropriations  necessary  for  the  ordinary  and  con« 
tingent  expenses  of  the  government  until  the  adjournment  of  the  next 
regular  session,  the  aggregate  amount  of  which  shall  never  be  increased 
without  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  house,  nor  exceed  the  amount  of 
revenue  authorized  by  law  to  be  raised  in  such  time :  Pramded^  the 
State  may,  to  meet  casual  deficits  or  failures  in  revenue,  contract  debts 
not  to  exceed,  in  the  aggregate,  $50,000,  etc."  This  is  evidently  a  lim« 
itauon  upon  the  Legislature,  and  prohibits  the  creation  of  an  indebt- 
edness beyond  the  amount  of  their  appropriation,  or  the  increasing  of 
the  aggregate  amount  of  appropriations  made  without  a  two*thirds  vote. 
It  cannot  be  contended  that  the  Legislature  could  delegate  powers 
greater  than  their  own.  So  that  your  committee  beg  to  state,  as  their 
eonclusions :  debts  contracted  beyond  the  amount  of  appropriations  of 
the  General  Assembly  are  without  authority  of  law ;  that  until  the 
adoption  of  the  new  constitution  (August  8, 1870,)  these  Commissioners 
were  only  authorized  to  contract  debts  to  the  amount  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  from  time  to  time,  and  any  contract  beyond  these  appropri- 
ations are  without  authority  of  law,  but  may  be  subsequently  provided 
for  by  an  act  of  the  General  A.ssembly,  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
each  house ;  that  for  the  payment  of  debts  contracted  since  the  adop- 
tion of  the  constitution  of  1870,  no  appropriation  can  be  made  by  the 
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General  Assembly,  that  being  prohibited  by  Section  19,  Article*,  of 
the  constitution  of  1870,  which  is  as  follows : 

"  The  General  Assembly  shall  never  *  *  *  anthorize 
the  payment  of  any  claim  or  part  thereof,  hereafter  created  against  the 
State,  nnder  any  agreement  made  without  express  anthority  of  lair, 
and  all  sneh  unauthorized  agreements  or  contracts  shall  be  null  asd 
Toid." 

The  amount  of  these  claims  and  parts  of  claims  contracted  since  the 
8th  day  of  August,  1870,  is  $89,092  63.  It  is  respectfully  submitted 
that  under  the  clause  of  the  constitution  last  quoted,  bo  appropriatioo 
can  be  made  for  their  payment  until  it  shall  first  be  determined  tbst 
they  were  contracted  by  authority  of  law,  a  conclusion  which  the  com- 
mittee has  been  unable  to  arrive  at  To  leave  these  claims  wholly  no- 
provided  for  would  be  an  extreme  hardship  upon  the  claimants,  e8pe^ 
tally  when  it  must  be  conceded  that  they  stand  upon  an  equally  josl 
footing  with  those  claims  contracted  prior  to  the  8th  day  of  Augost, 
1870.  And  while  it  is  believed  that  under  the  respective  daneee  of  the 
conatitution  of  1848,  and  that  of  1870  above  cited,  they  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  claims  contracted  by  authority  of  law ;  yet,  it  is  the  opinioa 
of  the  entire  committee  that  in  equity,  and  as  a  matter  of  abstract  jus- 
tice, they  ought  to  be  paid,  and  that  upon  these  grounds,  and  bat  for 
the  constitutional  prohibition,  no  objection  to  their  payment  coold  be 
properly  urged. 

The  committee  has  sought  earnestly  to  harmonize  the  convictioDS  of 
the  respective  individual  members  upon  this  delicate  and  vexed  quee- 
tion,  with  the  desre  that  perfect  unanimity  might  characterize  this  re- 
report,  and  in  order  that  exact  and  even-handed  justice  might  be  the 
result.  We  regret  to  say  that  in  this  effort  we  have  failed.  The  ma* 
jority  of  the  committee,  however,  are  of  the  opinion  that  lawful  pro- 
vision can  be  made  for  tho  payment  of  these  claims,  and  the  whole 
committee  deem  it  just  and  proper  to  submit  the  grounds  upon  which 
this  conclusion  of  the  majority  rests.  In  support  of  the  conclasioD  of 
the  majority,  it  is  suggested  that  if  the  Penitentiary  were  wholly  self- 
sustaining,  and  was  meeting  and  discharging  its  liabilities  wholly  ffom 
its  own  resources,  these  claims,  like  the  others,  would  be  presented  and 
Paid  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  ;  no  action  of  the  General  As- 
sembly would  be  required,  and  the  difficulty  above  suggested  would 
not  present  itself. 

Again,  it  is  seen  by  this  report  that  there  are  resources  of.  the  Peni- 
tentiary on  hand  which  may  be  converted,  and  it  is  believed  by  the 
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majority  of  the  committee  that  the  fands  arising  from  ench  oonveraion 
may  properly  be  applied  in  the  extiognishment  of  those  demands. 
Bat  that  to  this  end  it  will  be  necessary  to  repeal  so  much  of  the  10th 
section  of  the  act  under  which  this  committee  has  prosecuted  its  labors 
as  requires  the  Warden  to  pay  the  proceeds  of  property  sold  inter  the 
State  Treasury  and  to  leave  the  fund  so  to  arise  in  his  hands,  so  that 
he«  as  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  Penitentiary,  may  he  able  therewith,  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Institution,  to  pay 
off  and  discharge  the  said  liabilities. 

In  support  of  the  propriety  of  this  method  of  payment,  it  is  sugges- 
ted by  the  majority  of  the  committee  that  much  of  the  property  to  be 
disposed  of,  and  from  which  the  fund  is  to  arise,  was  contributed  or  fur- 
Dished  by  the  claimants  in  some  form  or  other,  and  that  the  State  can 
not  consistently  take  to  itself  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  this  property, 
and  tell  the  men  who  furnished  a  large  proportion  of  it  in  the  way  of 
supplies  to  the  demands  of  the  agents  of  the  State,  that  they  must  go 
without  compensation,  because,  forsooth,  certain  constitutional  limita- 
tions have  not  been  observed  by  State  authorities,  or  certain  constitu- 
tional prohibitions  have  been  interposed,  the  practical  effect  of  which 
may  not  have  been  foreseen  or  fully  apprehended. 

Should  the  suggestion  cf  the  majority  of  the  committee  as  to  the  pay- 
ment of  debts  contracted  since  August  8,  1870,  be  adopted,  your  com- 
mittee are  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation  of  |170,000,  with  what 
can  be  paid  from  property  unnecessary  for  management,  and  other  as- 
sets which  can  be  used,  would  liquidate  all  of  the  outstanding  claims, 
and  if  a  few  months  time  were  to  be  given  the  Warden  to  Convert  tbe 
property  to  be  disposed  of  and  realize  from  tbe  assets,  that  even  $150,- 
OOO  would  be  sufficient,  leaving  ample  resources  for  the  successful  man- 
agement of  the  Institution. 

We  submit  the  following  special  references  as  to  sundry  claims  in- 
cluded in  schedules  "A,"  "B**  and  «E:" 

No.  123 —  Worthington  cfe  FowerSy  of  Cincinnati.  The  amount  in 
tliis  schedule,  ^'B,^'  the  payment  on  which  tbe  committee  does  not  re- 
commend, is  that  part  of  this  claim  (the  balance  being  in  schedule 
^^A,")  for  interest,  insurance  and  loss  resulting  from  their  holding  a  lot 
of  tobacco,  as  they  claim,  for  the  State.  The  facts,  as  appeared  before 
the  committee,  are  that  by  an  arrangement  between  J.  C.  Fuller  and 
the  Penitentiary  authorities,  October  11,  I8b9,  the  prison  was  to  man- 
ufacture cigars  for  Fuller,  he  furnishing  material.  But  to  aid  him  in 
doing  so,  the  State  ^'was  to  furnish  working  capital  of  $20,000  in  funds, 
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orders  or  letter  of  credit ;''  Faller  on  his  part  to  pay  $5  per  thonssnd 

for  cigars  maoafactared.  In  pursaance  ot  this  agreement,  FQllerexe- 
cated  a  bond  of  $10,000.  the  condition  of  ^hich  was  that  he  would  • 
^^  save  and  keep  harmless  the  said  officers  of  eaid  FenitentiarT 
and -the  State  of  Illinois  from  any  and  all  loss  bj  reason  of  said 
advancement  of  credit,  and  from  any  and  all  loss  on  the  stock  of 
tobacco.^'  Under  this  iirrangeoHent  the  State  employed  J.  D.  Haotto 
superintend  the  convicts  in  making  the  cigars.  During  the  year  1870 
it  eeems  to  liave  been  the  practice  to  allow  Hunt  to  go  out  and  sell 
cigars  for  Fuller  and  purchase  stock,  be  being  familiar  with  the  bnsi- 
nees,  Faller  supplying  his  place.  In  this  way,  it  appears  from  the  evi- 
dence. Hunt,  January  12,  1870,  commenced  purchasing  tobacco  of  this 
firm,  !Perkins  giving  his  written  order  and  his  acceptance  for  snch  pur- 
chases, until  September  12,  1870,  when  Hunt  selected  one  hundred 
and  one  hogsheads  of  tobacco,  amounting  to  $*25,778  45.  Perkini 
testified  that  in  all  cases  a  written  order  was  given  Hunt;  that  as  to 
this  last  purchase,  Hunt  went  to  look  up  stock,  and  returned  and  reported 
he  had  found  a  lot  of  one  hundred  hogsheads  which  he  could  purchase 
^^  low,"  and  wanted  an  order  to  the  parties.  He  said  he  told  them 
(Worthington  &  Power,)  "  he  would  report  the  matter  to  us,  and  get 
an  order  if  we  woul  d  give  it.  We  declined  to  give  it."  We  have 
quoted  from  Perkins'  testimony,  page  619.  Perkins  further  testifies 
that  the  matter  ran  along.  Hunt  once  or  twice  coming  in  to  see  about 
it,  and  that  latterly  an  order  was  given  for  fifty  hogsheads,  which 
were  delivered,  and  acceptances  given  for  them,  the  amount  of  which 
is  included  in  schedule  ^^A." 

There  is  considerable  bvidence  taken  before  the  committee  on  this 
claim.  J.D.Hunt  was  summoned,  but  did  not  appear,  paving  lett 
the  State,  and  now  residiog  in  New  York.  Since  the  committee  cIoBed 
the  evidence  and  arrived  at  their  conclusion,  the  claimants  have  filed 
the  f^.eposition  of  Hunt  and  three  other  witnesses,  with  some  corre- 
spondence, which  is  herewith  also  submitted,  with  other  evideoce. 
Hunt's  testimony  contradicts  Perkins  as  to  his  authority,  yet  even  from 
his  testimony,  as  well  as  of  Mr.  Worthington 's,  it  appears  that  the 
claimants  were  made  aware  that  the  Warden  conld  not  extend  credit 
to  the  whole  amount,  as  it  was  more  than  Fuller's  contract  permitted, 
kt\d  that  the  future  must  determine  whether  the  balance  should  be 
taken.  That  evidently  was  Hunt's  idea*  at  the  time,  although  in  his 
depositioil  he  states  difierently,  for  by  reference  to  letter  of  December 
80, 1870,  written  by  Elmer  Washburn,  Warden,  to  the  claimants,  (a 
copy  of  which  accompanies  the  evidence,)  he  says  :  *^  I  have  just  seen 
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Mr.  Hunt  in  relation  to  tobacco  yon  claim  to  be  holding  for  this  instita- 
tion,  and  he  informs  me  that  jou  have  no  reaeon  to  expect  us  to  take  that 
lot  of  tobacco.;  that  it  was  the  understanding  that  it  should  be  at  our 
option  until  lot  of  January,  1871."  It  will  be  seen  that  at  the  time 
this  iast  purchase  was  made,  in  September,  a  new  contract  with  Fuller 
was  about  being  executed,  whereby  the  State  was  no  longer  to  furnish 
any  credit  in  the  purchase  of  stock,  and  which  during  that  month  was 
consummated.  It  could  not  have  been  the  intention  or  understanding 
of  the  prison  authorities  to  extend  any  further  credit.  In  December, 
when  Washburn's  (Acting  Warden)  attention  was  called  by  the  claim- 
ant to  the  fact  that  they  were  holding  this  tobacco  for  the  Penitentiary, 
Fuller  oiFered  to  take  it,  but  they  refused  to  let  him  have  it  on  credit, 
as  he  proposed.  By  the  agreement  before  referred  to,  between  Fuller 
and  the  Penitentiary,  the  tormer  was  to  hold  harmless  the  State  from 
all  loss  by  reason  of  said  advancement  of  credit,  as  well  as  the  stock  of 
tobacco  purchased.  If  this  purchase  was  made  under  proper  author- 
ity, whatever  loss  the  State  buffered  he  would  be  required  to  make  good 
under  his  bond.  But  your  committee,  after  considering  all  the  evidence, 
came  to  the  conclusion  thiit  it  was  not  so  purchased,  and  although  it 
appears  these  parties  suifered  the  amount  of  loss,  etc.,  claimed,  we 
cannot  recommend  its  payment.  , 

N"o.  88 — J.  B  Maaton^  assigned  to  Hyatt^  JOevings  &  Co.  This 
claim  is  in  the  nature  of  an  acceptance,  which  is  assigned  by  indorse- 
ment to  above  firm,  and  being  properly  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
committee,  was  included  in  schedule  ^^  A."  But  since  that  time  we 
find,  on  examination  of  the  books  of  the  Penitentiary,  that  Maston  is 
owing  the  institution  $688  75  for  goods  purchased  since  acceptance 
was  given,  and  regarding  the  above  claim  still  in  the  nature  of  an  ac- 
count so  far  as  the  State  is  concerned,  the  above  is  a  proper  offset  and 
wuald  more  than  pay  it.     We  therefore  recommend  that  it  be  so  treated. 

No.  82 — M,  D.  Howard^  assigned  to  First  JVational  Bank,  Orand 
RdpidSy  Mick.  The  claimant  was  employed  to  purchase  cooperage 
stock  on  commission  at  Holland,  Mich.  He  did  so,  advancing  the  cash, 
and  taking  for  payment  time  acceptances,  which  he  had  discounted, 
charging  the  discount  to  the  prison.  See  account  filed  as  to  items. 
This  balance  is  now  in  the  shape  of  acceptance,  and  was  given  to  said 
Howard  to  enable  him  to  take  up  a  former  one  which  he  had  had 
cashed,  but  at  maturity  the  Penitentiary  had  not  the  means  to  pay  it. 
Claimant  was  solicited  to  accept  a  new  one  and  take  care  of  the  old 
acceptance.  He  did  so.  The  amount  allowed  in  schedule  "A"  is 
$3,213  ft8,  April  1,  1871.    We  only  allowed  six  per  cent,  interest  afcer 
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maturity,  no  rate  being  speoified  in  acceptance.  The  claimant  stated 
to  committee  that  he  had  pledged  eecarity  at  bank  and  agreed  to  pay 
ten  per  cent,  interest  until  paid.  We  find  from  the  books  a  balance 
against  the  claimant  Howard  of  $90  94,  which  should  be  deducted  trom 
his  claim.  Howard  asserts  be  ought  not  to  pay  this,  as  the  institotion 
owes  bim  for  expenses,  etc.,  in  getting  these  acceptances  cashed,  bat 
the  officers  of  the  prison  insist  this  balance  still  due  by  him.  We  wuald 
recommend  that  $90  94  be  deducted  from  the  amount  allowed  in 
schedule  "A." 

No.  85 — ^^  Disputed  Stone^^^  Isaac  JVbbea.  This  claim  is  for  di- 
mension stone  for  new  State  House,  delivered  by  Isaac  Nobes,  at  his 
quarry,  to  the  Penitentiary  teams.  Nobes  claims  pay  for  it  at  its  mar- 
ket value,  under  a  contract  between  him  and  the  Penitentiary,  for  ce^ 
tain  convict  labor,  he  to  furnish  the  Penitentiary  with  such  stone  as 
they  might  want  at  its  market  value.  Sanger  &  Steel  also  claim  paj 
for  this  stone  under  their  contract  of  January  81,  1870,  made  with  the 
Penitentiary  Commissioners,  wherein  they  agreed  to  furnish  and  de- 
liver at  the  canal  dock  of  the  Penitentiary,  all  the  dimension  stone  re- 
qnired  for  the  exterior  walls  and  the  iace  of  the  walls  of  the  rotunda  of 
the  State  House,  from  the  foundation  to  top  of  basement  story,  com* 
mencing  April  16, 1870,  for  w^ick  they  were  to  be  paid  78  cents  per 
cubic  foot  of  stone  ^^  ddivered  s,nd  accepted."  The  contract  provides 
that  if  Sanger  &  ^  Steel  '^  shall  fail  in  required  promptness  in  far- 
nisbing  and  delivering  the  stone  or  to  furnish  such  sizes  or  dimen* 
sions  as  may  be  ordered,"  then  the  Oommissioners  were  authorised 
^' after  giving  five  days  notice  in  writing,"  to  purchase  and  supply,  &&, 
and  deficiency,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered  at  the  said  dock, 
far  which  Sanger  &  Steel  were  to  pay  actual  cost,  expense  of  delivering 
and  20  per  ct.  added.  It  appears  from  the  evidence,  of  which  there  is 
considerable,  that  Sanger  &  Steel  were  unable  to  furnish  the  stone  ts 
fast  as  required.  The  Commissioners  were  pushing  them.  Nobes  bad 
some  stone  suitable.  Oommissioner  Beid  testifies  that  Sanger  &  Steel 
requested  him  to  get  stone  where  they  could  and  furnish  from  the  Peni- 
tentiary quarry  what  they  opuld ;  that  this  was  done,  and  no  claim  is 
made  by  Sanger  &  Steel  that  they  should  have  credit  for  the  difference 
in  its  value  and  their  contract  price,  73  cents. 

Sanger  &  Steel,  to  substantiate  their  right  to  be  allowed  tt 
the  rate  of  seventy-three  cents  for  this  stone,  show  by  them* 
selves  that  Nobes  made  a  contract  with  them  to  furnish  this  stone 
on  their  account,  at  forty-five  cents.  Their  testimony  shows  that 
a  written  contract  was  prepared  (which  is  among  the  exhibits  and 
marked  14,)  by  Sanger  &  Steel,  and  taken  to  Nobes  for  execution,  bnt

lie  refaeed  to  eign  it.  Kobes  contradicts  the  teetimonj  of  Sanger  & 
Steel  as  to  ever  having  made  any  such  verbal  agreement,  and  claims 
that  he  furnished  the  stone  on  his  contract  with  the  Penitentiary.  The 
evidence  shows  that  Sanger  &  Steel  could  not  furnish  the  stone  as  fast 
as  required,  and  that  part  of  this  stone  was  furnished  on  order  of  Alex. 
Gross,  foreman  stone  cutters  of  the  prison.  It  is  evident  Nobes  fur« 
niflhed  this  stone,  believing  that  be  was  doing  so  on  his  own  contract 
with  the  Penitentiary,  for  as  soon  as  the  question  was  intimated  that 
Banger  &  Steel  claimed  that  the  stone  was  being  delivered  on  their 
account,  Nobes  refused  to  furnish  any.  And  Sanger  &  Steel  being 
unable  to  get  them  at  any  other  quarry,  were  compelled  to  get  the  Peni- 
tentiary to  obtain  them  from  Nobes  on  their  own  account ;  and  as  to 
this,  Sanger  &  Steel  made  no  claim. 

We  would  refer  to  the  evidence  for  a  full  history  of  this  matter, 
which  will  be  found  on  pages  9,  16,  27,  89,  48,  50,  <3,  512,  539,  742, 
767,  751,  761  and  745. 

Tour  committee  are  of  the  conclusion  that  Isaac  Nobes  ought  to  be 
allowed  at  the  rate  of  50  cents  per  foot  for  the  stone,  without  interest, 
as  he  was  owing  the  Penitentiary  for  labor  to  about  that  amount,  but 
which  he  has  quite  recently  paid  in  stone. 

There  is  considerable  difference  of  opinion  among  the  witnesses  as 
to  the  value  of  the  stone.  We  have  fixed  on  this  price  as  the  market 
price  as  provided  in  Nobes'  agreement  with  the  bommissioners. 

No.  125 — W.  A.  Lewis.  This  is  for  a  balance  on  account.  A  con- 
tract was  made  with  claimant  to  bore  an  artesian  well,  and  he  was  after- 
wards engaged  in  manufacturing  on  bis  own  account  in  the  institution 
in  a  small  way.  Still  later,  he  was  engaged  as  traveling  agent  to  sell 
manufactured  goods,  and  this  account  is  a  balance  due  him  for  ser- 
vices, etc.,  and  which  had  been  approved  by  the  Oommissioners,  but 
the  attention  of  the  committee  was  called  to  the  fact  that  while 
acting  a?  such  agent,  Lewis  had  sold  goods  to  irresponsible  parties,  re- 
sulting in  heavy  loss  to  the  State,  and  it  was  intimated  that  appear- 
ances indicated  him  to  have  been  in  collusion  with  one  F.  B.  Yan  Dake, 
Jackson,  Miss.,  by  whom  the  State  has  lost  $11,180  25  for  wagons  sold 
him  by  this  Lewis.  This  claim  hies  been  transferred  by  Lewis  to  other 
parties  on  the  books  of  the  prison,  by  his  order,  when  he  left  the  insti- 
tution in  the  fall  of  1870,  and  in  payment  of  his  indebtedness  to  them. 
We  notified  Lewis,  who  wag  then  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  of  the  charge.  He 
appeared  before  the  committee,  and  we  examined  him  very  thoroughly  ; 
also  John  Keid,  Commissioner,  and  Perkins,  Warden,  as  to  the  matter. 
We  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Lewis  had  been  very  unfortunate  in 
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making  many  bad  debts,  bat  it  appears  that  he  submitted  this  Yas 
Dake  matter,  as  well  as  all  other  sales,  to  Perkins  for  his  approval,  60 
that  the  responsibility  was  at  least  divided.  It  was  not  made  to  appesf 
but  that  Lewis  acted  in  good  faith  in  these  transactions ;  the  difficuii| 
seems  to  have  been  that  there  was  not  care  and  discrimination  made 
as  to  whom  goods  were  sold.  The  object  was  to  sell  goods,  and  it 
seems  soon  to  have  become  known  that  the  Penitentiary  was  an  easy 
victim  for  those  adventurers  whoare  watching  for  an  opportanity  t9 
buy  goods  and  never  pay  for  them.  Lewis' was  not  the  man  tor  sock 
an  important  position,  withoat  some  one  overseeing  and  critically  paaa- 
ing  upon  his  acts.    This  person  he  did  not  have. 


We  have  placed  this  claim  in  schedule  ^'A/'  as  payable  to  the  parties 
to  whom  assigned. 

Claims  Nos.  105  and  164 —  Union  Hide  and  Leather  Oomfonyy 
Chicago.  This  firm  furnished  leather.  No.  164  was  a  balance  ou  ais 
count  of  leather  furnished  since  December,  1S70,  upon  an  agreement 
then  executed,  wherein  it  was  agreed  to  furnish  leather  as  low  as  any 
other  parties  would  on  the  same  terms,  and  take  their  pay  in  notes  and 
acceptances,  without  recourse,  of  such  dealers  as  they  would  approve. 
This  account  has  been  paid  in  full  in  that  way. 

No.  105  is  for  old  account  prior  to  last  agreement,  which  had  also 
been  settled  by  the  Warden  (Perkins)  indorsing  |over  to  them  certain 
notes  oi  Ley  man.  Page  &  Co.,  wholesale  dealers  in  boots  and  shoes  in  < 
Chicago,  but  who  failed  before  the  maturity  of  said  notes.  This  firm^ 
claims  and  proves  that  they  only  took  these  notes  as  collateral  on  accouot, 
to  be  credited  when  paid.  It  appears  that  Washburn,  (Warden)  after 
the  failure,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Union  Uideand  Leather  j 
Company,  compromised  withLeyman,  Page  &  Co.,  for  thirty  percent, 
the  amount  of  which  is  credited  on  the  account  now  filed.  From  all 
the  information  your  committee  could  get,  the  compromise  seems  at 
that  time  to  have  been  a  judicious  one.  There  has  been  an  efibrt  made 
to  make  it  appear  that  in  furnishing  leather  this  firm  had  charged  high 
prices  and  given  short  measure  to  the  prison.  The  shoe  shop  lost 
money  last  year,  and  the  Commissioners  have  been  investigating  the 
matter,  and  your  committee  has  taken  considerable  evidence,  which  is 
submitted,  touching  the  transactions  between  this  firm  and  the  Peni- 
tentiary. Their  conclusion  is  that  the  leather  was  not  furnished  A 
lowest  cash  prices,  but  believe  as  low  as  anj  parties  would  sell  on  tiie 
same  terms.  There  appears  to  be  a  difficulty  between  Morris  Sell, 
present  boot  contractor  at  the  prison,  and  this  firm,  and  he  testifies  ^ 
strongly  agamst  this  claim,- which  testimony  is  fully  refuted.    We' 
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ironld  ask  that  the  evidence  be  ezamiaed,  and  have  placed  the  claim  in 
ehedole  ^^A,"  and  from  the  evidence  since  taken,  together  with  all 
sformatlon  we  can  get  as  to  the  character  of  the  firm,  we  can  see  no 
^ason  to  change  it. 

No.  64 — Eugene  Thayer,  This  claim  is  in  schedule  "  A."  Since 
ro  placed  it  there  the  committee  have  taken  the  evidence  of  tho 
Isimant,  from  which  it  appears  that  he  was,  when  he  furnished  the 
Mf  charged  in  account  filed,  in  his  19th  year,  clerking  for  his  brother, 
lieroy  Thayer,  who  was  then,  and  ip  now,  largely  indebted  to  the  Peni- 
SQtiary  ;  that  his  brother,  Leroy  Thayer,  furnished  him  the  money  to 
my  the  cattle  he  delivered  at  tho  prison. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  claim  No.  75,  A.  B  Sharp,  schedule 
^B,"  a  history  of  this  Leroy  Thayer's  connection  with  that  claim. 

Yoar  committee,  believing  that  tho  beef  was  furnished  by  this  claim- 
tat  in  his  own  name,  when  in  fact  it  was  on  account  of  his  brother, 
Leroy  Thayer,  would  recommend  that  it  be  not  paid,  but  credited  to 
Leroy  Thayer,  whenever  a  settlement  can  be  made  with  him  for  the 
imoant  he  now  owes  the  prison. 

No.  179 — John  D.  Jennings.  The  evidence  of  this  claim  is  two 
leceptances  by  Geo.  W.  Perkins,  Warden,  in  favor  of  Geo.  R.  Dyer, 
br  $9,876,  due  in  six  months,  with  10  per  cent,  interest.  It  appears 
liat  Perkins  wanted  money  to  use  in  the  business  of  the  prison,  and 
pive  these  acceptances  to  Dyer  to  raise  money  on,  which  Dyer  did  by 
iiscounting  them  $500,  although  they  were  bearing  10  per  cent,  in- 
terest, and  were  dated  some  time  previous  to  date  when  cashed.  The 
{proceeds  were  paid  by  Dyer  to  the  Penitentiary,  and  appear  in  the 
»8h  as  receipts. 

Tbe^committee  only  allowed  in  schedule  ^*  A ''  the  cash  paid  for  the 
lotes  by  Jennings,  and  compute  the  interest  at  ten  per  cent. 

Ifo.  75— JL.  B.  Sharp.  The  explanation  as  to  this  claim  will  be 
bund  in  schedulei"?^." 

No.  91-1.  This  was  entered  on  our  list  as  a  claim  held  by  First  Na- 
ionalj[Bank  Chicago,  growing  out  of  the  following  facts,  as  appeared 
>y  the  books  of  the  Penitentiary,  and  the  evidence  of  Uakley,  book- 
teeper*: 

Perkins,  "Warden^  Dec.  14,  1870,  discounted  at  said  bank  the  note  of 

Lyman,  Page  &  Co.,  belonging  to  the  Penitentiary,  for  $3,604  75,  due 

iCarch  5,  1871,  indorsed  by  said  Perkins  as  Warden.    The  amount 

iiarged  as  discount  was  $81  ll,Meaving  $3,523  64as^the  net  proceeds. 

Before  the'rofttarity  of  tbei;note  L.,  P.;&  Co.'/ailed,  July  26, 1871. 

Elmer  "Washburn,  Warden,  with'  the  consent   and  approval  of  s^id 
Yol.  11—82 
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bank,  compromised  with  Lyman,  Page  &  Co.,  for  30  per  cent,  maUiig  I 
$1,081  42,  which  was  then  paid  to  said  bank.  We  notified  the  bank 
several  times  by  circular  letter,  bat  received  no  response.  OctSg- 
1871,  we  addressed  them  a  special  commnnication  (see  copy  in  lett«r, 
book  accompanying  oar  report),  in  which  we  call  special  attention  to 
the  matter,  and  ask  their  immediate  response ;  to  this  also  we  reodved 
no  reply  or  attention.  Oommissioner  Eeid  stated  to  us  that  he  had 
seen  the  cashier  since  they  received  onr  several  notices,  and  he  gave  aa 
the  reason  why  they  had  not  attended  to  it,  that  they  did  not  expect 
the  prison  to  pay  it,  preferring  to  rely  on  getting  their  pay  oat  of  L, 
P.  &  Co.,  as  they  bad  some  security  or  advantage  which  they  could 
use.    We  think,  therefore,  this  claim  foreclosed. 

Kos.  2  cmd  187  m  Schedule  ^^^."  We  place  these  claims  in  tiiis 
schedale  for  the  following  reason : 

It  appeared  before  the  committee  that  under  the  contract  between  J. 
C.  Fuller  (the  claimant  in  these  cases)  and  the  State,  for  making  dgan, 
the  nature  of  which  contract  appears  in  another  part  of  this  report, 
the  Penitentiary,  during  the  year  1869,  (n  order  to  protect  itself  for 
advances  made  and  labor  due,  took  charge  of  the  selling  of  the  dgare, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  Fnller.  Growing  out  of  said  bnsiness  cer- 
tain notes  were  taken,  which  have  so  far  not  been  collected,  f  oiler 
claims  the  Penitentiary  should  suffer  the  loss,  and  to  sustain  his  posi- 
t^ion  testifies  that  that  was  the  understanding  with  Perkins,  Warden. 
Perkins  contradicts  this  statement,  and  asserts  that  Fuller  was  liable  for 
any  such  loss,  and  taking  the  contract  and  the  fact  that  sales  were  made 
free  of  cost  in  the  interest  of  Fuller,  and  as  he  admits  the  sales  were 
judiciously  made  and  met  with  his  approval,  your  committee  find  that 
Fuller  is  holding  for  the  loss  arising  from  such  sales,  and  that  whatever 
the  amount  is,  should  be  applied  as  an  offset  against  the  above  daims. 

James  H.  Bulkley  presented  a  claim  after  we  had  closed  our  sched- 
ule of  claims,  so  that  it  does  not  appear,  of  $9,450,  for  the  use  of  his 
patent  right  for  drying  by  what  is  called  superheated  steam.  He 
offered  to  take  $5,000  as  a  compromise.  It  appears  from  the  evidence 
taken  that  when  the  Commissioners  took  possession  of  the  Penitentiary 
on  behalf  of  the  State,  they  found  two  "  drying-kilns  "  used  for  drying 
cooperage  stock,  belonging  to  the  lessees,  and  which  they  purchased. 

Oommissioner  Beid  testifies  that  the  lessees  exhibited  a  written  per- 
mit to  use  this  patent,  and  it  was  understood  by  the  Commissioners  to 
be  a  part  of  the  consideration  in  the  purchase.  One  of  these  kilns  pnr- 
chased  of  the  leasees  has  since  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  has  been 
rebuilt  upon  the  same  principle  as  it  was  before,    Tb©  tostimouy  of 
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I'Mr.  Winterbotham,  present  contractor  of  the  cooper  department,  was 
taken,  in  which  he  says,  speaking  of  the  claimant,  ^^  I  found  he  had 
I  been  making  a  practice  of  going  over  the  coantry,  levying  '  black  mail ' 
^pon  the  people ;  that  is  the  reputation  he  has  in  Chicago— at  least 
Mr.  Jones  so  informed  me." 

Yonr  committee,  in  view  of  these  facts  and  all  the  evidence  before 
them,  cannot  therefore*recommend  the  payment  of  this  claim,  or  any 
part  thereof. 

OENSBAL  BBMABKS. 

In  view  of  the  financial  failure  of  the  management  of  the  Peniten- 
tiary during  the  period  of  time  under  consideration,  your  committee 
instituted  the  most  searching  investigation,  to  ascertain  how  much,  if 
any,  of  the  losses  were  caused  by  the  dishonesty,  corruption  or  fraud- 
ulent practices  of  the  officers  of  the  institution. 

The  testimony  herewith  submitted,  and  our  personal  examination  of 
the  books  of  the  institution  on  this  point,  fail  to  show  that  any  consider- 
able portion  of  such  losses  were  caused  thereby. 

The  Penitentiary,  to  be  successful  and  self-sustaining,  no  matter 
under  what  system  it  may  be  operated,  must  be  controlled  exclusively 
by  experienced  and  competent  officers.  From  tlie  evidence  taken  by 
your  committee,  such  has  not  been  always  the  case,  but  just  who  is 
responsible  for  such  injudicious  selections,  it  seems  difficult  to  deter- 
mine. One  of  the  principal  drawbacks,  undoubtedly,  has  been  the 
numerous  changes  in  the  different  officers. 

Stability  is  essential  to  successful  management  and  good  discipline. 
Anything  tending  to  interfere  with  this  condition  should  be  provided 
against  in  any  system  for  the  government  of  the  prison.  There  has 
been  considerable  complaint  in  other  states,  that  political  influence  has 
very  much  interfered  with  their  prisons  in  this  respect.  How  far  this 
influence  is  chargeable  with  the  past  management  of  the  prison,  your 
committee  are  not  prepared  to  offer  an  opinion,  but  undoubtedly,  it  has 
to  some  extent.  The  evidence  shows  that  the  employees  have  not 
been  selected  on  account  of  their  politics ;  the  test  being  their  habits 
and  fitness.  This  may  have  been  the  general  rule,  but  undoubtedly, 
there  have  been  exceptions  to  it.  Mr  Pillsbury,  of  the  Albany  Peni- 
tentiary, says :  "  If  prisons  are  ever  to  become  reformatory  and  self- 
sustaining,  their  whole  management  and  direction  must  be  kept  out  of 
the  arena  of  politics."  This  is  undoubtedly  true,  and  the  important 
question  is,  how  it  can  be  avoided. 
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Pennsjlyania  is  the  only  state  we  know  of,  where  the  exdnsion  of 
politics  in  the  appointment  or  election,  directly  or  indirectlj,  of  ]wiaon 
officers  has  been  attempted.  There  the  prison  inspectors  are  appointed 
by  the  Supreme  Court.  Even  this  plan  is  subject  to  serious  objectionB. 
We  would  submit  no  remedy  for  this  evil,  contenting  ourselves  in  call* 
ing  your  attention  to  the  subject 

The  present  law  requires  that  facilities  for  each  convict  attending 
religious  services  on  Sunday  shall  be  given,  and  provides  that  a  Ohi^ 
lain  be  appointed,  whose  duties  are  specified  in  the  law.  We  find  that 
Major  A.  T.  Briscoe  was  appointed  Chaplain  in  July,  1867,  and  has 
continued  in  that  position,  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  to  all  con- 
cerned. He  has  labored  with  assiduity,  attending  diligently  to  all  the 
duties  required  of  him,  so  far  as  it  was  possible.  Dr.  C.  H.  Bacon  has 
been  the  physician  of  the  prison  ever  since  the  State  had  control.  We 
would  refer  to  his  testimony  for  much  information  on  important  sub- 
jects connected  with  his  department,  also  to  our  table  of  statistics,  as  to 
the  general  health,  deaths,  etc  Tlie  doctor  resides  at  Lockport,  three 
miles  from  the  prison.  It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that  there 
ought  to  be  a  resident  physician,  but  we  cannot  recommend  a  change, 
believing  that  it  requires  experience  to  deal  with  convicts,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  fact  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  as  skillful  and  sa^ 
cessful  a  physician  as  the  present  incumbent,  to  reside  at  the  prison.^ 
"  Let  well  enough  alone.'' 

One  other  matter  personal  to  ourselves,  and  we  have  done :  that  is 
the  expense  of  this  investigation,  which  will  amount  to  about  $2,600, 
an  itemized  statement  of  which  is  herewith  submitted. 

Before  closing,  your  committee  wish  to  return  thanks  to  the  Com- 
missioners, Warden  and  all  others  connected  with  the  prison,  for  the 
assistance  they  have  rendered  us  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties,  and 
for  the  uniform  courtesy  they  have  all  extended  to  us.  An  abstract  of 
evidence  and  other  exhibits  submitted,  will  be  found  following  this 
report,  all  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

"Bj  the  27th  article,  the  government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  engages  to  urge  upon  the 
DTenuneni  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  to  secure  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  the 
le  of  the  Welland,  St  Lawrence  and  other  canals  in  the  Dominion,  on  terms  of  equality 
Uh  the  InhabilantB  of  the  Dominion;  and  the  government  of  the  United  States  engages  to 
rge  upon  the  State  governments  to  secure  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  the  use 
f  the  severftl  8t«t«  oanals  connected  with  the  navigation  of  the  lakes  or  rivers  traversed  by 
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or  contiguous  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  poflsessions  of  the  high  contracting 
on  terms  of  equality  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States. 

The  wisdom  and  the  importance  of  these  reciprocal  concessions  of  the  use  of  the  aitifidai 
channels  of  water  communication  contemplated  by  the  treaty,  on  terms  of  equality  to  the  citi- 
zens or  subjects  of  either  power,  are  apparent.  The  rapid  increase  of  population  and  produc- 
tion of  the  yast  territory  on  either  side  of  the  boundary  line,  and  on  the  upper  lakes,  dwnandi 
all  the  channels  of  communication  with  the  tide  waters  which  eithemature  or  the  enterprise  ef 
man  has  made  available.  It  is  confidently  beliered  that  the  use  of  the  artificial  water  oon* 
munications  which  the  treaty  contemplates,  will  contribute  to  a  rapid  increase  of  trade  through 
those  several  channels,  and  will  tend  to  a  consequent  increase  in  the  tolls  and  returns  of  pro- 
fits', both  direct  and  indirect,  to  each  and  all  of  the  canals  thus  opened  to  the  use  of  a  larger 
extent  of  country. 

As  the  period  is  approaching  when  the  Legislature  of  your  State  is  about  to  convene,  I  die- 
sire  to  bring  the  provisions  of  this  artiele  of  the  treaty  to  ite  notice,  and  to  urge  upon  yoiv 
State  government  to  secure  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  the  use  of  the  eeveral 
State  canals  within  the  State  of  Illinois,  connected  with  the  navigation  of  the  lakes  or  riTsrs 
traversed  by  or  contiguous  to  the  boundaiy  line  between  the  possessions  of  the  United  States 
and  those  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in  North  America,  on  terms  of  equality  with  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  United  States.

Sir:  In  the  *' Act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1872,  and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  by  Congress  and  approved  \tf 
the  Presideot  1871,  the  foUowiugparagraph  appears,  under  the  head  of  "  Survey  of  the  Cosst": 

**  For  extending  the  U-iaugulation  of  the  coast  survey  so  as  to  form  a  geodistic  connectiOB 
between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  of  the  United  Stotes,  including  compensatioo  of 
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civilians  engaged  in  the  wor]c»  per  aet  of  March  8d,  IMS:  Prmfidedf  thai tlM  triangnlatkm  shall 
determine  points  in  eaeh  State  of  the  Union  which  shall  make  requisite  pvoYisioxi  for  its  own 
topographical  and  geological  surreys." 

The  geodistic  connection,  under  the  above  authority^  was  started  in  July  last,  in  the  vicinity 
of  St  Louis,  and  the  secondary  triangulation  already  extends  fbr  some  distance  in  the  State 
of  Illinois.  The  assistants  in  the  survey,  who  are  employed  on  this  duty,  must  necessarily 
have  the  right  to  enter  upon  private  lands,  erect  signals,  and  secure  the  stations  for  future  use, 
either  for  national  or  State  purposes,  and  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully  request  that  you 
would  recommend  to  the  Legislature  of  Illinois  the  passage,  at  its  present  session,  of  a  law 
similar  to  the  laws  passed  by  the  seaboard  States  for  the  protection  of  the  signals  and  stations 
of  the  triangulation,  and  of  the  officers  engaged  in  its  execution,  and  for  the  assessment  of 
damages,  in  case  of  disagreement,  as  to  the  extent  of  the  injury  which  may  be  occasionally 
and  unavoidably  done  to  private  property  during  the  progress  of  the  work.

Section  1.  B$it  §natUd  by  the  JStnaU  and  Hmt§§  of  BtpreuntaHven  m  General  AnerrMy 
wmfmed^  Persons  employed  under  an  act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  passed  the 
tenth  day  of  February,  in  the  year  1807,  and  supi^ements  thereto,  may  enter  upon  lands 
rithin  this  State,  for  any  purpose  which  may  be  neeessary  to  effect  the  objects  of  said  act,  and 
may  erect  works,  stations,  buildings  or  appendages  for  that  purpose,  doing  no  unnecessary 
iojury. 

Sbo.  2.  If  the  parties  interested  cannot  agree  upon  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  damages 
Mmsed  thereby,  either  of  them  may  petition  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which 
he  land  lies,  who  shall  appoint  a  time  for  a  hearing,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  order  at  least 
fourteen  days'  notice  to  all  persons  interested,  and,  with  or  without  a  view  of  the  premises,  as 
hey  may  determine,  hear  the  parties  and  their  witnesses,  and  assess  the  damages. 

Sec.  3.  The  county  commissioners  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
xmrt  of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  situated,  a  report  of  their  doings,  which  shall  be 
Bonclusire,  unless  one  of  the  parties  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  filing  of  such  report,  file  a 
petition  to  said  court  for  a  new  hearing  to  be  had  in  such  superior  court,  in  which  case,  after 
luch  notice  of  such  petition  to  the  opposite  party  as  the  said  superior  court,  if  in  session,  or, 
if  in  vacation,  as  any  judge  thereof,  or  of  the  supreme  court,  or  any  county  commissioner  of 
he  county  in  which  such  petition  is  pending,  shall  direct,  a  trial  shall  be  had  in  said  court,  in

Sxc.  6.  The  costs  to  be  taxed  and  allowed  in  all  such  cases,  either  before  the  county  com-

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


To  His  Excellency,  John  M.  Palmer, 

Governor  of  the  State  cf  Illinois  : 

Dear  Sir  : — The  committee  appointed  by  the  Illinois  Legislature 
at  its  recent  special  session,  to  investigate  the  management,  discipline 
and  financial  condition  of  the  Illinois  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  submit 
to  you  this,  their  report,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  law 
under  which  they  were  appointed : 

On  the  6th  day  of  last  July,  the  committee  met  in  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, in  the  city  of  Springfield,  and  organized  by  electing  James  Shaw, 
Chairman,  and  Volney  Hickox,  Esq.,  Secretary  and  short-hand  re- 
porter. During  the  day  they  arranged  a  programme  and  made  a 
beginning  of  the  investigation.  Owing  to  certain  business  engage- 
ments of  the  members^  the  committee  then  adjourned.  On  the  25th 
day  of  the  same  month  they  again  met  in  Springfield,  pursuant  to 
adjournment.  The  committee  found  the  books,  papers  and  accounts 
of  the  Home  in  the  possession  of  the  Rev.  Fred,  H.  Wines,  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  State  Charities.  They  at  once  notified  him,  by  an 
informal  summons,  to  lay  before  them  all  the  papers,  books,  vouchers 
and  accounts  of  the  institution,  in  his  possession ;  and  to  remain  in 
attendance  as  a  witness  during  the  session  of  the  committee. 

An  examination  of  the  deficiencies  and  indebtedness  of  the  Trus- 
tees was  then  commenced.  The  vouchers  sent  in  by  each  creditor 
were  carefully  examined  and  compared  with  the  stubs  in  the  order 
books,  when  orders  had  been  issued.  When  partial  payments  had 
been  made,  the  bank  checks  on  which  the  money  had  been  drawn, 
issued  by  the  Treasurer,  were  compared  with  indorsements  of  these 
partial  payments.  These  items  were  then  compared  with  the  ledger 
account  recently  made  up  by  the  present  Treasurer.  This  examination 
did  not  end  with  the  unpaid  bills  or  claims  of  the  creditor,  but  was 
Wrje4  b^Jf  fP  the  be^inoing  of  bjs  4^fr}ing»  wHb  tb©  iPope,    J[e 
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was  credited  with  all  voncherB  or  bills  rendered,  and  charged  with 
all  payments  received,  and  the  balance  thus  ascertained  compared 
with  bis  present  claim.  If  found  correct  the  claim  was  checked 
on  a  tabulated  statement  kept  for  that  purpose.  If  incorrect  or 
in  any  way  needing  explanation,  it  was  so  marked,  and  after- 
wards corrected,  after  the  sworn  testimony  was  taken.  The  conmiittee 
also  examined  under  oath  each  creditor,  when  such  creditor  could  be 
reached,  as  to  the  names  of  the  original  and  present  claimants,  the 
services  or  other  considerations  upon  which  said  claims  are  based, 
and  the  amounts  of  such  claims,  after  all  just  credits  and  deductions 
were  made.  Herewith  we  present  tabulated  lists  of  the  same,  show- 
ing the  above  facts,  with  the  opinion  of  the  committee  as  to  the  validity 
thereof.  Exhibit  '^  A"  is  a  list  of  claims  due  December  Ist,  1870,  on 
which  orders  have  been  issued.  It  amounts,  after  deducting  p^itial 
payments  on  orders,. to  $16,677  94.  Exhibit  "  B  "  is  a  list  of  indebt- 
edness on  account  of  pay-rolls  and  accounts  not  covered  by  orden. 
It  foots  up  $12,263  36.  Exhibit  ^^0"  shows  the  current  expenses  or 
indebtedness  ibr  the  months  of  December,  January  and  February  last 
This  statement  amounts  to  $80,600  92.  Exhibit  "  D  '•  shows  interest 
computed  upon  the  claims  prior  to  December  1st,  1870,  after  sixty  days 
from  the  maturity  of  each  monthly  bill,  up  to  January  1st,  1873.  Ex- 
hibit '^  E  "  shows  interest  computed  in  the  same  way  as  claims  men- 
tioned in  Exhibit  ^^C."  These  two  exhibits  aggregate  somethinf 
over  $8,000.

The  claims  presented  and  proved  agreed  sabetautially  with  the  state- 
ment of  indebtedness  laid  before  the  adjourned  session  of  the  General 
Assembly.  Some  errors  were  corrected  and  credits  were  given  for  pay- 
ments included  in  previous  or  existing  orders.  A  number  of  claims 
not  included  in  the  Trustees'  list  of  deficiencies  were  proved  and  added 
to  it,  and  a  few  others  of  like  nature  may  still  exist.  The  debts  enu- 
merated in  these  lists  are  honest  and  fair  claims  against  the  institution, 
and  should  be  paid  in  full,  with  interest  according  to  commercial  usage. 
The  committee  have  disregarded  the  Treasurer's  indorsement,  made 
on  the  back  of  most  of  the  outstanding  orders,  for  the  payment  of  in- 
terest after  certain  specified  dates,  and  in  lieu  thereof  propose  that  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  on  all  claims,  whether 
orders  or  open  accounts,  after  sixty  days  from  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  tne  liability.  This  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  creditors, 
and  will  be  treating  them  all  alike.  Our  tables  of  interest,  computed, 
are  made  upon  this  basis,  calculating  interest  up  to  the  first  day  of  next 
January.  In  ease  payments  are  made  at  any  other  time,  interest 
shonld  be  computed  only  op  to  the  time  of  such  payments.  In  equity 
and  fair  dealing  all  these  claims,  together  with  interest  as  above  sug- 
gested, should  be  paid  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  these  lists  are  included  the  expenditures  made  in  the  support, 
maintainance  and  education  of  the  soldiers'  orphans,  and  for  the  ordi- 
nary and  current  expenses  of  the  Orphans'  Home  for  the  months  of 
December,  January  and  February  last.  Vouchers  are  on  file  for  ex- 
penditures made  on  this  account,  and  a  careful  ledger  balance  of  the 
same  is  kept  by  the  present  bookkeeper. 

The  appropriation  to  pay  deficiencies  for  these  months  would  seem  to 
authorize  the  payment  of  this  money  as  soon  as  the  claims  were  audited 
by  this  committee.  We  recommend  that  this  be  done  at  once  if  consis- 
tent with  the  law  making  the  appropriation. 

Much  time  was  spent  during  the  investigation  into  certain  alleged 

discrepauciea  iu  tbe^accouuta  of  Col.  JohnM«  Snyder.    Mr.  Snjder 
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was  connected  with  the  Home  from  its  commencement,  being  it  bit 
financial  agent,  and  for  a  long  time  holding  the  ofiSices  of  TroBtM  ud 
Secretary.  As  financial  agent  he  received  and  paid  out  over  tweotj- 
five  thousand  dollars  during  the  years  1868  and  1869. 

He  gave  no  bond  in  all  his  financial  relations  with  the  Home;  ai 
kept  no  regular  book  accounts  of  moneys  received  or  paid  out  Tk 
amounts  drawn  by-  him  were  charged  in  aggregate  or  lumping  bqbi 
upon  the  books  of  the  treasurer ;  and  the  amounts  paid  out  bj  his 
were  presented  in  occaeional  statements  to  the  Trustees,  made  ootoa 
loose  or  detached  sheets  of  paper.  The  great  mistake  made  in  tk 
statement  of  deficiencies  and  indebtedness  of  the  institution,  to  the  vifr 
ter  session  of  the  present  General  Assembly,  led  to  more  thorooghin- 
yestigation  into  the  financial  condition  of  the  Home  by  the  Boards 
State  Charities,  the  Trustees  and  others  interested  in  the  success  of  tbe 
institution.  Mr.  Wines,  in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  u- 
sisted  by  several  clerks,  spent  about  a  month  in  a  laborious  examioi- 
tion  into  its  affairs  and  financial  condition.  During  this  examination, 
deficiencies  and  discrepancies,  amounting  to  two  thousand  dollars  la 
round  numbers,  were  discovered  in  Mr.  Snyder's  accounts. 

Thirteen  vouchers,  claimed  to  have  been  paid  by  him  on  his  8tat» 
ments  to  the  Trustees,  were  found  to  be  duplicate  in  whole  or  in  part 
The  duplicates  were  unreceipted  bills  charged  as  paid,  and  put  in  witk 
the  receipted  bills,  on  which  payments  had  been  made.  Nine  or  tec 
vouchers  and  accounts,  in  whole  or  in  part,  were  Mr.  Snyder's  private 
bills,  charged  as  purchases  for  the  Home,  and  paid  out  of  its  approprii- 
tions.  One  item  of  over  three  hundred  dollars  is  a  charge  upon  Trei- 
Burer  King's  book  of  money  collected  by  him  for  the  Home,  for  wbi^ 
no  account  is  rendered. 

Col.  Snyder  was  examined  as  to  these  discrepancies.  He  showMl 
the  payment  of  about  nine  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  not  shown  npoo 
the  pay  statements,  and  which  do  not  appear  in  his  accounts.  He  asked 
to  pass  other  discrepancies,  promising  to  explain  them  before  the  con- 
mittee  adjourned.  He  thought  he  could  show  other  small  paymeBli 
not  charged  upon  his  pay  statements.  After  this  statement,  most  d 
the  business  men  in  whose  accounts  discrepancies  existed  between  Xr. 
Snyder  and  the  Home,  were  examined  under  oath,  and  their  boob 
compared  with  the  vouchers  and  bills  rendered. 

The  conclnsion  arrived  at  by  the  committee,  after  this  branch  of  tke 
examination  was  closed,  was  that  a  sum  a  little  exceeding  one  tboB- 
sand  and  fifty  dollars  was  yet  unexplained,  and  appeared  to  be  dm 

frpm  ^m  p»  \\^^  (Jipprepftopy  list,    U9  w»«  given  fbe  beppS*  ^f  ** 
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ioubtfal  claims  in  arriying  at  this  coDclasion.  The  committee  gave 
Do].  Snjder  every  facility,  and  urged  upon  him  the  necessity  of  ex- 
)lainiDg  these  discrepancies.  He  stated  that  mistakes  and  errors  had 
occurred,  but  that  no  intentional  misappropriation  of  money  had  ever 
)een  made  by  him  in  his  dealings  with  the  institution.  The  accounts 
rere  so  loosely  kept,  that  it  is  but  charitable  to  suppose  that  many  mis- 
akes  did  occur  from  this  negligent  and  almost  criminal  manner  of  con- 
lucting  a  large  business.  And  it  is  but  justice  to  say  that  mistakes 
ccurred  against  Mr.  Sayder,  as  well  as  in  his  favor,  otherwise  strong 
Teeumptions  of  criminality  on  his  part  would  exist. 

No  account  seems  to  have  been  rendered  for  an  item  of  seventy-five 
ollars  said  to  have  been  pafd  to  him  by  a  Mr.  Wood,  and  for  which 
(r.  Snyder's  receipt  seems  to  be  held  by  him.  This  was  money  col- 
)cted  for  the  Home  while  Mr.  Wood  was  acting  as  county  or  township 
gent  for  the  collection  of  Home  funds.  In  the  item  of  six  thousand 
ollars  paid  to  Col.  Snyder  in  a  certain  six  thousand  dollar  loan  nego- 
iated  from  the  First  National  Bank  of  Springfield,  about  the  month  of 
February,  A.  D.  1870,  and  also  in  the  item  of  two  thousand  dollai:8 
»aid  to  him  in  another  loan  negotiated  from  the  Home  Bank  in  Bloom- 
Dgton,  about  the  month  of  December,  A.  D.  1869,  discrepancies  or 
etilures  to  account  for  all  the  money  exist.  The  books  and  papers  of 
be  Home  show  that  two  thousand  dollars  of  these  loans  was  paid  to 
treasurer  Roe,  and  four  thousand  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  dollars 
nd  twenty-five  cents  ($4,248  25)  was  paid  out  on  orders.  The  balance, 
leing  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents 
(1,761  75)  is  unaccounted  for,  except  his  general  statement,  that  it 
lust  in  some  now  forgotten  manner  have  been  paid  out  and  no  account 
r  such  payment  kept. 

Adding  all  these  together  would  make  the  sum  of  twenty-eight  hun- 
red  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  thirty  cents  ($9,877  30),  which  now 
lands  chargeable  as  a  deficiency  against  Mr.  Snyder.  How  much  of 
lis  snm  is  chargeable  to  errors  and  mistakes,  and  how  much  of  it  is  a 
)al  existing  deficiency,  can  never  be  known  with  certainty.  Until 
irther  explained,  this  seems  to  be  owing  the  State  by  Col.  Snyder ; 
Eld  we  recommend  and  urge  that  you  immediately  take  such  steps  to 
>llect  or  secure  any  amount  so  due  and  owing,  in  such  manner  as  yon 
lay  deem  best.  Col.  Snyder  has*  a  bill  of  six  hundred  and  sixty-six 
ollars  and  sixty-five  cents  against  the  State  for  services  as  Secretary 
pm  the  first  day  of  last  December.  This  should  not  be  paid  to  him 
Qtil  the  matter  of  differences  between  him  and  the  State  are  finally 
iijoeted.    The  committee  are  satisfied  that  at  least  a  portion  of  these 
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miBtakes  are  accidental ;  and  they  may  all  be  so,  traceable  to  a  rsj 
loose  manner  of  doing  business. 

Indeed,  to  this  cause  may  be  traced  many  of  the  difficulties  recentij 
enoompassiog  the  Home. 

Financial  and  executive  ability  have  been  largely  wanting  in  the  id- 
ministration  of  its  past  affairs.  Nothing  could  have  been  simpler  than 
to  keep  a  correct  statement  of  the  vouchers  or  bills  of  the  crediton; 
the  orders  issued  and  the  payments  made.  These  would  have  shown 
at  a  glance  the  indebtedness  of  the  institution  at  any  given  time.  5o 
perfect  list  of  either  of  these  items  exist,  or  ever  did  exist  since  the 
origin  of  the  Home.  The  Trustees  came  before  the  Legislature  Itft 
winter,  and  asked  an  appropriation  of  about  $21,000  to  pay  their  debti. 
It  was  cheerfully  granted,  in  face  of  the  fact  that  an  appropriation  rang- 
ing from  $ir5,000  to  $50,000  a  year  was  being  drawn  for  current  ex- 
penses, while  the  indebtedness  was  accruing.  When  steps  were  about 
to  be  taken  to  pay  the  debts,  instead  of  $21,000,  over  $63,009  were 
found  to  be  needed.  The  question  was  asked  in  alarm :  What  kind  of 
financial  management  of  a  sacred  charity  is  that  which  cannot  tell 
within  $40,000  of  its  actual  indebtedness ;  and  how  long  would  as  in- 
dividual escape  financial  ruin  who  managed  bis  private  affairs  in  tlui 
loose  manner !  The  feeling  at  once  springs  up  in  the  Legislatnie 
that  no'  m  ore  money  should  be  appropriated  until  an  investigatioa 
into  such  management  took  place. 

Who  was  to  blame  for  thj^  state  of  affairs  ?    It  is  hard  to  tell  the 
whole  story.    Eegular  book  accounts  were  not  kept  by  at  least  one  of 
the  financial  agents.    The  records  of  the  business  meetings  of  the 
Trustees  were  recently  destroyed  by  fire,  although  in  existence  when 
the  first  statement  of  indebtedness  was  made  out.    Tlie  superintendent 
either  kept  no  accounts  of  her  former  transactions,  or  they  are  in  a 
very  unsatisfactory  condition.    JNo  statement  of  the  voluntary  contri- 
butions made  to  agents  in  the  different  counties  and  townships  of  the 
State,  in  the  early  days  of  the  institution,  were  kept,  and  no  8ub&crip> 
tion  books  can  be  found.    Most  of  the  vouchers  of  Treasurer  King, 
and  some  of  the  vouchers  of  Treasurer  Wilson,  are  lost    They  can  be 
traced  to  about  the  time  Col.  Boe  became  Treasurer,  but  the  exact 
time  and  manner  of  their  disappearance  is  in  doubt. 

No  evidence  exists  as  to  dishonesty  on  the  part  of  either  of  the  trea 
surers ;  but  none  of  them  have  been  sufficiently  careful  to  keep  reg^nlar 
itemized  books  of  their  transactions,  and  one  or  two  of  them  have  dis- 
played very  poor  business  qualifications ;  too  many  had  the  right  to 
make  contracts  and  purchases  and  pay  out  money.    The  Trustees^  tl^ 
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Saperintendent,  the  Treasnrer,  the  financial  agents,  the  Secretary  and 
the  Steward,  have  at  times  contracted  debts  and  paid  out  money,  and 
DO  well-defined  idea  of  the  duties  of  these  offices  was  entertained  by 
^he  incumbents.  Some  of  the  claims  are  for  accounts  which  have  been 
pimning  two  years  without  a  single  payment.  Debts  were  contracted 
sphere  existing  appropriations  did  not  authorize  the  indebtedness.  Un- 
irise,  extravagant  and  almost  reckless  expenditures  of  money  were 
nade  on  the  part  of  an  institution  struggling  with  financial  difficulties. 
[t  is  hard  to  conceive  how  debts  were  so  rapidly  contracted,  and  the 
isual  annual  appropriation  used  up,  in  face  of  the  fact  the  Home  has 
low  more  orphans  in  it  than  it  ever  had  before,  and  is  not  using  up 
hese  same  annual  appropriations.  The  committee  cannot  see  ^'  value 
eceived  "  for  the  outlay  of  so  much  money. 

Employees  of  the  Home  were  paid  at  times  when  no  pay-roll  was 
Lept,  no  receipts  taken,  and  no  account  made  of  the  payment.  As  an 
example  of  the  expenditure  of  money,  to  be  condemned  under  the  cir- 
lumstances,  we  may  mention  the  purchase  last  December,  from  Mr. 
Pell,  of  four  four-acre  lots  of  land  at  one  thousand  dollars  a  lot.  This  land 
VBA  not  needed,  and  its  purchase  could  have  been  dispensed  with.  *  In 
another  instance  the  pasturage  of  the  Home  was  rented  out  at  three 
loUars  an  acre,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each  cow  of  the  Home 
pastured  was  paid  to  the  lessee  of  the  land.  The  balance  sheets  of  this 
ransaction  would  show  very  poor  financial  management  Creditors 
lad  been  deceived  with  promises  of  payment,  until  a  general  dissatis- 
Gustion  existed  among  them  as  to  the  financiering  ability  of  the  Home, 
^his  injured  its  credit  and  weakened  its  power  to  make  economical  pur 
bases.  Certain  creditors  refused  to  trust  further,  or  sold  on  margin 
>  cover  vexatious  delays.  Cash,  or  good  credit,  would  have  enabled  it 
t  all  times  to  purchase  at  lowest  jobbing  rates.  This  could  not  always 
e  done. 

These  enormous  expenses  of  the  Home  are,  to  a  considerable  extent, 
ttribatable  to  the  loose  and  reckless  manner  in  which  Mr.  Clark,  the 
teward,  made  his  purchases.  There  were  no  restraints  on  him,  and 
0  books  then  kept  to  show  how  rapidly  the  debts  were  accumulated, 
here  is  also  evidence  that  he  was  dishonest,  and  sent  quantities  of  po- 
ktoes,  flour,  meat,  meal,  etc.,  from  the  Home  to  the  JMormal  Hotel,  in 
hich  he  was  supposed  to  have  some  pecu  iary  interest,  with  perhaps 
dier  petty  peculations  not  very  clearly  proved.  He  was  permitted  or 
>mpelled  to  resign  his  stewardship  by  the  Board  ot  Trustees,  in  April 
At,  for  taking  improper  liberties  with  some  of  the  little  girls  of  the  in- 
itntion.  The  Trustees,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  actual  accomplish* 
Vol.  11-93 
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ment  of  the  crime  attempted  had  been  made,  and  doubtiDg  whethv  i 
conyiction  oonld  be  had,  and  fearing  the  moral  effect  apon  the  institfl* 
tion  and  its  inmates  of  a  legal  examination,  decided  to  summarily  «k&- 
pel  the  villain  to  resign,  and  permit  him  to  escape  without  a  profieo* 
tion.  Without  questioning, the  sincerity  of  the  Trustees,  we  belkiv 
the  decision  in  this  respect  was  a  mistake,  and  that  the  offender  ought 
to  have  been,  and  still  should  be,  prosecuted  to  the  extreme  penalty  d 
the  law. 

The  carelessness  and  negligence  of  Colonel  Snyder  contributed  Iiig»- 
ly  to  the  confusion  into  which  the  financial  affairs  of  the  institution  fell 
during  its  unfortunate  days  in  the  past  He  had  control  of  its  boob 
and  papers,  and  was  its  most  active  business  agent,  and  is  largely  re- 
sponsible for  troubles  and  difficulty. 

Adverting  now  to  the  present  discipline  and  management  of  this 
institution,  the  committee  are  able  to  report  a  better  order  of  things. 
They  speak  in  this  from  personal  examination  and  the  testimony  of 
many  reliable  witnesses. 

The  bookkeeper  or  Superintendent  now  receives  all  purchases,  com- 
pares them  with  the  vouchers,  weighs  or  measures  such  articles  as  m 
susceptible  of  this  mode  of  proving  the  correctness  of  the  articles,  and 
enters  the  results  upon  the  proper  books.  The  Treasurer  alone,  wb 
has  inaugurated  this  reform,  receives  and  disburses  all  the  monej. 
Under  his  management,  seconded  by  the  Trustees,  the  institution  fif 
the  last  five  months  has  been  running  at  an  average  expenditure  fi 
thirty-five  hundred  dollars  per  mouth,  being  considerably  within  tkft 
appropriation.  There  is  strong  evidence  that  its  money  hereafter  viE 
be  spent  economically  and  honestly.  The  sanitary  condition  of  tb 
Home  is  exoelloAt.  Everything  about  the  premises  is  neat  and  dess^ 
It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  no  sickness  of  any  consequence  has  pi^ 
vailed  among  the  orphans  for  over  a  year.  The  diet,  personal  deaoB- 
ness  and  habits  of  the  children  are  carefully  looked  after.  Abnndaat 
exercise  is  permitted,  but  the  means  of  taking  such  exercise  in  iod** 
ment  weather  is  very  limited.  Perhaps  a  more  systematic  attempt  ^ 
teach  them  trades  and  how  to  work  might  be  an  improvement. 

The  religious  and  moral  training  of  the  children  is  not  nef^eeted. 
They  are  taught  by  precept  and  example.  During  the  week  tliif 
have  daily  scripture  lessons,  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  singing — all  ci- 
gaging  in  these  exercises.  On  the  Sabbath  they  have  appropiM 
training  by  their  teachers. 

The  educational  facilities  are  as  good  as  could  he  expected.  ^ 
hours  a  day  is  devoted  to  study,  under  the  supervision  and  traininf  o^ 
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carefol  teachers.  The  graded  school  system,  in  so  far  as  it  can  be 
made  applicable,  is  adopted,  and  a  reasonable  advancement  in  studies 
marks  the  effort^  of  the  instrnctors.  The  children  are  quiet  and  or- 
derly, and  the  discipline  of  the  institution  is  to  be  commended.  It  is  a 
home  in  the  true  sense,  and  its  inmates  are  contented  and  happj,  with 
rare  exceptions. 

It  now  remains  for  this  committee,  in  the  discharge  of  a  duty  im- 
posed on  it  by  law,  to  make  to  your  Excellency  such  recommendations 
as  to  the  management,  discipline  and  financial  condition  of  the  Illinois 
Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  as  may  have  been  suggested  to  us  by  our  own 
observation,  and  the  testimony  taken  during  this  investigation. 

Mrs.  Yirginia  C.  Ohr,  the  Superintendent,  had  better  be  retained. 
She  is  in  many  respects  a  mother  for  these  orphans,  and  no  better  per- 
son could  be  found,  in  our  opinion,  to  fill  the  position.  Her  business 
qualifications  we  do  not  fully  indorse ;  she  needs  to  exercise  mere  care 
as  to  economy  in  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money;  she  should  be 
cautioned  not  to  make  purchases  not  authorized  under  existing  appro- 
priations. Becent  events  brought  to  her  attention  by  her  own  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  Home,  have  taught  her  a  salutary  lesson, 
and  she  promises  that  no  cause  of  complaint  shall  exist  hereafter  as 
to  her. 

Col.  Beardsley,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  is  a  man  of  the 
kindest  heart,  and  of  large  business  capacity  and  integrity.  He  has, 
however,  confided  too  much  to  others,  and  has  not  devoted  sufficient 
personal  attention  to  the  financial  condition  of  his  trust.  The  duties  of 
his  position  and  office  require  his  careful  scrutiny  of  the  entire  finances 
under  his  control  as  a  trustee,  and  he  should  make  them  his  first  care 
or  resign  his  position  as  a  member  of  the  board. 

We  indorse  Dr.  Sweeny  as  an  honest  man,  whose  whole  heart  is  in 
the  work.  At  times  he  is  too  impulsive  and  hot-headed  ;  complaints  to 
this  effect  have  been  made  by  some  of  the  creditors.  He  needs  a  little 
more  patience  in  dealing  with  so  many  classes  of  men ;  he  should  be 
cool-headed  and  cautious,  and  learn  to  treat  all  with  courtesy  while  he 
holds  his  present  positions.  Holding  the  positions  of  trustee,  treasurer 
and  physician  of  the  Home,  brings  too  much  of  its  business  manage- 
ment under  his  control,  and  gives  currency  to  the  idea  of  a  one-man 
power,  the  influence  of  which  may  be  detrimental.  No  trustee,  in  our 
opinion,  should  hold  the  office  of  treasurer.  The  man  who  controls  and 
pays  out  public  funds  ought  to  have  no  power  to  create  the  indebtedness 
or  pay  the  liabilities  which  he  makes  or  helps  to  make.    For  this  rea- 
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Bon  the  law  should  be  changed  ao  that  the  treaearer  coald  not  held  the 
position  of  trustee. 

Oar  resolution,  unanimonsly  agreed  upon  before  our  adjoammeBt 
at  Normal,  requesting  the  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Col.  Snyder, 
has  been  before  you  for  some  time.  Our  reasons  for  that  resolntioa 
are  already  indicated.  He  has  been  exceedingly  careless  and  negligent 
in  his  manner  of  doing  business,  to  say  the  least  of  him.  No  indi- 
vidual could  manage  his  private  affairs  in  this  looi^e  manner  withoot 
imminent  danger  of  bankruptcy.  No  good  business  man  would  permit 
his  eoaployees  to  serve  him  in  this  way.  He  would  discharge  them 
immediately.  The  public  money  should  be  managed  and  expended 
economically,  systematically  and  honestly.  Mr.  Snyder's  relations  to 
this  institution  have  been  so  unfortunate,  and  are  so  liable  to  be  miar 
represented,  that  no  management  of  his,  no  matter  how  honest  or  caps* 
ble,  would  restore  to  him  the  confidence  of  the  people.  His  resigna- 
tion obviates  the  necessity  of  insisting  upon  the  enforcement  of  our 
resolution. 

The  office  of  Secretary  should  also  be  removed  to  the  Home.  Here- 
totbre  this  office  has  been  kept  in  Springfield.  This  has  necessitated 
the  expense  of  office-rent,  and  has  made  it  inconvenient  on  acoonnt  of 
the  cnstody  of  the  books,  papers  and  records  being  kept  in  a  distant 
city.  The  duties  of  the  Secretary  are  not  laborious;  with  a  salary <^ 
twelve  hundred  dollars  attached,  the  office  is  almost  a  sinecure.  The 
book  keeper,  under  change  of  the  law,  might  be  permitted  to  act  is 
secretary  ;  or  if  the  office  was  retained,  the  salary  should  be  redaced, 
so  as  to  afibrd  only  a  fair  compensation  tor  the  actual  services  rendered* 

If  these  or  similar  changes  shall  be  made ;  if  the  debts  shall  be  paid 
and  the  credit  of  the  Home  restored ;  if  it  shall  profit  by  the  salatarj 
lessons  its  officers  profess  to  have  learned  during  this  investigation,  the 
committee  have  confidence  that  its  future  success  will  be  assured,  and 
the  people  have  no  further  cause  of  complaint  as  to  the  managemeot 
of  this,  one  of  their  dearest  and  most  sacred  charities. 

We  cannot  clcse  this  report  without  an  acknowledgment  of  the  terj 
great  services  renriered  the  committee  by  Kev.  Fred.  H.  Wines,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Board  of  State  Charities.  His  examination  of  the  accoDoti 
of  the  Home  shortened  the  labors  of  the  committee,  and  enabled  tbem 
to  arrive  at  results  quicker  and  in  a  more  satisfactory  manner  than  they 
otherwise  conld  have  done.  He  displayed  a  spirit  of  fairness,  and  i 
desire  to  do  justice  to  all  parties,  creditable  to  him  as  a  man  and  i 
public  officer.    He  appeared  before  us  as  a  witness  required  to  laj  to- 
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fore  as  the  reenlta  of  hie  examinations,  which  examinations  had  been 
long  and  laborions.    The  Board  of  State  Obarities  is  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing the  services  of  a  Secretary  so  laborious,  faithful  and  well  informed 
in  the  affairs  of  our  State  institations.

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STATEMENT  BY  MR.  WINES. 


Springfield,  Wednesday,  July  26, 1S71. 

The  papers  of  the  Home,  or  portions  of  then:,  have  been  in  my 
possession  at  two  different  times.  Thej  first  came  into  my  possession 
when  the  annual  report  of  the  Home  Was  made  up,  last  Kovember 
and  December.  Thej  came  a  second  time  into  my  possession  when  Uia 
$40,000  extra  deficiency  was  discovered,  and  reported  privately  to 
some  members  of  the  Legislature.  It  was  agreed  by  Senator  Craw- 
ford and  Mr.  Watkins  and  the  Board  of  Tmstees  of  the  Soldiers' 
Orphans'  Home,  that  I  should  take  all  the  papers  and  make  a  tkerongh 
examination  of  them,  in  order  to  see  whether  the  books  of  tke  institn- 
tion  itself  showed  this*  $40,000  extra  deficiency  to  be  really  duCj  which 
I  did,  bestowing  a  great  deal  of  labor  upon  it. 

During  the  course  of  this  examination  of  the  papers,  I  found  some 
discvepancies  in  Col.  Snyder's  account,  between  his  statements  of  the 
amounts  paid  to  certain  parties  in  town,  and  the  books  of  those  partiea 
themselves. 

I  want  to  say,  before  proceeding  in  this  matter,  I  have  no  wish  to 
make  any  accusation  against  Col.  Snyder.  I  shall  confine  myself 
strictly  to  a  statement  of  facts  and  of  the  evidence  of  those  facts,  re- 
garding it  as  no  part  of  my  function  or  of  the  function  of  the  Board  I 
represent,  to  form  the  opinion  of  this  committee.  They  must  fono 
their  own  opinion,  upon  the  presentation  of  the  facts. 

Colonel  Snyder  was  financial  agent  at  Springfield,  of  the  temporirt 
Home,  which  was  established  here  and  remained  here  for  over  a  jetr 
before  the  completion  of  the  building  at  Normal.  As  financial  ageot,  J 
he  paid  out,  or  claims  to  have  paid  out,  the  sum  of  $35,718  68.  Tbii 
amount  he  paid  out  without  ever  being  placed  under  bond.  I  uoder- 
stand,  and  Mr.  King  testified,  that  neither  of  the  financial  agents  were 
placed  under  bonds  by  the  Board  of  Trustees — in  that  capacity.  Kr. 
King  was  placed  under  bond  as  treasurer.    Colonel  Snyder  never  gave 
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bond.  Daring  the  time  he  was  financial  agent,  he  received  from  time 
to  time,  money  froni^the  treasury  ("of  the  institution,]  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  the  expenses  of  this  Temporary  Home ;  and  he  accounted 
for  that  money,  as  I  stated  in  my  printed  report,  by  quarterly  reports 
made  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  time  to  time — detached  statements, 
which  are  here.  The  committee  can  examine  and  see  for  themselr^s 
the  shape  id  which  these  reports  were  made. 

These  [exhibiting  the  statements  just  mentioned]  are  the  payments 
which  Colonel  Snyder  claims  to  have  made,  on  account  of  the  Home, 
in  his  capacity  as  agent.  ^ 

On  examination,  I  discovered  that  there  were,  among  his  papers,  a 
large  number  of  bills  which  were  not  receipted.  1  gathered  them  all 
together  and  brought  them  down  to  him,  at  the  House  of  Hepresenta- 
tives,  where  he  was  reporting,  and  asked  him  to  explain  the  absence  of 
any  signatures.  He  said  that  he  could  get  those  papers  signed,  and 
make  them  regular,  as  all  the  parties  resided  here  or  near  here,  with 
one  or  two  exceptions. 

Before  returning  them  to  him,  I  decided  to  go  to  the  parties  them- 
selves andisee  if  I  could  get  any  explanation.  I  accordingly  took  the 
bills  of  Mr.  Steigor,  a  butcher  here,  and  carried  them  down  to  his  meat 
stall  in  the  ^larket,  and  asked  to  see  his  books.  He  allowed  me  to  do 
so,  and  I  found  that  the  amount  of  money  which  Mr.  Steiger  said  Col- 
onel Snyder  had  paid  him,  was  very  much  less  than  the  amount  which 
Colonel  Snyder,  in  his  statements,  claimed  to  have  paid.  Then  on 
comparing  the  bills  with  the  books  and  with  each  other,  I  found  that 
part  of  them  were  duplicated  accounts  ;  that  is,  two  bills  were  ieut  in, 
containing  the  same  date,  the  same  items,  and  the  same  footing.  A 
bill  of  which  there  were  two  copies,  was  paid  to  Mr.  Steiger  once,  and 
ihen  the  money  was  drawn  twice  from  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home, 
on  these  two  so-called  vouchers,  one  of  which  would  bear  a  signature 
and  the  other  not. 

I  found  further,  that  private  bills  of  Colonel  Snyder  were  included 
in  his  account — several  private  bills — I  think  four. 

Having  discovered  this  discrepancy  in  the  accounts  of  Colonel  Sny- 
der, I  concluded  to  inquire  further.  I  went  around  and  asked  the 
parties  themselves,  where  I  thought  probably  there  might  be  a  differ- 
ence in  the  amount,  and  ascertained  that  he  had  made  errors  in  his 
statements  of  his  accounts  with  quite  a  number  of  the  Springfield  mei- 
chants. 

I  have  here  a  list  ^  of  errors  which  I  suppose  to  have  been  made 

by  Colonel  Snyder,  and  all  of  which  I  think  that  I  can   establish.

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PoBBibly  there  may  be  a  donbt  with  regard  to  one  or  two  of  them. 
The  list  foolB  tip  $1,082  55.  In  this  $1,982  55,  however,  ie  io- 
eluded  the  $301  80,  which  is  charged  to  him  on  the  Treasurer's  book 
and  not  accounted  for. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^How  many  separate  accounts  are  there  ? 

Mr.  Wines — Twenty-two.  I  say  twenty-two  accounts ;  I  mean  with 
twenty-two  persons. 

The  Chairman — What  period  of  time  do  they  cover  i 

Mr.  Wines — Probably  fifteen  months,  in  1868-9.  The  Home  was 
opened  about  fifteen  months,  I  think,  before  it  was  removed.  I  don't 
remember  exactly. 

Mr.  Yocke — Have  you  the  receipted  bills  and  duplicate  bills  ? 

Mr.  Wines — I  have.  The  bills  are  on  the  table ;  and  also  Colonel 
Snyder's  account,  made  out  in  a  different  form  [from  the  original 
statements].  I  have  put  all  the  accounts  of  one  person  together.  The 
footing  of  these  [original  statements]  is  precisely  the  same  as  that  of 
those  [accounts  in  the  altered  form,  as  prepared  by  witness].  Then  I 
have  the  sworn  statements  of  the  parties  with  whom  he  has  had  trans- 
actions. I  can  bring  all  the  parties  up  here  and  produce  their  person- 
al testimony  if  you  wish. 

Mr.  Yocke — ^Do  you  know  if  those  reports  are  made  in  Colonel  Sny- 
der's hand  writing;  ? 

Mr.  Wines — ^They  are  not.  They  are  made  in  the  hand  writing  of 
a  young  man  in  his  employ — ^his  private  clerk ;  he  was  paid  by  Colonel 
SnydQr,  personally,  not  by  the  State.  Perhaps  I  am  too  fiiat  with 
regard  to  that.  He  was  alsoderk  of  the  temporary  Home,  and  reoeived 
some  money  in  that  capadty.  Whether  he  was  paid  for  all  his  time 
there  or  not,  I  don't  know. 

The  question  as  to  how  these  reports  should  be  made  out,  came  before 
the  Governor,  and  I  went  to  Governor  Palmer,  and  stated  that  I  had 
found  these  discrepancies.  The  Governor  sent  for  Colonel  Snyder, 
and  after  hearing  my  statement,  in  the  Colonel's  presence,  said  thai  he 
(Snyder)  must  have  time  to  refute  or  explain  them.  He  then  tele^cmph- 
ed  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  who  were  present  at  the 
second  hearing  before  the  Governor,  when  we  went  all  over  the  aocountB 
again,  as  far  as  I  had  investigated  at  that  time.  Mr.  McNeill,  Colonel 
Snyder's  clerk,  appeared  before  the  Governor,  and  stated  there  and  to 
me  privately,  that  the.  manner  in  which  these  statements  were  made  oot, 
was  this :  Col.  Snyder  took  the  bills  and  read  off  the  amounts.  He, 
the  derk,  sat  at  a  table  and  entered  them,  and  afterwards  examined 
the  bills  to  see  if  they  were  correctly  entered.    Bat  he  also  stated  to 
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the  Governor  that  his  examination  was  eimply  an  examination  of  the 
footings.  He  looked  at  the  ontside,  and  saw  what  amount  was  indorsed, 
and  knew  nothing  about  the  contents,  whether  jnst  or  not,  and  was 
not  responsible  for  any  mistake. 

I  shall  proceed  to  state  the  errors  in  his  accounts. 

The  Chairman  (interrnpting) — Probably  the  better  way  would  be  to 
take  them  one  at  a  time. 

DB.   ALLES'S   ACCOUNT. 

There  is  a  mistake  in  Dr.  Allen's  account,  of  thirty-eight  dollars. 

Here  [producing  an  affidavit  by  Dr.  Alien]  is  Dr.  Allen's  statement 
of  the  amount  of  money  paid  to  him.  The  footing  of  this  statement 
[Dr.  Allen's*]  is  eighteen  dollars  less  than  the  footing  of  that  [Ool.  Sny* 
dor's  account,  in  hands  of  chairman]. 

The  Chairman— This  foots  $389. 

Mr.  Wines — ^And  this,  $S14.  The  difference,  $18,  is  covered  by  that 
voucher,  which,  you  see,  bears  no  signature. 

Mr.  Vocke — Has  the  Doctor,  at  any  time,  explained  how  he  came 
to  make  duplicates  ? 

Mr.  Wines — No  sir.  He  gave  no  special  explanation.  He  sent  in 
one  bill  for  $18.  Afterwards  he  sent  in  another  [for  $122,  including 
the  first].  He  said  it  [the  first  bilf)  was  not  designed  as  a  receipt.  It 
was  not  a  receipt.  A  receipt  was  on  that  bill  [the  second]  and  on  that 
one  only.    That  is  a  mistake  of  eighteen  dollars. 

Another  mistake  of  $20  occurred  in  this  way:  Colonel  Snyder 
charges  upon  his  statement  those  $20  expenses  [paid  to  Dr.  Allen]. 
Yon  will  notice  that  the  last  charge  of  Dr.  Allen  is  $20.  Among  these 
entries  by  Snyder,  which  are  in  dispute  here  to-day,  you  will  find  the 
same  item,  $20.  That  $20  is  credited  also  on  the  Treasurer's  book ;  of 
course  it  cannot  be  credited  on  Colonel  Snyder's  statement,  or  if  credited 
on  his  statement,  it  should  not  be  credited  on  the  Treasurer's  book. 
It  is  credited  in  both  places,  which  is  a  mistake  of  $20. 

Shall  I  go  through  with  these  now'^  or  will  you  hear  Colonel  Sny- 
der with  regard  to  each  account  t 

Mr.  Cloud — It  would  be  well  for  him  to  respond  to  the  discrepancy 
on  each  one,  as  we  go  along. 

Mr.  Yocke — He  wants  Mr.  Wines  to  proceed  with  his  statement. 

THB  Accotrirr  or  miss  bunham. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  next  mistake  is  in  the  account  of  Miss  Dunham,  a 
teacher  in  the  Home. 
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You  will  find  vouchers— one  numbered  65  and  the  other  10 — each 
for  $46,  for  the  month  of  September.  One  of  them  is  a  voucher  re- 
coipted,  the  other  is  not  receipted. 

The  Chairman — "[that  would  be  an  error  of  $45. 

Mr.  Wines — There  is  also  an  account  of  the  same  teacher,  which  it 
not  receipted  at  all. 

Mr.  Vocke — Whose  hand  writing  is  this  ? 

Mr.  Wines — I  think  that  is  Mr.  McNeill's  hand  writing.    (Turning 
round.)    That  is  yours,  Mr.  McNeill,  is  it  not  ? 
I   Mr.  McNeill — Yes,  sir ! 

THE   ACCOUNT  OF  R.  F.  HERIIDON. 

Mr.  Wines — The  next  account  in  which  there  is  a  mistake,  is  that 
of  R.  F.  Hemdou. 

The  amount  of  his  account,  according  to  his  sworn  statement,  which 
I  have  here,  and  will  submit,  is  $525  OL  The  amount  which  GoL 
Snyder  claimed  to  have  paid,  is  $908  53.  [An  affidavit  waa  here 
read,  attested  by  Henry  C.  Latham,  Notary,  certifying  $526  04,  the 
amount  of  his  account  paid.] 

The  two*  vouchers  which  cover  that  statement  of  $925  53,  are  here. 
Mr.  Hemdon  first  sent  in  a  bill  [No.  52]  of  $388  49.  He  aOerwards 
sent  in  this  bill  [No.  13]. 

The  Chairnum— Does  that  [No.  18]  contain  this  bill  [No.  52]  ! 

Mr.  Wines— This  contains  $525  04.  The  first  bill  waa  for  $383  49, 
and  is  receipted.  Afterwards  he  sent  in  a  bill  amounting  to  $141  55, 
but  at  the  end  of  it,  he  adds  <'  Merchandize  to  January  1st,  $383  49^ 
making  $525  04.  Below,  the  $888  49  is  deducted  again  ;  eo  that  Ibit 
[No.  52]  is  a  receipt  for  $383  49,  and  this  [No.  13J  is  a  receipt  for 
$141  55,  but  this  is.turned  in,  as  I  said  before,  for  $525  04.  When 
you  have  examined  it,  and  see  the  point,  I  am  ready  to  go  on. 

The  Chairman^ What  does  this  "received  payment"  here  (after 
$525  04,  before  the  deduction  of  $383  49]  mean  ?  and  also  down  hen 
[after  $141  55,  at  the  bottom  of  the  bill]  ?    > 

Mr.  Winee— The  bill  [for  $525  04]  was  sent  in  there  to  be  paid. 

Mr.  Flagg— Not  signed  ? 

Mr.  Wines— Not  signed— approved  by  Mrs.  S.  P.  Ohr.  That  [the 
second  '^  received  payment  "|  is  a  receipt 

The  Chairman— I  see  that  [the  first  " received  payment "]  is  not 
signed.

THE  ACOOUNT  OF  THB  ILLHIOIS  STATE  JOURNAL. 

Mr.  Wines— The  next  account  is  that  of  the  Illinois  State  Journal 
Company.    There  is  a  mistake  in  their  accounts  of  $^1  80. 

There  [producing  it]  is  a  sworn  statement  from  the  Journal  Com- 
paoj,  of  the  amount  which  was  paid  them  on  advertising. 

[This  sworn  statatement  includes  two  bills,  one  March  12 — Septem- 
ber, 21, 1867,  $49 ;  the  other,  October  26,  1867^January  14,  1868 ; 
first  paid  January  27, 1868;  the  second,  August  17,  1868.]  You  will 
see  the  bill  for  $49,  is  entered  here  on  the  Treasurer's  book,  as  paid 
to  the  Journal  Company.  The  other  one  is  entered  upon  the  Treas- 
urer's book,  also— $39  50,  August  18, 1868. 

Those  bills,  which  are  the  only  bills,  [for  advertising,]  are  both 
entered  on  the  Treasurer's  book.  This  one  of  $39  50,  is  credited  on 
Colonel  Snyder's  statement.  There  is  the  voucher  for  it,  $39  50.  Of 
course  if  presented  in  one  place,  it  ought  not  to  be  in  the  other. 

Then  he  charges  the  State  with  $5  for  the  Daily  Journal.  The  bill 
paid  [March  4 — June  30, 1868,]  is  for  $3  20,  which  makes  a  difference 
of  $1.80. 

The  total  mistake  then,  is  the  sum  of  $39  50  and  $1  80,  in  the  ac- 
connt  of  the  Journal  Company. 

THB  AOCOCJKT  OF  JACOB  KUHK. 

The  next  mistake  that  I  find  is  in  a  duplication  of  the  accounts  of 
Jacob  Knhn.  On  the  same  page  [of  Col.  Snyder's  account]  you  will 
notice  that  there  are  two  entries.  One  of  those  entries  is  numbered 
8,  and  the  other  is  75.  There  are  the  two  vouchers.  One  of  them  has 
the  receipt  of  Mr.  Kuhn  on  it,  the  other  has  not.  On  examining  the 
vouchers,  you  will  find  they  contain  the  same  date,  the  same  item,  the 
same  footing. 

THE   ACCOUNT  OFLATHAM  &  CO. 

Mr.  Wines — The  next  account  is  that  of  Latham  &  Co. — a  discrep- 
ancy of  $247. 

Mr.  Reddick— What  for  ? 

Mr.  Wines — Boots  and  shoes.  He  claims  to  have  paid  $764  60;  the 
the  amount  actually  paid  was  $517  60,  the  difierence  is  $247. 

[The  Chairman  here  read  aloud  the  afiidavit  of  Latham  &  Co.,  that 
the  amount  of  their  account  with  the  Home  was  only  $517  60.] 

The  Chairman — Here  is  voucher  55,  $75,  next  one  58,  $144  45,  the 
next  26,  is  $177,  the  next  is  37,  of  $218  75,  the  next  is  22,  of  $149  40. 
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Mr.  Wines — These  two,  I  think  it  is,  [Nos.  37  and  22J  oontain  the 
whole  of  Mr.  Latham's  account,  and  these  three  [Kos.  55,  58  and  26^] 
are  dnplicates.  There,  jou  see,  is  a  receipt  [No.  55]  for  $75,  on  ac- 
count.   That  $75  is  credited  on  this  other  bill  [No.  87.] 

The  easiest  way  will  be  to  see  that  these  two  bills  contain  the  iriiole 
of  it. 

[Witness  explained  that  voucher  No.  87  contains  the  whole  acooant, 
with  items,  to  March  6, 1869,  and  that  the  Home  is  credited  on  this 
bill,  with  a  payment  by  Mrs.  Ohr,  November  2, 1868,  $5 ;  one  by  Col 
Snyder,  December  2,  $75,  for  which  voacher  37  is  a  separate  receipt; 
and  one  December  22,  $69  45,  which  is  included  with  the  former  pay- 
ment of  $75  in  voucher  68.  Youcher  26  includes  a  receipt  for  both 
these  payments,  viz :  December  3  and  22,  and  for  $42  55  in  addition.] 

Take  this  bill  [No.  26] ;  that  is  down  on  that  other  bill,  [No.  37.] 
Take  the  rest  of  those  items  [on  No.  37.]  This  [No.  55]  is  a  duplicate 
of  a  portion  of  that ;  take  this  of  October,  [No.  58,]  that  is  contained 
there.    These  three  are  dnplicates  of  portions  of  those  two. 

The  Chairman — ^Tes,  I  see. 

THE  ▲OOOUin'  OF^  J.  A.  MASOK. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  next  account  in  which  I  find  a  mistake  [of  $5,]  ia 
that  of  J.  A.  Mason.  You  will  notice  there  is  an  item  entered  there 
[on  Snyder's  statement]  of  $5.  Here  is  the  voucher,  [N  o.  — ,]  and 
there  is  no  signature  to  it  There  is  another  item  of  $47  50.  Here  is 
the  bill,  [No.  — ,]  and  it  contains  that  item  on  it,  March  14, 186S,  $5 ; 
so  that  the  bill  [No.  — ]  is  a  duplicate  of  a  portion  of  this,  [No.  — .] 
Then  you  will  notice  these  charges  were  written  in  by  Mr.  Snyder, 
and  footed  up. 

I  have  tried  to  see  Mr.  Mason,  but  he  is  not  in  town.  He  haa  quit 
business.  I  have  discovered  only  the  mistake  of  $5  00,  the  other  may 
be  right,  or  may  not. 

THB  ACCOUNT  OF  E.  L,  MBBBrTT  A  BBO. 

The  next  is  a  mistake  of  $18  25,  in  the  account  of  E.\L.  Merritt  & 
Brother. 

Tou  see  there  [on  Snyder's  statement]  is  an  item  of  $18  25 ;  here 
is  the  voucher  $18  25.  This  item  is  entered  on  the  Treasurer's  book, 
therefore  cannot  be  entered  on  Colonel  Snyder's  statement.  If  accouot- 
ed  for  here,  it  cannot  be  accounted  for  there. 

The  Chairman — Have  you  seen  Mr,  Merritt  about  this? 

Tes,  sir !    I  have  his  memorandumi  in  which  he  states  there  ia  only 
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one  bill  of  $18  25.    I  have  not  his  affidavit.    Ton  can  send  for  him; 
he  is  right  across  the  street. 

The  Chairman — Suppose  yn  send  for  Mr.  Merritt. 

Joseph  Merritt,  sworn : 

The  Chairman — How  much  has  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  paid 
yon  for  advertising ! 

A.  My  business  is  bookkeeper  for  Merritt  &  Bros.  The  total  bill 
up  to  January  Id,  1863,  was  $60  50.    Here  is  a  paymept  of  $18  26. 

Mr.  Wines— What  date  was  that  payment  of  $18  25 1 

A.     November  14tb. 

The  Chairman — ^The  date  on  the  voucher  is  November  20th. 

Mr.  Snyder— Who  p^id  the  bill  t 
.    A.    My  brother  returned  the  bill  to  me.    I  did  not  see  who  paid 
him.    My  brother  does  the  collecting. 

THB  ACCOUNT  OF  DANISL  MOBSK. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  next  error  is  in  the  acconnt  of  Daniel  Morse. 

You  will  see  a  bill  of  $26  70 ;  there  is  the  bill. 

[This  bill  is  for  meat,  for  Jane,  1868,  $19.  Below  the  footing,  $19, 
is  an  entry  in  pencil,  $6  70,  and  a  pencilled  footing,  $26  70.] 

Mr.  y ocke — Whose  pencil  marks  are  these  ? 

Mr.  Wines — ^Those  are  Colonel  Snyder's  pendl  marks. 

I  have  not  Mr.  Morse's  affidavit,  but  I  can  get  him,  if  you  want  him. 
On  looking  at  the  books  of  Mr.  Morse,  I  found  that  Qol.  Snyder's  pri- 
vate meat  bill,  for  that  month,  was  $6  25,  a  difference  only  of  fifty-five 
cents  [in  the  amount  of  his  private  bill  and  that  of  the  pencilled  entry.] 
That  $6  26  was  not  paid  on  account  of  the  Home — Col.  Snyder  paid 
Mr.  Morse  only  $19. 

Then  he  [Col.  Snyder]  has  an  entry  [on  his  statement]  of  $30  40^ 
[bill  for  February,  1868.]  The  amount  paid  was  $20  40.  On  Mr. 
Morse's  book  there  is  a  deduction  or  credit  of  $10,  whidi  he  said  was 
an  amount  equal  to  the  Qovernment  tax.  He  contributed  $10  to  the 
funds  of  the  Home.  The  entire  amount,  $20  40,  is  charged  on  Col. 
Snyder's  statement,  and  the  $10  subscription  is  not  entered  anywhere 
on  the  other  side. 

THB  ADOGVm  OF  WALTEB  OBDWAT. 

The  next  mistake  is  one  of  $120  15,  in  the  account  of  Walter  Ord* 
^svay. 

You  will  notice  there  are  two  entries  of  $120 15.    The  amount  which 

C/olonel  Snyder  claims  to  have  paid  to  Mr.  Ordway  is  $800 16.    The 
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amonnt  irbieh  he  actnally  paid,  according  to  Mr.  Ordway's  affidavit,  is 
$180,  and  here  are  the  bills.  There,  you  see,  is  $120  15  not  receipted, 
turned  in  as  one  voucher,  Ko.  85.  There  is  the  receipt  for  that  bill, 
$120  16,  which  is  turned  in  as  another  voucher,  No.  47.  There,  [Ho. 
. .]  is  a  bill  for  the  balance  [of  $180]  $59  85. 
This  [No.  85]  is  the  duplicate. 

THB  ACCOUNT  07  DB.  PABKBB. 

The  next  account  is  that  of  Dn  0.  Parker — $10  75.  Dr.  Parker  is 
a  druggist  here  in  town.  Here  is  the  bill :  ^'  Colonel  John  M*  SnyJer," 
personally,  *' to  Dr.  0.  Parker,  debtor,  $10  75."  No  items.  Noticing 
that  that  was  to  Oolonel  Snyder  personally,  I  went  to  Dr.  Parker  and 
asked  him  for  a  statement,  which  he  drew  up  from  his  book.  He 
showed  me  that  it  was  famished  to  Oolonel  Snyder  personally,  and 
was  nearly  all  for  cigars. 

TBX  ACCOUNT  OF  MB.  B0BSBT8. 

The  next  account  in  which  there  is  a  mistake  is  that  of  John  G. 
Boberts— $62  68,  the  whole  amount  of  his  account.  He  [CoL  Snyder] 
claims  to  have  paid  it.  None  of  that  account  is  to  be  included  on  OoL 
Snyder's  statement  at  all. 

There  [on  the  statement]  is  an  item  of  $42  88.  Here  is  the  bill,  [30,] 
made  ont  in  Oolonel  Snyder's  name,  with  the  aflSdavit  of  John  O. 
Soberts,  who  says  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  the  arti* 
cles  were  not  delivered  to  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  but  to  Colonel 
Snyder. 

The  bill  is  for  feed,  oats,  screeniog,  bran,  &c. 

Mr.  Roberts  went  with  me  to  see  his  man,  who  delivered  the  goods, 
and  asked  where  the  goods  were  delivered,  and  the  roan  stated  they 
were  delivered  at  the  private  residence  of  Oolonel  Snyder. 

Those,  [68,  9]  ftre  both  contained  in  the  account  of  A.  S.  Edwards. 
Turn  back  to  his  account,  and  you  will  see ;  you  will  find  a  bill  there, 
for  $80  19. 

1  ought  to  make  a  statement  in  regard  to  Mr.  Edwards'  mode  cf  do- 
ing business.  He  is  a  grocer  and  did  not  keep  a  supply  of  mill  stuff  oo 
hand.  Mr.  John  O.  Boberts,  however,  kept  a  flour  and  feed  store  next 
door  to  Mr.  Edwards.  A  back  door  opened  between  the  two.  Mr.  £d* 
wards'  custom  with  all  his  customers,  of  whom  I  was  one,  was,  wh«a 
they  ordered  flour,  to  send  into  Mr.  Roberts'  store,  and  tell  Mr.  Roberts 
to  let  him  have  a  sack  of  flour ;  then  at  the  end  of  the  month,  he  aettlad 
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with  Mr.  BobertB,  and  in  his  settlement  with  his  onstomers,  sent  in 
Mr.  Roberts'  receipt  along  with  his  [Edwards']  bill.  He  entered  the 
amoant  of  the  Roberts  account  apon  his  own  bill,  and  receipted  for  the 
whole  of  it,  sending  in  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Roberts,  as  a  voncher  for  the 
payment  of  the  money. 

That  bill  of  $80  12  [on  Edwards'  account]  was  in  the  month  of  Au- 
gust, 1868.  Mr.  Edwards'  own  bill  was  $65  13.  The  amount  he  paid 
Mr.  Roberts  was  $15,  making  $80  12.  This  receipt  [63  J  accompanied 
that  bill ;  this  is  Mr.  Roberts'  receipt 

Mr.  Yocke — ^The  discrepancy  amounts  to  $15.* 

Mr.  Wines — In  the  same  way  on  the  October  account  [of  Mr.  Ed- 
wards']  there  is  $4  80.  He  sends  in  this  receipt  [9],  and  Colonel  Sny- 
der has  entered  those  receipts  separately,  as  well  as  Edwards'  bills. 

The  Obairman— This  would  foot  up  this  whole  bill,  $62  68. 

THB  Aoooxnsrr  of  jtohn  botbj^icbl. 

Mr.  Wines — The  next  mistake  you  will  see  there,  is  an  item  of  $18 
charged  there.  That  was  furnished  to  Oolonel  Snyder  personally ;  the 
receipt  shows  it.  "  For  wood  delivered  at  his  house ;"  the  other,  ^^  de- 
livered at  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  liome." 

THS  AOOOUNT  OF  JACOB  BUOESL* 

The  next  mistake  is  in  the  account  of  Jacob  RuckeL  Yon  will  see  a 
bill  of  $28  20  entered  on  Ool.  Snyder's  statement  [for  wall  paper].  I 
noticed  that  this  bill  was  made  out  to  Colonel  Snyder  personally,  and 
not  to  the  Home.  I  went  and  asked  whether  the  goods  were  furnished 
to  the  Colonel  or  to  the  Home.  Mr.  Ruckel  looked  at  the  account,  saw 
that  the  paper  was  a  costly  gilt  paper,  and  said  he  didn't  believe  they 
put  any  such  on  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home.  He  had  no  recollec- 
tion of  sending  any,  but  he  did  remember  sending  paper  to  paper  a 
room  at  Oolonel  Snyder's  residence.  He  said  if  I  would  go  out  with 
him  he  would  examine  and  see  whether  it  was  furnished  to  the  Home 
or  not.  We  went  out  and  found  it  was  not.  Inquiring  of  the  man  who 
put  up  the  paper,  he  said  he  put  it  up  in  the  house  of  Oolonel  Snyder. 

I  have  the  aflSidavit  of  Mr.  Rackel,  to  the  effect  that  the  amount 
of  this  bill  was  not  furnished  to  the  Home,  but  to  Oolonel  Snyder. 

THB  AOOOUNT  OF  BDWABD  BtJHMEL. 

The  next  mistake  is  in  the  account  of  Edward  Rummel.  It  is  entered 
for  $5.50;  look  at  it;  you  will  see  it  [pointing  to  the  written  word 
*'two"]  luoked  like  *'five,"  and  was  taken  for  "five ;"  it  was  **two." 
That  is  a  very  easy  mistake  to  make. 
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THB  A^COOTTHT  OF  8TBIOBB  <fr  BB08. 

The  next  accoant,  in  which  there  is  a  mistake  of  $281  41,  is  the 
Steiger  account. 

Colonel  Snyder  claims  to  have  paid  him  $1173  84.  Here  la  Mr. 
Steiger's  affidavit  as  to  the  amount  paid  him,  in  which  he  swears  to 
$S92  43,  which  is  a  difierence  of  $281  41. 

The  Chairman — [Looking  at  affidavit] — No  bill  since  this  ? 
Mr.  Wines — No,  sir.     This  carries  it  down  to  the  time  when  the 
Home  was  removed.    Here  [producing  a  large  package]  are  Mr.  Stei- 
ger's bills,  filed  among  the  vouchers. 
The  Chairman — Do  they  correspond  ?  [with  the  affidavit] 
Mr.  Wines — Some  of  them  do  not.    I  will  show  you. 
The  first  bill  there  [27],  $69  05 ;  throw  that  out,  that  is  correct 
The  next  one  is  for  how  much  ?  $105  40.     This  [37]  is  made  up,  you 
will  see,  of  two  bills,  one  for  the  month  of  June,  $46  30 ;  one  for  the 
month  of  July,  $59  10  [producing  another  bill,  62].    These  two  [37  and 
62]  correspond,  except  a  discrepancy  of  two  pounds.    This  one  [37] 
is  charged  at  10  cents ;  that  one  [62 1  at  12^  cents ;  this  [37]  is  the  one 
on  which  payment  was  made.    That  was  paid,  and  this  [62]  was  not 
Mr.  Yocke — Did  Mr,  Steiger  explain  the  difference  in  the  price  ! 
Mr.  Wines — No,  sir ;  not  to  me.    This  is  Mr.  Steiger's  writing,  10 
cents ;  that  is  Colonel  Snyder's  writing  or  his  clerk's,  I  don't  know 
which.    His  or  Mr.  McNeill's. 

The  Chairman— That  [62]  is  evidently  the  one  paid.  This  bill  [87] 
never  was  paid.    No  receipt  to  it.  ^ 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  next  one  is  $76  20 ;  that  is  correct,  throw  that  out 
The  next  is  $6  10;  there  it  is.  Colonel  Snyder's  private  bill.  It  don't 
appear  here  [on  Steiger's  affidavit].  It  is  made  oat  to  himself  person* 
ally,  as  you  may  see  by  looking  at  Colonel  Snyder's  private  account  in 
Mr.  Steiger's  ledger. 

The  next  one  [28]  is  $96  20.    It  should  be  $94  20 ;  tlie  4  [in  the  bill] 
looks  a  good  deal  like  6.    Here  is  another  bill  [61]  for  $1^4  20.    This 
[61]  is  receipted  ;  the  other  is  not.    They  are  duplicates  of  each  other ; 
$94  20  was  the  amonnt  paid. 
Mr.  Flagg — Both  paid  are  they  ? 
Mr.  Wines — No,  sir ;  one  was  paid  ;  both  charged. 
The  next  one,  $18  95,  is  made  up  of  two  bill^,  one  for  $7  25,  and 
one  for  $6  70,  which  are  both  Colonel  Snyder's  private  bills  for  the 
months  of  November  and  December.    Mr.  Steiger's  books  show  tbit 
they  are  on  his  private  account. 
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The  next  OM,  $132  £5,  is  oonreot ;  throw  that  oiM;. 

The  next  one^  $120  32 ;  that  is  correct ;  throw  that  ont 

The  next,  $24  30;  that  bill,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  I  have  mislaid.  I 
don't  know  where  it  is ;  it  may  be  among  some  of  my  papers,  or  I  may 
have  lost  it.  I  can  say  it  was  in  my  possession*  It  was  in  Colonel 
Snjder's  own  name,  and  was  a  private  bill,  neve^  entered  on  that  list 
[of  Home  accounts]. 

Next,  $243  86.  The  amount  of  that  bill  was  $U9  30.  There  is  an 
addition  of  $94  56,  ot  which  I  have  no  knowledge,  and  Mr.  Steiger 
has  none.    I  don't  know  what  it  was. 

The  next  one  is  $144  70 ;  that  is  correct. 

That  finishes  Mr.  Steiger's  account. 

The  Chairman — What  did  yon  say  was  the  total  discrepancy  { 

Mr.  Wines— $281  41. 

THE  ACCOUNT  OF  J.  Q.  VAN  NESS. 

The  next  discrepancy  is  in  the  account  of  J.  Q.  Van  Ness.  There 
is  a  bill  for  $27  30,  and  another  lor  $19  05.  The  $19  05  is  not  re- 
ceipted, and  it  forms  part  of  the  $27  30.  I  have  Mr.  Yan  Ness'  sworn 
statement  here. 

THE  ACCOUNT  OF  WASNB  A  STSBBINS. 

This  is  Warne  &  Stebbins.'  There  are  two  vouchers,  one  numbered 
21,  the  other  67.  The  one  numbered  67,  is  not  receipted.  The  one 
numbered  21,  is  receipted,  and  yon  will  notice  they  are  the  same  bill, 
$12  73.  Here  is  Mr.  Stebbins'  affidavit  with  regard  to  the  account. 
The  amount  Colonel  Snyder  claims  to  have  paid  him  is  $175  62,  and 
the  amount  actually  paid  him  was  $127  65,  making  a  difference  of 
$rl8  12,  which  is  made  up  in  part  of  that  duplicated  account,  and  in 
part  of  this  account,  [43,  for  $35  39,]  which  is  made  out  in  Snyder's 
name,  and  which  Stebbins  says  was  never  furnished  to  the  Home. 

THE  ACCOUNT  OF  JOHN  0.  OANFIXLD. 

The  next  account  to  which  I  want  to  call  your  attention,  is  that  of  Mr. 
John  C.  Canfiek),  for  dry  goods.  You  will  find  a  bill  entered  there,  I 
think  of  $17  25,  made  out  in  Oolonei  Snyder's  name,  which  was  a  pri- 
vate account  of  goods  furnished  to  his  wife. 

While  I  am  on  the  subject  of  Mr.  Canfield,  I  will  make  another  state- 
ment, though  I  don't  know  that  it  will  amount  to  anything,  because 
IS/Lt.  Canfield  kept  no  books,  and  he  cannot  find  out  anything  with  re- 
gard to  it. 
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There  is  a  bill  of  $344 17,  to  which  there  has  been  aa  addition  made 
in  Colonel  Snyder's  oven  writing,  of  $33  63.  $244  IT,  according  to  Mr. 
Oanfield,  is  a  trae  and  correct  statement  of  the  articles  fnrnished  by 
him.  He  says  the  figures  $83  63  are  not  his,  and  he  has  no  knowledge 
of  them. 

I  ought  to  state,  however,  that  on  consnltatioo  with  Colonel  Snyder, 
with  regard  to  that  account,  he  [Mr.  Canfield,  ]  recollected  there  was 
at  one  time,  a  balance  due,  the  amount  of  which  he  didnH  know,  and 
that  that  might  be  that  balance. 

Mr.  Vocke — This  is  Canfield's  receipt,  however. 

Mr.  Wines — Yes,  sir ;  but  the  figures  there  are  put  in  by  OoL  Sny- 
der. 

THS  AOdOUNT  OF  h.  H.  00NVBB8B. 

The  next  account  is  that  of  L.  H.  Converse,  $15,  made  but  in  Col- 
onel Snyder's  name,  and  bearing  Mr.  Converse's  written  memoran- 
dum on  the  bill.  It  is  a  bill  for  the  repair  of  a  roof;  there  [upon  the 
bill,]  is  a  memorandum  showing  where  the  repairing  was  done,  viz: 
upon  a  small  house  on  Fifth  street,  not  connected  in  anyway  with  the 
Home,  so  that  this  is  not  a  Home  bill. 

All  these  are  accounts,  of  which  I  have  what  I  regard  as  substantial 
evidence  that  they  are  wrong. 

I  have  two  other  accounts,  which  I  am  very  well  satisfied  in  my  own 
mind,  are  wrong,  yet  I  have  no  documentary  evidence  to  that  effect;  but 
they  are  accounts  for  which  no  vouchers  are  to  be  found.  The  first 
of  these  is 

THE  AOOOUNT  OF  OHASLSS  OONKLING  Ss  BBO. 

You  will  notice  that  the  first  bill  [entered  on  Snyder's  statement,]  is 
$257  35  ;  there  it  is,  for  the  month  of  December,  1868,  running  do«rn 
to  the  31st  of  December.  The  next  account  you  will  see,  is  $132  15; 
there  is  no  voucher  for  that.  The  next  account  is  $268  76.  Yon  will 
notice  that  the  bill  given  is  dated  the  8th  of  January.  It  joius  close 
on  the  other  with  the  exception  of  a  week's  interval,  there  being  do 
voucher  for  the  $132.  So  I  conclude  that  is  a  mistake;  and  yet  I  don't 
know  it,  for  the  Conkling  books  are  all  gone  to  New  York.  He  has 
gone  there  himself  to  enter  into  business  in  New  York  City. 

THE  ACCOUNT  OF  HOFFBBEAMP  &  BBOTHBB. 

The  other  bill,  which  I  think  is  also  a  mistake,  is  Hofferkamp's  ac- 
count. His  receipts  cover  all  the  account  up  to  the  last  one  [entered 
on  statement].  Those  receipts  cover  also  the  whole  period  of  the 
Home's  remaining  here. 
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There  is  no  voncber  for  that  $126  [laat  entered  on  Snyder's  state- 
ment,] on  file,  and  it  is  the  same  amount  as  the  amount  of  the  bill  of 
the  previoQB  month,  and  I  imagine  it  was  entered  a  second  time,  by 
mistake. 

Those  are  all  the  discrepancies  1  have  to  show.  There  is  a  list  of 
them  which  I  filed  with  the  committee.  The  amount  of  those  mistakes, 
of  which  I  have  documentary  evidence,  is  $1,424  10.  Adding  the 
$301  30,  it  makes  $1,725  40,  which  I  know — I  may  say  I  krwwy  Col* 
onel  Snyder  is  behind  in  his  account 

The  $257  15  I  presnine  he  is  behind,  though  I  haven't  documen- 
tary proof  of  it,  and  tlie  total  is  $1,958  55. 

THB  AOOOUKT  OF  BBOWK,  COLBMAK  A  00. 

On  the  other  hand,  I  will  state  I  have  discovered  among  Ool.  Sny- 
der's papers,  a  bill  of  Brown  &  Coleman's,  for,  I  think,  $209  and  some 
cents,  only  $100  of  which  he  had  charged  to  the  State.  Turn  to  that 
account  and  you  will  see.  Colonel  Snyder  has  the  bill  in  his  posses- 
sion. The  bill  was  for  $209  and  some  cents,  and  on  inquiry,  1  found 
it  was  for  goods  furnished  to  the  Home  and  paid  for  by  Colonel  Snyder. 
But  he  had  failed  to  charge  the  Home  with  the  amount  as  due  to 
him. 

BBBOB  IN  FOOTIRO. 

I  will  also  State  that  I  have  found  in  the  footing  of  his  account,  an 
error  of  $40 — that  he  had  paid  out  $40  more  than  all  the  items  claimed, 
according  to  his  footing.  All  that  makes  a  sum  of  $150  of  mistakes, 
of  which  I  have  knowledge,  on  the  other  side  of  hie  account 

I  will  also  state  that  Colonel  Snyder  has  given  me  all  the  access  I  could 
wish  to  his  papers.  He  has  shown  no  disposition  to  shirk  the  utmost 
examination  of  them. 

Anything  further  he  may  wish  to  say,  he  can  say  himself.  There 
may  be  other  accounts,  which  he  has  failed  to  charge  against  the  State; 
of  which  I  have  no  knowledge. 

THB  SPBINGFIBLD  L0A9. 

There  is  another  item  in  his  account  which  ought  to  be  mentioned* 
The  Home  borrowed  $6,000  from  the  First  National  Bank  about  the 
close  of  Mr.  Willson's  administration  as  Treasurer.  That  money,  I  think, 
was  drawn  by  Colonel  Snyder.  He  paid  over  $2,000  of  it  to  Dr.  Eoe, 
and  is  credited  with  $2,000  on  Dr.  Boe's  book.    The  remaining  $4,000 
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he  dispoeed  of;  how  he  dispoBed  of  it  I  donH  know,  except  from  his 
verbal  stateraent.  He  has  never  given  me  an  explanation  of  the  entire 
amoant.  When  the  Governor  wished  me  to  go  to  him  for  a  written 
Btatement,  he  said  he  was  unable  to  make  any  statement,  fle  had,  it 
one  time,  made  out  a  balance  sheet,  and  bad  forwarded  it  to  Dr.  Boe. 
Dr.  Boe  ought  to  have  it.    If  not,  he  had  kept  no  account  of  it  alL 

Mr.  Vocke — Have  you  inquired  of  Dr.  Koe  ? 

Mr.  "Wines — ^No,  I  have  not.    I  have  had  no  opportunity. 

UHBBOBIFTBD  VOUOHEBS. 

There  is  $100  not  receipted  of  Miss  Dunham.  There  are  eight  or  ten 
others  probably. 

The  Chairman — ^Has  that  money  borrowed,  ever  been  refunded  to  the 
Bank! 
Mr.  Wines — ^Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Flagg — Have  you  those  unreceipted  bills  together  t 

Mr.  Wines — ^Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Flagg— Let  me  see  them. 

MRS.  OHB's  AOOOUNT. 

Mr.  Winep — I  ought  perhaps  also  to  state,  before  I  close,  something 
in  regard  to  Mrs.  Ohr's  papers,  which  are  among  these  accounts.  I 
am  not  satisfied  at  all  with  regard  to  these  papers,  in  any  point  of  view 
whatever. 

Mr.  Beddick — Would  it  not  be  better  to  hear  the  statement  with  re- 
gard to  her,  when  we  go  up  to  Normal. 

Mr.  Wines — ^This  relates  to  Colonel  Snyder's  accounts.  This  don't 
refer  to  Mrs.  Ohr,  except  as  it  aifects  Colonel  Snyder.  You  will  find 
Mrs.  Ohr  is  charged  here  with  $3,860  25.  [Turning  round.]  What  wtf 
the  salary  she  received  t 

Mr.  Sayder— $800. 

Mr.  Wines — There  was  a  little  over  a  year's  serviee.  She  has  ac- 
cordingly paid  out,  during  that  time,  very  nearly  $3,000,  according  to 
Colonel  Snyder's  statement. 

On  looking  over  the  account  of  Mrs.  Ohr,  I  find  in  the  first  plaoe, 
the  papers  are  in  no  sort  of  shape,  and  in  the  next  place,  scarcely  an; 
of  them  are  receipted  ;  and  then  some  few  of  theocj  are  in  Colonel  Sny- 
der's own  hand  writing  and  not  receipted.  On  looking  over  the  a^ 
counts,  therefore,  I  gave  it  up ;  I  could  not  make  anything  out  of  it 
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I  asked  Mrs.  Ohr  for  a  statement,  and  she  eaid  she  couldn't  fiunish  any ; 
she  never  kept  any  memorandnm* 
The  Ohairman — $50  a  month,  in  May,  she  was  paid  t 

Mr.  Snyder— I  think  so ;  perhaps  her  salary  was  increased  to  more 
than  that,  perhaps  that  was  all  she  received. 

Mr.  Wines — ^That  would  make  about  $3,000.  This  was  furnished 
for  expenses  of  the  Home.  That  is  the  only  aoconnt  there  la  of  it. 
I  could  not  make  much  of  it 
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STATfiMENT  BY  JOHN  M.  SNTDEB. 


Spsihofield,  Fbidat,  Jvly  28, 1871. 

It  may  be  well  for  me  to  premise  my  statements  while  confiniDg 
myself  strictly  to  the  charges  made  by  Mr.  Wines,  with  a  statement 
as  to  bow  my  papers  and  vouchers  came  into  his  possession. 

I  was  appointed  trustee  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  by  (}oy» 
ernor  Oglcsby,  in  1867  ;  was  elected  by  the  Board  their  Secretary,  and 
was  also  made  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  institation,  I  accordingly  had  charge  of  all  the  records 
and  papers  of  the  Home,  except  those  of  the  Treasurer,  which  I  never 
had  in  my  possession. 

In  the  early  part  of  my  connection  Vith  the  institution,  I  was  en- 
gaged in  business  connected  with  the  construction  of  the  building  at 
Normal.  The  Board  decided  upon  a  plan  of  establishing Teroporaiy 
Homes.  Two  were  first  established  in  Bloomington,  and  when  it  was 
found  that  those  two  Homes  would  not  accommodate  all  the  children 
making  application,  the  Board  decided  upon  establishing  a  Home  in 
this  city. 

The  accounts  had  all  been  kept  very  irreficularly.  Dr.  Allen,  who 
was  one  of  the  Trustees,  and  myself,  were  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  were  placed  in  charge  of  this  Temporary  Home,  and 
upon  me  Dr.  Allen  devolved  the  duty  of  keeping  the  accounts.  I  may 
add  that  Dr.  Allen  was  also  the  physician  of  the  Temporary  Home. 

During  the  administration  of  the  Temporary  Home  here,  Governor 
Koerner,  of  Belleville,  was  President  of  the  Board ;  Mr.  Miller,  of  Rock- 
ford,  Vice  President;  myself.  Secretary;  Mr.  King,  of  Jacksonville, 
Treasurer.  The  Board,  at  this  time,  consisted  of  nine  members,  of 
which  I  was  the  youngest. 

The  Home  was,  I  think,  established  here  in  the  early  part  of  1868. 
The  form  of  keeping  the  accounts,  as  you  have  seen  here,  was  to  make 
out  statements  of  the  funds  paid  out.  I  will  state  also,  that  duriag 
some  portion  of  the  time  the  Home  remained  here,  it  was  embarrassed 
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for  fnnd9,  as  large  6sm«  were  ezhansted  in  the  oonstrnction  of  the  bQild- 
iDg,  and  it  frequeutlj  devolved  upon  me  to  raise  mooej  in  some  man- 
ner to  meet  the  claims  of  the  Temporary  Home  here,  until  the  Board 
should  assemble. 

As  1  have  stated,  the  Board  consisted  of  nine  members,  who  were 
scattered  all  over  the  State,  and  the  bj-kws  were  siich  that  money 
could  not  be  drawn  without  the  consent  of  the  entire  Board. 

I  may  farther  state  that  during  .last  winter,  when  the  Board  were 
making  up  their  report  to  be  laid  before  the  Governor,  Mir.  Wines,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Ghafities,  had  a  classified  account  which  he 
wished  the  Board  to  adopt.  Some  difficulty  was,  however,  found  in 
adopting  his  system,  as  we  never  had  kept  separate  the  bread  and  meat 
and  vegetable  accounts.  Oar  report  we  came  here  to  make,  and  Mr. 
Wines  kindly  lent  his  assistance  to  the  Board  at  that  time.  When 
this  report  was  being  made  up,  the  papers  and  vouchers  were  in  the 
possession  of  the  Board  and  Mr.  Wines  together.  They  were  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Charities,  but  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  report,  were  returned  to  me,  and  were  deposited  by  me  in 
the  usual  place  of  keeping  the  papers,  which  was  in  the  drawers  of  a 
desk  in  my  office. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  have  asked  for  8  deficiency  of  $21,000  and 
some  odd  dollars.  A  short  time  before  the  adjournment  of  the  regu- 
lar session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  further  deficiency  was  discov* 
erM,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  some  of  the  friends  of  the  institu* 
tion,  assembled  and  held  a  meeting  in  my  office.  Mr.  Wines  was  pres- 
ent; also  Senator  Crawford,  and  Mr.  Watkins,  member  of  the  House 
from  McLean  county.  After  some  consultation  Mr.  Orawford  said  he 
had  no  doubt*this  deficiency  was,  to  a  great  extent,  correct,  and  he 
would  be  glad  to  aesist  the  Board  in  getting  an  appropriation  through, 
if  he  could  first  have  a  clear  account  of  the  moneys  expanded  by  the 
Trustees,  and  added  that  he  would  like  to  have  Mr.  Wines  assist  in 
making  out  the  statement.  The  Board  of  Trustees  then  held  a  meet- 
ing, in  which  the  question  arose  as  to  who  should  make  out  the  state- 
ment. Dr.  Sweeney  had,  in  the  meantime,  made  out  a  report  of  the 
deficiency,  of  which  this  is  a  copy,  to  be  presented  to  Governor  Pal- 
mer, which  my  associates  on  the  Board  thought  would  be  sufficient,  but 
at  my  own  personal  request,  Mr.  Wines  was  selected  to  make  an  addi- 
tioufd  report,  for  as  I  said  at  the  time  I  had  some  vouchers  which 
bad  never  been  gone  over  by  Mr.  Wines,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Charities,  and  it  would,  I  argued,  ha^e  a  better  efiect  and  aid  us  in 
^tting  our  deficifcncy,  to  have  the  whole  matter  go  before  the  Legisla- 
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tnre  as  having  been  investigated  by  the  Board  of  Oharitiee,  super- 
vised,  however,  hj  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  the  meantime  I  saw  Governor  Palmer,  who  said  he  wished  a  re- 
port from  the  Board  in  time  for  his  Message  to  the  special  eeseioD  of 
the  General  Assemblj,  and  Dr.  Sweeney  and  I  agreed  to  present  the 
report  in  time  for  his  Message.  This,  however,  we  were  nnable  to  do, 
because  Mr.  Wines  had  taken  the  books  and  papers  from  the  lirBt 
history  of  the  institution,  and  was  nsing  them  in  the  preparation  of  bis 
report,  which,  under  the  plan  he  had  adopted,  would  require  a  month 
or  more,  with  four  or  five  clerks. 

Mr.  Wines  began  his  report  in  my  ofilce,  and  there  had  access  to  all 
the  papers.  In  the  meantime  his  family  was  in  such  a  condition  that 
he  found  it  necessary  for  him  to  be  at  home,  and  he  spoke  to  me  on 
the  street  about  taking  all  the  papers  to  his  house,  for  he  had  already 
taken  some  to  his  house  before  this.  I  assnred  him  it  would  make  no 
difference  to  me.  He  had  had  access  to  my  drawers  and  pigeon  holes, 
and  was  at  liberty  to  take  my  vouchers  and  all  the  papers  he  could 
find  in  my  office.  He  took  all  the  papers  away  and  has  retained  pueses- 
eion  of  them  up  to  the  present  time,  and  they  are  still  nnder  his  con- 
trol.   I  presume  he  took  them  all ;  at  least  he  had  liberty  to. 

Mr.  Wines  made  his  report  to  the  Governor,  as  yon  have'*all  seen,  and 
since  that  time  he  has  added  further  statements,  both  to  the  GK>vemor 
and  to  your  committee,  which  I  will  now  proceed  to  take  up  and  ex- 
plain, as  far  ab  lies  in  my  power,  with  the  information  I  have  before 
me. 

At  the  outset,  however,  I  wish  to  confess  that  in  the  early  histoiy 
of  the  institntion  the  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  Home  was 
very  careless,  and  perhaps  these  mistakes,  if  any  there  be,  have  all,  as 
I  think,  occurred  in  consequence  of  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts 
were  kept 

THS  Acoouiirr  of  db.  allen. 

The  first  account,  in  which  there  is  an  alleged  mistake,  is  that  of 
Dr.  Allen.  The  difference  in  the  acconnt,  as  stated  by  Mr.  Wines, 
is  $18.  I  will  just  take  time  to  refer  to  Dr.  Allen's  statement  here. 
You  will  see  from  the  papers  that  Dr.  Allen,  on  March  24,  credits  by 
cash  $18;  this  is  evidently  the  bill  here.  .  Dr.  Allen's  statement  there 
does  not  agree  with  the  statement  on  my  account.  It  is  CTident  that 
the  voucher  there  of  $18  is  intended  to  cover  the  amount  there  named. 

Mr.  Wines  says  that  there  is  a  further  mistake  of  $20,  occurring  in 
this  way :  that  I  have  charged  upon  my  statement  $20  paid  Dr.  Alleii 
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for  expenses,  and  yon  will  bee  that  the  last  charge  of  Dr.  Allen  is  $20. 
At  the  same  time,  the  same  item  appears  on  the  Treasurer's  book, 
"  Dr.  Allen,  $20."  1  have  no  evicleu<5e  that  it  was  paid  by  the  Treas- 
nrer,  bat  I  have  the  receipt  of  Dr.  Allen  for  $20,  which  is  evidence  that 
that  account  was  paid  by  me.  Mr.  Wines  assumes  that  the  receipt  on 
the  Treasurer's  book  is  frima facia  evidence  that  it  was  paid  by  the 
Treasurer.  I  present  this  receipt,  a  receipt  to  me,  from  Dr.  Allen. 
That  is  my  answer  to  that  charge. 

TAB  AOOOTTUT  OF  MISS  DUNHAM. 

The  next  account  is  that  of  Miss  Dunham.  I  am  nnable  to  state 
folly  as  to  whether  the  $45,  in  this  account,  is  a  duplication  or  not.  I 
can  only  take  the  date  of  Miss  Dunham's  first  employment,  together 
with  the  date  of  her  discharge,  and  compare  it  with  the  amount  of  money 
ahe  has  or  should  have  received.  She  was  employed  for  over  a  year 
in  the  institution  ;  and  the  principal  part  of  the  time  at  $50  a  month. 
My  account  shows  that  during  the  time  of  her  employment,  she  was 
paid  $608  20,  which  is  about  the  amount  she  should  have  received. 

He  says  there  is.  also  an  account  of  her's  as  teacher,  not  receipted. 
Miss  Dunham  has  received  all  the  money  due  her  irom  me.  She  has 
presented  no  claim  here.  She  lives  in  St.  Louis.  I  have  written  for  a 
statement  from  her  as  to  the  exact  amount  of  money  she  has  received  ; 
bat  as  yet  have  failed  to  get  a  response,  on  account  of  her  being  at 
this  time  very  ill.  I  expect  to  receive  her  reply  in  time  to  lay  it  be- 
fore this  committee. 

THE  ACCOUNT  OF  S.  F.  HBBNBON. 

The  next  account  charged  as  containing  an  error,  is  that  of  R.  F. 
Herndon  &  Go.  His  account,  as  you  will  see  from  the  statement  there, 
is  made  to  foot  up  $525  04.  That  amount  was  approved  by  Mrs. 
Ohr.  A  bill  of  Mr.  Herndon's  of  $383  49  is  marked,  "received  pay- 
ment." 

This  account  of  $525  04,  approved  by  Mrs.  Ohr,  perhaps  involves 
the  duplication  of  a  bill.  I  am  nnable  to  explain  that  now,  but  hope 
to  be  able  to  explain  it  before  the  committee  adjourns. 

The  mistake,  as  you  iBee,  might  naturally  occur  by  my  clork  looking 
at  that  amount  and  not  at  this.  This  account  was  made  out  first,  and 
was  receipted.  This  here  seems  to  contain  the  same  amount  as  this 
statement.  • 

I  have  not  examined  cartjfully,  however,  and  do  not  know  certainly 
that  it  contains  the  same  amount,  but  will  have  something  further  to 
say  on  that  account  before  the  committee  shall  have  adjourned. 
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THE  AOCOTTNT  0*  THE  STATE  JOUBNAL  OOMPANT. 

The  next  accouot  is  that  of  the  State  JoarDal.  Mr.  Wines  says 
there  is  an  amoant  here  paid  in  one  place,  and  also  marked  paid  in 
another.  That  is,  while  reported  by  me,  the  same  amount  is  recorded 
as  paid  npon  the  Treasurer's  book. 

Yon  will  see  the  bill  for  $49  is  entered  in  the  Treasurer's  book  as  paid 
to  the  Journal  Company.  This  amount  does  not  appear  on  my  state* 
ment.  Another  item  of  this  account  is  also  entered  there,  $39  50.  I 
have  evidence  of  the  payment  of  that  bill  [illustrating]  by  myselt 

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  the  Oommittee  my  check  npon  the 
First  National  Bank  of  this  city,  ordering  them  to  pay  to  the  Joomal 
Company  $39  dO,  signed  by  myself,  and  dated  August  17,  1868. 

Mr.  Beddick-— Let  me  see  the  check.    Oo  on  Colonel. 

The  Chairman — I  would  like  to  ask  how  these  payments  yon  hold 
receipts  for  come  to  be  entered  on  the  Treasurer's  book  t 

Mr.  Snydciv-I  have  no  knowledge,  sir,  as  to  that.  The  yoneher  was 
in  my  possession.  A  check  here  I  find  and  present  for  the  same  amount, 
and  of  the  same  date,  showing  it  to  have  been  paid  by  myself. 

• 

THE  ACOOUKT  OF  JACOB  KUHN. 

The  next  mistake  is  alleged  to  be  a  duplicated  account  of  Jacob 
Kuhn. 

Upon  this  I  have  no  evidence  as  yet.  I  have  not  discovered  my 
checks ;  and  I  wish  to  state  that  a  portion  of  my  checks  in  the  early 
history  of  the  institution,  have  been  mislaid  or  destroyed.  I  had  the 
checks  up  [to  within]  four  or  five  months  after  the  institution  wu 
established. 

The  Chairman— I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  this  first  receipt 
in  a  moment. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  should  be  glad  to  answer  any  question  as  I  go  along, 
for  any  of  yon,  gentlemen  of  the  Committee. 

THE  AGOOHirr  OF  LATHAM  A  00. 

The  next  account  is  that  of  Latham  &  Co.    . 

Of  this  account  Mr.  Wines  claims  a  duplication.  From  my  checks 
I  am  unable  to  state  how  much  money  I  paid  Latham  &  Co. 

We  find  here,  first,  a  bill  of  $14-^  05,  .marked  ^^received  paymeoi, 
December  1, 1868,"  which  agrees  with  my  statement.  We  find,  also,  s 
bill  of  $177,  marked  in  the  same  way.  Also  a  bill  of  January  4tb  te 
March  1st,  of  $218  75,  marked  ^'  received  payment,"  by  Latham  &  Co* 
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Here  is  alio  a.  receipt  on  aooonnt  of  the  Home,  for  $75. 

This  account  I  have  not  examined  thoronghly.  My  receipts  here 
cover  the  amount  which  is  charged  on  my  statement  Latham  &  Oo.'s 
mode  of  doing  basineas  I  do  not  know ;  but  I  know  in  SpriogSeld,  very 
frequently  during  the  time  the  Home  remained  here,  when  a  bill  of 
goods  was  purchased,  the  hill  was  made  out,  presented,  and  paid  on  the 
same  day,  and  there  never  was  any  entry  made  of  it  in  the  books.  In 
the  early  history  of  the  institatioB,  1  paid  bills  as  soon  as  they  were 
contracted.  As  to  this  account,  therefore,  I  know  nothiog  further,  but 
that  I  have  Latham's  receipts  covering  the  amounts  of  his  bills.  That 
acconnt,  they  say  in  their  affidavit,  is  true  aa^d  correct.  Yet  a  bill 
might  hate  been  made  out  for  a  certain  snmi,  "^and  paid  by  me,  with- 
out its  ever  having  been  entered  on  their  books.  In  one  case  I  know 
a  bill  was  made  out  for  $140,  and  sent  over  and  paid  by  me,  which  yet 
bad  never  been  entered  on  the  books  at  all.  That  bill  cannot  be  found 
pn  the  books  at  that  place  to-day. 

The  Chairman — How  do  your  receipts  correspond  with  his  credits 
given  on  the  bills  ? 

Mr.  Snyder — I  have  an  account  of  Latham  &  Oo.  of  $75,  receipted. 

The  Chairman — Of  what  date  t 

Mr.  Snyder — ^That  is  voucher  No.  6 ;  that  is  a  voucher  for  $75. 

The  Chairman— The  date  t  / 

Mr.  Snyder — ^No  date  to  it ;  to  the  receipt. 

The  Chairman — What  is  the  next  voucher) 

Mr.  Snyder — ^The  next  is  $144  05  ;  that  is  receipted. 

The  Chairman — ^Which  don't  appear  on  that  statement  (Latham's 
statement)  at  all,  it  eeems  to  me. 

Mr.  Snyder — No,  I  think  not.  The  next  ie  a  bill  of  $177 ;  that  is 
receipted ;  the  next  of  {288  75,  receipted ;  the  next  of  $149  40,  that  is 
not  receipted. 

Mr.  Yocke — That  is  the  same  bill  as  this,  apparently. 

The  Chairman — Here  is  a  bill  of  $149  40,  which  ia  receipted. 

Mr.  8nyder^-*The  first  item  here  is  October  3d. 

Mr.  Chairman — ^Here  it  is,  February,  March,  April,  May  and  June^ 

Mr.  Snyder — This  is  from  October  to  January,  1869. 

The  Chai|*man — Different  bills,  then. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  have  my  statement,  which  shows  the  payment  of  that 
bill. 

Mr.  Yocke — Have  these  bills  been  in  your  possession!  Were  these 
among  those  surrendered  by  you  to  Mr.  Wines  t 
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Mr.  Snyder-*  A.11  mj  receipts  were  turned  oyer  to  Mr.  Winee.  This 
was  among  them,  contained  in  the  package  of  vouchers. 

The  Chairman — ^You  say  these  were  paid  by  you !  Do  you  say  this 
from  yoar  own  recollection  f    I  will  aek  you  how  you  know  it  t 

Mr.  Snyder — Because  this  is  a  receipt  to  me,  personally,  John  M. 
Snyder.  Of  the  others  I  have  no  evidence,  except  in  my  poaeession 
of  the  receipted  vouchers. 

The  Chairman — Would  you  not  have  had  possession  as  an  officer  of 
the  institution  ? 

Mr.  Snyder — ^If  o,  sir,  not  unless  paid  by  me  in  oonneotLon  with  ths 
institation  in  Springfield. 

The  Chairman — Do  you  recollect  Mr.  King  having  turned  oyer  his 
voucher  to  you  I 

Mr.  Snyder — ^No,  sir.    I  have  no  recollection  of  it 

Mr.  Flagg — ^Did  I  understand  you  to  say  that  you  presume  bills  have 
been  made  out  for  goods  which  did  not  appear  on  the  books  of  the  finoi 
in  this  last  case  1 

Mr.  Snyder — I  stated  I  knew  of  a  case  in  this  city  where  bills  were 
made  out  and  never  appeared  on  the  books ;  a  bill  for  $110  at  one  place. 
I  went  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the  bill  of  goods,  but  could  not  do  so, 
because  it  never  had  appeared  upon  their  books  at  alL  The  money 
had  been  counted  in  the  drawer  as  part  of  the  daily  sales. 

Mr.  Flagg — You  infer  that  may  be  the  case,  in  respect  to  a  part  of 
this  account  of  Latham  &  Co. 

Mr.  Reddick — ^Tliat  is  frequently  the  case  with  merchants.  A  cash 
customer  will  be  furnished  with  his  goods,  and  a  bill  receipted ;  and 
the  bill  never  appear  upon  the  books. 

THB  ACCOUNT  OF  J.  ▲.  lUSOH. 

Mr.  Mason's  accounts — Mr.  Mason  is  not  in  the  city,  and  I  am  as 
much  at  a  loss  as  Mr.  Wines  is  to  obtain  a  clear  statement  as  to  his  ac- 
count. 

1  don't  know  on  what  evidence  Mr.  Wines  states  this  to  be  a  dupli- 
cation.   I  have  not  seen  Mr.  Mason  myself,  but  will  try  to  do  so. 

TAB  AOOOUirr  OF  K.  L.  MERBrTT  A  BBO. 

The  next  account  is  that  of  £.  L.  Merritt  &  Bro.  As  to  this  ao- 
count,  I  have  the  same  answer  to  make  as  with  regard  to  that  of  the 
Journal  Company,  namely,  that  the  receipted  voucher  is  in  my  posse*- 
sion,  though  I  have  been  unable  to  find  the  check.  The  voucher,  how* 
ever,  is  evidence  that  it  was  paid  by  me. 
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THE  AOOOUNT  OF  DANIBL  M0B8S. 

The  next  error  is  in  the  account  of  Daniel  Moree. 
Mr.  Yocke — ^Yoa  will  be  able  to  find  the  voucher  in  the  case  of  the 
Regiiter. 

,   Mr.  Snyder — I  have  been  unable  to  find  the  check.    The  voucher  is 
here  with  my  papers. 
Mr.  Wines — Yes,  sir ;  it  is  right  there. 

Mr.  Snyder — Mr.  Wines  says  there  is  a  receipt  for  such  a  sum ;  and 
on  looking  at  the  books,  he  finds  my  private  meat  bill  to  be  $0  85 — a 
bill  for  a  particular  month  incorrectly  entered. 

My  vouchers  for  payments  to  Mr.  Morse  are  as  follows :  First,  for 
$67  72.  next  tor  $30  40,  receipted  by  Mr.  Morse.  The  next,  Ibr  $89  61, 
receipted  by  Mr.  Morse.    The  next  has  a  receipt  for  $:i5  70. 

Here  is  an  interlineation  of  $6  70.  I  have  no  knowledge,  what- 
ever, of  the  figures  $6  70. 

I  present  my  check  showing  the  payment  of  $25  70.  As  to  the 
$6  70,  I  have  no  evidence  as  to  why  it  was  put  in  there.  Whether 
it  was  a  bill  for  supplies  to  some  employee  of  the  institution,  or  whether 
it  was  my  own  bill,  I  have  no  proof.  But  I  presume  the  bill  is  that 
of  one  of  the  employees  of  the  institution,  as  it  does  not  agree  with 
amount  of  my  own  private  bill. 

Mr.  Vocke — ^Tou  don't  know  whose  figures  they  are. 
Mr.  Snyder — I  think  they  are  my  figures — $6  70.  The  next  re. 
ceipt  is  $138  07.  That  covers  all  I  have  on  my  statements.  All 
my  vouchers  are  receipted  by  Mr.  Morse.  1  have  no  evidence  of  Mr: 
Morse  subscribing  $10  00  to  the  funds  of  the  Home ;  nor  have  I  any 
reooUeetioQ  of  it  whatever. 
That  is  my  answer  to  this  charge. 

THE  AOOOUKT  OF  WALTBE  OEDWAY. 

The  next  is  the  account  of  Mr.  Ordway,  whom  I  have  not  seen.  I 
ieeire  to  pass  that  account,  but  will,  In  a  short  time,  lay  an  additional 
statement  before  the  committee  upon  this  item,  which  I  hope  will  be 


THB  AOOOUMT  OF  DR.  PABKEa. 

The  next  is  that  of  Dr.  Parker-^a  bill  of  $10  7S. 

Mr.  Parker  is  a  druggist,  here,  and  this  is  his  bill,  which  I  did  not 
ee  until  produced  here.  It  is  a  bill  which  purpo^rts  to  be  for  articles 
arniabed  on  my  own  private  account,  to  the  amount  of  $10  75.  But 
Vol.  II.— 97  '^  • 
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Mr.  Wines  did  not  find  the  bill  among  niy  papers.  The  bill  in  detail 
was  neyer  made  oat,  until  it  was  obtained  by  Mr.  Wines  from  Mr. 
Parker.  The  receipt,  as  yon  see,  simply  says,  ^'  Beoeived  from  John 
M.  Snyder,  $10  75." 

This  receipt  no  doabt  got  among  my  vouchers  by  mistake,  for  the 
bill,  if  it  covers  that  receipt  as  it  appears  here,  is  evidently  a  priTits 
biU. 

Mr.  Vocke — ^Was  the  Home  charged  with  it? 

Mr.  Snyder — The  receipt  was  charged,  the  bill  not  being  staled. 
The  receipt  was  included  in  the  statement  of  the  Home,  but  the 
bill  itself  was  never  presented.  Mr.  Wines  himself  has  obtained  a 
copy  of  the  articles,  and  presented  it  here.  I  did  not  see  it  at  the 
time  it  was  entered. 

THB   AOOOUnr  or  KB.   BOBBBTS. 

The  next  account  is  that  of  Mr.  Roberts. 

Mr.  Boberts  I  have  not  seen  personally.  I  have  some  checks  here, 
of  amounts  paid  him,  that  coyer,  I  think,  the  statement  made  by  Mr. 
Wines,  with  reg^d  to  the  discrepancy. 

You  will  notice  that  that  bill  of  $15  00,  is  for  July  and  Augnst.  I 
liaye  found  a  check  here,  of  August  tt,  for  $15  95,  paid  to  Mr.  Roberta 

The  Chairman — Yes,  as  acknowledged  at  the  time. 

THX  AOOOITNT  OF  STBI6BB  4c  BBOS. 

The  next  account  is  that  of  Steiger  &  Bros.  Mr.  Steiger,  in  Ik 
affidavit,  states  so-audso.  I  wish  now,  in  the  first  place,  to  ofier  thii 
statement  from  Oharles  F.  Steiger,  the  principal  member  of  the  fim, 
showing  that  I  paid  him  the  sum  of  $986  91,  for  flueat  fnrnislied  to  the 
Soldiers*  Orphans'  Home. 

The  amount,  however,  sworn  to  on  the  other  bill  there,  yon  see  ii 
eight  hundred  and  some  odd  dollars,  showing  a  discrepancy  in  the  tvo 
statements  from  this  firm. 

The  Chairman — He  does  not  swear  positively  $986  00«  but  about 
$>86  00. 

Mr.  Snyder — Mr.  Wines  says  here  is  Mr.  Steiger's  affidavit  itn  so* 
and-so— something  over  $800  00.  In  his  statement  here,  he  allege! 
the  amount  paid  him  to  be  $986  94. 

Taking  the  account  up  by  items,  the  first  bill,  $69  06,  Mr«  Wiaee 
allows  to  be  correct. 

The  next  one  is  $105  40.  I  here  present  a  check,  showing  thai  I 
paid  tbfM;  amoont,  $105  40. 
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Here  are  two  items  which  correepond,  with  only  a  discrepancy  of 
two  ponnds — ^the  first  of  which  is  a  charge  at  ten  cents,  and  the  other 
at  twelve  and  a  half  cents.     One  was  paid  and  the  other  was  not. 

Mr.  Vocke — How  do  you  explain  the  difference  in  price,  Colonel  f 

Mr.  Snyder — I  can  only  explain  tbat  Mr.  Steiger^s  books  show 
twelve  and  a  half  cents.  His  books  show  snch  an  amount  as  is  pro- 
duced by  multiplying  the  number  of  pounds  by  twelve  and  a  half 
cents. 

Mr.  Beddick — ^Butchers'  prices  vary  according  to  the  price  of  cattle, 

Mr.  Yocke — But  these  are  two  bills  for  the  same  item,  one  computed 
at  ten,  and  the  other  at  twelve  and  a  half. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^This  is  the  bill  he  has  charged  on  his  books,  computed 
at  twelve  and  a  half. 

Mr.  Yocke — ^Your  check  of  $105  40,  includes  this  bill,  and  part  of  it 
is  a  duplicate  of  this  bill. 

Mr.  Snyder — It  seems  to  be  a  duplication  there ;  but  in  his  state- 
ment, this  bill  was  claimed  by  Mr.  Wines  never  to  have  been  paid. 
Acc^nrdingly,  I  show  my  check  here  at  evidence  of  its  payment; 

The  next  item,  ^76  16,  is  acknowledged  correct. 

The  next,  (6  10,  is  alleged  to  be  my  private  bill.  I  will  here  state 
that  I  have  my  private  bills  in  my  office,  receipted,  and  will  offer  them 
to  the  committee  for  inspection  as  soon  as  I  can  get  them  all  together, 
which  will  probably  be  before  they  leave  here. 

Here  is  one  bill  of  $94  '20,  receipted,  and  a  duplicate  for  the  same 
amount,  not  receipted.    [The  witness  here  compared  the  figures.] 

This  bill  of  $94  5t>,  of  which  Mr.  Wines  says  be  has  no  knowledge, 
I  claim  to  have  paid ;  though  Mr.  8teip;er  says  he  has  no  single  bill 
of  that  kind,  and  there  is  no  bill  of  $94  56  with  the  vouchers. 

The  Chairman — ^Your  statement  shows  $243  86,  including  that  bill. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^Yes,  sir;  Mr.  Wines  thinks  there  is  an  addition  of 
$94  66,  of  which  he  says  neither  he  nor  Mr.  Steiger  has  any  knowl- 
edge. Mr.  Steiger,  however,  told  mo  that  was  his  h&ndwriting  (bill 
due  $94  56,  and  receipted).  I  therefore  claim  to  have  paid  Mr.  Steiger, 
in  all,  the  sum  of  $i,lT8  84.  Mr.  Steiger,  however,  from  his  books, 
makes  affidavit  that  he  received  a  certain  sum  here — $892  43.  On 
the  other  hadd,  I  am  furnished  from  the  same  firm  with  a  statement 
of  $986  99,  as  the  amount  received  by  them  from  me.  I  present 
this  to  show  that'the  statements  from  this  source  are  confiicting,  and 
that  none  of  them  agree  with  my  own  statement  of  the  account. 

Here  is  a  bill  of  $69  05,  in  evidence  of  the  payment  of  which  I  wish 
to  offer  in  evidence  this  check. 
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This  finishes  what  I  have  to  say  on  this  bOl  at  present  If  gen- 
tlemen wish  to  ask  aoy  questions  with  regard  to  it^  I  will  delay ;  ii  not, 
I  will  pass  to  the  next. 

The  Chairman — Well,  I  don't  know ;  we  shall  probably  hare  to 
bring  the  Steigers  before  ns,  to  see  how  these  items  were  made  np,  in- 
asmuch as  their  statements  do,  not  agree. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  would  like  to  have  the  members  of  this  firm  oome 
np  here. 

As  I  stated  before,  the  early  checks  of  the  Home  business  are  not 
in  my  possession. 

Mr.  Flagg— Yon  made  purchases  of  Steiger  &  Bros.,  during  a  period 

previous  to  that,  of  which  you  are  unable  to  produce  your  checks. 

Mr.  Snyder — Yes,  sir. 
f 

THE  AOOOUin*  OF  J.   Q.  VAN  NESS. 

The  next  account  is  Mr.  Yan  Kess'. 

I  cannot  explain  that  folly  now,  because  I  cannot  refer  to  the  biDs; 
they  do  not  appear  in  this  package.  I  will,  therefore,  lay  thia  aocouat 
over,  till  I  have  further  opportunity  to  inyestigate.

I  wish  to  present  an  atfidavit  which  will  counteract  the  statement  of 
Mr,  Wines  in  regard  to  this  account. 

I  wish  Mr.  Oanfield  to  be  summoned ;  he  can  probably  clear  that  vp 
better  than  I  can.  He  is  willing  to  make  a  statement  that  I  think  will 
be  satis&ctory,  with  regard  to  that  account 

THE  AOOOUNT  OF  L.  H.  OONYEBSB. 

The  next  is  the  account  of  Mr.  Oonverse,  in  reference  to  uriiidi  I  bsTS 
nothing  to  say,  except  that  he  did  considerable  work  at  the  Home ;  sad 
I  am  unable  to  state  whether  that  bill  is  for  the  purpose  stated  by  Hr. 
Wines  or  not  My  impression  is,  that  it  is  a  bill  of  work  done  at  the 
Home.    He  built  an  out-heuae,  and  did  some  other  work. 
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THB  AOOOjnST  OF  0HJJBLS8  CONSXINO  A  BBO. 

Mr.  Wines  eays  ot  the  account  of  Mr.  Conkling  that  Mr.  Conkling  is 
absent  from  the  citj,  and  he  is,  therefore,  without  certain  evidence. 
He  thinks  that  one  voncher  mentioned  here  is  a  mistake,  and  jet  he 
does  not  know  it,  because  of  the  absence  of  Mr.  Conkling  and  of  his 
books,  now  in  New  York  city. 

If  a  voucher  happens  to  be  missing  for  a  sum  in  my  statemenr,  I  do 
not  think  I  should  be  held  responsible,  from  the- fact  that  the  papers 
have  not  been  in  my  possession  for  some  time.  Of  coarse  I  do  not 
wish  to  assert  that  my  vouchers  have  been  lost  or  mislaid.  I  am  con- 
scious that  any  one  is  liable  to  have  lost  or  mislaid  a  voucher. 

THB  ACOOUKT  OF  HOFFEBKAHP  AITO  BROKKBB. 

Hofferkamp's  account  is  the  last  one  referred  to  in  Mr.  Wines'  state- 
ment, I  wish  to  offer,  in  evidence  of  the  payment  of  the  sum  1  claim 
to  bave  paid  Mr.  Hofferkamp,  that  statement. 

The  Chairman — I  will  read.  [Here  a  certificate  was  recited,  in 
effect  a  receipt  to  Mr.  Snyder,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
of  the  sum  of  $1,760  85,  upon  an  account  running  through  ISGS-'Q, 
being  a  certificate  of  goods  delivered  to  the  Home,  and  purchase  money 

received  3 

Mr.  Yocke — ^What  is  the  amount  paid  as  claimed  by  Mr.  Wines  t 

Mr.  Snyder — The  discrepancy  between  us  amounts  to  about  $175.  I 
claim  to  have  paid  $1,760  85,  by  my  statement,  and  I  here  produce  the 
certificate  of  the  parties  themselves,  that  I  actually  paid  that  amount. 
The  certificate  is  signed  by  them,  and  witnessed  by  Mr.  Charles  Arnold, 
one  of  our  citizens  here. 

The  Chairman — What  is  the  amount  of  the  vouchers  ?  How  does 
the  certificate  agree  with  the  statement  of  Mr.  Wines? 

Mr.  Snyder — He  says  there  is  no  voucher  for  that  $126  on  file,  and, 
-as  the  amount  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  bill  of  the  previous  month,  he 
imagines  it  was  entered  a  second  time  by  mistake.  It  is  a  fact,  the 
Toncher  for  $125  does  not  seem  to  be  present.  The  voucher  is  lost. 
The  vouchers  here  cover  the  amount  as  stated  by  Mr.  Wines ;  and,  to 
cover  the  whole,  I  have  here  presented  the  certificate  of  the  parties  to 
whom  the  money  was  paid,  proving  my  own  statements  to  be  entirely 
correct. 

OFFSETS  IN  FAVOB  OF  MB.  SNTDEB. 

On  the  other  hand,  Mr.  Wines  has  done  me  the  justice  to  refer  to  an 
account  of  Brown  &  Coleman's,  $209  and  some  cents  paid,  only  $100 
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of  which,  upon  my  statement,  has  been  charged  to  the  State.  I  wish 
to  oflPer  that  bill  as  evidence  of  ^oods  bought  and  paid  for  on  behalf  of 
the  Home,  to  the  amonnt  of  $209  77,  while  at  the  same  time,  joo  see 
1  am  credited  here  onlj  $100,  leaving  a  balance  of  $109  77  in  my  favor. 
That  bill  of  Brown  &  Coleman  is  receipted.  Mr.  Wines  acknowledges 
that  that  bill  was  paid  bj  me,  leaving  a  balance  of  $109  77  to  my 
credit,  which  I  have  omitted  to  charge  to  the  Home. 

From  further  examination  of  my  accounts  I  am  entirely  nnable  to 
find  any  entry  of  that  credit  of  $109  77,  to  which,  of  coarse,  I  am  en- 
titled. 

FUBTHBB  OFFSKTS — ^DILGSR'b    ▲OOOUin'. 

I  have  here  a  bill,  receipted,  from  Gen.  Dilger,  of  $  325  for  services 
rendered  as  architect.  Here  is  my  check  covering  an  amount  not  con- 
tained in  any  statement  of  mine,  and,  I  think,  also,  not  upon  any  page 
of  the  Treasurer's  book. 

Mr.  Yocke — Is  that  the  amount  credited  to  Dilger  on  this  list,  into 
which  we  have  been  inquiring  ? 

Mr.  Flagg — Mo,  that  amount  is  not  there. 

OHIOAOO  JOITBKAL. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  find  among  my  papers  an  account  of  $55  with  the 
*'  Chicago  Journal."  The  bill  is  not  receipted.  I  wrote  to  Mr.  Wilaon, 
on  seeing  the  bill  made  out  in  my  own  name.  His  reply  inclosed  s 
duplicate  of  a  bill  of  $55  for  advertising  for  the  Home;  the  amount 
credited  per  James  Kay.  He  adds,  ''we  do  not  find  any  other  charge  on 
the  books,"  and  he  acknowledges  payment  of  the  bill  of  $55  in  that 
letter.    That,  of  course,  is  an  additiopal  amount  to  my  credit. 

AOOOUNT  OF  S.  B.  BLDEB. 

I  here  offer  a  receipted  bill  of  S.  S.  Elder  to  the  amonnt  of  $273  20, 
with  my  check  for  the  amount  paid  him,  on  behalf  of  the  Soldiers'  Or- 
phans' Home,  which  amount,  also  to  my  credit,  has  been  omitted  from 
my  statements  of  funds  paid  out  on  account  of  the  Home,  and  doe  me 
from  the  State. 

OTHER   ACCOUNTS  8T7PP08BD  TO  BK  OFFSETS. 

I  have  some  other  accounts  that  I  will  present  before  the  committee 
shall  adjourn.  An  account  of  Mr.  P.  "W.  Harts,  for  $33  55 ;  alec  ao 
account  of  an  amount  with  his  predecessor  in  the  book  trade,  of  wbieh 
I  wish  to  make  inquiry  at  Mr.  HM^ts^  will  add  to  the  sum  of  my  omitled 
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credits,  and  I  have  here  another  accoant  of  $87,  which  I  wish  to  inyee- 
tigate,  and  still  another  of  $87  75,  and  6till  another  of  $85.  These  I 
desire  to  investigate  and  lay  the  facts  before  this  committee* 

HODE  OF  BUSmSSS. 

Yon,  gentlemen,  are  aware  of  the  manner  in  which  these  statements 
have  been  made  ont  They  were  made  ont  upon  detached  items,  and 
the  manner  in  which  our  accounts  have  been  kept  has,  perhaps,  been 
eomewhat  loose.  When  the  bills  were  brought  in,  sometimes  I  was  in 
the  office  and  sometimes  not.  But  they  were  usually  presented  by  the 
parties  to  whom  the  money  was  dne ;  and  if  I  was  not  present,  my  clerk 
woald  sometimes  pay  them,  if  he  knew  there  was  money  enough  in  the 
bank.  But  after  they  were  paid,  they  were  placed  into  a  pigeon-hole, 
and  only  taken  up  again  when  it  became  time  to  make  a  statement. 
They  were  indorsed  by  my  clerk,  and  our  statements  were  verified  from 
the  papers,  but  whether  from  the  figures  on  the  back  of  the  bills,  or 
from  their  contents,  I  am  nnable  to  state. 

As  I  said,  the  accounts  were  kept  loosely.  My  excuse  for  that  is, 
that  my  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board, 
and  also  as  a  member  of  the  Building  Committee,  principally  occupied 
my  time.  I  frequently  had  to  attend  to  matters  relating  to  the  con- 
Btruction  of  the  building.  I  was  here  but  a  short  time  during  some  of 
the  months,  and  was  absent  a  great  deal,  either  at  Bloomiagton  or  else- 
where, on  business  connected  with  the  institution,  while  the  Home  was 
established  here. 

In  the  early  history  of  the  Home,  I  received  no  salary  whatever. 
Daring  the  early  part  of  the  construction  of  the  building,  however,  I 
received  a  salary  of  $300  for  ray  services ;  my  traveling  expenses  also 
being  paid  by  the  Board.  But  when  the  Home  was  permanently  estab* 
lished  my  salary  was  increased  to  $1,000. 

Daring  the  period,  therefore,  of  the  immense  amoant  of  labor  re- 
quired in  the  care  of  the  institution  in  the  years  1868-9,  my  salary  had 
been  merely  nominal,  being  only  about  $300  a  year.  True,  I  was  en« 
gaged  in  other  business  actively  at  the  time,  and  tried  to  make  the 
Home  only  a  secondary  matter,  and  I  was^  indeed,  at  that  time,  the  only 
salaried  ofiicer  connected  with  the  institution.  Gov  Eoerner,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Boards  lived  in  the  southern  part,  the  other  members  of  the 
Board  were  scattered  all  over  the  State,  so  that  the  responsibilities  of 
the  Executive  Committee  were  at  that  time  very  great 

This  statement  thus  far  I  respectfully  submit  this  morning,  and  re* 
quest  of  the  couEUuittee  the  favor  to  introdaee  farther  evidence  in  regard 
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to  these  statemente,  as  it  shall  occur  to  me  during  the  progress  <tf  thdr 
sitting. 

The  Chairman — I  wish  simplj  to  a«)k  one  qnestioD,  Colonel,  at  this 
time.  Why  is  it  that  bills  of  this  kind  are  paid  bj  yon,  as  that  seems 
to  be,  yet  were  not  entered  np  in  some  way  in  some  report,  or  in  some 
of  yoar  statements  ? 

Mr.  Snyder — The  only  explanation  I  can  make  is  that,  perhaps,  I 
never  wonld  have  discovered  these  discrepaDcie^  but  for  the  statement 
which  has  been  made.  For,  from  the  proofs  lying  in  my  oflice,  I  know 
that  such  accounts  have  been  paid  by  me. 

All  the  time  these  payments  were  made  I  kept  no  separate  bank  ac* 
count.  The  only  evidence  of  the  moneys  paid  on  behalf  of  the  Home 
was  the  statements  made  oat  by  mo  from  time  to  time,  and  frequently 
accounts  for  a  particular  period  would  fail  to  get  into  the  statement 
Frequently,  when  making  out  a  statement,  three  or  four  accounts  would 
be  letlt  out  that  should  have  been  carried  into  the  former  statement,  or 
else  brought  over.  That  is  a  circumstance,  however,  which  often  occurs 
in  making  up  statements. 

I  shall  have  further  testimony  in  regard  to  my  statement,  which  I 
will  introduce  duiing  your  sitting. 

THB  SKGIilBH  LBOAOT. 

[On  Saturday  morning,  July  29,  Mr.  Snyder  testified  as  follows  :1 
Mr.  Flagg — I  wish  to  ask  Colonel  Snyder  about  a  legacy  referred  to 
in  the  report  of  the  Trustees.  Please  s.tate  what  yon  know  about  the 
legacy  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Board  ot  Trustees — ^a  legacy,  I 
believe,  left  by  some  lady  in  England — ^in  which  legacy  it  was  supposed 
the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  would  have  a  claim.  The  report  stated 
that  the  proper  papers  had  been  made  out  and  forwarded,  and  the  result 
was  unknown. 

Mr.  Snyder — Some  time,  I  think,  in  1868,  we  received  a  communica- 
tion from  some  attorneys  in  New  York,  whose  names  I  do  not  now  re- 
member (the  communication  was  referred  to  me  by  Gov.  Oglesby),  stat- 
ing that  a  person  by  the  name  of  Ward,  a  banker  of  London,  had  died, 
leaving  the  sum  of  $200,000  to  be  distributed  to  the  various  Soldiers' 
Orphans'  Homes,  or  Homes  for  children  of  soldiers  who  had  died  or  been 
killed  in  the  late  war ;  and  the  letter  inquired  of  the  Governor  if  any 
such  institution  had  been  established  in  this  State.  The  terms  of  the 
legacy  further  provided  that  the  institutions  contemplated  were  to  have 
been  established  prior  to  a  certain  time  in  1867, 1  think.  This  statement, 
however,  is  all  from  recollection.    I  have  not  the  papers  before  me  al 
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this  timo,  bnt  I  think  I  can'  lay  them  before  the  committee.  I  corres- 
ponded with  these  attorneys  in  Kew  York  for  some  time,  and  they  were 
at  that  time  endeavorinj;  to  find  out  how  many  institutions  there  were 
of  that  character  in  the  United  States.  In  a  continued  correspondence 
I  gave  them  what  information  I  had  on  the  subject,  and  they  then  sent 
on  some  papers  to  be  certified  .by  the  British  Consul  in  this  State ; 
then  to  be  transmitted  to  England.  The  legacy  being  at  that  time  still 
in  chancery  in  England,  I  had  the  papers  certified  accordingly  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  duly  acknowledged  by  the  Consul,  and  then  for- 
warded them  to  parties  in  New  York.  When  some  time  had  elapsed, 
and  nothing  further  was  heard  from  the  claim,  I  went  on  to  New  York 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Institution,  to  make  inquiry, 
and  then  I  found  that  there  had  been  some  fifteen  or  sixteen  applications 
in  all,  for  shares  in  the  legacy ;  and  it  had  not  at  that  time  been  deter- 
mined how  many  of  such  applications  would  prcve  title.  And  I  was 
informed  that  as  soon  as  the  applications  were  established  they  would 
be  sent  on  to  England.  For  that  purpose  the  papers  thus  far  were  all 
perfected  in  such  a  manner  as  we  desired.  The  matter  was  accordingly 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  agent  in  New  York  city,  and  since  that  time 
but  one  communication  has  been  received,  stating  that  up  to  that  time 
nothing  had  been  done.  The  communication  I  refer  to  was,  I  think,  in 
reply  to  an  inquiry  of  my  own.  It  stated  that  while  nothing  had  been 
done,  our  proportion  of  the  legacy,  in  view  of  the  number  of  applica- 
tions to  be  admitted,  would  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  sixteen  thousand 
dollars,  and  that  as  soon  as  the  case  could  be  got  through  the  chancery 
court  in  England,  the  fact  would  be  reported  to  our  Board  and  to  the 
Governor  of  the  State.  This  is  the  last  communication  and  the  last 
inforaiation  I  have  had  on  the  subject,  and  this  was,  perhaps,  a  year  ago. 
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The  Ohairman — OoL  SDjder,  I  wonld  like  to  have  you  ask  the 
qaestions. 
Mr.  Snyder — I  gness  he  will  make  the  statement  himself. 

Mr.  McKeill — ^I  don't  know  what  to  speak  about.  I  will  answer  anj 
questions. 

Mr.  Snyder — Yo^  made  oat  those  statements,  did  you— dnplicats 
qtfttements  % 
Mr.  IftqJTeill — Tea*  sir. 

Kr,  @njder — ^Did  y^u  e^er  discover  any  discrepandea  in  the  billi 
when  you  made  out  those  statements  % 

Mr.  McNeill — ^No,  sir. 

Mr.  Snyder — What  was  the  usual  custom  ? 

Mr.  McNeill — The  statements  were  made  frDm  Touchers  which  were 
brought  in,  and  I  did  the  writing.  Oolonel  Snyder  did  the  calling  08^ 
from  vouchers.  They  were  cpmpared  afterwards — the  vouchers  sod 
statements — ^and  seemed  to  agree. 

Mr.  Snyder — Was  it  not  usual  to  indorse  them  before  they  went 
away. 

Mr.  McNeill — ^Yes,  sir ;  I  did  that,  too. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^You  filed  and  put  them  away,  and  never  disoovered 
any  discrepancies  in  any  of  them }  Did  you  ever  know  there  was  ft 
private  bill  included  t 

Mr.  McNeill — Private  bills  occasionally  got  into  the  pigeon  holes 
with  Home  bills.  I  [remember  one  time,  a  voucher  was  read  off,  and 
before  I  put  it  down,  he  would  check  me,  saying  that  waa  a  private 
bill,  and  not  to  put  it  down. 
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Mr.  Snyder — If  yoa  had  difloorered  discrepaneiely  jou  Would  hkvB 
called  my  attention  to  it  ? 
Mr.  McNeill— Ye8,  sir. 

Mr.  Snyder — The  bille  were  filed  away  hy  you  I 

Mr.  McNeill— Yes,  sir;  the  bilto  Were  filed  away  by  tM. 

Mr.  Vocke — ^Who  did  the  indorsing  t 
Mr.  McN'eill — I  did,  myself. 

Mr.  Yocke— Were  they  presented  to  yon  by  the  creditors  of  the  in- 
stitution t 
Mr.  McNeill — If  the  Oolonel  didn't  happen  to  be  in  the  office — 

Mr.  Yocke — ^At  the  time  you  indorsed  and  filed  them  ! 
Mr.  McNeill — No,  not  nntd  1  presented  them  to  the  Oolonel.  Never 
took  aoy  action  on  the  bill. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^The  usual  form  was  to  file  them  away  until  we  got 
ready  to  make  a  statement.  They  were  paid  and  put  into  pigeon 
holes,  and  then  entered  on  the  statement. 

Mr.  Flagg-^How  did  yon  do ;  who  examined  them  ? 
Mr.  McNeill — Oolonel  Snyder.    I  had  no  means  of  knowing  whether 
thej  were  correct  or  not. 

Mr.  Flagg— You  didn't  examine  the  items  to  see  if  they  were  such 
as  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  had  had  f 

Mr.  McNeill — No,  sir.  I  had  no  means  of  knowing  whether  they 
were  sent  to  the  Home  or  not. 

The  Ohairman — When  you  got  ready  to  make  this  statement,  you 
sat  down  and  the  Oolonel  called  these  bills  off  ? 

Mr.  McNeill — ^The  Oolonel  called  off  the  name  and  the  amount,  and 
we  compared  the  statements  with  the  vouchers. 

Mr.  Snyder  [to  the  Ohairman] — Will  you  not  ask  him  if  they  were 
indorsed  before? 

Mr.  McNeill — ^Yes,  sir.  If  the  Oolonel  was  not  there,  they  were 
paid  or  indorsed — just  simply  the  name  of  the  party  and  the  amount. 

Mr.  Wines — ^You  can  see  by  the  bills,  some  are  indorsed  and  some 
are  not  There  is  no  indorsement,  except  the  number  of  the  voucher. 
Take  these  Herndon  bills.    That  is  Mr.  McNeill's  statement 

Mr.  McNeill — Sometimes  the  parties  would  indorse  them  like  that, 
and  then  we  would  indorse  them  no  further. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^Examine  the  Herndon  bill  and  see  if  it  wasn't  natural 
to  make  a  mistake  in  the  statement  of  that  account. 
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Mr.  M cKeill — ^The  only  way  I  can  see  how  a  mistake  conld  be  nide 
is  when  doplicated.  They  were  brought  in,  and  the  Colonel  im 
not  ready  to  pay  them ;  they  were  approved  by  Mrs.  Obr,  and  were 
left  at  the  office;  thej  remained  there  a  while  and  then  the  bill  would  be 
brought  up  again,  or  else  contained  in  a  new  bill  coming  in  afterwards; 
and  then  when  we  made  out  the  statement  the  first  would  appear  re- 
ceipted and  approved  and  put  down,  and  then  the  next  bill,  being  an 
entirely  different  total,  would  be  put  down. 

The  Ohairman — ^I  can  see  how  the  mistake  might  be  made. 


KECORDS  OP  THE  SECRETARY. 


Spbingfield,  III.,  Wbdnesdat,  J^dy  26,  1871. 

J.  M.  Snyder  recalled. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  would  like  to  ask  Ool.  Snyder  with  reference  to  the 
records  of  the  board  ;  if  we  had  those  it  would  facilitate  oar  work  ? 

Mr.  Snyder — ^The  records  np  to  the  35th  of  December  last  were 
kept  in  a  book  which  had  become  very  mnch  worn,  so  that  by  the  order 
of  the  Board,  it  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  binder  to  be  rebonnd. 
While  there,  fire  occurred,  as  will  be  remembered,  during  the  meeting 
of  the  Legislature,  and  it  was  destroyed.  The  binder  was  Mr.  Bokker. 
I  can  testify  as  to  the  condition  of  the  book  at  the  time  of  the  fire. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^This  is  the  only  testimony  is  it  ? 
\    Mr.  Wines — Hayen't  you  the  original  papers  f 

Mr.  Snyder — I  have  some  of  them,  but  not  a  sufficient  number  to  be 
of  any  practical  benefit.    I  can  submit  to  you  what  I  have. 

H.  W.  Bokker,  sworn  : 

The  Chairman — Do  you  know  anything  about  the  burning  of  the

A — I  never  noticed  the  inside ;  generally  don't  do  it. 

Q — ^Did  you  know  what  it  was  about  f 

A — ^Don't  know — can't  tell.    No. 

Q— Don't  yon  know  what  institution  it  was  about? 

A — ^I  know  it  was  a  record  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  but 
what  the  inside  contained  I  could  not  telL    Generally  we  do  not  look 
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at  the  inside  at  all.  I  give  mj  men  instmctionB  never  to  look  at  the 
iDside. 

Q — "When  was  that  left  with  you  t 

A — I  forget.  Can't  tell  when  it  came  to  the  shop.  All  my  records 
are  borot  ap.  I  guess  in  January,  1871.  1  think  it  was  about  thit 
time.    About  the  middle  or  the  last  of  January^  I  think. 

Q — Delivered  to  you  by  OoL  Snyder  t 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — Tour  business  ! 

A — Book  bindings 

Mr.  Yocke — ^Do  you  recoUecc  whether  there  was  a  title  upon  the 
book! 

Mr.  Bokker — ^Yes,  sir.  A  record  of  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  or 
something  similar  to  that.  I  remember  the  title  very  well,  and  yet  ex- 
actly I  can't  telL    It  was  for  several  years  back,  if  I  am  not  mistakeou 

Q — What  was  the  cover  I 

A — It  had  been  a  Bussia  bound  book. 


TESTIMONT  OP  PARTIES  TO  THE  ACCOUNTS  OF  J.  M,  SNYDER.

l-OOODNT  OF  DB.  ALLBH. 

Dr.  George  T.  Allen,  sworn : 

Mr.  Wines — Look  at  this  aoeoont,  [as  contained  in  Dr.  Allen's  affi- 
davit]    Is  this  all  the  money  paid  to  you  i 

A — I  find  the  whole  amount  $294. 

Q — The  item  of  twenty  dollars  tor  expenses  of  a  trip  to  Chicago  is 
Dot  included  in  this  bill. 

A — ^No,  it  is  not.  I  was  sent  up  to  Chicago  by  the  Governor,  to 
raiee  money  to  be  applied  in  the  location  of  the  Home. 

Mr.  Wines — Dr.  Allen  says  that  $294-  is  the  amount  paid  to  him. 
The  item  of  twenty  dollars  is  not  included  in  it.  Deduct,  therefore, 
twenty  dollars  from  $332«  [the  amount  charged  on  Col.  Soyder's  state- 
ment,] and  you  have  left  $312,  the  amount  Col.  Snyder  claims  to  have 
paid  Dr.  Allen ;  and  the  difference  between  his-  statement  and  Dr. 
Allen's  is  the  amoont  which  I  stated  in  my  testimony.  Now,  I  ask  Dr. 
Alien  to  look  at  these  two  bills,  \b8  and  29,]  and  see  whether  the  first 
one  is  a  duplicate  of  any  portions  of  the  second. 

A — I  would  state  that  the  eighteen  dollars  here,  [at  top  of  29]  is  the 
balance  there  [at  bottom  of  SB]. 

Q — I  would  then  ask  whether  the  first  one  of  those  bills  [88,]  in 
which  the  items  of  the  eighteen  dollars  has  been  given,  is  receipted  by 
him  or  not ! 

A — ^No,  sir. 

The  Chairman — Beceipt  on  the  second  bill  ? 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Now  again,  with  regard  to  the  item  of  twenty  dollars  : 
do  you  remember  this  bill.  Doctor }  [No.  53,]  is  that  your  signature  t 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 
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Q — What  is  the  namber  of  the  voucher  ? 

A — ^I  don't  see  any  number. 

Mr.  Snyder — Number  fifty-three. 

Mr.  Wines — That  is  the  voucher.  (To  the  committee.)  You  see 
that  this  bill  is  entered  on  Col.  Snyder's  statement.  I  will  now  show 
where  that  bill  is  entered  on  the  Treasurer's  book.  (To  the  witneea.) 
Had  you  any  other  bill  of  expenses  of  twenty  dollars  ( 

A — It  may  be  possible ;  I  have  forgotten. 

Q — There  is  no  doubt  of  that  bill,  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  the  entry 
on  the  Treasurer's  book  being  the  same;  but  an  ezammation  of  the 
Treasurer's  book  shews  that  the  item  of  twenty  dollars  there  is  one  of 
the  pencilled  entries  made  there  by  Ool.  Snyder,  as  stated  to  you  by 
Mr.  King.  The  item  upon  the  Treasurer's  book  is  the  same  as  that 
entered  upon  the  statement  of  Ool.  Snyder. 

The  Chairman — According  to  the  evidence,  Mr.  Snyder  made  this 
entry  firet  in  pencil  and  it  was  afterwards  traced  over  in  ink. 

Mr.  Wines — Dr.  Allen's  expenses  as  Trustee  were  paid  from  time  to 
time  by  Mr.  King,  Treasurer ;  but  that  item  of  twenty  dollars  was  not 
paid  by  Mr.  King,  but  by  Mr.  Snyder.  I  therefore  conclude  that  the 
two  items  are  the  same. 

The  Chairman — ^Have  you  a  recollection  of  Col.  Snyder  paying  you 
the  money  i 

A — Yes,  sir ;  after  my  return  from  Chicago. 

Mr.  Wines — I  think  Dr.  Allen's  testimony  substantiates  what  I  have 
said.  Col.  Snyder  admits  that  he  received  the  money  ;  and  according 
to  Mr.  King's  evidence,  he  made  the  pencil  entries  on  the  Treasurer's 
book,  which  were  afterwards  inked  over  by  another  person.  The 
twenty  dollars  entered  by  Col.  Snyder  in  pencil  is  the  same  as  that  en- 
tered upon  the  statement  as  a  credit. 

The  Chairman — There  can  be  no  doubt  of  the  correctness  of  this  cchh- 
elusion  ;  and  the  Treasurer  will  be  chargeable  with  it. 

Mr.  Wines — I  want  to  ask  the  witness,  if  he  was  ever  furnished  any 
goods  from  the  Home,  in  the  settlement  of  his  account? 

A — I  think  that  I  got  a  refrigerator. 

Q — Did  you  ever  receive  any  other  things  from  the  Home  in  settle- 
ment of  your  account  t 

A — I  think  not. 

Q — There  is  an  entry  upon  your  books.  Doctor,  of  coal. 

A — That  is  simply  a  minute  to  enable  me  to  recollect.  Ool.  Snyder, 
at  one  time,  instead  of  paying  me  money,  paid  some  coal  bills  for  ma 

Q — You  never  have  been  furnished  coal? 
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A — No,  sir. 

Q — ^Yon  were  under  the  impreeBion  that  you  had  been. 

A — Yes,  sir ;  bnt  on  conversing  with  my  wife,  she  recollected. 

Q — How  long  were  you  Tmstee? 

A — From  the  spring,  I  think  it  was,  of  1866,  until  the  spring  of 
1869. 

Q — Were  you  Trustee,  at  the  time  the  Temporary  Home  was  estab- 
lished here  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Q — Were  yon  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  when  Col.  Sny- 
der'e  accounts  were  audited  ? 

A — When  they  met  here  I  was  present;  but  many  times  I  was  called 
oat,  and  was  not  able  to  attend. 

The  Chairman — ^What  was  your  method  of  auditing  those  accounts, 
and  providing  for  their  payment? 

A — Well,  I  was  so  very  much  hurried  with  business,  in  the  practice 
of  my  profession,  that  I  was  seldom  able  to  attend,  and  I  was  unable 
to  pay  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the  meetings,  so  I  do  not  recollect. 
The  accounts  were  examined  carefully  and  proven  to  be  correct  before 
they  were  audited. 

Mr.  Flagg — Were  all  bills  audited  before  they  were  paid  ? 
A — I  think  that  was  the  rule ;  that  was  my  understanding. 
The  Chairman — ^How  did  you  provide  for  their  payment  ? 

A — I  think  an  arrangement  was  made  between  the  Treasurer  and 
Col.  Snyder ;  and  I  am  under  the  impression  that  throught  that  ar- 
rangement there  was  an  amount  kept  in  the  First  National  Bank. 

Q — X)o  joa  know  whether  those  accounts  were  banked  before 
audited  ? 

A — I  do  not.  I  was  so  sitnated  as  to  pay  very  little  attention 
to  the  financial  matters  of  the  Board.  It  was  very  difficult  for  me  ever 
to  attend  the  meetings,  even  when  the  meetings  were  held  here. 

Mr.  Vockfe — How  did  you  satisfy  yourself  as  to  the  correctness  of 

the  bills  ? 

« 

A — By  examination,  and  by  seeing  the  persons  who  had  famished 
lie  goods  ;  they  generally  brought  in  bills  at  the  time  of  the  meeting, 
md,  if  there  was  any  doubt,  these  persons  were  called  in. 

Q — ^There  is  a  non-receipted  bill  of  $18,  which  is  also  audited,  as 

appears  from  the  records  of  the  Home ;  how  came  that  to  pars  year 

crutiny  t 
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A — ^I  don't  know,  and  don't  remember  now,  Bir,  whether  it  pasaed 
through  any  other  hands  than  those  of  Ool.  Snyd^. 

Q — Were  the  meetings  regular  ? 

A — Not  very ;  only  as  occasion  called  for  them. 

Q — ^Ool.  Snyder  desires  me  to  ask  you  if  you  were  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  ? 

A — I  think  not;  was  I«  Colonel? 

Mr.  Snyder — I  think  you  were,  at  one  time. 

ACCOUNT  OF  BBOKKfiB  &    HOFFBBKAHP. 

William  Brokker,  of  the  firm  of  Kofferkamp  &  Brokkcr,  and  Charies 
Arnold,  sworn : 

The  Chairman — I  want  you  to  examine  your  receipts,  and  tell  ne 
how  much  money  Col.  Snyder  has  paid  you  on  behalf  of  the  SoMien' 
Orphans'  Home. 

Mr.  Brokker — I  have  nothing  but  my  little  memorandum  book. 

Q — What  does  that  contain  ? 

Mr.  Arnold — It  contains  bread  famished  the  Home,  and  occasionally 
a  few  cakes. 

Q — ^Articles  furnished  for  the  Homo  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Q — ^Take  those  accounts  and  examine  them. 

Mr.  Arnold — I  went  with  Mr.  Brokker  and  checked  the  amounts,  u 
we  will  do  now.  In  June,  1868,  $81  35;  July,  $102  20;  that  ii 
correct. 

Q— Paid  in  1863? 

A — Yes,  sir.    August,  $106  70 ;  that's  correct. 

Q — The  same  year  ? 

A — Yes,  sir.  Now  here  is  September,  $120  75 ;  that's  correct,  is 
it  not,  Mr.  Wines ! 

Mr.  Wines — Yes,  sir.    That's  the  receipt. 

Mr.  Arnold — This  [exhibiting  it]  is  a  memorandum  that  I  took  fro« 
a  statement  made  by  Col.  Snyder,  and  then  I  compared  it  with  thii 
[Hofi'erkamp's  memorandum  book,]  and  then  I  checked  them.  Here 
it  is  for  October,$177  30  ;  that's  Correct,  according  to  this  book.  Nov, 
then,  January,  November  and  December.  November  and  December 
were  all  put  down — then  I  suppose  he  took  those  items  and  added 
them  together  on  his  account;  for  instance,  $168  50  and  $154  43, 
making  altogether  $322  95,  [amount  credited  on  Col.  Snyder's  sltte- 
ment.]  So  that  this  includes  those  two,  [amounts  for  November  vA 
December,  charged  on  Hofferkamp's  book.] 
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Mr.  Brokker — I  bought  a  boose  of  Mr.  Soyder,  and  took  tliose  two 
accounts  in  part  payment ;  that's  that  the  reason  they  were  added 
tofi^ether. 

Mr.  Arnold — Now,  we  come  to  January,  1869,  $142  80 ;  that  is  cor- 
rect, Now,  Febrnary,  $160  65 ;  that  is  correct.  Now,  March,  $160  25 ; 
that  is  correct.  April  $133  90^;  that's  correct.  I  expected  it  would 
be. 

Mr.  Wines — That  makes  $125,  those  together,  [viz:  accounts  fgr 
May  and  June,  $75  and  $50.] 

Mr.  Arnold — Yes,  that's  it ;  that's  right.  Fut  down  $75,  and  here  is 
$50.    They  include  May  and  part  of  June. 

Mr.  Brokker — George  got  that  himself;  that  is  not  my  handwriting. 

Mr.  Arnold— That  makes  $125. 

Mr.  Brokker — That's  all  we  have  ever  sold  him. 

Mr.  Arnold — ^When  I  found  $125  on  his  list  that  wasn't  included 
[on  Hofferkamp's  memorandum  book,]  I  set  that  under,  and  added  all 
this  up,  which  make  just  $1,786  75.  The  account,  according  to  his 
[Hofferkamp's]  book,  is  $1,635  85.  The  difference  between  the  two  is 
$125,  excess  in  his  account. 

The  Chairman — ^Then  $1,635  85  is  all  the  money  that  has  been  paid 
yon  I 

Mr.  Brokker — Yes,  sir. 

Q — ^Will  yon  look  at  this  certificate  and  see  if  that  is  yours. 

A — ^Yee,  sir,  that  is  mine. 
^  Q — How  comes  it  you  made  this  other  statement  ? 

A — ^When  Mr.  Snyder  was  at  the  shop,  Mr.  Arnold,  being  a  better 
accountant  than  I  am,  put  all  these  together. 

Mr.  Arnold — I  took  this  book  and  Ool.  Snyder's  account,  and  was 
comparing  them.  We  got  down  to  that,  and  didn't  recollect,  and  we 
foand  it  took  $125  to  make  the  original  amount. 

The  Chairman — ^Then  this  certificate  contains  an  error  of  $125? 

Mr.  Wines — Which  was  accidentally  made  by  Mr.  Arnold. 

Mr.  Arnold — No,  it  was  made  by  him  [Mr.  Brokker] ;  we  started  to 
compare  these,  and  checked  to  here,  somewhere,  when  I  was  called 
away.  Afterwards,  when  I  came  in,  Mr.  Brokker  stated  that  he  be- 
lieved the  thing  was  all  right.    Then  we  gave  that  certificate. 

The  Chairman — You  gave  it,  then,  without  a  full  examination  ? 

Mr.  Arnold — Yes,  sir,  I  made  it  without  examining  over  five  items. 
We  are  satisfied,  now,  it  was  an  error  of  $125. 

Q  -—That  much  too  much  ? 
'    A — Yes,  sir. 
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Mr.  Brokker — All  the  mouej  recedved  is  contained  in  thoee  two  ra- 
ceiptB  [No.  1  for  $75,  and  No.  ST  for  $60]. 

Mr.  Wines — ^That  was  my  gaess  about  it ;  tliat's  correct.  [Pointing  to 
Mr.  Arnold]  he  took  that  little  piece  of  brown  paper,  and  then  he 
made  on  that  a  copy  of  the  list  of  entries  by  Col.  Snyder  npon  bis 
statement.  Then  Mr.  Brokker  got  his  memorandum  book  of  goods  fur- 
nished and  amounts  paid,  and  they  went  together  and  checked  off  on 
the  list  from  this  book.  Mr.  Arnold  was  interrnpted  in  the  middle  of 
it ;  Mr.  Brokker  completed  it.  They  footed  all  the  amounts  without 
that  $125  [contained  on  the  duplicate  voocher],  and  then,  by  some  mis- 
take or  error,  added  it  in  and  gave  a  certificate  for  the  whole  amount, 
which  Mr.  Brokker  and  Mr.  Arnold  state  they  find  upon  a  second  exami- 
nation, is  an  error.  That  is,  the  amount  of  money  contained  in  his 
certificate  to  Ool.  Snyder  was  not  received. 

ACOODNT  OF  L.   H.   CONVERSE. 

L.  H.  Converse  sworn. 

The  Chairman— Look  at  that  bill  [No.  9]. 

A — ^That  is  for  repairing  a  house  on  the  west  side  of  Fifth  street, 
third  honse  south  from  Madison,  for  which  Col.  Snyder  was  agent  at 
the  time — a  bill  for  repairing  the  roof.    I  repaired  it,  and  charged  $15. 

Q — You  didn't  do  that  work  then  for  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  ? 

A — No,  sir.  I  did  some  work  for  the  Home,  but  not  of  that  charac- 
ter. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^This  was  on  a  private  resid'ence ! 

A — ^Tes,  sir. 

Cross-examined  by  J.  M.  Snyder. 
,    Q — ^You  did  some  work  for  the  Home  t 

A — ^Yes,  sir,  I  built  an  outbuilding. 

Q— This  bill  [No.  9]  could  not  be  for  that  ? 

A — ^No,  sir,  for  that  was  an  entire  job  and  not  a  job  of  roofing. 

The  Chairman— Look  at  that  bill  [No.  62,  for  $25],  and  see  if  it  is 
the  bill  for  the  work  at  the  Home,  to  which  you  have  reference ! 

A — ^Yes,  sir,  I  think  so. 

Q— *Are  you  sure  that  was  all  the  money  you  ever  got  there  i 

A — No,  sir ;  I  think  other  money  was  paid  me,  but  for  other  carpen- 
ter work. 

Q — Other  money  was  paid  you,  then,  for  carpenter  work,  you  think  I 

A— I  think,  probably,  I  did  a  little  building,  and  I  think  Ool.  Snj- 
der  furnished  the  lumber,  or  ordered  it,  and  I  took  the  men  aad  made 
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two  frames  in  the  shop.    I  don't  remember,  however,  of  any  other 
money  paid  me,  and  I  didn't  do  any  of  these  things  for  the  Home. 

AOOOITMT  OF  II.   F.  HSBlinON. 

R.  F.  Herndon  sworn. 

[After  the  reading  of  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Wines  and  Mr.  Snyder, 
relative  to  the  account  of  R.  F.  Herndon  with  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home,  the  following  was  asked  :] 

The  Chairman — I  would  like  to  have  yoa  examine  these  accounts, 
and  state  to  the  committee  how  much  goods  were  sold  from  your  estab- 
lishment to  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  ?  and  how  much  money  was 
received  f  There  seems  to  be  a  discrepancy  between  your  statement 
and  that  of  Mr.  Snyder. 

A — I  made  out  my  statement  once,  in  the  form  of  an  affidavit,  before 
Mr.  H.  C«  Latham ;  that  affidavit  is  correct. 

Q — Look  at  these  bills  [52  and  13]  you  seem  to  have  receipted 
here. 

A — These  were  the  bills  presented  first  to  Col.  Snyder  for  payment. 
I  received  two  checks,  one  for  $383  49,  and  another  for  $141  55. 

Q — State  what  you  intended  to  receipt  for  here  [at  the  bottom  of 
62]. 

A — I  received  that  $883  49  first,  and  left  it  receipted  at  Col.  Sny- 
der's office. 

Q— What  did  you  receipt  for  on  that  bill  [13]  ? 

A — For  the  whole  amount  I  received  afterwards.  I  receipted  for 
the  balance. 

Q — ^You  seem  to  have  receipted  then  for  that  item,  $141  55  ? 

A — IX o J I  deducted  that.  The  two  were  put  together.  I  received  a 
check,  $383  49,  and  when  I  took  this  bill  [13]  over  there  Juno  11, 
$383  49  being  deducted  leaves  $141  55. 

Q — ^Tou  say  you  received  payment,  but  you  intended  there  to  receipt 
only  for  $141  55? 

Mr.  Flagg — How  came  the  first  ^'received  payment"  [after  $525  04, 
before  the  deduction  of  $383  49]  to  be  written  } 

A — ^We  sometimes  wrote  "received  payment,"  so  as  to  have  it  ready 
to  sign.    Sometimes  we  sent  over  a  bill  receipted  altogether* 

Mr.  Snyder— I  see  this  bill,  [13]  $525  04,  Is  approved  by  Mrs.  Ohr. 
If  this  bill  [$383  49]  was  paid,  why  is  this  statement— March  15— 
made  out  $523  94,  then  this  bill  [$1  10]  added  and  approved  by  Mrs. 
Ohr,  making  the  whole  footing  $525  04}  I  say,  if  that  bill  was  ap- 
proved, why  was  this  entered  ? 
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A — ^la  the  first  place  thia  bill  [59]  was  taken  over  to  your  office  and 
left  there.  Subaeqaentl  j,  these  goods  [charged  on  18]  were  parohased. 
Yoa  already  had  this  other  bill  [52]  in  year  officCi  and  so  we  just  ad- 
ded these  other  items  to  the  bill  in  order  to  make  an  account  of  the 
whole  amonnty  you  having  this  bill  already  in  the  office  when  we  came 
over.  You  had  paid  this  bill,  $383  49,  which  was  dedncted«  [from  the 
amouDt  of  No.  18]  leaving  the  balance,  $141  55.  The  items  were  paid 
at  two  different  times. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^Was  this  bill  [52]  paid  before  or  after  you  made  oet 
that  statement,  [13  ?] 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  dates  will  show. 

Mr.  Sayder — It  [52]  is  not  dated. 

A — ^Ask  the  question  again. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  asked  if  this  bill  was  paid  before  that  was  made  oat  t 

A — Noj  sir. 

Mr.  Flagg — You  say,  positively  ? 

Mr.  Snyder— Was  this  bill— $883  49— paid  before  the  other  state- 
ment was  made  out  t 

A — It  was  not.  Kone  of  the  items  run  through  March.  No  pay- 
ment was  received  until  some  time  in  June. 

Mr.  Snyder — Do  you  see,  Mr.  Hemdon,  how  it  might  be  possible, 
taking  this  statement,  [13,  for  $525  04]  and  glancing  the  eye  over  it, 
and  seeing  it  approred  and  receipted — ^you  can  see  how  that  bill  might 
be  re-entered  ?  Don't  you  see  how  that  mistake  might  occur  i  Here 
is  $625  04  approved  by  Mrs.  Ohr.  Don't  you  think  it  would  be  an 
easy  mistake  ? 

A — I  think  it  would  be  a  very  easy  mistake  to  make. 

Mr.  Wines — I  think  it  is  only  jastice  to  say  that  if  you  turn  further 
you  will  see  these  entries  [on  Ool.  Snyder's  statement]  were  by  Mr. 
McNeill ;  it  was,  therefore,  probably  a  mistake  of  Mr.  McNeill,  CoL 
Soyder's  clerk. 

A — ^Yes,  sir.  I  think  the  Colonel  passed  the  bills  over  to  Mr.  Mc- 
Neill when  I  was  in  the  office. 

AOOOUNT   OF  THE  ILLINOIS  JOUBNAL  COMPANY. 

J.  D.  Roper  sworn. 

The  Ohairman— You  are  the  bookkeeper  of  the  Journal  Oompaojt 

A — I  am. 

[The  evidence  of  Mr.  Wines,  relating  to  Mr.  Snyder's  account  ivith 
the  Journal  Company,  was  here  read,  and  Mr.  Wines  then  exhibited 
the  entry  on  the  Treasurer's  book.] 
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lir.  Wines — ^What  is  the  state  of  the  account  of  the  Journal  Oom- 
pany  with  Mr*  Snyder  ? 

A — ^These  [holding  in  his  hand  two  affidavits  to  accouats  of  $10  and 
$S9  50]  are  the  only  two  aocounts  we  have  on  oar  book ;  and  these  are 
daplicates,  which  I  made  oat  myself.  I  made  oat  the  originals,  and 
Mr.  Edwards  collected  them. 

The  Ghairman — Do  yon  recollect  seeing  this  check  before  ?  [Col. 
Snyder's  check,  dated  Aug.  17,  1868,  on  the  First  National  Bank, 
Springfield,  for  $89  50,  paid  Ang.  24th.] 

A — No ;  I  coald  not  identify  the  check,  only  as  it  might  correspond 
with  one  of  the  bills.    It  is  made  payable  to  bearer. 

Mr.  Wines — Here  [prodacing  it]  is  Mr.  King's  bank  book,  and  yon 
will  find  that  aboat  the  18th  of  Aagast  he  issaed  a  check  on  the  bank 
at  Jacksonville,  for  $89  50.  Col.  Snyder  also  issaed  a  check  on  the  First 
National  Bank,  Springfield,  in^  favor  of  the  Joarnal  Company,  for 
$39  60.  This  cfieck  of  Col.  Snyder's  was  issned  apparently  one  day 
before  the  check  open  the  bank  at  Jacksonville  was  paid. 

The  Chairman — ^This  check  seems  to  have  been  paid,  too. 

Mr.  Wines — ^I  woald  like  to  ask  Mr.  Roper  if  he  received  the  money 
twice  on  that  acconnt  ? 

A— Have  not,  sir. 

Mr.^nyder — I  woald  like  to  ask  Mr.  Boper  a  qaestion.  Was  it  not 
usual  to  present  those  bills  of  the  Some  to  me,  and  have  them  paid 
by  met 

A — I  don't  know  that  I  could  answer  that.  1  make  out  the  bills, 
but  Mr.  Edwards  is  our  regular  collector.  He  takes  the  bills  which  I 
give  him,  and  returns  the  money,  or  the  bills  uncollected. 

Mr.  Snyder — Is  the  date  of  the  receipt  of  the  money  the  same  as 
that  of  my  check  { 

A — ^I  believe  it  is — August  17. 

The  Chairman — ^The  next  day  the  Treasurer  made  a  check  ? 

Mr.  Wines— No,  I  don't  know  that ;  that's  the  time  he  paid  it. 

The  Chairman — ^The  Treasurer  has  evidently  issued  a  check  for  the 
same  amount. 

Mr.  Wines — I  sent  him  a  request  to  send  all  the  original  checks 
with  the  bank  account.  I  received  as  an  answer  that  the  telegram  did 
not  come  to  hand  in  time,  but  if  thought  necessary,  the  request  might 
still  be  complied  with. 

Mr.  Yocke— I  would  suggest  that  Mr.  King  had  better  be  requested 
to  send  those  checks. 

Mr.  Wines — ^With  Mr.  Hook;  he  is  the  bank  clerk,  and  understands

George  Latham  sworn. 

[The  testimony  of  Mn  Wines  and  of  Mr.  Snyder,  with  reference  to 
this  acooant,  was  read  to  the  witness.] 

The  Chairman — ^Yoa  have  made  an  affidavit  to  having  received  a 
less  amount  of  money  than  is  here  mentioned  on  Mr.  Snyder's  aceonnt. 
State  how  mnch  money  has  been  paid  you,  and  how  much  goods  yon 
have  sold. 
A — The  book  will  show ;  the  amount  is  $517  60. 
The  Chairman — ^That,  then,  is  what  your  books  show.    Now,  then, 
I  will  ask  you  if  you  sold  goods  which  do  not  appear  on  your  books  or 
on  that  statement,  to  any  amount  ? 
A — ^Not  a  dollar. 

The  Chairman — You  have  a  record  of  what  you  sold  t 
A — Yes,  sir.    I  dou't  know  why  I  kept  it,  but  I  happened  to  at  that 
time.    I  kept  an  account  with  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home. 
Mr.  Flagg — What  is  your  custom  in  that  respect,  generally  ? 
A — In  cases  like  this,  I  kept  an  account,  like  this ;  I  kept  it  in  a  little 
day-book,  and  the  amounts  were  shown  to  Mr.  Snyder,  who  referred 
them  to  Mrs.  Ohr.    Two  bills  were  sometimes  made  out  of  the  same 
item.    That  accounts  for  these  two  bills  appearing  as  they  do.    How 
both  came  to  be  receipted,  I  cannot  tell. 

The  Chairman — He  claims  that  you  have  receipted  for  more  than  the 
amount  in  your  affidavit. 

A— This  first  bill  here  [^o.  58,  for  $144  49],  dated  Oct  31,  1868, 
was  presented,  and  then  made  the  first  item  on  another  bill  [26]  pre- 
sented Nov.  30,  amounting  to  $177.    My  clerk  receipted  the  bill  [58], 
signing  my  name.    The  first  item  on  the  bill  of  Kov.  30th  is  the  amount 
of  the  bill  presented  Nov.  1,  $144  45.    I  don^t  know  anything  about 
that  bill  being  receipted.    This  ether  [26]  I  receipted  myself. 
Mr.  Wines — Does  your  cash  book  correspond  with  your  statement  f 
A — Yes,  sir.    The  day  I  made  this  affidavit  I  went  to  the  cash  book, 
and  found  items  corresponding  to  the  credit  on  the  account.    The  cash 
book  shows  Dec.  3,  $75 ;  Dec.  22,  $69  46. 
Mr.  Wines — This  amount  of  $144  45  was  settled  by  two  payments  t 
A — ^When  I  took  that  first  bill  over  I  receipted  it 
Mr.  Wines — ^Then  the  next  item  on  your  cash  book  was  for  the  last 
portion  of  this  bill  [No.  26]  and  a  portion  of  another  [No.  37].    How 
then  did  you  come  to  make  a  receipt  on  this  bill  [26]  also  t 
A — ^That  is  more  than  I  can  tell. 
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Mr.  Wines — As  you  have  receipted  for  the  entire  $318  75  on  that 
bill  which  contains  all  the.  items,  how  did  yon  come  to  give  a  separate 
and  independent  receipt  upon  this  paper  ! 

The  Chairman — Mr.  Latham,  is  there  no  other  person  who  receives 
money,  or  will  not  your  books  show? 

A — I  received  the  money ;  only  one  person  received  the  money. 

The  Chairman — If  they  should  be  paid  in  duplicate,  Col.  Snyder 
would  have  credit,  and  you  would  be  chargeable.  I  can  see  very 
readily  how  Col.  Snyder  might  make  a  mistake  in  the  matter,  at  all 
events. 

A — I  did  not  receipt  that  $144  45  at  all.  The  first  item  was  $75, 
and  the  next  $69  45. 

Mr.  Yocke — Can  you  get  the  clerk  who  attended  to  this  matter? 

A — The  clerk  is  not  now  in  my  employ,  but  he  is  in  town. 

Mr.  Wines — The  receipt  of  $144  45  covers  all  the  account  [to  Octo- 
ber 81, 1868].  The  receipt  for  $177  includes  the  former  receipt ;  and 
then  the  next  receipt  for  $218  75  includes  the  whole  of  this  bill 
and  another  one.  Then  this  $75  [voucher  55,  without  items],  which 
is  the  next  entry,  was  receipted  for.  This  bill  [No.  22]  contains  the 
items. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^Are  there  two  $75  receipts  on  your  statement  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir,  one  December  2,  and  one  August  2. 

Mr.  Snyder — All  receipted  by  you,  or  by  persons  in  your  employ  ? 

A— Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Wines — The  point  of  the  whole  inquiry  is,  do  the  receipts  show 
the  payment  of  all  the  money  receipted  for  on  the  separate  bills,  or  did 
Mr.  Latham  only  receive  the  amount  of  money  stated  in  his  afSdavit  ? 
The  receipts,  of  course,  might  have  been  a  mistake. 

The  Ch&irman — Mr.  Latham  has  answered  that  very  emphatically. 
Mr.  Flagg — You  are  positive  that  $517  60  was  all  you  received  ? 
A — Yes,  sir,  I  think  if  Col.  Snyder  will  bring  his  checks,  he  will 
find  it  so. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  have  found  some,  but  not  the  early  checks. 
A — I  don't  think  I  received  bank  notes  at  any  time ;  and  all  my 
ihecks  were  payable  to  the  First  National  Bank. 

The  Chairman — ^Would  the  First  National  Bank  have  any  record  of 
tliecks  ?  • 

A — I  don't  know.  • 

Mr.  Snyder  — That  $149  46  appears  to  have  been  receipted  by  his 
erk ;  I  remember  one  of  his  clerks  came  over. 
VoL  n— 100 
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Mr.  Yocke— It  ought  to  be  seen  whether  that  derk  has  been  negli- 
gent, in  receiving  monej  without  entering  it. 

A — I  didn't  know  of  this  [No.  68]  being  reoeipted  at  all,  till  it  was 
shown  me.  The  derk's  receipt  is  on  th^  bill;  brut  he  actually  reoeiTed 
only  the  balance,  the  difference  between  ||7$  and  $114  4$. 

Mr.  Snyder — Do  you  know  anything  about  the  receipt  of  that  biU 
$218  75.    It  seems  to  be  a  transfer  of  this  $90  6$. 

A— Yes,  I  know  I  got  $SJ18  76,  on  the  1,8th  of  March. 

Mr.  Snyder— There  is  a  bill  [22]  of  $149  40  receipted  by  you. 

A — August  2  and  December  2  are  two  different  payments. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  don't  know  anything  more  about  it  than  you  do. 

The  Chairman — The  only  doubt  is,  did  your  clerk  collect  the  whole 
sum  and  fail  to  enter  it  ?    Let  that  clerk  be  called. 

A — I  coald  trust  him  with  anything. 

C.  F.  Gillett,  sworn : 

Mr.  Wines — Here  is  an  account  sworn  to  by  Latham  &  Co.,  repre- 
senting the  amount  of  goods  furnished  to,  and  money  received  from 
the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home.  Col.  Snyder,  upon  his  statement,  daims 
that  he  paid  a  larger  amount  of  money  than  Mr.  Latham  testifies  to 
having  received ;  and  upon  examining  the  bills,  we  find  that  there  are 
duplicate  receipts  for  the  same  items.  Do  you  know  how  the  same 
bills  came  to  be  receipted  twice  ? 

A — In  regard  to  the  receipt  given  by  me,  I  remember  the  circum- 
stance of  presenting  a  bill  to  Mr.  Snyder. 

Mr.  Wines— Is  that  the  bill  [68]  ! 

A — That  is  my  receipt,  yes,  sir.  He  had  paid  a  part  to  Mr.  Latham, 
and  I  went  to  get  the  balance,  at  a  time  fixed  by  him,  December  21 
On  paying  the  balance,  he  asked  me  to  receipt  the  bill ;  and  I  receipt- 
ed die  bill  for  the  full  amount,  when  I  had  only  received  the  balance. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Mr.  Latham  tells  us  that  $75  was  paid  December  2,  and 
that  $69  45  was  received  December  22.  Did  you  receive  the  $76  or 
the  $69  45  ? 

A — ^The  $69  46  was  the  amount  I  received. 

Q — Had  he  another  receipt  for  the  former  payment  of  $75? 

A — He  did  not  show  me  any. 

Mr.  Wines — Do  yon  know  how  these  other  duplicate  receipts  oooM 
have  been  given  t  Was  it  Mr.  Latham's  custom  to  give  two  roeeipli 
for  the  same  payment  of  money  t 

A— Ko,  sir ;  it  was  not  his  custom ;  but  if  he  had  already  collectad 
the  $76  and  given  a  receipt,  and  I  afterward  reoeipted  for  the  $148  4%% 
it  would  be  a  duplicate  for  the  amount  of  $76. 
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The  Ohairman— What  did  70a  do  with  the  amoont  yoa  had  collect- 
ed for  Latham  &  Go  t 

A — ^My  CQstom  was  to  retarn  it  to  the  honee. 

The  Chairman — ^What  record  woald  there  be  ef  the  money  yon 
collected  ? 

A — ^The  books  wonld  Ahow— cash  aalea  book. 

Q — Wonld  the  books  show  the  anonnt  of  money  yon  had  coUected ! 

A — Tee,  sir. 

Q — Did  yon,  in  this  instance,  eoUeot  any  money  not  accounted  for 
in  that  way  ? 

A — ^Never  did  in  any  instance. 

Mr.  Flagfr — Conld  you,  without  too  much  tronble,  bring  that  book 
here  and  show  the  entry  ? 

A — Yes,  sir.  (The  witness  retires,  and  in  a  few  moments  retnrns 
with  the  book.  Opening  the  book  and  pointing) — Dsoember  2.  There 
is  the  amount  collected  by  Mr.  Latham :  Orphans'  Home,  you  see. 
Here,  December  89,  is  $^  46. 

The  Chairman — That  was  collected  and  returned  by  you  and  pat  on 
the  cash  book  ? 

A — Yes^  sir. 

THE  AOOOUirr  OF  JAKES  ▲.   MASON. 

James  A.  Mason,  sworn : 

Mr.  Wines — The  statement  which  I  made  in  connection  with  this 
witness  was,  that  this  voucher  [47]  fer  $5  is  a  duplicate  of  another 
▼oQcber  [21]  of  $24  50.  Upon  each  of  these  two  bills  is  entered  this 
item :  March  14,  1868,  four  high  chairs  at  $1  25,  $5.  Voucher  47 
contains  that  item  alone,  and  is  not  recMpted ;  voucher  21  cfontAins 
that  item,  with  two  or  three  others,  and  is  receipted.  I  want  to  ask 
Mr.  Mason  to  take  these  bills  and  look  at  Ihem,  and  see  whether  they 
are  for  the  same  item  or  for  different  itemfr?  » 

A — These  are  the  same  items. 

The  Chairman — Did  you  receive  pay  for  them  once  or  twice? 

A — Only  once.  It  wa^  li  common  thitig  to  send  out  a  bill.  I  never 
kept  record  of  it.  This  one  [21,]  dated  the  1st  of  ApriK  contained 
another  item.  The  whole  bill  was  made  out  and  presented  and  paid, 
as  I  understand  it. 

Mr.  Snyder — Let  me  ask  a  question.  Are  you  satisfied  the  institu- 
tion only  purchased  four  high*chairs  of  you  ? 

Mr.  Wines— On  that  day  ? 

A — ^That  is  my  impression. 
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Mr.  Sn jder — I  am  fully  eatiefied  they  had  more  chairs  than  that. 

A — I  am  under  the  impression  that  those  were  the  only  ones  pur- 
chased. When  I  came  in  here,  before  1  saw  the  bills,  I  shonld  have 
been  ready  to  make  a  statement  something  like  this  :  that  I  presented 
some  chairs  to  the  Home. 

Mr.  Snyder — Yon  conld  not  be  mistaken  ? 

A -—I  mif^ht  possibly,  bat  I  presume  not. 

The  Chairman — Maybe,  in  addition,  yoa4)resented  some  chairs  ! 

A — If  I  presented  them  I  made  no  entry. 

Mr.  Yocke — Can  you  swear  positively  this  is  the  whole  amoont 
you  have  ever  received  from  the  Home  ? 

Mr.  Wines — No ;  that  is  not  true.    I  want  to  ask  Mr.  Mason  with 
regard  to  those  pencil  ligureiai  on  voucher  21,  [$23  in  pencil,  below  the 
footing  in  ink,  $24  50,  and  a  pencilled  footing,  $47  50.]     Are  those  in 
your  handwriting? 
;  A — No,  sir ;  they  are  not. 

Q — When  you  receipted  that  bill,  was  that  given  as  a  receipt  for 
$24  50? 

A — ies,  sir. 

Mr.  Snyder — Let  me  ask  you  if  you  don't  remember  my  purchasing 
a  bill  of  chairs  there  ? 

A — Well,  no,  sir ;  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  wish  to  state  here  before  the  committee,  that  I  re- 
member distinctly )  nrchasing  a  bill  of  chairs  of  Mr.  Mason. 

Mr.  Wines — Mr.  Mason,  there  [handing  witness  voucher  17]  is 
another  bill  on  file,  to  refresh  your  memory  with  regard  to  the  pur- 
chase of  chairs? 

A — I  cannot  call  to  mind  distinctly  with  regard  to  it,  but  that  [17] 
is  a  bill  of  my  own  making  out. 

The  Chairman — What  does  it  show  ? 

A — ^It  shows  several  items,  (the  witness  reading  them,)  amounting  to 
$68  75. 

THB  AOOOITNT  OF  DANIBL  HORSB. 

Daniel  Morse,  sworn: 

Mr.  Wines — Mr.  Morse^  when  did  you  commence  furnishing  mest 

to  the  Home  ? 

^ — (Opening  his  ledger  and  turning  to  the  account.)  My  first  bill 
commenced  February  10,  $30  50,  and  there  is  a  deduction  of  $10. 

The  Chairman — The  charge  here  [on  Snyder's  statement]  is  $80  40, 
ten  cents  difference. 
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Mr.  WiD60 — How mnch  does  the  book  credit  Col.  Snyder? 

A — ^He  is  credited  up  in  full,  $30  50.  My  recollection  is  this :  I 
wae  enppljing  the  Home  of  the  FriendlcBB  up  here  at  the  time,  and 
had  been  for  a  year  or  two,  and  Mr.  Chesnnt  thought  I  ought  to  make 
them  a  donation.  I  thought  I  would  do  so,  and  4  said  I  would  pay 
the  national  tax ;  but  when  it  came  to  be  paid  that  year,  it  amounted 
to  $S0.  Then  the  government  deducted,  till  at  this  time  it  had  run 
down  to  $10.  I  then  made  an  arrangement — I  think  it  was  with  Mrs. 
Ohr  I  made  the  arrangement — ^for  a  deduction  to  that  amount  from  the 
[Home]  bill.  The  deduction  was  intended  for  a  donation  to  the  Home, 
leaving  $20  50  to  be  paid  to  me.    That  ten  cents  is  a  discrepancy. 

Mr.  Snyder — May  it  not  have  been  that  the  transaction  yon  speak 
of  related  to  the  Home  of  the  Friendless  entirely,  and  not  the  Sol- 
diers' Orphans'  Home? 

Mr.  Wines — Did  yen  give  it  to  both  ? 

A — Yes,  sir.  Sometimes  the  deduction  would  be  on  the  bill,  when 
it  would  not  be  on  my  book. 

Mr.  Snyder — Are  you  positive  I  only  paid  you  $20  40  ?    . 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Wines — ^What  day  was  that  payment  made  ? 

A — I  make  a  balance  the  first  day  of  the  month.  This  was  made 
the  last  of  the  month  preceding. 

Mr.  Snyder — ^Yon  are  not  positive  you  ever  spoke  to  me  about  this 
deduction  ? 

A — I  couldn't  sVear  positively. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  receipt  is  for  $30  40,  and  you  think  the  money 
paid  was  $20  40. 

Mr.  Morse— The  next  bill,  $67  22. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Your  receipt  is  $67  72 ;  th%  bill  foots  up  more  than 
the  book. 

Mr.  Morse — The  next  one  is  $102  16;  then  there  seems  to  be  $102  06, 
with  ten  cents  difl'erence^.  up  to  the  30th  of  April. 

The  Chairman — The  first  entry  |on  Ool.  Snyder's  statement]  is 
$67  72,  the  next  $30  40,  the  next  $89  61. 

Mr.  Wines — $89  61  is  the  amount  of  his  receipt  for  April. 

The  Chairman — Yes,  that's  correct.  Here  must  be  about  $13  Gov- 
ernment tax,  according  to  that,  by  deduction,  but  there  is  nothing  on 
the  book  to  show  it. 

Mr.  Morse— The  next  is  $139  02. 

The  Chairman — ^Uere  the  amount  paid  is  $128  37.  There  [exhibit- 
ing it]  is  Col.  Snyder's  check  for  $128  37. 
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A— That's  right ;  the  last  bill  ap  to  Jane  9th  or  8tk,  $19  80. 

The  Chairman— $25  70.  * 

Mr.  Wines — Look  at  that  receipt  [18] ;  how  much  is  that  receipt 
for? 

A — Welly  here  is  a  bill  corrected.  There  is  a  difference  here  in  the 
footing  of  these  accounts. 

Mr.  Wine9 — What  is  that  $6  70  in  pencil?  Are  those  penciled  fig- 
ures in  your  writing  ? 

A — ^I  should  say  no. 

Mr.  Wines — If  those  are  in  your  writing,  this  is  a  receipt  for 
$25  70. 

A — The  $6  70  is  not  my  figuring. 

Q — Then  that  is  a  receipt  for  $19  only.  Turn  to  Col.  Snyder's  pri- 
vate account. 

A— I  find  there  $6  05. 

Q— Gould  that  not  be  the  $8  70  credit  ? 

A — It  might  be. 

Q — ^Did  you  have  an  account  with  any  of  the  employees  of  the 
Home? 

A — ^None  has  ever  bought  there,  except  John  B.  D,iury,  and  that  was 
a  long  time  ago. 

Q — ^Yery  well,  then.  This  corroborates  the  conclusion  in  my  own 
mind,  in  regard  to  that  $25  70.  That  $6  70  corresponds  to  Ool.  Sny- 
der's private  bill  for  that  month. 

Mr.  Snyder — Do  yon  recollect  Mrs.  McGuire  ?  She  is  an  Irish  wo- 
man living  out  there. 

A — I  don't  recollect  having  her  name  on  my  book  in  any  way  or 
shape.  If  she  bought  of  me,  she  must  have  done  it  without  opening 
an  account. 

Mr.  Snyder — Do  you  remember  Mrs.  Ohr  telling  you  to  let  Mis 
McGuire  have  some  meat  ? 

A — I  don't  recollect  it  now. 

Q — ^You  don't  recollect  any  of  the  employed  being-directed  to  get 
meat  of  you  ? 

A — I  only  remember  Dairy's,  and  his  account  is  entered  up  for 
judgment,    f  Amusement.] 

The  Committee  here  adjourned  to  meet  at  Normal,  at  four  o'clock 
P.  M.,  on  Monday,  the  31st. 
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THB  AOOOONT  OF  WALTBK  OBOWAT

Walter  Ordway  sworn. 

The  Chairman — Look  at  these  bills  [35,  47,  59]  and  see  how  mach 
money  Mr.  Snyder  paid  yoo. 

A — ^My  statement  here  is  correct,  $180.  The  account  commenced  in 
1898.  That  account,  up  to  June  6th,  I  didnH  get  pay  for  until  the 
next  January,  I  think.  I  have  just  taken  a  little  statement  off  my 
book :  Feb.  24:tb,  1868,  to  June  6th,  $120  15  ;  paid,  Jan.  4rth,  1869 ; 
then  the  next  account  1  sold  him  was  paid  in  June,  1869,  to  the  amount 
of  $59  85,  which  makes  the  whole  amount,  which  I  stated  in  my  afiS- 
davit. 

Mr.  Yocke — Is  it  probable  that  he  paid  you  any  other  sum  at  any 
other  time? 

A — ^Ko,  sir;  I  think  I  recollect  pretty  distinctly;  for  some  of  the 
time  I  was  short  of  money,  and  went  over  to  see  him  frequently.  I 
called  and  asked  the  Colonel  if  he  had  money,  and  he  said  no.  He 
said  it  was  rather  a  new  thing,  and  the  institution  hadn't  got  its  appro- 
priation, and  he  wanted  me  to  be  favorable.  Yery  well,  said  I,  it  is  a 
benevolent  thing,  and  I  will  favor  you. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^Where  did  you  get  this  memorandum  ? 

A — I  got  it  from  my  books. 

THB  Aooouirr  of  jaoob  buoksl. 

Jacob  Rnckel  sworn. 

The  Chairman — Will  you  leok  at  this  bill,  Mr.  Ruckel,  and  state  who 
Bold  the  articles  mentioned  f 

A — I  find  this  charged  to  Col.  Snyder. 

Q — ^Personally. 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — What  is  the  amount  charged  there  for  ? 

» 

A — $28  30 ;  for  paper  and  window  shades. 
Q — What  knowledge  have  you  as  to  those  articles  ? 
Mr.  Wines — Mr.  BuckePs  son  is  here ;  he  will  state  with  more  defi- 
niteness  where  that  paper  was  put  on. 

Samuel  Rnckel  sworn. 

The  Chairman — State  whether  you  ever  did  any  work  for  Col.  Sny- 
der, putting  on  paper,  and  if  so,  when  and  where,  and  what  kind  of 
paper. 

A — I  donH  remember  what  kind  of  paper.  I  remember  papering  a 
room  for  him. 
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Mr.  Flagg — ^Look  at  this  biU,  sir.  Do  yon  know  anything  of  the 
paper  mentioned  in  that  bill  ?

A — I  think  about  the  time  mentioned  there ;  in  a  house  up  here  close 
by ;  in  a  room  of  Mr.  Snyder's  house. 

Q — ^Never  put  any  paper  on  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  did  yon  t 

A — No,  sir. 

Q — ^Did  Col.  Snyder  ever  purchase  any  other  paper  of  you  ? 

A — No,  sir,  I  don't  remember  of  any.  He  get  some  shades,  I  think, 
from  the  store. 

Mr.  Snyder — Do  you  remember  of  my  buying  any  other  paper  of 
you? 

A — ^There  was  some  paper  bought  for  the  Home,  for  some  shades ; 
bought  by  the  Matron. 

THE  AOOOUirr  OF  STEiaSS  A  BB08. 

Charles  and  Albert  Steiger,  sworn. 

(The  previous  testimony  on  this  account  was  read  to  the  witneesea.) 

The  Chairman — Will  you  examine  your  books,  and  tell  as  how 
much  money  you  received? 

Mr.  Wines — £  would  suggest  that  you  state  each  item,  and  ask  the 
witnesses  if  it  is  correctly  entered  ?  Have  you  your  book  open,  Mr. 
Steiger,  at  the  account  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  ? 

Albert  Steiger — Tes,  sir. 

Q — In  what  month  was  the  first  bill  of  meat  furnished  t 

A— June,  1868.     ' 

Q— The  amount  ? 

A— $57  31. 

Q — Amount  paid  ? 

A — Amount  marked  on  book,  $67  21. 

Q — At  what  price  per  pound  ? 

A— The  bill  is  figured  at  12Jc. 

Q — ^Does  this  bill  [62]  correspond  with  the  entries  on  your  book  f 

A — ^Yes,  sir,  I  suppose  so. 

Q— Is  that  bill  receipted  ? 
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A — ^No,  sir. 

Q — ^Will  you  now  look  at  this  other  bill  [37,  for  $105  40,  indudiof; 
Jiine  and  Jnly,]  which  I  find  in  Col.  Snyder's  papers  for  this  month  I 
Does  it  correspond  ? 

A — No,  there  are  eight  ponnds  difference.  This  one  [37]  is  at  10c. 
and  that  one  [62]  at  l^c. 

Q — At  what  price  per  ponnd  is  the  meat  charged  on  that  bill! 

A — ^That  is  charged  at  10a,  amounting  to  $46  05. 

Q — How  do  you  account  for  the  difference  in  price  per  pound  on 
these  duplicate  bills?  Here  is  one  charged  at  19^.  and  the  other  at 
10  cents. 

Charles  Steiger — The  price  at  the  hotels.  I  think  I  put  the  dupli- 
cate at  10c,  which  I  think  is  receipted. 

Mr.  Wines — Your  books,  however,  show  a  larger  amount  paid  you. 

Albert  Steiger — ^He  [Charles)  told  me  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home 
bill  was  paid  ;  so  I  marked  it,  without  changing  the  figures  at  all,  for 
I  thought  that  was  the  last  of  it. 

Q — ^Then  $57  31  is  not  the  amount  paid  you,  but  a  mistake  on  your 
book  ?    What  was  the  amount  of  the  July  account  ? 

A— $59  10. 

Q — ^What  is  the  amount  entered  upon  the  bill  t 

A— $69  10. 

Q — What  do  those  two  bills,  June  and  July,  foot? 

A— $105  40. 

Q — Is  that  bill  [37]  receipted,  for  June  and  July  ? 

A — ^Tes,  sir. 

Q — ^Will  you  look  at  this  check,  which  Col.  Snyder  submitted  t  How 
much  is  that  check  for  ? 

A— $105  40. 

Q — Both  paid  you  ? 

A — ^Not  paid  to  me. 

Q— To  the  firm  ? 

A — ^Tes,  sir. 

Q — Then  the  inference*  is  that  $57  31  was  incorrect? 

A — ^Tes,  sir ;  there  may  be  a  few  errors  in  drawing  it  off  the  book. 

Q — What  was  the  amount  of  your  biU  for  August,  1868  ? 

A— $69  05. 

Q — What  is  the  amount  of  that  bill  [voucher  27]? 

A— $69  05. 

Q — What  is  the  amount  of  that  check  ? 

A— $69  05. 
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Q — That  bill  and  the  book  and  the  check  correepond ! 

A — Te,8  sir. 

Q— What  was  the  amoant  of  your  bill  for  Beptember,  1868! 

A— $76  20. 

Q — 76  30  entered ;  that  is  correct.    What  was  the  amoant  of  jonr 
bill  for  October  ? 

A— $94  20. 

Q — ^Look  at  this  bill  for  October,  [61]  and  see  what  the  footing  is. 

A— 94  20 ;  correct. 

Q — And  this  other  footing  [ef  voucher  28] ! 

A— $94  20. 

Q — Are  those  bills  [28  and  61,]  daplicates  t 

A — ^Tes,  sir. 

Q — ^Are  both  receipted  t 

A — No,  sir. 

Q — So  that  account  has  been  paid  but  once  ! 

A — Only  once. 

Q — (Addressing  Chairman.)    '  Ton  will  notice  an  entry  of  $96  20 
What  is  the  number  of  that  voucher? 

The  Chairman— 28. 

Mr.  Wines — $94  20  here  [on  the  bill].    This  was  entered  wrong. 
The  figure  4  looks  like  6.    What  was  the  amount  of  the  bill  for  Nov.! 

A — There  was  none. 

Q — ^In  what  month  was  your  next  bill  ? 

A — January  and  February ;  the  amount,  $122  25,  and  [the  bill]  cor- 
responds with  the  boek. 

Q— What  was  the  bill  for  March  ? 

A— $120  32. 

Q — Please  look  at  this  bill  and  see  if  it  corresponds  ? 

A— $120  32 ;  yes. 

Q — ^What  was  the  amount  of  the  bill  for  April? 

A— $149  30. 

Q — Please  look  at  this  bill  [66]  and  see  whether  the  items  on  that 
are  the  same  as  on  your  book — what  is  the  amount  ? 

A— $149  30. 

Q — ^How  much  is  that  receipted  for  ! 

A — DonH  know  as  that  bill  is  receipted, 

Charles  Steiger — As  near  as  I  can  recollect  it  is  a  receipt  for  $343  86; 
some  bills  not  paid  included  in  that. 

Q— Do  you  know  where  that  $94  56  [added  to  $149  80,  below,]  k 
to  be  found  ? 
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Albert  Steiger — I  don't  think  it  5b  a  separate  bill ;  I  have  no  bill  of 
that  amount. 

Q— The  last  biU  [for  March,]  is  receipted,  $120  32,  which  broaght 
the  account  down  to  that  bill,  [for  April].  Now  how  did  that  $94  56 
come  there  ? 

A — I  couldn't  tell  yon ;  we  have  looked  for  it,  we  can't  find  any 
$94  66 ;  we  found  one  $94  20. 

Q — ^You  don't  know  anything  about  that  $94  56  then. 

A — ^No,  sir. 

Q — Is  that  $94  56  in  your  writing  i 

A — I  think  it  is. 

Q — ^What  is  the  amount  of  the  May  account  1 

A— $144  70. 

Q— Is  this  bUl  [17]  the  same } 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — And  it  is  receipted.    Does  that  close  yoor  account  ? 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — ^Then  the  accounts  you  have  mentioned  are  all? 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — ^Those  are  all  on  your  affidavit,  and  foot  up  as  you  have  stated  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Q — ^But  the  amoant  paid  yoa,  in  fact,  was  less  than  the  amount  paid 
you  according  to  your  affidavit,  by  the  difference  between  ten  and 
twelve  cents  a  pound  on  one  bill. 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Q — [To  Chairman.]     What  accounts  have  yoa  not  checked  ? 

The  OhairmaD— There  are  $6  10,  $96  20,  $18  95  and  $248  86. 

Mr.  Wines— The  $96  20  is  explained.  The  $243  86  includes 
$149  SO,  which  is  correct,  and  the  $94  56,  which  Mr.  ISteigeris  unable 
to  explain.  [To  witness.]  You  will  turn  now,  if  you  please,  to  Col. 
Snyder's  private  account  for  September,  1868. 

A — ^His  September  accoant  is  $6  10. 

Q— Will  you  look  at  this  bill  of  $6  10  ?    In  whose  name  is  it  ? 

A— Col.  Snyder's. 

Q — Does  that  correspond  with  the  items  of  his  private  account  for 
that  month  I 

A — It  corresponds. 

Q — ^WiU  you  turn  to  Col.  Snyder's  account  for  November  ? 

A — His  account  for  November  is  $6  70. 

Q — Please  look  at  this.bill ;  in  whose  name  is  it  ? 
'•  M.  Snyder. 
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Q — ^Do  tiie  items  on  that  [book]  correspond  for  that  month. 

A — ^Yes,  sir, 

Q — ^What  is  his  private  aeeonnt  fbr  December  ? 

A— $7  26. 

Q — Please  look  at  this  bill ;  in  whose  name  is  it  i 

A— John  M.  Snyder,  $7  26. 

Q — Do  the  items  correspond  ? 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q— Have  you,  Mr.  Shaw,  an  item,  $24  30  ? 

The  Ohairman — Yes,  sir ;  here  it  is. 

Q — ^That  bill  is  mislaid ;  it  was  in  my  hands. 

The  Chairman— Does  that  bUl  there  [$6  70  and  $7  26]  make$13  95! 

.  A — Yes,  sir. 

The  Ohairman-^That  acconnts  for  that,  then  t 

Q — Look  at  Ool.  Snyder's  account  and  see  whether  he  makes  a  bOl 
of  $24  30. 

Albert  S — One  bill  here,  $24  30 ;  January. 

Mr.  Wines — ^I  here  make  an  affidavit  that  there  was  a  bill  oorre- 
spending  with  the  items  of  Col.  Snyder's  private  accoQnt,of  this 
amount,  a  missing  bill.  I  would  like  to  have  you  examine  whether 
this  $94  66,  still  unexplained,  was  or  was  not  Col.  Snyder's  private 
account,  I  don't  know;  I  never  looked.  Have  you  a  payment  of 
$94  66  anywhere  oi^  his  private  account  { 

A — ^I  have  a  payment  of  $24  30,  but  none  of  the  amount  you  name. 

Q — ^Eun  on  a  little  further — he  has  not  the  other  book  here  to  ahew 
the  amount  of  GoL  Snyder's  private  account,  which  is  $79  86 ;  theothtf 
ledger  is  not  here.  That  item  of  $94  66,  then,  still  remains  unex- 
plained. 

The  Chairman — And  that  is  included  in  the  $243  86 1 

Cross  examined  by  J.  M.  Snyder : 

Q — ^When  your  brother  collects  money,  does  he  invariably  on  the 
same  day  report  to  you  and  have  the  credits  entered  ? 

A — ^Now  be  carries  a  memorandum  book,  but  he  didn't  at  that  time. 

Q — Did  he  always  report  the  cash  received,  promptly,  the  day  he 
received  it? 

A — 'No,  because  we  didn't  keep  a  cash  book  then. 

Q — He  just  told  you  such  and  such  bills  were  paid  i 

A — He  just  told  me  what  bills  were  paid,  and  I  entered  the  credita 
^   Q — ^At  the  time  he  told  you  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir.  , 

Q — Ceuld  he  never  have  collected  some  money  on  theee  acooontB 
without  reporting  to  yout 
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A — Of  oonne  j  I  don't  know. 


Q — ^Yon  don't  know  that  he  always  reported  ? 

A — ^He  was  supposed  to.    He  looked  orer  the  books  himself  now 
and  then. 

Q — It  was  not  his  custom  to  keep  a  cash  book,  and  report  the 

amounts  received  on  bills. 

A — ^Not  at  that  time. 


AsTSBKOON,  July  29, 1871. 

J.  Q.  Yan  Kess,  sworn  : 

The  Chairman — (Previous  testimony  upon  this  account  having  been 
read.)  I  would  like  to  have  you  look  at  these  bills,  Mr.  Yan  !Ness, 
and  state  the  correct  amount  received  by  you  upon  them. 

A — ^I  can  account  for  this  bill  of  $17  05 ;  this  bill  [52]  was  presented 
and  never  paid,  and  on  the  second  presentation  it  was  included  in  this 
other  bill,  [29.]  Our  custom  has  been  to  make  out  these  bills  once  a 
month  and  present  them.  That  bill,  after  having  been  taken  one 
month,  the  next  month  was  added  in,  paid  and  receipted.  This  bill 
[29]  we  have  receipted,  and  that  bill  [52]  has  never  been  paid  at  all, 
except  as  included  in  the  other. 

Mr.  Wines — You  examined  your  books  as  to  that  point,  and  gave 
me  a  statement  of  the  entire  amount,  did  you  not } 

A — ^I  gave  you  a  bill  of  the  entire  amount. 

Q — ^That  $17  05,  then,  was  included  in  the  other  bill,  and  you  never 
received  payment  but  once  ? 

A — ^No,  sir.  They  were  both  made  out;  this  [52]  has  been  present- 
ed and  not  paid  at  the  time  of  presentation  ;  and  perhaps  at  the  begin- 
ning of  another  month,  or  two  months  later,  this  [29]  has  been  made 
out  from  the  books,  with  that  added  ;  but  only  one  bill  has  been  re- 
ceipted. 

TAB   AOOOUNT  OF  WARMS  A  8TBBBINS. 

Oscar  F.  Stebbins,  sworn. 

The  Chairman — Do  you  reside  in  Springfield  ? 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — ^What  is  your  business  ? 

A — I  deal  in  hardware. 

Q — These  bills  [21  and  67]  seem  to  be  duplicates  of  each  other.  Are 
they  bills  of  the  same  or  different  items  ? 

A — ^This  [67,  with  items,]  was  rendered  in  March ;  and  a  statement 
[21,  without  items,]  the  month  following ;  and  the  statement  was  paid 
and  receipted.    So  the  boeks  show. 
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Q — ^Then  the  two  entries  for  $12  73  are  each  for  the  same  thing,  and 
have  been  paid  but  once  ? 

A — ^That's  the  way  it  shows  on  the  books. 

Mr.  Flagfc — Is  that  your  recollection  ? 

A — If  you  get  the  bill  following  this,  and  see  what  comes  after,  I 
know  there  were  bills  rendered  about  the  time  of  this  date,  and  when- 
ever paid  they  were  receipted  in  their  settlement,  and  this  seems  it 
show  that  it  was  receipted  by  the  boy  who  took  the  bill. 

Mr.  Wines — Here  is  Ool.  Snyder's  statement  of  the  amount  he  has 
paid  you.  Let  me  take  a  pencil  and  check  off  this,  and  see  if  it  is  cor- 
rect. There  is  an  item  of  $12  73 ;  that  was  to  July  1st,  [looking  at 
Stebbins'  ledger].  Turn  forward ;  you  say  you  have  $62  60  ;  what  is 
that  $12  75  there  i 

A — It  was  added  to  the  first  invoice,  then  footed  up  and  carried  for- 
ward on  the  journal  and  petty  ledger  account.  In  January  that  was 
carried  forward  on  the  petty  ledger  account,  and  should  have  been  set- 
tled then.  It  commenced  again  in  January,  1869,  and  in  March  we 
have  an  entry  of  $21  99,  then  $1  55. 

The  Ohairman — ^How  does  this  come  to  be  entered  $85  39 1 

Mr.  Wines — State  the  amounts  paid  you  on  the  Orphans'  Home  ac- 
count. 

A — ^That  agrees  with  my  affidavit.  Here  are  some  articles  charged 
to  Col.  Snyder. 

Mr.  Wines — A  personal  account  i 

A — I  suppose  so. 

Q — ^You  were  not  aware  those  goods  were  furnished  to  him  personally  I 

A — When  we  furnished  for  the  Home  we  stated  it — charged  it  so— 
Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home.  The  largest  amount  in  that  was  a  refrigerator. 

Mr.  Winee — Do  you  remember  the  suggestions  you  made  to  me  in 
regard  to  finding  out  whether  it  was  furnished  to  the  Home  or  not! 

A — I  remember  your  asking  me  some  questions ;  I  believe  I  told  yon 
the  same  I  do  now.  If  those  who  ordered  it  said  Soldiers'  Orphans^ 
Home,  we  charged  it  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  point  was  your  own  suggestion.  If  a  refrigenUor 
was  furnished  to  the  Home,  then  they  could  account  for  it ;  it  woqU 
be  either  in  their  effects  or  accounted  for  as  sOld. 

A — I  probably  made  a  remark  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  Wines — ^What  is  your  belief  in  regard  to  this  bill  I 

A — I  believe  this  is  a  duplicate  of  that.    That  amount  oorrespemii 
with  our  book.    I  have  made  an  examination. 


TESTIMONY  OP  JOS.  W.  KING  AS  TO  ACCOUNT  OF  JOURNAL  CO. 


Bloomington,  Wednesday  J  Aug.  12,  1871. 
Joseph  W.  King  Bworn  : 
The  Chairman — ^Yon  may  make  jonr  statement  now,  Mr.  King. 

THE  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  JOURNAL  COMPANY. 

Mr.  King — I  came  up,  gentlemen,  npon  the  order  of  the  Board, 
bringing  my  checks  to  correspond  with  my  bank  book,  and  I  don^t 
know  of  anything  else  I  have  to  say. 

The  Chairman — ^Well,  as  to  the  matter  the  committee  directed  me 
to  telegraph  to  yoa  about :  We  discovered  that  in  an  account  with  the 
Jonrnal  Company,  $39  50  had  been  marked  paid  on  your  book,  and 
also  charged  on  Col.  Snyder's  account — claimed  to  have  been  paid  by 
hira ;  and  the  Col.  brought  us  in  his  check  for  that  amount,  in  favor  of 
the  Journal  Company.  Of  course,  if  he  did  that,  we  can't  see  how  it 
should  appear  on  your  book,  too.  Have  you  a  check  for  that  amount 
corresponding  to  your  book  ? 

Mr.  King — I  have.  The  check  says,  ^'  pay  the  Journal  office  $39  50 ; 
Aug.  18."  The  date  of  Col.  Snyder's,  as  I  understand  from  his  testi- 
mony, printed  in  the  Journal,  was  Aug.  17. 

[  Witness  retired  and  presently  returned.  ] 

There  is  my  check,  sir. 

The  Chairman — ^Yes,  that  is  a  check  for  $89  50,  to  the  Journal  Com- 
pany. 

Mr.  King — The  date  sometimes  would  not  correspond ;  there  would 
be  a  day  or  two  difference. 

The  Chairman — We  don't  raise  any  question  on  that.  The  check, 
so  &r  as  the  evidence  from  these  gentlemen  goes,  appears  to  have  been 
paid  twice  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Journal  Company  has  sworn 
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that  they  have  reoeived  the  money  bat  once.  There  is  no  doubt  at  all 
but  yon  have  paid  the  moneys  and  the  same  evidence  eeems  to  show 
that  Col.  Snyder  has  paid  it. 

Mr.  Yocke — Can  you  recollect  to  whom  yon  gave  this  check  t 

Mr.  King — No,  I  don't  recollect  it  at  all. 

Mr.  Yocke — Can  yon  recollect  that  yon  ever  t^ave  this  check  to  Col. 
Snyder  ? 

Mr.  King — No,  sir.  Can't  recollect ;  don't  pretend  to.  All  I  know 
id  that  I  paid  it ;  that's  all.  I  paid  everything,  as  the  Board  directed 
me  to  do. 

Mr.  Wines — There  is  the  other  check. 

The  Chairman — There  is  Col.  Snyder's  check.  That  check — do  yoa 
suppose  it  could  have  been  sent  to  Springfield,  for  any  reason  ! 

Mr.  King — I  would  not  undertake  to  say. 

Mr.  Yocke — This  was  in  1868,  three  years  ago  ? 

Mr.  King — It  corresponds ;  enly  one  day's  difference. 

The  Chairman — Nobody  can  explain  the  matter  very  well. 

Mr.  King — I  can  explain  it  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  and  so  far  as 
the  bank  is  concerned.  It  wouldn't  have  been  entered  as  it  has  been 
if  it  hadn't  been  paid.  [Turning  around.]  Col.  Snyder,  was  not  that 
$39  50  in  our  report } 

Mr.  Snyder — I  think  it  was ;  we  never  made  out  a  detailed  report ; 
it  was  not  made  to  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  King — I  mean  in  a  detailed  report  made  to  you ;  but  I  don't  pre 
tend  to  explain. 

The  Chairman — I  have  no  doubt  you  have  paid  it,  Mr.  King — that 
is  the  end  of  the  matter  with  you  ;  but  we  may  now  want  to  have  the 
Journal  Company  examine  these  two  checks  and  see  whether  they  were 
paid  twice  or  not.  There  are  the  bank  marks  on  both  the  chedcB, 
showing  that  they  are  paid. 

Mr.  Wines — Mr.  King^s  check  was  paid  before  the  other  one.  It  is 
entered  on  Mr.  Ayers'  bank  book  Aug.  18,  and  the  date  is  marked  on 
the  other  Aug.  24. 

Mr.  Beddick — That  don't  alter  the  suspicion  that  the  Journal  Com- 
pany received  it  twice.  I  have  had  checks  upon  good  men  lie  a  month 
before  I  presented  them. 


ABSENCE  OP  Ml.  SNYDER  ON  AUGUST  4tli, 


NoBHALy  III.,  Friday^  Aug.  4, 1871. 

The  Chairman — I  wanted  to  question  Ool.  Snyder  to-day,  but  I  an* 
deratand  he  is  not  here.  I  think  it  is  mighty  strange  that  he  is  not, 
for  I  told  him  last  night  that  we  should  probably  close  the  investiga< 
tion  here  to-day. 

Mr.  Beardsley — At  the  request  of  OoL  Snyder  I  wish  to  make  a 
statement :  He  said  he  had  an  engagement  in  Chicago,  and  had  to  go 
away  on  the  train  last  night,  and  he  wanted  me  to  say  to  the  committee 
that  he  desired  to  make  his  further  reply  to  the  charges  brought  against 
him,  on  Saturday ,*^before  the  committee  at  Springfield,  as  he  upder- 
stood  they  were  to  come  there. 

The  Chairman — The  committee  is  not  to  convene  there ;  and  I  dis- 
tinctly told  him  if  he  went  away  it  would  be  on  his  own  responsibility. 

Dr.  Sweeney — I  told  him  the  same  thing. 

Mr.  Reddick — ^I  shall  object  to  taking  up  any  more  time  waiting  on 
Col.  Snyder. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Tou  do  not  mean  if  he  were  present  ? 

The  Chairman — ^We  desire  to  give  him  the  fullest  opportunity  for 
defense ;  but  his  going  away  now  might  be  construed  as  an  admission 
that  he  could  not  make  his  defense  any  better  than  it  is. 
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CONCLUSION  OF  THE  CASE. 


Springfield,  Wbdnesdat,  Aug,  23, 1871. 

F.  H.  WineB,  recalled : 

While  I  was  in  BloomiDgton,  since  the  last  adjoornment  of  the  com- 
mittee, I  found  on  the  bank  book  of  Dr.  Boe  an  entry  of  $2,085,  paid 
to  McLean,  Holden  &  Go.  of  the  Home  Bank.  I  went  to  Dr.  Roe  and 
asked  him  what  that  $2,085  was — whether  it  was  a  loan  or  not.  He 
did  not  know  positively  whether  it  was  or  not  He  said  he  was  not 
aware  of  their  having  borrowed  but  $15,000,  but  he  would  go  around 
with  me  to  the  bank  next  day  and  inquire. 

On  going  to  the  bank  and  asking  Mr.  Holden  and  Mr.  Whipp  with 
regard  to  it,  they  said  it  was  a  loan  repaid.  They  looked  up  the  date 
on  their  books,  and  found  it  was  on  the  16th  of  December,  1869.  Then 
Mr.  Holden  made  a  statement,  which  he  afterwards  had  me  write  out, 
and  he  attested  it  before  a  notary  public.    I  will  read  it : 

0.  W.  Holden,  being  duly  sworn,  deposes  and  affirms :  that  on  or 
about  the  15th  of  December,  1869,  Col.  John  M.  Snyder,  Trustee  of 
the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  came  into  the  office  of  the  Home  bank, 
in  Bloomington,  of  which  deponent  is  a  partner  and  acting  cashier,  and 
that  the  said  John  M.  Snyder  requested  the  favor  of  a  loan  of  $2,000 
upon  an  order  addressed  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home,  signed  by  J.  M.  Beardsley  and  countersigned  by  J.  M.  Snyder. 
The  said  Snyder  offered  to  deposit  a  note  of  Jesse  W.  Fell  for  about 
$8,000  as  collateral  secarity,  and  stated  that  there  would  probably  be  a 
change  in  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  that  the  favor  would  be  remem- 
bered hereafter.  The  bank  loaned  him  the  money,  less  $18  33  discount, 
to  be  repaid  in  thirty  days.  On  the  27th  June,  1870,  the  amount  due, 
with  $85  interest,  was  repaid  by  Col.  £.  B.  Roe,  Treasurer  of  the 
Home,  on  the  same  day  that  a  further  loan  of  $5,000  was  granted  to 

the  institution. 

C.  W.  HOLDEN. 

[Here  followed  a  notarial  attestation,  signed  by  H.  G.  Beeves.] 
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I  looked  up  the  order  oorresponding,  among  the  papers  of  the  inati- 
tntion,  and  have  it  in  my  hand.  It  is  not  nnmbered,  and  it  ia  nowhere 
entered  npon  the  order  book  of  the  institntion.  [Witneas  here  handed 
a  paper  to  the  Chairman.]  I  examined  the  Treasurer's  book,  to  see 
whether  the  amount  was  charged  to  the  Treasurer  on  the  cash  book, 
and  found  it  was  not;  and  there  is  not  among  the  papers  of  the  institu- 
tion a  voucher  of  any  kind  or  description  for  its  ezpenditrue.  I  know 
nothing  further  about  it. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^You  say — no  entry,  either  of  debit  or  credit,  on  the 
Treasurer's  book  of  this  $2,000  ! 

A — ^No,  sir ;  there  is  not. 

Mr.  Yocke — Oan't  it  be  determined  how  it  has  been  disposed  oft 
Has  it  been  repaid  ? 

A — I  wrote  a  letter  to  OoL  Beardsley,  asking  if  he  remembered  the 
loan  or  the  circumstances  connected  with  it,  and  I  received  the  follow- 
ing reply.    [Witness  reads] : 

SooK  IsLAJNB,  Augrustn^  1871. 
Rev.  Fred.  H.  Wnras, 

Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Oharitiee,  Bloomingtohff  IlL: 

I  cannot  now  call  to  mind  with  certainty  the  object  of  the  $9,000 
loan,  but  think  it  was  borrowed  about  the  time  J.  A.  Willson,  Treas- 
urer of  the  Board,  resigned,  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  partial  pay- 
ment on  the  pay-roll  at  the  ^^Home."  I  remember  that  such  was  the 
talk  at  the  time  of  the  loan.  I  think  about  that  time  Ool.  Snyder,  paid 
off  teachers  and  other  employees  at  the  Home.  Y  ou  had  better  call  on 
Dr.  Sweeney,  and  have  him  get  an  explanation  from  Ool.  Snyder.  I 
know  we  were  behind  on  our  payments  of  employees,  and  they  at  that 
time  applied  to  me  for  relief.  But  I  have  no  memorandum,  except  it 
may  be  a  letter  from  Col.  Snyder,  that  he  had  been  up  to  Normal  to 
pay  off,  etc.  I  cannot  now  lay  my  hand  on  the  letter,  but  remember 
faintly  about  it.

The  committee  will  remember  that  in  my  former  testimony,  I  stated 
that  a  loan  had  been  effected  at  the  First  National  Bank  in  Springfield, 
of  $6,000;  that  the  money  had  been  paid  to  Col.  Snyder;  that $2,000 
had  been  handed  over  to  Col.  Boe-,  and  that  he  had  no  written  state- 
ment of  the  other  $4,000,  but  gave  me  a  verbal  statement  with  regard- 
ed to  a  part  of  it. 

I  examined  the  order  book,  and  took  off  all  the  orders  that  were  not 
paid  by  Dr.  Boe,  or  by  his  predecessor,  Gen.  Willson,  and  yet  appeared 
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to  have  be^a  satiBfied,  and  I  gave  Ool.  Snyder  oradit  for  iihom^  ia- 
dnding  the  pay-rolls  of  which  Ool.  Beardaley  writes.  They  amomiled 
to  $l,000y  nearly.  I  don^t  remember  the  exact  sum.  I  ooold  atato  ilby 
figuring  it  It  was  within  a  small  amount,  however,  of  $4,000.  So 
that,  i^  Col.  Snyder  had  credit  for*  these  orders,  it  would  let  him  ♦«! 
upon  the  Springfield  loan,  substantially. 

If,  however,  he  paid  the  pay-rolls  for  September  and  October,  1869, 
out  of  this  $2,000,  then  he  could  not  have  credit  on  that  account  for  the 
$^,000,  and  he  would  be  behind  on  the  Springfield  loan  about  $19800. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  he  has  credit  en  the  $4,000,  then  there  is  nothing 
to  show  for  this  $2,000. 

The  Chairman — Do  the  pay-rolls  show  who  paid  them ! 

A — ^No,  sir;  but  the  fact  is  remembered  that  CoL  Snyder  did  pay 
off  some  pay-rolls,  and  the  only  pay-rolls  thus  paid  off  by  him  ware 
those  of  September  and  October,  1869. 

Q — What  did  they  amount  to  t 

A — I  said  about  $1,300 ;  it  is  more  than  that  [consulting  a  paper.] 
It  is  $1,693  86 ;  nearer  $1,700  than  $1,300. 

There  was  another  matter  that  needs  explanation,  but  I  donH  know 
with  regard  to  it,  whether  it  will  make  an  item  in  Ool.  Snyder^a  ac- 
count or  not.  On  the  Treasurer's  book  is  entered  in  pencil  by  Dr. 
Sweeney,  "Insurance  $500,"  on  both  sides  of  the  account.  Dr.  Boa 
states  to  me  that  Col.  Snyder  drew  the  appropriation,  $600,  for  inanr- 
ance  and  paid  it  out  I  find  Col.  Snyder  also  pree^ited  a  bill  for  in- 
surance, was  allowed  and  an  order  issued  to  him  for  the  amount   • 

Q — What  was  the  amount  of  that  order  t 

A— $440  or  $460— Col.  Snyder,  was  it  t 

Mr.  Snyder — I  don't  repiember. 

Mr.  Wines — [To  Mr.  Snyder.]  Don't  you  remember  we  had  aome 
couTcrsation  up  here  with  regard  to  an  item  charged  to  you,  which  you 
said  ought  not  to  be  charged  f    What  was  your  order  $460  for  t 

Mr.  Snyder — I  don't  remember  that  In  this  transaction  of  inaor- 
ance,  the  money  was  drawn  by  me.  I  had  the  policies  then,  and  I 
told  Col.  Roe  that  I  had  drawn  that  money  to  show  that  the  money 
went  into  the  Treasury  and  not  into  my  possession ;  that  it  went  into 
the  Treasury  and  was  paid  out.  I  told  him  it  would  be  just  the  same 
to  charge  himself  with  the  money,  and  credit  himself  with  paid 
amount  of  insurance.  The  voucher  was  presented  thereto  cover  the 
amount. 

Mr.  Wines — ^To  whom  was  the  insurance  paid  ? 

A — ^To  various  insurance  companies ;  $300  to  a  company  in  Blooor 
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iagtOQy  and  the  baknoe,  I  think,  to  companits  in  Springfield  and  Ohi. 
eago. 

Mr.  WineB — Did  yon  pay  them  money  ? 

A — Yea,  sir,  except  in  Bloomington — one  case — when  I  paid  an 
erder. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Did  that  order  oome  oat  of  that  ? 

A — ^No,  sir. 

Mr.  Wines — I  am  in  doubt,  becaose  there  are  not  bills  on  file  for  all 
hia  orders,  and  what  his  orders  cover  I  do  not  know.  Bat  I  had  a  very 
distinct  impression  that  one  of  the  orders  was  for  insarance,  $387  55, 
in  Bloomington. 

A — $20,000  was  the  amount  insared  in  Bloomington. 

Mr.  Wines — I  don't  make  a  point  with  regard  to  it,  because  I  am 
not  positive  about  it 

AOOOUNT  WFTH  THS  JOURNAL  OOMPANT. 

The  Ohairman — ^Ebtve  you  the  letter  of  Mr.  King  with  regard  to 
that  $39  50 1 
#A — ^Yes,  sir. 

The  committee  will  remember  there  was  a  mystery  about  the  two 
checks  of  $39  50 — ^both  made  payable  to  the  Journal  Company — 
which  was  unexpended  at  the  time  the  committee  adjourned.  Col. 
Snyder  had  drawn  his  check,  payable  to  the  Joamal  Company,  which 
was  canceled  by  the  First  National  Bank.  Mr.  King  had  drawn  his 
check  for  the  amount,  also,  which  was  canceled  by  Avers'  Bank, 
Jacksonville.  I  have  received  the  following  letter,  which  seems  to 
dear  that  up.  The  letter  is  from  Mr.  King,  and  says :  [The  follow- 
ing is  a  copy  of  the  letter.] 

Jaoksonvillb,  Attff.  21, 1871. 
Hon.  F.  "Winibs,  Springfield^  III.: 

Dbab  Sib  :  Have  the  committee  become  satisfied  in  regard  to  the 
$39  50,  as  paid  the  Journal,  which  appeared  to  them  difficult  to  ex- 
plain ?  The  item  of  $39  50,  which  appears  on  my  account  and  that  of 
John  M.  Snyder,  may  perhaps  be  found  by  examining  account  of 
Snyder  with  First  National  Bank  of  Springfield.  Upon  inquiring  of 
my  bankers  here,  I  find  that  I  gave  the  check  in  payment  for  a  collec- 
tion upon  me,  which  came  to  them  fi*om  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Springfield.  I  drop  you  these  few  lines,  thinking  it  might  assist  you 
in  the  explanation  of  this  charge. 

Most  respectfully  yours, 

J.  W.  KING, 
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Yoa  will  remember  that  it  was  noticed  at  the  time  that  Ool.  Sny- 
der's check  ante-dated  Mr.  King's,  bnt  that  the  payment  of  Mr.  Eling's 
ante-dated  the  payment  of  Ool.  Snyder's,  and  the  explanation  seema  to 
be  very  simple.  Ool.  Snyder  drew  his  check  npon  the  First  National 
Bank  here.  There  was  no  money  npon  OoL  Snyder's  acconnt  in  the 
bank  from  which  to  pay  it.  They  paid  it,  and  sent  to  Ayers'  Bank  to 
collect  it  from  the  Treasurer.  Mr.  King  drew  his  check  npon  Ayen' 
Bank  ;  the  money  was  then  sent  to  Springfield,  and  taken  np  by  CoL 
Soyder's  check — making  that  payment  by  the  Treasurer  at  Jackson- 
ville. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  shoald  think  if  a  draft  was  drawn,  that  the  draft  oonld . 
be  prodaoed  from  the  bank.    I  have  no  recollection  of  it  myself.     It 
may  be  the  case,  but  it  appears  to  me  if  a  draft  was  drawn  on  Mr.  King 
for  the  amount,  the  draft  would  appear  in  place  of  the  check — a  draft 
would  be  in  possession  of  Mr.  Ejng  or  the  bank. 

The  Ohairman — ^The  draft  would  be  in  possession  of  the  bank. 

Mr.  Wines — ^I  suppose  so,  but  it  would  be  returned  to  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank,  however.  Mr.  Tracy,  the  cashier  of  the  bank,  could  tell 
by  examining  his  accounts,  whether  the  account  of  OoL  Snyder  wap 
overdrawn  at  the  time. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  never  had  any  transaction  of  that  kind,  thau  I  remem- 
ber. I  am  very  far  from  desiring,  in  any  way,  to  cast  any  refleo- 
tion  upon  Mr.  King  at  Jacksonville,  because  he  is  a  man  I  have  the 
most  perfect  confidence  in ;  at  the  same  time,  I  have  no  recollection  of 
this. 

Mr.  Wines — This  might  eccur  without  your  knowledge.     • 

Mr.  Snyder — ^That  is  true ;  but  the  amount  is  so  small,  that  the  bank 
would  not  probably  make  a  point  of  it  at  that  time.  Mr.  Edwards, 
the  man  who  drew  this  money,  is  willing  to  come  and  testify  as  to  the 
payment  of  the  amount. 

The  Ohairman — If  the  committee  are  through  with  Mr.  Wines^  we 
will  ask  Ool.  Snyder  if  he  desires  to  make>ny  statements  ? 

CLOSING  STATEMENT  OF  MR.   SNTDXB. 

J.  M.  Snyder  recalled. 

With  regard  to  this  amount,  $2,085, 1  wish  to  state  that  this  was 
about  the  time  of  the  investigation  into  the  afifairs  of  the  institution. 
Everything  was  demoralized,  and  we  had  employees  then  that  had  not 
been  paid  off — some  of  them  for  six  or  eight  months.  Col.  Beardsley 
was  down  at  the  time,  or  a  few  days  before  this  loan  was  obtained,  and 
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it  was  agreed  that  if  it  was  possible  for  the  trustees  to  negotiate  a  loan, 
it  should  be  done.  Mr.  WiUson — Ool.  Beardsley  and  myself  did  not 
have  mnch  to  do  with  him  at  the  time,  because  it  was  understood  his 
resignation  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Oovemor — ^but  at  the  suggestion 
of  OoL  Beardsley  we  made  an  effort  to  obtain  money  to  pay  these  pay- 
rolls. My  impression  is,  there  was  a  portion  of  three  pay-rolls  to  be 
paid,  or  one  pay-roll  and  a  portion  of  two.  The  two  pay-rolls  were,  I 
think,  July  and  August. 

I  went  to  Mr.  Holden  and  made  a  statement  in  the  language  he  gives 
io  his  affidavit  I  said  the  institution  was  embarrassed  for  funds ;  we 
had  no  money,  and  we  wanted  a  little  to  pay  off  our  employees.  Mr. 
Holden  let  me  have  the  money  on  this  order.  We  may  have  offered 
at  the  time,  indeed  I  think  it  more  than  likely,  to  deposit  with  him  the 
note  of  Mr.  Fell  as  collateral  security.  We  first  tried  to  procure  a 
larger  Joan,  but  at  length  he  agreed  to  accommodate  us  with  this  small 
amount,  $2,000,  to  pay  off  our  pay-rolls.  I  think  Dr.  Sweeney  was 
with  me  when  I  went  to  the  bank  and  obtained  the  money ;  he  took 
the  roll  of  money  and  sent  word  out  to  the  Home  that  we  should  bo 
there  and  pay  the  pay-rolls  right  away,  for  I  ;^as  anxious  to  return 
home.  I  remember  going  to  a  music  store,  and  somebody  was  there 
with  a  bill,  and  that  bill  was  paid.  We  then  went  to  the  institution 
and  took  up  the  pay-rolls,  and  paid  them  as  far  as  the  money  w^uld 
go.  I  remember  some  of  the  officers  and  employees  were  not  present, 
and  a  memorandum  was  made,  and  the  money  was  paid  to  Mrs.  Ohr 
to  pay  them.  She  receipted  for  the  money,  with  a  memorandum  of 
the  amount  of  money  she  had  received.  The  money  at  that  time  did 
not  hold  out  to  pay  the  number  of  pay-rolls  that  I  had  before  me,  and 
the  money  was  paid  out,  and  statement  of  it  was  made,  and  I  supposed 
it  was  charged  on  Col.  Boe's  book,  in  some  shape. 

Mr.  Wines — Col.  Snyder  is  certainly  mistaken  with  regard  to  his 
recollection  of  the  July  and  August  pay-rolls.  They  were  paid  by  Mr. 
Willson. 

Mr.  Snyder — Partial  payments  made  on  those  rolls.  Is  it  not  possi- 
ble that  the  later  pay-rolls,  too,  had  some  partial  payments  on  them  ? 

Mr.  Wines — We  know  nothing  of  such  a  pay-roll.  There  is  no  record 
to  that  effect.  The  November  pay-roll  was  paid  bj  Mrs.  Ohr  out  of 
the  check  for  $676  24,  which  was  paid  to  her  by  Dr.  Boe  after  he  came 
into  office,  out  of  pther  funds,  not  out  of  this  $2,0C0  loan  at  all.  Three 
orders  were  issued  on  the  8th  of  March,  1870,  subsequent  to  the  pay- 
ment of  these  pay-rolls,  according  to  Col«  Snyder's  statement,  one  for 
the   September  pay-roll,  $686  2]  ;    one  for    the    October    pay-roll, 
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$1,007  64 ;  and  one  for  the  November  pay-roll,  $676  24.  The  Ko- 
yember  pay-roll  was  paid  by  Mrs.  Ohr,  the  July  and  Angnst  paj-rdk 
were  paid  by  Mr.  Willson,  and  the  September  and  October  paj-roOi 
were  paid  by  Col.  Snyder,  and  they  amonnt  to  $1,698  85. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  think  yon  will  find  that  this  six  hundred  and  odd 
dollar  pay-roll  was  a  partial  pay-roll,  upon  which  som^  few  payments 
had  been  made  by  Mr.  Willsen. 

Mr.  Wines — About  half. 

Mr.  Snyder — And  I  think  you  will  find,  also,  that  the  previous  oaes 
had  some  payments  not  made  by  Mr.  Willson.  My  impression  10  tibat 
Mr.  Willson  paid  some  parties  clear  up.  I  think  Miss  Hughes  is  one 
he  paid  up  to  November,  while  others  ran  back  two  or  three  pay-rolls. 
My  object  was  to  take  the  pay-rells  and  bring  them  up  as  near  as  pos- 
sible to  the  time  when  Ool.  Boe  paid  the  first  roll ;  I  took  those  not 
receipted. 

Mr.  Wines — ^To  show  that  Ool.  Snyder  is  mistaken  on  the  Novembw 
pay-roll,  here  is  Mrs.  Ohr's  receipt. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  den't  claim  to  have  paid  the  November  pay-roll,  but 
this  money  was  paid  and  entered  on  the  book  prior  to  that  time,  and 
prior  to  the  time  Ool.  Boe  made  any  payments  at  all  on  his  pay-roll  as 
Treasurer.  I  don't  wish  to  convey  the  idea  that  I  paid  that  pay-roll  at 
all.  I  paid  in  November,  but  the  rolls  I  paid  were  prior  to  that  time. 
There  were  three  pay-rolls ;  partial  payments  were  made  on  two,  and 
one  pay-roll  was  paid  in  full. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  August  pay-roll  is  among  Mr.  Willson's. 

Dr.  J.  Sweeney  sworn. 

Since  I  have  heard  Col.  Snyder^s  statemeDi,  I  remember  being  in  the 
bank  when  that  money  was  borrowed  ;  I  think  it  was  $2,000 ;  I  douH 
remember  the  amount  exactly.  The  note  of  Jesse  Fell  was  offered  as 
collateraL  I  came  with  the  Colonel  to  the  Home,  and  I  think  I  re- 
ceived myself,  at  that  time,  two  months'  pay,  but  bow  many  rolls  were 
paid,  or  how  much  money  was  paid,  I  don't  remember.  I  remember 
his  paying  off  a  portion  of  the  pay-rolls. 

Mr.  Wines — Where  are  those  pay-rolls  ? 

Mr.  Snvder — I  never  took  them  from  the  [institution.  I  don't 
think  the  pay-roll  was  complete  in  itself.  I  think  payments  were 
made  upon  parties  working  for  the  Home,  whose  names  were  novo* 
put  upon  the  pay-rolls.  Payments  had  been  made  by  Mrs.  Ohr  in  thai 
way. 

The  Chairman — They  took  no  account  of  itt 

Mr.  Wines — No,  sir,  there  is  no  aocount  of  it. 
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A — ^It  WM  from  monegr  given  her  by  Dr.  Boe,  transportation  for 
children,  and  maiij  thinipi  of  that  kind,  of  whioh  no  record  was  kept 
at  all. 

^he  Chairman — ^I  don't  know  how  to  get  along  with  an  institution 
rui  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Yocke— That  would  run  anything  to  the  devil  pretty  quick. 

J.  M.  Snyder  recalled. 

I  have  given  an  explanation  of  that  $2,000,  then,  as  far  as  I  could 
withoat  reference  to  the  documents — ^these  pay-rolls.  I  have  given 
my  recollection  about  the  matter. 

It  is  very  clear  to  my  mind  there  was  not  sufficient  money  to  pay  the 
pay-rolls  before  me,  and  a  memorandum  was  made,  and  part  of  the 
money  was  paid  to  Mrs.  Ohr  to  pay  those  not  present.  I  was  anxious 
to  go  home.  Everybody  then  thought  it  was  a  God-send  to  get  a  little 
money,  for  some  had  not  had  any  for  six  or  eight  months. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Orders  were  issued  afterwards  ? 

A — By  an  agreement  that  the  order  should  be  issued  for  everything, 
to  cover  every  item. 

Q — ^Then  when  you  brought  up  your  account  to  the  amount  of  the 
September  and  October  pay-rolls,  why  did  not  you  bring  up  the 
amount  of  this  third  pay-roll  t 

A — I  don't  remember  the  exact  circumstances  with  regard  to  that. 
Do  not  remember  issuing  orders  to  separate  parties.  I  knew— or  com- 
menced— about  the  time  Ool;  Roe  began  to  issue  orders  for  pay-rolls. 
Never  had  done  so  before. 

The  Okairman — It  has  never  occurred  to  you  with  regard  to  the 
$4,000  matter.  There  seems  to  be  a  deficiency  in  one  case  or  the 
other. 

A— The  $4,000  matter  is  in  this  condition  :  The  $6,000  was  bor- 
rowed about  the  time  Dr.  Roe  was  appointed  Treasurer ;  I  think  about 
that  time.  I  know  as  soon  as  the  money  was  obtained  he  required  some 
money,  and  $2,000  of  that  money  was  sent  him.  The  balance  was 
paid  out  on  orders,  and  a  statement  of  these  orders  was  sent  to  Col. 
Roe.  Col.  Roe  testified  that  these  orders  were  turned  over  to  him, 
covering  the  amount  of  $4,000.  I  went  over  and  noted  my  checks  at 
the  time  the  question  came  up,  and  I  found  a  check  for  three  thousand 
and  some  odd  dollars  on  the  First  J^ationai  Bank,  which  Mr.  Tracy 
said  he  remembered.  It  was  for  orders  he  had  held  sometime  on  the 
institution.  I  think  the  order  of  Gen.  Dilger  for  $125  made  up  $4,000, 
and  a  statement  of  the  whole  thing  was  sent  to  Col.  Roe,  and  I  sup- 
posed all  the  time  he  would  keep  an  account  of  the  transaction  en  his 
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Treasmer's  book,  and  I  kept  no  reoord  except  a  reeord  of  the  oiden 
that  were  paid,  which  I  kept  in  the  record  book.  There  is  an  <»der 
of  $175,  drawn  in  faror  of  Gen.  Dilger,  that  was  paid  by  me  out  of 
that  fand. 

Sir.  Wines — ^I  will  give  yon  the  amount  of  the  orders  for  whidi  I 
have  given  Col.  Snyder  credit :

All  the  other  orders  upon  the  order  book  are  either  paid  by  Mr. 
Willson  or  by  Dr.  Boe,  or  are  still  outstanding.  And  GoL  Snyder's 
recollection  with  regard  to  that  check  is  again  at  fault  I  went  oyer  to 
the  First  National  Bank  and  saw  the  books,  to  find  what  that  check  to 
which  he  alludes  was  for,  and  instead  of  finding  it  was  all  for  orders,  I 
found  $1,000  of  it  was  for  a  loan  repaid.  Mr.  Tracy  has  a  memoran- 
dnm  to  that  effect 

A — ^I  only  met  Mr.  Tracy  on  the  street  and  he  said  he  did  not 
know  positiyely,  though  he  said  he  could  tell. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Now  the  difference  is  the  amount  Gol.  Snyder  haa 
failed  to  account  for  on  that  $4,000,  which,  as  I  said,  is  between  thir- 
teen and  fourteen  hundred  dollars. 

A — I  know  I  turned  over  to  Dr.  Boe  the  total  amount  of  the  $4,000 
in  orders,  or  something  requiring  the  payment  of  money,  from  the 
institution.    My  impression  was  it  was  all  orders. 

ABSBNCS   OF  MK.    SNTDBK  ON  AHaiTST  4tH. 

I  wish  to  correct  an  impression  that  the  committee  got  by  my  leav- 
ing I^ormal  on  the  evening  of  Thursday,  during  the  session  of  the 
committee  there.  I  think  Mr.  Shaw,  the  chairman  of  the  committee, 
misunderstood.  In  the  eyeniDg,  about  six  o'clock,  I  spoke  to  Mr. 
Shaw  and  told  him  it  was  important  for  me  to  go  to  Chicago ;  I  had  a 
business  engagement  there  which  I  did  not  wish  to  break.  I  also 
remarked  that  I  presumed  the  committee  would  be  in  session  here  on 
Saturday,  as  that  had  been  my  understanding,  in  conversation  with 
members  of  the  committee  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Trostees. 
Mr.  Shaw,  I  think,  stated  it  about  this  way :  Said  he,  1  don^t  know 
whether  we  shall  be  in  Springfield  on  Saturday  or  not,  but,  said  be, 
we  shall  certainly  meet  there  before  we  make  up  our  record ;  and  1 
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got  the  impression  ihat  he  was  wiHing  I  shoald  go,  as  far  as  the  com- 
mittee was  eonoemed,  or  I  certainly  should  not  have  left  without  ma- 
king a  statement.  I  think  it  is  merely  a  misunderstanding  between 
Mr.  Shaw  and  myself ;  bat  I  do  not  wish  the  impression  to  prevail 
that  I  left  withont  first  having  their  approval,  as  I  supposed.  I  went 
down  town  with  the  expectation  of  seeing  Mr.  Yocke,  or  some  other 
member  of  the  committee,  but  all  had  retired.  Ool.  Beardsley,  whom 
I  consulted,  suggested  I  had  better  go.  But  I  don't  want  the  impres- 
sion to  go  oat  that  I  Jeft  without  first  speaking  to  the  chairman  of  the 
committee;  and  I  took  it — ^I  inferred  from  his  remark  it  would  be  all 
right  for  me  to  go,  although  Mr.  Shaw  did  not  convey  that  idea. 

The  Chairman — I  recollect  telling  the  Oolonel  we  would  meet  in 
Springfield  to  make  out  our  report,  but  I  told  him  if  he  went  away  it 
would  be  at  his  own  risk,  and  the  reason  I  think  he  is  mistaken  is  be- 
cause I  recollect  afterwards  feeling  a  little  bad  at  having  spoken  ab- 
ruptly.   We  evidently  misunderstood  each  other. 

A — I  wish  to  make  my  statements  generally  with  regard  to  the  con- 
dition of  the  institution,  and  I  wish  to  avoid  any  personalities  in  all  I 
do  say.  I  simply  wish  to  say  that  in  my  whole  connection  with  the  insti- 
tution from  its  infancy — from  the  start — I  have  endeavored  to  discharge 
my  duties  faithftilly.  It  has  frequently  occurred  that  I  was  compelled 
to  take  responsibilities,  or  to  allow  innocent  people  to  suffer.  In  obtain- 
ing funds,  and  in  managing  the  financial  affairs,  when  nobody  else 
could  do  it,  I  did  do  it.  I  took  those  responsibilities.  If  there  is  any 
censure  attaching  to  me  for  that,  I  am  wiUing  to  bear  it.  In  all  my 
transactions,  I  have  endeavored  to  observe  the  rules  of  integrritv  and 
honesty,  and  never  have  in  any  way  defrauded  the  State  out  of  a  dollar. 
As  will  probably  be  seen,  the  investigation  into  the  accounts  of  the 
administration  has  come  upon  me  without  a  fair  heariDg,  as  to  what 
discrepancies  had  occurred.  Early  in  the  history  of  the  investigation, 
upon  the  making  up  of  the  report,  Dr.  Sweeney  came  over  to  my  house 
one  evening,  and  intimated  there  was  some  discrepancy  in  my  accounts. 
I  was  very  much  surprised.  The  vouchers  had  been  filed  away.  Mr. 
Wines  had  discovered  some  discrepancies.  The  matter  worried  me  a 
good  deal.  The  next  morning  I  got  into  my  buggy  and  drove  over  to 
Mr.  Wines'  house,  and  stated  to  him  very  plainly  what  Dr.  Sweeney 
had  said.  He  replied,  he  had  discovered  some  irregularities  and  made 
this  remark — "  Whatever  irregularities  he  discovered  I  should  be  the 
first  to  know  it."  On  that  assurance  I  rested  easy,  puppositig  I  should 
have  an  opportunity  to  explain  the  matter  to  Mr.  Wines  before  it  went 
to  the  Governor  or  before  it  went  to  the  pubuc.    The  next  I  knew, 
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Mr.  Wines  brought  some  nnreceipled  bills  to  my  desk  at  the  House  of 
Sepresentatiyee,  and  we  then  retired  to'  the  ante-room  and  examined 
those  accounts.  I  told  him  those  accounts  were  not  receipted,  but 
were  all  correct,  and  as  most  of  the  parties  lived  here  I  could  hare 
those  receipted  and  made  regular.  For  some  reason  I  resigned  the 
papers.  The  next  I  heard  was  from  the  Governor,  who  sent  for  me  to 
meet  himself  and  Mr.  Wines  at  his  office.  This  statement  I  make  in 
justice  to  myself.  I  don't  wish  to  impute  any  improper  motives  to 
Mr.  Wines  in  the  matter.  I  wish  to  state  positively,  as  my  final  evi- 
dence, I  have  never  defrauded  the  State  out  of  a  dollar.  I  am  entirely 
innocent  of  misappropriating  the  funds  of  the  State  of  Illinois. 

The  Chairman — ^The  orders  impaid,  issued  payable  to  yoa —  you 
don't  own  any  of  these  ? 

A — ^I  don't  own  any  of  the  orders. 

Q — ^How  much  is  the  settlement  behind  on  your  salary  ? 

A — My  Secretary's  account  has  not  been  finally  settled.  The  State 
will  owe  me  something.  I  depend  somewhat  on  what  the  Board  of 
Trustees  may  allow  on  my  salary,  for  services  this  year.  I  have  drawn 
nothing  since  the  first  of  December. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^You  stated  in  your  former  evidence,  in  answer  to  that  of 
Mr.  Wines,  that  there  were  certain  accounts  you  wkhed  to  pass  over, 
and  bring  up  evidence  with  regard  to  them  hereafter.  Have  you  aoy- 
thing  now  to  say? 

A — ^I  have  some  additional  evidence  I  might  lay  before  the  com- 
mittee, but  in  my  resignation  to  the  Governor,  I  made  out  a  statement 
of  account  and  laid  it  before  him,  and  am  willing,  I  believe,  to  trust 
the  condition  of  my  papers  to  the  action  of  the  Coamiittee. 

Mr.  Yocke — ^You  say  you  have  not  been  afforded  a  fair  chance  to  de- 
fend yourself,  relative  to  the  discrepancies.  Do  you  mean  to  say,  the 
committee  did  not  give  you  ample  time  ? 

A— No,  sir.  I  wish  to  say,  on  the  contrary,  that  the  committee  have 
treated  me  with  due  respect  and  I  have  no  complaint  to  make  of 
them,  and  no  complaint  to  make  of  anybody;  I  simply  state  it  as  a  &ct, 
I  thought  it  was  due  to  me,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Char- 
ities, that  I  should  first  have  been  advised  of  these  discrepancies 
before  they  were  reported  to  the  Governor.  I  do  not  wish  to  cast  any 
reflection  against  the  committee.  On  the  contrary,  I  liave  received 
courtesy  from  theiu  and  everybody  connected  with  the  investigation. 
And  Mr.  Wines  may  have  acted  in  that  matter  as  he  deemed  correct 
and  proper  under  the  circumstances.  I  simply  wiBh  to  make  that  state- 
ment before  the  committee. 
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The  Gliairman — I  nnderBtand,  in  your  letter  of  resignation,  yon  filed 
a  statement } 

A — Yes,  sir.  The  statement  has  not  been  formally  filed.  I  in- 
formed the  Governor  that  I  would  file  it — a  statement  on  all  the  state- 
ments Mr.  Wines  has  made,  and  my  view  of  the  rebutting  evidence. 

Mr.  Flagg — Do  you  intend  it  should  come  before  this  committee  as 
part  of  the  evidence? 

A — Well,  I  am  willing  the  committee  shall  make  up  their  statement 
from  the  evidence  before  them.  I  had  no  particular  object  in  laying 
that  before  the  committee,  but  some  time  ago  it  was  suggested  by  the 
Governor  that  that  would  be  the  proper  thing  for  me  to  do.  At  his 
suggestion  I  have  prepared  the  statement. 

Q — I  ask  this  question  because  it  seems  to  mo,  if  Col.  Snyder  has 
rebutting  evidence  to  bring  in,  it  would  be  well  for  him  to  place  it  be- 
fore this  committee  as  well  as  before  the  Governor. 

A — ^The  rebutting  evidence  I  have  is  simply  my  statement  with  re- 
gard to  what  has  been  produced.  I  make  nothing  additional  to  what  I 
stated  before  the  committee. 

Mr.  Vocke — I  submit  the  question  of  propriety.  He  has  not  filed 
the  letter. 

The  Chairman — I  understand  the  Governor  has  not  received  your 
note? 

A — My  object  was  not  in  any  way  to  evade  the  committee.  I  sim- 
ply wish  to  make  that  statement  to  the  Governor  as  l^e  requested  it. 
The  statement  has  not  been  made  yet.  It  will  not  affect  the  action  of 
the  committee  in  any  way,  and  will  not  probably  be  laid  before  him 
until  the  committee  adjourn. 

Mr.  Wines — With  regard  to  Col.  Snyder's  statement  that  I  have 
omitted  to  bring  to  his  notice  discrepancies  before  they  were  laid  before 
the  Governor — 

The  Chairman — I  think  you  have  made  all  that  clear.  I  don't  think 
it  is  necessary  for  you  to  say  anything  more. 

Mr.  Wines — If  the  committee  think  so,  then  I  have  nothing  to  say. 

Mr.  Reddick — I  don't  think  our  time  ought  to  be  taken  up  any  more 
with  this  matter  ? 

A — I  don't  wish  to  cast  any  reflection  on  Mr.  Wines ;  I  thought  it 
was  perhaps  due  to  me  that  that  should  go  on  the  record.  I  don't  wish 
to  impugn  the  motives  of  Mr.  Wines;  he  will  bear  me  witness, he  and 
X  were  personal  friends. 

Mr.  Keddick — Mr.  Wines  could  not  say  any  less  than  he  has  said. 
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NosMiiL,  III.,  Evening  Session,  Aug.  3, 1871. 

J.  M.  Beardslej,  sworn : 

The  ChairmaD — ^Kow,  Colonel,  proceed  with  jonr  statement. 

A — I  would  much  prefer  giving  my  statement  in  answer  to  ques- 
tions. 

Q — State  briefly  your  manner  of  conducting  the  business  of  the 
Home  f 

A — I  will  first  state  briefly  my  connection  with  the  Home. 

BABLY  HISTOST  OF  THE   INSTITUTION. 

I  was  appointed  flrst  one  of  the  Commissioners  to  locate  the  Home, 
under  the  act  of  1865,  by  Gov.  Oglesby.  Dr.  Johns,  of  Decatur,  Dr. 
[Niles,  of  Belleville,  Col.  Raymond,  of  Geneva,  and  Mr.  Marshall,  of 
Coles  county,  together  with  myself,  were  the  Commissioners  to  locate 
the  Home.  We  advertised  for  proposals  and  met  at  Springfield  to 
open  the  bids.  Normal,  Decatur,  Springfleld  and  Bock  Island  were 
competitors.  The  Commissioners  opened  the  bids  and  located  die 
Home  where,  in  our  opinion,  it  seemed  best  for  the  interests  of  the  in- 
stitution, taking  into  consideration  the  money  we  received,  together 
with  the  location.  We  located  it  at  this  point,  receiving  sixty-five 
acres  of  ground,  the  present  site,  and  about  $40,000  in  money  donation 
from  this  locality.    We  drew  our  pay. 

Mr.  Flagg — Regularly  ? 

A — Regularly,  [laughter,]  and  I  forget  how  much  per  mile  for  trans- 
portation. We  made  our  reports  to  the  Trustees  whe  had  been  9p- 
pointed  prior  to  the  Board  of  Commissioners.  This  was  in  the  spring 
of  1867,  I  thiuk.  When  the  location  was  made,  I  think  it  was  in 
May.  In  October,  perhaps  in  August,  I  will  say  there  was  a  Tempo- 
rary Home  established  on  State  street,  in  Bloomington,  and  it 
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announced  through  the  papers  that  we  had  reoeiyed  several  papils  who 
were  put  into  the  Temporary  Home. 

The  Chairman — ^You  were  not  connected  with  the  institution  theta  ? 

A — I  was  not.  In  October  following,  there  was  another  establish- 
ed at  what  we  called  the  Prairie  City  House,  purchased  by  the  State, 
and  there  was  also  another  one  at  Springfield. 

In  the  spring  of  1868,  or  some  time  during  the  spring  or  summer  of 
1868, 1  was  appointed  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in 
the  place  of  N.  B.  Judd,  of  Chicago,  who  had  resigned.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  then  was  composed  of  nine  members.  The  construction 
of  the  present  Home  building  had  begun.  We  had  in  operation  the 
Home  at  Springfield,  together  with  those  I  have  named  in  Blooming- 
ton  ;  the  number  of  children  I  do  not  know.  I  remember  at  one  time  I 
brought  down,  before  I  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board,  as  many  as 
twenty-five  or  twenty-six,  at  anetber  time  I  sent  my  clerk  down  to 
Springfield  with  ten.  Children  delivered  at  that  time  occasioned  no 
charge  to  the  State.  Col.  Snyder,  at  the  time  I  was  appointed  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  was  financial  agent  of  Ihe  Springfield  Home,  and  Mrs. 
Ohr,  matron.  Jesse  A.  Willson,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
was  financial  agent  of  the  two  Homes  at  Bloomington.  Mrs.  Mer- 
chant was  matron  of  the  State  Street  Home,  and  Mrs.  Clara  E.  Watts 
of  the  Prairie  City  Home.  Col.  Snyder,  Jesse  A.  Willson  and  some 
other  persons  were  appointed^  on  the  Building  Committee.  Governor 
Kcerner  was  President  of  the  Board,  Judge  Miller,  of  Bock  Island, 
was  Vice  President,  and  Col.  Snyder,  of  Springfield,  Secretary.  I  had 
no  ofiicial  connection  with  the  institution.  I  had  but  little  to  do.  Mr. 
King,  of  Jacksonville,  was  Treasurer. 

Now,  I  have  given  you  a  little  history,  I  would  like  to  have  you  di- 
rect me  from  this  point  with  questions. 

The  Chairman — What  do  you  know,  from  your  own^personal  knowl- 
edge, as  to  the  manner  of  doing  business,  auditing  claims,  etc. 

A — I  had  but  little  to  do  with  the  auditing  claims  myself.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  Board  was  sufficient  to  audit,  and  that  was  done  by  those 
who  lived  near  by. 

The  Chairman — When  did  the  Board  change  from  nine  to  three? 

A — In  1868  and  1869  the  number  of  Trustees  was  reduced  to  three  ; 
Col.  Snyder,  Jesse  A.  Willson  and  myself  were  the  number — that  was 
in  the  spring  of  1869. 

The  Chairman — At  the  time  the  Board  consisted  of  nine  was  there 
an  Executive  Committee  ? 
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A — There  was.    The  Execative  Committee  would  receive  bills  and 
audit  them  and  report  them  as  correct. 

Q — ^Did  you  act  as  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  ! 

A — I  did  not.  Previous  to  the  organization  of^the  new  Board,  the  old 
Board  appointed  the  officers  of  the  Home,  Mrs.  Ohr,  Superintendent, 
and  Mr.  Leiper,  Steward.  The  teachers  were  then  appointed,  and  Dr. 
Sweeny  was  made  physician  of  the  Home,  The  duties  were  not  very 
definitely  settled,  and  I  know  that  for  a  while  they  both  claimed  to 
superintend.  Mr.  Leiper  claimed  that  he  was  Saperintendent,  and 
wrote  to  me  to  know  whether  he  was  not.  I  merely  referred  him  to 
the  record. 

The  Chairman — When  the  Board  changed  from  nine  to  three  did 
you  remain  one  of  the  Trustees  ?  State  what  yon  know  of  the  financial 
condition  and  of  the  claims  audited  ? 

A — I  will  state  that  prior  to  the  reduction  of  the  Board  it  was  rather 
guess  work  on  the  part  of  the  committee  which  reported  the  amount  of 
appropriation  required.  Effort  was  made  to  see  how  low  they  could 
get  it  for  fear  their  demand  would  not  be  acceded  to.  I  was  in  favor 
of  putting  in  a  claim  for  a  sufficient  amount  to  cover  all  the  indebted- 
ness. The  financial  agents  had  kept  accounts  in  the  way  of  stateoients 
of  the  claims  they  had  paid  out.  There  was  a  record  which  contained 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Board.  I  think  I  have  l(K>ked  it  over  and  I 
think  I  have  seen  the  minutes  kept  just  as  they  are  in  the  oountj 
court.  A  record  of  resolutions,  proceedings,  etc.,  and  of  audited  bills. 
For  instance,  there  was  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  so  much  ap- 
proved, but  after  I  was  President  when  bills  were  audited  it  was  in 
this  way :  John  Doe,  for  instance,  a  biU  for  $25,  and  Bichard  I£oe«  t 
bill  for  $30,  and  so  on.  The  Secretary  would  say  the  following  bilk 
were  audited,  and  then  give  the  names  and  amounts ;  from  this,  then, 
orders  were  issued  to  John  Doe  and  Eichard  Roe,  and  the  idea  which  I 
tried  to  impress  upon  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  was  that  ^theee  or- 
ders should  beheld  by  claimants  las  negotiable  paper,  and  when  snch 
came  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  it  would  be  evidence  that  the 
claims  had  been  paid.  This  would  serve  as  the  Treasurer's  voucher. 
But  Mr.  Willson  said  there  were  so  many  things  to  be  considered  thai 
that  system  would  not  always  be  convenient.  So  the  Treasurer,  con- 
tinuing to  be  financial  agent,  made  his  reports  up  in  the  old  way.  As 
things  had  gotjnto  that  channel,  I  allowed  them  to  run  along  up  to  the 
time  of  Dr.  Roe.  At  that  time  we  adopted  a  system  of  auditing  every 
claim  and  issuing  orders.  The  record  contained  a  full  minute  of  this 
process. 
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While  on  the  record  I  may  add  that  it  contained  the  minntes  of  the 
investigation  held  here  some  time  ago,  so  that  the  record  was  a  very 
large  one — larger  than  any  books  we  have. 

Q — ^Did  this  system  of  auditing  claims  extend  back  over  the  whole 
period  over  which  this  indebtedness  extends  I    This  record  kept  of  the 
minutes  of  the  trustees  meetings  f 
A— It  did. 

Q — I  don't  see  how,  with  such  a  record  as  that,  the  Institution  could 
get  in  debt  so  and  not  know  it. 

A — ^That  was  to  me  quite  a  mystery.  K  I  had  been  g#ing  to  make 
up  that  statement  I  would  have  gone  back  to  a  certain  date,  footed  up 
the  amount  of  bills  audited  from  that  time,  and  would  have  compared 
with  that  sum  the  amount  of  money  received.  The  difference  in  this 
case  would  have  expressed  the  deficiency.  The  problem  was,  in  fact, 
as  simple  as  that ;  but  when  the  account  was  made  up  there  was  a  part 
of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Institution  which  the  treasurer  knew  noth- 
ing of.  We  never  did  have  any  money  in  the  treasury  for  any  length 
of  time.  There  was  always  a  deficiency,  and  whenever  we  received  a 
sum  from  the  Auditor  it  was  soon  exhausted,  and  all  the  while  there 
was  resting  outside,  unnoticed,  a  considerable  indebtedness  unpaid. 
Therefore,  when  we  came  to  make  up  the  report,  this  outstanding  in- 
debtedness was  overlooked. 

Q — ^Whose  fault  was  it  that  the  thing  was  kept  in  this  shape  ?  Some- 
body is  to  blame.    Who  is  it  ? 

A — ^I  don't  know  but  I  am  to  blame.  There  is  only  one  thing  that 
leads  me  to  excuse  myself,  and  that  is  that  the  law  allows  me  no  pay, 
and  thus  implies  that  the  duty  of  the  President  shall  be  very  light.  It 
says  only  that  ^^  the  President  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  Board 
and  appoint  committees."  The  duty  of  the  Treasurer  is  to  receive  all 
money  sand  to  have  custody  of  them,  and  his  duty  as  prescribed  by  the 
act  was  not  to  pay  out  any  of  those  moneys  except  upon  orders  signed 
by  the  President  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  I  used  to  press 
that  point  upon  Mr«  Willson,  but  he  got  around  it  by  claiming  to  be 
Financial  Agent  and  Treasurer  both.  The  Treasurer  is  also  to  make 
reports  regularly,  and  special  reports  when  required.  The  Secretary 
is  required  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  of  the  Board, 
and  to  keep  a  record  of  orders  issued  and  countersigned. 

Mr.  Yocke — ^Tour  rules  make  it  incumbent  upon  you  to  make  a  re- 
port to  the  Governor  t 

A — ^Tes,  sir  ;  now,  twice  a  year. 
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THB  BBFIOIENOT  BBPOBT. 

The  Chairman — It  Beems  to  me  the  difficaltj  has  been  this :  The 
liabilitiee  of  the  Institation  were  entered  in  the  Secretary'a  record,  bat 
not  properly  kept  before  the  Board  ef  TrnBtees  ! 

A — In  making  oat  that  statement  I  have  no  doubt  that  everything 
wab  correct  in  the  main,  but  they  did  not  turn  back  to  reckon  up  all 
the  orders,  and  the  treasurer  did  not  report  the  amonnt  of  notes  oat- 
standing.  Here,  for  instance,  was  a  large  amount  at  a  bank  which  die 
Treasurer  faHed  to  report. 

Q — You  say  you  used,  with  the  old  Board,  to  try  to  get  a  claim  for 
an  appropriation  a  little  larger  than  th^  rest  did.  Did  you  then  knov 
of  this  large  amount  outstanding  at  the  bank !    How  much  was  it  f 

A — ^Ten  thousand  dollars.  I  refer  to  the  time  when  there  were  nine 
Trustees.  At  this  last  meeting  to  which  I  have  been  referring,  when 
the  first  deficiency  report  was  made  up,  I  said,  let  us  get  it  to  a  cent 
The  report  was  made  with  an  item  of  twenty-one  cents.  I  remarked : 
''  Are  you  sure  you  have  that  cent  right  V^  There  then  followed  some 
little  discussion  in  relation  to  the  point.  A  mistake  was  made,  and  the 
error  was  in  not  going  back  to  the  point  from  which  they  should  have 
started.  That  point,  I  remember,  was  determined.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Wines  remembers? 

Mr.  Wines — ^I  remember  you  approximated  to  it 

The  Chairman — I  understand  this  indebtedness  is  a  general  indebt- 
edness? 

A — ^Floating  indebtedness.  We  should  have  taken  the  amonnt  ci 
orders  and  liabilities  outstanding  and  compared  the  same  with  the 
amount  received. 

Q — ^The  appropriations  were  made  from  time  to  time  for  particular 
purposes*  Is  there  a  record  of  the  particular  mode  in  which  these 
various  appropriations  were  expended  ? 

A — ^While  there  were  nine  Trustees  there  was  no  separate  fund. 

Q — ^But  this  extra  indebtedness  has  occurred  since  there  were  bet 
three  Trustees  ? 

A — After  the  appropriation  of  1869,  at  the  time  the  Board  started, 
we  had  to  go  outside  to  pay  up  old  claims. 

Q — ^How  closely  did  you  scrutinize  the  claims  ? 

A — With  the  same  fidelity  as  if  it  had  been  a  private  matter.    They 
were  examined,  and  if  found  all  right,  audited.    They  were  not  di 
ified. 
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Q — In  anditing  thoBe  claims  did  yon  pay  any  out  of  appropriations 
for  other  purposes  ! 

A — ^Yee,  sir,  we  did.  For  instance,  repairing,  putting  in  the  reser- 
voir and  in  laying  out  the  grounds. 

Q — ^The  bill  for  laying  out  the  ground  was  a  large  one  and  there  was 
no  appropriation  for  that  at  the  time  9 

A — Yes,  there  was  a  gentleman,  Mr.  Fell,  who  had  made  a  donation 
to  the  Home,  and  whose  note  we  held.  A  part  of  that  note  was  to  be 
taken  in  trade  and  he  was  allowed  for  tree-planting. 

Q — Were  there  a  great  many  trees  planted  ? 

A — ^I  have  audited  no  bill  for  trees  or  house-plants ;  if  I  have,  I  have 
never  seen  it.      -    - 

Q — ^Tbere  was  a  bill  audited  ? 

NOTB  OF  JESSS  FELL — ^^  TSEBS." 

• 

Mr.  Wines — Ask  him  to  explain  the  indorsement  on  Mr.  FelPs  note 
"by  trees." 

A — I  was  not  aware  of  those  indorsements.  I  know  some  of  those 
were  matters  brought  before  us  upon  contracts  approved  by  Mr.  Will- 
son  or  some  other  member  of  the  Board.  Those  claims  I  may  have 
audited,  but  if  it  was  for  the  contracting  of  trees  to  be  planted,  my  con- 
sent to  the  contract  was  never  allowed. 

^  Q — It  struck  the  committee  that  such  a  contract  on  the  part  of  an 
institution  struggling  for  an  existence,  was  rather  reckless.  In  future, 
the  officers  of  the  institotion  in  asking  for  appropriation,  should  be 
careful  to  state  what  they  want  it  for  and  how  it  is  to  be  spent? 

THE  PLAT  HOUSE. 

A — ^The  Trustees  have  always  endeavored  to  do  this,  but  there  have 
been  claims  upon  us  in  behalf  of  the  actnal  wants  of  the  children  which 
we  could  not  refuse.  For  instance  there  is  their  play  house ;  it  is  a 
Bort  of  gymnaysium  for  them,  an  humble  one  to  be  sure,  but  still  it  an- 
swers very  well  in  bad  weather.  I  was  very  much  in  favor  of  the 
erection  of  that  building.  , 

Mr.  Vocke — How  much  did  that  cost  ? 

A— It  cost  $25. 

Dr.  Sweeny — It  cost  more  than  that;  it  cost  $120. 

INTERNAL  MANAGEMENT. 

The  Chairman — State  what  you  know  about  the  internal  manage- 
ment of  the  institution. 
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A — We  have  inveBtigated  that  pretty  thoroughlj  firom  the  oeUai  to 
the  attic  and  out  among  the  cow  sheds.  At  the  present  time  I  think 
the  institation  is  managed  with  economy.  The  decipline  of  the  diil- 
dren  is  excellent  and  I  think  the  moral  deportment  of  the  inmates  at 
the  present  time,  supports  mj  conclusion. 

CONDITION  OF  FINANCIAL  RSOORDS. 

Mr.  Wines — I  would  like  to  ask  a  question.  Dr.  Koe  said  last  night 
that  he  thought  Mr.  Wines  had  as  good  an  opportunity  to  know  the 
extent  of  the  deficiency,  as  Col.  Snyder  or  Dr.  Sweeny  or  any  of 
the  Trustees.  Dr.  Sweeny  has  said  as  much  as  that  Mr.  WinoB 
seemed  to  be  commander  in  chief  of  the  examination  into  the  aooountB 
of  the  institution,  and  it  was  said  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  that  the 
Board  of  Charities  were  ascertaining  the  amount  of  that  deficiency. 
All  this  might  lead  to  a  misunderstanding,  so  I  wish  to  ask  some  ques- 
tions to  clear  that  point  up  and  to  show  where  the  responsibilii^  rests. 

Q — ^Is  thero  anything  simpler  than  to  keep  a  record,  1st  of  the 
amount  of  bills  or  liability  incurred,  2d  the  amount  of  orders  issued  if 
bills  have  been  audited,  and  3d  of  payments  upon  those  orders? 

A — That  is  the  simplest  possible  record. 

Q — All  that  is  necessary  then  in  the  accounts  of  a  public  institotion 
is  to  have  a  correct  list,  Ist  of  the  bills,  2d  of  the  orders,  and  3d  of  the 
payments } 

A— Yes. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  there  is  in  the  papers  ef  this  institation 
a  single  list  complete  and  lull,  simply  of  the  bills  against  the  instita- 
tion? 
'    A — I  think  there  is  not  except  the  bills  themselves. 

Q — ^Are  you  aware  there  is  a  record  kept  of  the  amount  of  the  liabil- 
ities? 

A — I  don't  think  there  is. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  there  is  in  existence  a  complete  record  of 
the  orders  issued  by  the  Board  ? 

A — ^Nothing  except  it  might  be  the  stubs  of  the  orders*  I  believe 
we  can  derive  a  pretty  nearly  accurate  account  from  the  stube  of  ths 
orders. 

Q — At  the  time  that  this  report  of  the  amount  of  this  deficiency  was 
made,  the  records  of  the  institution  were  not  burned  and  the  records 
contained  a  complete  list  of  the  orders  issued  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  there  has  ever  been  a  complete  list  in  «• 
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isteDce  of  the  bills  met  by  those  orders  or  orders  upon  pay  rolls  or  for 
any  other  purpose  ? 

A — I  have  never  been  able  to  get  at  a  complete^list. 

Q — ^There  has  never  been  since  Mr.  Willson  went  out  of  office.  How 
many  individual  cashiers  have  there  been  ? 

A — I  suppose  the  Treasurer  is  the  only  person  authorized  to  pay  out 
money. 

Q— Have  other  payments  been  made  by  Mr.  Clark,  your  steward? 
A — ^Net  officially,  1  guess,  except  by  some  decree,  order  or  some- 
thing. 

Q — ^He  has  paid  the  legitimate  indebtedness  of  the  Board  after  it  was 
audited  by  the  Board?  Have  there  been  payments  made  by  Mrs. 
Ohr? 

A — ^I  suppose  so,  from  funds  received  by  her  for  that  purpose. 

Q — Here  are  the  pay  rolls  of  the  institution ;  whose  duty  was  it  to 
pay  the  payroll  ? 

A — ^The  Treasurer's. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  the  pay-rolls  have  been  paid  by  Mrs. Ohr  ! 

A — X  do  not.    J  don't  know  that  she  ever  paid  them. 

Q — Have  payments  been  made  by  Col.  Snyder? 

A — I  believe  so. 

Q — Have  bills  been  paid  by  yourself? 

A— Yes. 

Q— Have  you  not  paid  money  to  the  Bock  Island  woolen  mills  ? 

A — I  have. 

Q — ^Then  there  are  five  persons  who  have  made  payments  ? 

A — Not  by  any  authority. 

Q — ^I  am  not  speaking  of  authority ;  bat  in  point  of  fact,  payments 
have  been  made  by  five  different  parties :  by  the  Steward,  by  the  Ma- 
tron, by  the  Treasuer,  and  by  each  of  the  other  two  members  ef  the 
Board  of  Trastees  ? 

A — In  relation  to  my  payments  let  me  say  that  the  evidence  shows 
that  the  Treasurer  has  made  the  payments  and  not  myself.  He  indeed 
has  done  it  through  me. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  that  evidence  is  entered  upon  the  Treas- 
nrer's  book  or  not  ? 

A — The  Treasurer  has  a  receipt  for  so  much  money  paid  to  the 
woolen  mills. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  the  Treasurer  has  made  that  entry  upon 
his  book  or  pot? 
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A — I  know  nothing  about  it  except  that  the  receipts  have  been  sent 
to  him  stating  a  certain  amount  of  money  paid  to  the  woolen  mills. 

Q — So  yon  know  nothing  about  the  Treasurer's  record  ? 

A — No  sir. 

Q — In  point  of  fact,  of  the  amount  entered  upon  the  Treasurer's  book 
there  is  no  accurate  list  of  payments  in  existence. 

A — Let  me  explain  the  Rock  Island  woolen,  mill  transaction.  They 
furnished  $2,000  worth  of  clothing.  The  Treasurer  sends  the  money 
up  to  me.  I  get  their  receipt  and  send  it  back  down  to  the  Treasurer. 
Of  course  that  is  a  voucher  for  the  money.  It  is  his  matter ;  if  the 
Treasurer  pays  out  money  he  must  look  out  for  it.  That  money  was 
paid  by  the  Treasurer,  using  me  as  an  agent  merely. 

Q — Of  course  I  understand  that.  In  a  business  point  of  riew  is  it 
not  better  that  the  payments  should  be  made  by  himself? 

A — In  the  case  I  mentioned  I  don't  know. 

Q — ^Do  you  know  whether  the  claims  against  the  institution  have 
been  paid  in  money  or  merchandize  ? 

A — I  only  know  from  hearsay.  I  have  heard,  when  we  were  in 
difiSculty  in  trying  to  get  money,  orders  were  given  on  stores  in  the 
city.  Some  have  brought  up  bills  on  which  there  was  an  indorsement 
so  much  on  merchandize. 

Q — Do  you  know  whether  payments  on  pay-rolls  were  ever  made  in 
merchandize? 

A — I  don't  know. 

Q — ^Whose  duty  was  it  to  keep  a  record  of  all  these  payments  ? 

A — The  Treasurer's. 

Q — Whose  duty  is  it  to  keep  a  record  of  the  audited  bills  ? 

A — ^The  Secretary's. 

Q— Of  the  liabilities? 

A — The  Secretary's. 

Q — I  am  not  so  sure  about  ? 

The  Chairman — ^The  financial  agent. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  record  of  liabilities  ought  to  be  kept  in  the  institu- 
tion. 

The  Chairman — The  Treasurer  has  a  record  of  but  one  thing — the 
money  he  receives  and  pays  out.  When  he  goes  beyond  that  he  ex- 
ceeds his  duty. 

A — That  is  the  reason  I  have  supposed  it  was  the  Secretary's  duty 
under  the  terms  of  the  act  prescribing  the  nature  of  his  service.  Bnt 
I  should  think  both  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  should  understand 
the  amount  of  the  liabilities. 
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The  Chairman — It  is  the  duty  of  one  or  the  other  of  two  men,  the 
President  or  the  Secretary. 

Mr.  Winee — I  don't  think  it  is. 

The  Chairman — One  of  those  officers  must  sign  each  order.  One 
or  tVe  other  of  them  ought  to  keep  an  account  of  all  the  orders  which 
go  out. 

Mr.  Wines — I  will  state  my  own  theory.  I  think  the  only  persons 
who  can  correctly  state  the  liabilities  are  the  parties  who  create  those 
liabilities — the  oHicers  of  the  Institution.  If  they  should  order  work 
done  or  sroods  purchased,  they  are  the  only  persons  who  know  the  ex- 
tent of  the  liabilities ;  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution,  or 
the  Clerk  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  ought  to  be  able 
to  state  at  any  time  the  exact  amount  of  goods  furnished  and  of  ser- 
vices done. 

A — Perhaps  I  misunderstood  you. 

Q — I  mean  the  indebtedness  created. 

A — Then  I  agree  with  you.  I  supposed  you  meant  who  was  respon- 
sible for  the  deficiency. 

Q — I  am  speaking  of  the  record  of  the  liabilities. 

A — I  say  it  should  be  kept  by  the  officers  of  the  Home. 

Q— Has  there  ever  been  such  a  record  kept  ? 

A — Not  until  the  present  organization. 

Q — How  long? 

A — I  think  three  months. 

Q — Before  that,  there  was  no  record  of  liabilities  ? 

A — No,  sir ;  never  any  regular  record. 

Q — Now, further,  do  you  know  what  books  were  kept  by  the  institu- 
tion during  that  part  of  the  year  prior  to  December  Ist,  1870  ? 

A — I  know  nothing,  except  the  general  record  and  the  order  book. 
That  is  all  I  have  had  anything  to  do  with.  I  made  up  the  minutes 
once  or  twice. 

Q — ^What  financial  records  were  kept  ? 

A — Can't  tell  you,  sir. 

Q — Did  Dr.  Roe  keep  a  set  of  books  ? 

A — I  don't  know. 

Q — Did  Dr.  Sweeney  ? 

A — He  does  now. 

Q — When  did  he  commence  ? 

A — The  Doctor  began  informally  about  the  time  of  his  appointment 
as  Treasurer,  but  I  don't  know  bow  regularly  it  has  been  kept  up. 
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Q — ^Do  you  know  of  his  keeping  a  set  of  books  daring  the  time  Dr. 
Boe  was  Treasurer  ? 

A — He  opened  some  books  that  were  said  to  be  for  the  pnrpose  of 
classifying  all  the  expenditures  of  the  Home,  both  internal  and  ex- 
ternal. I  can't  say  whether  there  was  a  resolution  passed  authorizing 
the  employ  of  Dr.  Sweeney  for  this  duty  or  not.  I  never  was  present 
at  the  passage  of  such  an  order. 

Dr.  Sweeney — I  think  there  was  no  order. 

Q — ^What  claim  had  Dr.  Sweeney  for  payment  then  ? 

A — When  the  deficiency  was  declared    $21,000,  the  Doctor  had 

worked  very  hard,  and  Dr.  Roe  said  Dr.  Sweeney  ought  to  be  paid.    I 

said  I  thought  so ;  Ool.  Snyder  said  he  deserved  it,  and  he  was  paid  for 

it. 

Q — ^By  what  authority  did  he  undertake  that  work? 

A — I  guess,  on  the  authority  of  Ooh  Snyder ;  I  received  a  letter  on 
the  subject,  and  with  reference  to  the  Doctor's  bookkeeping. 

Q — Had  he  been  keeping  books  for  over  six  months  I 

A — I  am  speaking  of  the  first  commencement.  When  I  came  down 
there,  I  was  very  glad  they  had  adopted  a  system  of  keeping  books,  so 
that  we  would  know  whether  our  expenses  were  increasing  or  not 
When  we  got  out  there,  they  gave  us  some  figures;  we  figured.  Col. 
Soe  and  I  made  out  the  former  report  Then  it  was  I  first  became 
acquainted  with  the  operation  of  this  system  of  book-keeping,  and 
then  it  was  I  was  told  there  had  been  a  great  amount  of  labor  done  in 
the  preparation  of  it. 

Q — ^Had  you  never  examined  those  books  t 

A — Not  until  recently. 

Q — ^And  tlien  not  with  a  view  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  they  were 
correctly  kept  f 

A — ^If  o,  sir. 

Q — ^Do  you  remember  my  coming  in  when  the  board  were  in  session, 
and  had  completed  their  report,  and  you  were  gratified  to  learn  that 
your  liabilities  were  so  much  less  than  you  supposed  ? 

A — Yes,  sir ;  I  remember  that.    I  had  supposed  they  were  greater. 

MBBTmOS  OF  THS  BOABD. 

Mr.  Vocke — ^How  often  have  you  had  a  meeting  since  the  let  of 
January — the  18th  of  January  ? 

A — I  don't  know  how  often  the  board  has  met.  I  may  mention  that 
whenever  two  of  the  board  met,  they  oonstituted  a  majority  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

Mr.  Beddick — When  you  met,  was  there  a  record  of  the  proceedings  I 
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A — There  was,  at  Springfield,  a  book  of  records. 

The  Ohairman — ^The  book  that  was  burned } 

Mr.  Boddick — ^EEas  there  been  a  record  kept  of  meetings  since  ? 

A — ^There  has  been  no  meeting  without  a  record. 

Mr.  Snyder — I  have  a  new  record  since  the  other  was  destroyed. 

BSOOBD  OF  THE   SBOBBTABY. 

A — ^With  regard  to  the  destruction  of  that  other  record,  perhaps  it 
would  be  well  to  make  a  statement  with  regard  to  it.  I  remember  at  our 
last  meeting,  Col.  Snyder  brought  the  matter  up,  stating  that  the  old  book 
was  entirely  filled  up,  and  I  think  we  passed  an  order  for  the  Colonel 
to  purchase  a  new  book,  and  I  said  to  Colonel  Snyder  that  the  other 
book  had  better  be  rebound.  *We  wanted  to  preserve  the  old  book, 
from  the  fact  that  it  contained  the  original  record  and  the  whole  of  the 
other  investigation.  Since  the  record  has  been  burned — I  think  a  day 
or  so  after  the  fire,  I  got  a  letter  firom  Col.  Snyder  saying  that  the  build- 
ing was  burned,  and  that  our  record  was  burned  with  it. 

There  were  some  points  about  the  record  which  I  did  not  under- 
stand, but  I  replied  I  was  very  sorry,  and  when  this  matter  of  the  real  de- 
ficiency came  up,  the  book  of  stubs  of  the  orders  issued  was  not  found. 

BATE   OF  BUKNING  BXPENDrrUBE. 

Mr.  Yocke — ^Now  Colonel,  after  having  been  connected  with  the  in- 
stitution so  long,  I  would  like  to  see  whether  you  can  form  an  approxi- 
mate idea  of  the  amount  required  to  sustain  the  institution — the 
amount  per  capita. 

Mr.  Wines — ^He  had  better  lump  it. 

A — When  we  first  began,  some  speculations  were  made  that  would 
take  about  $21,000  to  cover  everything— that  is,  that  about  $18S  40 
per  capita  would  be  enough. 

Mr.  Vocke— What  is  your  opinion  ? 

A — But  when  I  came  down  to  figuring  up  the  cost,!  found  instead  of 
our  being  able  to  run  it  for  $21,000,  the  expense  would  be  about  the 
same  as  other  institutions,  or  nearly  $180  per  capita,  annually. 

THE  HEATINa  APPABATUS. 

Another  thing  I  wish  to  say  is  this  :  I  find  by  a  little  care,  a  great 
saving  can  be  made  in  contractB.  When  we  came  to  the  heating  of 
this  house,  we  had  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  apparatus.  The  first 
estimate  was  $18,000,  the  next  $16,000,  and  then  we  got  an  appropria^ 
tion  of  about  $12,000  for  heating  this  building. 
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We  then  went  to  figuring  on  it,  and  understood  that  a  private  indi- 
vidual could  make  a  contract  at  very  much  less,  so  we  went  and  got 
proposals ;  but  first  we  made  out  a  plan  of  what  we  wanted,  and  during 
the  spring,  Ool.  Snyder  and  I  went  to  St.  Louis  and  laid  the  matter 
before  a  company  there,  and  we  laid  our  proposition  also  before  s«me 
men  here  at  Springfield,  telling  them  to  figure  on  it. 

By  the  firm  at  St.  Louis,  at  first  $13,000  was  bid,  but  at  last  they  came 
down  to  $9,500  and  something,  they  also  throwing  in  several  extra 
things,  such  as  an  eugine  and  pump,  a  coffee  urn,  etc.,  so  that  what  at  first 
was  estimated  at  $18,000  was  finally  brought  down  to  about  $9,000. 

I  mention  this  for  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  Legislature.  A 
combination  is  often  made  to  keep  the  price  up,  but  if  care  is  used  the 
real  valne  may  be  arrived  at. 

Mr.  Yocke — It  is  plain  that  with  judicious  management  this  instita- 
tion  can  be  run  with  a  very  much  smaller  amount  than  in  the  past 

Mr.  Wines — ^Do  you  believe  it  will  run  under  Dr.  Sweeny's  esti- 
mate? 

Mr.  Yocke — ^To  what  reason  do  you  attribute  this  decrease  in  ex- 
penditures that  you  expect? 

A — Well,  one  reason  is  the  money  has  been  used  up  in  building. 

THE  OFiriOB  OF  8B0BBTABY. 

Mr.  Beddick — ^I  want  to  ask,  do  yon  think  it  necessary  to  have  a  Se^ 
^  retary  living  in  Springfield,  at  a  salary  of  $1,000  a  year. 

A — ^This  is  the  very  question  I  wanted  to  ask  you.  Col.  Roe  last 
year  said  he  didn't  think  there  was  any  need  of  a  Secretary.  My  idea 
is  there  is  need  of  a  Secretary.  I  voted  for  Ool.  Snyder  to  have  $1,- 
200.  I  also  voted  for  Mr.  Boe  to  have  $A00  for  Treasurer ;  in  addi- 
tion to  that  I  voted  $400  more  for  Ool.  Boe,  making  his  whole  ealai; 
$1,000.  Now,  if  the  minutes  were  kept  properly  it  is  worth  pay.  It 
is  expected  that  those  living  near  the  institution  should  do  most  •f  the 
work.  1  have  done  some  work  however  for  which  I  have'  put  in  no 
claim,  and  I  only  speak  of  my  own  case  to  illastrate  that  even  the  da- 
ties  of  a  Trustee  are  somewhat  laborious  and  expensive.  It  is,  how- 
ever, somewhat  inconvenient  perhaps  to  have  the  officers  of  the  insti- 
tution immediately  charged  with  its  business,  residing  at  a  distance. 
At  the  same  time  the  services  of  an  officer  of  the  institution  are  worth 
paying.  In  regard  to  the  Secretary's  record,  a  sad  mistake  has  beea 
made,  but  it  is  one  which  nobody  can  help,  and  the  overlooking  of  the 
extra  deficiency  was  indeed  an  egregious  blunder.  From  any  blame 
however  which  may  attach  to  the  Board  for  this  oversight,  I  will  cUum 
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no  exemption.  As  Mr.  Wines  says,  when  the  deficiency  was  announced 
I  was  surprised  to  find  it  was  so  small.  As  to  this  man  Olark,  I  may 
say  that  Dr.  Sweeney  was  the  first  to  recommend  him. 

Mr.  Wines — I  have  heard  Mr.  Clark's  history,  and  it  seems  to  me 
the  Board  might  have  known  it 

MSS.   OHB. 

Mr.  Yocke — Mrs.  Ohr  not  being  in  the  room  now,  I  want  to  ask  yon 
what  you  think  of  her  qnalificutions  for  her  position  I 

A — I  was  not  in  favor  of  her  appointment  at  first.  I  paid  this :  we 
ought  to  have  a  man  at  the  head,  and  as  we  were  to  havo  men 
laborers  about  the  institution,  a  woman  would  not  control  them  .with 
the  same  authority  that  a  man  would  exercise.  Mrs.  OLr,  however, 
was  appointed,  and  my  ideas  have  changed  since  I  have  seen  the  im- 
provement which  she  has  made  in  the  institution.  There  is  mor/a  sys- 
tem in  the  management  both  out  doors  and  in  doors.  Since  she  has  had 
sole  control  I  find  that  the  children  are  cleanly,  and  they  seem  to  be 
more  happy,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  system  in  the  scliool  is 
better.  I  find  that  the  house  is  more  orderly,  I  find  that  there  is  more 
quiet  throughout,  and  I  find  that  the  general  management  is  improv- 
ing all  the  time.  I  have  visited  the  Homes  in  Wisconsin  and  other 
places,  and  in  my  opinion  the  Home  here,  when  it  is  in  full  running 
order  with  all  the  schools  in  regular  operation,  is,  without  comparison, 
one  of  the  best  organized  in  the  United  States.  And  now,  the  reason 
I  think  it  is  going  to  run  cheaper  is  that  we  have  the  cash  to  pay  down, 
and  we  have  Dr.  Sweeney  to  overlook  every  bill  of  expenditure.  We 
have  an  efiicient  management,  and  I  think  more  attention  will  be  given 
by  the  Trustees  from  this  time  on.

The  Chairman — How  is  it  we  find  blank  orders  left  with  your  signa- 
ture? 

A — Many  times  I  cooldn't  come  down  when  they  had  business  meet- 
ings and  I  signed  those  orders  for  the  convenience  of  the  institution. 
I  thought  I  had  no  right  to  question  either  the  Treasurer  or  the  Sec- 
retary under  the  circumstances,  and  that  my  signature  to  an  order, 
therefore,  would  be  just  as  safe  in  their  care  as  in  my  own.

J.  M.  Beardsley,  recalled  : 

The  Chairman — State  what  yon  know  of  the  transaction  between  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  Mr,  Fell  [see  claims,  Bloomington  and  Normal^ 

sequent,]  in  reference  to  the  settlement  of  the  claim  of  $10,000  and  in- 
terest, payable  in  five  or  ten  years  ? 

A — The  settlements  are  properly  between  Mr.  Fell  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  here.  In  relation  to  the  purchase  oi  the  land  I  didnH 
agree  with  them  in  any  respect,  but  still,  of  course,  the  majority  ruled, 
and  "the  land  was  taken.  Mr.  Fell,  it  seems,  in  the  first  organizatian 
of  the  Home,  was  to  set  out  a  certain  number  of  trees  in  accordance 
with  the  plan  he  had  drafted  aa4  submitted  to  the  Board. 

Mr.  Flagg— What  was  that  plan  ? 

A — ^That  plan  I  saw  once ;  it  was  an  arrangement  by  which  trees 
were  to  bo  set  out  in  a  certain  style,  with  walks,  and  so  forth,  to  be 
ornamented. 

Q — Did  that  include  the  grounds  around  the  building  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir,  and  the  avenues.  It  seems  there  was  a  contract  aiade 
with  Mr.  Fell  at  that  time  with  reference  to  this  work,  and  during  the 
last  season  the  amount  referred  to  last  evening  was  upon  this  whole 
contract,  which  was  indorsed  upon  this  note.  There  was  an  allowance 
for  setting  out  trees  to  that  amount  contracted  for  during  our  embar- 
rassment in  finances.  I  agreed  to  the  indorsement  as  per  contract,  set- 
ting this  account  upon  his  note.

I  believe  I  also  said  that  the  reason  why  the  mistake  occurred  in  re- 
lation to  the  deficiency  was,  that  the  amount  of  the  orders  as  compared 
to  the  amount  of  moneys  received  had  not  been  taken  into  considera- 
tion. I  wish  now,  if  the  committee  please,  to  express  a  further  opin- 
ion as  to  how  the  error  occurred.  In  making  the  classified  statement 
required  by  the  Board  of  Charities,  it  was  necessarj  to  properly  sepa- 
rate the  various  items  of  the  account,  using  itemized  bills.  Those 
classified  items  were  put  together  in  making  the  statement  to  the  L^- 
islature,  which  amounted  to  the  Fum,  as  reported,  of  $80,000.  Then 
the  amount  of  money  paid  out,  and  the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  was  deducted  from  the  above  classified  account  of  eighty  and 
some  thousand  dollars,  and  the  difference  was  the  twenty-one  and  aome 
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thoQBand  reported  to  the  Board.  Yon  eee  that  in  making  the  report  in 
this  wise  it  was  impo^^sihle  for  them  to  get  the  orders  that  had  been 
nsed  npon  that  contract,  or  that  had  been  issued  to  the  financial  agent, 
Mr.  WiDson,  for  the  amount  of  his  expenditure,  as  those  items  were  not 
contained  in  those  classified  accounts  which  bad  been  used,  and  the 
amount  at  the  bank  charged  against  the  institution  was  merely  an  order 
issued  for  money,  and  so  was  not  included.  Accordingly,  the  defi- 
ciency was  incorrectly  stated.    That  is  my  idea  of  that  matter  now. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Was  this  statement  made  to  you  by  Dr.  Sweeney  ? 

A — ^Tes,  sir. 

Dr.  Sweeney — And  Ooi.  Snyder? 

Mr.  Beardsley— ^Outside  of  that  my  reason  is  this :  they  had  taken 
the  itemized  accounts  and  not  the  orders.     I  can  see  that  now,  myself. 

DISMISSAL  OF  GLASK. 

Fbidat,  Aitg.  4,  1871. 

Mr.  Beardsley,  recalled : 

The  Chairman — What  position  did  Mr.  Olark  hold  in  the  institution  ? 

A — J.  S.  Clark  was  steward.  I  think  he  was  appointed  in  1869 — 
eomo  time  in  the  summer. 

Q — Will  you  state  to  the  Board  the  cause  which  led  to  his  discharge 
from  that  position  ? 

A— He  was  detected  in  taking  improper  liberties  with  some  of  the 
little  girls — ^indecent  liberties. 

Q — ^When  brought  to  his  attention  did  he  acknowledge  his  fault? 

A — ^He  acknowledged  that  the  charge  was  in  the  main  true,  but  that 
the  case  had  been  very  much  exaggerated  as  reported  to  the  Board. 

Q — What  action  did  the  Board  take  ! 

A — The  Board  having  found  that,  although  his  conduct  had  been,  to 
a  certain  extent,  criminal,  yet  that  in  an  attempt  to  prosecute  the  law 
would  not  probably  bear  very  heavily  upon  him,  he  was  discharged — 
allowed  to  resign  and  leave  the  premises. 

Q — The  Board  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  doubtful  whether 
he  could  be  convicted  of  the  crime? 

A — Yes,  sir ;  the  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  he  might  make  a 
defense,  and  perliaps  defeat  the  prosecution. 

Mr.  Flagg — What  did  you  think  would  be  the  eflfect  upon  the  institu- 
tion ? 

A — We  thought  it  would  be  bad,  and  that  it  would  have  the  effect  of 
making  the  matter  familiar  to  the  children,  as  well  as  a  subject  of  gos* 
Bip  everywhere. 
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Mr.  Seddick — I  think  that  part  of  the  investigatioii  has  been  follow- 
ed suflSciently  far.  Your  failure  to  pursue  a  conviction  was  in  conse- 
quence of  a  fear  that  the  criminal  could  not  be  reached  I 

A — Yes,  sir ;  that's  a  fact. 

W.  A.  Pennell,  sworn. 

[Extract  from  his  testimony  at  the  Home,  Normal^  Angnst  3, 1871.] 

The  Chairman — State  whether  you  know  anything  about  the  man- 
agement of  the  Home,  financially  or  otherwise. 

A — ^Why,  I  don't  know  much  about  it,  personally.  I  know  a  good 
deal  that  I  hear  don't  amount  to  anything. 

Q — State  what  you  have  heard  in  th  e  way  of  general  report. 

A — Well,  I  have  heard  that  there  was  mismanagement  here  with 
the  children,  and  that  some  of  them  were  treated  a  good  deal  better 
than  others,  and  various  things,  but  then  I  never  heard  it  from  any 
source  that  I  could  know  there  was  anything  definite  about  it.  I 
should  think  very  likely  there  might  be  room  for  such  a  charge  in  an 
institution  of  this  kind,  with  any  kind  of  management  you  could  fi^et 

Q — ^Did  you  ever  hear  anything  about  their  spending  money  reck- 
lessly— extravagantly  I 

A — ^Yes,  sir  ;  I  have  heard  a  good  deal. 

Q — Does  there  ^eem  to  be  any  general  report  about  it  t 

A — I  don't  know  that  the  report  is  very  general.  I  know  there  are 
persous  in  the  neighborhood  who  think  monej  has  been  squandered 
here,  but  I  don't  think  that  anybody  who  has  made  that  report  cao 
put  his  fiuger  on  any  items  of  anything  of  that  kind  that  they  would 
put  down  as  anything  very  extravagant  or  an  unnecessary  squandering 
of  the  public  funds.  I  presume,  from  what  I  know  of  the  InstitutioD, 
that  there  has  not  been  as  close  management  here  as  there  should  have 
been. 

,     Q — Can  you  give  instances  where  improvements  could  be  made  in 
the  financial  management  ? 

A — I  don't  know  enough  about  the  financial  management. 

Q — Have  you  heard  anything,  in  a  moral  point  of  view,  as  to  the 
teaching  or  manners  of  the  inmates,  or  anything  of  that  kind  ? 

A — I  don't  know  anything  about  it.  A  year  or  two  ago  there  need 
to  be  a  Sunday  school  up  here,  and  I  have  been  here  occasionally  since. 
I  thought  the  schools  were  managed  probably  as  well  as  they  could  be, 
under  the  circumstances.  I  don't  know — I  presume  the  management 
could  be  improved.  The  Institution  buing  new,  and  so  many  children 
coming  all  at  once  together,  the  management  must  necessarily  he  want- 
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ing,  in  some  respects,  before  they  coald  get  the  Institution  to  running 
ae  it  shonld  be. 

Q — ^Do  yon  know  anything  about  the  recent  financial  or  ezecntiTe 
management  of  the  Home  f 

A — ^I  don't  know  innch  about  it.  I  hare  examined  the  system  of 
management  since  the  late  change,  and  I  thoaght  they  could  now  run  it 
and  know  exactly  what  they  were  doing. 

Q_l8  it  your  opinion  that  money  is  spent  here  sometimes,  or  fre- 
quently,  when  they  might  get  along  by  being  economical,  without 
spending  ? 

A — I  presume  there  has  been.  I  should  think  it  would  be  very 
strange  if  it  was  not  so.  It  would  certainly  be  an  exception  to  all  our 
State  Institutions.  Where  there  pe  varioue  parties  in  the  handling  of 
funds,  as  far  as  my  observation  has  gone,  they  dou't  handle  it  just  as 
they  would  their  own.  I  don't  know  of  but  one  Institution  that  ap- 
proaches an  exception.  That  is  the  Normal  University.  They  havn't 
spent  very  many  dollars  there  that  they  could  get  along  without.  They 
have  had  only  such  an  amount,  and  they  have  learned  to  do  with  that. 

THS  PCJBOHASINO   AGENT. 

Q — What  do  you  think  of  Mrs.  Ohr  being  the  financial  or  commer- 
cial agent  of  the  Institution  in  addition  to  her  duties  as  Matron  and 
Superintendent  of  the  Home  ? 

A — My  judgment  would  be  it  would  be  better  to  have  a  man  to  do 
the  purchasing.    It  was  always  so. 

Q — Does  it  not  impose  too  much  labor  upon  one  person — both  de- 
partments } 

A — I  think  it  does — an  Institution  like  this. 

Q — In  that  case,  which  would  you  think  the  better  plan  :  to  hare 
the  purchasing  agent  under  the  control  of  the  Superintendent,  or  the 
Board  of  Trustees  ? 

A — I  don't  know  as  I  can  give  an  answer  to  that,  as  I  don't  know 
myself.  I  should  think  when  they  got  an  institution  fairly  to  running 
it  might  be  managed  by  the  Superintendent,  simply  making  requisi- 
tion for  what  was  needed. 

Q — Tour  idea  is  Mrs.  Ohr  should  issue  the  requisition  and  some 
body  else  should  buy  it  t 

A — She  would  necessarily  be  the  party  to  know  what  was  needed.

Mr.  Yocke — ^Yoa  stated  that  eztraTafi^anoe  has  been  exercised ;  cia 
yon  state  howt 

A — ^I  stated,  in  the  beginning,  I  had  no  particular  facts  to  go  on. 

Q — ^What,  then,  makes  yon  think  sof 

A — I  don't  know,  bat  I  might  mention  some  things.  1  think  there 
was  an  nn  necessary  expenditure  in  taking  the  children  ont  to  Bock 
Island  for  that  celebration,  because  it  cost  them  $100  or  $102.  I  think 
that  was  an  unnecessary  expense.  I  suppose  these  children  should  be 
trained  in  some  measure  as  they  would  be  by  their  fathers  and 
mothers  • 

Q — ^Weuld  it  not  be  necessary  for  them  to  enjoy  themselvee  8ome> 
times  t  * 

A — ^They  could  enjoy  themselves  without  being  taken  away  a  coaple 
of  hundred  miles.  I  didn't  expect  to  be  questioned  on  these  things  or 
I  might  have  recalled  more  instances,  perhaps.  I  was  on  the  Bout!  of 
Trustees  myself  a  short  time. 

Mr.  Beardsley — ^Bock  Island  paid  the  expenses  of  the  board,  and  so 
forth. 

Dr.  Sweeney — ^Did  you  think  Mrs.  Ohr  was  responsible  for  that  ex- 
cursion ? 

A — No  sir. 

RAT9  OF  BUNNINa  BXPXNDrrUBB. 

Q — Mr.  Pennell,  how  mach  money  do  you  think  would  be  required 
to  run  this  institntion  a  year  ? 

A — I  don't  know  that  I  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  Flagg — How  many  dollars  to  a  child. 

A — I  was  on  the  Board  of  Trastees  at  a  time  when  we  had  a  meet- 
ing at  Springfield,  and  an  estimate  was  made  at  $150  a  child  or  $ '  00 
a  week,  and  we  asked  for  $45,000. 

Q— I  want  to  know  if  Mr.  Pennell  thinks  it  is  excessive— if  $45,000 
was  not  a  very  reasonable  demand  f 

A — ^That  was  my  own  idea  at  the  time. 

Q— Can't  they  run  this  institution  on  $45,000  with  good  manage- 
ment? 

A — I  shonld  think  so. 

The  Chariman — ^Put  a  man  at  the  head  of  the  institution  and  rnn  it 
as  a  privfite  speculation  ? 
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A — Run  it  as  a  private  specalation  you  oould.  But  you  can't  run 
any  public  institution  as  well  as  a  man  can  run  his  own  private  busi- 
ness. 

Q— What  is  your  idea  as  to  how  the  children  should  be  taught? 
How  much  should  they  be  taught  to  work  ?

VBTHOD  OF  TBAOHING ^LABOB. 

A — As  much  as  a  man  would  teach  his  ovm  children  at  home. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^How  far  is  it  practicable,  in  an  institution  of  this  kind,  to 
farnish  labor  and  keep  the  children  at  work  ? 

A — ^You  would  necessarily  have  to  have  two  or  three  overseers  to 
farm  with  those  boys.  But  those  children  had  better  not  be  brought  up  in 
idleness.  If  you  are  not  going  to  teach  them  to  work,  you  had  better 
leave  them  where  you  found  them.  When  they  leave  here  they  mnst 
earn  their  living  in  some  way.  Of  course  it  need  not  be  expected  to 
make  a  profit  from  them  labor,  and  if  their  school  hours  interfere,  my 
impression  is  if  the  schools  were  mine  I  would  not  have  them  kept  so 
long;  1  would  have  the  children  labor  a  little.

Knox  P.  Taylor,  sworn. 

PA8TURAQE.  ^ 

I  have  an  order  No.  300,  dated  September  1,  1870,  for  $83  99.  I 
am  the  original  holder.  The  consideration  for  the  order  is  the  pastur- 
ing of  cows  for  the  Home. 

The  Chairman — Where  do  you  reside  ? 
A — In  Normal. 

Q — Do  yon  own  the  land  nsed  for  pasture? 
A — Yes,  sir. 

Q— At  what  rates  did  you  charge  \ 

A — ^I  gave  the  Home  20  acres,  and  then  rented  20  acres  as  connected 
with  the  farm  and  pastured  the  cows  of  the  Home  on  the  farm. 

Q — What  rent  are  you  paying  the  Home  t 

A — Three  dollars  an  acre. 

Q — What  did  you  charge  for  pasture ; 

A— $2  26. 

Q— You  had  20  acres  rented  ? 

A — I  gave  it  to  the  Home. 

Q — And  rented  it  back.     How  much  ground  does  a  cow  require  for 
pasturage ! 

A — Depends  very  much  upon  the  character  of  the  grass. 

Q — At  this  time,  how  many  cows  are  you  pasturing  ? 

Mr.  Flagg — ^How  was  it  last  year  ? 

A — This  was  previous. 

Q — ^When  did  you  do  this  pasturage  t 

A— In  1870. 

Mr.  Wines— Part  in  November,  1869  ? 
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ft 

A — ^I  gave  that  gronnd  to  the  Home,  and  rented  it  the  year  after  I 
gave  it — rented  it  for  two  years  at  $60  a  year,  $8  an  acre,  and  tlien  fur- 
niahed  cows  pasturage  after  that  so  as  to  cover  that  up.  The  year  I 
rented  gronnd  first  I  didn't  take  any  cows. 

The  Chairman — Hew  many  cows  did  you  pasture  ? 

A — It  was  a  large  pasture.    A  portion  was  cultivated  ground. 

Q — How  many  cows  could  you  pasture  on  that  twenty  acres — how 
many  acres  to  a  cow  t 

A — Well,  I  suppose  it  is  generally  estimated  a  little  over  two  acres 
to  a  cow.  That's  the  customary  estimate.  But  I  don't  remember  now 
as  to  the  character  of  the  ground  at  those  seasons.  Some  seasons  are 
dry,  others  are  different.     Difficult,  sir,  to  answer  the  question. 

Q — Ton  have  nothing  but  this  order  ? 

A — No,  sir. 

Mr.  Cloud — How  many  months  in  the  year  did  you  pasture  ? 

A — We  generally  commenced  about  the  latter  part  of  April.  Some 
years  it  would  last  until  the  1st  of  October — sometimes  until  the  latter 
part  of  October.     It  varies  very  materially. 

Q — From  six  to  seven  months  f 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Cloud — If  you  hadn't  given  them  the  ground  they  would  have 
made  a  bad  speculation  to  pay  $2  25  a  cow  per  month,  and  rent  the 
]and  at  $S. 

Mr.  Flagg — What  would  you  think  of  that  as  a  financial  operation — 
supposing  yourself  in  the  place  of  the  Home — to  rent  your  land  at  $3 
an  acre  per  year,  and  then  pay  $2  25  a  month  for  pasturing  cows  on 
that  land  t 

A — This  land  was  not  fenced  for  some  time.  They  had  thought  of 
fencing  it,  but  the  shape  of  it — in  a  long  piece — required  a  good  deal 
of  fencing,  and  so  they  concluded  rather  than  expend  the  luoney  to 
pay  for  fencing,  so  as  to  use  it  themselves,  they  would  let  me  rent  it 
and  use  the  pasturage. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  point  is  this:  If  twenty  acres  will  pasture  ten 
cows,  then  you  get  $22  50  a  month  for  pasturage,  ^hich,  in  six  months, 
vould  amount  to  $185. 

A — That  don't  implicate  me.     I  wasn't  running  the  Home. 

The  Chairman — ^Have  you  heard  anything  about  the  management  of 
the  Home? 

A — Previous  to  last  year  the  Home  suffered  from  mismanagement. 
'The  boys  were  permitted  to  run  at  large,  and  injured  me  materially. 
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Q — ^Did  joa  know  a  Mr.  Olark  connected  with  the  Home  t 

A — I  merely  knew  him — ^had  very  little  acquaintance  with  him. 

Q — Do  yoQ  know  anything  of  the  transactions  with  a  man  by  the 
name  of  Underwood  ? 

A — I  have  heard  something  of  that.  I  have  heard  Mr.  Underwood 
said  Mr.  Clark  tried  to  euchre  him  oat  of  several  hundred  dollars. 

Q — ^Do  you  know  anything  about  Underwood  having  to  pay  to  get 
/his  position  ? 

A — No,  sir. 

Q — ^Do  you  know  anything  about  the  present  management  of  the 
Homet 

A — ^No,  sir;  been  tbere  very  little  recently.  I  think,  though,  the 
management  now  is  very  much  better  than  it  has  been.  I  have  other 
claims  for  pasturage. 

Mr.  Wines — How  much  do  they  amount  to  ! 

A — They  are  included  in  these  bills. 

The  Chairman — Independent  of  this  order? 

A — ^Tes,  sir ;  since  September  1st. 

Mr.  Wines— How  many  months  pasturage  have  you  furnished  ! 

A — Here  is  a  bill  for  the  29th  day  of  August,  1870 — another  in  1869, 
and  for  grazing  Dr.  Sweeney's  horse,  $17  60 ;  repairing  fence,  etc., 
$112 ;  credit  by  use  of  twenty  acres  of  Home  land,  you  see,  and  so  on. 
Total  credit  here — due  the  Home  there. 

Mr.  Wines — The  amount  that  appears  to  be  due  is  for  two  months  in 
addition — September  and  October. 

The  Chairman — ^This  balance  was  unpaid  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Q — That  order  and  these  two  bills  embrace  all  your  claims ! 

A — ^Previous  to  the  1st  day  of  March,  1871. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^What  is  the  ordinary  rent  of  land  { 

A— Buns  from  $2  76  to  $2  25. 

Mr.  Vocke — A  month ! 

A — A  year. 

Mr.  Beddick— I  don't  understand  why  the  Home  should  be  charged 
with  the  repairing  of  fences,  etc.  ? 

A — Because  I  rent  the  land  from  them,  and  the  fence  was  very 
much  out  of  repair,  and  I  was  ordered  to  repair  it.  I  was  ordered  by 
Mr.  Willson,  and  they  can't  settle  with  me.

A — Ever  Binee  the  Home  started.

Q — ^Do  yon  know  anything  abont  Olark's  way  of  managing  things 
there  t 

A — £now  a Jittle  about  it. 

Q — What  was  his  plan  of  doing  business? 

A — ^I've  had  a  heap  of  'sperience — couldn't  tell  you  all. 

Q — Do  you  think  he  was  swindling  other  folks? 

A — Didn't  know  he  was  swindling  till  he  swindled  me. 

Q — Do  you  think  he  swindled  the  Home  ? 
A — I  don't  think  it — I  know  it. 

Q — Do  yon  know  of  his  buying  groceries  and  delivering  them  at  the 
botelf 

A — I  have  seen  the  wagon  stop  there,  but  the  business  of  his  stop- 
ping I  could  not  tell. 

Q — ^Did  he  generally  haul  the  groceries  himself?  How  long  did  he 
stop  at  the  hotel  ? 

A — Sometimes  fifteen  minutes,  sometimes  an  hour.  I  have  seen 
liim  taking  things]  out.  He  has  ordered  me  to  haul  potatoes  down  to 
his  house. 

Q — From,  where  ? 

A — From  the  Home. 

Q— Where  ? 
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A — Down  to  the  hotel.  The  wagon  wonid  hold  forty  bushels.  I 
know  he  has  ordered  me  to  haul  bushels  of  meal  down,  and  haul  one 
thing  and  another.  I  was  working  for  money  at  the  time.  [Amuse, 
ment.] 

Q — ^He  was  kind  o'  runDing  that  hotel  ? 

A — Gaess  he  was. 

Q — Where  were  you  living  at  the  time — in  the  buUding  ? 

A — No,  sir ;  I  had  a  house  of  my  own. 

Q— How  far  off  ? 

^ — I  was  there  every  day — staid  there  up  to  this  year. 

Mr.  Beddick — ^Did  you  report  any  of  these  circumstances  to  any  of 
the  Trustees — to  Col.  Snyder. 

A — Never  reported  it  to  Col.  Snyder.  This  is  the  first  man  I  ever 
told.    *    *     * 

Q — I  want  to  understand  something  more  about  Mr.  Clark.  Yoa 
thought  a  good  deal  of  him  ? 

A — ^I  liked  him. 

Q — Did  he  agree  with  you  in  general }     Was  he  rather  a  religious 
man? 
'  A — I  am  a  religious  man.    No,  Clark  is  not  a  religious  man. 

Q — He  thought  a  good  deal  of  the  colored  people  t 

A — He  thought  a  good  deal  of  their  pockets.  He  could  win  all  the 
colored  folks.     [Amusement.] 

[Extract  from  testimony  at  the  Home,  Wednesday,  Aug.  8,  1871. 
After  having  accused  Clark  of  charging  him  $100  for  some  hogs, 
on  which  but  $70  was  due,  the  witness  was  asked  by  Mr.  Reddick] : 

Mr.  Beddick — ^Tou  say  you  knew  he  was  taking  too  much.  Why 
did  you  consent? 

Ar—'Cause  I  didn't  want  to  say  anything  to  him. 

Q — That  is,  you  thought  he  was  Superintendent  and  you  were  doing 
a  good  deal  of  work,  and  yon  didn't  want  to  lose  your  place  f 

A — Didn't  want  to  have  no  words.  1  told  yoa  before  I  had  swal- 
lowed him  down  so  deep  I  couldn't  spew  him  up,  till  I  found  he  was 
about  to  break  me  up.  He  sent  potatoes  down  from  the  Home  to  the 
tavern,  and  he  sent  lumber. 

Q — Did  you  haul  lumber,  too  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir ;  delivered  it  at  the  hotel,  barrels  of  meal,  turnips,  aod 
BO  on. 

Q — By  his  order  ? 

A — ^He  told  me  to  do  it 
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Mr.  Coy— Didn't  he  put  that  lumber  in  that  shop  t 

A — ^Ton  know  I  put  it  down  there. 

Mr.  Coy — For  the  parpoee  of  shelter — he  bailt  a  shed  for  the  hogs  t 

Mr.  Yocke — How  came  yon  to  take  the  potatoes  down  there  when 
yon  knew  they  belonged  to  the  Home ! 

A — He  says,  you  send  one  of  yonr  teams  down  and  take  a  load  of 
potatoes  down  to  the  hotel.     That's  all  I  had  to  do., 

Mr.  Flagg — Yon  thought  it  was  all  right  1 

A — I  thought  all  right.     I  didn't  know  his  business.

Mrs.  0.  E.  WattS)  sworn : 

The  Obairman — Where  do  70a  reside  t 

A — In  Normal. 

Q — Have  yon  been  connected  with  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Honoe  in 
this  placet 

A — I  have  been  a  teacher  in  the  Home  since  its  opening. 

Q — Until  what  time  ? 

A — Until  the  close  of  the  last  term.  I  am  not  connected  with  the 
institution  now. 

Q — How  long  a  period  did  you  teach  in  the  Home  ? 

A — ^Two  school  years  and  six  weeks. 

Q — What  department  of  the  school  did  yon  have  in  yonr  charge  f 

A — Daring  two  years  I  had  charge  of  the  Senior  Department ;  the 
first  six  weeks,  or  fraction  of  a  term,  I  had  the  department  next 
below  that. 

Q — Are  yon  familiar  with  the  general  management  of  the  Home, 
dnring  that  time,  in  its  various  departments  ? 

A — ^Just  as  much  as  I  must  be  by  being  in  the  building  all  the  time. 
I  boarded  here. 

FINANOIAL  UAXAaVMSST — BXTRAVAOAKOK. 

Q — State  what  you  know  as  to  the  general  management  of  the 
Home,  and  the  reasons  that  may  have  led  you  to  any  conclusions  in 
regard  to  the  matter.  In  the  first  place^  state  what  you  know  in  regard 
to  the  financial  management,  so  far  as  it  was  under  the  Superinten- 
dent. 
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A — It  seemed  to  me,  a  great  many  times,  that  there  was  want  of 
jadgment  in  the  nee  of  money,  but  that,  of  course,  is  only  an  opinion, 
and  indeed  I  can  giye  nothing  more  than  an  opinion,  and  woald  rery 
much  prefer  not  to  give  that. 

Q — Were  yon  to  any  extent  familiar  with  the  pafchaees  that  were 
made,  and  the  general  financial  management  ef  the  bnildiog  while  yon 
were  here  t 

A— As  I  said  before,  I  saw  noching  more  than  I  most  know,  being 
in  the  building,  and  seeing  the  material  brought  in.  It  seemed  to  me 
sometimes,  and  indeed  a  great  many  times,  that  purdiases  were  made 
without  accurate  estimate  of  what  and  how  much  was  wanted,  and 
many  things  bought  without  really  thiuking  whether  they  were  needed 
or  advisable.  It  seemed  to  me  there  was  want  of  oare  and  oonsidera- 
tion  and  due  system,  and  that  things  were  done  upon  the  sp«r  of  the 
moment. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^Will  you  mention  some  of  those  oases  of  purbhases  made 
without  sufficient  care. 

A — I  have  heard  of  them  from  persons  employed  in  the  buildings  I 
remember  at  one  time,  when  I  happmied  to  be  in  the  store  room,  some 
person  spoke  of  there  being,  I  think,  something  near  a  hundred  pairs 
of  little  stockiogs  of  a  size  which  there  were  only  two  children  in  the 
house  that  could  wear,  and  they  were  really  too  small  for  them*  That 
is  only  one  case,  and  that  I  only  know  from  hearsay. 

Mr.  Yocke — Did  you  see  those  stockings  ? 

A — I  saw  some  of  them. 

Q — Did  yen  see  a  hundred  pairs  I 

A — No,  sir ;  nor  could  I  tell  how  many  pairs,  but  I  know  it  was  a 
great  number. 

Q — Who  called  your  attention  to  the  fact  t 

A — Persons  employed  in  the  store  room. 

Q — Are  they  still  here } 

A — ^I  think  not 

The  Chairman — ^Do  you  recollect  anything  further — ^any  rumors^t 

A — I  heard  a  great  many  rumors.  I  douH  know  whether  I  could 
specify  them.  I  heard  a  rumor  of  a  great  many  shoes  being  pur- 
chased ;  thought  more  was  said  outside  than  in  the  building. 

Q — ^Then  you  have  an  impression,  derived  from  your  stay  in  the 
building,  that  money  was  spent  injudiciously  or  extravagantly  ? 

A — That  was  my  impression. 
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OONDUGT  OF  THE    80HOOL8. 

Q — What  do  yon  know  of  the  manner  in  which  the  schools  were 
oondacted  ?    Was  the  system  in  any  way  defective  ? 

A — It  seemed  so  to  me.  I  felt  a  great  many  times  in  my  department 
that  pnpils  were  kept  from  school,  and  allowed  to  stay  away,  from  in- 
safficient  reasons, 

Mr.  Yocke — ^What  were  those  reasons  ? 

A — The  most  common  reason  was  for  work.  Almost  always  when 
there  was  extra  company  expected,  the  older  children  were  kept  oat  of 
school  to  help  in  putting  the  hoose  in  order,  and  very  often  they  were 
called  out  to  show  company  over  the  house.  I  donU  say  it  was  un- 
necessary. It  was  done  when  it  seemed  to  me  things  should  have  been 
so  arranged  that  it  could  be  avoided. 

Mr.  Vocke — How  often  did  it  occur  ? 

A — I  don't  think  many  weeks  passed  that  it  did  not  occur ;  I  ttiok 
as  often  as  weekly,  and  a  great  many  times  in  the  week. 

Q — One  of  the  pupils  would  be  kept  away  once  a  week  I 

A — Sometimes  one,  sometimes  half  a  dozen,  sometimes  a  doaen 
pupils. 

Q — How  many  did  you  have  in  your  class  t 

A — Between  forty  and  fifty — ^torty-eight  was  my  general  number  ou 
the  roll. 

Q— What  age  f 

A — The  oldest  ones.  I  taught  the  senior  class.  So  of  course  the 
difficulty  was  greater  in  my  room  than  in  any  other.  Sometimes  pu- 
pils were  allowed  to  stay  out  of  school  altogether;  and  on  one  occasion 
some  were  allowed  to  go  to  the  circus. 

BMPLOTMB17T   OF  POPILS. 

The  Chairman — What  do  you  know,  Mrs.  Watts,  about  the  mode  of 
employing  the  pupils  when  they  were  not  engaged  in  the  school  room  f 
Do  you  know  whether  any  attempt  was  made  to  get  work  out  of  them, 
or  to  teach  them  labor  f 

A — Oh  yes,  sir,  I  think  so.  I  think  the  effort  was  to  have  that  done 
as  well  as  it  could  be. 

Q — What  have  you  to  say  about  the  moral  and  religious  training  in 
school  ? 

A — There  were  devotional  exercises  at  table,  morning  and  evenings 
consisting  in  hearing  a  portion  ef  the  Scriptures  read  by  the  Superin- 
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tendent,  together  with  a  repetition  of  the  Lord's  Prayer  by  the  child- 
ren, led  by  the  Superintendent  Daring  the  last  year,  on  Sundays, 
each  teacher  took  her  own  pupils  into  her  school  room,  and  kept  them 
ibr  an  hour  engaged  in  reading  the  Bible,  just  like  Sunday  school,  as 
much  like  it  as  it  could  be  under  one  teacher.  A  part  oi  last  year, 
there  was  a  Sunday  school,  kept  up.  by  teachers  from  town.  The  year 
before — rather,  I  mean,  this  last  year — it  was  not  done. 

Q—Did  ytu  ever  hear  any  improper  talk  in  the  institution,  between 
the  boys  and  girls  of  the  Home } 

A — No,  sir ;  I  don't  know  that  I  did,  anything  that  would  be  thought 
improper.    Children  are  boisterous  at  play. 

Q — Do  you  know  of  any  improprieties  among  the  teachers  or  em- 
ployees of  the  Home  t 

A — No,  sir;  I  don't  remember  that  I  ever  heard  of  any. 

Q — I  understand  you  to  say  then,  that,  in  respect  to  the  financial 
management  and  the  attendance  of  the  children  in  school — in  both 
those  respects,  the  institution  might  be  improved. 

SCHOOLS — ^NO  PRINCIPAL. 

A-  It  seemed  so  to  me — I  think  the  school  suffered  very  much  for 
want  of  some  one  person  who  knew  just  what  was  going  on  in  each 
school  rv.om.  The  schools  here  claim  to  be  graded ;  but  my  information 
as  to  a  graded  school  is  that,  in  them,  certain  work  is  to  be  done  in  each 
department,  and  for  that  purpose  there  must  be  some  one  to  superin- 
tend them  all,  with  a  complete  understanding  as  to  what  is  done  in 
each,  in  order  that  each  may  have  its  proper  relation  to  every  other,  so 
that  pupils  may  be  judiciously  promoted.  I  don't  think  anyone  here 
ever  occupied  that  position,  or  had  that  intelligent  supervision  of  the 
schools  of  the  Home.  Each  teacher  just  did  the  best  she  knew,  and 
taught,  as  well  as  she  could,  what  she  thought  was  most  needed  ;  but 
perhaps,  when  pupils  went  into  the  second  primary,  they  had  neglected 
a  great  many  things  which  the  teacher  of  the  department  required, 
while  they  had  gone  over  o^her  things  in  advance,  to  the  confusion  of 
any  definite  system,  and  the  overlapping  of  grades. 

Mr.  Yocke — Had  you  been  a  teacher  before  yon  came  into  the  insti- 
tation  ? 
A— I  had. 

Q— How  long  f 
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A — I  think,  three  or  four  years,  besides  whact  I  taught  in  coimectio& 
with  the  Normal  University. 

Q — Are  you  a  teacher  now  ? 

A — I  am  to  teach  in  the  public  schools,  in  Normal,  next  year.  I 
took  a  four  years'  course  in  the  Normal  University,  for  the  sole  pm»- 
pose  of  fitting  myself  for  the  work,  and  so  far  as  I  know,  I  had  been 
regarded  as  a  successful  teacher  before  that.

H.  B.  laeper,  Bworn  : 
Presenting  a  claim — 

BILL   FOB  WABDBOBB. 

I  will  say  to  the  committee,  that  while  I  was  in  the  baildin^  here,  I 
had  bought  a  wardrobe  and  put  it  in  my  room,  and  when  I  went  oat 
— ^at  the  time  of  that  other  investigation — I  said  to  the  trustees,  if  you 
vish  that  wardrobe,  yon  may  have  it  for  $18  ;  and  if  not,  I  will  take 
it  out.  After  a  Utile  conversation  with  Ool.  Beardsley,  in  which  we 
agreed,  it  was  understood  they  would  take  it  Nothing  was  said  about 
it — I  went  South — till  five  months  after,  when  Dr.  Boe  said  they  had 
voted  that  I  should  have  leave  to  take  my  property  out  of  the  building. 
I  was  a  little  surprised.  It  seemed,  the  objection  to  taking  the  ward- 
robe was  that  Mr.Willson  had  stated  to  the  Board  that  1  had  only  paid 
$12  for  it  I  replied  that  it  was  a  $22  wardrobe.  I  had  loaned  a 
gentlemen  money  which  he  oould'nt  pay,  and  he  said  he  would  turn  in 
anything  he  had  at  a  very  reduced  price.  He  offered  me  a  refrigerator. 
We  had  a  small  one  here.  I  bought  the  wardrobe,  however,  for  $12. 
It  was  a  $22  one. 

These  are  the  ciroumstanoee  under  which  I  got  the  wardrobe ;  and 
I  contend  it  was  well  worth  the  price  I  asked  for  it  But  they  con- 
eluded  not  to  take  it  I  have  charged  the  State  nothing  for  the  use  ef  it, 
whan  I  suppose  I  could  have  charged  the  state  very  properly  for  sueh 
an  article,  while  in  its  service  in  the  institution. 

The  Ohairman-^Is  the  wardrobe  here  ? 

A — ^Mrs.  Watts  has  used  it  here  in  her  room,  as  she  told  me. 

Mr.  Beardsley-^That  is  correct 
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Mrs.  Ohr— I  remember,  about  tbe  time  it  was  to  be  taken  away, 
!lf  rs.  Watts  said  something  about  it,  to  the  effect  that  if  the  State  did 
not  pay  for  it,  she  would. 

The  Chairman — ^Where  is  the  wardrobe  now  f 

Mrs.  Ohr — It  is  up  Stairs  now,  Mrs.  Watts  vacated  it 

Q — Is  it  in  use  now  ? 

Mrs.  Olir — Not  at  all ;  we  have  no  use  for  it  here.  I  refused  to 
buj  it  because  it  was  not  worth  the  money. 

Mr.  Beardsley — At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  tlie  matter  was 
broaght  up,  and  the  remark  was  made  that  Mr.  Lieper  had  paid  only 
$12  for  it. 

A — Mrs.  Ohr,  at  one  time  I  remember,  turned  and  asked  Mrs. Watts 
what  she  thought  of  the  price.     She  said  that  it  was  reasonable. 

Mr.  Vocke — I  would  move  that  as  there  appears  to  be  no  earthly  use 
for  the  wardrobe  here  in  the  building,  that  Mr.  Lieper  be  requested  to 
remove  it  from  the  institution. 

A — At  the  time  the  wardrobe  was  brought  to  the  Home,  there  were 
quite  a  number  of  wardrobes  wanting.  I  don't  suppose  they  do  want 
wardrobes  now. 

[The  motion  of  Mr.  Vocke  was  agreed  to.] 

The  Ohairman — ^You  were  steward  of  this  institution ! 

A — ^For  four  months.  A  little  before  the  children  came  into  the 
Home  up  to  the  2Tth  of  August  of  that  year — from  May  to  August, 
1869.  I  reside  in  Normal.  I  have  been  here,  in  the  building,  for 
eighteen  months  that  I  know  of.  I  know  nothing  of  its  management 
but  what  I  have  heard  and  what  I  have  been  told. 

FINAKOIAL  MANAOBIUEST — KXTBA   DBFIOIBNCT. 

Q — State  what  you  have  heard  of  the  financial  management  of  the 
institution,  and  as  to  the  closeness  with  which  the  superintendent  has 
expended  the  public  money. 

A — Well,  sir ;  I  can  state  this  much :  there  is  a  great  deal  of  talk 
about  the  wastefulness  and  extravagance  of  the  management.  I  can- 
not speak  as  to  anything  since  I  left,  but  the  impression  was,  4here 
would  be  a  large  deficiency  left.  It  seems  the  suspiciiHi  was  not  ground- 
less 

Q — In  connection  with  this  matter  of  deficiency,  have  you  had  any 
conversation  with  t)r.  Sweeney  in  regard  to  it  ? 

A — So  far  as  I  now  remember,  I  had  conversation  with  Dr.  Sweeney, 
about  some  things  connected  indirectly  with  the  Home,  and  our  talk  at 
length  became  general,  and  I  remember  I  asked  Dr.  Sweeney  if  he 
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knew  where  a  little  paper  of  the  Home  could  be  bought,  as  I  would 
like  to  get  a  little*  of  it,  if  it  was  all  right.  I  had  heard  that  the  appro- 
priation, however,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  cover  the  deficiency,  and 
I  asked  him  about  it.  This  led  us  into  a  discuteion  of  the  question, 
as  to  what  the  Legislature  would  do.  I  don't  remember  all  the  con- 
versation that  followed,  but  if  I  am  correct,*  (I  had  been  away  at  the 
Ifforth  and  was  not  posted  as  to  what  the  Legislature  was  doing,)  if  I 
remember,  the  Doctor  told  about  his  being  with  the  Governor  when 
the  deficiency  was  announced,  and  he  said  there  was  such  a  state  of 
feeling  there,  that  he  feared  the  presentation  of  the  full  amount  of  the 
deficit  would  knock  the  whole  calculation,  or  something  like  that :  that 
they  would  not  get  any  appropriation  to  cover  the  outstanding  claims. 
I  can't  remember  the  exact  words.  There  was  something  said  about 
what  the  deficiency  really  was — about  $60,  an  amount  so  near  to  my 
Btispicion  of  what  it  might  be,  that  it  made  a  deep  impression  on  my 
mind  at  the  time.  I  don't  remember  the  particular  words,  I  am  a 
poor  hand  for  that,  but  impressions  last  me. 

Q — Did  you,  at  that  time  or  soon  afterward,  state  to  any  person  what 
Dr.  Sweeney  had  told  you  ? 

A — YeB^  sir.  Ldi  the  street,  between  Mr.  Knight's  store  and  Mr. 
Vandom's  coal  office  we  stood,  and  Mr.  Knight  saw  me  talking  with 
him,  and  I  turned  round  and  went  into  the  store  and  stated  the  conver- 
sation to  Mr.  Elnight. 

Mr.  Flagg — At  what  date  was  that  ? 

A — This  was  between  the  8th  and  the  18th  of  June,  of  this  year. 
Mr.  Reddick — State  whether  the  conversation  with  Dr.  Sweeney  was 
after  he  had  discovered  the  extra  deficiency  or  before  ? 
A — After  it  was  discovered,  I  think. 

Mr.  Vocke — When  the  Doctor  told  you  they  had  been  afraid  to  let 
the  Legislature  know  what  the  deficiencies  of  the  Home  were,  did  he 
mean  to  imply  the  time  back,  when  the  first  application  was  made  to 
the  Legislature  ? 

A — He  had  just  come  home  from  the  Legislature,  if  I  remember 
right.     My  impression  was,  it  was  something  that  had  occurred  then. 

The  Chairman — This  thing  ot  time  can't  cut  any  figure.  He  says 
they  were  afraid  to  ask  for  $60,000,  so  they  asked  for  $21,000. 

Mr.  V#cke — Did  he  tell  you  that  he  was  afraid  the  Legislature 
v^ould  not  appropriate  the  money. 

A — This  is  my  impression.     It  was  said  that  in  the  present  state  of 
public  sentiment,  there  was  a  fear  that  it  would  defeat  the  whole 
filing.     And  he  went  on  to  state  then,  that  he  thought  the  Ohairman 
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of  the  oommittee  and  the  committee  were  more  favorable  after  conw- 
sation  with  him  on  the  subject 

Mr.  Yocke — Did  he  tell  you  at  that  time  he  would  not  inform  the 
Legislature } 

A — ^No,  sir;  he  did'nt  say  that. 

Q — Did  you  infer  that,  he  would  not  ? 

A — I  think  not ;  I  think  it  was  all  known  then — judging  from  the 
date  and  so  forth.  That  is  my  impression  ;  but  that  he  felt  a  tremor 
about  it,  that  under  the  circumstances,  the  whole  thing  would  faiL 

The  Chairman — Did  he  refer  to  the  balance,  or  to  the  whole  sum  I 

A — I  think,  only  the  balance.  I  will  show  you  my  book,  which  I 
kept  while  steward  here.  I  kept  a  book  and  none  of  the  rest  did.  By 
the  printed  rules,  it  was  my  duty  to  buy  everything,  and  keep  the 
books,  and  I  undertook  it  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability,  under 
the  pressure  of  circumstances,  everything  being  yet  "  without  form, 
and  void.^'  [Amusement.]  And,  gentlemen,  there  is  all  I  bought  for 
the  Home,  honestly  kept.

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — He  was  janitor  of  the  Home.    Do  yon  remember  purchasing  fur^    i 
niture  of  him  ? 

A — I  am  not  sure.     Don't  remember  anything  about  it. 
:    Q-July  8d,  1869  ? 

A — Well,  it  seems  to  me,  we  did  buy  a  set  of  furniture. 

Q — ^You  don't  remember  anything,  distinctly  t  There  it  ia  ap{Mx>ved 
by  you. 

A — Well,  then,  I  bought  it.

MrB.  Virginia  C.  Ohr,  Bworn. 

The  Chairman — What  poeition  do  you  hold  in  connection  with  the 
Inetitntion  ? 

A — I  am  Superintendent. 

Q — How  long  have  yon  held  that  position  f 

A — ^Ever  since  the  opening  of  the  Home — since  I  first  came  into  the 
bailding. 

Q — What  connection  had  yon  with  the  Home  before  this  bailding 
waa  occupied  ? 

A — I  was  Matron  part  of  the  time. 

Q — State  briefly  what  your  duties  are  as  Saperintendent. 

DUTIES  OF  SITPEJUIITBNDKNT. 

A — I  have  charge  of  everything  in  connection  with  the  Home. 

Q — That  includes  the  power  to  make  purchases  and  contracts,  and 
all  that  t 

A — ^Yes,  sir,  at  present 

Q — Is  it  any  part  of  your  duty  to  pay  money  in  behalf  of  the 
Home? 

A — I  havn't  done  that  that  I  remember  since  I  have  been  in  this 
building. 

Q — ^Did  you  ever — were  you  ever  in  the  habit  of  paying  out  money 
in  connection  with  this  Institution  t 

A — I  have  by  orders. 
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Q — Please  explain  the  particular  inddentB  of  paying  oat  by  orden. 

A — ^Where  we  have  employees  to  pay,  I  have  sometimee  given  o^ 
ders  on  the  stores  for  goods,  bat  this  was  when  we  had  no  funds  to 
pay. 

Q — ^Did  you  ever  draw  money  from  the  treasury  to  pay  the  ezpeo- 
ses  of  the  Institution  t 

A — I  don't  remember. 

Q — What  kind  of  record  did  you  make  of  orders  drawn  or  moneys 
paid  out  ? 

A — The  orders  that  I  issued  were  issued  from  the  order  book,  and 
my  proof  that  I  had  issued  them  was  the  stubs  in  that  book.  I  some- 
times issued  the  order  on  common  paper  previous  to  our  having  an 
order  book,  and  of  those  orders  I  have  no  record. 

Q — What  do  I  understand  by  orders  ?  Is  it  the  orders  the  Trastees 
issued,  or  orders  on  the  stores  or  other  parties  for  goods? 

A — Orders  on  the  treasury ;  also,  for  payment  of  money. 

Q — What  records  of  the  payments  of  money  made  in  that  way  were 
ever  kept  in  the  Institution  t 

A — I  don't  know  what  record  the  treasury  had  of  it. 

▲OOOUNTS  OF  SUPBSINTBNDBNT. 

Q — At  the  present  time,  what  record  is  kept,  or  what  knowledge 
have  you  of  Jthe  amount  of  provisions,  other  than  money,  that  y(« 
order  in  the  Institution  ? 

A — I  have  simply  our  voachers. 

Q — What  knowledge  have  you  now  or  had  you  before,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Institution,  as  to  the  indebtedness  or  assets  of  the  Homel 

A — I  bad  nothing  to  do  with  that,  Mr.  Shaw. 

Q — Yet,  you  had  authority  to  contract  debts  as  Superintendent  ? 

A — To  a  certain  extent. 

Q — As  I  understand  you,  as  Superintendent,  you  controlled  the  bills 
made  in  the  Institution  ! 

A — I  was  only  Superintendent,  in  name,  for  quite  a  period  of  time. 

Q — ^At  the  present  time,  and  for  some  time  past,  I  understaad  you 
have  had  control  of  the  purchases  and  expenditures  of  the  InstitutioD  f 

A — That  is  the  understanding. 

Q — What  means  do  you  take  to  keep  yourself  posted  as  to  the 
financial  management  ? 
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A — Onr  clerk  draws  up  ft  menthly  statement. 

Q — ^To  whom  is  that  snbmited ! 

A — ^To  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Q — Do  you,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Home,  post  yourself  regularly 
as  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  lustitution  ? 

A — I  can  have  the  clerk  show  it  from  the  amount  of  bills. 

Q — Had  you,  prior  to  the  raeetiag  of  the  Legislature,  made  any  ex- 
amination into  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution  ! 

A — Not  to  any  extent. 

Q— Had  you  any  idea  how  the  Institution  stood,  financially? 

A — No,  sir.     I  didn't  consider  myself  responsible  for  that. 

Q — ^I  am  not  asking  the  question  for  that  purpose,  but  it  may  throw 
light  on  another  proposition.  The  party  who  spends  the  money  ought 
to  keep  an  account. 

Sir.  Yocke — But  until  recently  she  had  nothing  to  do  with  the 
finances. 

Tiie  Chairman — Yes,  she  did ;  she  had  power  to  pay  orders  and 
issue  directions. 

THfi  PUSCHASBS. 

Mr.  Yocke — Did  you  make  purchases? 

A — Both  purchases  and  contracts. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  wanted  to  ask  a  question  in  the  same  connection.  I 
want  to  know  whether  the  Board  of  Trustees,  previous  to  the  present 
state  of  things  in  which  yon  have  complete  control,  fixed  your  position 
definitely  as  to  wha£  authority  you  were  to  have  in  respect  to  the  pur- 
chases of  the  Institution  i 

A — ^No,  sir. 

Q — ^Wbo  were  the  purchasing  parties  besides  yourself? 

A — ^Mr.  Clarke. 

Q — ^Did  the  Trustees  themselves  make  anj  purchases  ? 

A — I  believe  they  did  on  one  or  two  occasions. 

Q — Any  one  else  ? 

A — Not  that  I  remember  of. 

Q — ^What  was  Mr.  Clarke^s  relation  to  you  in  that  respect  ?  Did 
you  instruct  him  as  to  the  purchases,  or  was  he  instructed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  or  their  agent? 

A — He  very  seldom  came  to  me  for  any  instructions  in  connection 
with  what  he  was  to  buy.     He  had  no  consultation  with  me. 

Q — He  made  his  purchases  independent  of  you  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 
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Q — Mr.  Wines  asks  by  what  right  he  claimed  authority  to  make 
pnrchaBee  ? 

A — He  said  he  had  reoeired  soch  authority  from  the  Board. 

Q — Wfi8  that  matter  ever  referred  to  the  Board  of  TruBtees  for  ad- 
jnBtment  between  you  and  him  ;  or  don't  you  remember? 

A — I  don't  know  but  what  it  was,  and  I  don't  that  it  was,  definitely. 

ACOOUNT  OF  BUPSBINTSlfDBNT  AOAIK. 

Mr.  Wines — I  have  found,  Mrs.  Uhr,  on  Dr.  Boe'e  check  book,  that 
the  amount  of  $3,297  51  cash  bad  been  paid  to  yon  personally.  Do 
you  remember  what  the  amount  was  you  received  from  Dr.  Roe  on  your 
own  personal  account,  for  services  rendered  ? 

A — I  do  not. 

Q— There  are  two  checks  of  $726  24  and  $417  50,  which  I  think 
were  paid  to  you.  Was  that  to  enable  you  to  make  payments  on  the 
pay  rol).     Do  you  remember? 

A — Yes,  1  remember  about  that,  and  Dr.  Boe  came  to  me  about  it, 
and  I  made  all  the  explanation  necessary  to  him  about  that  If 

Q — ^HaveyoQ  an  account  of  the  payments  made? 

A — I  have  not.    Those  sums  were  simply  to  pay  off  a  pay  •roll. 

Q — I  ask  because,  in  adjusting  the  pay-rolls,  1  found  that  some  pay- 
ments had  been  made  by  you  ? 

A — I  thought  the  matter  settled,  because  I  explained  it  sadsfiictorily 
at  the  time  ;  the  account  was  found  all  straight. 

Q — Oould  you  state,  approximately,  the  amount  of  clothing  purchased 
here  last  year  ? 

A — ^No,  I  could  not. 

Q — ^Have  you  any  idea  at  all  ? 

A—  I  don't  think  I  could  approximate,  at  all. 

Q — Do^you  know  what  is  the  amount  expended  this  year  ? 

A — I  could  not  tell,  from  memory. 

Q — Give  it  within  a  few  hundred  dollars. 

A — I  don't  think  I  could. 

Q — ^Did  you  receive  a  request  from  me  by  letter  for  a  list  of  the 
purchases  made  by  yourself  during  the  last  year? 

A — I  remember  that  you  requested  an  inventory. 

Q — Do  you  remember  my  asking  for  a  list  of  purchases  made  by 
yourself  during  the  past  year? 

A — Before  the  close  of  the  session  of  the  Legislature  ? 

Q — No ;  I  mean  since  the  close  of  the  Legislature  ? 

A — Yes,  I  believe  I  do  Remember. 
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Q — Do  yon  remember  the  answer  yon  gave  t 

A — I  referred  yon  to  the  Board. 

Q  Are  yoa  able  to  make  any  statement  of  the  parchasea  made  by 
yon  I 

A — I  cannot  show  it.  * 

Q  ^Have  yon  no  recerd  ? 

A — We  hare  onr  clerk's  books. 

Q— On  looking  orer  Col.  Snyder's  accounts,  I  found  $2,000  or  $3,- 
000  charf;ed  by  him  as  being  paid  to  yon.  I  have  a  good  deal  of  sns- 
picion  with  regard  to  one  or  two  of  the  items,  which  I  think  are  mis- 
iakes^over  chareres.  Have  you  any  record  of  the  moneys  received 
from  Ool.  Snyder? 

A — I  have  not,  Mr.  Wines ;  I  was  simply  required  to  make  out  a 
list. 

Q — There  is  one  of  them,  particularly,  that  I  would  like  to  show  you, 
in  the  handwriting  of  Ool.  Snyder,  without  any  signature  or  receipt 
from  yourself  at  all.  Could  yon  tell  whether  you  ever  received  the 
money  ? 

A — I  don't  know  that  I  could,  after  such  a  length  of  time. 

Q — I  will  show  it  to  you  after  a  while. 

Mr.  Flagg — Were  those  moneys  sent  yon  by  check  or  on  order  ? 

A — Sometimes,  and  sometimes  paid  to  me  in  money. 

Mr.  Yocke — Did  yon  make  your  return  to  Col.  Snyder  as  required  H 

A — I  did,  sir. 

Mr.  Flagg — State  whether  that  was  money  received  here,  or  while 
yon  were  Matron  of  the  temporary  Home. 

A — While  Matron  of  the  Temporary  Home  at  Springfield. 

Mr.  Yocke — Did  you  account  to  Col.  Snyder  for  all  moneys? 

A— Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Wines — 1  would  state  that  there  was  a  large  number  of  papers 
in  Mrs.  Obr's  handwriting  giving  the  amount  of  disbnrsemeuts  made 
by  her,  but  a  good  many  of  them  are  not  signed  and  some  of  them  are 
in  Col.  Snyder's  handwriting  and  I  think  one  or  two  of  them  are  du- 
plications, but  I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  make  it  out. 

THS  PUBOHASSS  AGAIN. 

The  Chairman — In  making  the  purchases  for  the  Home  what  does 
Mr.  Sweeney  have  to  do  with, it  I 

A — I  don't  know  that  he  has  anything  to  do  with  the  purchasing. 
Q — As  a  matter  of  £ftoty  does  be  take  any  part  in  the  purchasing  ? 
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does  lie  make  any  purchaees  f  or  does  he  exercise  afij  supervision  in 
any  direction  as  to  the  purchases  of  (he  Institution  1 

A — He  exercises  supervision  over  the  financial  part  of  it,  and  also 
often  gives  his  opinion  about  matters  of  that  kind. 

Q — Does  he  actually  make  purchases !  Does  he  sometimee  go  and 
buy  things  fer  the  Home  ? 

A — He  has  made  contracts. 

Q — I  mean  contracts  for  supplies  of  the  Institution  and  its  ordinary 
expenses. 

A— Not  for  provisions,  clothing  or  anything  of  that  kind. 

BDUOATION   AND  DISOIPLIKE. 

Q — Now  I  come  to  the  point :  you  are  Superintendent  of  this  Home 
and  have  actual  control  of  its  management,  state  briefly  to  the  commit- 
tee the  educational  relations  and  discipline  of  the  Home.  In  other 
words  describe  the  school  department — as  to  the  facility  it  affords  to 
children  for  being  educated. 

A — ^The  children  have  every  facility  for  acquiring  a  common  echool 
education.  IfFe  have  fivd  teachers  employed  in  the  Institution.  They 
are  graded,  as  nearly  as  possible,  as  our  common  schools. 

Q — What  is  the  usual  course  of  study  here  ? 

A — They  study  the  common  branches — grammar,  geography,  read- 
ing, arithmetic  and  spelling. 

Q — What  time  are  they  required  to  be  in  school  ? 

A — About  five  hours — ^from  9  o'clock  to  ten  minutes  of  12,  and  from 
2  o'clock  till  4^,  in  the  summer  season ;  and  from  1^  o'clock  till  4,  in 
winter. 

Q — Da  you  transfer  pupils  from  one  department  to  another  ? 

A — ^Tes,  sir. 

Q — State  what  your  regulations  are  with  regard  to  the  moral  teach- 
ing and  training  of  the  Institution,  the  religious  character  of  the  Home. 
Wbat  religious  teaching  do  the  children  get  here? 

A — There  is  a  great  deal  of  that  interspersed  in  their  every  day  du 
ties.  Wherever  we  have  an  opportunity  to  impress  anything  of  that 
kind  on  their  minds  we  improve  it.  On  Sabbath  we  have  had  Sabhath 
school.  We  have  had  young  ministers  from  Normal  to  come  out  and 
conduct  our  Sunday  exercises  until  recently.  They  have  agreed  to 
have  preaching  regularly  here  hereafter  on  Sabbath.  We  did,  through 
last  year,  have  childrens'  meetings  on  Sabbath  evening. 

Q — What  portion  of  scripture  is  gone  over  by  the  pupils  weekly  I 
And  bow  did  you  conduct  the  Sabbath  school  t 
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A — ^Throngh  the  past  year  the  teachers  have  taken  the  pupils  into 
the  school  room  and  had  Sabbath  school. 

Mr.  Flagg — Any  assistance  from  the  outside  ? 

A — Last  year  teachers  came  np  from  the  Normal  Institute ;  we  had 
a  superintendent  from  Normal* 

The  Ohairman — ^What  is  the  regulation  with  regard  to  swearing  or 
usin^mproper  language  t 

A4nt  is  not  allowed  if  we  knew  it 

Q — Do  you  ever  hear,  on  the  part  of  the  employees  of  the  Institution, 
profane  expressions } 

A — Not  so  far  as  the  employees  are  concerned.  Sometimes  reports 
come  to  me  that  employees  had  been  using  bad  language.  I  have  always 
reprimanded  them  for  it  and  told  them  it  was  a  sufficient  cause  for  dis* 
missing  them  from  the  Institution.  Children,  of  course— boys  coming 
in  from  every  place — ^it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  we  should  occa- 
sionally hear  from  them  something  of  the  kind. 

Q — Do  you  ever  hear  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  indulge 
in  any  language  of  that  kind  in  the  Institution  or  about  the  orphans. 

Mr.  Flagg — Not  at  all.     [Laughter.] 

A — I  think  perhaps  you  nave  heard  something  yourself. 

Q — I  am  making  inquiries  in  connection  with  the  Institution,  and  I 
want  the  question  answered. 

A — Weil,  I  have  heard  it  sometimes. 

Q — Sometimes  you  hear  swearing  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  f 

A — Not  before  the  children. 

Q — Before  the  teachers  or  anywhere  in  the  Institution}  The  ques- 
tion was  suggested  by  a  transaction  that  took  place  yesterday,  and  I 
thought  it  was  not  setting  a  first  rate  example* 

Dr.  Sweeney — I  think  you  misunderstood  me  in  that  word. 

Q — I  only  want  the  fact  in  the  case,  that  is  all. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  would  like  to  have  you  ask  Mrs.  Ohr  in  regard  to  the 
way  the  children  are  employed. 

SANITABT  BSaUIiATIONS. 

The  Chairman — ^I  am  coming  to  that ;  I  have  two  or  three  other  ques- 
tions yet.  I  will  pass  to  the  sanitary  regulations  of  the  Institution.  How 
do  yon  take  care  of  the  children  in  respect  to  cleanliness  in  sickness 
and  all  that. 

A — We  have  our  bath  rooms,  and  regular  times  for  bathing  chil- 
dren. We  have  two  regular  bathing  days  in  each  week,  and  very  often 
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many  of  the  diidren  are  bathed  ererj  day,  bat  there  artf  exdnaiTely 
bathing  days. 

Q — ^What  is  yoar  habit  in  regard  to  dianging  the  clothing  of  the  dul- 
dren  ?     Have  yon  any  regnlar  days  for  that  t 

A — We  fean't  regulate  that  very  well. 

Q — How  often  are  the  heads  of  the  children  combed  and  examined ! 

A — ^Three  times  a  day,  sir. 

Q — I  only  ask  that  because  I  have  been  compelled  to  by  inqttriei 
made  of  me. 

Now,  how  much  are  the  orphans  required  to  labor  ? 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  PUPILS. 

A — ^Our  older  children  do  a  great  deal  of  our  work ;  they  have  no 
stated  time  of  work,  though  thoy  are  kept  at  certain  duties.  Our  girls 
do  all  their  owd  dormitory  work  at  present,  and  they  do  the  dining 
room  work  as  far  as  washing  the  dishes  is  concerned,  and  they  do 
scrubbing  in  their  dormitories.    They  also  work  in  the  ironing  room. 

Q — Is  there  any  attempt  to  teach  the  children  to  sew  or  wash  ? 

A — We  do  not  have  them  go  into  the  wash  room  to  wash,  because 
there  are  none  of  them  old  enough.  Some  of  them  take  their  own 
clothing  and  wash  that.  Some  of  the  larger  girls  go  into  the  ironing 
room,  and  work  there.  The  wash  room  is  the  only  place  where  thej 
are  not  sent  to  work.         ^ 

Q — Do  you  teach  the  larger  girls  to  sew  ? 

A — ^Tes,  sir.    We  have  no  sewing  room,  but  expect  to  have. 

Q — Is  there  any  attempt  to  teach  regular  occupations,  or  do  thej 
simply  work  around  the  building  ? 

A — Around  the  building  and  on  the  farm. 

BBOBBA.TION   OF   PUPILS. 

Q — ^What  rules  have  you  with  regard  to  recreation,  and  so  on — what 
recreation  do  the  children  have  ?     Is  there  any  regulation  about  that  t 

A — They  have  to  amube  themselves;  we  have  nothing  to  amuse 
them  with. 

Q — ^You  have  children  of  your  own  in  the  Institution? 

A — ^Tes  sir. 

SOCIAL   PBIYILBOBS. 

Q — Are  they  kept  by  themselves,  or  do  they  associate  and  go  with 
the  other  children  ? 
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A — ^They  aseociate  and  go  with  the  other  children.  Sometimes  I  do 
not  see  them  from  morning  until  night ;  they  sleep  in  my  room  and  eat 
with  me. 

Q — They  eat  separately  f 

A — They  eat  with  me. 

Q — ^Do  they  go  to  school  here,  or  do  yon  send  them  oat? 

A — They  all  go  here  with  the  exception  of  my  oldest  daughter,  who 
IB  too  far  advanced ;  she  attends  the  Normal  Sch<»ol ;  she  was  in  the 
High  School  at  Springfield  before  she  came  here. 

Q — What  is  your  rule  in  reference  to  infractions  of  discipline  ?  Have 
you  ever  any  trouble  with  boys  and  girls  quarreling  ? 

A — ^Yery  little  trouble  of  that  kind. 

Q — What  is  your  rule  as  to  the  larger  boys  and  girls  running  to- 
gether ?    When  are  they  together,  and  when  separate  ? 

A — They  are  only  together  when  under  our  immediate  super- 
vision. 

PUNISHICBHTS. 

Q — What  is  your  rule  as  to  the  punishment  of  children  ?  How  do 
yon  inflict  it,  and  how  often  t 

A — We  don't  have  to  punish  a  great  deal ;  we  resort  to  moral  suason 
as  long  as  that  will  have  any  effect ;  we  sometimes  put  them  to  bed, 
and  sometimes  I  am  obliged  to  punish  with  the  switch. 

aBNBBAL  TBBATMSNT. 

Q — Has  there  been  any  complaint  made  to  yon  on  the  part  of  the 
mothers  with  regard  to  the  treatment  of  their  children  ?  Have  you 
had  any  trouble  with  those  persons  ? 

A— Lately? 

Q — Lately,  or  any  time. 

A — Something  of  that  kind  was  brought  up  in  the  investigation  be- 
fore this  one.    I  haven't  heard  any  complaint  since. 

Q — Have  yon  regular  rules  as  to  the  children's  going  to  bed  or 
getting  up? 

A — ^We  have  regular  times. 

Q — What  is  about  the  usual  diet  at  breakfast,  dinner  and  supper  ? 

A — That  is  rather  a  difficult  question  to  answer.  Our  food  for  the 
children  is  just  as  varied  as  that  which  we  have  on  our  own  table. 

Q — How  often  do  they  get  meat  ? 
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A — ^Twioe  a  day ;  there  maj  be  a  few  exoeptionB,  bat  then  they  get 
somethiog  else  in  the  place  of  it. 
1^  Q — At  what  meals  do  they  have  meat  t 

A — At  breakfast  and  dinner — ^they  never  have  meat  for  sapper. 
I  wonld  like  to  say  one  word  in  explanation  to  my  children  eating  and 
sleeping  in  my  room.  X  had  my  instraotiona  in  regard  to  that  in  abet- 
ter from  Governor  Palmer ;  I  had  a  talk  with  Oovemor  Palmer  on 
that  matter. 

Q — It  is  to  be  expected  that  yonr  children  should  fare  a  little  better 
than  the  others,  yet  we  have  foand  a  little  complaint  abont  that,  and  I 
have  brought  it  out  as  a  doty  we  owe  in  the  matter. 

A — I  don't  think  I  show  any  partiality.  I  let  them  have  different 
clothing,  but  I  get  it  with  my  own  mon^.  I  have  heard  complidntsof 
that,  and  I  have  thought  it  well  enough  to  speak  of  it. 

Mr.  Yocke — You  say  your  younger  children  attend  here  ? 

A — My  three  younger  ones  attend  here. 

PUPILS   ATTEKDIIVG  THB   NOBMAL   UNIVERSITf. 

Mr.  Roddick — Are  there  any  other  girls  going  from  here  to  the  Nor- 
mal School,  except  your  daughter } 

A — Not  at  present. 

Q — ^Have  you  ever  prevented  any  of  the  children  of  the  Home  from 
attending  the  Normal  Institute ! 

A — ^No,  sir. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  PUPILS. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  would  like  to  ask  how  much  employment  yoa  are  aUe 
to  furnish  to  each  boy  and  girl  in  the  Institution  with  your  present 
means } 

A — We  can  furnish  three  or  four  hoars'  employment  to  all  those 
who  are  able  to  work. 

Q — ^What  proportion  is  that  of  the  whole  number  ! 

A — I  should  think  not  more  than  half  are  able  to  do  very  heavy 
work. 

Q: — You  are  able  to  furnish  them  sufficient  labor,  you  think  ? 

A— Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Beddick — About  how  many  girls  have  you  sufficiently  far  ad- 
vanced to  send  to  the  Normal  Institute  t 

A — Probably  not  more  than  two,  and  they  cannot  be  ready  to  send 
before  the  close  of  our  next  term's  school. 
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THH    PDB0HASB8 — ^AGAIN. 

The  Chairman— I  want  to  ask  one  more  qneation.  In  making  pur- 
chases, do  yon  go  down  town  yourself  and  do  the  best  you  can,  or  do 
yon  advertise  for  proposals? 

A — For  groceries  ? 

Q — ^Yes,  everything. 

A — We  haven't  been  able  to  purchase  with  cash,  or  so  that  they 
could  have  their  cash  within  a  reasonable  length  of  time,  until  lately  ; 
we  then  went  to  Chicago  and  made  our  purchases  for  the  year. 

Q — Do  you  not  notice  the  prices  current — the  markets  in  the  com- 
mercial papers } 

A — Yes,  sir;  we  receive  the  invoice  prices  from  merchants. 

Q — Do  yon,  in  making  purchases,  carefully  consider  whether  the 
necessities  of  the  Institution  require — and  do  you  purchase  where  you 
can  most  economically  ? 

A — We  have  done  that  lately. 

PSiyiLBGB  or  PUBLIC  WOBSHIP. 

Mr.  Cloud — Do  the  children  attend  public  worship  ? 

A — ^They  do— at  Normal — all  that  we  can  send  there ;  we  let  them  go 
wherever  they  feel  an  inclination. 

Q — Do  they  have  some  person  with  them  to  superintend  them  2 

A — ^Yes,  sir ;  there  is  always  some  older  person  to  take  care  of  them ; 
we  never  send  them  alone. 

Mr.  Yocke — Mrs.  Ohr,  did  you,  at  the  end  of  last  year,  have  any 
idea  of  the  extent  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Institution  ? 

A — I  did  not. 

Mr.  Flagg — Are  you  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees? 

A — When  they  are  held  here — ^yes,  sir. 

Q — ^Are  they  generally  held  here  ? 

A — They  have  been,  with  one  or  two  exceptions. 

Q — Are  you  informed,  then,  in  relation  to  their  transactions  ? 

At— I  am  usually  in  and  oat  of  the  meetings. 

BBLiaiOUS   SBBYIOES   AT  THB   HOME. 

Mr.  Cloud — I  will  ask,  do  you  have  any  religious  services  performed 
here  regularly } 
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A — ^Yes,  sir,  twice  a  day  in  the  dining-rooin,  morning  and  evening ; 
there  is  reading  of  scriptare,  singing,  and  repeating  the  Lord's  Prajor. 

MOTHB&S  BB-HABBYING. 

Mr.  Wines — I  have  been  repeatedly  asked  how  many  mothers  of 
children  in  the  Institution  have  married  again. 

A — I  donH  know ;  I  should  think  about  two-thirds. 

Q — Do  yon  think  that  makes  any  difference  in  the  claim  of  the 
children  for  public  care  1 

A — I  think  it  increases  it. 

Q — I  think  so  myself. 

METHOD   OF  ADMISSION. 

Then  there  is  another  question  that  has  more  weight :  Have  yon  any 
children  in  the  Institution  whose  iathers  were  not  soldiers  ? 

A — Not  that  I  know  of. 

Q — I  was  told  in  Spriugfield,  by  a  leading  member  of  my  chorch, 
that,  a  child  had  entered  here  from  her  house,  the  daoghter  of  a  woman 
who  lived  with  her,  whose  father  was  not  a  soldier,  and  who  is  still 
living,  but  has  deserted  his  family. 

A — ^Then  the  mother  must  have  testified  falsely  in  the  application 
for  the  admission  of  the  child. 

Mr.  Vocke — ^TJpon  what  evidence  do  you  receive  the  children  f 

[  The  witness  here  exhibits  a  blank  application.] 

Q — I  want  to  ask  you,  do  you  keep  these  affidavits  on  file  ? 

A — They  have  not  been  on  file ;  they  have  been  in  the  Secretary's 
office. 

Mr.  Wines — They  are  all  on  file  now. 

The  Chairman — Is  it  not  your  opinion  that  that  file  ought  to  be  kept 
here  at  the  Home,  instead  of  at  Springfield  ? 

A — It  is  my  opinion  the  papers  ought  to  be  kept  here. 

Mr.  Flagg — Do  you  have  to  conduct  much  correspondence  from  this 
point  wiih  reference  to  the  adniission  of  children? 

A — I  have  a  great  many  letters  asking  what  means  shall  be  taken  to 
get  children  into  the  Institution. 

Q — What  do  you  do  with  such  cases  f 

A — I  send  blank  applications,  and  give  them  instructions  to  for?rard 
them  to  Col.  Snyder,  who  has  authority  to  admit ;  for  that  I  have  not 

Q — He  sends  yon  a  statement  ? 

A — A  letter  of  admission. 
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OLABKS. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  would  like  to  have  Mrs.  Ohr  recalled. 

Mrs.  Ohb  recalled  : 

Q — ^I  wanted  to  ask  with  regard  to  Mr.  Clarke,  former  Steward  here, 
as  to  what  opportnnities  yon  had  to  judge  of  his  integrity. 

A — I  had  no  way  of  knowing  whether  Mr.  Clarke  was  honest  or  dis- 
honest. < 

Q^Ead  yea  any  reason  to  suppose  be  was  not  honest? 

A — I  had  merely  an  idea ;  I  didn't  think  he  was  the  best  man  in  the 
world,  and  I  thought  he  would  take  advantage  if  he  had  an  oppor- 
tunity. 

Q — Did  you  bear  anything  of  the  transaction  charged  by  John  Un- 
derwood in  regard  to  his  taking  things  from  the  Home  to  the  hotel  ? 

A — I  heard  about  Mr.  Underwood's  testimony;  that  was  all  the 
knowledge  I  had. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Underwood  testified  he  did  it  at  night. 

Mr.  Flagg — Was  Mr.  Clarke  charged  with  pork  or  potatoes,  or  any- 
thing of  that  kind  as  having  been  received  from  the  Home  ? 

A — I  believe  he  did  have  some  potatoes  charged  to  him.  I  don't 
know  myself  of  anything  else  of  that  kind. 

^.^Q — Have  you  heard,  since  he  left,  of  any  charges  made  against  his 
honesty  ? 

A — Oh,  yes,  we  have  heard  rumors. 

Q — Nothing  that  may  be  considered  as  reliable  information  ? 

A — No,  sir. 

Mrs.  Ohs  recalled : 

THB  LOUNGB. 

The  Chairman — ^Do  you  wish  to  make  any  statement? 

A — When  my  rooms  were  furnished  in  this  building  the  Trustees 
told  me  I  should  have  what  would  make  me  comfortable,  and  so  I  went 
down  and  purchased  this  lounge.  Mr.  Willson,  however,  refused  to 
pay  for  it,  and  thought  it  was  extravagant.  I  told  him  very  well,  if 
the  Trustees  refused  to  pay  for  it,  I  would  pay  for  it  myself.  I  pre- 
sented the  bill,  however,  and  it  was  allowed. 

Mr.  Yocke— The  lounge  is  now  in  the  building  ? 

A — Tes,  sir. 
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PUPILS  ATTSNDINa  NOBMAL  UNIVBB8ITT. 

I  would  like  jast  one  moment  more  to  make  an  explanation  of  a  state, 
ment  which  I  ma  le  with  regard  to  allowing  children  from  the  Home  to 
attend  the  Norma:  Inetitate.  There  was  a  case  refused  which  escaped 
my  recollection,  iklr.  Goye  wanted  one  of  oar  little  girls,  whose  moth- 
er was  here  at  the  home,  to  attend  the  Normal  Institute,  but  I  refused 
to  let  her  go  for  the  reason  that  she  was  not  a  first  rate  scholar,  and  we 
have  never  allowed  a  child  to  go  from  the  school  here  to  a  school  in 
town,  who  had  not  passed  the  first  grade. 
Mr.  Yocke — You  wanted  her  to  pass  the  first  grade  here  then,  first  t 
A — Yes,  sir;  I  thought  it  was  due  tp  our  school  that  so  much  should 
be  required. 

BNGLSB^S  BILL. 

Mrs.  Ohb  recalled : 

Mr.  Wines — ^Did  you  make  out  the  bill  for  $292  41,  against  L.  £ng- 

ler! 
A— I  did. 

Q — Did  you  know  that  the  item  $38  25,  charged  for  board,  had  been 
paid! 

A — No,  I  did  not. 

Q — The  $68  for  furniture,  entered — can  you  explain  that? 

A — It  is  a  bill  for  articles  in  my  own  room — a  wardrobe,  half  a  dozen 
chairs  and  a  table. 

Q — At  what  time  purchased  t 

A — At  the  time  Mr.  Engler  left  here, — ^I  don't  remember  the  time- 
when  he  left  the  Institution  for  Belleville. 

Q — At  what  time  was  the  cook  stove,  etc.,  purchased. 

A — When  Mr.  Engler  left  the  building.  He  remained  in  the  build- 
ing a  while  and  then  moved  down  to  a  little  house  we  have  on  the 
farm. 

Q — None  of  those  items  paid  which  Mr.  Leiper  has  included  t 

A — No,  sir. 

VISITING. 

Mrs.  Ohr  recalled : 

Mr.  Gioud — Please  state  your  regulations  as  to  visiting. 

A — We  have  our  regular  days  for  receiving,  namely,  on  Mondays, 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  but  we  have  always  been  in  the  habit  of  re- 
ceiving the  friends  of  the  children  at  any  time — the  mothers,  relatives 
and  guardians. 
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Mr.  Flagg — Mrs.  Ohr,  70a  have  had  practical  experience — ^which  do 
you  jadge  the  most  feasable  plan :  to  separate  the  department  of  pnr« 
chases  from  that  of  internal  management,  or  to  have  one  person  for  alll 

A — To  have  ore  person  for  all,  wonid  be  more  satisfactory  to  me, 
and  I  think  wonld  give  the  least  trouble. 

Mr.  Flagg — Which  do  70a  think  would  be  the  most  efficient. 

A — This  plan  I  think  also  most  efficient. 

Mr.  Flagg — She  has  had  the  best  opportunity  for  observing. 
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TESTIMONY  OP  MISS  MAEY  E.  HUGHES. 


At  the  HoTTUy  Normal^  lU.y  Friday^  Aug,  4, 1871. 


;    Miss  Mary  E.  Hnghes,  sworn. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  want  to  ask  yon  a  few  questions  in  regard  to  the  man- 
agement  of  the  Institation,  as  yon  have  had  experienoe.  Which  doyoo 
think  is  the  best  plan  :  to  make  one  person  Superintendent  of  the  whole 
Institution,  to  have  charge  of  everything  within  the  Home,  and  also  to 
do  the  purchasing  outside— or  to  divide  the  responsibility  ( 

NO  nrvisioN  of  bbsponsibilitt. 

A — I  should  say  most  emphatically  it  would  be  best  to  have  one  Su- 
perintendent— one  head  for  all  departments. 
Q — Can  you  give  some  reasons  for  that  conclusion  f 
A — ^There  are  many  reasons.  Where  one  person  is  held  responsible 
it  seems  but  a  matter  of  justice  to  that  person  that  her  authority  ahouU 
be  undivided ;  for  where  it  is  divided,  conflicts  and  misunderstandings 
will  necessarily  arise.  For  the  children,  I  think  it  is  better  that  they 
should  be  under  the  immediate  control  of  one  persoUi  and  it  is  also 
better  for  the  employees. 

SMPLOTHENT  OF  PUPILS. 

Q — Another  question,  as  to  the  employment  of  children  out  of  adiool 
hours.  Is  there  any  way  of  giving  them  employment )  Can  yon  vofr 
gest  any  improvement  in  that  respect  2 

A — Our  children  seem  to  be  employed  and  usefully  employed,  as  fiir 
as  their  ntrength  will  admit.     I  think  they  have  all  the  work  to  do 
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which  they  are  able  to  do  out  of  school  hours,  nnless  it  may  be  the 
boys,  in  winter  time. 

Q— To  what  extent  do  you  find  tiiis  employmMit  to  be  edncatiooal 
for  fitting  the  children  for  fatnre  life  ? 

A — Of  course  it  don't  give  them  a  knowledge  of  any  trade  by  which 
they  can  earn  a  living,  still  it  fits  them  for  nsefoloees  in  various  ways. 
Onr  boys,  in  the  summer  time,  are  engaged  on  the  farm,  as  many  of  them 
as  are  needed.  The  older  and  stronger  ones  are  engaged  at  work  in  the 
yard  preparing  and  bringing  in  fuel ;  others  preparing  tegetables  for  the 
table,  and  still  others  helping  to  take  care  of  the  stock,  etc.  It  is 
harder  in  the  winter  time  to  find  employment  for  the  boys  than  at  any 
other  time.  The  girls  can  always  be  employed,  as  far  as  they  are  able 
to  work.  We  have  many  children  who  are  not  large  enough  to  do  any 
work.  In  consequence,  the  girls  do  a  great  part  of  the  dining-room 
work ;  not  the  heaviest  part  of  it,  but  such  as  they  are  able  to  perform. 
They  do  all  the  dormitory  work  in  the  children's  sleeping  rooms;  they 
take  care  of  the  school  room,  and  the  older  ones  are  taught  to  mend 
and  sew,  and  knit ;  many  of  them  make  their  own  clothing — all  their 
nnder-clothing. 

BXOBBATIOK  OF  PUPILS. 

— ^I  would  ask  vou  further :  do  vou  find  that  vou  have  sufBcient 
means  to  snpply  the  children  with  proper  amusements  ? 

A — No,  sir.  We  have  no  amusements  provided  for  them.  No 
money  has  been  expended  in  that  way.  We  have  books.  We  have 
generally  had  some  reading  matter  for  them. 

Q — ^Do  many  of  them  read  t 

A — Yes,  sir ;  most  of  them  are  fond  of  reading. 

Q — In  regard  to  their  opportunities  for  play :  how  is  it  ? 

A — They  have  plenty  ef  opportunities  to  play.  Their  work  is 
changed  frequently.  They  are  detailed  for  a  certain  length  of  time  to 
certain  work,  and  change  from  one  kind  of  employment  to  another, 
when  there  is  any  work  at  all  for  them  to  do ;  bat  there  are  none  of 
them  but  have  time  enough  to  play. 

Q — In  rainy  weather  what  opportunity  have  they  for  amusement? 

A — Their  opportunities  then  are  rather  limited. 

NO  EXTBAVAGANr  PURCHASES. 

Q— In  regard  to  extravagance  in  the  purchase  of  material  and  arti- 
cles of  clothing,  tod  so  on :  what  are  your  impressions? 
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A — ^There  may  have  been  some  extra van^ance  in  the  expenditnreB 
and  purchases  made,  but  £  don't  think  of  any  special  cases,  now. 

Q — ^There  was  a  case  mentioned  by  Mrs.  Watts  in  reference  to  the 
parchase  of  small  stockings.     Do  yon  know  anything  about  that  I 

A — I  know  nothing  of  that  I  think  that  must  be  a  mistake,  because 
I  know  just  what  we  have  in  the  house.  I  have  known  of  no  such 
quantity  as  that  in  the  house  at  once.  We  have  an  extra  amount  of 
clothing  on  hand  for  the  year.  We  have  oftener  been  short  in  stock- 
ings  than  anything  else. 

Mr.  Beardsley — In  relation  to  shoes :  it  is  said  she  has  been  extrav- 
agant in  the  purchass  of  shoes  at  one  time ;  have  you  any  idea  of  that? 

A — ISOj  sir.  I  have  never  known '  of  any  more  purchases  at  one 
time  than  we  needed  at  that  time,  until  the  amount  purchased  in  Ohi- 
cago,  this  spring,  when  we  were  buying  ahead. 

Q — You  have  had  experience  as  a  teacher  t 

A — Yes,  sir. 

THE    80H00L8. 

Q — Speaking  from  experience,  what  is  your  idea  of  the  difficulty  la- 
bored under  in  relation  to  keeping  the  children  in  school  t 

A — I  have  heard  what  Mrs.  Watts  has  said.  During  the  first  school 
year  after  this  school  was  opened,  there  were  a  good  many  irregular- 
ities and  some  confusion  in  the  school  owing  to  the  insufficient  and  im- 
competent  help  we  had  in  the  house  before  we  were  supplied  with  good 
service,  and  our  children  were  sometimes  taken  out  to  work,  but  not 
frequently.  During  the  past  school  years  interruptions  have  been  Tery 
rare.  I  have  known  the  girls  and  boys  being  taken  from  school ;  I 
have  called  them  from  school  myself  to  finish  work  they  had  left  un* 
done,  or  poorly  done,  and  which  would  keep  them  out  for  a  little  time, 
but  there  has  been  very  little  interruption. 

Q — Is  it  necessary,  at  times,  to  call  upon  some  of  the  children  to  show 
the  visitors  who  call  here,  the  house,  and  give  them  proper  attention  t 

A — We  have  sometimes  taken  children  from  the  school  to  show 
company  over  the  house.  We  have  sometimes  a  great  deal  of  com- 
pany, and  we  have  no  one  to  attend  to  it,  and  when  I  am  unable  to 
leave  my  work,  we  have  sometimes  taken  pnpils  from  the  school.  It 
has  not  been  done  very  often,  and  when  done,  it  has  seemed  to  be  ne- 
cessary. 

VISITORS. 

Q — At  any  time  have  persons  from  a  distance  been  excluded  on  ac- 
count of  its  not  being  a  regular  day  ? 
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A — I  have  never  known  anything  of  the  kind.  We  have  always 
allowed  friends  to  see  the  children. 

Mr.  Flagg — Mr.  Dickson,  it  was,  who  the  o*her  day  said  he  came 
here  with  some  friends  from  the  northern  part  of  the  State,  who  had 
some  acquaintances  in  the  Institution — children  that  they  were  interes- 
ted in  ;  that  they  asked  to  see  them,  having  seen  one  of  the  children 
ontside,  but  Mrs.  Ohr  replied  that  she  wonld  be  happy  to  see  them  on 
another  day,  naming  the  visiting  day  thus  virtually  refusing  admission 
at  the  time. 

A — I  have  never  known  it  to  be  the  case,  Mr.  Flagg.  We  have  had 
people  come  from  a  distance ;  that  is  not  visiting. 

Mr.  Beardsley — ^What  is  the  practice  when  mothers  come ;  are  they 
permitted  to  see  their  children  f 

A — Always. 

Q — May  they  stay  over  night  ? 

A — One  of  our  rules  is,  they  may  stop  twenty-four  hours.  Some- 
times,  when  they  come  from  a  distance  they  are  allowed  to  stay  as  long 
as  they  choose.  Sometimes  they  have  stayed  half  a  week,  sometimes 
a  week. 

Q — Yon  have  been  here  since  the  organization  of  the  Institution } 

A — I  have. 

Q — ^Do  you  notice  any  improvement  in  the  conduct  or  discipline  of 
the  children  ? 

A — I  have.    I  think  they  are  much  more  orderly. 

Mr.  Wines — A  statement  of  the  difficulties  you  have  met  with  would 
be  interesting. 

A — ^We  seem  to  have  had  more  difficulties  than  anything  else. 

GYMKASIITK  NOT  NEEDED. 

Mr.  Flagg — What  do  you  think  of  the  advisability  of  a  gymnasium 
for  boys  ? 

A — I  don't  think  they  need  it.  I  think  we  need  other  things  more 
than  that.  They  have  work  and  play  ;  they  have  a  large  play  ground  ; 
1  donU  think  they  need  a  gymnasium,  but  I  do  think  they  need  some 
place  where  they  may  resort  for  play  in  stormy  weather,  sometimes, 
besides  out-doors  or  the  halls  of  the  building. 

The  Chairman — The  saw-horse  and  ax  are  a  pretty  good  gymna- 
ainm. 

A — Yes,  sir ;  [smiling,]  we  would  rather  have  a  reading  room. 
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HOICK    1CNTBBTAINME1IT8. 

Mr.  Beardslej — SpeakiDg  of  entertainments,  do  they  erer  have  ea- 
tertaiomeDts  of  their  own;  little  ezhibitious,  dances,   sociables! 

A — ^Tbey  have  had  two  or  three  exhibitions  they  got  up  themselTes, 
which  afforded  them  a  good  deal  of  amasement.  One  of  them  created 
a  good  deal  of  a  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  among  some  people.  The 
bojs  had  what  they  call  a  minstrel  performance,  and  the  children  had 
onr  permission  to  attend  it.  I  think  Mrs.  Ohr  and  myself  were  the 
only  ladies  in  the  hoDse  who  felt  that  they  conld  themselves  cooscien- 
tionsly  attend.  The  others  were  horrified  at  the  idea,  though  I  don't 
know  that  they  would  have  thought  it  out  of  place  elsewhere  ;  bat  the 
entertainment  was  interesting  and  amusing. 

Q — ^Was  it  made  public? 

A — It  was  a  Home  performance. 

Q — And  are  they  allowed  at  times  to  have  little  hops  t 

A — ^We  allow  them  to  have  a  few;  but  it  made  dissatisfaction, 
although  nothing  was  public. 

Mr.  Flfigg — "What  were  the  objections — a  religious  one  ! 

A — A  religious  one.    The  people  of  Normal  thought  it  wrong. 

Mr.  Wines — Not  very  muscular  Christians.    [Laughter.] 

Mr.  Beardsley — In  relation  to  the  rales,  is  there  anything  sectarian 
in  the  management  of  the  Institution? 

A — No,  sir ;  everything  of  that  kind  is  forbidden.  We  strictly  avoid 
anything  sectarian.    The  bible  is  read  to  them. 

BBLIOIOnS  TBAOHINO. 

Q — Have  you  engaged  any  of  the  ministry  to  come  out  and  talk  with 
them  on  the  Sabhath  f 

A — We  have  invited  and  urged  Christian  people  of  all  denomina- 
tions to  come  out  and  teach  us 

Mr.  Beddick — As  you  must  have  charge  of  children  from  all  denom- 
inations, do  Catholic  priests  call  upon  you  ? 

A — ^The  priest  has  passed  through,  but  never  in  the  way  of  giving 
instruction  to  the  children. 

Mr.  Wines — ^You  would  allow  him  to  do  so,  if  desired  } 

A — 1  don't  know ;  perhaps  we  would  refer  the  matter  to  the  Tros- 
tees. 

Mr.  Beddick — ^Would  you  draw  any  distinction  ? 

A — No,  sir ;  neither  in  favor  nor  against  any.  We  have  children 
here  who  have  Catholic  parents  and  belong  to  Catholic  churches,  and 
they  at  times  want  to  go  to  Bloomington,  and  have  never  been  refused. 
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Q — The  inBtitation  is  jast  ae  open  to  Oatholics  as  any  other  ! 
A — ^Yee,  sir. 

SCHOOLS— OLABSIFIGATlOir. 


Mrs.  Watts  spoke  of  the  want  of  elassifioation  in  the  school.  Oar 
schools  cannot  be  as  well  classed  and  graded  as  in  some  of  onr  cities. 
We  cannot  establish  twelve  grades  and  have  a  teacher  for  every  distinct 
department,  of  conrse,  when  we  have  only  five  school  rooms,  but 
we  have  graded  the  schools  as  well  as  we  could.  The  children  have 
not  been  regular  in  all  the  branches.  They  come  in  in  that  way. 
They  are  sometimes  good  readers  and  writers  without  having  studied 
at  all  in  geography,  and  vice  versa.  Under  such  circumstances,  there- 
fore,* we  have  done  as  well  as  we  could.  A  good  many  things  prevent 
their  being  graded  as  they  are  in  the  city  schools,  and  we  cannot  pass 
them  from  one  room  to  another  with  the  same  perfect  system  as  in  city 
schools. 

TfiB  SANITABT  OOKBmON. 

Mr.  Beardsley — In  relation  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Institu- 
tion, has  there  been  any  improvement  in  that  respect  t 

A — Yes,  sir  t 

Q — Is  it  marked  t 

A — It  is  very  decided,  indeed.  The  hospital  record  will  show  that. 
We  have  scarcely  had  anything  to  call  fbr  a  prescription  since  we  got 
through  with  the  measles,  a  year  ago  last  February.  • 

Q — A.\  the  first  opening  of  the  Home  was  there  a  good  deal  of  siick- 
ness? 

A — More  than  at  present.  The  children  are  healthier,  and  they 
seem  to  be  growing  more  so. 

OODfG  TO  BRD. 

Q — What  is  the  plan  adopted  for  retiring  in  the  evening  ?  Is  there 
a  regular  time  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir;  8  oMock  in  the  evening  in  the  summer  time,  except 
the  larger  ones,  and  they  rise  at  half  past  five  in  the  morning. 

BATHINO. 

Q — ^The  next  order — do  they  go  to  breakfast  without  having  bathed  ? 

A'— No,  sir ;  they  are  washed  and  combed  before  each  meal,  and 
they  are  always  bathed  on  Saturday.  In  the  summer  season  they  are 
battled  oftener,  and  some  of  them  every  day.

Q — ^Tbe  first  thing,  then,  is  to  have  them  washed  and  their  heads 
combed  in  the  morning  ? 

A — There  is  some  one  to  superintend  that.  We  haye  a  coiored  man 
in  the  boys'  bath  room,  who  takes  care  of  that ;  and  in  the  girl's  bath 
room  we  have  one  of  the  older  girls. 

BMTXOYMBNT  OF  FUPIL8 — AGAIN. 

Q — Are  any  of  the  cliildren  employed  in  the  Institution ! 

A — Some  of  them  were  employed  a  part  of  the  time  last  year.  One 
of  the  girls  received  wiiges  abont  a  year,  bat  we  have  thought  that  was 
not  a  good  plan  for  several  reasons,  and  she  has  been  taken  from  the  pay 
roll  within  the  last  month.  !N^ow  it  is  nnderstood  if  they  remain  in  the 
Home  they  will  have  the  privilege  of  going  to  school  and  reoeivuig 
clothing.  We  found  that  giving  wages  created  jealousies.  When  they 
get  to  be  fourteen  they  would  all  want  to  be  hired,  and  we  cannot  af- 
ford to  do  that. 

PUPILS  FOUBTSJSN  YSABS   OU). 

Mr.  Flag; — I  wish  to  ask  your  opinion  as  to  the  best  way  of  pro* 
viding  for  those  pupils  who  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  fourteen  ! 

A — I  can't  tell  just  how  many  we  will  have  during  the  next  year 
who  Will  be  fourteen  years  of  age.    Our  record — 

Mr.  Beardsley— About  thirty? 

A — Perhaps  that's  right ;  I  have  not  noticed.  For  some  of  these  it 
would  seem  best  that  they  should  have  educational  advantages,  for 
many  of  them  are  children  of  good  minds  and  would  be  much  bene- 
fited by  education  ;  and  we  have  some  girls  here  now  that  will  hardly  be 
strong  enough  to  go  out  and  earn  their  living  by  hard  work.  It  would 
be  well  if  they  could  make  their  living  with  the  aid  of  an  education. 

Mr.  Flagg — What  would  you  think  of  the  policy  of  permitting  such 
girls  to  remain  here  after  the  age  of  fourteen,  and  letting  them  attend 
the  Normal  school  two  or  three  years  t,  ^ 

Mr.  Wines — Might  it  not  create  jealousy  ? 

A — No,  sir ;  I  think  not.  Some  of  the  children  don't  care  to  go  to 
school ;  they  would  rather  go  to  a  trade.  We  have  girls  here  who 
would  much  rather  learn  milinery  than  go  to  school.  Just  so  with  the 
boys,  too. 

Q — I  would  like  to  ask  your  opinion — more,  however,  perhaps  with 
the  idea  of  bringing  the  subject  before  the  committee  than  wi^h  the  ex- 
pectation that  you  have  formed  any  definite  conclusion  upon  it — as  to 
the  practicability  of  transferring  these  boys,  er  a  portion  of  them,  to 
the  Industrial  University  with  a  view  of  educating  them  there! 
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A — I  should  think  it  woald  be  an  ezcellont  plan,  bnt  I  know  rerj 
little  abont  that.    They  have  no  means  of  clothing  themselyes  yet. 

Q — Are  there  any  of  the  boys  that  would  probably  desire  to  go 
through  Normal  ? 

A — ^Yes  sir ;  we  have  some  boys  that  are  very  anxious  to  pursue 
their  studies,  and  who  promise  to  make  great  progress  with  the  help  of 
incentive.  Some  of  them  are  ambitious  and  intelligent ;  one  boy  now, 
I  think  of,  in  Bloomington,  who  has  been  out  of  the  Home  a  year.  He 
is  in  an  ice  cream  saloon  or  restaurant,  receiving  fifty  cents  a  week  and 
board.    He  was  a  bright  scholar — George  Martin. 

Mrs.  Ohr — He  gets  $3  a  week  and  his  board,  I  think. 

Mr.  Beardsley — What  seems  to  be  the  state  of  minH  of  the  children  f 
Are  they  happy  ? 

A — They  seem  to  be  very  happy.  I  meet  no  children  who  seem  to 
be  better  contented. 
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TESTIMONY  OF  DR  SWEENEY,  THE  PHYSICIAN. 


[At  the  Home,  NfmnaL,  IIU,,  August  4, 1871-] 


Db.  J.  SwEENBY,  recalled : 

Mr.  Beardsley — You  are  Physician  of  the  Home  % 

A — Yes,  sir ;  I  am. 

Q — What  is  the  condition  of  the  children,  as  to  their  health  % 

A — Remarkably  good,  sir. 

Q — What  is  their  condition,  as  regards  scrofala  and  chronic  disease  I 

A — We  have  had  some  cases,  as  must  be  expected  among  so  large  a 
number  as  there  is  here ;  and  the  scrofulous  habit  has  given  some  litde 
trouble,  in  the  way  of  sore  eyes  and  affections  of  the  skin.  Two  child' 
ren,  who  died  here,  were  scrofulous,  and  when  attacked  by  an  aocate 
affection,  were  not  strong  enough  to  resist. 

SOA.LI>*HSAD. 

In  regard  to  children's^^heads,  to  which  allusion  has  been  made,  per- 
haps in  the  hearing  of  the  committee,  we  have  here  a  case  of  what  is 
called  scald-head — where  the  head  is  bare,  and  covered  with  scabs.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  difficult  phenomena  known  to  physicians ;  bat  I  have 
seen  cases  worse  than  the  one  in  our  Home.  I  have  now  one  in  mv 
mind,  a  daughter  of  Quartermaster-G-eneral  Meigs,  in  the  army,  with 
whom  I  was  acquainted  when  I  was  young.  They  had  appealed  to  aU 
the  great  physicians  in  Europe  and  in  our  own  country  for  asalBtance 
in  vain,  yet,  she  was  relieved  naturally,  when  she  had  passed  the  age 
of  fifceen  or  sixteen.  And  in  most  of  these  cases,  you  have  to  get  past 
a  certain  period  in  the  lifetime  of  the  child* 

Q — Is  there  any  case  of  neglect  in  the  Institution,  where  they  are  ill 
for  the  want  of  proper  care  %  or,  were  they  brought  .to  the  Home  in 
that  condition  H 
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A — ^No,  8ir. 

Mr.  Vocke — How  many  cases  of  ferer  in  the  Institntion,  or  general 
sickness  ? 

A — 17 one.    The  Institntion,  at  present,  is  remarkably  free^from  dis- 


THE  DBFJOIENOY  BBPOBT — HISTORY. 

Mr.  Wines — Dr.  Sweeney,  as  to  the  making  np  of  the  report  to  be 
presented  to  the  Legislature  last  November:  yon  have  already  stated 
that  yon  and  Col.  Snyder  were  down  at  the  Revere  House,  employed 
in  making  ont  a  classified  statement ;  and  after  yon  had  been  two  days 
at  it,  do  yon  remember  meeting  me  on  the  street,  and  telling  me  you 
were  at  work  ? 

A— I  do. 

Q — I  went  out  after  supper,  do  you  remember ;  and  do  you  remem- 
ber what  you  and  Col.  Snyder  said  ? 

A — I  know  the  substance — it  was  about  a  book  we  were  looking  for. 

Q — My  recollection  is,  on  coming  into  the  room,  I  found  a  table 
covered  with  papers,  and  Col.  Snyder  and  Dr.  Sweeney  said  they  were 
about  to  give  it  up.  They  could  not "  make  the  riffle."  And  they 
asked,  in  substance,  how  it  would  do  to  guess  at  it.  Do  you  remember 
that  ? 

A — I  may  have  said  something  like  it 

Q — I  laughed,  and  said  it  would  not  do  to  guess  at  it  ? 

A — It  was  not  my  meaning,  to  guess  at  it. 

Q — 'No.  So  I  sat  down  to  make  a  statement,  and  worked  all  night. 
I  did'nt  "go  home  till  daylight  did  appear.''  [Amusement.]  By  that 
time,  I  had  completed  a  review — from  the  beginning  to  the  close  of 
Mr.  Willson's  administration.  I  came  back  after  breakfast  and  showed 
that  to  Dr.  Sweeney,  and  I  proposed  to  make  out  a  classified  statement 
of  expenditures,  if  I  could  be  furnished  with  the  papers.  Do  you  re- 
member I  was  at  that  time  writing  a  voluminous  report  for  the  Legis- 
lature, and  that  the  time  I  gave  was  taken  out  of  my  proper  work?  Do 
you  remember  how  far  I  brought  down  the  classification  when  I  could 
work  at  itt 

Q— I  can't  tell  exactly.  I  know  you  had  done  a  vast  amount  of 
work. 

Q — We  worked  every  night  until  ten  or  eleven  o'clock,  and  I  had 
brcmght  it  down  to  the  close  of  Mr.  Willson's  adminietratiou.  I  hadn't 
touched  the  accounts  of  Dr.  Roe  in  any  shape  or  form,  when  the  books 
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and  papers  were  all  taken  away;  and  having  gone  so  far  in  th4  work,  I 
ehowed  you  what  was  wanted  and  how  to  go  ahead  and  do  it 

A — Did  you  direct  that  conversation  to  me  or  to  Col.  Snyder  ? 

Q — I  don't  remember.  I  remember  there  was  such  an  nnderstand- 
ing,  and  you  and  Ool.  Snyder  made  out  the  statement. 

A — I  assisted  Col.  Snyder ;  but  when  your  report  began  and  ended, 
I  never  knew. 

Q — J  was  not  present  on  any  occasion  when  you  and  Col.  Snyder 
were  at  work  over  that  statement.  Do  you  remember  coming  in  with 
Col.  Snyder,  and  Col.  Snyder  said  to  me,  "  Mr.  Wines,  we  have  struck 
bottom,"  I  said  I  was  very  glad  of  it,  took  the  paper  and  put  it  away 
in  my  drawer.  I  want  to  say  one  word  further.  If  I  had  knowti  there 
was  an  order-book  in  existence  at  that  time,  I  could  have  ascertained 
the  extent  of  the  indebtedness.  But  for  more  than  a  year  I  bad  been 
endeavoring  to  get  at  papers  which  would  show  the  indebtedness  of 
the  Institution,  yet  I  did  not  know  that  there  was  an  order-book  in  ex- 
istence, and  I  never  knew  it  until  I  met  Mr.  Crawford  with  Ool.  Beards- 
ley  at  Col.  Snyder's  ofiice.  I  don't,  however,  wish  to  attach  any  re- 
sponsibility to  any  one  else,  but  only  to  save  myself. 

A — I  deny  any  connection  with  that  report.  I  never  knew  anything 
about  this  order  book,  and  I  supposed  there  was  a  complete  understand 
ing  between  Mr.  Wines  and  Col.  Snyder,  hb  to  how  the  work  ehould- 
be  carried  on.  Ton  and  Col.  Snyder  worked  while  I  told-off,  bo  that 
I  did  not,  at  any  time,  know  how  the  report  was  being- made  up. 

Q — Well,  the  work  was  done,  I  went  away,  and  I  presume  Ool.  Sny- 
der took  charge  of  it ;  I  don't  know. 

Mr.  Beardsley — You  eay  you  knew  nothing  of  the  order-book  until 
yon  met  me  with  Mr.  Crawford  and  others  t  JSTow  then,  you  have 
been  over  this  account.  Had  that  order-book  been  taken  as  a  beau 
and  the  Treasurer's  receipts  compared  with  it,  the  balance  would  have 
shown  the  deficiency. 

*Q — ^It  would  have  given  it  within  five  or  six  thousand  dollars. 
About  that  much  was  not  carried  by  orders.  But  there  ought  to  have 
been  also,  somewhere,  a  way  of  determining  the  difference  between  the 
orders  outstanding  and  the  payments  made  upon  them. 


TESTIMONY  OP  MR.  WINES. 


[  At  the  Bome^  Normal^  lU.y  Aug,  ^tky  1871.] 


Mr.  Wines,  re-called. 

The  Chairman — Mr.  Wines,  I  propose  to  ask  you  to  state  briefly 
what  yon  know  of  the  management  of  this  Institution  ;  and  any  recom- 
mendatidns  that  may  occur  to  you  in  connection  you  will  please  also 
give. 

MBS.   OHB. 

Mr.  Wines — I  will  try  and  be  very  brief.  When  the  Temporary 
Home  was  at  Springfield  I  knew  Mrs.  Ohr,  and  visited  the  institution 
frequently  ;  saw  it  from  the  outside,  and  was  informed  in  regard  to  its 
general  character  and  mahagement.  This  information  came  especially 
from  a  little  band  of  Sabbath  school  teachers,  who  used  to  bold  a  mis- 
sion Sunday  school,  attended  by  the  children  in  the  Home,  and  I  always 
heard  both  Mrs.  Ohr  and  the  institution  well  recommended.  I  have 
seen  Mrs.  Ohr's  own  children  and  the  children  of  the  institution  play- 
ing together,  and  the  impression  with  regard  to  that  Temorary  Home 
was  favorable.  I  never  heard  any  complaint  of  its  management  there, 
whatever.  The  next  time  I  saw  Mrs.  Ohr,  was  when  I  came  here 
officially,  with  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  to  visit  the  Institution. 

MANAGBMBNT   IMPROVED. 

The  impression  made  upon  my  mind  when  I  first  visited  here  was 
exceedingly  unfavorable.  The  house  was  very  dirty,  the  furnaces 
smoked,  and  you  could  scarcely  see  the  paint  for  the  smoke.  There 
was  a  great  deal  of  dust,  a  great  many  cobwebs  and  broken  windows, 
and  there  was  a  necessity  for  opening  the  windows  of  the  schools  to 
secare  ventilation.    There  was  no  system  of  ventilation,  and  there  were 
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no  proper  convenienoes  for  bathing  the  children ;  bnt  what  ao  partieii- 
larly  impressed  me  nnfavorably,  was  an  incident  which  I  saw  in  tiie 
wash-room.  The  children  coming  in  to  prepare  themselves  for  dinner, 
I  saw  all  wash  together  in  one  bathing  tab.  There  were  no  basins,  and 
of  coarse  they  were  washed  in  dirty  water,  at  the  risk  of  contagion  and 
snch  diseases  as  salt  rhenm,  sore  eyes,  etc;  and  there  did  not  seem  to 
be  a  sufficient  snpply  of  towels ;  the  towels  were  wet,  and  the  children's 
hands  were  chapped.  There  was  no  other  preparation  for  the  noon 
meal,  and  the  sight  of  that  incident  strack  me  qaite  unfavorably.  Af- 
terwards I  went  down  to  make  an  examination  of  the  financial  record, 
bnt  I  don^t  think  any  special  impression  was  made  upon  my  mind 
there,  one  way  or  the  other.  In  conversation  with  Mrs.  Ohr  and  Miss 
Hughes,  however,  they  both  complained  of  the  difficnlties  which  were 
in  their  way,  and  said  the  obstacles  to  their  success  were  exceedingly 
great.  They  complained  especially  of  the  building.  There  were  no 
fire  escapes  in  case  of  fire ;  there  were  no  guards  to  prevent  the  chil- 
dren falling  out ;  and  the  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  was  a  fail- 
nre.  I  have  since  heard  Dr.  Rhodes,  of  the  Blind  Asylum,  and  Dr. 
Wilbur,  of  the  Idiot  School,  both  make  statements  to  the  same  effect 
and  they  said  they  would  not  either  of  them  take  charge  of  an  institQ- 
tion  which  should  be  carried  on  in  this  building.  Our  board  had  been 
making  various  regulations  in  reference  to  this  Institution,  and  I  have 
been  here  frequently  since  my  first  visit,  and  every  time  I  have  dis- 
covered a  marked  improvement;  the  children  seem  to  be  very  well 
clothed,  very  well  fed,  healthy,  and  well  taken  care  of,  and  I  have,  at 
the  present  time,  no  criticism  to  make  upon  the  internal  management 
of  this  flome^  whatever,  except — I  don't  know  that  there  is  an  excep- 
tion— as  far  as  I  have  an  opportunity  to  judge  of  it,  I  think  Mrs.  Ohr 
is  an  exceedingly  capable  person  in  every  respect,  unless,  perhaps,  as 
to  her  business  qualifications. 

THB  PBBSIDBNT   OF  THB   TBCJSTBB8. 

With  regard  to  the  financial  management  I  can  say  nothing,  because 
all  the  facts  are  not  fully  developed.  I  think  Ool.  Beardsley^s  reputa- 
tion as  a  business  man  is  unquestioned  by  anybody  who  knows  him, 
and  perhaps  if  Ool.  Beardsley  had  known  a  little  more  of  what  was 
going  on,  the  Institution  wonid  have  run  a  little  differently. 

DR.    SWEBNBT. 

I  have  inquired  as  to  Dr.  Sweeney's  character  fur  kindness  and  in- 
tegrity of  heart,  and  I  find  that  his  reputation  and  standing  in  this 
neighborhood,  as  a  physician  and  as  a  man,  are  excellent 
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HI88  HUGHES. 

Miss  Hughes  I  have  koown  for  years,  atid  know  her  as  well  as  I  do 
anybod;  from  short  acquaintanoe,  and  there  is  no  person  in  the  world 
for  whom  I  have  a  greater  personal  respect,  both  as  to  her  judgment, 
conscience  and  ability.     Mr.  Gill  I  don't  know. 

POBLIO   BTJMOS  UNRELIABLE. 

Bat  1  think  very  little  attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  pablic  rumors. 
Snch  rumors  exist  with  regard  to  every  public  institution  I  have  visit- 
ed. I  visited  the  Insane  Asylum  at  Kalamazoo ;  it  is  a  model  institu- 
tion ;  I  have  never  seen  a  superior  to  it  anywhere,  and  Dr.  Yan  Dnsen, 
an  officer  of  that  institution,  told  me  that  a  couple  of  young  men  came 
down  there  very  early  one  morning,  saying  that  they  wanted  to  inspect 
the  instituticn  for.  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  report  for  a  New  York 
paper.  He  asked  them  why  they  had  called  so  early.  They  replied 
it  was  because  th^y  had  understood  that  it  was  the  practice  of  the  insti- 
tution to  whip  the  patients  all  around  before  breakfast,  and  they  wanted 
to  be  present  at  the  exercise,  f  Laughter.]  This  is  a  fair  illustration  of 
the  liberties  rumor  is  apt  to  take  with  a  public  institution.  I  state,  fur- 
ther, that  there  is  no  institution  nor  private  family  that  can  bear  a  close 
ana  minute  inspection  of  every  detail  of  management,  without  numer- 
ous things  coming  up  that  many  persons  would  think  worthy  of  criti- 
cism. Yet  I  have  no  criticism  to  make  upon  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  at  present. 

Mr.  Cloud — You  said  your  first  visit  produced  an  unfavorable  im- 
pression. Do  you  now  attribute  what  you  saw  to  a  want  of  capability 
on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Wines — I  attributed  it  to  the  newness  of  the  institution,  and  the 
insufficiency  of  the  premises. 

Mr.  Flagg — Mr.  Chairman,  I  see  Miss  Hughes  is  present.  I  would 
like  to  know  whether  she  may  not  have  some  suggestions  to  make. 

Mr.  Yocke — Relative  to  the  business  qualifications  of  Mrs.  Ohr. 
Mr.^  Wines,  I  would  like  to  know  upon  what  &cts  you  base  your  state- 
ments? 

Mr.  Wines — I  think  they  were  fully  brought  out  by  her  own  answers 
to  tlie  questions  I  put  this  morning. 

FEMALE   CAPACITY. 

There  is  one  point,  perhaps,  upon  which  I  would  like  to  touch.  The 
question  has  often  been  asked,  whether  a  woman  ought  to  be  at  the 
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head  of  the  inBtitution  t  I  don't  think  it  makes  much  difference  wheel- 
er it  be  a  woman  or  a  man  at  the  head.  It  is  not,  as  I  think,  a  qnet- 
ILOQ  of  sex,  bat  of  capacity.  In  this  particular  connection,  however, 
there  is  a  consideration  which  should  not  be  overlooked.  These  diil- 
dren  are  fatherless,  and  the  great  difficulty  in  the  way  of  their  proper 
training  is  their  want  of  manly  control,  and  this  manly  control,  I  feel, 
ought  to  exist  some  .^here  about  the  institution  ;  but  whether  auch  con- 
trol ought  to  be  at  the  head  of  the  institution,  or  not,  is  a  questioD  that 
is  entirely  diiferent. 

DIVISION  OF  BB8P0N8IBILITY. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  would  like  to  have  you  express  your  opinion,  so  that 
it  may  go  upon  the  record,  as  to  whether  this  institution  should  have 
one  Superintendent,  with  absolute  authority,  or  whether  the  reaponsi. 
bility  should  be  divided  { 

Mr.  Wines — I  would  enter  a  very  earnest  protest  against  a  division  of 
the  responsibility.  We  have  the  very  best  authority  for  saying  that 
^'  a  house  divided  against  itself  cannot  stand."  Whoever  is  placed  at 
the  head  should  have  sole  authority.  I  do  not  think  the  Trustees,  ou 
the  one  hand,  should  interiere,  or  have  a  right  to  control  her  actions  ia 
any  particular,  but  hold  her  amenable  for  the  result ;  and  on  the  other 
hand,  every  teacher  or  employee  in  the  house  should  be  responsible  to 
her,  with  power  to  appoint  and  remove  at  pleasure.  Without  that 
power,  the  institution  cannot  be  successtuUy  run.  If  Mrs.  Ohr  is  at 
the  head,  she  must  be  the  head. 

Mr.  Cloud — One  other  question  I  wanted  to  ask  of  Mrs.  Ohr,  with 
reterence  to  the  regulation  about  receiving  visits. 

INDUSTRIAL  TBAININa. 

Mr.  Wines — I  think  the  institution  should  be  improved  in  one  respect: 
There  ought  to  be  a  larger  amount  of  industrial  training  here.  These 
children  who  come  in  here  are  dependent,  most  of  them,  upon  their 
own  labor  for  their  support,  and  they  ought  to  be  qualified  to  earn  their 
support,  when  they  go  out  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  There  are  inatito- 
tions  where  that  sort  of  training  is  attended  to,  and  I  think  such  edu- 
cation would  prove  advantageous  to  the  children  here.

CLAIM  OP  THE  CHICAGO  TIMES. 

Spsingfibld,  III.,  Wbdnbsdat,  Juby  36,  1871. 

Lonis  Soather,  Bwom : 

All  that  I  know  aboat  the  claim  is,  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Oommissioners  for  the  location  of  the  Home,  I  made  myself  known  as  a 
reporter  for  the  Times,  and  apon  that,  it  was  saggested  by  some  gentle- 
man that  a  proposition  for  lecating  shonld  be  advertised  in  the  Times. 
I  am  not  a  financial  agent  for  that  paper,  so  I  did  not  pay  any  attentioD, 
nor  fix  the  fact  particularly  in  my  mind.  The  next  meeting  there  were 
some  bills  pnt  in  for  advertising  the  proposition  to  locate,  and  I  remem- 
ber the  Times  put  in  none.  I  noticed  that,  and  wondered,  but  did  not 
pay  much  attention.  Sometime  last  December  a  bill  was  sent  me  to 
collect,  and  I  have  been  trying  to  collect  it  ever  since.  The  Trustees 
won't  pay  it,  because  they  can't  pay  it  out  of  the  current  funds.  I 
know  that  slip ;  it  is  in  the  Times'  type.  I  don't  know  how  long  it  has 
been  published ;  that  mark  says  daily  three  times,  weekly  seven  times. 
I  don't  know  what  the  rates  of  the  Times  are.  At  the  time  I  speak  o^ 
there  was  some  such  conversation  as  this,  that,  inasmuch  as  there  was 
no  other  reporter  in  the  room  at  the  time,  inasmuch  as  tlie  Times  was 
a  democratic  sheet,  and  the  only  paper  that  had  a  reporter  there,  they 
would  send  the  advertisement  of  location  to  that  as  well  as  to  other 
papers.  The  act  under  which  advertising  was  had,  made  provision  for 
advertising,  but  noue  for  paying  for  the  advertising. 

Mr.  Beddick — I  noticed  that  the  charges  of  this  paper  differ  very 
materially  from  the  charges  of  that  of  the  Chicago  Journal,  due,  I  pre* 
sume,  to  the  fact  of  its  superior  circulation. 

I  move  we  order  the  claim  of  the  Times  paid. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to. 
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H.  DILGER'S  CLADL 

SpsiNoraEU),  III.,  Thubbdat,  Juhy  27, 1871. 
H.  DUger,  sworn : 

The  Chairman — ^This  was  paid  by  check  on  the  Bloomington  Bank, 
was  it  not  t 

A — ^Yes,  sir ;  that  bill  of  mine  was  audited  by  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. 

Q — Was  yonr  charge  at  so  mnch  on  the  cost  of  the  building  t 

A — ^The  agreement  was  at  3}  per  cent  on  the  whole  cost ;  afterwards 
the  Commissioners  made  some  changes.  The  first  understanding  was 
that  they  should  pay  us  2^  and  our  traveling  expenses,  including  a  pass 
on  the  Chicago  and  Alton  railroad ;  they  were  not  able  to  procure  the 
pass,  and  for  that  reason  allowed  us,  for  all  labor  and  work  to  be  done, 
fire  per  cent.    That  was,  if  I  recollect  right,  from  the  fall  of  1867. 

Q— This  som  of  $626  then,  was  made  up  by  the  allowance  of  five 
per  cent,  on  the  cost  price. 

A — Of  certain  parts  of  the  building. 

Q — Who  figured  up  the  cost  of  the  building  f 

A — I  can't  tell,  I  was  not  Superintendent ;  my  partner,  Mr.  Swartz, 
was  Superintendent  From  1868  I  took  the  Superintendencr^,  and 
from  December  of  that  year  everything  was  signed  by  me. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Do  you  remember  how  much  you  were  paid  altogether! 

A— If  I  recollect  right  it  was  $2,500 

Mr.  Wines— I  think  it  was  $2,400 

A— I  can't  tell  whether  it  was  $2,500  or  $2,400 

Mr.  Wines — ^There  is  another  point  I  would  like  to  inquire  about ; 
how  the  $2,700  received  by  you,  was  paid ;  I  wish  to  know  whether 
Col.  Snyder  paid  any  portion  of  it 

A — Mr.  Swartz  collected  the  money. 

Mr.  Wines — Col.  Snyder  showed  me  a  check  one  day,  to  H.  Dilger, 
for  three  or  four  hundred  dollars,  and  asked  me  if  it  was  on  his  state- 
ment;  he  said  he  thought  probably  it  was  a  claim  not  satisfied. 

A — ^I  recollect  I  received  a  check  once  which  was  collected  by  Mr. 
Swartz,  but  I  forget  now  the  amount,  but  I  believe  it  was  $825  or 
something. 

Mr.  Wines — ^Tes. 

A — Then  another  check  was  paid  to  me  personally,  in  1869,  I  be- 
lieve of  $175, 1  received  the  money  at  Col.  Williams'  Bank ;  I  know 
that  distinctly. 
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Q— Was  that  applied  on  this  $3^700 1 

A — ^I  think  so,  in  part  payment. 

The  Chairman — Does  Mr.  Swartz  live  nere. 

A — No,  sir. 

Mr.  Flagg— Where? 

A — ^In  New  York  somewhere.  I  have  broken  all  connections  with 
him.  We  have  separated,  and  in  a  manner  rather  nnfortanate ;  he 
left  me  in  a  state  of  affairs  very  badly  mixed  up.  The  only  account  I 
kept,  was  this  $625  on  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home,  which  I  kept  be- 
canse  I  had  done  the  work  and  had  made  the  first  plan ;  the  whole 
transaction  after  the  adoption  of  the  plan  had  passed  throagh  CoL 
SwarUs'  hands. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  notice  in  the  account  that  your  name,  only,  is  ased ; 
was  that  yoar  nsnal  mode  of  doing  business  ? 

A, — No,  sir;  before  February,  1869,  you  will  find  that  Swartz  &  Dfl- 
ger  are  used.  The  first  check  there — that — mast  be  the  last  payment 
on  the  $2,700 ;  then  came  my  additional  services  for  the  cupola  and 
the  outboildings,  etc. ;  $175  were  for  the  coal  house  .and  outbuildincs, 
and  the  $625  was  taken  for  the  account  of  Swartz  &  Dilger,  for  the 
Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home.  The  $176  were  exclusively  for  my  person- 
al  services  in  finishing  the  out-houses  and  the  stable. 


CLAIMS  OP  M.  DOYLE. 

Spbinofibld,  III.,  Wbdnbsdat,  July  88, 1871. 

J.  M.  Snyder,  sworn. 

Mr.  Doyle  was  employed  by  the  Board  to  superintend  the  adorn- 
ment of  the  grounds.  We  had  a  gardener  in  the  early  history  of  the 
Institution,  whose  duty  it  was  to  decorate  the  Home  grounds,  but  he 
never  got  them  into  shape,  so  the  Board  employed  Mr.  Doyle  to  super- 
intend the  laying  out  of  the  grounds,  bring  up  flowers,  make  flower 
beds,  etc.  I  think  that  bill  [illustrating]  covers  the  amount  of  his  first 
visit  In  June,  1870, 1  think,  Mrs.  Ohr,  the  Superintendent,  was  here, 
and  she  ordered  these  articles — the  larger  portion  of  this  bill — ^and  Mr. 
Doyle  was  requested  to  superintend  the  setting  out  of  them  again. 
He  went  up  three  times.  My  impression  is  that  this  bill  was  presented 
to  the  Board,  and  approved  and  audited — not  this,  exactly,  but  a  email 
statement  covering  the  same  amount.  Dr.  Sweeney's  plan  was  to  hate 
persons  present  their  claims  and  have  them  audited.    Mr.  Doyle  fisikd

to  present  his,  and  it  does  not  appearin  the  list  now  on  file.    That  is  all 
I  know  aboDt  these  bills. 

The  Chairman — What  was  his  compensation  t 

A — He  charged  so  much  a  daj — six  dollars. 

Mr«  Flagg — I  noticed  another  charge  in  NoTember  and  December. 
Were  those  the  dates  on  which  the  articles  were  famished  ? 

A — I  think  those  were  the  dates.  They  were  protected  in  the  Insti- 
tution daring  the  winter.  I  know  thej  had  them  in  the  office  during 
the  winter,  and  finally  removed  them  up  to  the  chapel.  1  think  Mr. 
Doyle  says  himself  that  he  is  not  very  positive  about  the  dates  of  these 
two  last  items.     He  thinks  that  was  about  the  time. 

The  Chairman — That  bill,  the  second  one :  how  about  the  change- 
made  on  the  back  of  it! 

A — ^I  don't  know  anything  about  the  change  on  the  back  of  it.  The 
bill  seems  to  be  correct  I  know  the  bill  was  presented  and  audited  by 
Ool.  Roe  and  myself.  The  change  seems  to  be  made  in  the  handwri- 
ting of  Dr.  Sweeney. 

Mr.  Flagg — There  is  another  discrepancy  in  that  bill.  The  footing  is 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  and  something  in  the  bill,  whereas  it  is  a 
hundred  and  ten  on  the  outside. 

A — 1  don't  know  anything  about  the  change. 

The  Chairman — ^There  are  fifty  eight  dollars  still  due  upon  the  order, 
issued  upon  that  claim,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  First  National  Bank. 

Mr.  Eeddick — This  charge  embraces  transportation,  etc? 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Flagg — When  were  the  articles  furnished  in  the  first  bill  t 

A— 1869. 

The  Chairman — One  of  the  bills  is  half  paid  t 

A — Tes,  sir. 

Mr.  Beddick — What  legal  authority  was  there  for  this  business  t 

A — It  is  contained,  I  think,  in  the  law  establishing  the  Institution. 

Mr.  Flagg — The  act  of  1867  makes  provision  for  stables,  walks,  etc. 
Was  any  of  that  spent  upon  the  grounds } 

A — That  was  spent  for  the  specific  purposes  named  ;  none  of  it  for 
the  adornmeftt  of  the  groujids.  • 

M.  Doyle,  sworn— [July  26th,  1871.] 

This  last  bill  I  had  on  my  books,  but  the  price  was  not  named.  That 
may  be  a  little  different  from  the  bill  first  sent  in. 

The  Chairman — ^Did  you  furnish  the  articles  mentioned  in  these 
bills  t 

A — ^Tes,  sir. 
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The  Ohairman — O  a  a  contract  with  the  Tru8|»es  t 

A — Yes,  Bir. 

Q— Did  you  find  it  neceesary  to  go  to  Normal  twice  t 

A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Q — ^What  was  your  charge? 

A — My  usual  charge  is  six  dollars  a  day  when  I  go  from  homew  I 
get  five  dollars  a  day,  here  at  home.  I  got  five  dollars  a  day  for  fixing 
Mr.  Bobinson's  place. 

Q — ^These  bills  don't  belong  to  you  now ! 

A — No,  sir ;  I  assigned  them  to  Mr.  Black. 

Q — He  takes  them  at  the  amount  charged  here  ? 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Q — This  first  bill  has  on  the  back  $110  ;  a  charge  is  added  making 
$116,  how  about  that! 

A — Half  of  that  biU  is  paid. 

Q — ^Why  was  only  a  half  paid  ? 

A — ^I  don't  know,  sir. 

Mr.  Wines— The  reason  is,  they  did  not  have  money  enoogh  to  ptj 
all,  and  so  made  only  partial  payments. 

Q — How  much  is  due,  Mr.  Doyle,  on  these  bills  ? 

A — I  think  $320  on  this  one,  and  the  other  is  $67. 

Q — ^Who  ordered  the  articles  ! 

A — Ool.  Snyder  and  Mrs.  Ohr.  She  was  down  here  at  the  time,  and 
ordered  them. 

Q — Do  you  know  why  this  other  bill  has  not  been  audited  or  actad 
upon  until  now  ? 

A — ^I  don't  know ;  I  showed  the  bill  to  Col.  Snyder ;  he  was  onder 
the  impression  that  it  was  audited.  ^ 

Mr.  Yocke — There  is  an  item  of  $6,  of  which  no  account  ia  given  m 
to  the  kind  of  services  rendered  for  it.     What  was  the  consideration  t 
A — One  day's  work. 

Mr.  Flagg — When  was  this  work  done — ^in  1869  ? 
A — No,  sir,  last  season. 
Q — Was  the  whole  of  it  done  at  once  ? 
A — I  went  in  the  fall,  and  then  I  went  4n  the  spring. 
The  Chairman — How  many  days  were  you  up  there  I 

A — I  think  the  first  time  I  was  there  three  days,  and  the  aeoond 
time  I  was  there  three  or  four  days. 

Mr.  Vocke — I  see  you  have  a  charge  for  hotel  bills.  When  you  work 
in  Springfield  for  $5  a  day,  do  you  furnish  your  own  food  t 
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A — YeBj  sir ;  bnt  I  would  not  go  from  home  for  leas  than  the  charges 
I  have  made.    I  charge  private  individaals  the  same. 

Mr.  Flagg — All  these  plants  were  furnished  last  year — in  1870  ? 

A — ^Yes,  sir,  in  the  spring  and  fall — pnt  in  last  year. 

Q — ^These  willows  which  are  charged  at  fifty  cents:  what  kind  are 
they? 

A — ^Tke  weeping  willow — the.  common  weeping  willow — we  have 
had  $1  apiece  for  them. 

Q— What  size  t 

A — ^Twelve  feet  high. 

Q — ^The  maple  trees — what  kind  ? 

A — Soft  maple. 

Q— What  hight  ? 

A — About  the  same — Twelve  feet.  I  pnt  them  all  in  at  the  price  I 
Bell  them  at  the  nursery ;  you  may  refer  to  any  cataloi^ae,  and  you  will 
see  that  my  charges  were  low. 

Mr.  Roddick — I  will  move  that  the  bill  be  laid  npon  the  table  for 
the  present.    [The  motion  was  agreed  to.] 

[  In  the  afternoon  the  case  was  resnmed.] 

George  N.  Black,  sworn. 

The  Chairman — What  do  you  know  about  that  [pointing]  ? 
A — ^I  don't  know  anything  about  it,  except  that  Mr.  Doyle  assigned 
it  over  to  me. 

Q— Who  owns  it  ? 

A  —We  own  it 

Q — Did  you  buy  it  at  its  face } 

A — Yes,  sir,  we  took  it  last  Jannary. 

Mr.  Flagg — John  Williams  &  Go.  are  the  present  holders ! 

A — Yes,  sir. 


J.  H.  JOHNSON'S  CLAIM.

Mr.  J.  H.  Johnson,  sworn. 

The  Chairman — State  whether  you  furnished  the  articles  mentioned 
in  this  bill  to  the  Sddiers' Orphans'  Home,  and  if  so,  at  whose  request  ? 

A — I  think  all  these  articles  were  got  by  the  Matron,  except  those 
marked  **  S,''  which  were  got  by  Ool.  Snyder.  I  presume  they  were 
got  for  the  Home — they  were  charged  that  way. 
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Q — ^And  charged  at  the  nsoal  price  at  which  joa  eell  that  daaa  of 
goods? 

A — ^Tea,  sir. 

Q — Never  been  paid  f 

A — No,  air. 

Mr.  Wines — I  asked  Ooi.  Snyder  whether  there  were  any  oat- 
standing  debts  in  Springfield  unsettled.  He  said,  ^^  no,  not  a  dollar.^ 
When  I  looked  roand  I  fonnd  this  bill  at  Mr.  Johnson's.  Mr.  Johnson 
said,  *^  Col.  Snyder  said  always  it  was  going  to  be  paid.*'  I  asked  Ool. 
Snyder  about  it.  He  said  he  thought  it  was  in  the  deficiency  liet,  bat

The  Chairman — Had  the  Colonel  been  in  the  habit  of  purchasing  for

A— He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  purchasing,  but  all  his  aooounti 
were  kept  in  the  name  of  the  Home. 

The  Chairman— What  shall  we  do  with  it  ?  [To  Col.  Snyder]  what 
have  you  to  say  about  this  bill  of  articles,  and  the  items  marked  '^  St  ** 

Col.  Snyder — Everything  furnished  there  was  for  the  Home.     Paper 
fasteners,  half-ream  letter  paper,  etc.,  were  all  for  the  Home. 
Mr.  Eeddick — Was  this  bill  laid  before  the  Trustees  t 
A — ^Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Yoc](e — ^I  move  the  consideration  of  it  be  postponed. 
The  motion  was  agreed  to. 


THE  CLAIM  OP  H.  W.  ROKKER.

H.  W.  Eokker,  sworn. 

Mr.  Wines — This  claim  is  not  in  the  deficiency  list  at  all;  the 
amount  is  $80  60. 

The  Chairman — State,  with  regard  to  the  claim  now  before  us,  when 
did  you  furnish  the  value  here  charged  for  f 

A — Dr.  Sweeney  is  the  gentleman  who  ordered  the  books,  in  con- 
nection, I  guess,  with  Col.  Snyder 

Q — They  were  furnished  at  the  ordinary  price  t . 

A— Yes,  sir.  I  will  explain :  This  is  an  eight-quire  ledger,  with  s 
great  many  different  headings ;  it  is  an  ei^ht-quire  demi-book,  and  the 
charge  is  very  low. 
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WBAYSR'S  CLAIM. 

SpbihgfixlDi  III.,  Wbdkbbday,  July  26, 1871.    . 

F.  K.  Whittemore,  8worn. 

The  Chairman — ^Yoa  present  this  order ;  does  it  belong  to  yon  t 

A — ^No,  sir,  it  is  held  by  Mr.  Bnnn's  bank.  It  is  not  owned  by  the 
bank,  bnt  is  held  as  collateral  security ;  it  is  owned  by  Jonathan  Weaver. 

Q — ^You  know  nothing  as  to  how  he  comes  to  own  it  % 

A — ^Ko,  sir ;  he  lives  in  the  country ;  I  don't  know  how  far.  I  un- 
derstood from  him  that  it  was  tnmed  over  by  Ool.  Snyder,  in  satisfac- 
tion of  some  judgments  which  affected  the  titles  to  some  land  he  had 
purchased.    That  was  his  statement. 

Q — ^If  this  bill  sheuld  be  paid,  it  would  go  to  liquidate  certain  indebt. 
ness  in  the  bauk  t 

Col.  J.  M.  Snyder — It  is  a  bill  for  services  as  Secretary  to  Dec.  Ist, 
at  the  rate  of  $1,000  a  year ;  items  for  Board,  $187  20 ;  stamps  and 
stationery,  and  other  items  famished  at  the  time.  I  have  not  all  the 
bills  here ;  I  don't  know  whether  they  were  filed  with  this  bill  or  not — 
post  ofSce  rent,  etc.  It  was  all  presented  to  the  Board  at  their  meet* 
ing,  and  audited.  I  was  directed  to  draw  a  warrant  in  my  favor  for 
the  amount 

Q — ^How  does  Mr.  Weaver  come  to  own  it  f 

A — ^I  transferred  the  order  to  Mr.  Bosette,  who  had  a  claim  against 
me,  and  he  transferred  it  to  Mr.  Weaver. 

Q— Did  you  get  the  full  value  of  the  bill ! 

A — Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Vocke — What  are  your  duties  as  Secretary  f 

A — ^To  take  charge  of  the  papers,  issue  orders,  and  perform  all  the 
duties  usually  devolving  on  a  Secretary. 

Q — Does  the  law  fix  the  office  of  the  Secretary  at  Springfield  ? 

A — ^The  by-laws  of  the  Institution  do. 

Q — ^How  do  you  determine  the  salary  ? 

A — ^That  is  fixed  by  the  Board. 

Q — When  was  your  salary  last  fixed  f 

A — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  in  January  last 

Q — How  often  do  you  meet  t 

A — Once  a  month — ^regular  meeting  once  a  month-^Hspecial  meetings 
at  various  times. 

The  Chairman — ^Prior  to  last  January,  had  you  been  drawing  the  same 
salary. 

A — Yes,  sir. 

VoL  n— 118 
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Q — ^In  this  bill  of  items,  I  see  charged  three  trips  to  Normal. 

A — I  had  a  statement  of  the  trips  I  have  been  obliged  to  take,  I 
think ;  at  one  time  it  became  neo^sary  to  go  to  Rock  Island  to  me^ 
OoL  Beardsley.  As  there  is  no  place  specified  where  a  meeting  shoold 
be  held,  we  have  sometimes  held  them  at  Book  Island.  UsQallj,  the 
meetings  were  held  at  the  Institution,  except  the  annnal  meetings. 

.  Q — Do  you  know  what  became  of  yonr  itemized  statement  ? 
A — I  do  not,  sir. 

Mr.  Yocke — ^This  does  not  indude  any  items  for  serrice  this  year? 
A — ^No,  sir. 
The  Chairman — ^Do  yon  know  anything  of  this  bill,  Mr.  Wines  t 

Mr.  Wines — ^No,  sir,  I  have  no  memorandam.  Mr.  Flagg  asked  a 
question  about  it,  which  I  could  not  answer. 

Mr.  Flagg — There  seems  to  be  a  little  confusion  here,  Colonel,  be- 
tween two  orders  :  one  of  $416  55,  drawn  Nev.  20,  aod  another  drawn 
May  11,  for  the  same,  or  nearly  the  same,  amount,  $416  66.  The  May 
one  covers  the  period  from  Dec.  11, 1869,  to  May  11, 1870,  and  the 
other  for  three  months  in  1870.  The  only  difficulty  in  my  mind  is, 
that  I  find  no  record  of  it  in  the  numbers  of  orders. 

Mr.  Wines — ^There  is  no  bill.  Colonel,  among  the  papers;  no  entiy 
on  the  books;  no  record  of  its  payment ;  and  it  don't  appear  in  the  de- 
ficiency, this  $416  66. 

A — ^Two  distinct  orders,  evidently. 

Mr.  Wines — Do  you  know  what  has  become  of  the  order  ? 

A — I  don't  know,  sir. 

Mr.  Wines — ^257  is  not  on  the  book. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^That  is  the  one  now  before  us  not  entered  in  the  list— 
one  of  the  blank  numbers. 

Mr.  Beddick — ^The  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Trustees  shoold 
explain  all  this  business.  The  Secretary  meets  with  the  Board,  and 
keeps  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  and  all  these  accounts  should  be  ia 
his  hands. 

The  Chairman — ^There  is  no  record  of  this  being  paid. 

Mr.  Wines — ^There  is  no  entry  of  it  on  the  book ;  it  don't  appear  in 
the  deficiency  list,  and  we  don't  know  anything  about  it. 

The  Chairman — ^The  book  shows  the  issues  of  the  first  order,  but  not 
of  the  second;  257  seems  to  have  been  left  blank  on  the  order  book. 

Mr.  Wines — ^The  fact  that  the  two  orders  are  difibrent  appears  from 
the  difierenee  of  dates.    The  book  is  simply  a  transcript  of  the  stabs^ 

Mr.  Eeddick — I  have  been  suggesting  to  Col.  Snyder  that  if  fae 
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would  make  an  account  omrent  of  ineideDtal  expenses,  and  bring  it  up 
square,  so  that  we  coold  see  all  about  it,  it  would  be  satisfactory. 

The  Ohairman — ^At  any  rate,  it  is  proved  that  other  parties  have  paid 
value  for  this  bill,  and  any  disorepancy  should  be  arranged  with  OoL 
Snyder.  \ 

Mr.  Beddidc — I  think  the  thing  is  right,  but  not  very  well  ex- 
plained. 

The  Ohairman — ^The  bill  for  the  trips  up  to  Normal  should  be  shown 
by  items,  I  think. 

A — There  [illustrating]  is  a  bill  of  the  expenses  of  one  of  the  other 
members  of  the  Board,  in  which  you  will  see  his  cash  expenses  for  the 
whele  year,  1870,  were  $287,  and  I  will  state  that  Ool. .  Beardsley's 
expenses  are  not  nearly  so  great  as  mine  would  be,  as  he  has  not  visited 
the  Home  nearly  so  often  as  I  have  been  compelled  to  do. 

The  Chairman — You  have  an  assistant  at  the  Home  ? 

A — No,  sir.  At  the  first  organisation  of  the  Home,  Mr.  Reynolds 
was  Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  for  a  time  Col.  Harlow  acted  as  Sec- 
retary, and  then  myself,  but  we  have  had  no  assistance  since  1866. 

Q — Have  you  any  clerk ! 

A— We  have  had  one  since  the  first  of  January,  at  the  Home. 

Q — He  does  not  do  the  Secretary's  business ! 

A — No,  sir.  He  is  simply  book-keeper ;  be  keeps  an  itemized  ac- 
count of  the  statements  as  classified  by  the  Board  of  Charities  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees;  he  keeps  a  cash  account,  and  the  accounts  of  bread, 
meat,  etc. 

Q — ^You  meet  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  when  you  go  up  to  the 
Home  ? 

A — Yes,  sir, 

Q — ^Your  duty  does  not  involve  any  financial  control  ? 

A — No,  sir. 

Q--How  much  of  your  time  does  the  correspondeDce  of  the  Institu- 
tion occupy  ? 

A — Last  year  it  was  very  heavy. 

Q — What  portion  of  your  time  is  now  occopied  ? 

A — About  a  third.  Now  and  then  I  get  behind,  and  have  to  work 
np. 

Mr.  Vocke — How  many  officers  have  you  ? 

A — We  have  the  Superintendent,  Assistant  Superintendent,  and  the 
clerk.  We  have  on  the  pay-roll  other  persons,  such  as  the  watchman, 
sewing-women,  etc. 

Mr,  Reddick — ^How  much  do  you  pay  the  clerk  ? 
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A — ^The  olerk  reoeiveB  a  salary  of  $88  a  month,  and  boards  in  flie 
Institntion. 

Q — Oonld  not  a  good  clerk,  capable  of  taking  charge  of  tho  booksi 
also  discharge  the  daties  of  Secretary  ( 

A — He  might  after  a  system  nas  been  established,  snch  as  we  hare 
now.  I  think  in  the  fntore,  with  a  Secretary  to  sign  orders,  a  clerk  might 
perform  the  daties  of  the  office.  Bat,  heretofore,  I  think  the  dexk 
coald  not  have  performed  his  own  daties  and  acted  as  Secretary — cer- 
tainly not  when  the  baiiding  was  in  process  of  constrnction. 

Q — Why  have  an  independent  person  to  sign  orders!  In  die 
coanty  organizations  the  coanty  clerk  draws  an  order,  to  be  ooantsr- 
signed  by  t^e  Treasorer ;  why  coald  not  the  President  draw  the  order— 
the  clerk  or  Secretary  sign  it  ?  Why  oonldn't  one  person  diaehai^ge  all 
the  daties  of  Secretary  t 

A — I  think  it  coald  be  so  now. 

Mr.  Fiagg — ^The  gentleman  who  holds  this  claim  now,  does  he  reside 
in  the  city  I 

A — He  lives  aboat  twelve  mileis  from  here.  I  transferred  it  to  Mr. 
Rosette,  and  he  transferred  it  to  the  holder. 

Mr.  Beddick — ^I  loove  that  the  bUl  be  andited  and  allowed. 

The  motion  was  agreed  to.

BL00MIN6T0N  AND  NORMAL-CLAIMS. 


[At  Bloomington  and  Normal,  from  ToeBday,  August  1,  to  Friday, 
August  4,  there  were  examined  by  the  committee  over  one  hundred 
different  individuals,  representing  claims  against  the  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home.  As  the  testimony  in  the  main  was  of  a  uniform  character, 
merely  proving  indebtedness,  and  nearly  equal  in  volume  to  all  the  rest 
of  the  testimony,  the  committee  decided,  that,  with  some  exceptions, 
none  of  such  testimony  should  be  transcribed  at  present,  but  the  re- 
porter was  requested  to  file,  instead,  the  original  stenographic  notes.] 


THE  CLAIM  OF  JBSSE  FELL. 

NoBMAjL,  III.,  Friday^  Aug.  4, 1871. 
Jesse  W.  Fell,  sworn. 

I  have  an  order  (No.  811)  for  $188  62 ;  $91  and  a  fraction  belongs 
t«  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  balance  belongs  to  Mr.  Geyser, 
and  was  credited  on  a  note  which  he  owes  me,  for  $46  95.  The  $91 
represents  the  oats  sold  to  the  Orphans'  Home,  the  balance  was  for 
hay,  belonging  to  Geyser,  at  least  they  got  it  from  him  ;  he  had  the 
order  got  out  in  his  own  name.  He  owing  me,  or  my  wife,  we  cred- 
ited him,  and  took  his  note  at  its  face.  I  would  like  to  have  this  note 
put  in  such  a  position  that  we  could  send  it  away. 

The  Ohairman — I  think  it  would  be  safe  for  you  to  have  Mr.  Geyser 
have  his  name  endorsed  on  the  back  of  it 

Mr.  Flagg — ^The  creditor  for  the  balance  is  the  Board  of  Education  t 

A--^Th0  $91  and  a  fraction,  and  the  balance  my  wife  is  to  receive. 
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Mr.  Flagg — Did  yon,  at  any  time,  give  the  Institation  a  note  t 

A— I  did. 

Q — ^What  was  the  consideration  f 

A — It  was  a  large  ten  thonsand  dollar  note. 

Q — Have  yon  given  the  Institation  any  other  note  f 

A— Not  that  I  hare  any  recollection  of. 

Q — ^When  was  this  t 

A—  It  was  pretty  soon  after  the  location  of  the  Institution,  about 
three  years  ago.  It  was  embraced  in  a  subscription  to  secure  the  loca- 
tion. 

Q — How  was  it  paid  t 

A — ^The  donation  was,  part  of  it,  paid  by  planting  trees  to  the  amount 
of  $1,100 ;  the  balance  was  paid  last  winter,  partly  in  cash ;  the  balance 
in  four  four-acre  lots,  close  to  the  building. 

Q — To  whom  did  you  pay  the  money  ! 

A — ^To  the  Treasurer,  Dr.  Sweeney. 

Mr.  Vocke — When  was  that  land  purchased ! 

A — ^The  correspondence  shows  it  was  in  December ;  I  think  Dec^n- 
ber  last 

Q — ^Yon  made  the  deed  over  to  the  Institution  } 

A — No.  The  deed  was  not  made  till  last  February.  The  arrange- 
ment for  the  purchase  was  made  then. 

Q — What  was  the  consideration  for  the  land  { 

A — It  was  my  note. 

Q — How  large  an  amount  of  money  was  deducted } 

A — I  ao  not  recollect.  The  note  did  not  bear  interest.  The  note 
would  not  be  due  until  next  June.    $4,000  was  paid  in  money. 

Mr.  Flagg — Give  the  figures  of  the  payments. 

Dr.  Sweeney — January  18,  subscription  for  the  Home,  $10,000.  A 
payment  was  made  on  that,  February  1,  1871,  in  the  shape  of  a  deed 
and  money  to  the  amount  of  a  little  less  than  $4,000. 

OBNAMENTATION  OF  GBOUNDS. 

Mr.  Flagg — I  want  to  ask  a  horticultural  question  :  We  found,  at 
Springfield,  a  bill  to  the  amount  of  $1,400,  for  the  ornamentation  of 
the  grounds.  I  want  to  know  why  we  havn't  better  results  from  that 
expenditure,  here  at  the  Home  t 

A — I  can  only  answer,  that  I  set  out  a  large  amount  of  trees  myeell 
You  will  discover  that  I  planted  a  great  many  circular  groves  on  the 
land  about  here.    I  planted  them  four  feet  apart.    One-half  of  what  I

planted  were  in  shade  trees,  and  the  balance  in  ftnit.  Bttt  yon  cannot 
understand  my  plan  unless  yoa  see  it  I  woald  like  to  haye  yon  see  it, 
and  yon  will  discover  the  plan  involved  the  planting  of  a  great  num- 
ber of  trees.  How  many,  I  don't  now  recollect,  but  you  will  find  the 
amount  I  have  charged  here  is  very  low.  Then,  after  it  passed  into 
the  hands  of  the  State,  they  destroyed  nearly  all  those  groves. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^Who  destroyed  them  ? 

A — Well,  they  wanted  to  have  more  ground  for  paeturage.  There 
are  other  groves  of  some  thirty  or  forty  large  trees.  They  have  been 
entirely  destroyed ;  some  of  them,  indeed,  have  died,  for  we  have  had 
very  unfortntiate  seasons.  I  planted  large  maples,  which  have  been 
particularly  unfortanate,  being  destroyed  by  worms.  Perhaps  you 
gentlemen  may  have  had  some  observation  on  that  point 

Mr.  Flagff — Borers  ! 

A — We  planted  out  some  very  large  trees,  but  the  borers  destroyed 
them  all.  I  should  think  one-half  that  I  have  planted  had  been  de- 
stroyed. After  the  first  had  been  destroyed,  I  set  out  more,  and  there 
are  yet  quite  a  number  letl.  I  planted  them  and  charged  for  the  trees 
and  plantlDg.  I  had  no  subsequent  care  devolving  upon  me.  I  simply 
planted  them. 

Q — Were  they  planted  in  sod  or  cultivated  ground  ? 

A — You  ought  to  have  come  through  that  way.  I  would  like,  if 
there  is  any  doubt  with  regard  to  the  reasonableness  of  my  bill,  that 
any  one  particularly  familiar  with  horticultural  operations,  should  go 
and  examine  them. 

The  Chairman — Ther  eis  no  question  about  that,  at  all.  The  only 
question  is  one  of  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Institution.  In  your  judg- 
ment, was  it  good  policy  for  an  Institution,  straggling  for  existence,  to 
expend  so  much  money  in  trees,  without  any  legislation  for  that  pur- 
pose? 

A — ^Tbat  is  a  question  that  you  can  settle,  gentlemen,  quite  as  well 
as  I.  Permit  me  to  say,  gentlemen,  that  I  am  a  treeist,  (smiling)  and 
I  have^a  high  idea  of  the  value  which  real  estate  receives  from  the 
planting  of  trees,  and  I  have  evinced  my  faith  by  my  works  all  over 
this  neighborhood.  It  was  at  my  request  and  suggestion  that  the 
Board  agreed  to  spend  something  in  that  direction.  I  want  to  take  ail 
the  responsibility  myself.  It  was  a  matter  of  talk,  before  the  location 
of  the  Institution,  that  a  liberal  course  should  be  pursued  in  regard  to 
the  adornment  of  the  grounds,  and  it  had  something  to  do  with  the 
donations  from  this  neighborhood — the  belief  that  the  course  to  be 
pursued  would  be  liberal. 
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Mr*  WineB— -How  long  ago  were  these  trees  set  out  I 
A— In  the  Spring  of  1868. 
Mr.  Wines — ^The  Institution  was  not  in  debt  then. 
The  Ohairman — When  was  this  land  purchased  t 

A — I  had  an  arrangemeot  to  improve  all  the  land,  in  this  direction, 
not  donated  to  the  State,  and  the  plan  was  to  divide  it  into  lots  of  fonr 
acres,  planted  with  trees.  Accordingly,  I  went  on  in  pursuance  of  my 
agreement  with  Judge  David,  and  when  I  came  to  this  donation,  I  put 
in  the  land  at  a  given  figure — $100  an  acre  or  thereabouts.  I  was  to 
make  certain  improvements.  The  title  had  never  been  passed  from  tiie 
Judge  to  me  up  to  the  time  when  this  conveyance  was  made  to  the 
State.  By  an  equitable  arrangement,  I  relinquished  my  daim,  and  the 
Judge  made  a  title  directly  to  the  State. 

Q — When  did  that  take  place  ? 
A— This  winter. 

Q — How  much  did  the  Home  pay  for  that  ? 
A — The  gross  amount  was  about  $4,000. 

Q — What  do  you  think  of  such  a  transaction  on  the  part  of  such  an 
Institution  so  largely  in  debt ! 

A — ^That  must  be  looked  to.  The  money  was  not  needed.  They 
did  need  more  land  for  pasturage.  They  had  been  compelled  to  hire 
land  a  great  way  off.  This  arrangement  gives  them  more  pasture 
grounds,  and  brings  the  pasture  dose  to  their  stables. 

THE  PASTTJ&AGB. 

The  Ohairman — Did  yon  pasture  the  cowa  for  them  t 

A — It  was  Tayler,  I  think. 

Mr.  Flagg — ^This  land  was  purchased  at  $300  an  acre  t 

A — It  didn't  amount  to  that. 

Q — ^The  interest  upon  that  would  be  $30  per  year  for  pasturage ;  or 
supposing  that  two  acres  would  carry  a  cow,  it  would  amount,  really, 
to  paying  $60  for  pasturing  a  cow  one  season.  Does  that  look  like 
good  policy! 

A — It  might  be  said  in  addition  to  the  advantage  of  pasturing,  that 
by  the  arrangement  they  were  adding  to  the  value  of  their  real  eetats 
— perhaps  doubling  it. 

Q — 1  should  say  it  ought  to  pay  as  a  speculation,  but  it  seems  to  me 
the  Institution  was  in  a  poo?  condition  to  speculate. 
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doylk's  bill. 

Mr.  Yocky — I  wanted  to  aek  him  in  regard  •  to  a  parchase  of  trees 
from  Mr.  Doyle. 

Dr.  Sweeney — That  transaction  took  place  before  I  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board,  or  Treasurer.  The  money  was  handed  over  to  me 
after  I  became  Treasurer,  and  I  recorded  it.  I  had  nothing  to  do  with 
either  Mr.  Doyle's  bill  or  this  tree  transaction  of  last  December. 

Q — You  were  Treasurer,  were  you  not,  at  the  time  of  this  last  trans- 
action } 

A — No,  sir ;  I  was  not. 

Q — Is  the  deed  that  the  Home  receiyed  on  file  here  ? 

A — Yes,  sir ;  recorded  in  the  recorder's  office,  and  the  deed  is  in  my 
safe,  at  Normal.

FIRST  MEETING. 

SpsiNaFiBLD,  III.,  Jvly  6, 1S71. 

Morning  Session. 

The  Joint  Committee  from  the  two  Houses  of  the  Twenty- Seventh 
General  Assembly,  authorized  by  an  act  passed  at  the  Special  Session 
thereof,  providing  for  an  investigation  into  the  affairs,  etc,  of  the  Sol- 
diers' Orphans'  Home,  situated  at  Normal,  Illinois,  held  their  first 
meeting  in  Springfield,  on  the  6th  of  Jnly,  1871,  at  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber, the  following  members  being 

Present — Hon.  W.  0.  Flagg,  Hon.  William  Beddick,  from  the  Sen- 
ate ;  Hon.  Newton  Olond,  Hon.  James  Shaw,  from  the  House. 

Absent — Hon.  William  Vocke,  from  the  House. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock  A.  M. 

Hon.  James  Shaw  was  chosen  Chairman. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  2^  o'clock  P.  M.,  at 
the  rooms  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Charities. 

• 

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Committee  met  at  2^  P.  M.,  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Jas.  H.  Paddock  proposed  to  serve  as  Secretary  to  the  Committee, 
at  $7  a  day. 

The  proposition  was  not  agreed  to,  the  objection  beinic  that  the  terms 
of  the  act  required  the  Secretary  also  to  be  a  Reporter. 

George  W.  Hardacre  proposed  to  act  both  as  Secretary  and  Beporter 
for  $10  a  day,  and  20c.  a  folio  for  transcription  of  reports. 

His  proposition  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  following  resolution,  oflered  by  Mr.  Cloud,  was  then  adopted, 
after  the  substitution  of  the  name  of  Volney  Hickox,  in  place  of  Geoige 
W.  Hardacre's,  Mr.  Hardacre  having  declined  the  terms  proposed : 
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Hmohftd,  That  Volnej  Hiokox  be  appointed  Secrettiy  and  Reporter  of  thie  Committee;  and 
that  he  reoeiye  as  compensation  $6  per  day  for  serriees,  when  acting  as  Secretary,  $10  per 
day  when  acting  both  as  Secretary 'and  Phonographic  Reporter,  and  10c.  per  folio  of  100 
w  ords,  for  writing  out  phonographic  reports  and  furnishing  tlie  same  to  the  Gommitfeee. 

Hon.  Kewton  Cloud  and  Hon.  W.  0.  Flagg,  being  dfelegated  for  the 
purpoBe,  then  waited  upon  the  Goremor  and  notified  him  of  the  organ- 
ization of  the  Committee. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr.  Flagg,  and  laid  over : 

ResoliMdy  That  the  ezpressiony  '*  neceesaiy  traveling  expenses,'*  nsed  in  the  act  under  wliich 
this  Committee  is  proceeding,  be  construed  to  mean  simply  railroad  fkres  and  hotel  bills  ac- 
tually paid  in  going  to  and  returning  from  meetings  of  the  Committee,  and  that  each  member 
of  the  Committee  shall  furnish  the  Chairman  with  a  detailed  statement  of  such  necessaiy 
traToling  expenses. 

By  general  consent,  at  the  request  of  J.  M.  Snyder,  a  Trustee  of  the 
Soldiers'  Orphans'  tiome,  it  was  ordered  that  he  have  leave  to  exam- 
ine his  own  papers,  then  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Charities,  preparatory  to  the  investigation  proposed  by  the  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Beddick,  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Charities 
was  instructed  to  retain  in  his  own  possession,  the  originals  of  such  pa- 
pers as  he  should  deem  material  to  his  own  testimony  before  the  Commit- 
tee, snrrendering  only  certified  copies  of  the  same. 

Mr.  Flagg  presented  a  list  of  documents  required  in  the  proposed  in- 
vestigation. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  request  the  Governor  to  provide  the 
Committee,  at  its  next  meeting,  with  any  papers  in  his  possession  perti- 
nent to  the  subject. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cloud,  it  was  ordered  that  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Committee  be  held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Char- 
ities, in  Springfield,  on  Tuesday,  the  25th  of  July,  at  2^  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Committee  then  adjourned.

The  qaestion  being  npon  allowing  Mr.  Wines  the  same  privilege, 
Mr.  Reddick  said  he  was  opposed  to  the  introduction  of  connsel  in  be- 
half of  the  Board  of  Charities ;  that  it  was  unnecessary,  and  would 
involve  a  bill  to  be  paid  either  by  the  State  or  by  Mr.  Wines  per- 
sonally. 

Mr.  Wiues  said  on  that  underdtanding  he  would  withdraw  the  re- 
quest, to  be  renewed  only  in  case  it  should  appear  necessary.

On  motion  by  Mr.  Beddick,  members  of  the  Board  of  CharitieB  and 
their  Secretary  were  requested  to  accompany  the  committee  to  Normal 

Deficiency  claims  of  the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  were  then  laid 
before  the  Oommittee  by  Mr.  Wines,  which  the  Oommittee  proceeded  to 
examine  in  detail. 

Pending  the  examination,  the  Oommittee  adjourned  to  2  o'clock  P.M. 

Afternoon  Session.

ItXPLANATION. 

This  exhibit  shows  the  actual  present  indebtedness  (with  interest)  of 
the  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home^  on  acconnt  of  claims  contracted  prior  to 
March  1, 1871,  the  date  of  the  last  current  expense  appropriation,  as 
follows :

The  General  Assembly  has  already  appropriated  $21,244  81  of  this 
amount;  but  it  has  not  been  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury,  because 
insufficient  to  accomplish  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  voted.  Deduct- 
ing this  $21,244  81  from  $70,523  32,  leaves  $49,278  61  as  the  balance 
of  indebtedness  still  unprovided  for. 

If  the  claims  against  the  Home  are  not  paid  before  July,  1872,  the 
additional  six  months'  interest  will  amount  to  $3,105  06;  and  will 
ewell  the  total  indebtedness  to  $73,328  88. 

In  preparing  the  list  of  claims,  every  deduction  has  been  made  con- 
sistent with  integrity.  The  principle  upon  which  interest  has  been  cal- 
culated, is  to  allow  sixty  days  for  the  payment  of  each  monthly  bill, 
and  allow  ten  per  cent,  from  that  time  until  January  1,  1872. 

The  Home  originally  opened  without  an  appropriation  for  tlie  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  first  quarter.  The  Institution,  therefore,  has 
always  been  one  quarter  behind :  and  $11,250  of  the  $50,000  appro-

the  current  year,  was  advanced  to  the  Trastees  of  the  Home,  by  the 
Anditor,  and  expended  in  pay  of  debts  incurred  previous  to  the  begin- 
ning  of  the  year.
